At  London  Yearly  Meeting,  held  in  Leeds,  com- 
mencing  the  25th  of  Fifth  Month,  1905,  and 
ending  the  31st  of  the  same. 

Fifth-day  Morning,  25th  of  Fifth  Month. 
{Met   in    Joint    Session    at    the    Meeting-house.)

A    LOVING    GREETING    TO    THE    YEARLY    MEETING    AT 
LEEDS  FROM  J.   B.   BRAITHWAITE. 

There  being  little  probability  of  my  being  able  to  attend  our  next 
Yearly  Meeting,  arranged  to  be  held  at  Leeds,  for  the  first  time  out  of 
London  since  its  institution  in  1672,  I  venture  to  ask  to  be  allowed 
in  this  way  to  offer  a  few  of  the  thoughts  which  hare  been  from  time 
to  time  present  to  my  mind  in  connection  with  that  Meeting. 

The  first  Yearly  Meeting  at  which  I  was  present  was  in  1884.  It  was 
a  year  memorable  for  the  passing  of  the  Act  abolishing  Slavery  throughout 
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our  colonies  on  cerlain  conditions.'  The  subject  naturally  claimed  the 
attention  of  the  Meeting,  and  I  well  remember  the  deliberation,  Samuel 
Tuke  acting  as  Clerk  with  great  ability.  Stephen  Grellet,  Elisha  Bates, 
and  several  other  Friends  were  present  from  America.  I  was  afterwards 
present  at  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  1886  and  subsequently  in  1840,  since 
which  time  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  attend  every  Yearly  Meeting 
without  interruption  up  to  the  present  time — a  period  of  sixty-four 
years. 

I  have  seen  many  changes  more  or  less  important,  but  I  am  thankful 
to  believe  that  these  changes  have  not  involved  any  change  of  principle. 
It  is  my  persuasion  that  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  Christisuiity  pro- 
fessed by  our  religious  Society  from  the  beginning,  as  based  upon  holy 
Scripture  and  plainly  set  forth  in  Part  I.  of  our  Book  of  Christian  Dis- 
cipline, eu*e  no  less  dear  to  the  hearts  of  Friends  in  the  present  day  than 
they  were  sixty-four  years  ago.     May  this  never  cease  to  be  the  case  I 

Our  Yearly  Meeting  has  been  held  practioeJly  upon  its  present  basis 
as  a  body  representing  the  recognized  Meetings  of  Friends  in  Great 
Britain  without  interruption  since  the  year  1672.  It  is,  if  I  &m  not 
mistaken,  the  only  organized  body  of  Protestant  Christians  in  this 
country  which  has  maintained  an  unbroken  succession  of  representative 
assemblies  for  upwards  of  two  centuries. 

It  is  a  privilege  for  which  I  cannot  be  sufQciently  thankful  to  be  thus 
enabled  to  recall  the  religious  association  and  fellowship,  more  or  less 
intimate,  which  I  have  thus  been  permitted  to  enjoy  with  such  fathers 
and  mothers  and  beloved  brethren  and  sisters  in  Christ  as  Stephen 
Grellet,  Josiah  and  T^^lliam  Forster,  William  Allen,  Samuel  Tuke, 
Elizabeth  Fry,  Samuel  Gumey,  Joseph  John  Gumey,  my  own  beloved 
parents,  Isaac  and  Anna  Braithwaite,  Edward  Pease  and  his  two  sons, 
John  and  Joseph  Pease,  not  forgetting  Peter  Bedford,  Benjamin  Seebohm, 
and  Isaac  Brown,  with  many  others  not  less  beloved  whom  memory 
gratefully  cherishes  as  amongst  the  salt  of  the  earth. 

In  looking  back  upon  their  varied  gifts  and  services,  how  greatly  may 
we  be  encouraged  to  hold  fast  the  conviction  that  a  living  Christianity 
such  as  we  profess  as  Friends  is  not  impracticable ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
that  its  realization  is  amongst  the  glorious  possibilities  which  become 
probable  in  proportion  to  our  faithfulness  as  Friends. 

I  trust  that  I  may  not  be  misimderstood  in  expressing  a  caution  that 
our  desire  to  edify  and  to  guard  against  an  indolent  listlessness  in  public 
worship  may  not  lead  us  into  the  fear  of  silence  and  of  leaving  sufficient 
opportunity  for  individual  waiting  upon  the  Lord. 

Whilst  it  is  a  privilege  the  value  of  which  can  hardly  be  over-estimated 
to  look  back  on  the  succession  truly  **  Apostolick  "  of  those  who  have 
been  raised  up  without  the  prospect  of  emolument  or  other  worldly 
'  The  Act  was  passed  in  1833,  and  oame  into  force  in  1834. 
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inducement  to  represent  our  religious  Society  during  the  past  two  cen- 
turies, let  it  never  be  forgotten  that  such  a  succession  can  only  be 
maintained  in  connection  with  the  imreserved  acceptance,  in  living,  child- 
like faith,  of  the  Lord  Jesus  in  all  the  relations  as  Prophet,  Priest,  and 
King  in  which  He  has  been  pleased  to  reveal  Himself  as  Head  over  all 
things  to  His  Church  ;  in  whom,  as  saith  the  Apostle,  dwelloth  all  the 
fulness  of  the  Godhead  bodily.  The  one  being,  in  heaven  or  earth,  one 
with  the  Father  and  one  with  us,  at  once  able  to  suffer  and  almighty  to 
save ;  He  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins,  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  also 
for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world.  Risen,  ascended,  and  glorified.  He  ever 
liveth,  our  Mediator  in  the  presence  of  God ;  a  High  Priest  who  can  be 
touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities,  seeing  He  was  in  all  points 
tempted  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin.  The  Comforter,  who  is  the 
Holy  Ghost,  is,  according  to  the  express  declaration  of  the  Lord  Jesus,' 
the  glorious  fruit  of  the  intercession  of  Christ ;  and  it  is  by  the  visitations 
of  this  blessed  Comforter  that  we  ourselves  are  quickened  when  we  are 
dead  in  trespasses  and  sins,  and  by  whom  we  are,  as  new-born  babes 
made  in  a  conscious,  divinely  wrought  experience,  effectual  partakers  of 
the  preciousness  of  Christ.  It  is  an  experience  which  becomes,  as  it  is 
yielded  to,  a  most  real,  transforming  power  by  which  old  things  pass 
away  and  all  things  are  made  new,  and  all  things  of  God ;  and  without 
which  we  cannot  see,  much  less  enter  into,  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

The  work  is  not  that  of  an  arbitrary  despot  against  our  will.  It  is  the 
still  small  voice  of  love,  working  silently,  but  with  Almighty  persuasive- 
ness, until  every  thought,  every  desire,  every  purpose,  yea,  the  whole 
will,  is  brought  into  captivity  to  the  obedience  of  Christ. 

It  is  my  fervent  prayer  that  the  exhortation  of  the  Apostle  may  have 
its  due  place  with  us  all :  **  I  beseech  you,  brethren,  by  the  mercies  of 
God,  that  ye  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable  unto 
God,  which  is  your  reasonable  service.  And  be  not  conformed  to  this 
world,  but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind  that  ye  may 
prove  [in  a  most  real  and  divinely  taught  experience]  what  is  that  good 
and  acceptable  and  perfect  will  of  God." 

What  is  our  profession  but,  that,  under  the  direct  and  immediate 
ministrations  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  every  member  shall  be  a  living  temple 
in  whom  the  promise  becomes  a  glorious  reality,  '*  I  will  dwell  in  them 
and  walk  in  them,  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall  be  My  people ; 
and  their  sins  and  their  iniquities  will  I  remember  no  more  ?  "  It  is  a 
ser\dce  not  of  constraint  but  of  free  wilUng-hearted  surrender ;  a  service 
of  cheerfulness  and  joy ;  in  which  it  is  God,  that  worketh  all  in  all  both 
to  will  and  to  do  of  His  own  good  pleasure.

The  reading  of  thy  message  to  us  at  the  openmg  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
united  onr  hearts  in  a  feeling  of  love  to  its  sender,  and  in  the  desire  that 
oar  lives  might  respond  to  its  appecd.  Coming  together  as  we  do  amid 
such  new  surroundings,  the  thought  of  the  faithful  lives  of  service  which 
have  been  given  in  the  past  to  the  work  of  our  Society  comes  with 
peculiar  power  and  helpfulness  to  us,  and  as  we  listened  to  thy  letter  and 
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thought  of  the  long  years  in  which  thou  wast  present  during  the  sittings 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  the  desire  arose  that  we  might  be  more  faithful  in 
giving  ourselves  to  the  work. 

It  is  a  great  help  to  us  to  think  that  for  so  long  before  the  Meeting 
gathered,  thy  thoughts  have  been  with  us,  and  that  even  now  we  may  be 
united  in  the  unseen  communion  of  prayer  in  the  presence  of  our  Master. 

Warm  expression  to  our  feeling  of  sympathy  was  given  by  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Meeting,  allusion  being  made  not  only  to  the  help  which  thou 
hast  been  enabled  to  give  in  the  deliberations  o{  the  Church,  but  also  to 
the  aid  which  in  past  years  so  many  younger  Friends  have  received  from 
thee  in  their  difficulties. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  our  Meeting  that  we  may  be  made  to  bear 
witness  as  a  Church  and  as  individuals  to  that  holy  apostolic  succession 
whose  source  and  strength  come  only  from  the  imposition  of  the  Saviour^s 
hands.  And  our  prayer  is,  that  to  thee,  our  dear  friend,  the  Divine  pro- 
mise may  be  abundantly  fulfilled  : 

'*  And  even  to  old  age  I  am  He,  and  even  to  hoar  hairs  I  will  carry 
you."

20.  The  following  summary  of  the  Eeports  of  the  Quar- 
terly Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  presented  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and  forwarded 
to  us  by  it,  has  now  been  read : 

Summary  of  Reports  from  Quarterly  Meetings  on  Ministry 
AND  Oversight. 

It  appears  from  the  Beports  that  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
have  been  regulturly  held,  except  in  Aberdeen  Two  Months'  Meetihg, 
where  no  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  is  held,  and  in  South  Aus- 
tralia, where  only  one  such  Meeting  has  been  held  during  the  year.  Lan- 
cashire and  Cheshire  Quarterly  Meeting  reports  that,  in  Hardshaw  West 
Monthly  Meeting,  in  future,  the  work  and  duties  heretofore  undertaken  by 
the  Monthly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversignt  are  to  be  undertaken  by 
the  Monthly  Meeting  at  large,  and  that  the  business  appertaining  to  that 
Meeting  shall  be  dealt  with  at  adjourned  Monthly  Meetings.  Three 
other  Quarterly  Meetings  refer  to  their  sense  of  the  need  for  a  revision  of 
the  constitution  of  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight.  From  Durham, 
Essex,  Western,  and  Yorkshire  some  increase  in  attendance  is  reported. 

The  Queries,  Advices,  and  Duties  have  received  attention. 

The  practice  of  holding  local  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  is 
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not  general,  such  Meetings  being  reported  from  only  ten  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings. These  local  gatherings  are  held  in  three  Meetings  in  Bedfordshire 
Quarterly  Meeting ;  at  Nottingham ;  in  most  Meetings  in  Newcastle  and 
Darlington  Monthly  Meetings ;  in  two  Monthly  Meetings  in  Essex  and 
SufiEblk ;  in  three  in  London  and  Middlesex ;  at  Norwich ;  and  in  three 
Meetings  in  Cambridge,  Huntingdon,  and  Lynn  Monthly  Meeting;  in 
four  Meetings  in  Sussex,  Siurey  and  Hants ;  in  most  of  the  Meetings  in 
Warwickshire  North  Monthly  Meeting ;  in  several  Meetings  in  Western, 
and  in  one  in  Westmorland. 

Eight  of  the  Reports  deal  with  the  visitation  of  Meetings.  About  400 
visits  have  been  paid  in  Yorkshire ;  819  in  Durham  to  all  the  Meetings 
and  Mission  Meetings ;  274  in  Warwick ;  and  84  in  Berks  and  Oxon. 

Eleven  Quarterly  Meetings  report  either  Conferences  on  the  Ministry ; 
or  special  meetings  with  Friends  who  take  a  vocal  part  in  the  Ministry ; 
or  special  meetings  on  congregational  responsibility,  Foreign  Missions, 
Friends'  Principles,  Peace,  the  condition  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  or 
subjects  raised  by  the  Minutes  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight. 

Bedfordshire  Quarterly  Meeting  reports  the  appointment  of  a  Com- 
mittee to  visit  Mission  Meetings ;  Berks  and  Oxon  is  undertaking  the 
visitation  of  its  members  and  attenders  ;  London  and  Middlesex  reports 
gatherings  with  the  workers  at  Mission  Meetings  and  First-day  Schools ; 
it  also  reports :  "  At  one  of  our  Quarterly  gatherings  we  were  led  into 
much  prayer  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  our  members,  and 
a  general  quickening  of  spiritual  life  which  should  lead  to  the  ingather- 
ing of  sinners.  In  continuation  of  this  exercise  two  other  meetings  for 
prayer  were  subsequently  held,  and  a  message  of  encouragement  to 
prayer  and  consecration  of  life  was  addressed  to  all  the  Particular  Meet- 
ings in  the  district. 

Sussex,  Surrey  and  Hants  Quarterly  Meeting  reports  visits  to  centres 
of  work,  and  on  some  of  these  occasions  the  Advices  were  read. 

Western  Quarterly  Meeting  tells  of  revival  meetings  at  Cardiff  and 
Swansea,  Leominster  and  Almeley,  and  at  Meetings  in  Radnorshire: 
*'  Not  a  few  of  those  impressed  are  evidencing  by  a  changed  life  the 
practical  result  of  their  conversion.  We  rejoice  in  the  manifested  pre- 
sence of  the  Power  from  on  high  among  the  populations  round  about  us, 
and  recognize  it  as  a  call  to  personal  dedication  of  heart  to  bend  our  own 
lives  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  Holy  Spirit."

While  all  the  Quarterly  Meetings  mention  a  few  exceptions  in  some 
of  the  small  Meetings  for  Worship— more  especially  this  is  the  case 
on  First-day  evenings  and  week-days — Meetings  for  Worship  have  been 
regularly  held. 

In  two  Quarterly  Meetings  the  reason  given  for  snoh  omission  is  the 
severity  of  the  weather.

The  number  of  members  of  Monthly  Meetings,  including  those  in 
Australia  and  Tasmania,  on  the  81st  of  Twelfth  Month,  1904,  was  18,882 
(8,509  males,  9,828  females),  an  increase  of  111  on  the  membership 
reported  at  the  close  of  1908. 

The  number  of  members  in  the  Colonies  and  foreign  countries,  includ- 
ing 15  whose  residence  is  unknown,  is  947.  Of  these  66  reside  in  Europe, 
187  in  Asia,  176  in  Africa,  290  in  America,  and  268  in  Australasia. 

The  number  of  Habitual  Attenders  and  Associates  is  reported  as  8,858, 
being  an  increase  of  188  on  the  number  reported  last  year.  Of  these  995 
are  Associates  (422  males,  578  females),  whilst  7,868  are  scheduled  as 
Attenders  (8,404  males,  8,959  females).  Of  the  Associates  777  are 
reported  by  Warwick,  Leicester  and  Stafford  Quarterly  Meeting ;  140  by 
London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meeting;  25  by  Yorkshire  Quarterly 
Meeting ;  whilst  the  remainder  are  distributed  over  Berks  and  Oxon, 
Bristol  and  Somerset,  Devon  and  Cornwall,  Norfolk,  Cambridge  and 
Hunts,  Sussex,  Surrey  and  Hants,  and  Western  Quarterly  Meetings.  In 
10  Quarterly  and  General  Meetings  Associateship  has  not  been  estab- 
lished.

This  year  there  is  no  discrepancy  between  the  net  increase  as  shown 
above  and  the  increase  reported  in  the  previous  paragraph,  the  number 
of  members  reported  as  entering  Quarterly  and  General  Meetings  from 
other  parts  of  London  Yearly  Meeting  exactly  balancing  the  number 
reported  as  leaving  the  Quarterly  Meetings.

REPORT  ON  CENSUS  OF  ATTENDANCES  AT  MEETINGS. 

In  accordance  with  the  Eighteenth  Minnte  of  last  Yearly  Meeting,  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  made  arrangements  for  carrying  out  a  Census  of 
the  attendance  at  Meetings  on  First-days,  **  whether  known  as  Momiug 
or  Evening  Meetings  for  Worship,  Mission  Meetings,  or  otherwise.*'  For 
this  purpose  a  schedule  (a  copy  of  which  is  attached)  was  sent  down  to 
each  Particular  Meeting  asking  for  a  return  of  attendances  on  four  First- 
days  in  Tenth  Month  last.  The  Yearly  Meeting  did  not  ask  for  any 
returns  as  to  First-day  Schools  (adult  or  juvenile) :  particulars  as  to 
these  can  be  obtained  from  the  reports  of  the  Friends*  First-day  School 
Association.  The  schedules  sent  down  were  filled  up,  as  a  general  rule, 
with  great  accuracy.  (In  a  few  cases  the  number  of  attenders  was  so 
great  that  the  Friends  appointed  were  unable  to  divide  the  numbers 
between  men,  women,  and  children.) 

MoBNiNo  Attendancks — Mbbtinos  fob  Wobship. 

The  total  average  at  875  Meetings  for  Worship  in  Great  Britain  was 
4,531  men,  4,570  women,  and  2,618  children;  total,  11,714.  The  returns 
for  Australia  are  given  separately. 

These  figures  include  all  in  altendance,  whether  members  or  regular  or 
casual  attenders.  It  is  not  possible,  therefore,  to  give  the  proportion  of 
our  own  members  who  attend  these  Meetings  ;  but  it  may  be  some  guide 
to  give  the  proportion  of  th^  attendance  to  the  whole  nun^i)^  of  members 
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and  attenders  reported  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1904.  This  appears  to  be 
about  46'1  per  cent.  The  figures  for  each  Quarterly  Meeting  are  given 
below,  varying  in  Great  Britain  from  86*2  per  cent,  in  London  and 
Middlesex  to  62*2  per  cent  in  Essex.  In  smsJler  areas  the  percentages 
are  much  afifected  by  various  causes,  specially  by  the  presence  or  absence 
of  boarding-schools.

Evening  Attendances — Meetings  for  Worship. 
The  Committee  have  reckoned  in  Evening  Meetings  for  Worship, 
all  those  so  reported,  as  well  as  some  sent  up  as  Beading  Meetings,  &c. 
(including  School  readings  at  Ack worth  and  other  schools).  It  is  difficult 
to  draw  any  definite  line  between  some  which  have  been  reported  as 
Meetings  for  Worship  and  others  reported  as  Mission  Meetings.  The 
number  of  Meetings  reckoned  in  the  former  category  was  181,  with  an 
attendance  of  1,475  men,  1,658  women,  and  1,079  children;  total,  4,212. 

Mission  Meetings. 
The  Committee  were  desirous  of  classifying  the  Mission  Meetings 
imder  various  headings,  so  as  to  divide  those  held  under  definite  and 
systematic  control  from  those  held  with  little  or  no  pre-arrangement. 
The  returns  sent  up  did  not  enable  them  to  attempt  this.  They 
show,  however,  a  great  variety  of  method.  The  Committee  have 
generally  included  all  that  were  reported,  but  some  which  are  not 
under  the  care  of  Friends  are  excluded.  The  number  of  Meetings  so 
calculated  are  289,  with  an  attendance  of  4,964  men,  6,711  women,  and 
6,572  children;  total,  18,247.  Children's  Meetings  are  included,  and 
form  in  some  centres  a  very  important  part  of  the  work. 

General  Attendances. 

The  total  First-day  attendances  at  all  Meetings  in  Great  Britain,  745 
in  number,  are  10,970  men,  12,989  women,  and  10,264  children ;  total, 
84,178. 

A  Schedule  showing  the  average  attendance  in  each  Monthly  and 
Quarterly  Meeting  is  appended,  with  full  particulars  of  each  Meeting. 
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Out  of  the  875  Morning  Meetings  for  Worship  2Q  had  an  average 
attendance  of  100  or  upwards,  41  ranged  from  50  to  100,  60  from  80  to 
60,  59  from  20  to  80,  and  the  remaming  182  had  an  average  of  less  than

TWENTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS* 
HOME  MISSION  COMMITTEE. 

To  THB  YbABI*Y  MBBTUia,   1905, 

The  Home  Mission  Committee,  consisting  of  77  Friends, 
has  met  four  times  during  the  year,  with  an  average  of 
42   per  c&^\.   i^   at^dance,    The   Executive   Comro^^e^  with    2Q 
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members,  has  met  monthly  except  in  Eighth  Month,  when  only  the 
Finance  Committee  met. 

We  regret  to  record  the  loss  of  onr  late  colleague,  Eliza  Bansom, 
whose  earnest,  loving  service  was  a  source  of  strength  to  all  the  Christian 
work  in  which  she  felt  called  to  engage. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  dear  friend, 

^BllwooA      EUwood  Brockbank,  maintains  his  usual  health.    He  is 

^^^^^^^*^    not  able  to  undertake  much  active  work,  but  we  try  to 

keep  him  informed  of  all  that  concerns  us.    His  interest  in  everything 

is  just  as  great  as  formerly ;  we  still  have  his  sympathy,  counsel,  and 

prayers,  and  desire  to  thank  him  for  his  continued  help. 

We  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  report  a  more  satisfactory 

^''**^*  financial  position.  The  ordinary  contributions  to  both  the 
General  Purposes  and  the  Travelling  and  Office  Accoimts  have  amounted 
to  J^,401 19s.  4d.,  as  against  J^,848  18s.  5d.  last  year — an  increase  of 
J^8  5s.  lid.  Besides  this  amount,  we  have  received  in  Special  Dona- 
tions JS562  towards  last  year's  deficiency  of  JS1,226  IBs.  Id.,  thus 
reducing  the  amount  to  J6d64  Ids.  Id.,  which  we  have  cleared  off 
by  a  transfer  of  that  sum  from  the  Legacy  Account.  The  expendi- 
ture has  been  JS5,110  18s.,  as  against  J£5,502  6s.  2d.  last  year,  show- 
ing a  reduction  of  J^91  18s.  2d.,  but  still  exceeding  the  ordinary 
income  by  ^^1,207  9s.  lid.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  to  meet  the 
ordinary  year's  expenditure  an  increase  of  JS1,200  is  necessary,  and  as 
there  are  many  Meetings  which  do  not  help  our  funds,  we  earnestly 
appeal  to  Friends  to  consider  whether  they  cannot  make  a  collection  for 
this  purpose.  During  the  year,  we  have  received  various  legacies,  which, 
including  Blchard  Cadbury's  J£8,600,  received  at  the  close  of  the  financial 
year,  amount  to  JS4,050.  We  propose  to  invest  part  of  the  above,  and 
should  be  glad  to  be  able  to  treat  legacies  as  reserves  for  special  needs, 
and  not,  as  is  now  the  case,  to  use  them  to  make  up  deficiency  in  the 
ordinary  expenditure. 

The  Friends  working  with  the  Committee  number  85. 
^  *  They  regularly  visit  14  Meetings,  in  addition  to  those  in 
which  they  reside,  and  often  render  valuable  help  in  the  social  and 
educational  life  of  the  community,  as  well  as  in  the  more  distinctly 
religious  work  in  which  they  are  engaged,  whilst  many  have  at  times 
taken  part  in  Mission  work  away  from  home.  Three  have  left  us  during 
the  year.  Francis  W.  Dell  is  intending  to  study  at  the  Moody  Bible 
Institute,  Chiccigo.  Benjamin  J.  Elsmere  has  returned  to  business  life 
after  twelve  years  of  service  with  us.  Bichard  H.  Smith  has  accepted  an 
offer  to  act  as  Secretary  of  Westminster  and*  Longford  Monthly  Meeting 
in  addition  to  his  present  work  for  London  and  Middlesex  Central 
Standing  Committee.  This  now  occupies  his  whole  time,  and  necessi-

ciated with  us. 
^^  Since    our  last   Beport,  Harriette   Withers-Austin   has 

'  removed  to  Worcester,  and  Clara  Pleydell  to  Abingdon. 
Charles  B.  Cox  is  at  Uxbridge  for  a  few  months,  and  Abraham  G.  Harris 
is  living  at  Shipston-on-Stonr.  George  Ash  has  moved  to  Bawdon,  and 
Mark  H.  Lawson  to  Evesham,  in  order  to  help  Friends  in  the  surromid- 
ing  districts.  William  George  Hall  has  gone  to  Swansea,  while  Luton 
and  Leighton  Monthly  Meeting  has  become  responsible  for  the  work 
at  Wobom  Sands,  towards  whiclt  we  make  a  financial  contribution. 
Thaxted  Monthly  Meeting,  which  undertakes  the  care  of  Elsenham,  is 
also  assisted  by  a  small  grant.  Owing  to  the  removal  of  Abraham  G. 
Harris,  West  Hartlepool  is  asking  for  further  help,  which  we  have  not 
yet  been  able  to  supply. 

AD  the  Meetings  in  which  assistance  is  given  by  this 
^^^^'    Committee  receive  welcome  help  from  Friends  in  the  dis-  * 
trict,  and  in  none  of  them  we  believe  is  there  anything  approaching  to  a 
one-man  ministry.    From  27  centres  it  is  reported  that  215  Friends 
occasionally  take  vocal  part  in  Meeting. 

Whilst  the  more  or  less  prolonged  residence  of  Friends 

▼iaitlni:       connected  with  us  in  different  towns  and  villages  is  a  very 

"••*"'•■•   important  part  of  the  work  entrusted  to  our  oversight,  we 

recognize  that  the  welfare  of  many  Meetings  can  be  best  promoted  by 

other  methods. 

Some  Meetings  feel  the  need  of  help  for  quite  a  limited  period,  or  for 
some  special  need  of  the  Meeting.  For  reasons  similar  to  the  above, 
William  Hobson  spent  a  month  at  Leeds  and  a  few  weeks  at  West 
Hartlepool.  Both  he  and  H.  Withers-Austin  paid  acceptable  visits 
to  Ireland  with  Minutes  from  their  own  Monthly  Meetings.  John 
Oyston  spent  three  months  at  Northfield  during  a  leave  of  absence 
granted  to  him,  and  he  has  now  gone  to  Bridlington  for  another 
brief  residence. 

With  a  view  to  affording  help  in  fresh  centres  where  it  might  be 
welcome,  we  sent  a  circular  to  the  Clerk  of  each  Preparative  Meeting, 
asking  whether  we  could  assist  by  arranging  for  a  series  of  Meetings  to 
be  held,  for  periodical  visits  to  be  pMd  on  First-days,  for  lectures  to  be 
given  on  Friends'  Principles,  or  in  any  other  way. 

This  elicited  considerable  response,  and  as  one  result  79 
series  of  Meetings  have  been  held  in  which  most  of  our 
workers  have  taken  part,  and  in  which  Arthur  Dann  and  William  Henry 
unison  have  shared.  This  includes  the  Annual  Tent  Meetings  at 
Almeley,  four  Missions  held  with  our  own  tent,  and  others  in  a  third  tent 
used  in  South  Warwickshire. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  114  visits  have  been  paid  to  Meetings  on 
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First-days.  In  this  part  of  the  servioe  we  have  had  the  oo-operation  of 
several  Friends  as  well  as  those  who  are  on  onr  Committee,  and  believe 
that  these  efforts  have  been  appreciated.  This  is  exolusive  of  211  similar 
visits  paid  by  our  workers. 

We  also  felt  that  some  Meetings  might  be  strengthened 

Intervlsita-  \^y  receiving  visits  from  members  of  neighbouring  Meetings 

Q^artffrly    ^^^^^^^  their  immediate  district.    This  subject  was  brought 

Meetiiigi.    before  the  last  Yearly  Meeting,. and  was  referred  back  to 

us  for  practical  application.    We  therefore  sent  a  letter  to 

Meetings  and  Committees  already  ei%aged  in  the  work,  suggesting  that 

when  the  concurrence  of  the  various  Meetings  concerned  can  be  obtained 

the  present  limited  geographical  boundaries  of  Monthly  and  Quarterly 

Meetings  might  be  overstepped,  and  the  life  of  small  Meetings  encouraged 

and  stimulated.    We  understand  that  action  has  been  taken  in  some 

places  in  this  direction  with  benefit  to  all  concerned,  and  believe  such 

help  might  be  asked  for  or  offered  in  other  cases  with  advantage. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  giving  of  lectures  we  issued  a 

^•***  <>f      list  of  these  and  of  the  subjects  on  which  Friends  are  willing 

^'    to  give  addresses  in  First-day  evening  Meetings.    This  has 

been  found  useful,  and  has  been  largely  consulted.    It  will  be  revised, 

and  we  hope  extended  from  time  to  time. 

The  subject  of  the  publication  of  a  id.  monthly  paper  in 
*  Ftlendly  ^  the  interests  of  Home  Mission  Work  throughout  the  country 
Messenger.  ^^^  brought  before  us  by  one  member  of  our  Committee. 
We  gave  the  proposal  our  serious  consideration.  It  was  felt  that  such  a 
paper  would  be  useful  in  the  hands  of  all  workers,  that  it  would  tend  to 
increase  interest  in  Missions,  and  to  consolidate  various  branches  of 
work;  that  it  should  appeal  to  Attenders  at  Mission  centres  both  in 
town  and  country  who  do  not  read  The  Friend,  and  that  it  might  be  the 
means  of  helping  to  draw  them  into  touch  with  the  Society,  and  of 
spreading  Friends'  Principles  at  least  indirectly.  Some  objection  was 
expressed  on  the  ground  tiiat  there  are  already  too  many  magazines  in 
circulation,  but  it  was  decided  to  try  the  experiment  for  one  year.  We 
believe  that  the  venture  is  likely  to  be  successful,  and  ask  that  Friends 
will  endeavour  to  make  it  more  widely  known.  A  Guarantee  Fund  was 
raised  in  order  that  no  burden  might  be  added  to  our  ordinary  expenditure. 
We  have  distributed  14,767  copies  of  the  Yearly  Meeiang 
^'*^**  Epistle  applied  for  by  Adult  Schools,  Missions,  Young  Men's 
and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  a  larger  number  than  in 
any  previous  year,  which  shows  that  they  are  valued  by  these  organiza- 
tions. A  considerable  distribution  of  tracts  and  booklets  has  also  been 
made. 

We  have,  through  the  liberality  of  a  few  friends,  been 
^*''^*     able  to  increase  our  existing  library,  and  thus  place  more 
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books  at  the  disposal  of  our  workers,  which  help  them  in  Bible  study 
and  provide  a  smi^  supply  of  more  general  literature. 

Most  of  our  workers  belong  to  Frederick  Sessions'  corre- 
sponding Bible  Class,  which  he  still  continues,  and  for  which 
we  owe  him  our  warm  thanks.    We  often  hear  expressions  as  to  the 
value  of  this  systematic  study. 

A  generous  offer  has  been  made  to  us  on  behalf  of  the 
olme.  ip,FM.lL.  We  have  been  invited  to  send  two  or  three  of 
our  candidates  or  workers  for  a  yecur  or  for  shorter  periods  to  Westholme, 
Selly  Oak,  near  Birmingham,  for  training  similar  to  that  received  by 
Foreign  Mission  candidates.  The  students  are  under  the  care  of  John 
William  Hoyland,  and  are  received  entirely  free  of  cost  to  our  Committee. 
We  have  gratefully  accepted  this  offer,  and  one  of  our  candidates  is  now 
in  residence. 

The  John  Homiman  Missionary  Home  at  Clapton  is  also  open  for 
training  to  Friends  associated  with  our  work. 

Turning  to  some  details  of  our  work,  there  are  many 

^Sn^^oux^g^'  things  which  give  evidence  of  increased  energy  and  of  a 
"**'*  deepening  of  spiritual  life. 

A  Men's  Adult  School  has  been  opened  at  Uxbridge  and  a  Branch  one 
at  Westgate,  Gloucester — also  Women's  Schools  at  Hereford  and  Shildon 
— and  a  Band  of  Hope  and  Children's  Meeting  at  Bamsley  and  Dover 
respectively. 

A  new  iron  room  has  been  put  up  at  Westfield's  (Hereford)  as  a  work- 
ing-men's institute  in  connection  with  the  Branch  Adult  School  held 
there.  Another  has  been  erected  at  Stanwell  Moor,  where  work  is  carried 
on  with  the  help  of  the  members  and  attenders  of  Staines  Meeting. 

We  are  glad  to  record  that  the  Committee  of  Westminster  and 
Longford  Monthly  Meeting  in  charge  of  the  work  at  Staines  feels  that 
the  Meeting  does  not  require  any  further  assistance  from  us  at  present, 
though  it  will  still  be  helped  by  the  occasional  visits  of  Friends. 

At  Pangboume  eight  Attenders  have  been  admitted  into  membership 
during  the  year,  and  the  Meeting,  although  stiU  a  very  small  one,  gives 
evidence  of  spiritual  vigour.  An  iron  room  has  also  been  put  up  here, 
largely  to  provide  a  place  where  classes  may  be  held  and  a  gymnasium 
carried  on  for  those  who  have  no  other  resort  than  the  public-house  or 
a  club  in  which  drink  is  sold. 

The  meetings  at  Llandrindod  Wells  were  attended  by  more  visitors 
last  season  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  many  have  thus  been  brought 
into  contact  with  the  Society  of  Friends  who  would  probably  not  other- 
wise have  been  inside  a  Meeting-house.  The  influence  of  the  Revival 
has  been  felt  here  as  in  other  places.  Its  effect  has  been  seen  in  an 
increased  number  of  conversicms,  in  deeper  consecration,  and  in  a  greater 
concern  for  the  salvation  of  others. 
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Mark  Lawson  is  leaving  Brighoose  after  a  residence  of  four  years. 
Friends  there  are  now  well  able  to  carry  on  their  own  work  without 
fnrther  help  from  ns — a  result  in  which  we  rejoice,  and  which  is  one 
of  the  main  objects  of  onr  efforts. 

We  could  add  other  encouraging  details,  but  these  are  sufficient  for 
the  space  at  our  command. 

The  subject  which  is  now  of  paramount  interest  in  the 
Christian  world  is  that  of  the  Beyival  in  Wales.  Several  of 
our  workers  and  members  of  our  Conmiittee  have  visited  the  district, 
and  the  blessing  they  have  received  has  manifested  itself  in  their  own 
Meetings.  In  common  with  most  of  our  fellow-countrymen  we  rejoice  in 
the  fruits  of  this  movement,  the  changed  lives  and  habits  of  many,  and 
the  new  joy  which  has  come  into  their  hearts  as  they  have  surrendered 
themselves  to  the  Lord  Jesus  and  yielded  obedience  to  His  Spirit.  It 
is  one  largely  that  breaks  forth  in  joy  and  praise,  the  very  exuberance 
of  the  heart  leading  to  changed  lives. 

It  calls  for  "an  arrest  of  thought,"  and  especially  from  Friends, 
because  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  exemplifications  of  their  principles 
that  there  has  been  since  the  days  of  Q^orge  Fox.  This  is  acknow- 
ledged by  many  leaders  of  religious  thought.  Sylvester  Home  says, 
**  To  a  great  extent  the  Revival  in  Wales  is  a  triumph  of  Quakerism. 
The  people  are  rejoicing  in  a  recovered  liberty.  The  one-man  ministry 
is  suspended.  Testimony  and  witness  are  discovered  to  be  the  privilege 
of  all.    Men  and  women  testify  and  pray,  and  all  are  edified.*' 

Henry  Lloyd  Wilson,  addressing  our  Committee  on  the  subject,  dwelt 
on  the  following  points,  which  he  felt  were  instructive  to  us  as  a 
Society : — 

The  compelling  power  which  draws  the  people  to  the  meetings.  The 
true  congregational  tone  of  the  worship  in  them.  The  remarkable 
self-efi&tcement  in  the  prayers  and  testimony  of  the  people.  The 
preaching  of  a  present-day  Gospel  which  will  meet  present  needs,  and 
the  lesson  that  Church  machinery  may  be  dispensed  with  for  a 
time.  He  emphasized  the  four  points  upon  which  Evan  Roberts 
dwells  in  his  teaching,  and  which  should  be  remembered  by  every 
Christian  worker: — 

1.  That  the  past  must  be  clear ;  every  sin  confessed  to  God,  and  that 
any  wrong  put  upon  any  man  must  be  made  right. 

2.  That  everything  doubtful  must  be  removed  once  and  for  all  out  of 
our  lives. 

8.  That  there  must  be  obedience  prompt  and  implicit  to  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and, 

4.  That  public  confession  is  essential. 

As  a  Committee  we  feel  our  responsibility  witliT  regard  to  this  move- 
ment, and  earnestly  desire  that  the  Society  of  Friends  may  be  privileged 
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to  be  a  means  of  blessing  to  people  in  Wales  whilst  receiving  blessing 
itself. 

We  have  considered  whether  it  may  not  be  a  duty  laid  on  Friends  to 
give  some  practical  help  in  the  future  lives  of  those  who  have  recently 
made  profession  of  Christ.  We  are  making  careful  inquiry  as  to  the 
lines  in  which  such  help  can  be  offered,  and  think  that  Adult  School 
work  might  be  promoted,  that  Welsh  literature  explaining  our  views  of 
spiritual  truth  might  be  provided  and  put  in  circulation,  and  that  the 
service  of  suitable  Friends  in  South  Wales  should  be  encouraged.  We 
feel  very  desirous  that  the  Society  of  Friends  at  large  may  experience 
in  its  own  Meetings  something  of  the  same  spiritual  life  which  has 
broken  forth  in  Wales. 

In  concluding  our  Report  we  gratefully  acknowledge  that  a  blessing 
has  rested  on  our  work,  and  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  that  we  have 
been  permitted  to  be,  in  however  limited  a  sense,  co-labourers  with 
Him.  We  believe,  however,  that  if  we  are  only  humble,  obedient,  and 
expectant  there  is  yet  in  store  for  us  an  out-pouring  of  blessing  such  as 
we  have  never  before  experienced  which  will  raise  us  from  the  low  level 
on  which  we  are  too  often  content  to  live,  which  will  inspire  us  with  a 
new  desire  to  reach  out  after  the  downcast  and  the  erring,  and  with 
a  new  power  to  draw  them  into  the  kingdom  of  our  God.

28.  At  this  large  Joint  Session,  attended  by  about  2,000 
persons,  we  are  glad  to  have  had  the  company  of  a  number 
of  the  boys  and  girls  from  our  Boarding  Schools.  The 
consideration  of  the  state  of  the  Society  has  been  preceded 
by  the  reading  of  a  Minute  of  the  Meeting  for  Suflferings 
regarding  Kichard  H.  Thomas,  of  Baltimore,  and  a  Minute 
of  Yorkshire  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  a  Testimony  of 
Pickering  and  Hull  Monthly  Meeting  regarding  John 
Wilhelm  Eowntree.  The  life-messages  of  these  two 
beloved  brothers  who  have  passed  on  into  the  fuller  light 
since  our  Meeting  last  year,  has  deeply  influenced  our 
deliberations.  As  they  wrought  first  and  then  taught,  so 
we  desire  that  we  may  each  one  work  for  the  extension  of 
the  Kingdom,  that  we  may  open  up  the  wide  and  varied 
ministry  of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  to  all  believers,  making 
use  of  all  the  opportunities  which  are  abundantly  opening 
around  us  for  showing  the  oneness  of  all  life,  if  lived  by  thq 
Spirit  and  power  of  the  living  Christ, 
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We  have  been  reminded  of  the  words  of  George  Fox,  that 
if  Christians  all  acted  up  to  the  nobility  of  their  calling, 
there  would  not  be  a  beggar  in  England  or  in  England's 
dominions.^  It  is  the  standard  of  love  that  will  draw  men  to 
this  life  of  service,  for  the  call  does  not  come  to  us  only  from 
history,  but  from  those  around  us  at  the  present  day.  To  do 
this  effectively  we  ourselves  need  a  better  understanding  and 
a  stronger  grasp  of  the  message  we  have  for  the  world ; 
we  need  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  make  this 
message  a  vital  force  to  check  the  abounding  evil  and 
suffering  in  our  midst  and  to  answer  the  doubts  which 
often  perplex  those  who  long  to  do  more  for  others.  We 
long  that  all  our  members  may  be  able  to  say : 

"Thou  art  the  life  within  me,  O  Christ,  the  King  of  Kings, 
Thou  art  Thyself  the  answer  to  all  my  questionings." 

The  Large  Committee  is  directed  to  prepare  the  draft  of 
an  Epistle  addressed  to  our  members  in  this  country  and  to 
Friends  elsewhere,  and  to  present  it  to  a  future  sitting  of 
this  Meeting. 

The  further  consideration  of  the  state  of  our  Society  is 
deferred  to  our  separate  Sessions  this  afternoon.

31.  In  considering  our  tabular  returns  our  attention  has 
been  drawn  to  the  few  cases  of  membership  transferred 
during  the  year  to  the  General  Meeting  for  Australia.  We 
desire  that  Monthly  Meetings  should,  as  far  as  possible, 
correspond  by  means  of  personal  letters  from  specially 
appointed  correspondents  or  from  their  Overseers,  not  only 

'  "  To  the  Parliament  of  the  Comouwealth  of  Englaud,"  1659. 
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with  their  own  members  residing  abroad,  but  also  with  those 
whose  Certificates  have  been  sent  to  Australian  Meetings  and 
whose  names  as  "  corresponding  members  "  might  be  kept 
in  lists  for  this  purpose. 

32.  During  the  further  consideration  of  the  State  of  the 
Society,  we  have  been  reminded  that  there  are  large  numbers 
of  our  members  in  this  country  residing  out  of  reach  of 
Meetings  for  Worship.  We  desire  to  caution  any  Friends 
who  may  contemplate  changing  their  place  of  residence  to 
consider  the  importance  for  themselves  and  for  their 
children  of  being  able  to  attend  one  of  our  Meetings  for 
Worship.  It  is  our  concern  at  this  time,  however,  that 
Friends  should  bear  in  mind  that  great  advantages  would 
probably  arise  to  them  and  to  many  others  who  are  not  our 
members  if  all  who  may  find  themselves  at  a  distance  from 
a  Meeting  would  consider  whether  it  is  not  their  duty  to 
hold  meetings  of  a  simple  spiritual  character,  even  though 
very  small,  in  the  places  where  they  reside. 

We  warmly  sympathize  with  all  our  isolated  members  and 
we  request  the  Large  Committee  to  draw  up  a  message  for 
them  of  sympathy  and  encouragement  in  regard  to  this 
matter. 

33.  We  approve  the  recommendation  contained  in  the 
report  on  the  census  of  attendances  at  our  Meetings  for 
Worship  and  direct  the  Meeting  for  Suflferings  to  arrange 
for  another  census  in  1909.

THE  REVIVAL  IN  WALES. 

WbSTBBM  QuABTBBLY  MB£Tn«0,  HELD  AT  WORCESTER  27tH  OF  FOUBTH 

Month,  1906. 

Sixteenth  Minute. — George  S.  Davidson,  from  the  Friends'  Home 
Mission  Coromittee,  has  read  to  ns  a  graphic  account  of  what  he  has 
seen  of  the  Bevival  in  Wales,  and  has  given  his  impressions  of  the  work 
and  its  needs.  We  have  afresh  felt  the  depth  of  this  **  great  Pentecostal 
movement."  The  importance  of  providing  for  the  shepherding  of  the 
thousands  of  converts  has  been  brought  home  to  us,  and  the  opportunity 
that  lies  before  the  Churches  in  thus  helping  to  ensure  the  continuance 
of  the  great  work  that  has  been  begun.  There  is  much  need  for  up- 
building, and  for  encouraging  the  Christian  fellowship  one  with  another, 
of  the  nimibers  who  have  been  brought  in. 

So  far  as  this  Quarterly  Meeting  is  concerned,  it  has  been  rightly 
urged  that  the  question  is  largely  a  personal  one.  The  Bevival  has 
touched  us,  or  will  touch  us,  only  as  we  as  individuals  (or  even  as 
Meetings)  have  been  or  are  willing  to  place  ourselves  in  the  same  attitude 
as  that  expressed  in  the  prayer  '*£end  me." 

So  far  as  it  may  be  possible,  we  encourage  our  Meetings  where  Adult 
School  work  is  flourishing  to  invite  some  of  those  who  have  received 
blessing  in  South  Wales  to  such  centres,  with  a  view  to  the  establishment 
of  similar  work  among  themselves.

We  have  to  report  that  the  aecounts  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund  are 
carefully  and  regularly  kept. 

We  have  received  the  following  Estimate  of  Expenditure  for  the 
ensuing  year  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund.  In  this 
Estimate  no  allowance  has  been  made  for  the  proposal  of  the  Central 
Education  Committee. 

A  large  Working  Balance  has  been  retained  in  order  to  avoid  Bankers* 
charges  for  temporary  loans. 

We  recommend  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  ask  the  Quarterly  Meetings  to 
raise  a  sum  not  less  than  JS2,500,  being  the  same  as  last  year.

[Tlie  Friends'  Christian  Fellowship  Union  Breakfast  Meet- 
ing was  held  at  8  a.m.  in  Ashhy's  Ca/i,] 

Second-day  Morning ^  2^th  of  Fifth  Month, 
(Met  in  Joint  Session  in  the  Coliseum,) 

47.  The  following  Minute  from  Berks  and  Oxon  Quarterly 
Meeting  has  been  read,  and  Arnold  S.  Eowntree  and  William 
C.  Braithwaite  have  spoken  to  us  on  the  subject  to  which  it 
refers.  Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  power  that 
Adult  Schools  are  exercising  in  creating  among  their 
members  a  desire  for  close  religious  fellowship  with 
organized  religious  bodies.  While  we  do  not  regret  that 
some  of  these  persons  should  be  finding  this  desire  met  by 
joining  other  denominations,  and  while  we  have  no  wish  to 
destroy  the  unsectarian  character  of  these  Schools,  we  have 
had  brought  home  to  us  the  greatness  of  our  opportunity  and 
privilege  at  this  time  in  giving  the  right  hand  of  fellowship, 
officially  as  well  as  individually,  to  so  many  earnest  men  and 
women. 

We  earnestly  desire  that  our  members  generally,  whether 
themselves  connected  with  the  Adult  School  movement  or 
not,  may  see  in  these  rapidly  widening  opportunities  for 
sharing  the  blessings  of  our  spiritual  communion  and 
fellowship  with  very  large  numbers  outside  our  own  small 
membership,  the  call  of  God  to  enter  into  a  larger  and  more 
far-reaching  service  for  humanity. 

It  is  suggested  that  our  present  rules  and  organization 
may  be  found  sufficient  to  meet  these  needs  so  far  as  is 
possible  at  the  moment.     In  this  connection  we  remind  our 
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members    of    the  altered  rules  for  Preparative  Meetings 
adopted  in  1899. 

The  following  proposals  have  been  made  at  this  Meeting, 
viz. : 

The  setting  apart  by  our  Monthly  and  Preparative 
Meetings,   in    connection  with  each   congregation   or 
group  of  congregations,  of  Extension  or  Pastoral  Com- 
mittees with  large  powers  given  to  them,  with  the  object 
of  fostering  the  Ministry  in  any  Meetings  which  are 
held  largely  for  Adult  School  members,  the  building  up 
of    these  congregations,   and    the  forming   of  simple 
Fellowships  of  those  who  have  become  connected  with 
us  through  our  Adult  School  and  other  agencies. 
We  also  draw  the  attention  of  Meetings  for  Discipline  to 
the  plan  already  adopted  in  some  of  our  Meetings  of  opening 
up  some  of  their  sittings  for  the  attendance  of  others  than 
our  own  members. 

In  considering  this  great  question,  we  are  deeply  con- 
cerned that  none  of  our  traditions  may  stand  in  the  way  of 
a  large-hearted  spirit  of  adaptability,  and  that  the  views  on 
liberty  xmder  the  Holy  Spirit,  for  which  our  Society  has 
stood  for  two  and  a  half  centuries,  should  be  interpreted 
by  our  members  in  the  light  of  the  facts  and  the  needs 
of  to-day. 

We  decide  to  bring  forward  this  subject  at  our  Yearly 
Meeting  in  1906  by  the  reading  of  this  Minute  at  one  of  our 
sittings. 

Berks  and   Oxon  Quarterly  Mebtino,  held  at  Banbury  17th  of 
Fourth  Month,  1905. 

Eighth  Minute, — Our  friend,  Arnold  S.  Rowntree,  of  York,  has  spoken 
very  forcibly  to  us  as  to  "  why  it  is  that  the  fellowship  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  does  not  attract  men  and  women  to  its  Meetings,  as  compared 
with  the  hearty  fellowship  of  the  Adult  Schools,"  and  suggests  that 
unless  something  is  done  there  will  be  a  new  Church  created  to  deal 
with  this  question  on  democratic  lines,  working  men  sharing  the  burden 
of  the  Church.  Men  are  demanding  at  our  hands  that  they  may  be 
allowed  to  enter  into  a  more  full  and  open  fellowship  more  on  the  lines 
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of  earlier  Quaker  days.  A  great  call  is  now  being  made  to  us  in  this 
direction ;  the  difficulty  can  be  met  only  if  we  have  the  courage  to  face 
it  in  a  large-hearted  and  statesmanlike  manner.  In  the  words  of  our 
late  friend,  John  Wilhelm  Rowntree,  "  In  all  our  fellowship  this  tempta- 
tion to  stereotype  and  exclude  besets  us  dsdly;  let  us  build  not  a 
museum  but  a  Church,  and  not  a  Church  but  a  Brotherhood.'*

50.  The  following  Minutes  from  Bristol  and  Somerset 
and  London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meetings  have  been 
read.  After  considerable  expression  of  opinion  on  various 
aspects  of  this  question,  we  decide  to  refer  these  Minutes 
from  the  two  Quarterly  Meetings  to  a  Committee  of  this 
Meeting,  in  order  that  it  may  make  recommendations  to  a 
future  Yearly  Meeting,  after  obtaining  from  our  subordinate 
Meetings  their  views  on  the  subject,  and  information  as  to 
their  present  practice  in  regard  to  Meetings  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight.

Twentieth  Minute. — The  subject  of  the  constitution  of  Meetings  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight  has  been  brought  before  us  by  a  Minute  of  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and  we  have  now  given 
some  consideration  to  it.  We  conclude  to  ask  the  Yearly  Meeting  to 
consider  the  whole  subject,  with  a  view  to  removing  the  serious  objec- 
tions which  are  felt  to  the  present  constitution  of  these  Meetings.

53.  The  following  Minute  on  Trust  Funds  is  received 
from  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings.  We  realize  the  importance 
of  this  matter,  and  direct  that  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  the  Report  alluded  to  in  the  Minute  be  sent  down 
to  our  subordinate  Meetings,  with  the  suggestion  that  they 
may  be  brought  not  only  before  our  own  members,  but 
before  members  of  Adult  Schools  and  others  connected  with 
us  who  have  to  handle  funds  belonging  to  others. 

Minute  of  Mbiting  for  Suffbeinos,  held  8bd  of  Second 
Month,  1905. 

The  Committee  on  Trust  Funds,  appointed  hy  the  Eighteenth  Minute 
of  Twelfth  Month  last,  have  brought  in  the  following  Report.  This  is 
approved,  and  we  decide  to  forward  it  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The 
Conunittee  is  discharged. 

MEETING   FOR   SUFFERINGS'  COMMITTEE   ON  TRUST 
FUNDS   IN  THE   HANDS   OP   FRIENDS. 

Report. 

The  Conmiittee  appointed  in  Twelfth  Month  last  has  met  twice,  and 
has  given  much  attention  to  the  subject. 

With  reference  to  the  general  scope  of  its  appointment,  the  Com- 
mittee has  considered  that  it  covered  any  savings  or  other  moneys  which 
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have  been  entrusted  to  Friends,  whether  by  the  general  public,  by 
members  of  First-day  Schools  and  kindred  institutions,  or  by  employees. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  Committee  to  inquire  into  the 
actual  number  of  such  Funds.  It  is  known  that  they  exist  in  connection 
with  most  Adult  Schools,  and  that  there  are  many  other  Funds,  held  by 
Friends,  unconnected  with  these  institutions.  Evidence  has  been  brought 
before  the  Committee  showing  that  Adult  School  and  other  Fimds  are 
sometimes  left,  in  whole  or  in  part,  at  the  disposal  of  single  persons 
without  collateral  security. 

As  regards  the  Adult  Schools,  the  Committee  judged  that  any  advice 
it  might  be  thought  well  to  give  should  go  through  the  Friends'  First-day 
School  Association,  and  not  directly.  They  are  glad  to  know  that  a 
Memorandum  on  the  subject  is  being  prepared  by  the  Association,  to  be 
sent  to  all  the  Adult  Schools  affiliated  to  it.  A  draft  of  this  Memorandum 
has  been  submitted  by  Frederic  Taylor  to  the  Committee  for  con- 
sideration. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  be  asked  to 
issue  advice  to  its  Members  concerning  the  proper  safeguarding  and  wise 
administration  of  all  Funds  entrusted  to  them.  In  such  advice,  points 
like  the  following  might  receive  attention : — 

1.  That  all  such  Funds  should  be  audited  by  some  capable  inde- 
pendent and  trustworthy  person  at  least  once  a  year ;  the  Audit  to 
include,  in  the  case  of  invested  Funds,  an  examination  of  the 
securities. 

2.  That  whenever  possible  such  Funds  should  be  kept  in  a  separate 
banking  account. 

3.  That  cheques  drawn  upon  such  Accounts  should  bear  at  least 
two  signatures. 

4.  That  Friends  should  be  strictly  cautioned  against  applying  such 
Funds  for  use  in  their  own  businesses. 

5.  That  Friends  should  be  advised  to  be  cautious  in  receiving 
money  to  be  held  continuously  on  deposit.  Persons  coming  to  them 
with  money  which  they  wish  to  invest  should  be  encouraged  not  to 
look  for  a  high  rate  of  interest,  but  to  take  advantage  of  the  many 
facilities  which  at  present  exist  for  investment  in  safe  securities.

54.  We  have  considered  the  Keport  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  on  Betting  and  Gambling,  and 
the  subject  has  taken  considerable  hold  upon  this  Meeting. 
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In  afresh  commending  the  matter  to  the  care  of  the  Meeting 
for  Sufferings,  we  suggest  that  that  Meeting  should  ag^in 
appoint  a  Committee,  but  with  a  somewhat  enlarged  scope 
of  action,  with  a  view  to  organizing  effort  throughout  this 
country  for  the  suppression  of  this  growing  evil.  [For 
Beport,  see  Appendix  A,  p.  166.]

Third-day  Afternoon,  30th  of  Fifth  Month.

57.  The  Eeport  of  the  Central  Education  Committee  has 
been  presented,  and  we  have  had  brought  before  us  some 
valuable  thoughts  on  the  subject  of  the  worthiness,  as  a 
calling,  of  the  Teaching  Profession.  We  recognize  the 
great  debt  which  we,  as  a  Society,  owe  to  the  long  succes- 
sion of  principals  and  teachers  of  our  own  Schools,  and  we 
regret  that  a  large  number  of  our  younger  and  more  gifted 
members  do  not  make  choice  of  this  important  profession, 
and  we  commend  the  subject  afresh  to  the  earnest  considera- 
tion of  our  members  generally. 

The  Quarterly  Meetings  are  encouraged  to  make  a  liberal 
contribution  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Central  Education 
Committee,  and  forward  theamouts  to  Charles  E.  Stansfield, 
Upper  Kedlands  Koad,  Beading. 

CENTRAL  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

Report  of  the  Central  Education  Committee  to  the  Yearly 

Meeting. 

The  Central  Edacation  Committee  has  met  twice  during  the  past  year, 
in  Eleventh  and  Third  Months,  the  attendance  being  large  on  both 
occasions.  The  Executive  Committee  has  consisted  of  23  members,  and 
hss  met  eight  times. 

Two  changes  in  the  membership  of  the  Committee  have  been  cause4 
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by  the  resignations  of  Walter  Robson  and  Georgina  King  Lewis,  repre- 
sentatives of  Essex  and  Suffolk  and  London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly 
Meetings,  and  their  places  have  been  filled  by  Gertrude  Harrisson  and 
Mary  Jane  Godlee. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Committee  has  been  a  cause  of  serious 
thought  throughout  the  year.  The  annual  expenditure  is  estimated  at 
J9650,  but  the  subscriptions  from  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  which  last 
year  amounted  to  j£444  14s.  6d.,  have,  this  year,  only  reached  a  sum  of 
£370  14s.  9d.  A  special  appeal  for  donations  issued  in  Eleventh  Month 
resulted  in  contributions,  for  this  year,  of  £859  18s.  5d.  and  promises 
of  j£164  2s.  for  next.  This  response  will  not  enable  the  Gonunittee  to 
repay  the  whole  of  a  debt  of  £800  which  has  been  incurred  at  the 
Bankers*. 

The  Committee  is  still  of  the  opinion  that  its  work  is  of  such  general 
importance  to  the  Society  as  to  be  fairly  made  a  chcurge  on  the  Yearly 
Meeting  Fund,  and  a  minute  embodying  this  opinion  has  been  adopted 
and  is  forwarded  with  this  Report. 

The  proposal  referred  to  a  year  ago,  that  the  Committee  should 
institute  an  inquiry  into  the  Local  Trust  Fimds  available  for  the  assist- 
ance of  education  in  the  Society,  has  received  further  consideration,  but 
with  the  Return  of  Trust  Properties  made  to  the  House  of  Conmions  in 
1875,  and  the  Report  of  an  inquiry  made  by  the  Central  Education  Board 
in  1891-2  before  it,  the  Committee  considers  that  the  facts  are  sufficiently 
known,  and  does  not  propose  to  take  further  action  at  present. 

As  the  Committee  has  had  to  appeal  for  financial  support  to  meet  its 
current  expenses,  it  has  not  been  thought  advisable  during  the  year  to 
ask  for  further  contributions  to  the  Central  Endowment  Fund.  Trustees 
have  been  appointed,  and  the  capital,  which  amounts  to  J^,d90  17s.  6d., 
is  being  invested  in  their  names.  It  is  intended  to  employ  the  interest 
in  the  promotion  of  the  two  aims  already  laid  down :  the  provision  of 
such  fellowships  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  and  retain  in  the  Schools 
teachers  of  special  ability,  and  of  scholarships,  or  bursaries,  which  will 
place  education  at  one  or  more  of  our  Boarding  Schools  within  the  reach 
of  those  of  our  artizan  members  who  are  willing  to  pay  a  moderate  fee 
and  accept  the  conditions  offered. 

At  the  Meeting  of  the  Committee  in  Eleventh  Month,  selected 
paragraphs  from  the  School  Reports  were  read  and  considered.  The 
advice  of  the  Secretaries  has  been  repeatedly  sought  by  the  Committees 
and  Staffs  of  the  Schools  on  such  questions  as  the  training  and  registra- 
tion of  teachers,  the  Government  "  Regulations  for  Secondary  Schools,*' 
and  the  choice  of  external  examinations. 

The  "  Regulations  for  Secondary  Schools  "  and  their  general  bearing 
on  our  Boarding  Schools,  were  also  dealt  with  in  a  report  presented  to 
the  Committee  by  the  Secretaries  in  Eleventh'  Month.     Aiter  such 
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discussion  as  time  allowed,  this  memorandura  was  circulated  among 
members  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  School  Committees. 

The  prospect  of  advance  in  Elementary  Education  in  the  country,  and 
the  far-reaching  changes  at  present  being  rapidly  brought  about  by  the 
organization  of  Secondary  Schools  by  the  State  and  by  Local  Authorities, 
have  been  treated  by  the  Secretaries  in  a  series  of  articles  in  The 
Friend,  in  order  to  show  the  probable  result  of  these  developments 
on  the  educational  problems  of  the  Society. 

With  the  sanction  of  the  School  Committees  arrangements  have  been 
completed  for  a  general  inspection  of  all  the  Schools  by  an  inspector 
under  the  Board  of  Education.  In  response  to  our  request,  J.  W. 
Headlam  was  selected  by  the  Board  as  specially  qualified  to  direct  the 
inquiry.  We  understand  that  he  has  now  completed  his  task,  and  we  arc 
expecting  to  receive  his  report  shortly. 

The  question  of  the  future  of  Sibford  School,  referred  to  the  Conmiittee 
by  the  Sibford  School  Committee  a  year  ago,  has  occupied  a  very  large 
share  of  attention.  Much  time  and  thought  have  been  devoted  to  the 
preparation  of  a  scheme  for  adapting  the  School  more  closely  to  the  needs 
of  children  who  must  leave  school  at  the  age  of  14.  While  it  is  proposed 
to  admit  a  certain  number  of  children  at  a  rate  of  payment  which  will  be 
within  the  reach  of  artizan  members  of  the  Society,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
education  given  may  be  so  good  of  its  kind  as  to  attract  others  who  are 
able  to  pay  the  full  cost,  and  that  the  School  may  not  be  reserved 
exclusively  for  children  of  one  social  class.  It  is  proposed  also  to  increase 
the  accommodation  so  as  to  admit  one  hundred  children,  and  to  invite  all 
the  Quarterly  Meetings  in  the  Midland  and  Southern  Counties  of  Eng- 
land to  share  in  the  responsibility  and  management  of  the  School.  The 
educational  part  of  the  scheme  has  been  based  on  inquiries  made  by  the 
Secretaries  in  many  quarters ;  it  has  been  submitted  to  several  educational 
experts,  including  one  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
has  met  with  their  warm  approval  as  an  educational  experiment  of  the 
highest  value.  It  has  also  been  favourably  received  by  the  School 
Committee,  and  has  been  discussed  on  its  educational  side  by  five  of  the 
Southern  Quarterly  Meetings.  Financial  proposals  have  also  been  more 
recently  drafted. 

At  the  Meeting  in  Eleventh  Month  the  Secretaries  presented  a  Report 
describing  their  efforts  in  fostering  the  religious  education  of  children  and 
young  people  in  the  Meetings  of  the  Society,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  the  work  is  at  present  carried  on. 

In  many  Meetings  the  children  of  Friends  and  Attenders  find  their 
places  in  First-day  Schools  under  the  care  of  the  Friends'  First-day 
School  Association,  and  in  fulfilment  of  their  responsibility  towards 
such  children,  the  Secretaries  have  joined  in  deputations  to  the  teachers 
in  a  number  of  these  Schools.

They  are  also  in  touch  with  the  teachers  in  Bible  Classes  and  Meetings 
for  the  children  of  Friends  in  47  different  localities,  and  are  endeavouring 
to  assist  their  work  by  arranging  for  the  interchange  of  lesson-notes  and 
in  other  ways.  These  Classes  and  Meetings  are  isolated  and  generally 
small,  but  we  feel  that  the  two  hundred  Friends,  engaged  in  this 
unobtrusive  but  important  work  for  the  children  of  the  Society,  deserve 
oxu:  deep  sympathy  and  all  the  help  we  can  afford  them.  With  this 
object,  the  Secretaries  have  been  authorized  to  co-operate  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Friends'  First-day  School  Association  and  the  Wood- 
brooke  Committee  in  arranging  an  Easter  Meeting  at  Woodbrooke,  where, 
with  the  teachers  in  the  other  First-day  Schools,  they  may  find  mutual 
spiritual  refreshment  and  the  help  and  advice  of  qualified  lecturers. 

The  *  Text-book  of  Quaker  History  and  Principles '  referred  to  in  our 
last  Report  is  being  steadily  proceeded  with,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  published  before  the  close  of  the  present  year. 

A  series  of  lantern -slides  to  illustrate  the  history  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  is  also  in  course  of  preparation,  and  though  not  yet  complete, 
has  already  been  foimd  useful  in  one  or  two  Meetings. 

In  connection  with  their  visits  to  Meetings  for  other  purposes,  the 
Secretaries  have  themselves  frequently  given  lectures  on  the  Hi&tory  of 
the  Society  and  other  Quaker  topics. 

The  address  of  the  Committee  *' To  all  in  Membership  or  Profession 
with  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Great  Britain,"  which  was  in  course  of 
preparation  a  year  ago,  has  now  been  widely  circulated  throughout  the 
country,  together  with  a  "  Directory  of  the  Boarding  Schools  and  other 
Educational  Institutions "  of  the  Society.  These  two  documents  were 
accompanied  by  a  circular  to  the  Overseers  in  each  Meeting,  asking  their 
co-operation  in  bringing  them  to  the  notice  of  parents  and  others  likely 
to  be  specially  interested. 

As  a  result  of  this  letter,  meetings  with  parents  have  been  held  in  a 
number  of  places,  to  consider  the  educational  interests  of  the  children,  at 
18  of  which  the  Secretaries  of  the  Committee  have  attended  to  intro- 
duce the  subject.  It  is  believed  that  there  is  further  room  for  such  local 
conferences  in  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  a  circular  is  being 
sent  out  offering  similcur  help  in  the  consideration  of  the  various  aspects 
of  the  educational  work  of  the  Society.  The  Committee  believes  that 
both  in  our  Schools  and  in  our  Meetings  more  workers  will  be  needed 
who  have  the  gift  of  teaching,  and  have,  by  study  and  training,  qualified 
themselves  for  its  exercise,  and  it  desires  that  the  value  of  such  service 
may  receive  fuller  recognition  in  a  Society,  which,  in  its  Adult  Schools 
and  Mission- work  of  various  kinds,  affords  such  abundant  opportimity  for 
this  form  of  ministry.

The  Conunitiiee  appointed  respecting  a  fresh  edition  of  Part  IIL  of  the 
Book  of  Discipline  presents  the  following  Report.  Norman  Penney  has 
given  us  an  outline  of  the  work  done. 

We  approve  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee,  and  request  that  the 
Yearly  Meeting  appoint  a  Committee  with  full  power  to  revise  and  issue 
a  new  edition  of  Part  III. 

We  further  suggest  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  that  Part  III.  should  be 
re-edited  and  issued  more  frequently  than  has  hitherto  been  the 
custom,  and  be  pubhshed  separately. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  REVISION  OF  THE  BOOK  OF 
CHRISTIAN   DISCIPLINE,   PART  III. 

A  great  amount  of  attention  has  been  given  to  the  revision  of  Part  III. 
of  the  Book  of  Discipline.  In  the  first  place,  Norman  Penney  collected 
for  the  Committee  detedls  of  all  alterations  that  have  been  made  in  the 
rules  of  the  Society  since  the  revision  of  1888.  In  the  course  of  his 
work  he  found  that  the  direct  alterations  involved  a  very  large  number 
of  consequential  alterations  in  order  to  bring  each  section  of  the  book 
into  harmony  with  the  rest.  A  Sub-Committee  of  four  went  over  the 
greater  part  of  the  work  prior  to  its  consideration  by  the  Committee  at 
large.  The  Committee  itself  has  since  gone  through  the  whole  of  the 
work,  which  has  reached  the  stage  at  which  Norman  Penney  is  prepared, 
on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  to  present  it  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 
If  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  should  decide  to  pass  the  work  in  the  way 
in  which  it  has  been  done  by  the  Committee  it  will  require  at  least  two 
sittings  of  several  hours  each ;  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  it 
will  be  impossible  for  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  the  course  of  its  sittings — 
limited  as  they  are  now  to  one  week — ^to  pass  the  full  text  paragraph  by 
paragraph,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  previous  revisions  of  the  Book  of 
Discipline.  The  Committee  therefore  suggests  that  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  send  the  matter  on  to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  with  the  request 
that  a  Committee  may  be  appointed  to  deal  with  the  revision  in  the 
autumn,  with  full  powers  to  issue  a  new  edition  of  Part  III. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  work  of  the  Committee,  whilst  it  has 
been  called  **  revision,**  has  been  rather  in  the  nature  of  re-editing  and 
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incorporating  in  the  text  of  Part  III.  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  in  such 
language  and  in  such  places  as  seemed  best,  with  two  exceptions,  the 
alterations  which  the  Yearly  Meeting  itself  has  sanctioned.  These 
exceptions  are  (1)  the  omission  of  the  portion  of  the  book,  pp.  295-298, 
referring  to  the  Registration  of  Burials  Act,  1864  ;  (2)  the  omission  from 
the  book  of  the  regulation  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1887  constituting  the 
American  Committee,  which  regulation  has  never  been  carried  out. 
With  respect  to  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  the  regulations  respecting 
membership  have  alone  been  inserted,  as  nothing  appears  on  the  Yearly 
Meeting  Minutes  clearly  defining  its  scope  and  duties.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee  an  improvement  might  be  made  in  the  arrangement 
of  some  of  the  paragraphs  on  the  rules  on  Ministry  as  adopted  by  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  last  month.

CHAPTER  Xa. 

MiNISTBT  COMMITTKES. 

(AdopUd  1904.) 

1.  In  the  hope  of  fostering  a  helpful  Ministry  in  our  Meetings, 
and  giving  the  sympathy  of  the  Church  to  Friends  who  take  some 
part  in  the  vocal  Ministry,  but  whose  names  may  not 

have  been  recorded  as  Ministers,  the  Yearly  Meeting  ^?^^J?^" 
empowers  such  Monthly  Meetings  as  may  think  it  oomSttew. 
desirable,  to  appoint  triennially.  Ministry  Committees, 
consisting  of  such  members  as  are  thought  suitable  in  virtue  either 
of  their  own  service  in  the  vocal  Ministry  of  Meetings  for  Worship 
or  Mission  Meetings,  or  of  their  concern  for  the  right  exercise  of  the 
Ministry  (whether  otherwise  members  of  the  Meeting  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight  or  not);   aU  members  of  the  Committee  becoming 
on  such  appointment  members  of  the  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight. 

2.  The  Ministry  Committees  (in  addition  to  any  duties  devolved 
upon  them  by  the  Monthly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight) 
would  meet  from  time  to  time  for  fellowship  and  con- 
ference, and  would  find  service  in  arranging  conferences    I>atle8. 

on  subjects  connected  with  the  Ministry,  to  which 
others,  whether  Members,  Associates,  or  Attenders,  could  be  invited 
as  might  seem  desirable,  and  also  in  promoting,  by  Bible  study  or 
otherwise,  the  preparation  of  the  heart  and  mind  for  the  Ministry. 

3.  It  would  also  be  an  advantage  if  the  Ministry 
Conmaittee  were  suflSciently  representative  of  local    Jj?**^-- 
Meetings  for  the  members  of   it  belonging  to  each    Meeting 
Particular  Meeting  to  meet  separately.  Separately. 

8.  After  paragraph  46  of  Chapter  III.  (Monthly  Meetings)  add  the 
foUowing : — 

Ministry  Committees, 

46a.  Such  Monthly  Meetings  as  may  think  it  desirable    may 

appoint  triennially.  Ministry  Committees,  whose  members  become, 

on  such  appointment,  members  of  the  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 

Oversight,  1904.

It  is  advised  that  Meetings  for  Worship  should  not  necessarily 
bo  broken  up  by  Ministers,  but  by  Elders  or  other  suitable  Friends, 
at  the  discretion  of  Preparative  Meetings.     1904.

A  Report  has  been  received  from  the  Anti-Opium 
Committee  of  the  Meeting  for  SuflFerings.  We  commend 
the  Report  of  the  Committee,  and  especially  the  book  by 
Joshua  Rowntree '  referred  to  therein,  to  our  members  for 
their  perusal,  with  the  desire  that  the  importance  of  this 
national  question  may  be  brought  home  to  all  those  who 
come  within  their  influence.

SUMMABY  OF   PROCEEDINGS  OP  THE   MEETING   FOR   SUFFERINGS, 

1904-1905. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufiferings  has  given  cdreful  attention  to  the  subjects 
entrusted  to  it  by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  Friends  travelling  in  the 
Ministry  abroad  have  received  assistance  through  Committees  appointed 
to  correspond  with  them. 

In  Sixth  Month  last  a  Minute  was  granted  to  Charles  D.  Terrell  some- 
what widening  the  scope  of  his  service  in  France.  In  Eleventh  Month 
last  the  subject  of  his  removal  from  La  Rochelle  to  Brittany  was  brought 
before  the  Meeting,  which  encouraged  him  to  carry  on  his  work  for  the 
present,  but  requested  him  to  give  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  full  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  his  work  and 
prospects. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  in  Sixth  Month  last  to  arrange  for  the 
Census  of  Attendances  of  Meetings  for  Worship  determined  upon  by  last 
Yearly  Meeting.    The  Committee  submitted  in  Seventh  Month  proposals 

»  *  The  Imperial  Drag  Trade :  A  Re-statement  of  the  Opium  Question  in  the 
Light  of  Beoent  Evidence  and  the  New  Developments  in  the  East.' 
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as  to  the  general  lines  upon  which  the  Census  should  he  conducted,  which 
proposals  were  approved.  The  Beporb  of  this  Committee  is  presented 
herewith. 

The  position  of  Friends  in  New  Zealand  received  the  consideration  of 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  in  Ninth  Month  last  at  the  request  of  the 
Continental  Committee.  In  Twelfth  Month  an  Address  on  the  subject 
was  issued,  and  it  has  been  widely  distributed  throughout  our  Quarterly, 
Monthly,  and  Particular  Meetings. 

The  Committee  on  Macedonian  Belief  continued  its  work  in  the 
autumn  of  last  year,  and  Georgina  King  Lewis  proceeded  to  the  East 
to  engage  further  in  the  work  of  distribution.  In  the  First  Month  of 
this  year  the  Committee  was  able  to  complete  its  work  and  issue  its  final 
Report. 

The  important  subject  of  Peace  has  continued  to  receive  attention, 
chiefly  through  the  Peace  Committee.  The  Meeting,  however,  forwarded 
to  the  Foreign  Secretaries  of  this  country  and  Russia,  also  to  the  Prime 
Minister  and  the  French  Ambassador,  a  Minute  expressive  of  its  thank- 
fulness at  the  agreement  upon  a  pacific  method  of  arrangement  of  the 
difficulties  attendant  upon  the  North  Sea  incident. 

A  final  Report  was  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Peace 
Deputation  Committee  showing  the  sums,  payable  out  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  Fund,  disbursed  by  the  Committee  in  the  course  of  its 
operations. 

The  Committee  on  the  Opium  Traffic  was  reappointed  in  Sixth  Month 
last,  and,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  organized  a 
meeting  on  the  subject,  which  was  held  in  Exeter  Hall  in  Twelfth  Month. 
The  Address  given  on  that  occasion  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham  has  been 
widely  circulated. 

On  hearing  of  the  decease  of  Richard  H.  Thomas,  of  Baltimore,  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  decided  to  record  in  a  suitable  Minute  its  feeling 
of  sympathy  with  the  family,  and  thankfulness  to  the  Almighty  for  the 
services  of  our  friend.    A  copy  of  this  Minute  is  sent  herewith. 

Opposition  to  the  use  of  a  trade  mark  containing  the  word  "  Quaker," 
referred  to  in  last  year's  Report,  was  continued,  issuing  finally  in  » 
motion  to  remove  the  mark  in  question  from  the  registry.  The  case  was 
heard  before  Justice  Farwell  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court 
of  Justice,  but  was  dismissed  with  costs.  Justice  Farwell  holding  that 
the  objections  to  the  trade  mark  are  fanciful  and  sentimental. 

The  importance  of  using  permanent  inks  in  the  typed  documents,  now 
80  often  placed  in  our  Minute-books  and  amongst  our  Records,  occupied 
the  attention  of  the  Meeting  in  Eleventh  Month  last,  and  the  Meeting 
directed  the  Recording  Clerk  to  bring  the  subject  before  our  subordinate 
Meetings,  which  has  accordingly  been  done. 

The  question  of  responsibility  for  advising  our  members  with  reference 
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to  funds  entmsted  to  them  in  connection  with  philanthropic  work  has 
received  attention,  and  a  Report  on  the  subject  is  sent  herewith. 

On  receipt  of  a  Minute  from  Yorkshire  Quarterly  Meeting  calling  atten- 
tion  to  the  necessity  for  revision,  or  re-editing,  of  the  Book  of  Discipline 
— especially  Part  III. — a  Committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  full  details 
of  alterations  required  to  bring  the  book  up  to  date.  The  Report  of  the 
Committee  is  sent  herewith. 

The  Conmiittee  on  Betting  and  Gambling  has  presented  a  Report, 
which  is  sent  herewith.  It  contains  a  recommendation  involving  an 
alteration  in  the  General  Advices. 

A  legacy  of  de200  has  been  paid  during  the  year  by  the  executors  of 
Rosamond  A.  Cash.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Conunittee 
the  amount  has  been  placed  to  current  account.  The  Meeting  has  also 
received  information  of  a  legacy  of  J62,000  left  by  William  James  Le 
Tall.    This  amount  has  not  yet  been  received. 

Two  anonymous  donors  have  contributed  j£l,500  to  the  funds  of 
Leighton  Park  School,  in  respect  of  which  150  Donors*  Shares  of  the 
Friends*  Public  School  Company  have  been  issued  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  Fund.

Having  the  subject  before 
us  at  a  time  when  we  have  just  learned  of  the  overwhelming 
defeat  and  almost  utter  destruction  of  the  Bussian  fleet  by 
the  Japanese,  it  is  laid  upon  our  hearts  to  use  our  utmost 
efforts  in  helping  to  bring  about  Peace  between  these  two 
nations.  We  therefore  adopt  the  following  Minute,  which 
is  to  be  signed  by  the  Clerk  and  forwarded  to  our  Prime 
Minister  and  Foreign  Secretary  and  to  the  French  Ambas- 
sador in  London : 

**  The  Religious  Society  of  Friends  assembled  at  Leeds  in  their  Yearly 
Meeting  have  watched  with  deep  sorrow  the  terrible  war  between  liussia 
and  Japan.  They  recognize  that  the  present  crisis  may  be  deemed  by 
the  friends  of  both  combatants  to  be  a  favourable  moment  for  making  a 
vigorous  effort  towards  mediation,  and  they  desire  to  assure  their  own 
Government  and  that  of  France  of  their  warm  sympathy  with  any 
effort  they  may  make  to  bring  about  a  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the 
restoration  of  Peace  between  those  two  nations.  They  pray  that  the 
blessing  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Prince  of  Peace,  may  rest  on  any  such  effort 
and  crown  it  with  success."

Held  in  Leeds  by  Adjournments  from  tlie  25th  of  the  Fifth  Month  to 
the  dlst  of  the  same,  1906 : 

To  the  Quarterly  and  Monthly  Meetings  of  Friends  in  Great  Britain, 
Ireland,  Australasia,  and  Elsewhere. 

Dear  Friends, — The  watchman  on  the  city  walls  who  strains  his  eyes 
for  hoped-for  tidings,  or  for  the  break  of  day,  is  a  familiar  figure  in 
history.  The  Lord  has  had  many  watchmen  amongst  us  for  months 
past,  who,  sometimes  in  the  silence  of  their  own  homes,  and  sometimes 
with  Friends  gathered  for  the  purpose,  have  prayed  with  expectancy  and 
faith  as  they  have  thought  of  this  Yearly  Meeting  at  Leeds,  and  the 
results  it  may  have  for  us  as  a  Church.  And  now,  as  we  have  actually 
assembled  here,  the  hope  which  never  disappoints  is  with  us  still,  nay, 
rather  it  is  turned  to  joy,  as  with  chastened  and  humbled  hearts  wo 
greet  the  coming  dawn.* 

The  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  has  been  very  real  to  us  as  we  have 
met  together,  and  we  eeumestly  desire  that  this  message  of  greeting  may 
bring  home,  to  those  who  could  not  be  with  us,  something  of  what  has 
been  stirring  in  our  hearts. 

We  are  none  of  us  insensible  to  our  surroundings,  and  the  greatness 
of  the  numbers  present  has  in  itself  proved  a  source  of  inspiration.  One 
of  the  chief  halls  of  the  city  has  been  fiUed  with  the  largest  gathering  of 
Friends  which  this  country  has  seen  for  generations.  We  rejoiced  that 
on  one  occasion  the  fresh  life  of  our  Society  was  represented  by  a  large 
number  of  boys  and  girls  from  our  Public  Schools.  But  this  was  not 
all :  our  eyes  have  been  opened  to  see  the  cloud  of  witnesses  who  have 
fought  their  fight,  and  now  bid  us  go  forward  in  the  work  they  have 
begun. 

What  is  this  work  ?  and  how  can  we  enter  upon  it  ?  We  cannot  be 
too  practical  in  dealing  with  this  matter.  These  are  no  days  for  any- 
thing that  is  not  vital.  If  there  is  one  word  that  expresses  the  demand 
of  men  in  regard  to  religion,  it  is  Beality.  Creeds  that  cannot  be 
translated  into  life  and  conduct  do  not  touch  us.  "  On  all  sides,  men 
— believers,  unbelievers,  doubters — are  looking  towards  Christianity  and 
the  Church,  and  saying,  *  What  can  you  do  to  help  human  life?  \Vhat 
is  your  gospel  ?  Will  it  work  ?  ""  Yet  on  all  hands  the  Churches, 
disconcerted  and  humiliated,  are  confessing  their  failure  to  meet  modem 
needs  and  to  lay  hold  of  the  men  of  to-day.

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It  is  not  that  God*s  arm  is  shortened  that  it  cannot  save,  or  that  His 
purposes  of  grace  are  suspended  in  this  twentieth  century.  It  is  not 
that  some  new  remedy  for  human  sin,  some  new  comfort  for  human 
sorrow,  some  new  uplift  for  the  human  soul,  needs  discovery.  No,,  it  is 
our  own  faith  that  is  so  small,  our  own  vision  that  is  so  narrow,  our 
own  self-seeking  will  that  fails  to  yield  to  the  Divine  unselfishness  and 
power. 

We  need,  indeed,  "  a  re-interpretation  of  the  Gospel  of  a  living  Christ 
in  the  language  of  to-day  " ; '  but  far  more  do  we  need  to  experience  for 
ourselves  the  imposition  of  the  pierced  hands,  so  that,  amid  the  voices 
of  the  modem  world,  and  in  the  pressure  of  modern  business,  we  may 
know  as  our  own  the  experience  of  the  Apostle:  "For  the  love  of 
Christ  constraineth  us ;  because  we  thus  judge,  that  one  died  for  all, 
therefore  all  died;  and  He  died  for  all,  that  they  which  live  should 
no  longer  live  unto  themselves,  but  unto  Him  Who  for  their  sakes 
died  and  rose  again." '  This  constraining  love  is  the  strength  of  the 
Christian's  life.  Our  Lord*s  appeal  to  us  is  based  not  on  a  scheme  of 
ethics,  not  on  a  creed,  but  on  devotion  to  Himself.  "If  ye  love  Me,  ye 
will  keep  My  commandments.*'  ^ 

The  personal  realization  of  the  redeeming  love  of  Christ  which  has 
marked  the  awakening  of  religious  Hfe  in  the  Welsh  valleys  has 
deepened  our  longing  for  a  fuller  manifestation  of  Divine  power 
amoDgst  ourselves.  Under  the  impulse  of  that  love  we  have  been 
considering  in  what  new  directions  He,  the  Head  of  our  assembly,  may 
be  calling  us  to  the  service  of  humanity.  The  world  still  demands,  in 
the  greatness  of  its  need,  a  real  Saviour ;  for  its  sin  can  nowhere  else 
find  forgiveness  than  at  His  cross,  and  its  sorrows  can  nowhere  else 
find  solace  than  in  His  love.  Yet  of  those  who,  entering  the  Kingdom, 
find  in  their  Lord  new  life  for  their  own  souls,  how  few  there  are  who 
fully  understand  that  the  great  law  of  that  Kingdom  is  a  law  of  service 
for  others  I  Li  other  words,  they  have  failed  to  see  the  twofold  aspect 
of  our  Lord's  redemptive  work,  which  has  power  to  transform,  not  only 
the  individual,  but  also  Society  as  a  whole. 

We  are  saved  that  we  may  serve,  and  the  Church  that  grasps  this 
wide  conception  of  the  law  of  service,  and  acts  upon  it,  is  the  Church  of 
the  coming  day. 

We  believe  that  God  has  called  us  to  be  instruments  in  meeting  the 
deep  world-hunger  for  reality.  Not  in  recent  times  has  our  Society 
had  such  opportunities  for  spiritual  work,  for  social  service,  and  for  the 
promotion  of  national  right-doing.

How  are  we  to  face  the  situation?  Shall  the  forces  of  self-com- 
placency, of  laziness,  and  of  tradition  remain  unbroken,  and  decay  seize 
us,  and  death  ?  Shall  we  not  rather  take  up  the  cross  and,  in  feUowship 
with  our  Lord  and  with  one  another,  give  ourselyes  to  the  abundant 
service  which  He  is  opening  before  us  ? 

But  the  honour  of  entering  into  this  high  service  is  not  lightly  won. 
It  is  a  service  which  calls  for  loyalty  and  much  self-sacrifice  on  the  poH 
of  him  who  undertakes  it. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  part  of  the  religious  life  of  our  Society  that 
suflfers  more  from  the  lack  of  this  loyalty  and  self-devotion  than  our 
Meetings  for  Worship.  Into  many  departments  of  service  our  members 
are  entering  with  vigour  and  success.  Why  is  it  that  Friends  can 
throw  their  energy  into  the  Adult  Schools,  but  hold  back  when  it 
becomes  a  question  of  work  for  and  in  the  Meeting? 

"  Suppose  the  Quaker  fellowship  were  animated  by  the  same  fervour 
and  hope  which  marks  the  faith  of  our  workers  in  the  Adult  School 
movement,  the  same  belief  in  the  cause.  There  is  latent  energy  to-day 
which,  rightly  carried  out,  consecrated,  directed,  and  equipped,  could  in 
a  generation  change  the  whole  aspect  of  the  situation,  and  pave  the  wajr 
to  a  development  of  unknown  extent  and  possibilities." ' 

We  believe  there  is  now  more  than  ever  a  call  for  a  comprehensive 
and  simple  Church.  Quakerism  should  not  be  the  cult  of  a  few,  but  the 
life  of  a  multitude.  In  the  first  instance,  it  owed  its  vitality  to  the  fact 
that  it  brought  back  to  professing  Christians  the  living  power  of  the 
first  message  of  Christ.  "  Union  with  Christ  "  was  its  inherent  and  per- 
sistent theme.  We  believe  (to  quote  again  the  words  of  one  recently 
taken  from  us): — 

"  There  is  room  yet  for  a  fellowship,  all-inclusive  in  its  tender  sym- 
pathy, drawn  close  in  the  loving  bondage  of  sincerity  and  truth ;  for  a 
noble  simplicity  of  life  and  manners,  rich  in  true  culture  and  the  tasle 
bom  of  knowledge ;  for  a  freedom  that  scorns  the  flummeries  of  rank, 
the  perquisites  of  pride,  because  it  knows  the  worth  of  manhood  and 
loves  the  privilege  of  friendship ;  for  a  simple  worship,  homely  and 
informal  because  intimate  and  real 

**  Climb  Pendle  Hill  with  Fox  and  see  once  more  his  vision. '  a  great 
people  to  be  gathered ' ;  enter  in  spirit  the  dungeons  of  the  past  and 
learn  why  they  were  palaces,  and  the  bolts  precious  jewels  ;  repeat  again 
with  Nayler  his  tender  words,  and  in  the  spirit  of  his  message  face  the 
future  that  lies  before  you :  *  There  is  a  spirit  that  delights  to  do  no  evil, 
nor  to  revenge  any  wrong ;  ...  its  crown  is  meekness,  its  life  is  ever-

lasting  love  unfeigned,  it  takes  its  kingdom  with  entreaty,  and  not  with 
contention,  and  keeps  it  by  lowliness  of  mind.'  " '

WOMEN'S    MEETING. 


At  a  Women's  Sitting  of  London  Yearly  Meeting  of 
Friends,  held  in  Leeds,  by  adjournment  from 
the  25th  of  Fifth  Month,  1905,  to  the  31st  of 
the  same,  inclusive. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Kepresentatives  were  called  over  in 
the  opening  Joint  Session  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  yesterday 
morning;  they  were  present  excepting  twenty  Friends. 
Several  expect  to  be  present  at  a  later  period  of  the 
Meeting. 

3.  An  Epistle  from  Hoshangabad  has  been  read.  It  is 
decided  to  send  an  Epistle  to  all  in  our  various  Mission 
Fields  with  a  special  paragraph  for  each.  The  following 
Friends  are  requested  to  prepare  the  Epistle. 

[Here  follow  the  Names,] 

4.  The  consideration  of  the  state  of  our  Society  which 
was  begun  in  our  Joint  Sitting  this  morning  has  now  been 
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continued.  Great  sympathy  has  been  expressed  with  those 
laid  aside  by  weakness,  also  with  those  living  in  small 
Meetings  who  have  not  the  inspiration  of  gathering  in  large 
numbers.  To  these  there  may  be  a  blessed  service  in 
intercessory  prayer.  Prayer  will  bring  fresh  power  in  the 
Meetings,  and  so  others  will  be  drawn  amongst  us.  We 
need  the  stimulation  of  difficulties  to  be  overcome,  and  to 
go  down  deep  to  receive  the  blessing  of  the  Lord — and  this 
for  no  selfish  end,  but  for  the  building  up  of  our  Meetings. 
This  can  only  be  done  as  in  obedience  and  faith  we  are  given 
into  the  Lord's  hands.  There  is  scope  in  our  Meetings 
for  all  talents  to  be  used  in  the  Lord's  service  for  the 
common  good. 

5.  The  following  Friends  are  appointed  a  Committee  to 

prepare  an  Epistle  to  be  sent  to  Women  Friends  in  the 

country. 

[Here  follow  the  Names.] 

Fourth-day  Morning y  ^Ist  of  Fifth  Month, 

8.  The  Epistle  to  Friends  in  our  Foreign  Mission  Fields 
has  been  read.  It  has  been  passed  with  a  few  alterations, 
and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  Meeting,  and  is  to  be  committed 
to  Isaac  Sharp  for  transmission. 

9.  The  Keport  of  the  Missionary  Helpers'  Union  has 
been  read. 

10.  The  Eeport  of  the  Women  Friends'  Central  Com- 
mittee on  Temperance  Work  has  been  read,  together  with  a 
Minute  stating  their  reasons  for  coming  to  the  conclusion 
that  their  work  is  no  longer  needed.  In  dissolving  the 
Committee  (in  accordance  with  the  wish  of  our  friends),  we 
would  express  the  desire  that  the  work  of  the  Friends' 
Temperance  Union  will  be  more  upheld  and  extended  in 
our  Meetings.  A  copy  of  this  Minute,  together  with  that 
of  the  Committee,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Clerks  of  our 
Quarterly  Meetings.     [For  Eeport,  see  Appendix  A,  p.  213.] 
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11.  The  Epistle  to  Women  Friends  not  attending  the 
Yearly  Meeting  has  been  read.  It  is  decided  to  include 
our  dear  Friends  in  Ireland  amongst  those  to  whom  the 
Epistle  is  to  be  sent,  and  it  is  hoped  that  special  care  will 
be  taken  to  distribute  it  amongst  scattered  members  in 
Australia  and  other  distant  parts. 

12.  The  special  subject  of  ''Thoughts  arising  out  of  our 
Census  and  the  Eevival  "  has  been  considered,  papers  being 
read  by  Mabel  C.  Westlake  and  Elsie  M.  Cadbury.  We 
have  been  reminded  that,  at  one  quarter  of  our  Meetings, 
under  50  people  are  present,  while  the  average  attendance 
throughout  the  country  is  only  38.  As  communion  and 
worship  are  among  the  greatest  foctors  in  the  growth  of  our 
Society,  it  is  vitally  important  to  know  the  cause  of  decline 
in  our  Meetings.  The  question  of  the  reasons  for  these  small 
numbers  has  been  brought  before  us.  It  may  be  that  the 
attitude  of  some  of  those  who  gather  is  not  one  of  a  desire 
that  the  love  of  God  may  pass  like  electricity  through  the 
Meetings.  We  must  seek  unity,  not  uniformity,  and  must 
not  be  afraid  of  the  spirit  of  inquiry.  There  are  various 
ways  of  laying  hold  of  the  heart  as  well  as  the  head,  and  our 
Heavenly  Master  can  work  in  many  ways.  Our  Meetings 
always  have  attracted  and  will  attract  when  held  in  the 
life,  and  where  there  is  living  silence  there  will  always  be 
living  speech.  We  believe  that  Quakerism  offers  a  spiritual 
home  to  many  happy  souls.  If  we  have  a  revival  these  vrill 
be  drawn  amongst  us.  The  revival  cannot  come  from  out- 
side, but  from  God  Himself,  beginning  with  the  quickening 
of  individual  lives.  The  lessons  of  the  movement  in  Wales 
have  been  brought  before  us.  It  has  been  proved  that  the 
presence  of  one  or  two  curious  or  critical  people  in  a  meeting 
hinders  the  true  blessing.  We  also  learn  what  can  be  done 
by  the  power  of  prayer,  and  how  little  we  hq.ve  grasped  Qur 
possibilities  in  this  respect.  It  may  be  that  a  similar 
blessing  may  come  upon  us  in  a  much  quieter  but  in  no 
less  real  a  method  than  in  Wales,  and  the  desire  has  been 
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expressed  that  no  reluctance  for  service  or  selfishness  on  our 
part  may  hinder  what  God  is  willing  to  do  for  our  Society. 
The  cost  is  great,  but  the  reward  is  glorious. 

13.  The  Committee  of  Sussex,  Surrey  and  Hants 
Quarterly  Meeting  appointed  in  1902  to  bring  forward 
subjects  for  our  consideration  at  this  sitting  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  has  now  fulfilled  its  work  for  three  years,  and  we 
warmly  acknowledge  their  services.  The  Quarterly  Meeting 
of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  is  asked  to  appoint  a  Committee 
to  bring  forward  subjects  for  the  next  three  years. 

14.  In  drawing  to  the  conclusion  of  our  Meetings,  we 
would  record  our  thankfulness  that  we  have  been  enabled 
to  gather  in  large  numbers  under  glorious  outward  sunshine 
and  the  felt  presence  of  Him  who  is  the  source  of  all  light 
and  love.  Of  many  amongst  us  we  believe  that  the  words 
are  true,  "Then  were  the  disciples  glad  when  they  saw 
the  Lord." 

In  separating  one  from  another,  each  for  her  appointed 
work,  we  desire  that  it  rnay  be  in  deeper  love  to  one 
another  and  renewed  allegiance  to  our  Lord,  and  that, 
leaving  behind  the  failures  and  discouragements  of  the  past, 
at  His  command  and  in  His  strength  we  may  "go 
forward."

YEARLY  MEETING  ON  MINISTRY 
AND  OVERSIGHT. 


At  a  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight, 
held  in  Leeds  by  adjournments,  commencing 
the  23rd  of  Fifth  Month,  and  ending  the  1st  of 
Sixth  Month,  1905. 

Third-day  Afternoon,  23rd  of  Fifth  Month. 

The  names  of  the  representatives  from  the  Quarterly  and 
General  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and  from  the 
Yearly  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  for  Ireland  have 
been  called  over  [beiixg  one  hundred  and  forty -three  in 
number] . 

4.  We  have  now  read  the  Annual  Reports  from  our 
Quarterly  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  also  from 
the  General  Meetings  for  Scotland  and  Australia :  there  is 
no  Eeport  from  Dublin  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  this  year. 
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Third-day  Evening,  2Srd  of  Fifth  Month. 

5.  The  Summary  of  the  Reports  from  the  Quarterly 
Meetings  has  been  read.  The  Clerk  is  authorized  to  sign  it 
and  forward  it  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Fourth-day  Morning,  2ith  of  Fifth  Month. 

6.  The  Friends  %ppointed  yesterday  recommend  the 
appointment  of  Albert  J.  Crosfield  as  Clerk,  Norman 
Penney  and  Joan  Mary  Fry  as  Assistant  Clerks  for  the  next 
three  years.  The  nomination  is  acceptable  to  this  Meeting, 
and  the  Friends  are  appointed  accordingly. 

7.  The  following  Eeport  is  received  from  the  Committee 
on  the  Ministry  appointed  in  1903.  Such  members  of  the 
Committee  as  are  now  in  Leeds  are  appointed  to  revise  the 
membership  of  the  Committee  and  to  bring  the  names  to  a 
later  sitting  of  this  Meeting  : 

REPORT  FROM  THE   MINISTRY  COMMITTEE. 
To  THE  Yearly   Meeting  on   Ministry  and  Oversight. 

Our  Committee  has  met  three  times  during  the  year,  with  an  average 
attendance  at  the  four  sittings  held  of  thirteen.  Our  principal  work  has 
lain  in  assisting  at  Conferences  on  the  Ministry  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.  Sometimes  the  subject  has  been  taken  at  a  Quarterly  or 
Monthly  Meeting  on  Ministry  aild  Oversight,  sometimes  at  a  Conference 
with  those  taking  vocal  part  in  our  meetings,  sometimes  at  Social  Con- 
ferences open  to  all  Friends.  In  cdl,  about  twenty  members  of  the 
Committee  have  helped  at  one  or  more  of  the  twenty- seven  Conferences 
held  since  our  last  Report.  Whilst  we  recognize  that  the  needs  of 
localities  vary  greatly,  we  believe  there  is  a  special  service  in  Conferences 
where  a  special  invitation  to  young  Friends  hsis  been  given  and  full  time 
is  allowed  for  discussion,  so  that  practical  questions  and  difficulties  may 
be  fa^ed. 

Many  questions  affecting  the  Ministry  have  arisen  as  the  result  of  the 
visits  paid,  and  have  rested  heavily  upon  the  minds  of  members  of  our 
Committee.  Some  of  these  received  special  consideration  at  a  Committee 
which  we  held  at  Woodbrooke  in  Eleventh  Month  last,  and  these  may 
be  summarized  as  follows : — 

First:  We  need   to  recognize  the  action  and  reaction  of  the 
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Ministry  and  the  congregation  upon  each  other.  It  is  true  that 
a  cold  spirit  in  the  congregation  represses  ministry;  and  that  a 
want  of  open,  responsive,  ready  reception  of  the  Message,  unless  it 
conforms  to  preconceived  ideas,  often  quenched  the  8f>irit ;  hut  it  is 
also  true  that  the  minister  on  fire  with  his  message  will  kindle  the 
congregation.  The  low  condition  of  many  of  our  meetings  is  a  call 
to  the  Ministry  to  gird  itself  up  by  fresh  consecration  and  equip- 
ment and  prayer.  The  man  or  woman  of  CQnaecraiion  will  be  the 
man  or  woman  of  devotion  and  of  goa^  courage.  The  equipped 
minister,  resolutely  prepared  for  the  work,  will  be  the  one  who  can 
use  skilfully  the  sword  of  the  Spirit :  the  praying  minister  will  be 
the  one  to  be  baptized  with  fire,  and  such  ministry  cannot  fail  to 
have  freshness  and  force. 

Secondly :  We  need  to  free  the  spiritual  forces  in  our  congrega- 
tions, to  a  f £kr  greater  extent  than  is  the  case,  for  work  in  and 
through  the  Society.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  latent  power  which 
fails  to  find  scope  or  is  imperfectly  developed,  because  of  our  want 
of  elasticity  or  of  warm,  sympathetic  feUowship.  We  need  to  lay  the 
vocation  of  the  Ministry  before  young  Friends  as  the  service  to 
which  many  of  them  may  be  called  to  give  themselves ;  and  to  do 
all  in  our  power  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  heart  and  mind,  out 
of  which  a  powerful  Gospel  ministry  springs.  We  need  along  the 
whole  course  of  a  Friend's  ministry  to  supply  that  loving  fellowship 
and  sympathy  which  the  special  loneliness  of  the  service  demands. 
The  Church  has  been  too  ready  to  adopt  the  cold  and  easy  method 
of  relying  on  the  individual  faithfulness  of  its  members  under  diffi- 
culties and  discouragements  that,  humanly  speaking,  may  sometimes 
seem  almost  insurmountable.  It  needs  to  recognize  its  own  corpo- 
rate responsibility  and  to  quicken  its  own  fellowship  with  the  service 
of  its  members. 

Thirdly :  The  surest  stimulus  to  ministry  will  be  for  our  Society  to 
stand  again  before  the  world  as  a  Church  entrusted  with  the  active 
proclamation  of  a  great  spiritual  message.  There  is  a  growing  tide 
of  spiritual  life  all  about  us  at  the  present  time ;  and  into  the  power 
of  this  our  Church,  beyond  others,  is  surely  called  to  enter.  Face  to 
face  with  the  needs  of  the  human  soul,  and  with  the  living  Christ 
who  can  supply  those  needs,  the  message-bearers  wiU  be  forthcom- 
ing, and  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  and  dedication  will  be  provoked, 
without  which  no  solution  of  the  problem  of  the  free  ministry  can 
be  found,  while  the  Church  itself  will  be  roused  to  do  its  part  in 
warm  fellowship  and  practical  help. 

With  these  considerations  present  to  oiu:  minds,  we  regard  the  work  pi 
the  Committee  as  only  begun.     The  Conferences  that  have  been  or  may 
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be  held  should  be  a  preHminary  to  farther  eerrlce  either  from  our 
Committee  or  frotn  Friends  belonging  to  the  meetings  yisited.  In  this 
view  we  have  issued  a  circular  suggesting  ways  of  following  up  the  work 
of  these  Conferences,  and  we  propose  to  give  further,  more  individualized 
and  specialized  assistance  where  possible.  Drawing-room  meetings 
seem  to  be  one  means  io  this  end  that  may  be  helpfully  usftd,  and  the 
meetings  which  have  lately  been  held  by  Friends  (several  of  them 
memberg  of  our  Committee)  in  order  to  carry  forward  the  concern  for 
the  Society  felt  by  our  late  friend,  Jno.  Wilhelm  Rowntree,  have  the 
same  purpose.  We  further  feel  thct  it  may  be  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Committee  to  give  assistance  in  the  holding  of  meetings  for  the 
fostering  of  spiritual  life,  where  such  meetings  are  desired  in  connection 
with  Qusurterly  Meetings,  or  Par^cular  Meetings,  provided  Friends  on  the 
Committee  are  found  who  feel  a  concern  to  undertake  the  service  asked 
for.  Pursuant  to  this,  three  of  our  number  were  present  at  the  Yorkshire 
week-end  spring  Quarterly  Meeting  at  Scarborough,  which  proved  a  time 
of  much  blessing.  A  Conference  on  the  Ministry  was  held,  extending 
over  two  sittings ;  the  attendance  was  large  and  the  interest  keen. 

We  believe  that  the  quickened  sense  of  responsibility  \^hich  is  resting 
upon  many  Friends,  and  the  increased  openness  of  soul  to  spiritual  life 
which  we  are  beginning  to  experience,  as  we  learn  the  lessons  of  the 
Welsh  revival,  will  lead  to  a  fuller  dedication  to  the  Ministry  on 
the  part  of  many  in  the  Society.  In  seeking  to  promote  this,  we  must 
recognize  the  absolute  necessity  of  personal  religious  experience  if  the 
fomitain-head  of  true  ministry  is  to  be  reached,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  manifold  diversity  in  the  mental  and  spiritual  needs  of  individuals 
and  the  many  paths  by  which  men  and  women  are  brought  into  vital 
union  with  Christ. 

As  it  is  two  years  since  our  first  appointment,  we  think  the  names  on 
our  Comnaittee  should  be  revised  and  added  to,  especially  from  among 
younger  Friends.

The  following  pioints  amongst  others  have  been  emphasized 
amongst  us : 

The  Committee,  it  is  thought,  might  use  its  influence  to 
encourage  younger  Friends  of  good  education  (though  by  no 
means  to  the  exclusion  of  others)  to  seek  for  openings  for 
taking  their  share  in  Ministry  in  our  Meetings  for  Worship 
in  the  spirit  of  loyai  obedience  to  Christ. 
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We  need  to  be  very  tender  lest  we  pull  down  with  one 
hand  what  we  build  up  with  the  other.  To  this  end  we 
need  to  press  upon  our  hearers  the  need  of  personal  holiness 
of  life,  and  to  see  to  it  that  we  who  preach  do  live  such 
lives,  lest  we  come  under  condemnation  as  hinderers  of  them 
who  would  enter  the  Kingdom. 

We  need  elasticity  and  fellowship  in  our  Meetings  for 
Worship,  such  as  we  know  in  the  Adult  Schools.  For- 
malities and  traditions  need  in  some  congregations  to  be 
broken  through.  We  receive  much  of  the  Divine  life  from 
fellowship  with  our  brethren  when  love  and  unity  prevail. 
Meeting  in  this  spirit,  we  should  set  free  many  of  the  latent 
forces  of  our  members. 

We  need  to  interpret  the  Gospel  of  the  living  Christ  in 
the  language  of  to-day. 

In  the  service  of  starting  new  Friends'  Meetings,  the 
missionary  spirit  of  our  younger  Friends  may  be  called  out. 

Let  us  not  forget  to  give  God  thanks  for  the  Ministry  we 
already  have  amongst  us,  which  we  have  received  as  a  gift 
from  our  Heavenly  Father's  hands.  If  we  receive  His  gifts 
in  this  spirit,  we  may  believe  that  the  gifts  will  be  increased. 

May  all  that  is  offered  tend  to  the  glory  of  God. 

The  Eeport  from  the  Ministry  Committee  is  to  be  sent  to 
our  subordinate  Meetings. 

8.  The  following  Minute  has  been  received  from  Warwick, 
Leicester  and  Stafford  Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight. 

The  Minute  rightly  interprets  the  statement  in  our 
Minute  of  last  year  regarding  the  human  priesthood  to 
refer  only  to  the  priesthood  of  all  believers,  a  doctrine  which 
the  Society  of  Friends  has  always  held. 

Minute  of  Quarterly  Mebtimo  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  of  War- 
wick, Leicester  and  Stafford  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  24th  of 
First  Month,  1905. 

First  Minute, — Having  again  read  the  6th  Minute  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  of  1904,  we  feel  constrained  to 
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record  our  judgment  that  the  fourth  paragraph  of  that  Minute  is  open  to 
serious  misconstruction. 

We  believe  that  this  arises  from  the  fact  that  what  is,  presumably,  a 
short  summary  of  a  discussion  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  is  embodied  in  the 
Minute  in  a  form  which  appears  to  make  it  throughout  an  authoritative 
declaration  of  the  judgment  of  that  Meeting,  which  therefore  might 
possibly  be  selected  for  inclusion  in  some  future  edition  of  the  Book  of 
Doctrine,  Practice  and  Discipline. 

The  words  to  which  we  take  exception  are  the  following : — 

"  The  sacerdotal  office  has  never  been  abolished.  .  .  .  "We  still  have 
need  of  a  human  priesthood." 

We  recognize  the  doctrine  of  the  priesthood  of  all  believers  as  a  funda- 
mental part  of  Christian  truth  as  apprehended  by  the  Society  of  Friends. 
But  it  appears  to  us  that  the  statements  which  we  have  in<Hcated  above 
are  open  to  grave  objection,  as  they  will  inevitably  be  understood  in  a 
sense  which  was  not  intended  when  the  Minute  was  drafted. 

In  our  view  the  existence  of  a  human  priesthood,  except  in  the  general 
sense  above  referred  to,  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  New  Testament 
and  receives  no  sanction  from  its  words.  **  First  apostles,  secondly 
prophets,  thirdly  teachers,"  is  the  order  as  it  existed  in  the  primitive 
Church,  and  in  view  of  the  strong  assertion  of  the  sacerdotal  principle  in 
certain  directions  to-day,  we  feel  that  it  is  a  matter  of  urgent  importance 
to  maintain  unimpaired  our  testimony,  that  a  priesthood  which  is  not 
common  to  all  believers  is  a  survival  of  that  system  which  was  abolished 
in  Christ,  and  is  contrary  to  the  principle  of  spiritual  freedom.

9.  The  following  Minute  has  been  received  from  Bristol 
and  Somerset  Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight : 

Extract  from  Fourth  Minute  of  Bristol  and  Somerset  Quarterly 
Meetino  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  held  at  Bristol  17th 
OF  Fourth  Month,  1905. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  our  Fourth  Minute  of  last  Meeting,  we 
have  received  the  following  information  from  our  subordinate  Meetings, 
and  have  given  time  to  the  consideration  of  the  institution  of  Meetings 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight. 

We  have  considered  some  of  the  difficulties  incident  upon  the  separa- 
tion of  certain  members  from  the  rest  of  the  Church  for  the  special  work 
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of  a,  permanent  Meettng,  and  we  do  nqt  find  that  thU  arrangement  tends 
to  edification  and  efficiency.  We  much  desire  that  a  deepened  sense  of 
the  duties  and  privileges  of  service  piay  be  brought  closely  home  to  all 
our  members,  so  that,  with,  a  broadened  basis  of  responsibility,  the 
spiritual  power  of  our  Meetings  may  be  largely  developed. 

We  think  it  would  be  well  to  discontinue  these  Meetings,  as  at  present 
constituted,  and,  whilst  careful  provision  should  be  made  for  spiritual 
fellowship  and  communion,  we  feel  that  there  is  no  need  for  the  present 
distinction  and  distribution  of  business,  and  that  a  simplification  may 
well  be  arranged  which  shall  bring  the  matters  now  brought  before 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Meetings  before  the  Meetings  at  large. 

We  decide  to  send  this  Minute  to  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  with  a  view 

to  its  forwar4ing  to  the  Yearly  Meetmg,  if  it  sees  fit,  gome  proposal  upon 

the  subject.    This  Mmute  is  also  to  be  sent  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  QO 

Ministry  and  Oversight.

10.  The  Ecport  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  on  the 
liberation  of  Friends  for  Eeli<?ious  Service  has  been  read  : 


REPORT  FROM  THE  MEETING  FOR  SUFFERINGS  TO  THE 
YEARLY  MEETING  ON  MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT  ON 
THE      LIBERATION      OF      FRIENDS      FOR     RELIGIOUS 

SERVICE,  1904-5. 

At  our  Meeting  in  Sixth  Month,  Charles  D.  Terrell  attended,  and  gave 
some  fiwscount  of  his  work  in  France  under  the  Certificate  granted  him 
by  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  in  1899,  and  endorsed 
by  that  Meeting  in  1902,  and  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  Meeting  in 
his  prospect  of  extended  service  in  Brittany  or  elsewhere,  as  way  seemed 
open. 

The  meeting  encouraged  Charles  D.  and  Mabel  Terrell  to  proceed  with 
their  service  as  they  may  see  marked  out  for  them  by  Divine  guidance, 
whether  in  Brittany  or  in  the  district  |n  which  their  labours  have 
hitherto  been  given,  or  in  other  parts  of  France. 

The  position  of  Charles  D.  Terrell  imder  thQ  arrangements  in  Bdttany 
was  again  considered  by  this  Meeting  in  Eleventh  Mouthy  and  the  feeling 
was  expressed  that  this  Meeting  did  not  fully  understand  what  was 
involved  in  approving  of  his  proposed  residence  in  Brittany.  The 
Meeting  concluded  to  leave  Charles  D.  and  Mabel  Terrell  and  the 
Committee  appointed  to  correspond  with  them  to  carry  on,  for  the 
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preaentf  the  work  on  which  they  we  engaged,  but  wa43  o!  opinion  that  the 
Society  at  large,  through  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oyer^ght, 
should  have  a  full  opportunity  thoroughly  to  make  itself  acquainted  with 
all  the  circumstances  of  Charles  D.  Terrell*8  work  and  prospects.  He  is 
expected  accordingly  to  be  present  at  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  correspond  with  Charles  D.  Terrell 
presented  a  further  Report  to  our  Meeting  in  Third  Month. 

Religious  service  in  Norway,  Denmark  and  Germany  has  been 
undertaken  by  our  friend  Joseph  Gundry  Alexander,  with  Alfred  Lynn 
as  his  companion.  In  returning  the  Minute  of  the  last  Yearly  Meeting 
at  our  Meeting  in  Nint)i  Month,  J.  G.  Alexander  and  Alfred  Lynn 
gave  an  interesting  account  pt  the  present  position  of  our  Religious 
Society  in  those  countries. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  a  short  visit  from  Alma  Gould 
Dale,  a  Minister  in  unity  with  Canada  Yearly  Meeting,  with  a  Minute 
of  Hartney  Monthly  Meeting,  liberating  her  for  service  amongst  Friends 
in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  elsewhere,  as  way  may  open  for  and 
health  permit.  Failing  health  much  restricted  our  friend's  service 
among  us. 

At  our  Meeting  in  Ninth  Month,  on  the  return  of  Joseph  John  and 
Emily  Wanzer  Mills  to  America,  a  Minute  was  adopted  expressing  our 
appreciation  of  their  service.  Robt.  A.  Psnmkt,  Clerk, 


11.  Our  dear  friend  Chas.  D.  Terrell  has  at  this  time 
told  us  of  some  of  the  work  he  has  carried  on  in  France  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  La  Eochelle,  and  latterly  at  Paimpol, 
in  Brittany.  At  Paimpol  a  wonderful  readiness  to  come 
and  hear  the  Gospel  has  been  manifested,  in  spite  of  the 
terrible  prevalence  of  drunkenness  in  the  district.  C.  D. 
Terrell  believes  that  God  has  called  him  to  Paimpol,  and 
that  a  door  of  service  is  open  before  him.  From  all  aides 
the  cry  for  help  comes  from  people  who  are  hungering  for 
spiritual  food. 

Mabel  Terrell  has  also  told  us  of  her  readiness  still  to 
help  her  husband  in  his  work  so  far  as  she  is  able. 

This  Meeting  has  heard  with  gladness  of  the  openness  of 
the  people  to  receive  the  Gospel  message.  Our  friends  are 
encouraged  to  go  forward  in  their  service  supported  by  the 
prayers  and  sjrmpathy  of  Friends,  a  lively  interest  having 
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been  afresh  awakened  in  the  people  in  France  amongst 
whom  our  friends  have  been  called  to  labour. 

This  Meeting  has  been  thankful  to  hear  of  the  way  in 
which  the  continuance  of  the  work  at  La  Rochelle  has  been 
provided  for. 

12.  In  sending  forward  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  the  in- 
formation of  the  renewed  encouragement  given  to  Chas.  D. 
and  M.  Terrell  to  continue  their  work  in  France,  this 
Meeting  suggests  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  that  the  question 
of  the  source  from  which  the  cost  of  the  work  should  be 
provided  be  looked  at  by  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

[A  Meeting  of  Elders  was  held  at  2p,m,  in  Boom  A.,  and 
a  Meeting  for  Overseers  in  the  Small  Meeting-house  at  the 
same  hour  this  day.l

Mayoress  of  Leeds  {Councillor  and  Mrs,  Robert  Armitage) 
received  about  900  Friends  iyi  tJie  City  Art  Gallery,  Municipal 
Buildings.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Friends'  Temperance  Union  was  held,  presided  over  by 
the  Lord  Mayor.]

The  Yearly  Meeting  itself  has  this  year  given  attention  to 
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the  subject  of  Friends  residing  abroad  and  in  scattered 
Jocalities,  and  has  adopted  a  Minute  on  the  subject. 

At  a  Meeting  of  Overseers,  held  at  Leeds  24th  of  Fifth 
Month,  1905. 

First  Minute, — l^he  Overseers  report  to  the  Yearjy  Meeting  pn  Ministry 
and  Oversight  that  they  met  to-day  at  2  p.m.  in  the  Women's  Meeting- 
house, about  150  Friends  being  present. 

Second  Minute, — Katherine  W.  Jones  has  brought  before  us  the  need 
which  undoubtedly  exists  in  some  Monthly  Meetings  for  a  more  intimate 
connection  between  Friends  resident  abroad  and  theip  home  Monthly 
Meetings.  It  is  feared  that  in  many  cases  Monthly  Meetings  do  not 
regularly  correspond  with  their  absent  members,  who  are  thus  doubly 
isolated. 

We  ask  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  to  take  steps  to 
urge  Monthly  Meetings  to  take  a  continued  brotherly  interest  \n.  our 
members  residing  abroad,  and  make  arrangements  for  corresponding 
with  them  at  least  once  in  the  year ;  if  possible  some  mention  of  the 
circumstances  under  which  our  fellow-members  are  living  should  be 
given  to  the  Monthly  Meeting.  When  practicable  we  think  that  the 
above  recommendation  should  apply  to  those  whose  membership  is  in 
the  General  Meeting  for  Australia,  as  well  as  to  those  who  are  still 
members  of  home  Monthly  Meetings. 

Third  Minute, — The  main  question  before  us  has  been,  "  How  we  as 
Overseers  can  best  help  the  spiritual  interests  of  our  Meetings  ?  " 

In  the  consideration  of  this  question  we  have  spoken  of  the  great  need 
of  sympathy  with  all  our  members,  especially  in  the  circumstances  of 
their  daily  lives. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  sometimes  the  results  of  our  work  are  not 
as  real  as  they  might  be.  We  attempt  to  touch  too  many  lives,  and  so 
do  not  really  get  into  close  sympathy  with  any  one  individual. 

Among  other  things,  we  need  to  have  close  sympathy  with  those  who 
are  still  in  doubt  as  to  some  matters  which  are  much  more  clear  to  others. 

We  have  desired  ourselves  to  so  walk  in  the  spirit  of  love  to  God  and 
to  our  fellows  that  we  may  be  able  to  encourage  those  who  are  honest 
and  sincere  in  heart,  and  to  strengthen  the  feeble-minded  under  their 
trials  and  conflicts.

Oversight. 

We  have  received  written  Reports  of  the  three  Meetings  for  Worship 
held  on  Third-day  last. 

We  are  thankful  for  the  Meeting  held  in  the  Large  Meeting-house, 
Some  of  the  addresses  were  very  powerfuL  We  should  have  been  glad 
to  have  had  a  short  time  for  silent  worship  at  the  close.  We  can  also 
report  that  the  Meeting  in  the  Small  Meeting-house  was  a  time  of  much 
blessing,  for  which  we  feel  thankful.  There  were  some  messages  which 
were  felt  to  be  truly  words  in  season.  We  should  have  enjoyed  more 
periods  of  silence,  especially  after  one  impressive  address,  but  those  we 
had  were  felt  to  be  solemn. 

At  the  Meeting  for  Worship  held  in  Boom  B,  a  company  of  over  100 
gathered,  and  from  the  commencement  to  the  close  a  spirit  of  prayer 
was  over  the  Meeting.  There  were  no  lengthy  addresses,  and  during  the 
intervals  of  silent  waiting  many  earnest  prayers  were  offered,  and  there 
was  a  manifest  sense  of  the  Lord's  presence.  We  feel  that  the  Meeting 
was  the  result  of  much  prayer,  and  we  can  thankfully  acknowledge 
the  goodness  of  God  in  thus  granting  a  time  of  much  peace  and  refresh- 
ment to  those  present,  and  throughout  the  Meeting  the  Lord  Jesus  was 
exalted.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  LEEDS  FREE  CHURCH  COUNCIL. 
To  THE  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

Friends, — In  the  name  of  the  Free  Church  Council,  representing 
the  Evangelical  Free  Churches  of  Leeds,  we  bid  you  a  very  cordial 
welcome  to  our  city.  It  is  pleasing  to  think  that  on  this,  the  first 
occasion  for  280  years,  when  your  Yearly  Meeting  has  been  held  outside 
of  London,  you  have  chosen  Leeds  as  the  place  of  assembly.  To  us  Uie 
decision  seems  a  happy  one.  For  here  you  come  into  a  city  whose 
philanthropies  and  works  of  mercy,  and  efforts  to  promote  all  that  makes 
for  human  progress  and  liberty,  are  greatly  indebted  to  members  of  your 
communion.  Some  of  them  have  been  our  leaders  in  such  efforts,  and 
by  their  high  character,  unwearied  service,  and  sincere  faith  have 
inspired  and  cheered  us  in  every  good  work. 

We  cannot  think  of  your  history  as  a  Society  without  deep  gratitud 
to  God  for  the  lessons  it  teaches. 

When  that  truly  prophetic  servant  of  God,  your  leader,  George  Fox, 
began  his  efforts  to  restore  Primitive  Christianity  to  the  world,  and  to 
bring  back  the  sense  of  reality  to  religion,  he  was  but  as  the  voice  of  one 
crying  in  the  wilderness.  But  since  then,  much  he  taught  has  passed 
beyond  your  own  bounds  and  become  the  possession  of  all  Churches  of 
Christ  in  our  land.  We  cannot  sufficiently  express  our  indebtedness 
for  the  testimony  he  bore  to  the  immediate  teaching  of  God's  Spirit  in 
the  souls  of  men.  That  doctrine,  we  believe,  is  no  longer  peculiar  to 
you,  but  has  brought  new  life  and  blessing  to  all  communions  of  Christian 
people ;  while  your  fathers,  in  the  evil  times  of  intolerance  and  persecu- 
tion, gave  an  example  of  unflinching  fidelity  to  Christ  and  conscience, 
which  has  done  much  to  create  a  strong  and  noble  sense  of  Christian 
manhood  in  the  nation.     It  is  to  such  self-sacrifice,  borne  in  the  Spirit 
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and  by  the  power  of  Christ,  that  England  to-day  enjoys  those  precious 
liberties,  civil  and  religious,  which  we  trust  will  never  cease  to  be  hers. 
In  you  we  read  and  learn  the  truth  that  the  price  of  liberty  is  eternal 
vigilance,  and  we  are  resolved  by  God's  help  never  to  forget  it. 

When  we  think  of  the  profound  and  far-reaching  influence  on  English 
life  exerted  by  your  Society,  we  magnify  the  grace  of  God,  who  chooses 
the  weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  mighty.  We  see  that,  in 
the  realm  of  truth  in  the  Kingdom  of  God,  numbers  are  of  infinitely  less 
importance  than  faithfulness.  You  have  always  been  a  comparatively 
small  community,  but  your  influence  has  been  out  of  all  proportion  to 
your  numbers.  From  you  has  gone  forth  a  power  that  has  affected  the 
thought  and  life  of  our  land  in  a  remarkable  degree,  and  we  believe 
that  to-day  your  teaching  and  example  are  increasing  in  influence, 
shaping  and  moulding  the  opinions  and  convictions  of  men. 

Throughout  your  history  you  have  illustrated  the  truth — that  the 
service  of  God  and  the  service  of  man  are  inseparable.  When  Christ 
made  the  law  of  love  for  our  neighbour  as  ourself  one  of  the  two  greatest 
commandments.  He  created  a  new  ideal  of  the  religious  life.  Will  you 
permit  us  to  say,  as  we  do  most  sincerely,  that  we  rejoice  in  thinking 
how  largely  you  have  realized  that  ideal.  We  rejoice  in  your  practical 
works  of  love  and  mercy  and  compassion.  The  enthusiasm  of  humanity 
that  burned  in  the  heart  of  Christ  has  made  you  the  friends  of  the  poor, 
the  criminal,  the  wretched,  and  the  lost  everywhere.  We  recall  the 
story  of  Elizabeth  Fry  in  Newgate  and  of  Mr.  S.  Rowntree  in  York 
to-day  as  typical  of  your  attitude  to  the  poor  and  wretched.  Nor  can 
we  forget  the  great  part  that  you  filled  in  opposition  to  Slavery,  and  in 
winning  freedom  for  millions  of  hopeless  people.  Nor  must  we  omit  to 
mention  the  name  of  otir  late  fellow-citizen,  Thomas  Harvey,  who,  with 
,  his  friend  Joseph  Sturge,  procured  for  our  slaves  in  the  West  Indies  the 
boon  of  inmiediate  emancipation.  In  the  same  way  we  regard  with 
unfeigned  joy  your  tireless  advocctcy  of  peace  and  your  powerful  protests 
against  war.  Though  these  principles  may  be  ignored  in  times  of 
international  jealousy  and  hate,  we  believe  the  minds  of  men  are  coming 
nearer  to  their  acceptance,  and  we  do  not  aod  cannot  doubt  that  He  who 
is  the  Prince  of  Tesce  will  yet  rule  over  a  world  where  "  the  war  drum 
beats  no  longer,  and  the  battle-flag  is  furled."  You  have  given  to  us  one 
of  the  most  eloquent  and  powerful  statesmen  of  our  time,  John  Bright, 
whose  crowning  achievement  was  the  triumph  of  those  principles  which 
made  food  cheap  and  abundant  for  our  hungry  millions.  Your  advocacy 
of  Temperance  has  greatly  helped  that  cause  in  which  are  wrapped  up  the 
happiness,  the  peace,  and  the  well-being  of  countless  thousands. 

We  cannot  do  more  than  simply  refer  to  the  important  missionary 
work  you  have  carried  on  in  various  parts  of  the  heathen  world,  and  to 
your  Adult  Schools,  by  which  you  have  brought  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
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home  to  many  who  were  before  strangers  to  it.  We  have  deep  sympatb j 
^ith  your  conviction  of  the  spiritual  nature  of  Christ's  Kingdom,  and 
your  repudiation  of  all  sacerdotal  ideas  of  the  Christian  nrtinistry,  with 
your  doctrine  of  the  priesthood  of  all  believers,  With  yout  belifef  in  a  Free 
Church,  in  a  Free  State,  and  that  religion  should  be  supported  by  the 
willingness  of  those  who  love  it.  We  praise  God  for  the  work  Hfe  has 
enabled  you  to  do  for  the  whole  Church  of  Christ  and  for  humanity  at 
large.  And  we  pray  that  your  deliberations  here  may  be  divinely  guided, 
that  your  fttturfe  may  be  bright  and  lustrous  with  services  lik^  those  of 
your  past,  and  that  your  tidit  to  Leeds  iflay  be  richly  blessed  to  your- 
selves and  to  the  city.

known  of  men,  but  are  acknowledged  by  Him  who  understandeth  all 
things."

Triennial  Report  from  Durham  Quarterly  Mbbtino. 

At  the  Quarterly  Meeting  held  last  Seventh  Month  it  was  suggested 
that  a  novel  view  of  the  work  of  our  Meetings  might  be  obtained 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Report,  if  a  Committee  were  appointed  to 
visit  ecush  congregation ;  and  further,  that  such  a  series  of  visits  might 
encourage  the  individual  workers,  and  bind  together  the  several  parts 
of  our  Quarterly  Meeting  in  mutual  sympathy  and  love.  In  accordance 
with  this  suggestion,  ninety  visits  have  been  paid  to  our  twenty-seven 
Meetings;  and  the  impressions  gathered,  form  the  main  basis  of  this 
survey,  although  information  has  also  been  obtained  through  the 
customary  channel  of  the  Monthly  Meetings. 

Under  the  varying  circumstances  of  our  Meetings,  which  are 
situated  either  among  the  industrial  communities  of  Tyne  and  Wear 
and  Tees,  or  in  the  agricultural  districts  of  West  Durham  and  North 
Yorkshire,  there  is  great  diversity  of  method.  Whether  in  town 
or  country  the  same  need  exists,  and  wherever  there  is  an  attempt 
to  minister  to  the  spiritual  necessities  of  the  surrounding  population, 
there  the  Meeting  itself  is  found  to  receive  blessing.  On  the  one  hand, 
we  see  that  where  no  effort  is  made  beyond  the  holding  of  a  weekly, 
silent  Meeting,  the  life  of  the  congregation  is  apt  to  decline.  On  the 
other  hand,  we  have  some  Meetings  in  which  almost  every  member 
is  engaged  in  work  for  the  good  of  his  neighbours;  here  we  are  told 
of  love  and  harmony,  of  earnestness  and  hearty  fellowship,  and  of 
much  freedom  and  power  in  the  Meetings  for  Worship.  In  some 
country  Meetings  the  enthusiasm  of  two  or  three  makes  the  congregation  ' 
**a  help  and  blessing  to  the  neighbourhood." 

Meetings  for  Worship  and  Ministry, — If  the  Society  of  Friends 
is  not  to  lose  its  individuality,  it  is  to  the  Meeting  for  Worship  that 
we  must  look  as  an  index  to  the  spiritual  life  of  the  Church.  We 
find  abundant  evidence  that  the  true  spirit  of  worship  prevails.  The 
Reports  speak  of  many  of  our  Meetings  as  being  characterized  by 
earnestness  and  by  a  deep  sense  of  the  Divine  presence. 
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Of  some  congregations  we  are  told  that  many  members  fail  to 
recognize  their  responsibiUty  for  united  worship.  The  census  figures 
give  a  percentage  attendance  of  our  available  congregations  of  only 
57*0.  This  figure  includes  our  "  non-member  habitual  at  tenders." 
Of  our  own  membership,  those  who  are  reported  as  having  ceased 
to  attend  from  disinclination  number  7*8  per  cent.,  and  those  who 
reside  out  of  reach  of  Meeting  12*8.  Without  exaggerating  the  import- 
ance of  attendance  at  a  place  of  congregational  worship,  it  may  fairly 
be  taken  as  an  evidence  of  loyalty  to  Christ.  While  some  of  those  who 
absent  themselves  doubtless  attend  other  places  of  worship,  we  cannot 
think  of  what  these  figures  may  mean  without  profound  regret.  There 
appear  to  be  some  who  come  to  Meeting  and  sit  waiting  for  something 
to  be  said,  without  any  endeavour  to  get  into  personal  touch  with  God. 

In  as  far  as  true  conomunion  is  realized,  the  result  is  seen  in  vocal 
ministry  under  the  prompting  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  adapted  to  the  wants 
of  the  congregation.  Such  ministry  is  reported  from  many  Meetings, 
but  it  is  clear  that  a  more  varied  ministry  is  required,  especially  in 
the  direction  of  spiritual  teaching. 

The  vocal  ministry  is  shared  in  many  places  by  a  considerable  number, 
who  in  the  main  take  acceptable  part ;  but  it  would  seem  that  the 
occasional  abuse  of  our  freedom,  of  which  a  few  Reports  speak,  results 
from  the  want  of  a  true  appreciation  of  our  ideal  of  worship.  There 
are  Meetings  where,  although  the  vocal  ministry  is  mainly  exercised 
by  only  one  individual,  it  is  '*  exercised  in  the  utmost  faithfulness 
and  love,*'  and  others  where  the  ministry  is  confined  to  visitors. 

Occasional  informal  Conferences  have  been  held  in  our  two  larger 
Monthly  Meetings,  when  the  needs  of  the  Meetings  have  been  freely 
discussed ;  some  of  these  have  been  materially  assisted  by  the  presence 
of  members  of  the  Conmiittee  of  the  Yecurly  Meeting  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight. 

MUnon  Meetings. — First-day  evening  is  now  given  in  the  majority 
of  cases  to  Mission  Meetings,  of  which  there  cure  ten  in  Darlington 
Monthly  Meeting  and  five  in  Newcastle. 

The  attendance  at  these  is  more  than  double  that  of  the  morning 
Meetings  held  in  the  same  places.  There  is  great  variety  in  the  manner 
of  holding  the  Meeting,  ranging  from  Norton  sjid  Hopetown,  Darlington, 
where  there  is  no  prearrangement,  to  places  where  the  Meeting  is 
each  night  mainly  in  the  hands  of  an  individual.  There  is  similar 
variety  in  the  degree  of  the  connection  with  the  Preparative  Meeting. 
The  government  of  Middlesbro*  Mission  has  recently  been  transferred 
to  this  body,  although  the  Mission  membership  continues.  Darlington 
Monthly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  like  that  of  Newcastle, 
has  directed  its  subordinate  Meetings  to  send  in  annual  reports  on 
their  Mission  work. 
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From  several  Meetings  progress  is  reported:  Newcastle  has  an  in- 
creased attendance;  Norton  gives  evidence  of  spiritual  growth.  Elm- 
tree  Mission,  Dcurlington,  has  moved  into  a  larger  building,  with  resulting 
rapid  expansion.  A  few  Friends  have  given  themselves  to  this  work,  and 
already  rejoice  in  an  abundsjit  harvest.  In  many  places  the  reverent 
demeanour  of  the  children  is  noted.  There  are  signs  that  spiritual 
worship  is  understood;  though  in  some  cases  it  is  regretted  that  the 
Quaker  testimony  to  the  value  of  time  for  silent  worship  is  not  more  in 
evidence. 

West  Hartlepool  has  lost  the  services  of  two  Friends,  who  have  worked 
there  in  connection  with  the  Home  Mission  Committee  for  eight  years. 
The  Meeting  at  Shildon,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been  stimulated  by  the 
presence  of  another  worker,  whose  thorough  visiting  has  helped  to  crowd 
the  Meeting-house  for  the  Mission  Meeting.  He  has  also  encouraged  the 
scattered  Friends  of  Upper  Teesdale  by  frequent  visits;  and  has  attended 
an  experimented  Meeting  at  the  small  village  of  Headlam,  which  has  had 
an  average  attendance  of  sixteen. 

About  twenty  series  of  Meetings  have  been  held  during  the  last  three 
years  throughout  the  Quarterly  Meeting.  These  have  had  some  effect  in 
attracting  attenders,  and  have  not  been  without  deeper  result ;  although 
in  some  places  a  lack  of  continuous  effort  has  diminished  their  useful- 
ness. 

Adult  Schools, — The  Adult  School  Movement  has  made  great  progress 
during  the  past  three  years  throughout  the  whole  Quarterly  Meeting, 
especially  in  the  Tyne  and  Wecorside  district.  New  schools  have  been 
started  both  for  men  and  women,  and  many,  long  established,  have 
shared  in  the  new  life.  Sunderland  reports  that  in  three  years  the 
numbers  have  doubled,  and  that  there  are  now  twelve  centres  of  work. 
The  average  attendance  of  the  South  Shields  Men*s  School  has  risen  from 
10  to  90,  and  the  women*s  from  small  beginnings  to  70.  Almost  alone 
Darlington  reports  a  small  decrease. 

A  new  school  for  men  was  started  at  Benwell,  Newcastle,  fifteen  months 
ago,  followed  by  one  for  women.  They  have  grown  rapidly.  The  Bible 
is  the  foundation  of  the  teaching  in  the  united  school,  >vith  full  oppor- 
tunity for  discussion ;  while  social  and  other  questions  are  debated  in 
the  class-rooms.  These  methods  have  attracted  a  class  to  whom 
religion  has  been  a  sealed  book,  and  enlisted  the  talents  of  some  of 
our  own  members,  which  had  otherwise  foimd  no  outlet  in  the  service 
of  the  Church. 

In  many  places  there  is  proof  of  the  religious  character  of  the  schools, 
in  the  earnest  discussion  that  takes  place,  and  the  frequency  of  vocal 
prayer.    Everywhere  there  is  hearty  brotherly  feeling. 

In  the  agricultural  districts  Adult  Schools  have  not  been  attempted, 
except  at  Ayton. 
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Foreign  Missions. — A  considerable  qnickening  of  interest  in  Foreign 
Missions  is  a  feature  of  almost  the  whole  Quarterly  Meeting.  The  par- 
ticipation of  fourteen  of  our  members  in  this  service  in  different  parts  of 
the  world,  forms  a  strong  link  with  many  of  our  Mission  Stations. 
Darlington  Monthly  Meeting  has  appointed  a  correspondent  for  each  of 
its  Missionary  Members,  and  also  a  standing  Conunittee  to  foster  interest 
in  their  work.  Prosperous  branches  of  the  Missionary  Helpers'  Union 
exist  at  many  places,  including  Sunderland,  where  the  membership  is 
about  700.  A  frequent  proof  of  practical  sympathy  is  the  support  of 
Indian  orphans  by  schools,  societies,  and  individuals. 

General  Work. — ^The  energies  of  nmny  Friends  find  a  field  outside  our 
own  Church,  especially  where  the  fewness  of  numbers  makes  congrega- 
tional effort  less  effective  than  unsectarian.  This  is  noticeably  true  of 
Temperance  Work.  In  many  places  there  are  Bands  of  Hope,  and  at 
Stockton  branches  of  the  Good  Templars  form  a  ladder  from  infancy  to 
old  age. 

Charity  and  philanthropy  are  not  neglected ;  a  few  share  in 
monicipal  and  county  government.  It  is,  however,  doubtful  whether 
the  claims  of  Christian  citizenship  are  so  readily  admitted  as  once  was 
the  case. 

Friends  in  the  Quarterly  Meeting  have  for  a  long  period  taken  the 
responsibility  of  government  of  three  elementary  schools,  at  Bishop 
Auckland,  Shildon,  and  Beeth.  The  total  attendance  has  lately  amounted 
to  about  1,500,  and  much  good  work  has  been  done  in  this  direction. 
Owing  to  the  recent  Education  Act,  the  management  of  the  two  former 
schools  has  passed  from  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  but  several  Friends  have 
been  retained  as  Managers  under  the  County  Council.  The  school  at 
Beeth  is  still  continued  as  a  non-provided  school. 

Another  part  of  the  work  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  is  the  maintenance 
of  Ayton  School,  which  has  been  enlarged,  and  so  admits  a  greater 
number  of  scholars.  It  is  filling  a  very  u^ful  place  for  the  children  con- 
nected with  our  Society,  and  also  may  be  regarded  as  doing  a  missionary 
work  in  inculcating  Quaker  ideals  around  us. 

Beports  furnish  abundant  evidence  that  a  variety  of  good  work  is  being 
accomplished  in  many  Meetings  in  Junior  Schools,  Mothers*  Meetings, 
Bible  Classes,  and  by  other  agencies ;  but  more  workers  are  everywhere 
needed. 

We  believe  that  we  are  safe  in  estimating  that  something  like  10,000 
people  come  under  the  direct  personal  influence  of  Friends  in  this 
Quarterly  Meeting ;  but  we  fear  that  a  large  proportion  of  our  members 
do  not  adequately  reidize  the  responsibility  thus  devolving  upon  us,  nor 
the  greatness  of  the  opportunity  which  presents  itself. 

MeetingB  /or  Discipline, — The  failure  of  some  of  our  members  to  share 
in  the  work  of  the  Society  is  not  least  conspicuous  in  the  Meetings  for 
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Discipline.  Darlington  Monthly  Meeting  reports  an  average  attendance 
of  10  per  cent,  of  its  membership.  Newcastle  of  8,  Gtdsborongh  of  16, 
Richmond  of  37  per  cent.  The  low  average  of  the  larger  Monthly 
Meetings  is  probably  due  to  the  claims  of  business  and  other  engage- 
ments; but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  many  are  absent  owing  to 
indifference.  The  responsibiUty  for  the  conduct  of  Church  afiGedrs  is  thus 
thrown  on  to  the  shoulders  of  a  few;  especially  as  those  whose  admission 
into  membership  is  of  recent  date  often  hesitate  to  take  an  active  share 
in  the  deliberations. 

At  Preparative  Meetings  the  attendance  is  usually  very  small,  as 
many  Friends  deliberately  absent  themselves. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  members  should  share  in  the  business 
of  the  Church :  especially,  perhaps,  that  the  birthright  members  should 
not  hold  aloof,  for  in  them  the  living  tradition  of  Quakerism  has  Its 
natural  habitation.  As  in  some  Meetings  there  are  but  few,  the  respon- 
sibility which  rests  upon  them  is  relatively  heavy.  It  is  therefore 
necessary  that  those  whom  we  gladly  welcome  into  membership  should 
be  trained  in  our  methods,  and  taught  otur  beliefs.  Some  attention  has 
been  given  to  this  need ;  but  several  of  our  Meetings  deplore  that  our 
distinguishing  views  have  not  been  sufficiently  emphasized. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  took  united  action  in  opposition  to  the  govern- 
ment orders  in  military  drill  in  schools  of  both  sexes.  About  2,000  copies 
of  the  address  issued  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  were  sent  to  teachers 
in  Elementary  Schools,  Members  of  Education  Committees,  and  School 
Boards,  and  more  than  forty  local  newspapers.  The  happy  withdrawal 
of  the  ordinance  calls  for  the  thankfulness  of  Friends. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  Report  of  the  state  of  the  Society  in  our 
district,  without  confessing  that  there  has  been  much  to  humble  us  in 
view  of  personal  delinquency  in  several  quarters,  through  which  discredit 
has  been  brought  upon  the  name  of  Friends  and  the  cause  of  Christ.' 
This  has  repeatedly  caused  us  much  searching  of  heart ;  yet  in  spite  of 
these  failures  we  know  that  as  we  have  trusted  the  Lord  and  obeyed  the 
Holy  Spirit,  He  has  done  great  things  for  us  whereof  we  are  glad,  and  we 
are  confident  that  His  mighty  power  is  able  to  deliver  us  frotn  all  souroes 
of  weakness,  and  lead  us  on  to  victory.

Referring  to  the  figures  which  bear  upon  our  congregational  attend- 
ance, the  following  approximate  analysis  may  be  worth  consideration. 
Our  total  membership  is  stated  as  1,700.  From  this  deduct  the  nimaber 
of  those  who  are  \mable  to  attend,  viz.,  334,  and  add  to  the  remainder 
1,025  as  our  "  Habitual  Attenders  **  (non-members),  and  we  arrive  at 
the  Total  Available  Congregations   (apart  from  casual  visitors),   viz., 
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2,391.  The  recent  Census  gives  onr  Morning  Attendance  as  1,168,  to 
which  add  (say)  one-half  of  the  Evening  Attendance — ^-=198  (assum- 
ing that  the  other  half  has  been  counted  in  the  morning).  This  total  of 
1,366  deducted  from  the  2,391,  leaves  1,025  as  not  present  when  the 
Census  was  taken,  and  of  this  balance  124  members  are  reported  as 
having  ceased  to  attend,  presumably  from  disaffection  or  disinclination. 


Triennial  Report  from  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Quarterly 
Meeting,  held  at  Bolton,  19th  of  First  Month,  1905. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  includes,  in  addition  to  ihe  counties  whose 
names  it  bears,  several  counties  of  North  Wales,  but  with  one  Meeting 
only,  Colwyn  Bay.  It  is  divided  into  six  Monthly  Meetings,  two  of  them 
amongst  the  largest  in  the  Yearly  Meeting,  with  a  combined  membership 
of  over  twelve  hundred,  whilst  the  smallest  of  the  six  has  less  than  one 
hundred.  The  total  number  of  members  in  the  Quarterly  Meeting  at  the 
close  of  1904  was  2,081,  and  of  attenders  866,  showing  a  decrease  since 
the  last  Triennial  Report  of  5  and  17  respectively.  Since  1901,  76  appli- 
cations for  membership  have  been  acceded  to.  One  of  our  Monthly 
Meetings,  whilst  lamenting  the  loss  by  death  of  an  unusual  number  of 
valued  members,  states  that  it  has  been  gladdened  by  the  numerous 
admissions  of  young  people  by  convincement: 

But  little  change  has  taken  place  in  the  number  of  our  congregations. 
The  Meetings  reported  three  years  ago  as  newly  established  at  Chester, 
Morcambe,  Sawley,  Wigan,  and  Colwyn  Bay  are  maintained;  a  new 
Meeting-house  is  being  built  at  Pendleton,  in  the  suburbs  of  Manchester, 
and  during  the  summer  months  a  Meeting  is  held  at  Blackpool  with 
an  attendance  reported  as  exceeding  expectation.  The  Meeting  at  Hyde 
has  been  discontinued,  that  at  Thornton  Marsh  transferred  to  Blackpool, 
and  other  small  Meetings  are  kept  up  with  difficulty.  The  new  Meeting- 
house at  Stockport  was  used  in  1908  to  hold,  for  the  first  time  in  fifty 
years,  a  Quarterly  Meeting  in  Cheshire.  Chester  Meeting-house  has 
been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  by  the  activity  of  Friends  resident  there 
Meetings  are  regularly  held  both  morning  and  evening  of  First-days,  with 
an  increasing  attendance. 

The  attendance  of  our  Meetings  for  Worship  has  again  claimed  our 
serious  attention  in  connection  with  the  census  of  Tenth  Month  last. 
Various  causes,  such  as  the  increasing  distances  from  their  Meeting- 
houses at  which  Friends  live,  the  frequent  absence  from  home  of  many 
Friends,  the  visiting  as  members  of  small  Meetings  Committees  other 
Meetings  than  their  own,  tend  to  produce  occasional  instead  of  regular 
attendance.      The  Monthly  Meeting  of  Hardshaw  West  reports  that 
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nearly  30  per  cent,  of  its  members,  from  one  cause  or  another,  cannot 
attend  the  Meetings  to  which  they  belong,  that  it  is  a  cause  of  anxiety  to 
it  that  some  Friends,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  a  considerable 
number,  are  rarely,  if  over,  seen  at  Meetings  for  Worship.  Hardsbaw 
East  Monthly  Meeting  states  that  the  attendance  at  its  various  Meetings 
has  not  improved  to  correspond  with  an  increased  membership,  and  that 
First-day  morning  Meetings  at  Manchester  are  often  smaller  than  might 
reasonably  be  expected.  From  Lancaster  Monthly  Meeting  it  is  reported 
that  aU  the  First-day  morning  Meetings  are  well  attended.  The  average 
attendance  throughout  the  Quarterly  Meeting  is  about  40  per  cent,  of  the 
membership.  Yet  there  is  cause  for  great  thankfulness  that  there  is  no 
falling  off  in  the  appreciation  of  the  value  of  our  Meetings  for  Worship 
by  those  who  attend.  They  are  often  times  of  real  spiritual  refreshment 
in  which  the  vocal  ministry  of  the  Word  is  laid  upon  many  Friends 
(recorded  ministers  and  others),  is  generally  exercised  with  acceptance, 
and  found  to  be  helpful  to  many.  Few  even  of  the  smaller  Meetings 
are  continued  throughout  in  silence.  We  believe  we  may  reverently  say 
that  our  Meetings  for  Worship  are  held  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
edification  of  the  worshippers.  The  attendance  at  the  First-day  evening 
Meetings  is  reported  as  generally  maintained,  and  in  some  cases  increased, 
but  in  a  number  of  places  the  evening  Meetings  have  now  become,  at 
least  occasionally,  either  Meetings  for  religious  instruction  with  prepared 
addresses,  or  Mission  Meetings. 

There  are  in  the  Quarterly  Meeting  several  smaU  Meetings,  some 
very  small,  almost  on  the  verge  of  extinction.  Our  loving  interest  and 
sympathy  are  called  forth  on  behalf  of  the  Friends,  few  in  number,  who, 
with  patient  continuance,  in  some  cases  for  many  years,  have  maintained 
these  Meetings  ;  they  have,  we  doubt  not,  been  rewarded  by  the  presence 
of  the  Master  with  the  two  or  three  gathered  in  His  name.  In  some  of 
our  Monthly  Meetings  there  are  Conmiittees  appointed  to  care  for  these 
small  Meetings  by  systematic  visits.  This  service  appears  to  be  of 
growing  importance  and  responsibility.  There  are  instances  of  en- 
couraging results  after  years  of  no  apparent  progress,  as  at  Chester 
already  referred  to,  and  at  St.  Helens,  Hardsbaw  West  Monthly 
Meeting  reports  of  St.  Helens :  **  The  Meeting,  after  many  fluctuations, 
is  in  a  more  encouraging  position  than  for  many  years  past.  This  is 
largely  owing,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  to  the  labours  of  a  Liverpool 
Friend,  who  has  long  felt  a  call  to  special  work  in  that  Meeting,  and, 
under  our  sanction,  visits  amongst  the  homes  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
on  several  afternoons  of  the  week.  The  attendance  on  First-day  now 
averages  about  20  in  the  morning  and  50  in  the  evening.*' 

For  the  intervisitation  of  the  Meetings  within  our  borders,  in  addition 
to  the  Small  Meetings*  Committees  already  referred  to,  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  itself  possesses  a  Mission  Committee  of  about  20  members,  who 
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visit  throughout  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  whose  work  is  ministerial  in 
character,  and  frequently  takes  the  form  of  puhlic  advertized  addresses. 
Altogether  200  visits  have  heen  paid  during  the  last  triennial  period. 
This  Committee  arranges  for  conferences,  which  are  addressed  by 
some  Friend  from  a  distance,  at  our  Autumn  Quarterly  Meeting,  and 
are  well  attended.  The  attendance  at  marriages  and  funerals  is  also  a 
part  of  the  functions  which  this  Committee  desires  to  fulfil. 

We  rejoice  to  note  a  continued  and  even  increased  activity  in  the 
concern  of  our  Monthly  Meetings  for  the  religious  instruction  of  their 
members.  This  has  been  shown  in  a  variety  of  ways.  For  the  younger 
children  in  many  places  arrangements  are  made  for  schools  during  the 
first  half-hour  of  the  Meeting  for  Worship.  In  the  conducting  of  these 
classes  some  of  our  younger  Women  Friends  find  a  service  which  is 
appreciated  both  by  the  children  and  their  parents.  Cheshire  reports 
the  holding  of  an  annual  gathering  for  reUgious  teaching  of  the  children 
and  attenders.  The  social  intercourse  brought  about  by  this  gathering  is 
found  helpful  to  the  unity  of  the  Monthly  Meeting. 

The  occasional  or  regular  delivery  of  special  addresses  in  our  Meeting- 
houses on  First-day  evening  upon  religious  subjects  for  the  benefit  of 
our  members  generally,  has  been  greatly  extended  to  our  satisfaction  in 
the  past  three  years.  The  public  have  been  usually  invited,  and  the 
attendance  of  our  members  and  the  general  public  has  been  good. 
Manchester,  Liverpool,  and  Stockport,  after  the  experience  of  a  number 
of  years,  report  a  well-maintained  and  increased  attendance  at  these 
Meetings  year  by  year,  and  we  believe  they  serve  in  some  degree  to 
acquaint  the  public  with  the  principles  we  profess,  and  to  bind  our  own 
members  more  closely  together.  At  Stockport  six  lectures  on  "  Church 
History  from  a  Quaker  Standpoint,*'  delivered  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Central  Education  Committee,  were  largely  attended,  especially  by  yoimg 
people,  evoking  much  interest,  and  the  local  press  reported  them  at 
considerable  length.  They  were  also  given  at  Penketh  School.  The 
same  series  was  given  at  Manchester,  as  also  six  lectures  by  W.  F. 
Adeney  on  *'  The  Books  of  the  New  Testament ; "  the  lectures  are  described 
as  of  a  most  attractive  and  illuminating  character.  For  the  preparation 
and  the  delivery  of  addresses  with  a  view  to  religious  instruction  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  is  indebted,  not  only  to  a  number  of  its  own 
members,  but  very  largely  to  Friends  from  various  parts  of  the  Yecurly 
Meeting. 

Lancaster  Monthly  Meeting  writes :  '*  An  unusual  number  of  Friends 
from  other  Quarterly  Meetings  have  visited  us  by  invitation,  and  have 
helped  and  stimulated  us." 

We  have  for  some  time  felt  the  need  of  a  concise  Text-book  on  the 
history  and  religious  principles  of  Friends,  and  have  requested  the 
Central  Education  Committee  to  undertc^e  the  preparation  of  such  a 
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work.    We  hope  it  will  be  published  daring  the  year,  and  will  be  suitable 
for  general  use  in  our  schools  and  families. 

There  are  within  the  limits  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  two  educational 
establishments  belonging  to  the  Society.  The  Dalton  Hall  of  Residence, 
under  the  control  of  Manchester  Friends,  for  students  attending  the 
Manchester  University,  is  usually  quite  full  each  term,  about  one-third 
of  the  students  being  Friends.  Penketh  School  is  the  property  of 
Hardshaw  East  and  Hardshaw  West  Monthly  Meetings,  and  is  under 
the  care  of  a  Joint  Gonmiittee.  Many  Friends  are  giving  much  time  and 
thought  to  its  interests,  in  the  full  belief  that  it  has  a  place  to  fill 
amongst  us,  and  is  capable  of  being  a  great  factor  for  good  in  the  future, 
as  it  has  been  in  the  past.  A  scheme  has  been  arranged  for  large  addi- 
tions and  improvements  to  the  buildings  and  equipment,  and  these  are 
now  approaching  completion. 

Considerable  interest  Is  still  maintained  by  our  members  in  Mission 
work,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Vigorous  Missionary  Helpers'  Unions 
are  reported  from  our  largest  Meetings.  At  home,  developments  in  work 
are  evidenced  by  the  reports  of  new  or  extended  premises  at  Lancaster, 
Manchester,  Liverpool,  and  Birkenhead. 

There  has  been  increased  enthusiasm  for  Adult  School  work  in  the 
Quarterly  Meeting,  and  several  recently  started  schools  for  men  and 
women  show  encouraging  signs  of  growth,  notably  at  Biricenhead,  and 
West  Gorton,  near  Manchester.  Most  of  the  well-established  forms  of 
Mission  work,  as  reported  in  previous  years,  show  a  steady  continuance, 
and  our  members  increasingly  unite  with  outside  organisations  for 
the  spread  of  great  social  and  moral  principles,  such  as  Peace  and 
Temperance. 

The  Friends'  Institutes  in  Liverpool  and  Manchester  continue  to  be 
a  useful  adjunct  to  those  Meetings  as  centres  for  Social  Meetings; 
and  convenient  places  for  Committee  Meetings  of  those  engaged  in 
philanthropic  and  mission  work. 

In  addition  to  the  active  work  spoken  of  hitherto,  we  are  fully  alive  to 
the  fact  that  there  are  many  of  our  members  who  zealously  devote 
themselves  to  work  of  a  philanthropic  nature  outside  our  immediate 
borders,  and  who,  in  the  position  of  magistrates,  members  of  Educa- 
tional Conmiittees,  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and  in  other  ways,  take 
their  share  in  public  work  for  the  amelioration  of  the  vast  populations 
around  us. 

In  a  living  Church  there  is  varied  work,  and  for  those  desirous  of 
filling  their  appointed  place,  opportunities  for  exercising  the  talents 
bestowed  upon  them  are  sure  to  arise :  to  quote  from  the  Report  of  one 
of  our  Monthly  Meetings,  "  We  are  conscious  that  our  Society  occupies 
much  too  small  a  place  in  the  religious  life  of  East  Lancashire.**  We 
trust  we  shall  in  the  future,  according  to  the  good  hand  of  our  God

fuller  faith  be  prepared  to  take  even  some  risks,  it  may  be,  in  further 
enlargements  of  it.

Triennial  Report  of  Westmorland    Quarterly  Meeting,  ISth  of 
First  Month,  1905. 

This  Quarterly  Meeting  consists  of  three  Monthly  Meetings: — 
Strickland,  Swarthmore,  and  Kendal  and  Sedbergh.  Geographically, 
it  covers  a  large  tract  of  mountainous  country,  containing  the  whole 
of  Westmorland,  all  that  portion  of  Lancashire  known  as  Fumess 
and  lying  north  of  Morecambe  Bay,  the  south-east  comer  of  Cumber- 
land, and  a  portion  of  Yorkshire  on  the  western  slopes  of  the  Pennine 
Range.  There  is  only  one  town  of  any  size  in  the  whole  district,  the 
manu^Eusturing  port  of  Barrow,  which  has  a  few  isolated  Friends  but 
no  Meeting.  The  other  towns  have  a  population  of  from  6,000  or 
8,000  up  to  15,000;  and  in  only  three  of  these,  Penrith,  Ulverston, 
and  Kendal,  are  there  any  Meetings.  The  members  who  reside  in 
the  villages  or  farm-houses  are  separated  by  long  distances  difficult 
to  travel  and  involving  considerable  expenditure  of  time  and  labour 
to  reach  them. 

Strickland  Monthly  Meeting  is  virtually  composed  of  the  one  small 
Meeting  of  Penrith,  some  of  whose  members  live  out  of  the  town  and 
cannot,  therefore,  take  much  active  part  in  its  work.  It,  however, 
reports  that  during  the  last  three  years  its  Meeting  for  Worship  on 
First-day  mornings  has  been  proportionately  well  attended,  and  that 
it  has  proved  profitable,  and  is  usually  a  time  of  mutual  helpfulness, 
several  members  engaging  in  vocal  service.  The  evening  Meeting, 
which  had  been  discontinued,  has  been  recommenced  as  a  Mission 
Meeting.  The  mid-week  Meeting  is  sometimes  not  held.  No  Adult 
or  First-day  School  etists,  though  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  First-day 
afternoon  Bible  Class  being  started.  Occasional  visits  have  been  paid 
to  the  outlying  members  alluded  to.  They  value,  and  have  felt 
refreshed  by,  visits  of  Friends  from  other  Meetings. 

By  the  death  of  Chas.  Thompson,  the  only  Friend  residing  there, 
Morland  Meeting  has  become  closed. 

Swarthmore  Monthly  Meeting  contains  three  particular  Meetings. 
The  historic  one  that  gives  its  name  to  the  Monthly  Meeting,  and 
includes  the  few  Friends  living  at  Ulverston ;  Cartmel  (which  includes 
the  watering-place  of  Grange-over-Sands) ;  and  Colthouse,  with  a  very 
small  rendent  membership.  All  these  Meetings  are  enlarged  during 
the  summer  by  the  influx  of  visitors  to  the  Lake  District,  and  Swarth- 
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more  has  many  non-Friends  then  coming  to  it  as  a  kind  of  typiccJ 
Meeting  because  of  its  association  with  George  Fox.  This  Monthly 
Meeting  reports  that  its  ability  for  active  religious  work  is  small.  It 
holds  its  Ministry  and  Oversight  Meetings  regularly  and  discusses 
the  duties  belonging  to  them,  but  "  so  far  without  seeing  the  way 
to  much  activity."  In  Ulverston  alone  does  there  seem  much  stirring. 
Here  there  is  an  Adult  School,  in  which  a  Friend  or  two  are  working,  a 
First-day  evening  Meeting  is  held,  lectures  on  Friends  and  their  views 
have  been  arranged  for,  and  have  been  so  far  well  attended.  At  Cartmel, 
congregational  Meetings  are  in  progress  to  consider  what  can  be  done  in 
similiar  directions.  A  Meeting  is  held  once  a  month  at  the  old  Meeting- 
house at  Height.  One  Friend  from  Cartmel  Meeting  considers  it  his 
duty  to  attend  it,  and  has  sometimes  found  a  company  of  20  to  30  there. 
At  Colthouse  a  few  special  Meetings  have  been  held. 

Kendal  and  Sedbergh  Monthly  Meeting  has  since  the  last  Report  been 
formed  by  the  union  of  the  two  previously  existing  Monthly  Meetings.  The 
latter  had  and  still  has  a  diminishing  population.  Farms  formerly  owned 
by  Friends  have  passed  into  other  hands.  For  a  long  period  very  few 
admissions  by  convincement  took  place,  and  those  who  entered  took 
little  interest  in  the  Society's  discipline  and  work.  The  Meeting-house 
at  Brigflatts,  just  outside  Sedbergh,  is  of  great  antiquarian  interest, 
and  by  the  generous  contributions  of  Friends  from  all  parts  of  the 
kingdom  has  recently  been  restored.  Very  few  Friends  assemble 
there,  and  as,  owing  to  the  establishment  of  a  Military  Cadet  Corps 
in  Sedbergh  Grammar  School,  no  young  Friends  now  attend  that 
School,  there  are  no  more  pleasant  social  gatherings,  such  as  were 
so  kindly  arranged  for  privately  by  the  two  Friends  of  Brigflatts.  The 
hope  is  expressed  that  this  old  Meeting-house  may  again  become 
a  centre  of  light  and  usefulness  as  it  was  in  past  days. 

At  Leayet,  in  Dent  Dale,  is  a  useful  Adult  SchooL  Visits  are  much 
appreciated,  but  the  distance,  and  the  absence  of  facilities  for  reaching 
it,  make  anything  like  regularity  impossible. 

At  Narthwaite,  the  two  resident  Friends  keep  the  Meeting-house 
open.    That  at  Garsdale  is  still  closed. 

The  Kendal  section  contains  the  only  Meeting  of  any  size  in  either 
the  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meeting;  the  membership  of  Kendal 
comprising  two-thirds  of  that  of  the  Monthly  Meeting,  and  half  the 
remainder  are  at  Preston  Patrick  and  Grayrigg.  There  are  297  atten- 
ders  not  in  membership,  half  of  whom  are  in  Kendal,  and  all  the 
other  half  in  Preston  Patrick  and  Grayrigg.  It  frequently  happens 
that  none  attend  Monthly  Meetings  but  Kendal  members.  At  Kendal 
there  are  two  Meetings — one  at  the  old  quarters  in  Stramongate,  the 
other  in  Gillingate  Mission  Room.  The  former  is  larger  than  three 
years   ago,   chiefly  owing  to  the    presence  of   the   school    staff   and 
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boarders.  The  morning  Meeting  averages  from  100  to  120,  the 
evening  from  50  to  80.  At  the  evening  Meeting  Scripture  portions 
are  read  and  frequent  expositions  are  given.  A  class  is  held  on  First- 
day  mornings  for  Friends*  children,  who  are  brought  into  the  Meeting 
for  Worship  after  the  first  half-hour.  The  Mid-week  Meetings  are 
very  small.  Series  of  lectures  on  Friends*  biographies  and  principles 
are  held  during  the  winter  months.  The  Friends*  First-day  School, 
held  in  Stramongate  Hall,  has  a  registered  membership  of  about  450 
children  and  young  people.  The  superintendent  and  three  teachers 
on  the  boys'  side  are  Friends,  and  seventeen  on  the  girls*.  Many  of 
the  other  teachers  have  been  scholars.  A  number  of  the  young  men 
attend  a  morning  Teachers*  Preparation  Glass  conducted  by  a  Friend. 
There  is  a  Young  Men*s  Institute;  there  is  a  large  Monthly  Friends* 
Band  of  Hope  of  several  hundred  children  held  in  the  same  Hall, 
and  an  Adult  School  with  an  attendance  of  20  to  80.  At  the  Qillingate 
Mission  Hall  a  First-day  morning  Meeting  for  Worship  is  held.  There 
are  13  members  of  our  Society,  and  85  attenders  not  in  membership. 
In  the  evenings.  Mission  Meetings  are  held  with  attendances  of  800 
to  400.  Bible  Classes,  Mothers*  Meetings,  Prayer  Meetings,  Cottage 
Meetings,  Open-air  Meetings,  and  all  the  essentiab  of  an  active 
Mission  are  maintained,  the  whole  being  under  the  care  of  a  Monthly 
Workers*  Meeting.  Series  of  religious  Meetings  are  held  from  time 
to  time. 

At  Grayrigg  there  is  little  change.  There  is  a  steady  drift  of  popu- 
lation from  the  neighbourhood,  and  many  of  the  active  Friends  are 
gone.  The  work  is  chiefly  carried  on  by  a  Christian  Union,  supervised 
by  a  Committee  of  three  Kendal  Friends.  To  the  Union  eleven 
members  have  been  added  since  last  Report,  but  some  have  died  and 
some  have  left  Grayrigg.  A  Bible  Class  and  Children's  School,  and 
afternoon  Meeting  for  Worship  are  kept  up.  The  Bible  Class  has 
82  members,  and  the  School  54,  with  an  attendance  varying  according 
to  weather  and  local  circumstances.  Last  year  a  reading-room  for 
men  was  opened.  A  series  of  religious  Meetings  was  held  in  the 
summer,  attended  by  John  Oyston. 

At  Preston  Patrick  the  work  has  gone  forward  steadily,  chiefly  under 
the  care  of  a  Christian  Union  and  with  the  help  of  Friends  from  Kendal. 
Fifty  adults  are  usually  present  at  the  Meetings  for  Worship  held 
on  First-day  afternoons.  Visitors  from  Kendal  are  ususJly  there,  and 
Friends  of  the  Meeting  also  take  their  part.  The  School  flourishes, 
held  immediately  before  the  morning  and  afternoon  Meetings  for 
Worship,  and  attended  by  60  to  70  children.  There  is  also  a  religious 
Meeting  held  in  the  evening  with  a  variable  congregation.  The 
Meeting  at  Amside  is  still  smaller  than  it  was  three  years  ago,  and 
several  times  has  not  been  held. 
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The  Quar^rly  Meeting  has  now  no  Committee  for  visiting  small 
Meetings,  the  responsibility  for  the  work  haying  been  devolved  on 
the  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight.  Friends  have  paid  a 
considerable  nmnber  of  visits.  Conferences  have  also  been  arranged 
from  time  to  time  on  Peace,  the  Ministry,  the  needs  of  small  Meetings, 
and  the  religious  education  and  training  of  our  young  people,  at  which 
interesting  and  valuable  papers  have  been  read  and  discussions  have 
taken  place.  Action  has  been  taken  as  occasion  required  against 
certain  parts  of  recent  Education  Acts,  and  the  Licensing  Acts. 

It  will  be  seen  that  a  great  deal  of  Christian  and  Social  work  is  carried 
on  by  members  of  this  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  though  there  may 
not  be  much  evidence  of  expansion  in  our  particular  Meetings,  we 
can  yet  thankfully  record  our  conviction  that  among  many  of  our 
Friends  there  is  evidence  of  real  growth  in  spiritual  life.

Triennial  Report  from  Yorkshire  Quarterly  Mbktinq. 

The  three  years,  1902-4,  to  which  this  Beport  refers,  have  not  been 
marked  by  much  change  in  the  general  circumstances  of  the  Quarterly 
Meeting.  In  many  respects  its  condition  is  stationary.  No  Meetings 
have  been  established  or  discontinued ;  the  membership  has  risen  from 
2,780  to  2,782,  whilst  the  habitual  attenders  have  diminished  from 
1,478  to  1,424.  The  Recorded  Ministers  are  59,  6  more  than  three 
years  ago. 

Our  stated  Meetings  for  Worship  are  regularly  held,  and  the  reports 
from  most  of  our  congregations  speak  thankfully  of  their  general  tone, 
and  describe  those,  on  First-day  morning  especially,  as  times  of  spiritual 
refreshment  to  many  who  attend.  Very  few  are  habitually  held  in 
silence.  Regret  is  expressed  in  some  instances  that  the  congregational 
life  is  not  more  powerful,  and  that  the  influence  exerted  outside  the  pale 
of  our  own  community  is  so  small.  As  regards  the  numbers  attending, 
the  census  taken  last  autumn  has  disclosed  some  suggestive  results. 
The  average  morning  attendance  in  T^ith  Month,  1904,  was  2,268. 
On  the  day  of  the  reUgious  census  in  1851  the  number  present  was  2,510. 
Since  that  date  nine  Meetings  then  existing  have  been  dosed,  whilst  six 
have  been  established.  The  membership  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  in 
1851  was  about  700  less  than  at  the  present  time,  and  the  number  of 
habitual  attenders  was  also  smaller.  The  morning  attendance  in  1904, 
about  58^  per  cent,  of  the  sum  of  our  members  and  habitual  attenders,  is 
probably  20  per  cent,  less  than  the  proportion  on  the  census  Sunday  of 
1851.  The  returns  of  the  afternoon  and  evening  Meetings  indicate  the 
existence  of  large  changes  which  have  been  in  progress  during  the 
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Iflfit  half-century.  Very  few  of  the  evenmg  Meetings  are  now  held 
in  exactly  the  same  manner  as  they  were  in  1851,  when  the  attendance 
was  1,450. 

The  report  of  last  yearns  census  gives  a  total  evening  attendance 
of  8,848,  divided  under  three  headings,  viz. :  **  Friends'  Meetings,"  770 ; 
**  Mission  Meetings,"  2,842 ;  "  Children's  Meetmgs,"  786.  It  is  extremely 
difficult  accurately  to  define  the  different  classes  of  Meetings  represented 
under  these  headings.  At  most  of  those  in  the  first  division  there  is 
some  scriptural  reading,  with  or  without  exposition,  whilst  in  the 
Mission  congregations  there  is  great  variety  of  procedure.  At  the 
gatherings  specially  held  for  children  some  adults  are  present,  and  some 
children  are  present  at  the  Friends'  and  the  Mission  Meetings.  It  has 
not  been  found  easy  to  determine  all  the  gatherings  which  should  be 
included  in  this  return,  and  some  which  are  principally,  if  not  entirely, 
under  the  control  of  Friends,  have  not  been  included.  The  most 
prominent  feature  disclosed  by  the  late  enumeration  is  the  very  large 
number  of  persons — in  reality  exceeding  4,000 — attending  some  form  of 
religious  worship,  conducted  by  Friends  in  the  afternoon  or  evening  of 
Sunday. 

It  is  evident  that  both  social  and  reUgious  changes  in  the  habits  of  the 
population  in  regard  to  public  worship  are  taking  place,  and  that  these 
have  largely  influenced  the  usages  of  our  own  Society.  The  facts  here 
referred  to  are  closely  connected  with  the  extension  of  the  First-day 
School  work.  The  last  three  years  have  witnessed  an  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  First-day  Schools  as  well  as  of  those  attending.  The  returns 
for  last  year  gave  the  number  of  these  schools  within  our  limits  as  45,  with 
a  membership  of  11,807.  The  manifold  activities  in  connection  with 
this  interesting  and  growing  work  engaged  much  of  the  time  and  energy 
of  many  of  our  members,  in  some  oases  withdrawing  them  from  service 
more  closely  connected  with  our  own  Society.  We  are  glad,  however, 
to  be  able  to  report  that  our  Quarterly  Meetings  continue  to  be  well 
attended,  and  that  their  proceedings  are  marked  by  considerable  variety 
and  freshness. 

We  €ure  issuing  this  Report  at  a  session  held  at  Scarborough,  where  no 
previous  Quarterly  Meeting  has  been  held.  Friends  in  the  West  Biding 
are  lookiog  forward  with  great  interest  to  the  holding  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  at  Leeds  next  month,  with  eaj:iiest  desires  that  it  may  prove  an 
occasion  for  the  furtherance  of  God's  truth  in  the  world,  and  of  much 
spiritual  blessing  to  those  attending. 

Having  in  previous  Beports  spoken  of  various  spheres  in  which  our 
members  are  labouring  for  the  advancement  of  Temperance,  Inter- 
national Peace,  Purity,  Foreign  Missions,  and  other  good  causes,  it 
appears  unnecessary  now  to  recur  to  these,  but  we  may  mention  that 
during  the  last  three  years  inoreased  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
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Christian  education  of  the  young.  The  location  within  our  limits  of 
the  boarding-schools  at  Ackworth,  Bawdon,  and  York,  as  also  of  the 
Flounders'  Institute,  and  of  some  pnvate  schools,  attracts  to  these 
institutions  much  thought  and  labour  from  those  concerned  in  their 
management ;  whilst  the  visits  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Central  Educa- 
tion Committee,  the  distribution  of  the  Appeal  and  Directory  prepared 
by  that  Committee,  and  the  special  Meetings  which  have  been  held  with 
parents,  overseers,  and  Friends  generally,  have  been  serviceable  in 
sustaining  and  enlarging  our  interest  in  the  wider  aspects  of  Christian 
education,  embracing  that  of  the  home  no  less  than  that  of  the 
School. 

A  report  from  a  community  so  large  as  that  to  which  this  refers  must 
necessarily  be  somewhat  general  in  its  character.  We  are  fully  aware  of 
the  existence  in  our  midst  of  many  causes  of  uneasiness  and  of  regret, 
amongst  which  we  might  mention  the  very  small  attendance  at  our 
mid-week  Meetings,  which  in  several  places  have  been  altogether  dis- 
continued. At  the  same  time,  we  are  grateful  for  the  continued 
evidences  of  the  goodness  of  God  to  us  as  a  people,  and  of  the  influence 
of  His  grace  on  the  lives  of  many  of  our  members.

Triennial  Bbpobt  from  the  General  Meeting  for  Scotland,  1905. 

Our  General  Meeting  consists  of  Aberdeen  Two  Months*  Meeting  and 
Edinburgh  Monthly  Meeting,  the  latter  having  been  changed  from  a 
Two  Months'  Meeting  to  a  Monthly  Meeting  two  years  ago.  Aberdeen 
Two  Months*  Meeting  comprises  two,  and  Edinburgh  Monthly  Meeting 
comprises  six  Particular  Meetings. 

The  membership  of  the  General  Meeting  numbers  854,  as  compared 
with  861  three  years  ago,  a  decrease  of  7  having  occurred  in  the  number 
of  members  of  Edinburgh  Monthly  Meeting. 

There  are  now  only  two  Friends  in  the  station  of  Recorded  Minister, 
one  Man  and  one  Woman  Friend,  as  compared  with  three  at  the  date  of 
our  former  Report.  Several  of  our  members,  however,  are  acceptably 
engaged  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  whose  gift  has  not  been  officially 
acknowledged. 

A  new  Meeting-house  has  been  erected  at  Aberdeen,  and  is  found  to  be 
comfortable  and  convenient.  The  entire  cost  of  it  was  defrayed  out  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  old  Meeting-house  property. 

Our  Meetings  for  Worship  are  believed  to  be  times  of  spiritual  help  to 
our  members,  and  have  been  regularly  held,  except  as  regards  one 
Meeting,  in  which  for  a  few  months  the  mid-week  Meeting  and  the 
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First-day  evening  Meeting  were  discontinued.  In  another  Meeting  the 
mid-week  Meeting,  which  had  previonsly  been  discontinued,  has  been 
held  regularly  during  the  past  two  years. 

Edinburgh  reports  that  they  hold  a  Bible-reading  Meeting  every  First- 
day  morning. 

In  Glasgow  the  First-day  morning  Bible  Glass  has  been  re-started,  and 
is  affording  a  most  encouraging  outlet  for  the  energies  of  the  younger 
members.  An  Adult  School  has  also  been  begun,  with  meetings  on 
First-day  afternoon  and  during  the  week,  and  it  is  reported  that  the 
membership,  though  small,  shows  signs  of  increase. 

A  series  of  special  addresses  on  religious  subjects  have  been  given  on 
First-day  evenings  in  Glasgow  Meeting-house,  both  by  local  and  English 
Friends,  and  are  believed  to  have  been  helpful.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  to  continue  them. 

In  both  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  branches  of  the  Missionary  Helpers 
Union  hold  meetings  regularly  during  the  winter  months,  and  are  the 
means  of  affording  help  to  the  Missionary  cause. 

Dundee  reports  a  Mission  Meeting  held  every  First-day  evening  in  the 
Meeting-house.  On  First-day  afternoon  a  Children*s  School  is  held ;  on 
Fourth-day  evenings  a  Fellowship  and  Prayer  Meeting  has  been  com- 
menced; and  on  Sixth-day  evening  public  meetings  are  held  in 
connection  with  the  Friends'  Temperance  Union,  which  are  very  well 
attended.  Some  of  these  meetings  are  discontinued  during  the  summer 
months. 

Grosshill  reports  that  a  Bible  Glass  for  children  on  a  week-day 
evening  is  attended  by  a  large  proportion  of  the  children  in  the 
village. 

Several  Meetings  for  Worship  on  Seventh-day  afternoons,  to  which 
the  public  were  invited  specially,  have  been  held  at  Kilmarnock,  and 
have  been  weU  attended. 

During  the  three  years  the  subject  of  Peace  has  been  frequently  before 
us.  The  visit  of  the  Friends  composing  the  Yearly  Meeting  Deputation 
aroused  great  interest,  and  all  our  Particular  Meetings  were  visited  by 
them.  We  have  also  had  visits  from  other  Friends,  whose  meetings 
have  been  well  attended. 

A  number  of  visits  from  Missionaries  and  others  have  quickened  our 
interest  in  Foreign  Missions  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  Trustees  of  the  late  John  Homiman's  Fund  for  the  spread  of 
Friends*  Principles  in  Scotland  have  reported  to  us  the  holding  of  a 
number  of  public  meetings  and  the  distribution  of  a  quantity  of  Friends* 
{)ooks  and  tracts  in  fulfilment  of  the  Trust  purposes.

Minute  of  Mebting  foe  Suffbbings,  hbld  4th  of  Elbvbnth 
Month,  1904. 

The  death  of  our  dearly-loved  friend,  Dr.  Richard  H.  Thomas,  of 
Baltimore,  whioh  occurred  on  the  8rd  of  Tenth  Month,  has  brought  us 
into  close  sympathy  with  his  family,  and  has  raised  afresh  in  our  minds 
the  remembrance  of  his  loving  spirit  and  his  devoted  service  for  his  Lord 
— a  service  whioh  he  carried  out  during  long  periods  of  labour  in  this 
country,  as  well  as  on  the  Continent  of  Europe  and  in  his  own  land. 
With  a  well-informed  mind  and  considerable  powers  of  thought,  he 
combined  a  most  sympathetic  nature  and  a  remarkable  clearness  of 
spiritual  vision.  By  the  faithful  use  of  these  gifts,  even  when  weak  in 
body,  he  was  able  not  only  to  help  many  Friends,  younger  and  older,  to 
clearer  views  of  Divine  tenth,  but  also  to  stir  up  in  their  hearts  that 
active  response  to  the  love  of  God  which  transforms  life  from  a  weary- 
ing drudgery  or  a  selfish  frivolity  into  a  joyous  and  fruitful  service  for 
others.  Specially  noteworthy  was  his  diligence  in  making  use  of  oppor- 
tunities for  helpful  intercourse. 

In  his  vocal  ministry,  whether  in  Meetings  for  Worship  or  in  special 
gatherings  of  a  public  character,  he  seemed  hardly  to  think  of  self,  but 
brought  his  whole  being  into  his  message ;  and  in  private  converse  with 
those  who  sought  his  advice  it  was  at  once  apparent  that  he  was  able  to 
understand  their  difficulties  and  their  needs,  and  to  bring  his  best  powers 
to  meet  them. 

His  influence  in  this  country  was  a  very  extended  one,  and  the  times, 
longer  or  shorter,  spent  in  his  company  wiU  be  for  all  time  fragrant  in 
the  memory  of  very  many  of  us. 

While  rejoicing  in  the  thought  that  for  him  faith  has  vanished  into 
sight,  and  that  he  is  now  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord  he  loves,  we  share 
with  his  dear  wife,  Anna  B.  Thomas,  and  her  daughter,  and  with  her 
father,  Joseph  Bevan  Braithwaite,  and  the  other  members  of  their 
family,  a  sense  of  the  great  loss  they  have  sustained ;  and  we  commend 
them  to  the  abounding  love  of  the  God  of  all  comfort.

They  are 
authorized  to  make  any  suggestions  as  to  our  future  financial  action. 


BEPORT  ON  PROPERTY  OP  THE  SOCIETY  OP  PRIENDS 
IN  BISHOPSGATE,  HOUNDSDITCH,  AND  DEVONSHIRE 
STREET,  LONDON. 

Pbkskntbd  to  the  Mbbtino  roB  Suffeeinos,  14th  of-  Pourth 
Month,  1906. 

In  1835  three  houses,  then  known  as  7,  8,  9,  Devonshire  Street,  and 
now  numbered  13,  15,  and  17,  were  purchased  at  a  cost,  including 
some  alterations,  of  JS1,821  10s.  8d.  (actual  purchase  money  jS1,500), 
the  money  being  paid  out  of  the  current  account  of  the  National 
Stock. 

In  1868  houses,  known  as  77  to  84,  Houndsditch,  were  purchased  for 
£14,202  6s.  3d.  (actual  purchase  money  £14,000). 

In  1875  three  houses,  known  as  9,  10,  11,  Bishopsgate,  were  pur- 
chased of  the  Six  Weeks'  Meeting,  being  the  Finance  Committee  for 
London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meeting,  for  the  sum  of  jE9,000. 
The  property  is  vested  in  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  subject  to  a 
mortgage  to  the  Six  Weeks*  Meeting  for  £9,000  with  interest  at  4  per 
cent  per  annum. 

The  houses  in  Devonshire  Street  were  taken  over  by  the  Metropolitan 
Railway  Company  in  1877  for  the  sum  of  £4,264  19s.  6d.,  being  £4,500, 
less  costs,  the  Company  granting  a  lease  of  the  surface  to  the  Society 
for  a  term  of  999  years  at  a  peppercorn  rent,  and  the  premises  were 
rebuilt  in  1878-1879  at  a  cost  of  £4,442  19s.  lOd.  and  let  on  lease,  which 
was  subsequently  surrendered. 

In  1897  the  Society  itself  entered  upon  occupation  of  the  larger  part 
of  the  Devonshire  Street  premises,  altering  them  in  such  a  way  as  to 
provide  office  accommodation  for  the  Friends'  Foreign  Mission  Associa- 
tion, Friends'  Tract  Association,  Friends'  Temperance  Union,  and 
Friends'  First-day  School  Association.  No  charge  for  rent  is  made  to 
the  Associations.  Other  rooms  on  these  premises  are  available  for  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  and  for  other  purposes  of  the  Society. 

The  purchase  of  the  Bishopsgate  property  in  1875  led  to  an  extensive 
rebuilding  scheme,  involving  a  large  outlay  of  capital.  A  separate 
Income  and  Expenditure  Accoimt  in  connection  with  the  property  of 
the  Society  available  for  letting  was  commenced  and  is  still  retained,  a 
Bummary  of  which  appears  from  year  to  year  in  the  printed  Proceedings 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 
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The  capital  expenditure  on  the  aboye-mentioned  properties  up  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting  of  1904  is  given  below,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  included  therein  is  the  outlay,  in  1895,  for  the  drainage  of  the  whole 
premises — that  is  to  say,  the  Meeting-house  property  as  well  as  the 
portion  let  to  various  tenants.  It  also  includes  the  cost  of  installation 
of  electric  light  of  the  whole  premises  exclunve  of  the  portion  let  to 
tenants.

The  amount  of  the  gross  rentals  at  the  present  time  is  J£4,825,  from 
which  must  be  deducted  JS210  paid  annuaUy  to  the  Six  Weeks*  Meeting, 
being  rent  of  that  part  of  the  Hotel  and  other  buildings  which  is  situated 
on  the  leasehold  property  of  the  Six  Weeks'  Meeting.  This  leaves  a  net 
annual  rental  of  J64,115. 

The  properties  are  let  on  the  following  leases : — 

Nos.  77  to  84,  Houndsditch,  with  8,  9,  10,  Bishopsgate,  the  Basement 
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unGJer  the  Recording  Clerk's  Office  and  those  under  the  yard  and  two 
large  Meeting-houses,  to  J.  Wisbey  &  Co.,  for  21  years,  expiring  on  the 
29th  of  Ninth  Month,  1918.  No.  11,  Bishopsgate,  is  lot  to  Clarke, 
Nickolls,  &  Coombes  for  21  years,  expiring  24th  of  Sixth  Month,  1918. 
The  Devonshire  House  Hotel  is  let  to  Thomas  Henry  and  Joseph  William 
Chalkley  for  21  years,  expiring  25th  of  Twelfth  Month,  1918.  The 
lower  portion  of  the  premises  in  Devonshire  Street  is  let  to  J.  Wisbey  & 
Co.  for  a  term  of  years  expiring  29th  of  Ninth  Month,  1918. 

During  the  25  years  ending  with  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1904,  the  sum 
of  Jei7,210  Ss.  5d.,  being  the  amount  of  surplus  rents  after  paying  all 
outgoings,  has  been  paid  to  the  current  account  of  the  National  Stock 
or  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund  respectively.

From  a  previous  statement  in  this  Report  it  will  bo  seen  that  the 
indebtedness  on  the  properties  up  to  the  same  date  is  j£41,795  16s.  9d., 
of  which  jS1,200  has  since  been  paid  off. 

The  question  is  often  asked,  why  is  there  no  sum  standing  on  the 
books  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  representing  the  present  value  of 
the  properties  ?  The  answer  is  this :  A  valuation  could  only  be  made 
at  considerable  cost,  and  would  be  useless  unless  there  were  any  inten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Society  to  part  with  the  property.  A  few  months 
after  such  valuation  unforeseen  circumstances  might  materially  alter 
the  value.  It  is  sufficient  to  accept  the  foregoing  facts,  that  up  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting  of  1904  loans  have  been  paid  off  to  the  amount  of 
J£32,400,  whilst  upwards  of  j£17,000  has  been  paid  to  the  credit  of  the 
National  Stock  and  Yearly  Meeting  Fund. 

In  view  of  the  expiry  of  the  leases  in  1918  we  do  not  reconmiend  any 
alteration  in  the  present  rate  of  repayment  of  loans,  viz.,  Jgl,200  per 
annum,  by  means  of  which  the  existing  floating  debt  will  only  be  repaid 
shortly  before  the  expiry  of  the  leases.

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REPORT  OF  FRIENDS'   SOUTH  AFRICAN  COMMITTEE. 

Twelte  months  ago  we  pointed  out  that  over  large  areas  the  prolonged 
drought  in  South  Africa  had  prevented  the  hoped-for  material  recovery 
of  the  farmers.  We  feared  that  there  might  be  deep  distress  in  the 
winter  then  approcM^hing.  This  fear  was  verified.  We  were  glad  to  be 
able  to  send  suppUes  of  seed,  clothing  material,  and  other  relief  through 
channels  opened  up  by  James  Butler  and  Lawrence  Richardson  in  the 
later  months  of  1908,  for  which  purpose  in  Tenth  Month  last  the 
Committee  called  up  the  sums  guaranteed  by  Friends  at  the  end  of  1908. 

The  South  African  summer  of  1904-5  has  again  seen  a  prolonged 
drought  in  many  districts,  so  that  grievous  gtraitness  of  all  supplies 
will  continue  on  many  of  the  war-swept  farms.  J.  Burtt  Davy  writes 
from  the  Transvaal: — 

"  We  are  having  a  serious  drought,  and  the  farmers'  prospects  for 
next  season  are  not  bright — in  some  districts — in  others,  the  crops 
were  never  better.  Locusts  also  are  very  bad  in  some  districts,  and 
are  likely  to  spread  in  spite  of  a  terrific  fight  which  our  department 
is  waging  against  them." 

Letters  and  newspaper  reports  show  a  condition  quite  as  bad,  or 
worse,  over  large  districts  in  the  Orange  River  Colony. 

In  the  absence,  however,  of  any  one  who  could  take  personal  super- 
vision oin  the  spot,  the  Committee  feels  that  it  cannot  attempt  frurther 
distribotion  of  relief.  So,  whilst  leaving  James  Butler  discretion  to 
afiford  a  little  help  in  any  special  case,  we  arranged  that  this  part  of 
our  work  should  be  wound  up  at  the  end  of  1904. 

Many  appreciative  letters  of  thanks  have  been  received  from  ministers 
and  others  through  whom  our  gifts  have  been  sent.  The  most  recent  to 
hand  may  be  quoted  as  an  example : — 

"  JReitZf  Orange  Biver  Colony, — I  herewith  wish  to  convey  to  you 
my  sincere  thanks  for  the  generous  gifts  of  clothing  and  garden 
seeds  you  so  kindly  forwarded  us  last  year.  By  means  of  the  bale 
of  clothing  stuff  I  have  been  enabled  to  assist  20  families  in  their 
most  inmiediate  and  pressing  needs.  The  seeds  I  have  distributed 
to  the  poor  throughout  my  congregation.  We  feel  deeply  grateful 
for  the  kind  assistance  in  these  times  of  poverty  and  want.  Our 
Father  in  heaven  grant  His  blessing  on  your  efforts  in  aid  of  the 
poor." 

Betum  of  Dutch  Bibles, 
Slow  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  tracing  owners  and 
returning  these  volumes,  of  which  about  80  have  been  returned,  and 
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about  the  same  number  remain  on  hand.  A  few  more  have  come  in. 
We  are  now  making  a  final  efibrt  to  follow  up  every  possible  clue,  and 
shall  then  return  to  the  donors  all  for  which  we  have  failed  to  obtain 
authorized  claimants.    This  work  will  still  take  several  months. 

Qift  of  New  Dutch  Bihlet. 

This  also  has  proceeded  more  slowly  than  we  had  expected,  owing 
chiefiy  to  the  absence  in  Europe  of  the  Bev.  George  Lowe,  the 
Johcumesburg  agent  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  He 
writes  that  he  delayed  the  work  in  order  that  the  gift  might  be  the 
more  carefully  administered.  We  have  now  asked  him  to  complete  the 
distribution  before  the  end  of  June,  if  possible. 

Several  ministers  have  written  thanking  us  for  the  gifts,  and  inciden- 
tally we  have  heard  of  the  Bibles  being  seen  in  the  people's  homes. 
Thus  a  visitor  writing  from  a  farmhouse  in  the  Orange  River  Colony 
says: — 

'*  On  the  table  at  the  present  moment  is  a  Bible  presented  by  the 
Society  of  Friends,  which  is  well  used  and  appreciated." 

Education, 

As  far  as  we  felt  justified  with  the  funds  at  our  disposal,  we  have 
continued  to  assist  deserving  cases  for  intermediate  and  higher  education. 
Large  sums  could  well  be  devoted  to  this  work,  as  one  of  the  great 
desires  of  the  Dutch  is  to  secure  good  education  for  their  children. 

Good  reports  have  been  received  from  their  teachers  of  the  progress 
of  some  of  our  bursars,  and  we  have  been  glad  to  make  grants  for  a 
second  year  in  a  few  cases.  We  have  also  had  letters  from  some  of  the 
young  people  themselves :  thus,  one  lad  writes  to  James  Butler : — 

**  I  am  very  glad  to  tell  you  that  I  have  passed  into  the  fifth 
stcuidard.  I  am  sorry  that  I  could  not  write  to  you  before,  as  I 
have  been  studying  hard,  but  I  hope  this  letter  will  reach  you 
safely.  Our  school  will  break  up  on  Thursday,  and  I  wish  to  thank 
you  very  much  for  your  great  kindness  to  my  father  and  myself.  I 
promise  you  I  will  do  my  best  to  learn  as  much  as  I  can  while  I 
have  the  chance,  so  as  to  be  able  to  assist  my  father  later  on. 
Thanking  you  again  for  your  kindness  towards  us,  I  remain  your 
grateful  little  friend." 

The  balance  which  now  remains  to  the  Fund  after  closing  the  other 
departments  of  the  Relief  work  is  being  devoted  to  continuing  the  most 
deserving  of  these  bursars  for  a  second  or  a  third  year.

Friends  in  South  Africa, 

The  manifestation  of  sympathy  with  the  Friends  in  these  Colonies  was 
added  to  the  work  of  this  Committee  two  years  ago.  During  the  past 
year  correspondence  has  been  maintained  with  Friends  in  several  centres, 
and  a  general  letter  of  inquiry  was  addressed  to  some  90  Friends  whose 
addresses  were  known.  The  nmnber  of  replies  to  this  was  not  very 
large,  but  those  received  were  helpful  in  enabling  us  to  form  an  idea 
of  some  of  the  conditions  under  which  they  live. 

It  is  most  encouraging  to  find  South  African  Friends  beginning  to 
establish  Meetings  for  Worship  on  their  own  account  Before  1908  there 
was  no  Meeting  held  regularly  in  South  Africa,  now  there  are  three 
or  four. 

That  at  Cape  Town  is  held  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  in  Long  Street  every 
First-day  morning,  and  once  a  month  a  Meeting  somewhat  on  the  lines 
of  a  Preparative  Meeting  is  also  held.  The  Friends  asked  to  be  suppUed 
with  a  few  Friends'  books  as  the  nucleus  of  a  library,  and  are  attempting 
in  other  ways  to  organize  themselves  as  a  distinct  congregation. 

At  Cradock  the  Friends  meet  for  worship  at  the  house  of  one  or 
another  of  their  number.  They  also  hold  social  meetings  at  frequent 
intervals. 

At  Pietermaritzburg,  in  Natal,  some  Friends  have  recently  started  a 
Meeting  each  First-day  in  their  home,  but  the  Committee  has  not  yet 
received  particulars.  Occasionally  a  Meeting  is  held  at  Potchefstroom, 
in  the  Transvaal,  also  in  a  Friend's  house. 

To  assist  these  groups  of  Friends,  and  help  to  keep  them  in  touch 
with  Friends  here,  we  are  sending  out  monthly  a  copy  of  an  address 
previously  given  to  some  of  the  Meetings  in  England,  to  be  read  succes- 
sively in  the  four  centres  named.  We  have  suggested  that  the  reading 
of  these  would  offer  an  opportimity  to  Friends  to  invite  some  of  their 
neighbours  to  meet  with  them.  The  Secretary  of  our  Committee 
would  be  glad  to  receive  copies  of  such  papers  that  have  been  used  in 
England. 

A  revised  list  of  the  Friends  known  to  be  resident  in  South  Africa  is 
now  passing  through  the  press.  The  circulation  of  a  short  quarterly 
letter  and  a  list  of  Bible  readings  is  kept  up  by  Richard  Cadbury  and 
Charles  Butler. 

The  question  of  a  School  for  Friends'  children  and  others  has  again 
been  before  us.  Our  conclusion  is  the  same  ad  last  year,  that  as  yet  the 
matter  does  not  appear  ripe  for  Society  action,  although  probably  there 
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are  others  besides  the  Friends  at  Cradock  who  would  be  glad  to  send 
their  children  to  a  really  good  school  if  established  by  a  well-qualified 
Friend. 

The  Secretary  to  the  Committee  prepared  a  careful  statement  of  the 
general  position  of  Friends*  work  in  South  Africa,  which  was  published 
in  the  Friends*  Quarterly  Examiner  for  First  Month  last,  a  copy  of 
which  is  appended  to  this  Beport.  Other  letters  which  have  come  to 
hand  since  those  upon  which  it  was  based,  agree  with  the  conclusion 
outlined  therein,  that  some  form  of  pastoral  visit,  by  a  rightly-called 
Friend  or  Friends,  is  probably  the  best  assistance  which  the  Society  in 
England  could  now  give  to  its  members  in  South  Africa. 

The  Committee  hopes  that  it  will  soon  be  able  to  present  a  final 
Report  as  respects  the  Relief  Work  entrusted  to  it,  and  to  suggest 
names  for  a  new  Committee  to  continue  correspondence  with  Friends 
in  South  Africa.

Friends*  Future  in  South  Africa. 

by  w.  h.  f.  alexander,  b.a.,  b.sc. 

'*When  I  went  to  see  Mr.  Chamberlain  he  told  us  we  were  too  provincial. 
But  has  the  mother-country  done  all  she  could  for  her  children  ?  " 

Let  us  consider  this  question,  put  by  a  South  African  Friend  who,  for 
a  large  part  of  half  a  century,  has  shared  the  ups  and  downs  of  South 
African  colonial  life,  and  now  sees  his  children  growing  up  with  no 
Quaker  associations  to  help  him  in  moulding  their  character. 

At  the  outset  let  us  agree  to  leave  things  that  are  behind — the  war, 
its  origin,  policy,  and  conduct — and  concentrate  our  thought  on  the 
present  conditions  ahd  the  possibilities  of  the  future;  the  next  work 
to  which  the  Society  if  Friends  is  called  in  and  for  this  great  group 
of  colonies. 

One  might  write  much  about  the  present  state  of  affairs,  but  must 
limit  oneself  here  to  an  outline  which  may  enable  us  to  bear  in  mind 
present  conditions  modifying  the  above  problem. 
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The  permanent  foundation  of  all  colonial  life  during  its  earlier  stages 
must  necessarily  be  the  development  of  its  country  districts.  The  towns 
depend  essentially  on  the  farmers,  on  imports  for  and  exports  from  the 
land.  In  South  Africa  this  is  modified,  it  is  true,  by  the  great  mining 
industry ;  but  the  exception  is  less  than  at  first  appears,  and  than  is  so 
frequently  asserted  by  the  Johannesburg  interest. 

The  country  districts  of  the  Cape,  Orange  River,  and  Transvaal 
Colonies  suffered  severely  in  the  war.  Live  stock  was  terribly  reduced 
in  quantity,  in  some  places  almost  to  nothing ;  fences  were  destroyed ; 
and  the  ordinary  transport  animals  were  swept  away.  Cattle  and  horse 
sicknesses  followed  in  train  of  the  war,  and  wrought  havoc  amongst  the 
remaining  stock,  and  it  must  be  many  years  before  the  natural  growth 
of  animal  life  can  restore  the  wealth,  or  even  fully  supply  the  needs  of 
the  land  on  the  old  standard.  Life  on  the  veld  is  a  matter  of  slow 
acclimatization,  and  importation  of  new  stock  cannot  do  much  to  hasten 
its  growth. 

Ever  since  the  war  a  large  part  of  Cape  Colony,  almost  the  whole  of 
the  Orange  River  Colony,  and  many  parts  of  the  Transvaal  have  been 
suffering  from  prolonged  droughts,  and  thus  agriculture  has  been 
depressed  and  recuperation  hindered.  The  present  state  of  the  farmers 
is,  therefore,  one  of  extreme  and  almost  universal  financial  straitness. 

Throughout  most  of  the  Orange  River  Colony  and  much  of  the  Trans- 
vaal, all  the  farmhouses  and  farm  buildings  were  destroyed  in  the  course 
of  the  military  operations.  When  the  farmers  left  the  camps  to  return 
to  their  wasted  farms.  Government  supplied  them  on  credit  with  some 
amount  of  stock,  implements,  timber,  iron,  food,  and  clothing.  The  two 
years*  credit  is  now  at  an  end,  and  as  the  payment  of  the  compensation 
claims  (which  had  been  counted  upon  to  meet  these  debit  notes)  has 
proceeded  but  slowly,  and,  when  it  does  come,  turns  out  to  be  quite  frac- 
tional in  amount,  the  loans  are  being  renewed  at  a  low  rate  of  interest, 
but  almost  all  the  farmers  are  in  the  debt  of  the  Government  and  see 
little  chance  of  freeing  themselves.  It  seems  inevitable  that  sore  heart- 
burnings will  remain  on  this  score. 

In  the  towns,  after  the  war,  trade  was  brisk  for  a  time,  but  now  the 
universal  tightness  of  money  has  made  it  exceedingly  bad.  The  returns 
of  the  Cape  Railways  (which  have  practically  the  whole  carrying  trade 
for  Cape  and  Orange  River  Colonies  and  much  of  that  for  the  Transvaal) 
show  only  two-thirds  of  the  traffic  of  last  year,  which,  in  its  turn,  had 
fallen  off  from  the  year  before.  In  the  mining  districts  a  boom  was 
expected  to  follow  the  war,  a  boom  which  would  admit  of  the  floating 
of  numerous  new  companies  to  exploit  fresh  areas  and  spend  some  part 
of  their  capital  in  local  labour.  Johannesburg  and  Barberton  especially 
hoped  to  benefit  inmaensely.  But  the  boom  has  not  come  off;  whilst  the 
cost  of  living  in  these  towns  is  simply  enormous.    Poverty  is  so  rife  that 
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in  Pretoria,  Bloemfontein,  and  Cape  Town  relief  agencies  have  had  k> 
be  established,  and  the  condition  of  most  traders  is  one  of  great 
anxiety. 

A  controversy  has,  nnfortanately,  arisen  in  each  of  the  two  new  colonies 
oyer  popular  education,  which  is  leading  to  the  establishment  of  a  dual 
system  of  schools  under  the  respective  control  of  the  Government  and 
the  Dutch  Church.  The  difficulties  are  over  the  appointment  of  teachers 
and  the  adequate  recognition  of  the  Dutch  language. 

Whereas,  before  the  war,  no  public  works  were  undertaken  unless  the 
cost  was  fully  provided  from  surplus  or  taxes,  the  new  colonies  are  now 
burdened  with  a  large  public  debt  which  threatens  to  cripple  their 
progress  for  many  years,  and  which  has  been  incurred  by  a  non- 
representative  Government. 

Scarcely  any  of  the  preceding  remarks  apply  to  Natal,  for  although 
part  of  that  colony  suffered  heavily  in  the  first  year  of  the  war,  as  a 
whole,  it  lost  little  and  gained  much.  Services  rendered  to  the  army 
brought  in  money  abundantly,  and  the  saying  was  current  that  the  war 
was  a  veritable  gold  mine  to  that  colony. 

In  all  four  colonies,  least,  perhaps,  in  Natal,  the  farming  element  of 
the  population  is  mainly  Dutch,  the  town  element  largely,  but  by  no 
means  exclusively,  British  or  "alien.**  The  intermarriage,  which  was 
blending  the  white  peoples  into  one  race  before  the  war,  naturally 
received  a  check  which,  we  may  hope,  was  only  temporary. 

Another  factor  of  deep  and  far-reaching  importance  which  must  not 
be  overlooked  is  the  opposite  aim  in  life  of  the  races.  As  a  rule,  the 
farmer  and  the  Dutchman  expects  that  his  family  will  make  South 
Africa  their  home — they  are  "  South  Africans.**  But  the  townsman 
and  the  Britisher  too  often  is  merely  there  to  "make  his  pile,**  and 
lives  in  the  hope  of  shaking  the  dust  of  the  land  from  his  feet, 
and  returning  "home**  to  end  his  days  in  Europe.  It  is  also  to  be 
regretted  that  the  view  of  life  held  by  this  latter  class  is  often  purely 
materialistic. 

In  view  of  all  the  preceding  circumstances,  it  would  hardly  surprise  us 
to  find  little  love  and  cordiality  between  the  old  Dutch  farmer  and  the 
British  town-dweUing  immigrant,  between  the  representatives  of  the  old 
rigime  and  those  whose  presence  is  a  constant  reminder  of  the  new  one. 
Yet,  from  what  one  hears,  there  is  really  much  less  of  this  sore  feeling 
than  would  be  expected ;  for  the  most  part,  people  appear  willing  to 
dwell  side  by  side  and  recognize  that  they  must  work  together  for  the 
restoration  of  prosperity.  There  are,  of  course,  exceptions,  open  and 
concealed,  but  I  beHeve  that  on  the  whole  this  is  true. 

In  the  great  Mission  meetings  recently  held  by  Gipsy  Smith,  a  vital 
Gospel  message  has  again  shown  its  power  to  break  down  barriers  of 
race  and  creed  and  even  of  colotur.    At  Cape  Town,  Kimberley,  Bloem- 
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fontein,  and  Johannesburg  his  meetings  were  crowded  day  after  day; 
British,  Dutch,  and  natives  all  shared  in  the  wave  of  blessing.  On  a 
small  scale  our  friends,  Edward  and  Edith  Annett  (who  visited  South 
Africa  for  the  Post-Office  Christian  Association),  also  found  it  possible 
to  hold  meetings  attended  by  both  British  and  Dutch. 

Behind  all  lies  the  great  Native  problem.  Again  and  again,  during 
the  short  visit  I  paid  those  lands  two  years  ago,  it  impressed  me  that, 
whilst  the  first  lesson  to  be  mastered  was  the  harmonizing  of  the  white 
elements  in  the  population,  there  would  follow  a  much  harder  one  in 
that  of  the  steady  elevation  of  the  natives  to  their  right  place  in  the 
world's  work.  How  difficult  this  problem  is,  cannot  be  realized  by  those 
who  have  not  come  into  practical  contact  with  it,  and  it  will  exercise  the 
utmost  powers  of  the  coming  generation  to  solve  it  on  Christian  lines. 
It  has  since  been  complicated  by  the  introduction  of  the  Chinese 
indentured  labourers. 

So  much  for  a  rough  survey  of  the  present  social  conditions  in  South 
Africa.  In  the  next  place,  let  us  examine  what  resources  the  Society  of 
Friends  has  for  rendering  some  contribution,  even  if  a  small  one,  towards 
the  upward  development  of  that  great  section  of  the  British  Empire,  in 
face  of  all  these  grave  difficulties.  We  have  our  share  in  the  respon- 
sibility left  as  a  legacy  from  the  events  of  the  last  few  years. 

Scattered  over  that  wide  area  are  some  150  to  200  members  and 
persons  connected  with  our  Society.  They  are  mostly  town-dwellers ; 
five  of  the  larger  towns  include  a  large  proportion  of  the  whole  number. 
Roughly  there  are  in — 

Cape  Town ....32  persons  of,  say,  19  households.

These  numbers  are  merely  approximate.  There  are  some  Friends 
whose  link  with  their  home  meetings  is  so  slight  that  we  have  not  got 
their  correct  addresses,  and  in  colonial  life  it  is  pomparatively  easy  to 
break  up  home  and  start  again  elsewhere,  so  that  there  is  frequent 
shifting  from  place  to  place,  and  even  from  colony  to  colony.  A  large 
proportion  of  these  Friends  have  gone  to  South  Africa  since  the  war, 
and  others  are  following  from  month  to  month. 
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For  about  a  year  past,  a  regular  morning  Meeting  for  Worship  has 
been  held  in  Cape  Town  each  Sunday,  and  a  fortnightly  evening  meeting 
at  Cradock;  but  in  eacji  place  several  of  the  Friends  had  previously 
associated  themselves  with  other  congregations  and  do  not  feel  it  right 
now  to  sever  these  links.  An  occasional  gathering  for  Friends'  worship 
is  held  in  a  private  house  at  Potchefstroom,  and  during  some  special 
gatherings  of  missionaries  this  year  a  single  Friends'  Meeting  was  held 
at  Johannesburg. 

Another  real  but  less  tangible  asset  is  that  the  work  of  the  Friends' 
Belief  Fund  has  left  an  open  door  for  Friends'  visits  and  a  ready  ear 
for  their  message  in  many,  perhaps  in  half,  of  the  little  country  towns 
of  the  Orange  River  Colony  and  Transvaal.  This  openness  itself  brings 
US  fresh  responsibility. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  of  1908  recorded  the  following  Minute,  which  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  passed  on  to  its  Committee  on  Belief  appointed 
in  the  time  of  the  late  war : — 

'*  The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  requested  to  naaintain  correspondence 
with  our  Friends  in  South  Africa,  whose  position,  especially  in  view  of 
the  dangers  of  the  proposed  Militia  Act  in  Natal,  has  elicited  the  warm 
sympathy  of  this  Meeting.  It  is  requested  to  send  a  Beport  on  this 
branch  of  the  subject  to  our  Meeting  next  year,  with  any  suggestions 
for  the  help  of  the  not  inconsiderable  number  of  our  members  who  are 
resident  in  that  country." 

The  question,  then,  before  EngUsh  Friends  is  twofold :  What  can  we 
do  towards  the  true  development  of  South  Africa  ?  smd  How  shall  we 
manifest  the  love  and  care  of  the  Mother  Church  towards  her  distant 
children,  aiding  them  to  grow  up  strong  to  fill  their  right  place  in  the 
religious  life  of  their  adopted  land  ?  The  questions  may  very  probably 
be  solved  together. 

The  Committee  has  tried  to  get  into  touch  with  the  South  African 
Friends  as  well  as  to  weigh  suggestions  made  in  England,  and  while  as 
yet  no  one  definite  scheme  of  action  can  be  advised,  the  time  seems 
to  have  come  to  lay  some  possible  lines  of  service  before  our  feljow- 
members,  that  they  may  join  us  in  seeking  guidance  for  oip:  next 
steps. 

The  broader  aspect  is  well  put  in  the  following  extract  from  a  letter 
from  a  Friend  in  England : — 

"  I  feel  that  if  Friends  are  to  render  much  help  to  South  Africa  some 
definite  effort  must  be  made  to  create  a  perrnaneni  centre  in  South 
Africa  itself,  which  shall  become  a  rallying-point  for  the  effective 
influence  of  Friends  on  all  the  composite  communities  that  are  l^oo  apt 
to  concentrate  their  attention  on  what  may  be  supposed  to  be  their 
respective  rights  and  interests.  I  believe,  that  is,  that  Friends  have 
a  very  impor^mt  function  to  perform  in  welding  together  all  these  dif- 
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fering  interests  and  in  showing  that  the  welfare  of  one  tends  to  the 
welfare  of  all.  The  Society  of  Friends  takes  the  hroader  outlook  that 
woold  knit  together  the  English  and  the  Dutch  elements,  the  broader 
outlook  that  finds  room  for  tiie  prosperity  of  the  native  races  as  well  as 
the  prosperity  of  the  colonist.  South  Africa  needs  a  good  and  effective 
representation  in  its  midst  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  We  need  a  per- 
manent central  work  at  some  strategic  point  which  shall  become  a 
rallying-ground  for  Friends  and  for  Friendly  influences.  Such  might 
be  found  in  the  establishment  of  a  boarding-school,  under  the  care  of 
Friends,  but  open  for  scholars  outside  our  membership.  If  some  better 
plan,  or  some  more  practiced  plan,  can  be  suggested,  by  all  means  adopt 
that  better  plan.  Only  do  not  let  mere  absence  of  organization  and  a 
policy  of  drift  and  delay  cause  Friendly  influences  to  evaporate  as  they 
have  evaporated  in  the  South  of  France  and  in  Germany.** 

The  idea  of  such  a  boarding-school  was  broached  nearly  two  years  ago, 
and  our  Friends  at  Cradock  took  considerable  trouble  in  trying  to  ascer- 
tain the  views  of  other  Friends  in  South  Africa  in  regard  to  it.  Our 
Committee  has  recently  supplemented  these  inquiries  by  another  circular 
letter,  to  which  several  replies  have  been  received.  It  is  clear  that 
Cradock  itself  is  the  only  place  where  at  present  there  is  any  nucleus 
of  Friends*  children,  and  there  a  school  would  be  warmly  welcomed. 
The  Cradock  Friends  write: — 

'*We  believe  a  permanent  educational  institution  in  South  Africa 
would  be  a  boon  not  only  to  Friends  but  to  many  others  not  connected 
with  the  Society,  and  might,  at  the  same  time,  if  situated  in  Cradock, 
provide  suitable  acconmiodation  for  the  small  Meeting  which  we  have 
recently  established.  .  .  .  Possibly  Friends  at  home  might  see  their 
way  towards  providing  a  building  and  offering  it  rent  free,  with  a 
minimum  salary  guaranteed,  as  an  inducement  to  some  suitable  Friend 
teacher  who  coidd  not  afford  the  risk  of  a  private  enterprise,  or  to  attract 
some  one  who  might  be  willing  to  leave  a  better  position  for  such  pioneer 
work.  In  Cradock  itself  there  is  at  present  a  nucleus  of  about  a  dozen 
day  pupils.  .  .  .  Certainly,  the  school  should  not  be  intended  solely  for 
the  use  of  Friends,  especially  as  there  are  so  few  Friends*  children  in 
South  Africa,  and  fewer  still  whose  parents  are  in  a  position  to  send 
them  long  distances  to  school  and  pay  the  necessary  fees.  We  take  it 
that  the  object  of  Friends  in  England  in  establishing  the  school,  would 
be  to  provide  a  centre  of  Friendly  influence  in  these  colonies,  and  to 
help  in  bringing  about  a  better  understanding  between  the  various  races 
by  influencing  the  rising  generation.  At  the  same  time  we  feel  that 
great  care  would  be  necessary  in  keeping  the  school  select,  so  that 
parents  at  a  distcmoe  might  have  full  confidence  in  sending  their 
children  thereto.** 

In  previous  letters  Cradock  Friends  had  suggested  that  the  establish-

ment  of  a  good  private  school  under  a  strong,  capable  master  woold 
receive  support  from  many  who  are  not  Friends,  and  might  soon  pay  its 
way.  They  are  quite  prepared  to  do  what  they  can  towards  the 
financing  of  a  Friends'  school. 

Edward  Gamett,  jun.,  one  of  the  Head  Government  Inspectors  of 
Schools  in  the  Transvaal,  writes : — 

"  As  to  the  need  for  a  school  out  here,  carried  on  as  Friends*  schools 
at  home,  there  can  be  no  two  opinions.  Very  many  people  here  send 
their  children  to  England  for  education  >  for  want  of  efficient  boarding- 
schools  where  the  influences  are  just  what  they  look  for.  In  the 
Transvaal,  naturally  the  first  aim  of  our  department  is  to  provide  good 
el^nentary  day-schools ;  secondary  education,  and  secondary  boarding- 
schools  in  particular,  have  to  be  strictly  limited  as  regards  Government 
expenditure.  The  boarding-houses  (Government)  attached  to  the  Hi(;h 
Schools  at  Pretoria  and  Johannesburg  are  usually  fuU.  The  cry,  with  a 
large  number  of  people  here,  is  for  a  good  influence  on  their  children. 

"  Then,  if  a  centre  b  to  become  accessible  to  the  majority  of  Frienda 
now  in  South  Africa,  I  think  that  Cradock,  or  some  such  locality  in 
Cape  Ck>lony,  would  be  most  suitable.  Whilst  I  argue  thus,  I  feel  that 
the  need  of  one  in  the  Transvaal  for  the  wider  public  is  even  greater 
thim  in  Cape  Colony.  We  are  now  building  a  large  Government  High 
School  here  (Potchefstroom),  non-residential,  for  the  Western  Transvaal, 
but  boarding-houses  in  connection  must  come  very  soon.  Many  English 
and  Dutch  boys  will  come  into  residence  privately  as  soon  as  we  open 
the  school  in  January.  The  teaching  staff  is  to  be  a  strong  one,  and  the 
buildings  and  equipment  of  the  most  modem  kind.  If  Friends  were 
disposed  to  start  an  affiliated  boarding-house,  the  head  of  which  might 
possibly  bo  on  the  teaching-staff,  I  am  sure  that  it  would  be  much 
appreciated.*' 

These  three  extracts  set  out  fairly  one  possible  line  of  service  towards 
the  future  development  of  South  Africa  helpful  to  both  Friends  and 
others.  The  scheme  would  need  a  fund  of  several  thousand  pounds  and 
two  or  three  strong,  well-qualifled  Quaker  teachers  who  would  undertake 
the  work  as  their  life-mission.  Can  wo  find  the  men  and  the  money  to 
ini^e  it  a  success  ?  If  well  done,  there  is  no  doubt  that  such  a  school 
would  be  a  valuable  work ;  but  South  Africa  has  good  schools  already, 
And  we  should  need  to  provide  equally  good  scholarship  with  the 
fl4dition  of  Friendly  influence. 

1  pass  on  to  other  less  ambitious  ideas,  which  need  not  exclude  the 
}arger  scheme.  Just  as  Friends,  during  the  war,  supplemented  the  work 
pf  the  (government  by  sending  out,  at  our  own  expense,  some  valued 
Women  Fjriends  as  nurses  in  the  concentration  campst  so  Edward 
iGfamett  pleads  that  we  might  ppw  greatly  help  in  regard  tP  the  Utile 
/arm-schools  of  the  Transvaal:— 
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"I  hesitate  to  trouble  yon  on  yet  another  phase  of  the  education 
question,  but  it  is  one  which  I  have  had  in  mind  for  some  time,  thinking 
that  Friends  might  incline  to  help.  In  our  elementary  schools  we  now 
have  many  more  children  than  was  the  case  previous  to  the  war,  and  the 
examination  of  any  district  map  would  lead  one  to  suppose  that  every 
farm  was  in  reach  of  a  school.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  this  is  not  the 
case ;  and  in  my  district  alone — which  has  for  its  long  diameter  a  line 
drawn  from  a  point  20  miles  south-west  of  Pretoria  to  the  junction  of  the 
Mooi  River  and  the  Vaal,  some  100  miles  distant,  and  for  its  short 
diameter  a  line  running  60  or  70  miles  northward  from  the  Vaal — there 
are  several  very  needy  cases  of  more  or  less  isolated  farms.  In  some 
instsuices  the  number  of  children,  say  20  or  less,  is  too  small  to  allow  of 
a  separate  school,  and  the  people  are  unable  to  send  the  children  away 
or  pay  for  a  private  school.  Again,  on  some  farms  there  are  40  or  60 
children,  but  the  great  financial  depression  prevents  our  opening  schools 
there,  each  Inspector  being  limited  to  a  definite  expenditure  for  salaries 
during  the  year.  Now  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  possibly  some  Friends 
might  incline  to  open  one  or  two  farm  schools,  i.e.,  to  provide  a  teacher 
for  a  definite  time,  either  in  the  way  of  asking  a  well-qualified  young 
man  to  come  out  or  of  meeting  the  salary  of  a  teacher  on  the  spot.'* 

He  enters  into  details  showing  that  the  cost  of  one  such  school  would 
be  about  £S0  initial  expenditure,  and,  say,  J£20  to  J£25  a  month  for 
teacher's  salary  and  rent,  and  continues : — 

"  A  teacher  can  board  and  lodge  on  a  farm  for  about  £S  a  month.  It 
sometimes  means  a  rather  isolated  life,  and  may  be  rough,  but  our  young 
men  in  Government  quarters  on  farms,  who  make  it  their  business  to 
know  the  people,  are  very  kindly  treated  by  them,  and  in  time  come 
to  enjoy  the  life.  In  ray  district,  bisected  as  it  is  by  a  railway,  no  school 
is  much  more  than  eight  hours'  trek  from  the  nearest  station,  and  every 
part  is  healthy." 

Here,  therefore,  we  are  offered  another  way  in  which  quiet  Quaker 
influence  might  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  future  inhabitants  of  the 
Transvaal,  ajid  contribute  to  the  chsuiucter  of  the  nation  in  days  to  come. 

In  our  recent  circular  letter  to  South  African  Friends  we  asked  them 
to  what  extent  the  Monthly  Meeting  in  England,  of  which  each  is  a 
member,  keeps  up  correspondence  with  him,  or  in  other  ways  endeavours 
to  show  fellowship;  and,  further,  what  suggestions  they  could  offer  of 
ways  in  which  the  Society  might  manifest  practiced  sympathy  and  help 
to  its  scattered  members.  About  twenty  replies  have  come  to  hand. 
In  answer  to  the  first  of  these  questions,  it  appears  that  most  Monthly 
Meetings  (there  seem  to  be  some  few  exceptions)  send  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing Epistle,  and  a  number  arrange  also  for  an  annual  letter.  Probably 
it  is  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule  for  the  "  exile  "  to  reply  to  the 
home  Meeting,  but  there  is  evidence,  nevertheless,  that  letters  are  more 
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appi:eciate4  than  might  appear.  But  clearly  something  more  is  wanted 
if  we  are  to  keep  in  touch  with  and  help  as  we  should  these  scattered 
members  of  the  Society.  Several  replies  ask  for  visits  and  some  form  of 
pastoral  care.    I  give  samples  from  four  letters : — 

"  About  1849  James  Backhouse  and  George  W.  Walker  paid  a  visit  to 
Cape  Colony.  Again,  in  1879,  that  dear  old  Quaker,  Isaac  Sharp,  came 
to  Dagga  Boer  to  see  two  of  us.  It  cost  him  a  very  heavy  journey  of 
some  200  mUes,  and  most  of  it  by  post-cart.  That  visit  will  never 
be  forgotten  by  us.  I  am  looking  forward  to  1909  to  have  a  visit  from 
some  dear  Friend  or  Friends.  Those  in  London  little  know  what  it 
is  to  be  in  an  isolated  station  twenty  or  more  miles  from  a  railway. 
Are  we  not  wanting  a  little  more  care  than  a  visit  once  in  thirty 
years  ?  " 

**  We  should  value  exceedingly  occasional  visits  from  English  Friends. 
I  am  quite  sure  that  a  nmnber  of  young  people  here  would  gladly  come 
together  to  meet  any  Friend  who  might  have  some  message  to  give 
them.  Indeed,  there  are  so  many  young  people  without  homes,  without 
good  influences  about  them,  and  in  need  of  real  satisfaction  spiritually, 
that  I  often  feel  how  much  might  be  done  by  a  Friend  who  had  leisure 
and  means  to  make  a  stay  in  such  a  town  as  Potchefstroom,  and  who 
had  a  message  for  these  young  people." 

"  I  feel  that  a  suitable  worker,  called  of  God  for  the  purpose,  sent  out 
here  and  allowed  to  remain  in  this  country  for  some  time  in  order 
to  gather  Friends  together  and  get  Meetings  started,  would  be  helpful. 
The  expenses  with  such  workers  would  be  costly,  but  that  ought  not  to 
be  a  hindrance.    Ofcherwise  Friends  will  drift  with  other  sects." 

**  You  have  now  your  Home  Missioners,  and  if  one  or  two  could  be 
appointed  as  Colonial  Missioners,  to  be  calling  on  Friends  scattered 
about  our  colonies,  I  believe  no  other  way  would  be  more  helpful  or 
more  acceptable." 

The  ultimate  influence  of  Friends  in  South  Africa  must  be  through 
those  who  live  there  permanently.  Judging  by  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles, 
the  first  Churches  were  established  by  visits  which  stretched  over 
months,  or  even  years.  Possibly,  then,  this  idea  of  pastoral  oversight, 
leading  up  to  the  establishment  of  local  Meetmgs  in  centres  where  a  few 
Friends  live,  securing  occasional  visits  to  more  isolated  members,  and 
entering  into  other  openings  for  Quaker  service  which  may  show  as  time 
goes  on,  may  prove  the  most  festsible  step  to  take  next,  if  the  project  of 
establishing  a  school  should  be  judged  not  yet  ripe  for  execution. 

In  the  foregoing  paper  I  have  attempted  briefly  to  indicate  the 
problem  of  South  Africa  as  it  afifects  Friends  to-day.  As  a  committee, 
we  wait  for  clearer  light,  and  especially  for  indication  of  persons  qualified 
and  willing  to  enter  upon  any  of  these  schemes.  We  are  oiurselves  only 
learners,  and  X  shall  welcome  comment,  information,  or  correspondence 
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from  South  African  or  from  English  Friends.    In  the  words  of  one  of  the 
former : — 

"  As  we  all  wait  upon  God  that  He  may  reveal  His  purposes  in  these 
things,  He  will  not  fail  to  send  guidance  and  all  else  that  is  necessary, 
so  that  His  power  may  work  mightily  through  Friends  at  home  and 
Friends  in  Africa,  that  His  name  may  be  fully  glorified  in  this 
continent." 


REPORT    OF    THE    LIBRARY  AND    PRINTING    COMMITTEE. 
To  THB  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 

The  regular  work  of  the  Library  Department  (cataloguing,  indexing, 
&c.)  has  proceeded  but  slowly  during  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  large 
amount  of  special  work  which  has  taken  the  time  and  attention  of  the 
Librarian. 

The  Committee  decided  in  Ninth  Month  last  to  proceed  with  an 
abridgment  of  'The  JoumcJ  of  George  Fox,*  and  the  Librarian  has 
spent  a  considerable  amount  of  time  in  reducing  the  contents  of  the 
'Journal,*  by  throwing  out  much  of  the  epistolary  matter  and  those 
portions  containing  mere  itineraries  and  other  details,  while  endeavour- 
ing to  preserve  all  the  characteristic  features  of  the  autobiography. 
This  work  will  not  be  completed  for  some  months  yet. 

During  the  past  few  weeks  the  Librarian  has  been  closely  occupied, 
under  instructions  from  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  in  codifying  the 
various  regulations  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  which  have  come  into  force 
since  1883,  and  inserting  them  in  their  places  in  the  Book  of  Discipline, 
with  a  view  to  the  issue  of  a  new  edition  of  Part  8  of  this  Book,  brought 
up  to  date.  Further  attention  to  this  will  be  required  before  publication 
is  possible. 

Many  Friends  and  others  have  visited  the  Library  during  the  past 
year  for  the  purpose  of  research,  and  many  inquiries  by  letter,  on  a 
variety  of  subjects  connected  with  the  history  and  tenets  of  Friends, 
have  reached  the  Library  from  all  parts  of  the  world.^ 

Li  some  cases  lengthy  investigation  has  been  required  before  replies 
could  be  sent.  A  considerable  amount  of  copying  portions  of  books 
and  MSS.  has  been  done  to  order.  The  department  has  also  been  able 
to  assist  Friends  and  others  in  historical  work  which  they  have  had  in 
hand;  this  has  been  so  especially  in  connection  with  important  work 
imdertaken  by  John  Wilhelm  Rowntree,  whose  recent  sudden  death 
deprives  the  Reference  Library  of  one  of  its  warmest  supporters. 

Francis  B.  Bickley,  of  the  MS.  department  of  the  British  Museum, 
was  requested  in  Fifth  Month  last  to  report  on  the  condition  of  the 
manuscripts  preserved  in  the  Reference  Library.  He  spent  some  time 
in  a  careful  examination,  and  made  a  report  which  has  had  the  qIosq 
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attention  of  the  Committee.  Various  suggestions  as  to  binding,  ventila- 
tion, &c.,  have  been  carried  out. 

The  Committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  best  method  for 
the  preservation  of  the  typewritten  documents,  now  so  numerous,  as 
regards  the  durability  of  both  paper  and  ink.  Professor  S.  P.  Thompson, 
F.B.S.,  kindly  prepared  an  important  pronouncement  on  the  subject, 
which,  by  direction  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  has  been  sent  down 
to  the  various  business  Meetings  of  Friends,  and  has  received  some 
attention. 

The  Librarian  continues  to  give  assistance  to  the  Friends*  Historical 
Society  in  the  publication  of  its  Journal,  and  in  other  ways,  which 
frequently  results  in  benefit  to  the  Library  Department.  As  oppor- 
tnnity  ofifers,  he  is  editing  the  series  of  MSS.,  belonging  to  the  Meeting 
for  Sufferings,  known  as  *  The  First  Publishers  of  Truth,*  those  portions 
referring  to  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  arrstnged  alphabetically,  Bedford- 
shire to  Norwich  having  already  been  issued  as  supplements  to  *The 
Journal  of  the  Friends'  Historical  Society.*  These  and  the  other 
publications  of  the  Historical  Society  have  been  well  received  by  Friends 
in  this  country  and  elsewhere. 

The  stock  of  Friends'  books  for  free  distribution  by  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  is  under  the  care  of  this  Committee,  and  has  been  drawn 
upon  by  frequent  grants  of  literature  for  public  and  private  use. 
Parcels  of  books  have  been  sent  to  New  Zealand,  India,  Germany, 
and  South  Africa,  in  addition  to  libraries  and  individuals  in  this 
country. 

The  large  and  very  vcJuable  collection  of  printed  tracts  adverse  to 
Friends,  hitherto  wrappered  in  paper  parcels,  has  been  provided  with 
pamphlet  boxes,  in  which  the  tracts  will  be  in  less  danger  of  being 
damaged  by  the  greater  frequency  of  their  use. 

The  condition  of  the  binding  of  the  digest  of  registers,  which  have 
been  in  constant  use  since  1840,  was  considered,  and  it  was  decided  by 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  to  undertake  necessary  repairs  to  the  books, 
but  a  period  of  sufficient  leisure  to  superintend  the  work  of  an  expert 
binder  on  the  premises  has  as  yet  been  lacking. 

Many  additions  of  books  and  MSS.  have  been  made  to  the  Library 
during  the  year.    Of  these  a  few  may  here  be  mentioned.

Many  presentations  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

Loans  of  books  and  tracts  have  been  of  more  frequent  occurrence  than 
formerly,  about  eighty  having  been  sent  out  to  borrowers.  The  number 
of  guarantors  required  in  each  case  of  loan  has  been  reduced  from  two  to 
one  only. 

Exhibitions  of  various  objects  of  interest  belonging  to  the  Library 
were  held  as  usual  during  the  last  Yearly  Meeting,  and  also  on  the 
occasion  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  British  Women's  Temperance 
Association,  held  at  Devonshire  House  last  summer. 

Cambridge,  Huntingdon  and  Lynn  Monthly  Meeting  has  deposited  on 
loan  thirty-two  volumes  of  the  Minutes  of  the  old  Quarterly  Meetings  of 
Cambridgeshire  and  Hxmtingdonshire.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    BETTING   AND    GAMBLING, 
THIRD  MONTH,  1905. 

The  Committee  has  been  in  correspondence  with  the  Clerks  of  all 
Preparative  and  Allowed  Meetings. 

In  105  cases  the  Clerks  report  'that  the  Yearly  Meeting  Minute  was 
read,  but  no  further  action  taken. 

Literature  was  asked  for,  and  has  been  supplied  by  the  Committee  in 
81  cases,  while  14  Meetings  report  that  they  had  already  distributed 
Hterature  in  their  neighbourhoods. 

In  45  places  the  question  has  been  prominently  brought  before  the 
Adult  Schools,  while  in  9  it  has  been  taken  up  by  the  Free  Church 
CounciL 

As  a  result  of  a  Conference  convened  by  a  Monthly  Meeting  Committee 
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the  Adult  Schools  m  Birmingham  and  district  observed  the  last  Sunday 
in  September  as  Anti-Gambling  Sunday,  and  addresses  which  roused 
much  interest  were  given. 

In  two  Meetings  the  local  Temperance  Committees  have  been  asked 
to  keep  the  question  before  them,  as  it  is  found  that  the  evil  of  drink 
often  runs  alongside  that  of  betting  and  gambling.  At  Oldham  the 
United  Temperance  Council  took  steps  to  prevent  gambling  on  the  Fair 
Grounds.  At  West  Hartlepool,  Friends  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Free 
Chmrch  Council  were  successful  in  getting  the  local  by-laws  amended 
by  the  Town  Council.  The  Adult  Schools  at  Bamsley  obtained  an 
amendment  in  the  borough  by-laws  to  enable  the  police  to  deal 
stringently  with  street  betting.  At  Selly  Oak  the  Adult  School  ap- 
proached the  chief  constable,  who  has  put  a  stop  to  bookmakers 
receiving  bets  in  the  streets ;  a  School  Vigilance  Committee  reports 
every  case  to  him,  and  the  bookmaker,  being  kept  on  the  move,  loses 
the  goodwill  which  accrues  to  the  business  when  a  settled  place  is 
secured.  Southampton  Meeting  has  addressed  a  petition  to  the  Town 
Council  to  suppress  betting  news  in  papers  at  the  Free  Library,  while 
Guildford  Friends  have  been  instrumental  in  stopping  gambling 
machines  in  some  public-houses. 

At  Yarmouth,  Friends  have  held  Beading  Meetings,  at  which  books  on 
the  subject  have  been  read  aloud  suid  discussed,  and  books  which  have 
proved  helpful  have  afterwards  been  well  circulated  in  the  men's, 
women's,  and  children's  schools. 

At  Woodhouse  (Yorks),  Lynn,  and  Wisbech  addresses  have  been  given 
to  the  children's  schools. 

Friends  in  York  have  long  been  very  active,  and  are  earnest  supporters 
of  the  York  Anti-Gambling  League,  which  is  conducting  a  campaign 
against  the  evil  by  means  of  public  addresses  and  literature. 

It  is  interesting  to  find  8  Meetings  report  that  there  is  no  betting 
and  gambling  in  their  neighbourhood ;  these  are,  however,  in  outlying 
rural  districts. 

While  in  many  cases,  as  stated,  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Meeting 
as  a  whole.  Friends,  as  individuals,  have  also  been  very  active  both 
in  giving  public  addresses  at  schools  and  Meetings  of  the  Society,  at 
Mothers'  Meetings,  in  quiet  work  among  employees,  and  in  other  ways. 

The  Committee  has  found  some  difficulty  in  obtaiiiiDg  suitable  litera- 
ture. One  Friend  has  had  two  of  the  papers  from  the  Quarierly 
Examiner  reprinted  for  private  circulation,  and  we  are  glad  to  find  that 
the  York  Anti-Gambling  League  is  arranging  for  the  publication  in  the 
near  future  of  a  book  on  betting  and  gambling,  containing  articles  by 
B.  Seebohm  Bowntree,  J.  A.  Hobson,  John  Hawkes,  and  others. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  various  Beports  before  it,  the  Com- 
mittee  recommends: — 
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1.  That  Friends  be  encouraged  to  study  the  question  and  to  give 
addresses  to  members  and  others. 

2.  That  the  teachers  in  our  Adult  Schools,  both  for  men  and 
women,  keep  the  question  prominently  before  their  members. 

8.  That  Women  Friends  bring  the  matter  prominently  before 
Mothers'  Meetings  in  their  neighbourhood  (betting  among  women 
being  a  very  common  and  growing  practice). 

4.  That  the  Committee  should  be  prepared  to  supply  sample 
literature  suitable  for  use  in  Adult  Schools  and  Classes  and  for 
Friends  who  are  preparing  addresses  on  the  subject. 

5.  That  in  every  locality  Friends  be  encouraged  to  bring  pressure 
to  bear  on  the  local  authorities  to  make  and  enforce  stringent  by- 
laws respecting  street  betting,  and  to  blot  out  betting  news  in  the 
papers  in  public  libraries.  They  are  also  encouraged  to  bring  the 
question  before  their  members  of  Parliament,  with  a  view  of  obtain- 
ing effective  legislation. 

6.  That  Friends  should  discourage  raffling  and  playing  games 
for  money. 

7.  That  the  Yearly  Meeting  alter  the  words,  "All  kinds  of 
gaming**  in  the  General  Advices  to  read,  "All  kinds  of  betting 
and  gambling.** 

If  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  decides  to  continue  the  Committee,  it  is 
suggested  that  additional  names  should  be  added.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  ANTI-SLAVERY  COM- 
MITTEE  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  8Ist  OP  TWELFTH 
MONTH,   1904. 

The  year  which  has  now  ended  has  been  marked  by  a  distinct  advance 
in  the  Evangelistic  work  of  the  Mission  in  Pemba. 

The  house  which  was  bought  a  ye&ur  ago  in  Chaki  Chaki,  and  which 
has  been  undergoing  much  repair,  as  well  as  some  alteration,  to  adapt  it 
to  the  work  intended  to  be  carried  on  therein,  has  at  length  been  com- 
pleted and  brought  into  occupation.  It  has  been  opened  as  a  home 
for  girls,  under  the  personal  superintendence  of  Emily  Hutchinson  and 
Mary  Anne  Hadley.  Previously  there  had  been  nothing  done  towards 
bringing  these  children  under  the  civilising  and  Christianizing  influences 
of  the  Mission. 

For  the  boys  a  Home  had  been  in  existence  for  some  time,  under 
the  superintendence  in  the  first  place  of  Herbert  Armitage,  but  for 
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the  girls  no  provision  had  hifcherto  been  practicable.    Now  that  want 
has  been  supplied,  and  the  Home  for  them  is  in  fall  work. 

Oar  friends  foond  the  girls  at  first  very  ignorant  and  difficult  to 
msmage — they  never  having  had  the  advantage  of  such  influences  before. 
They  are  able  to  report  of  them  that  they  find  them  gradually  becoming 
sensible  of  kind  care  and  patient  training ;  they  are  brought  into  some 
measure  of  civilized  domestic  life,  as  well  as  under  Christian  influence, 
and  the  benefits  of  this  are  gradually  making  themselves  felt.  We  have 
every  reason  to  beHeve  that  this  necessary  portion  of  the  Missionary 
service  will  be  as  successful  and  as  beneficial  as  those  previously  engaged 
in  for  tiie  lads,  and  the  elder  members  of  the  Native  community. 

In  the  Boys'  Home  there  are  about  40  boys  under  training.  During 
the  clove-picking  season  at  Banani,  some  10  or  12  of  them  take  it  in 
turn  to  go  there,  and  assist  in  the  work  of  picking  the  cloves.  This 
interferes  with  the  scholastic  work,  but  on  the  other  hand  gives  some 
training  in  industrial  labour,  which,  in  its  way,  is  equally  as  important 
for  the  boys  as  the  mental  training  imparted  at  the  school. 

H.  Lesley  Gardner  reports:  **This  month  we  had  a  visit  from  the 

Regent,  Mr.  A.   8.  Rogers,  and  Mr.  Beecher.    The  former  expressed 

satisfaction  at  the  board  on  the  school-room  wall  for  the  names  of 

the  winners  of  the  Regent's  prize,  with  **  Mateto  "  as  the  winner  for 

1904.    He  called  Mateto  to  him,  and  said  he  was  pleased  to  see  him. 

They  were  very  pleased  with  the  singing  of  the  boys,  and  stayed  to  our 

little  service  at  6.80 — the  boys  sang  tmtil  7  o'clock.    They  consider  the 

Joiner's  Shop,  as  well  as  the  work  turned  out  there,  a  great  credit  to 

the  Mission.    It  being  Sunday  no  examination  of  the  boys  took  place. 

As  the  teaching  is  now  shared  by  Cecil  Matola,  Agnes  M.  Gardner,  and 

W.  H.  Sellars,  the  boys  are  really  getting  on,  and  we  have  no  fear  of  the 

results,  considerable  progress  having  been  made."

Herbert  and  Celia  M.  Armitage,  who  have  been  passing  a  furlough 

in  England,  have  just  returned  to  their  service  in  Pemba.    The  latter, 

who  had  been  in  poor  health  for  some  time,  is  now  sufficiently  recovered 

to  be  considered  fit  for  a  renewed  period  of  residence  in  the  Island. 
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The  important  question  of  emancipation  is  in  an  unsatisfactory 
position,  and  has  come  to  an  almost  entire  standstill.  It  is  greatly 
to  be  desired  that  the  Government  would  be  willing  to  abolish  the 
last  vestiges  of  the  hateful  and  degrading  institution  of  Slavery,  but 
at  present  they  cannot  be  persuaded  to  do  so.  We,  however,  cherish 
the  hope  that  it  cannot  be  very  long  deferred.  The  following  Report 
has  just  been  received  from  our  Missionaries,  gi\ing  some  details  of 
the  work  at  Banani: — 

**  It  may  be  of  interest  to  state,  that  the  shamba  at  Banani 
contains  an  area  of  140  acres,  of  which  87  acres  are  entirely  covered 
with  2,175  clove-trees.  There  are  also  720  bearing  coconut  palms, 
50  not  yet  in  bearing,  and  614  younger  ones  which  have  been 
planted  by  the  Mission.  575  Para  rubber-trees  appear  to  be  well 
established,  and  140  more  have  been  recently  planted,  and  are 
looking  well. 

'*0n  the  shamba  at  Wesha,  there  are  258  clove-trees  and  135 
coconut  palms ;  the  acreage  has  not  yet  been  measured. 

"  The  clove  crop  on  Banani  and  Wesha,  the  gathering  of  which 
is  not  quite  finished,  has  been  a  good  one.  16^  tons  of  cloves,  of 
the  value  of  JS548,  have  been  gathered  and  dried.  Also  8  tons  of 
clove  stems,  £19  in  value,  have  been  saved,  making  a  total  gross 
income  from  the  crop  of  J£567.  The  return  per  tree  has  been  15  lbs. 
of  dried  cloves. 

"  Receipts  from  other  products  show  a  steady  increase,  though 
the  income  from  coconuts  is  less,  owing  to  our  inability  to  secure 
the  autumn  gathering  during  clove  harvest. 

**  The  cash  accounts  show  a  balance  in  favour  of  the  cultivation 
of  the  shamba  of  5,049  rupees. 

*^  There  are  on  the  shamba  84  native  houses,  inhabited  by  180 
people — 76  men,  87  women  and  17  children,  a  decrease  of  8  during 
the  year,  which  is  more  than  accounted  for  by  the  removal  of 
the  girls  to  Tarajsuii.  We  have  recorded  one  birth,  one  Christian 
marriage,  and  4  deaths ;  8  being  old  people  supported  by  the  refuge 
funds. 

**  Thirteen  children  attended  the  morning  schools,  and  24  men  and 
women  the  afternoon  and  night  schools,  under  the  native  teacher. 
Emily  Hutchinson  comes  to  Banani  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  for  medical  work;  ce^es  needing  attention  on  other  days 
are  attended  to  by  the  resident  workers. 

"  There  are  9  people  who  are  living  in  the  refuge,  and  4  others 
on  the  shamba,  who  are  in  receipt  of  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
their  maintenance  from  the  special  fund  for  that  purpose.  The 
short  religious  service  each  morning  is  attended  by  those  who  work 
during  the  day.    The  Sunday-morning  services  have  been  attended 
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by  an  average  of  G8  natives  during  the  past  ten  months.  Ten  or 
12  usually  come  to  sing  hynms  and  to  read,  alternately,  a  portion 
of  Scripture  in  the  evening;  on  these  occasions  prayer  is  usually 
offered  by  one  of  the  natives  present. 

'*  The  class  for  men  desiring  more  tecMshing  in  the  Christian  Faith 
has  again  been  held,  except  during  a  part  of  the  clove  harvest, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  10. 

*'The  chief  difficulty  in  regard  to  the  management  and  teaching 
of  the  people  is  consequent  on  the  unhappiness  springing  from  the 
lack  of  love,  and  consequent  unfaithfulness,  between  man  and  wife ; 
but  we  hope  there  is  some  improvement  in  this  direction.  Another 
difficulty  is  their  disposition  to  wander  about  and  not  settle  to 
regular  work ;  yet  we  believe  that  the  plan  of  paying  regular  wages 
for  work  done  is  not  only  right  in  principle,  but  is  in  practice  far 
superior  to  any  contract  system.*' 
From  Cha  Chani  comes  the  following  Report  on  work  done  there : — 

Thb  Joinbr*s  Shop. 
"The  main  feature  of  this  work  is  its  continual  growth,  and 
the  number  of  Arabs  and  other  people  who  come  to  us  with  orders. 
We  believe  the  character  of  the  work  we  turn  out  has  something 
to  do  with  this. 

"  We  have  now  working  usually :  Cecil  in  his  out-of-school  time, 
a  carpenter  who  was  trained  at  the  Universities'  Mission  in 
Zanzibar,  2  journeymen,  1  boy  from  the  Boys*  Home,  who  lives  in 
the  town,  and  whom  we  are  trying  to  teach  along  with  4  of  the 
boys  at  present  in  the  home ;  2  of  these  at  least  we  hope  may  turn 
out  good  workmen ;  the  amount  and  variety  of  the  work  we  are  able 
to  do  is  very  much  in  their  favour.  Windows  with  panelled  shutters 
are  very  much  sought  after,  made  of  teak  or  native  wood ;  clove 
wood,  if  it  can  be  obtained,  is  very  useful.  Tables  from  12  ft.  to 
8  ft.  long,  ladders,  cupboards,  and  boxes,  costing  from  I  to  2  rupees, 
find  ready  sale — indeed,  a  month  or  six  weeks  ago  we  could  have  sold 
any  number ;  people  would  sit  half  a  day  to  wait  for  one. 

**  As  illustrating  the  variety  of  work  done,  we  may  mention  that 
we  have  now  on  order  two  chests  of  drawers. 

"  Another  matter  that  may  be  mentioned  is  the  value  to  the  Mission 
of  the  joiner's  shop  in  doing  work  for  the  buildings  and  the  main- 
tenance of  repairs  generally." 
It  will  be  evident  from  the  above  statements  how  greatly  the  work 
has  grown  on  the  hands  of  the  Committee  since  its  commencement  in 
the  year  1897.    What  has  not  grown  in  an  equal  degree  has  been  the 
financial  strength  for  carrying  it  on. 

The    Conamittee    have  been  constrained  during  the  year  to  make 
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an  urgent  appeal  to  the  whole  Society  for  increased  support.  The 
work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Committee  and  the  Missionaries  in 
the  spirit  under  which  it  was  first  entered  on,  viz.,  a  respjution  to  do  all 
in  their  power  to  promote  early  and  complete  emancipation,  and  coupled 
therewith,  active  effort  to  promote  the  spiritual,  moral,  and  material 
well-being  of  the  poor  neglected  and  degraded  section  of  the  human 
race.  Christian  solicitude  for  whose  condition  has  been  the  motive 
underlying  the  service  of  all.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOUKHOBOR  COMMITTEE,   1904-6. 

The  Committee  report  that  the  scJhool  at  the  village  of  Novitzorsky 
has  continued  its  useful  work  under  the  charge  of  Hsmnah  Bellows  and 
Jessie  A.  Wood,  with  numbers  much  the  same  as  last  year,  varying  from 
20  to  80. 

Educational  work  elsewhere  has  not  extended  as  was  hope4,  and  the 
promises  of  the  Doukhobor  leader,  Peter  Verigin,  to  provi4e  school- 
houses  in  other  villages  have  not  been  fulfilled,  and  it  would  appear  as 
if  the  compulsory  establishment  of  State  Schools  would  be  the  only 
means  of  bringing  education  within  the  reach  of  the  majority  of  the 
children. 

The  Committee  feel  that  their  work  must  now  be  closed,  the  term  for 
which  our  friends  offered  their  services  being  nearly  completed ;  and 
a  final  Report  on  the  work  will  be  made  to  the  Meeting  after  the  return 
of  Hannah  Bellows  and  Jessie  A.  Wood.  They  are  expected  to  close  up 
their  work  and  leave  the  North-West  towards  the  end  of  Fifth  Month. 

They  have  carried  on  their  work  imder  many  difficulties  and  dis- 
couragements, but  with  much  satisfaction  in  the  progress,  intelligence, 
and  gratitude  of  the  children,  and  the  Conamittee  feel  deeply  grateful 
to  them  for  their  self-denying  labours. 

The  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  will,  they  believe,  be  just 
sufficient  comfortably  to  provide  the  necessary  expenditure  up  to  the 
close  of  the  work. 

Whilst  the  Committee  are  united  in  the  judgment  that  the  time  has 
come  when  active  service  on  behalf  of  this  interesting  people  may  be 
brought  to  a  close,  they  trust  that  the  interest  and  sympathy  which  have 
been  so  strikingly  manifested  by  Friends,  and  which  have  borne  such 
abimdant  fruit,  will  be  maintained.  In  collaboration  with  our  friends  in 
Philadelphia,  who  are  likely  to  continue  their  work,  opportunities  may 
arise  for  manifesting  this  continued  sympathy  and  interest. 
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The  Ck>niniittee,  in  conclusioQ,  desire  to  place  on  record  their  grateful 
sense  of  the  labours  of  those  who  have  engaged  in  this  work.  The 
results  as  a  whole  have  been  such  as  must  encourage  all  called  to 
similar  service  to  give  themselves  up  to  what  they  believe  to  be  their 
duty,  and  Friends  generally  who  have  so  liberally  supported  the 
CJommittee  may  feel  satisfaction  in  the  results  which  have  been 
attained.

REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  FJRSTDAY  SCHOOL 
ASSOCIATION. 

To  THE  Yearly  Meeting,  1905. 

Our  Annual  Meeting  has  recently  been  held  at  Reading,  and  we  are  full 
of  tbanl^fuli^ess  fpr  the  sense  of  the  presence  of  the  Lord  with  which  we 
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were  iavonred  in  all  our  gatherings.  About  350  representatives  were 
present  from  schools  all  over  the  country,  Birmingham,  Bristol,  and 
London  naturally  sending  the  largest  contingents. 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  we  are  able  to  record,  and  we  do  it 
with  deep  thankfulness,  a  growth  in  the  number  of  members  in  our 
Schools.  Although  in  the  Adult  Schools  the  increase  is  not  so  large  as 
it  was  last  year,  it  is  yet  considerable,  being  about  12  per  cent.,  and  it  is 
further  satisfactory  that  the  rise  in  the  average  attendance  is  over 
14  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  children  is  not  so  marked ;  though  only 
two  districts  show  a  decreased  membership,  in  seven  there  is  a  fall  in 
the  average  of  attendances. 

The  year's  figures  are : —

It  should  be  noted  that  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Adult 
Schools  is  partly  due  to  the  new  system  of  counting  Schools  recently 
adopted. 

Joseph  Storrs  Fry  has  been  re-appointed  President  of  the  Association, 
and  Wilson  Marriage,  of  (Colchester,  has  accepted  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

The  balance-sheet  for  the  year  shows  that,  by  the  kind  help  of  Friends 
who  have  given  special  donations,  the  deficit  of  1908  has  been  wiped 
out,  and  a  balance  of  £16  17s.  8d.  carried  forward  into  1905.  Apart 
from  this  prompt  assistance,  we  should  have  been  in  a  much  less  satis- 
factory position,  for  the  deficit  on  the  year's  working  is  JSIO  5s.  lOd. 

Our  Report  shows  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  Schools  and 
greater  activity,  involving  more  work  and  consequently  enhanced  ex- 
penditure, especially  in  the  deputational  work  and  the  formation  of  a 
Teachers'  Loan  Library. 

In  view  of  the  general  movement  for  the  establishment  of  new 
Schools,  and  the  building  up  and  strengthening  of  the  older  Schools,  it 
becomes  of  importance  that  the  financial  position  of  the  Association 
should  be  strengthened,  and  placed  on  a  wider  basis  to  enable  the 
Committee  to  cope  with  the  many  applications  for  Deputations  and 
Grants  in  aid,  and  to  keep  the  secretarial  work  in  a  thoroughly  efficient! 
state. 
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The  depntational  work  of  the  year  has  been  entirely  in  the  interests 
of  Children's  Schools,  and  visits  have  been  paid  to  Lancashire,  York- 
shire, and  Norfolk,  in  which  several  Friends  have  given  most  valuable 
assistance. 

We  have  had  many  inquiries  from  Teachers  in  Children's  Schools 
regarding  books  which  will  help  them  in  their  work. 

To -meet  this  need  the  Secretary  has  drawn  up  and  circulated  a  list  of 
seventy-six  books,  arranged  under  headings,  such  as  *'  Organization," 
"  Illustrations,  and  How  to  Use  Them,**  **  Sample  Bible  Lessons  and 
Addresses,'*  '*  Child  Study,**  &c.  A  lending  Hbrary  of  these— and  other 
volumes — has  been  formed,  and  is  being  made  considerable  use  of  by 
teachers.  By  these  means  we  hope  to  materially  assist  the  workers 
in  our  Schools,  and  it  is  already  evident  that  this  Ubraxy  is  being 
appreciated. 

In  order  to  better  understand  the  conditions  under  which  the  work  in 
our  Children's  Schools  is  being  ceurried  on,  the  Committee  has  sent  out 
a  series  of  questions  to  all  our  Schools,  and  from  the  replies  received 
we  have  gleaned  much  valuable  information,  but  we  are  impressed 
with  the  need  which  evidently  exists  for  more  suitable  premises  in 
which  classes  of  children  can  be  separated  one  &om  the  other,  for 
a  better  supply  of  teaching  aids,  such  as  models,  maps,  and  black- 
boards, for  it  is  clear  that  in  these  directions  many  teachers  are  sadly 
handicapped. 

Recent  educational  developments  suggest  that  in  the  future  the 
Sunday  School  will  take  a  chief  place  among  voluntary  organizations  for 
the  religious  education  of  the  young ;  if  this  is  so,  then  the  Church  should 
look  upon  the  Sunday  School  as  a  most  important  part  of  its  organiza- 
tion, for  which  it  can  rightly  claim  the  best  of  its  sons  and  daughters, 
for  no  service  can  be  too  good  for  children. 

The  recent  rapid  growth  of  the  Adult  School  Movement  naturally 
makes  us  thoughtful  as  to  whether,  alongside  the  encouraging  increase 
in  numbers,  there  is  an  adequate  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  men 
and  women  who  gather  in  our  Schools  week  by  week.  That  every  true 
advance  is  fraught  with  peril  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  rejoice  in 
the  advance,  but  it  is  a  reason  why  we  should  look  around  and  see  if  in 
any  way  our  position  needs  strengthening,  either  in  the  direction  of 
revised  methods  or  of  a  revived  spirit  and  purpose. 

A  note  of  warning  reaches  us  from  a  sympathetic  and  experienced 
onlooker.  Canon  Bamett  has  recently  said,  '*The  Adult  Schools  are 
educative,  but  they  must  be  careful  to  train  their  teachers.  They  must 
beware  of  building  upon  a  foundation  of  ignorance.  Inefficient  teachers 
often  win  the  thoughtless  workman,  but  it  is  the  man  who  doubts — the 
man  who  dcures  to  soar — that  we  want  to  win.** 

Of  necessity,  the  basis  upon  which  Adult  Schools  stand  is  a  broad 
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one,  but  we  must  take  care  that  breadth  does  not  also  mean  shallowness. 
For  the  sake  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  and  on  behalf  of  the 
men  and  women  of  our  classes,  we  feel  that  it  is  important  that  we 
should  in  every  possible  way  equip  ourselves  so  that  we  may  become 
effective  helpers  of  others.

The  Yearly  Meeting  is  hereby  informed  that  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
this  Association  was  held  on  the  26th  inst.  The  President,  Thomas 
Wm.  Backhouse,  occupied  the  chair.    The  attendance  was  very  small. 

The  Report  and  audited  Financial  Statement  for  the  past  year  were 
read  and  approved. 

In  the  brief  discussion  that  followed,  it  was  felt  that  a  place  still 
remains  for  the  judicious  distribution  of  carefully  selected  tracts. 

The  Colporteur  and  Country  Agent  sold  during  the  year  many  thou- 
sands of  books  and  tracts,  reaching  the  value  of  £665  Os.  lid.,  a  large 
proportion  of  this  literature  being  disposed  of  in  out-of-the-way  country 
districts. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  about  76,000  tracts  and  booklets  have  been 
sent  direct  to  various  Meetings  from  the  office  in  London. 

The  series  of  six  Biographies,  issued  under  the  title  of  "  Friends  Ancient 
and  Modem,**  has  sold  well  during  the  year. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  subscribers  for  their  regular  contributions  which 
enable  us  to  carry  on  this  work,  and  we  desire  to  include  a  larger  circle 
of  Friends  as  supporters  of  this  branch  of  the  Society's  varied  operations, 
that  the  usefulness  of  the  Tract  Association  may  be  extended  in  the 
coming  year.

REPORT  FROM  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  OPIUM  TRAFFIC, 
6th  FOURTH  MONTH,  1905. 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year  our  Committee  has  met  eight  times. 
We  have  been  chiefly  occupied  in  further  efforts  to  make  known  the 
facts  concerning  our  country's  sin  in  regard  to  the  Opiima  Trade,  under 
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the  feeling  that  there  is  still  mach  ignorance  prevailing  amongst 
members  of  our  own  Society  and  professing  Christians  generally  on 
the  subject. 

The  "  Appeal  and  Statement  of  Facts/*  issued  early  last  year,  have, 
we  believe,  been  very  useful;  since  then  5,000  additional  copies  have 
been  printed,  also  5,000  copies  of  the  "  Statement  of  Facts  "  by  itself, 
making  a  total  of  22,500,  of  which  about  19,000  have  been  put  into 
circulation.  We  have  sent  the  "  Statement "  to  all  Free  Church  Councils 
throughout  the  country,  and  as  a  result  several  meetings  have  been  held 
and  literature  distributed.  In  Lancaster  the  Free  Church  Council 
undertook  to  have  7,000  Anti-Opium  tracts  carefully  distributed  in  a 
house-to-house  visitation. 

The  most  important  work  of  the  year,  however,  has  probably  been  the 
preparation  of  a  book  on  Opium  by  our  Friend  Joshua  Rowntree.  It  is 
now  in  the  press  entitled  '  The  Imperial  Drug  Trade  :  A  Re-Statement 
of  the  Opium  Question  in  the  Light  of  Recent  Evidence  and  the  New 
Developments  in  the  East.'  We  fully  expect  it  will  be  ready  before  the 
Yearly  Meeting.  This  book  is  the  result  of  a  vast  amount  of  research 
and  labour.'  Nothing  so  comprehensive  has  been  published  before.  It 
embraces — 

1.  An  Historical  Survey. 

2.  An  Examination  of  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission. 

8.  A  setting  forth  of  the  strength  of  the  present  case  for  abolition. 

The  price  of  the  book,  published  by  Methuen  &  Co.,  is  5s.  We 
earnestly  hope  that  Friends  will  make  an  effort  to  place  at  least  one 
copy  in  every  Meeting-house  Library,  and  in  as  many  Public  Libraries 
as  possible. 

The  best  way  of  bringing  the  subject  of  the  Opium  Trade  before  our 
fellow- Christians  of  all  denominations  claimed  much  of  our  attention 
last  year.  We  decided  to  convene  a  pubHc  meeting  for  this  purpose  in 
London  in  the  Twelfth  Month.  It  was  held  in  Exeter  Hall.  The 
evening  proved  wet,  but  there  was  a  good  audience  of  nearly  fifteen 
hundred,  some  of  whom  had  come  as  representatives  from  other  parts 
of  Engkmd. 

The  speakers  were  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  who  presided,  Henry 
Lloyd  Wilson,  Prebendary  Webb-Peploe,  F.  B.  Meyer,  and  Charles 
Wenyon,  M.D.  Their  addresses  were  clear  and  convincing.  It  was 
afterwards  evident  that  the  speech  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham  had  been 
generally  felt  by  those  present  to  be  clear  and  forcible,  and  we  therefore 
concluded  to  print  it  in  pamphlet  form.  (A  specimen  copy  is  sent  here- 
with.) In  this  and  other  ways  many  thousands  of  copies  have  already 
been  issued,  and  we  are  looking  to  Friends  in  our  different  Meetings  to 
give  the  address  a  still  wider  circulation. 

As  a  Committee  representing  the  Society  of  Friends  in  regard  to  this 
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long-continued  coarse  of  national  anrighteoasness,  we  ask  for  the 
co-operation  of  Friends,  and  for  their  prayers  that  we  may  direct  our 
work  aright.

REPORT    OF   THE   PEACE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE    MEETING 
FOR  SUFFERINGS. 

The  Peace  Committee  has  held  its  meetings  regularly  during  the 
priht  year. 

Peace  Posters  and  Pamphlets. — A  good  deal  of  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  production  of  Peace  posters,  the  first  of  which,  on  Military 
Expenditure,  has  recently  been  issued.  The  matter  placed  on  it  was 
first  printed  on  a  small  card,  of  which  several  thousand  copies  have  been 
distributed,  some  applicants  paying  the  cost  of  the  cards.  Numerous 
applications  have  been  received  for  the  poster,  the  applicants  generally 
defraying  the  cost  of  production.  Another  poster  on  International 
Brotherhood  is  being  issued,  and  further  posters  are  in  preparation. 

An  excellent  series  of  Peace  pamphlets,  collected  and  bound  in  a 
volume,  has  also  been  issued,  of  which  800  copies  remain  on  hand. 
This  collection,  which  will  be  found  exceedingly  valuable  for  placing 
in  libraries,  can  be  purchased  of  Headley  Brothers,  under  cost  price, 
for  Is.  In  addition  to  documents  issued  by  the  Society  of  Friends  it 
contains  papers  by  Robert  Spence  Watson,  Ellen  Robinson,  Howard 
Hodgkin,  Herbert  Midgley,  Benjamin  Trueblood,  Joseph  Edmundson, 
E.  Yipont  Brown,  Rufus  M.  Jones,  Dr.  R.  F.  Horton,  and  Thomas 
Carlyle.  The  expenses  in  connection  with  the  above  have  been 
defrayed  out  of  a  legacy  received  in  the  coiurse  of  the  year  from  John 
Augustus  Reeve  Thomas,  of  Sittingboume,  Kent,  the  amount  of  which 
was  £114  lis.  lid.  The  receipt  of  this  money  was  reported  to  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings,  which  directed  that  J6500  of  the  capital  should  be 
invested,  but  that  both  principal  and  interest  should  be  available  as 
required  by  the  Peace  Committee.  A  statement  of  account  is  to  be 
rendered  annually  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 

Pea>ce  Work  in  Denmark, — A  small  grant  has  been  made  from  our 
fund  to  the  Friends'  Peace  Conmiittee  in  Denmark,  for  the  circula- 
tion of  Peace  tracts  in  that  country  and  in  Norway.  Report  is  received 
from  time  to  time  of  the  work  this  Committee  is  doing  in  the  interests 
of  Peace. 

Boston  Peace  Congress, — Several  Friends  appointed  as  delegates  by 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  attended  the  International  Peace  Congress  at 
Boston  in  the  autumn  of  last  year« 
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North  Sea  Incident. — In  Eleventh  Month  last,  at  the  suggestion 
of  our  Committee,  the  Meeting  of  Sufiferings  passed  a  Minute  expressing 
its  thankfulness  at  the  reference  to  the  Paris  Tribunal  of  the  difficulties 
between  Great  Britain  and  Russia,  arising  out  of  the  North  Sea  incident. 

War  between  Russia  and  Japan, — In  First  Month  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  was  asked  to  consider  whether  it  could  approach  our  Govern- 
ment in  any  way  in  reference  to  the  war  between  Russia  and  Japan,  but 
the  Meeting  felt  that  no  action  at  the  moment  would  be  helpful. 

Dublin  Correspondent, — The  Peace  Committee  of  Dublin  Friends, 
being  desirous  of  keeping  in  close  touch  with  our  Peace  Committee,  has, 
with  our  consent,  appointed  Margaret  Hogg,  of  Stratford,  Rathgor, 
Dublin,  to  act  as  correspondent  with  us. 

Other  Work, — Other  matters  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
are — ^the  methods  of  voting  at  International  Peace  Congresses,  which  at 
present  do  not  appear  to  be  satisfactory  ;  the  selection  of  a  suitable  set 
of  lantern  slides  for  use  at  Peace  lectures ;  and  the  circulation  of  a  letter, 
in  course  of  preparation,  from  French  teachers  to  English  teachers  on 
the  subject  of  Pacific  Education ;  also  the  further  circulation  of  a  revised 
edition  of  Joseph  Edmundson's  *  Judge,  Policeman  and  Soldier,*  for  the 
printing  of  which  special  funds  have  been  provided. 

Peace  Work  in  Quarterly  Meetings. — A  circular  was,  as  usual,  issued 
to  our  Peace  correspondents  with  suggestions  for  winter  work.  Attention 
was  especially  called  to  the  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting,  recommending 
the  formation  of  Peace  Conmiittees  throughout  the  coimtry  in  connection 
with  our  Preparative  Meetings.  We  do  not  know  to  what  extent  this 
recommendation  hais  been  carried  out,  as  our  request  to  correspondents 
for  reports  on  work  during  the  past  year  has  only  brought  us  rather  over 
a  dozen  responses. 

At  Watford,  as  the  outcome  of  a  meeting  addressed  by  Ellen 
Robinson,  a  Peace  Committee  has  been  formed  on  a  broad  basis,  the 
declaration  required  to  be  signed  by  members  being — **  I  cordially  unite 
with  all  those  who  wish  to  combat  the  war  spirit  and  to  work  for  Peace 
and  arbitration.'*  Many  denominations  are  represented  on  the  Com- 
mittee, and  the  declaration  has  been  framed  with  a  view  of  including 
Jews  and  other  advocates  of  Peace  who  make  no  profession  of  the 
Christian  faith.  Mary  E.  Pumphrey,  85,  Whippendell  Road,  Watford,  is 
secretary  of  this  Committee. 

The  Colchester  Peace  Association  has  again  been  active,  and  sends  an 
interesting  Report  signed  by  Samuel  F.  Humard.  Several  lectures  have 
been  given  and  good  work  done  amongst  school  children,  who  have  been 
encouraged  to  write  essays,  for  which  prizes  have  been  awarded.  The 
Annuskl  Meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  under  the  presidency  of  the 
Mayor,  Ernest  H.  Barritt. 
The  Committee  of  Lancaster  Monthly  Meeting  reports  a  number 
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of  Meetings  addressed  by  Mary  L.  Cooke  and  others,  and  considerable 
distribution  of  literature. 

Shortly  after  a  visit  to  Derby  the  Peace  Committee  there  was  re- 
constituted, and  active  work  has  been  going  on  in  the  way  of  distribution 
of  literature  and  holding  of  Meetings,  including  one  addressed  by  W.  B. 
Cremer  on  Conscription. 

Margaret  Irwin  reports  that  the  Peace  Congress  held  last  Sixth 
Month  in  Manchester  was  well  supported  by  Friends  of  that  city,  six  of 
whom  represented  Hardshaw  East  Monthly  Meeting  at  the  sittings  of 
the  Congress.  The  opening  reception  and  the  Public  Meeting  were  held 
at  the  Friends*  Meeting-house. 

An  excellent  report  is  again  received  from  the  Peace  Conmiittee  of 
Westmorland  Quarterly  Meeting,  signed  by  James  H.  Midgley.  The 
Annual  Peace  Meeting  was  held  the  night  befoife  the  Tenth  Month 
Quarterly  Meeting,  and  was  addressed  by  Henry  Brady  Priestman.  An 
Appeal  was  issued  to  ministers  just  before  "  Peace  Sunday,'*  many  of 
whom  responded. 

From  Batdiff  report  is  received  of  distribution  of  literature,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  Boys'  Life  Brigade  "  drawn  from  a  class  that  swell 
the  ranks  of  the  hooligans." 

The  present  time  seems  specially  opportune  for  wise  and  earnest 
effort.  In  our  own  country  and  in  South  Africa  the  economic  sequel  of 
war  is  being  heavily  felt,  and  the  aggressive  military  spirit  seems  to  be 
for  the  time  being  weakened.  In  the  Far  East  the  spectacle  of  a  modem 
war  is  week  by  week  awakening  the  dormant  conscience  of  Europe.  At 
home  the  most  notable  victory  of  Peace  of  our  time  has  been  won  in  the 
cordial  relations  established  with  France,  largely  through  the  pacific 
temper  of  our  King,  and  the  number  of  Arbitration  treaties,  limited 
indeed  in  scope,  between  ourselves  and  other  countries  is  steadily 
multiplying.  The  Hague  Tribunal  is  growing  in  importance,  and  the 
American  President  has  taken  steps  to  convene  another  Peace  Conference, 
still  farther  to  consolidate  and  extend  its  work.  The  reference  of  the 
North  Sea  difficulty  to  a  Commission  of  Enquiry  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Hague  Convention  with  its  successful  issue  is  of  the  greatest  signifi- 
cance, and  will  form  a  valuable  precedent. 

Although  the  stealthy  and  persistent  advocacy  of  conscription  in 
certain  influential  quarters  needs  vigilant  opposition,  wo  may  rejoice  in 
the  abandonment  by  the  Government  of  the  miUtary  system  of  drill  in 
elementary  schools.  Let  us  take  courage  from  these  signs  of  the  times, 
and  go  forward  zealously  in  advocating  the  Christian  policy  of  Peace  and 
International  Brotherhood  for  which  humanity  is  waiting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONTINENTAL  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
MEETING  FOR  SUFFERINGS  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
FIFTH  MONTH,   1905. 

Correspondence  has  been  maintained  as  usual  with  Friends  in  the 
several  Continental  and  other  countries,  and  in  New  Zealand. 

The  following  particulars  respecting  some  of  these  may  perhaps  be  of 
interest  to  Friends  generally.

New  Zealand. 

The  little  Meeting  in  Auckland  has  lost  two  of  its  already  lessened 
number  of  members  by  the  deaths  of  Robert  S.  West  and  Alexander 
Russell,  recorded  thus  on  the  Minutes  of  their  Two  Months'  Meeting  on 
10th  of  Seventh  Month,  1904  :— 

**  It  is  with  very  sincere  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  decease  of 
our  Clerk,  Robert  S.  West,  on  the  28th  of  Fourth  Month.  Very  few  of 
us  anticipated  that  he  would  be  so  soon  removed  from  us  after  reading 
his  pathetic  farewell  at  our  last  sitting.  Those  who  knew  him  best  feel 
that  they  have  lost  a  personal  friend.  His  unassuming  disposition  and 
lovable  nature  endeared  him  to  us  all.  He  believed  in  the  principles  held 
by  Friends,  and  lived  them  in  his  daily  life,  but  he  was  no  sectarian. 
With  an  all-embracing  love  for  his  fellow-men,  he  was  ever  ready  to 
assist  other  denominations.  The  influence  of  his  life  in  the  district 
where  he  lived  will  long  be  felt ;  none  could  come  into  contact  with  him 
without  feeling  better  for  it.  He  was  never  ambitious  to  acquire  a  large 
share  of  this  world's  goods,  but  he  left  behind  him  a  legacy  of  a  Christian 
character  which  will  endure  and  bear  fruit." 

On  the  18th  of  Eleventh  Month  their  Minute  runs  thus : — 

"  Once  more  we  have  to  record  that  another  valued  member  of  our 
Society  has  been  taken  from  us  in  the  person  of  our  late  dear  friend, 
Alexander  Russell.  He  was  one  of  the  few  remaining  Friends  who  met 
together  for  the  first  time  at  a  Meeting  on  the  occasion  of  Rufus  P. 
King's  visit  to  this  Colony  in  1885 ;  and  whilst  his  health  allowed  he 
attended  with  unfailing  regularity  all  the  Meetings  held  on  First-day 
morning.  His  presence  was  always  felt,  and  in  Chvirch  afibirs  his  sound 
judgment  was  always  to  be  depended  upon.  In  his  quiet,  unobtrusive  way 
he  exerted  an  influence  for  good,  both  in  the  Society  and  amongst  those 
with  whom  he  was  daily  brought  in  contact.  Forming  one  of  the  little 
band  of  four  who  initiated  the  Adult  School,  he  for  many  years  hardly 
ever  missed  being  in  his  place.  As  Secretary  and  then  President  he 
filled  a  most  useful  place.    A  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  by  con- 
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viction,  he  worthily  upheld  the  principles  which  he  professed  and  loved. 
He  was  by  nature  a  peacemaker,  yet  he  was  outspoken  in  the  cause  of 
right,  and  he  never  hesitated  to  give  his  opinion  even  when  he  knew  he 
was  in  a  minority. 

'*  The  closing  months  of  his  life  were  passed  amidst  much  suffering, 
yet  he  was  ever  cheerful  and  uncomplaining,  and  the  sweetness  of  his 
disposition  and  childlike  trust  in  his  Saviour  were  very  marked  during 
this  period.  He  passed  away  very  peacefully  on  29th  of  Ninth  Month, 
in  the  61st  year  of  his  age,  and  the  large  company  who  attended  the 
interment  a  few  days  later  bore  eloquent  testimony  to  the  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held.** 

Some  of  the  Friends  in  the  middle  portion  of  that  land  are  very 
desirous  that  something  should  be  done  by  which  an  opening  could  be 
made  for  bringing  Friends  more  into  touch  with  each  other,  and  by 
which  persons  could  be  received  into  membership.  They  are  considering 
the  desirability  of  having  a  conference  of  Friends,  at  which  these  and 
other  matters  might  be  brought  specially  under  notice,  and  they  are 
hoping  for  previous  visits  by  Friends  from  the  Homeland,  calculated 
to  promote  these  ends. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  has  had  its  attention  specially  directed  to 
the  circumstances  of  Friends  in  New  Zealand,  which  may  no  doubt 
appear  in  its  selected  Minutes ;  therefore  we  need  only  express  the  hope 
that  there  may  be  a  response  to  this  call  on  the  part  of  Friends  desiring 
the  welfare  of  our  brethren  in  that  land.  It  may  be  well  to  recall  the 
latter  portion  of  the  Eighty-eighth  Minute  of  our  last  Yearly  Meeting, 
viz. :  **  We  should  rejoice  if  it  were  put  into  the  hearts  of  some  of  our 
members  with  large  sympathies  to  go  out  and  labour  for  the  help  and 
encouragement  of  the  widely  scattered  Friends  in  New  Zealand.** 

France. 

The  already  small  company  of  Friends  left  in  the  South  of  France  has 
been  still  further  reduced  by  the  death  of  Benjamin  Combe,  who  regu- 
larly travelled  from  Valence  (Montmeyran)  to  attend  the  Half-yearly 
Meetings  held  at  Cong^nies  or  Fontan^s. 

The  Meeting  for  Worship  at  Oong^nies  Meeting-house  is  no  longer 
held.  The  Friend  who  regularly  went  there  on  First-day  mornings  now 
devotes  the  meeting-hour  to  Divine  worship  in  her  own  home,  where  she 
then  usually  has  the  company  of  an  old  servant  of  the  late  Lydia 
Majolier. 

At  Fontan^s  a  few  of  the  Friends  still  left  meet  for  worship  on  First- 
day  mornings  in  a  private  house ;  and  they  lament  the  continued 
diminution  of  their  number. 

As  the  work  of  Friends  at  La  Bochelle,  Paimpol,  and  Paris  is  brought 
under  notice  in  other  ways,  reference  to  it  is  not  required  here. 
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Gbbmant. 

The  little  company  of  Friends  at  Minden  is  still  further  reduced  by 
the  recent  death  of  Ludwig  (Louis)  GUnther,  who  was  one  of  the  very 
few  who  met  for  worship  on  First-day  mornings  in  a  Meeting-room  in  a 
private  house.  Respecting  him  they  say,  "  He  was  only  in  his  63rd 
year,  and  seemed  always  so  well  and  bright.  We  feel  sure  he  was 
prepared  to  enter  the  joy  of  his  Lord,  for  at  all  times,  and  in  all  the 
changes  of  life,  he  showed  great  confidence  in  his  Redeemer.  We  all 
feel  quite  bereaved,  as  our  little  circle  on  First-day  mornings  seemed 
more  like  a  family  gathering,  wherein  one  member  missing  leaves  quite 
a  gap." 

A  Friend  or  or  two  now  meet  for  worship  on  First-days  at  the  house 
of  the  Peitsmeyer  family,  99,  Porta,  near  Minden. 

In  Eighth  Month  last  J.  Gundry  Alexander  visited  Friends  at  Minden 
and  also  at  Obernkirchen,  where  a  small  family  of  Friends  imite  in 
worship  after  the  manner  of  Friends.  They  said  they  had  not  seen  an 
English  Friend  for  ten  years. 

Denmark. 

Meetings  for  Worship  have  been  regularly  held  at  Copenhagen,  Yeile, 
Aalborg,  and  Sacsing.  Except  that  at  Yeile,  where  a  Friend  has  added 
to  his  own  house  a  separate  room  for  Meetings,  the  members  now  meet 
in  one  or  other  of  their  houses.  Other  isolated  members  or  families 
living  at  Slagelse,  Horseus,  Aarhus,  Hinnerup,  Randers,  and  Hjorring, 
meet  occasionally  when  visited  by  other  Friends ;  some  of  them  very 
rarely  have  this  privilege.  These  are  much  to  be  felt  for  who  maintain 
their  allegiance  to  the  spiritual  views  of  Friends  amongst  surroundings 
calculated  to  draw  them  away  to  other  bodies  or  the  State  Church.  In 
Denmark,  as  in  Norway  and  Sweden,  the  Lutheran  State  Church  em- 
braces about  95  per  cent,  of  the  entire  population,  laying  great  stress 
on  a  separate  priesthood  and  the  outward  sacraments.  Being  thus  the 
popular  Church,  those  who  dissent  from  it  are  considered  unpatriotic, 
and  find  difficulty  in  obtaining  ordinary  situations,  especially  those  under 
Government  control,  such  as  in  schools,  Ac. 

Of  the  three  Meetings  for  Discipline  organized  by  Walter  Morice  in 
1881,  only  one  is  now  continued,  that  at  Aalborg.  Loss  of  members  by 
emigration  or  death,  and  the  little  interest  in  the  Society  shown  by  some 
of  the  younger  members,  have  contributed  to  the  other  two  being 
given  up. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  held  at  YeiUe  in  Seventh  Month,  1904,  there 
was  a  good  attendance,  and  they  had  the  company  of  J.  Gundry  Alexander 
and  Alfred  Lynn,  whose  ministry  and  counsel  were  stated  by  several 
Friends  in  correspondence  to  have  been  very  helpful  and  encouraging. 
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Two  members  have  been  receiyed  by  oonvincement  and  one  by  Certifi- 
cate from  England.  The  total  number  of  members  is  now  reported  at 
*6Q  adults  and  84  minors. 

Friends  in  Denmark  have  continued  their  efforts,  referred  to  in  our 
last  Beport,  for  obtaining  fuller  liberty  of  conscience  for  all  in  their 
land,  especially  with  regard  to  enforced  military  service  and  training,  in 
place  of  which  they  desire  that  all  conscientious  objectors  to  war  may 
be  allowed  to  render  other  service  to  the  State  in  a  trained  **  Corps  of 
Humanity  "  for  succouring  injxured  persons  in  war  or  otherwise.  The 
travels  and  labours  of  J.  Marcussen  in  this  cause,  and  the  efforts  of  other 
Friends  in  their  several  localities,  have  enlightened  and  aroused  public 
opinion  and  sympathy  in  many  quarters.  Danish  Friends  have  printed 
an  *  Appeal '  on  the  subject,  addressed  to  "  Our  Brethren  and  Sisters  in 
the  Danish  Nation,",  which  has  been  sent  to  all  High  Schools,  Members 
of  Parliament,  the  editors  of  leading  newspapers,  and  many  private 
persons.  It  has  been  inserted  in  full  in  some  weekly  and  other  journals. 
The  Peace  Conmiittee  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  has  given  Danish 
Friends  substantial  help  towards  the  expenses  of  printing  and  travelling 
in  this  cause. 

NOBWAY. 

The  Annual  Meeting  and  the  Two  Months'  Meeting  have  been  regu- 
larly held  ;  also  those  for  Worship  at  Stavanger,  Sovde,  Naerstrand, 
Sti^land,  and  Boiseland,  unless  absence  or  Olness  in  the  smaller  gather- 
ings prevented. 

The  Annual  Meeting  at  Stavanger  was  attended  by  J.  G.  Alexander 
and  Alfred  Lynn,  who  also  visited  most  other  places  where  Friends 
reside,  including  Evinesdal,  Bergen,  and  the  Yikten  Islands. 

The  number  of  Friends  in  Norway  is  now  rather  under  90,  having  been 
reduced  by  the  death  of  two  or  three  aged  members.  None  are  reported 
as  added  by  birth  or  convincement.  The  School  at  Stavanger  has  been 
attended  by  about  19  children,  of  whom  5  are  those  of  members  or 
regular  attenders ;  the  others  are  children  of  Dissenters  in  Stavanger,  who 
prefer  the  Friends*  School  to  those  of  the  town.  Although  the  number 
of  Friends*  children  is  small  at  the  present  time,  yet  the  Continental 
Committee  has  felt  that  it  would  be  a  serious  loss  for  the  School  to  be 
given  up,  especially  to  isolated  families  in  remote  country  places,  and 
this  opinion  is  shared  by  English  and  American  Friends  who  have 
visited  the  School.  The  annual  cost,  including  the  board  and  lodging  of 
country  children,  is  about  igl50,  towards  which  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
and  Maria  Weyt's  Trustees  have  for  some  years  annually  contributed 
respectively  J£25  and  £5 ;  and  with  other  occasional  help  the  balance  is 
now  provided  by  Stavanger  Two  Months'  Meeting,  a  legacy  left  by 
Endre   Dahl  about  twenty  years    ago   for  this   object  having   been 
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exhausted.  We  clto  sorry  to  hear  that  the  First-dav  School  at  Stavanger 
has  been  given  up ;  but  the  Bible  Class  for  young  Friends  on  Fourth*day 
evening  is  continued  in  the  winter  months. 

Our  friends  J.  J.  and  S.  Armistead  have  continued  their  earnest  work 
on  the  Vikten  Islcuids,  and  have  visited  many  other  places  rather  further 
north,  where  their  Gospel  message  was  hectrtily  welcomed  by  groups  of 
seeking  people,  whom  they  found  to  be  hungering  after  further  light  and 
Christian  fellowship.  As  they  found  the  climate  in  those  exposed  places 
in  winter  was  more  than  their  health  would  bear,  they  have  spent  the 
past  winter  at  Stavanger,  accompanied  by  their  son  and  daughter,  and 
Marion  S.  Brown  from  Weston-super-Mare,  who  has  been  assisting 
them  in  their  Christian  work.  They  were  very  kindly  received  by 
Stavanger  Friends,  but  their  health  has  not  been  satisfactory.  They 
returned  to  Vikten  towards  the  close  of  Third  Month,  where  their 
address  will  be  Fredheim,  Rorvik  i  Namdalen,  Norway. 

In  reviewing  their  work  amongst  those  islands  they  say :  *'  At  several 
places  we  found  the  people  labouring  imder  some  spiritual  discourage- 
ment, and  we  were  enabled  to  speak  words  of  cheer  and  encouragement 
and  comfort.  At  other  places  we  found  eamesb  little  companies  who 
were  evidently  encouraged  by  our  visits,  and  urged  us  to  *  come  soon 
again.'  Isolated  families,  who  had  no  opportunity  of  attending  any 
place  of  worship,  were  visited,  and  Meetings  held  in  their  houses,  the 
crews  of  fishing-boats  sometimes  joining  these  little  gatherings.  There 
is  abundant  room  for  a  work  of  this  kind  on  this  indented  coast  with  its 
innumerable  islands,  many  of  the  remotest  of  which  are  inhabited,  and 
it  cannot  be  done  in  any  other  way  than  by  means  of  a  boat  in  which  the 
workers  can  live.  Medicines  and  surgical  bandages  are  carried,  and  we 
have  been  able  to  render  assistance  in  many  a  case  of  sickness  or  acci- 
dental injury.  In  some  places  Bibles  have  been  given  to  families  of  the 
very  poor,  and  it  would  do  any  one  good  to  see  the  gratitude  of  the 
recipients.  Thanks  to  our  many  friends,  a  supply  of  suitable  tracts  has 
been  well  maintained,  and  these  when  distributed  are  read  and  handed 
from  one  to  another.  Truly  it  is  a  blessed  work,  and  the  Lord  has  set 
His  seal  upon  it." 

Turkey. 

At  the  Friends'  Mission-house  in  Constantinople  sustained  efforts 
continue  to  be  exercised  in  spreading  the  Gospel  news,  and  in  exerting 
good  influence  over  the  increasing  number  of  persons  of  various  nationali- 
ties who  are  attracted  to  the  Meetings  held  there.  The  two  Women 
Friends  at  the  head  of  this  work  are  now  being  asked  by  some  Greeks 
that  there  may  be  a  class  held  for  them  also,  but  this  is  not  considered 
practicable  unless  more  acconunodation  is  first  provided  by  friends  of 
the  Mission. 

The  Meetings  for  Worship  on  First-day  mornings,  attended  by  20  or

more  thoughtful  people,  are  held  on  the  basis  of  silent  worship,  and  our 
friends  say  of  these,  **  We  always  feel  that  it  is  a  blessed  hour  of  the 
week  when  we  thus  meet  and  unitedly  commune  with  our  Lord  and 
Saviour." 

Of  the  Mission  Meet'mgs  they  say,  *'  Nothing  is  previously  arranged ; 
Gospel  addresses  are  given  and  hymns  are  chosen  by  various  Attenders  ; 
the  only  difference  is  that  many  unconverted  people  come  into  Mission 
Meetings  and  cannot  behave  properly  during  oven  a  short  period  of 
silence,  so  that  we  have  to  fill  in  the  time  with  exhortations,  hymns,  and 
prayers." 

About  20  men  attend  the  English  Bible  Class,  and  there  is  a  prayer- 
circle  membership  of  32  persons  who  are  prajing  daily  for  a  world-wide 
revival.  Upwards  of  200  workwomen  have  work  found  for  them,  and 
there  is  a  First^ay  School  of  over  200  children,  mostly  Armenians,  and 
a  class  of  about  20  rough  boys,  amongst  whom  improved  behaviour  is 
distinctly  noticeable. 


REPORT  OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON   AUSTRALIAN  AFFAIRS 
TO  THE  MEETING  FOR  SUFFERINGS. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  during  the  past  year  has  been  chiefly 
directed  to  two  objects,  viz.,  by  correspondence  to  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  Meetings  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  General  Meeting 
of  Australia,  and  at  home  to  arouse  and  maintain  a  sympathetic  interest 
in  the  Australian  Meetings.  To  further  this  latter  purpose,  members 
of  the  Committee  have  visited  Croydon,  Colchester,  HoUoway,  Dews- 
bury,  Darlington,  Gloucester,  Evesham,  Leominster,  Witney,  Oxford, 
Sibford,  Penketh,  Stockport,  Southampton,  Sunderland,  and  Newcastle. 
The  Meetings  have  varied  in  character,  sometimes  being  Quarterly 
or  Monthly  Meetings,  and  at  others,  gatherings  of  a  more  social  nature, 
including  the  Attenders  of  Mission  Meetings  and  Adult  Scholars. 

The  effort  which  is  being  meAe  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  raise 
£1,000  towards  the  cost  of  a  lecture  hall  and  new  laboratory  for 
its  School  at  Hobart  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  Committee  of 
Management.  This  School  continues  to  be  valued  by  Friends  in  all 
parts  of  the  Commonwealth.  Whilst  we  suppose  there  is  hardly  a 
Quarterly  Meeting  in  England  that  has  not  an  educational  endowment 
in  connection  with  some  of  its  Subordinate  Meetings,  to  assist  in  paying 
the  school  fees  at  our  Schools  for  its  less  affluent  members,  there  is  no 
fund  belonging  to  any  of  the  Australian  Meetings  that  can  be  used  for  this 
purpose,  for  the  School  at  Hobart,  and,  further,  the  School  itself  has  no 
endowment.  The  amount  received  is  j£941  4s.  lid.  We  regret  that  any 
Friend's  child  should  miss  the  opportunity  of  two  or  three  years  in  the 
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Quaker  ^*  atmosphere  "  of  this  School,  and  are  considering  the  subject 
in  order  to  see  whether  any  help  can  usefuUy  be  given  in  this  direction. 
A  letter  was  sent  to  the  General  Meeting  which  met  at  Hobart  this  year, 
and  a  reply  has  been  received. 

Whilst  the  outlook  amongst  Friends  in  Australia  is  hopeful,  and  the 
effect  of  the  General  Meeting  is  encouraging  and  stimulating,  especially 
in  welding  the  Society  together,  we  must  not  forget  the  difficulties 
of  Friends  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Society  arising  from  the 
distance,  climate,  and  other  causes,  and  that  there  is  still  need  of  help 
from  London  Yearly  Meeting. 

A  Friend  wrote  recently :  **  Oh  1  for  that  Apostle  of  Quakerism  who 
is  to  carry  the  Word  some  day  through  the  bush  lands  away  back,  and 
call  men  to  that  within,  which  they  are  dreaming  of  as  without.  Quakers, 
above  all,  ought  to  have  a  message  for  the  bush,  yet,  so  far,  it  is 
undelivered." 

Another  Friend  in  a  far  distant  state  writes :  *'  The  longer  I  live,  the 
more  strongly  does  the  conviction  take  hold  of  me  that  it  matters 
a  great  deal  to  the  Society  of  Friends  in  England  whether  its  principles 
become  accepted  by  a  large  portion  of  the  Australian  people." 

That  there  is  a  wide  field  for  the  Society  in  Australia  is  undoubtedly 
true,  and  the  Committee  have  carefully  considered  whether  the  time  has 
not  come  to  appeal  for  some  more  help  from  the  homeland  for  the 
youngest  of  her  Quarterly  Meetings.  It  is  felt,  however,  that  the 
needs  of  New  Zealand  Friends  are  still  more  urgent,  and  that  until 
they  are  met  we  must  content  ourselves  with  making  known  the 
**open  door"  there  is  before  Friends  in  Australia.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  FRIENDS' 
HIGH  SCHOOL,  HOBART,  1904. 

Beligioua  and  Moral  Training, — This  Institution  has  been  established 
in  order  to  provide  a  guarded  education  which,  while  developing  the 
intellectual  faculties,  shall  use  the  incidents  of  school  life  as  oppor- 
tunities for  building  up  moral  and  religious  character;  therefore  each 
Annual  Report  suggests  the  query  whether  the  purpose  of  the  promoters 
is  being  fulfilled.  The  Committee  is  conscious  that  upon  the  answer  to 
this  question  depends  the  usefulness  of  the  School  to  the  Society  of 
Friends ;  but  it  is  safer  to  give  a  brief  statement  of  the  various 
endeavours  made  to  this  end  than  to  express  any  judgment  thereon. 

The   curriculum  makes  provision  for   Scriptural  Instruction  to  all 
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scholars  during  the  week ;  out  of  school  other  methods  are  used.  Present 
and  past  girl  scholars  can  become  members  of  the  Snowdrop  Band, 
which  aims  at  promoting  refinement  in  speech  and  behaviour ;  there  is 
also  a  Girls'  Beading  Club,  to  encourage  a  taste  for  elevating  literature. 
On  first-day  mornings  there  are  informal  talks  with  the  bofiurders — boys 
and  girls  separately — on  subjects  relating  to  matters  of  daily  conduct ; 
many  mornings,  however,  have  been  devoted  to  the  explanations  of 
Friends*  Principles.  At  eleven  o'clock  most  of  the  boarders  assemble  for 
worship  at  the  Friends'  Meeting-house ;  and  in  the  afternoon  readings 
are  given  to  the  senior  scholars  by  one  of  the  resident  masters,  whilst 
some  Friends  of  Hobcuit  Meeting  hold  classes  for  the  junior  scholars  and 
children  of  the  neighbourhood — about  thirty-five  usually  attend.  In  the 
evening  there  is  a  gathering  somewhat  similar  to  that  held  at  Ackworth 
School.  Generally,  the  boarders  go  to  the  mid-week  Meeting  for  Worship, 
which  is  preceded  by  half  an  hour's  reading,  mostly  of  Friends'  literature. 
Intellectual  <md  Technical  Culture. — The  aim  of  the  Teaching  Staff 
to  interest  the  children  in,  and  prepare  them  for,  the  real  problems  of 
life  is  always  kept  in  view.  The  eagerness  to  learn  manifested  in  all  the 
classes  gives  hope  that  the  improved  methods  of  training  the  scholars  to 
api^y  their  knowledge  as  it  is  acquired  will  bear  fruit  in  the  near  future. 
During  the  past  year  German  has  begun  to  take  the  place  of  French 
in  the  school  curriculum — a  change  rendered  necessary  in  the  Australian 
States  by  the  paramount  importance  attached  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
German  language.    French  is  still  taught  when  required. 

At  the  recent  University  examinations  our  jimiors  were  less  successful 
than  formerly— out  of  thirteen  scholars  sent  up  only  seven  passed.  But 
other  schools  have  had  the  same  experience ;  for  out  of  a  total  of  222 
candidates  only  94  satisfied  the  examiners.  In  the  Senior  Public 
examination,  for  which  five  of  our  scholars  entered,  only  one  passed 
in  the  first  class;  but  he  stood  at  the  head  of  the  list,  winning  the 
Mathematical  Scholarship ;  another  passed  in  the  third  class,  and  the 
boy  who  secured  the  Cls^sical  Scholarship  had  received  his  education  at 
this  Institution  for  three  years  prior  to  1904. 

The  members  of  the  Committee,  however,  cannot  too  frequently 
remind  themselves  that  the  end  to  be  kept  steadily  in  view,  as  set  forth 
in  their  prospectus,  is  the  equipment  of  the  children  for  practiced  life, 
and  that  education,  in  its  widest  sense,  must  not  be  sacrificed  to  secure 
brilliant  results  in  examinations.  As  a  means  to  this  end  the  Committee, 
this  year,  gave  prizes  for  reading  at  sight,  essays,  and  writing.  To 
further  encourage  skill  and  industry,  and  to  simplify  the  judging  of 
exhibits,  the  schedule  of  prizes  for  work  done  out  of  school  has  been 
revised ;  whilst,  to  promote  the  use  of  the  library,  prizes  are  offered  to 
those  scholars  who,  upon  examination,  shall  show  the  most  intelligent 
grasp  of  books  read  in  leisure  time. 
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The  Out-of- School  Work,  exhibited  at  the  end  of  each  half-year,  was 
very  creditable,  especially  the  painting,  drawing,  and  printing.  The 
natural  history  collections  were  not  so  numerous  as  hoped  for ;  but  those 
put  in  were  well  arranged  and  carefully  named.  The  girls*  needlework 
was  highly  commended  by  the  judges,  and  the  display  of  vegetables  by 
boy  gardeners  was  excellent.  Perhaps  the  most  interesting  exhibits 
were  some  engineering  work  done  by  the  dwx  of  the  School,  his  steel 
model  of  a  steam  turbine  being  highly  extolled  by  practical  men  for  its 
accurate  construction  and  neat  finish. 

Not  the  least  important  means  for  bringing  out  latent  talent  is  the 
Literary  Society,  which,  meeting  fortnightly,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  forty-five,  continues  to  be  a  great  success ;  even  the  junior  members 
take  a  commendable  share  in  the  discussions  and  general  business  of  the 
meetings. 

The  Carpentry  Clstss  has  aboub  the  same  nimiber  of  students  as  last 
year,  and  some  of  the  work  shown  was  fairly  good ;  bub  better  results 
would  be  attained  if  the  Committee  could  secure  a  teacher  of  some 
system  of  carpentry  similar  to  Sloyd,  which  insists  upon  accuracy  in 
all  details. 

Physical  Culture, — Twice  weekly  there  are  half-hour  lessons  in 
Calisthenics,  and  some  of  the  boys  show  great  skill  and  dexterity  in 
these  exercises.  The  Swimming  Classes  have  been  well  attended,  and 
are  increasingly  interesting  to  the  boys,  as  was  manifested  in  the  success- 
ful aquatic  sports  held  just  before  the  summer  vacation.  In  Football 
our  boys  tied  for  second  place  in  contests  with  other  schools ;  and,  so  far, 
only  one  match  has  been  lost  in  Cricket.  The  girls  have  kept  up  their 
reputation  as  Tennis  players,  carrying  all  before  them  in  the  doubles 
tournament. 

Health. — There  has  been  no  serious  illness  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  Only  one  mild  case  of  scarlatina,  and  several  cases  of  chicken- 
pox  required  isolation. 

Attenda/nce, — At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were,  in  all,  160  scholars 
(93  boys  and  67  girls),  of  whom  22  were  boarders.  Of  the  latter  seven 
were  members  of  our  Society,  or  connected  therewith  ;  one  coming  from 
Victoria,  two  from  New  South  Wales,  two  from  Dunedin,  N.Z.,  and  three 
from  Tasmania.  For  the  term  just  commencing  the  following  applica- 
tions of  Friends*  children  have  been  accepted :  From  South  Australia, 
two;  from  Victoria,  one;  from  New  South  Wales,  two;  and  from 
Tasmania,  one. 

Independent  Examinations  of  Scliolars  by  an  Expert, — For  various 
reasons  this  has  not  been  possible  during  1904 ;  yet  the  Committee  is 
conscious  of  the  benefit  of  outside  help  towards  ensuring  not  only  a 
good  foundation,  but  also  a  broad  general  education  before  higher  work 
begins. 
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New  Buildings, — Through  the  liberality  of  Friends  in  England  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  has  been  raised  for  improving  the  School 
acconunodation.  A  new  Laboratory,  which  is  to  be  fitted  with  the  most 
modem  appliances,  is  now  in  course  of  erection,  and  plans  for  a  Lecture 
Hall,  with  Class  Booms  adjoining,  have  been  forwarded  to  English 
Friends  to  obtain  their  concurrence  in  the  Committee's  proposals. 

Financs, — Though  more  satisfactory  than  for  several  previous  years, 
the  balance  sheet  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  In  order  to  augment  the 
income  the  Committee  decided,  about  fifteen  months  ago,  not  only  to 
make  a  small  charge  for  stationery,  but  also  to  debit  the  scholars  for  the 
class-books.  As  this  arrangement  could  only  come  gradually  into  opera- 
tion, the  receipts  for  1904  were  not  greatly  affected  by  it.  Other  methods 
for  equalizing  the  income  and  expenditure  are  also  in  contemplation. 
Moreover,  it  should  be  remarked  that  certain  disbursements,  such  as  the 
legal  expenses  connected  with  the  transfer  of  the  School  to  the  London 
Yearly  Meeting,  have  abnormally  increased  the  expenditure  for  the 
twelve  months  under  review,  for  which  reason  comparison  is  difficult. 
The  fees  received  from  scholars  are  practically  the  same  as  in  1903 ;  for, 
though  the  opening  of  several  schools  in  North  Hobart  lessened  the 
attendance  at  the  Friends'  High  School,  the  number  of  boarders  has 
been  steadily  increasing.

MACEDONIAN   RELIEF. 

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  2nd  of  Twelfth 
Month,  1904. 

The  Committee  on  Macedonian  Relief  present  the  following  Minute. 
This  Meeting  unites  with  the  Committee  in  its  feelings  of  deep  thankful- 
ness for  the  work  of  Georgina  King  Lewis  and  for  her  safe  return.  Our 
friend  has  to-day  personally  added  some  very  interesting  information 
respecting  this  her  third  visit  to  bring  spiritual  and  material  comforts  to 
the  needy  suffering  people  in  Macedonia  and  neighbouring  countries. 
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Maobdonian  Bxlibf  Committee  Mbetino,  held  Ist  of  Twelfth 
Month,  1904. 

First  Minute. — The  Committee  records  with  thankfulness  the  return 
of  our  friend  Georgina  King  Lewis  from  her  arduous  service  in  Thrace, 
where  she  was  engaged  some  weeks  in  the  administration  of  the  fund 
entrusted  to  this  Committee.  She  remained  for  a  time  at  the  remote 
Turkish  town  of  Kirk  Kiiiss^,  and  for  a  longer  period  at  the  still  more 
isolated  locality  of  Malko  Timovo,  near  the  Bulgarian  frontier. 

Our  friend  went  out  for  the  third  time  iij  October  3rd,  taking  with  her  a 
little  over  JS500,  the  disposal  of  which  she  personally  superintended.  Since 
that  date  farther  sums  amoimting  to  £S01  18s.  Sd.  have  been  con- 
tributed. Georgina  King  Lewis  considers  that  if  JS200  of  this  be 
forwarded  to  the  resident  American  Missionary,  Mr.  Marsh,  that  will  be 
sufficient  to  cover  the  urgent  needs  of  the  present  season,  until  the 
growth  of  the  coming  year's  produce  will  be  available  for  the  use  of  the 
people. 

The  Committee  will,  at  an  early  date,  issue  a  full  Report  of  their  service, 
including  the  list  of  subscriptions  and  audited  accounts.

Final  Report  of  the   Relief  Committee  to  the   Mbbtino  fob 
SuFFBRiNos,  First  Month,  1905. 

The  Reporfc  pre3ent»ed  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  in  the  Fourth 
Month  of  last  year  showed  a  c^ah  balance  in  hand  of  j61,609  ITs.  9d. 
The  Committee  therefore  felt  that  their  work  was  still  unfinished,  and 
held  themselves  in  readiness  to  continue  their  service  as  the  way  thereto 
should  open. 

Our  friend,  Georgina  King  Lewis,  who  had  already  devoted  so  much 
laborious  and  useful  service  to  the  relief  of  the  persecuted  peasantry  of 
Macedonia  and  Thrace,  early  in  the  Fifth  Month  stated  her  willingness  to 
undertake  another  journey  in  furtherance  of  the  work  of  relief.  Accord- 
ingly  on  the  25 bh  of  that  month  she  started  again  for  the  East,  halting  at 
Sofia  to  make  inquiry  of  the  British  Minister,  Mr.  Buchanan,  and  other 
friends,  as  to  where  her  work  and  the  funds  at  her  disposal  could  be  best 
applied  in  succouring  the  distracted  and  downtrodden  Christian  people. 
Acting  on  the  q^vice  received,  she  determined  to  proceed  into  and  through 
Macedonia,  of  which,  in  her  previous  ser\uce,  she  had  seen  but  little. 

Furnished  with  letters  of  introduction,  and  accompanied  by  her  former 
valued  and  efficient  companion  and  interpreter,  Catherine  B.  Tonjoroff, 
she  went  first  by  rail  to  Salonika,  where  she  was  favourably  received  by 
the  local  Turkish  Authority,  and  he  having  provided  her  with  an  escort, 
she  proceeded  by  carriage  to  Serres  and  Drama,  and  thence  on  horseback, 
northward  to  the  Bulgarian  frontier,  passing  through  a  number  of 
villages,  distributing  money  in  each  village  as  she  went,  in  accordance 
with  information  obtained  on  the  spot.  Five  of  those  villages  were  in 
great  need,  having  been  despoiled  of  everything  in  the  massacres  of  the 
previous  year.  In  four  of  them  help  was  given  to  every  household, 
according  to  the  size  of  the  family. 

In  this  way  ^61,600  was  distributed,  including  J6100  received  privately 
in  Salonika. 

This  journey  was  of  the  most  trymg  and  toilsome  character,  and  was 
not  devoid  of  personal  danger.  During  its  course,  our  friend  passed 
through  the  locality  in  which  the  American  Missionary,  Miss  Stone,  was 
captured  some  years  ago  by  a  revolutionary  band,  but  under  the  loving 
care  and  guidance  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  she  was  mercifully  preserved 
from  personal  harm.  She  returned  home  on  the  18th  of  the  following 
month. 

Feeling  the  work  to  be  still  unfinished,  she  entered  on  her  third 
journey  to  the  East  on  the  8rd  of  Tenth  Month.  This  time  she  was 
desirous  of  visiting  Adrianople,  and  that  portion  of  Thrace  lying  to  the 
north  and  east  of  that  town,  where  she  had  reason  to  believe  much  dis* 
tress  existed  amongst  the  refugees  who  the  previous  year  had  fled  to 
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Bourgas,  in  Bulgeiria,  in  consequence  of  the  outrages  which  were  then 
inflicted  upon  them,  and  the  murders  that  were  taking  place. 

The  CJommittee  had  been  warned  that  certain  officials  would  be  adverse 
to  the  work  of  our  friend,  and  unless  steps  were  taken  to  coimteract  their 
opposition  it  might  seriously  hamper  her  proceedings.  Our  Foreign 
Office  wjts  therefore  appealed  to,  and  the  facts  of  the  case  laid  before  it. 
Lord  Lansdowne  at  once  gave  his  sympathetic  assistance,  and  forwarded 
instructions  to  our  Ambassador  at  Constantinople,  whereby  the 
threatened  opposition  was  entirely  overruled,  and  the  way  made  easier 
for  our  friend. 

In  company  with  George  Marsh,  a  resident  American  Missionary,  she 
proceeded  first  to  Adrianople,  thence  to  Kirk  Kiliss^,  and  later  to  Malko 
Timovo,  making  a  considerable  stay  at  each  of  the  latter  towns.  She 
found  a  large  number  of  the  people  who  had  been  clothed  and  fed  last 
winter  at  Bourgas  had  now  returned  to  their  ruined  homesteads  in 
Thrace.  The  cottages  had  been  repaired,  but  as  all  their  property  had 
been  stolen  or  destroyed,  and  their  live  stock  carried  off,  they  were  in 
want  of  everything  to  begin  life  afresh.  Our  friend,  Georgina  King 
Lewis,  was  able  from  the  JE757  which  she  had  at  her  disposal  to  provide 
many  of  them  with  com  for  winter  food,  and  seed  for  the  autumn  sowing 
of  their  fields,  for  all  of  which  the  most  lively  gratitude  was  expressed ; 
and  she  considers  that  if  only  the  people  are  left  aJone,  and  permitted  to 
live  in  peace,  they  will  be  able,  with  their  thrifty  ways  and  simple 
manner  of  living,  to  re-estabUsh  themselves  in  moderate  comfort. 

Many  touching  instances  occurred  of  the  reunion  of  husbands  and 
wives,  fathers  and  children,  mothers  and  sons,  through  the  return  of 
prisoners  who  had  been  liberated  from  Turkish  prisons  through  the  inter- 
vention' of  the  Bulgarian  Government  and  the  British  representatives  in 
the  East. 

Our  friend  returned  home  on  the  17th  of  the  Eleventh  Month,  with  the 
satisfaction  of  having  been  permitted  to  accomplish  the  service  which 
lay  upon  her  heart.  The  difficulties  of  the  way  were  not  a  few,  the  food 
obtainable  poor,  and  the  personal  acconuuodation  not  devoid  of  hardship, 
whereby  her  health  was  for  a  time  unfavourably  affected. 

The  Committee  feel  very  thankful  to  Georgina  King  Lewis  for  Ker 
devoted  and  efficient  service,  and  unite  with  her  in  thankfulness  to  God 
that  she  was  able  to  accomplish  it  satisfactorily  and  return  in  safety  to 
her  home  and  friends. 

The  Committee  consider  that  the  work  is  now  completed,  and  ask  to 
be  discharged  from  further  service. 

A  statement  of  account,  showing  the  money  received  and  its  applica- 
tion, is  presented  herewith.

Rkport  to  the  Ybably  Meetino. 

As  in  former  years,  we  have  had  to  enter  into  close  sympathy  with 
several  of  our  missionaries  who  have  suffered  through  illness  or  bereave- 
ment. Especially  would  we  mention  the  loss  we  have  sustained  by  the 
death  of  Rachel  Maria  Clark  in  Madagascar.  Her  missionary  service 
extended  over  a  period  of  thirty-three  years,  and  she  had  only  recently 
gone  out  again  with  her  husband  to  help  during  a  time  of  special  need. 
Whilst  warmly  sympathizing  with  her  husband  and  family,  and  sharing 
their  sense  of  loss  and  bereavement,  we  give  thanks  for  her  life  and  for 
her  loving,  untiring  devotion  to  her  Master  and  to  those  amongst  whom 
she  lived  and  died. 

We  rejoice  in  the  glad  note  of  thankfulness,  hope,  and  encouragement 
which  runs  through  all  the  reports  from  our  mission  fields.  There  have 
been  difficulties,  perplexities,  and  changes  to  face,  but  courage  and  trust 
have  risen  to  meet  then?,  and  through  the  unfailing  goodness  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  we  can  thankfully  record  that  the  work,  as  a  whole,  has 
gone  steadily  forward  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

From  India  we  have  evidence  of  a  quickened  spirit  amongst  our 
workers,  and  of  a  deepened  desire  for  fuller  life  and  power  which  gives 
promise  of  its  own  fulfilment.  The  work  has  been  advancing  on  quiet, 
natural  lines,  every  part  of  it  helping  every  other.  One  of  its  most 
encouraging  features  is  the  way  in  which  the  example  of  our  missionaries 
is  beg^ning  to  kindle  the  spirit  of  missionary  enthusiasm  in  those  under 
their  influence.  Young  men  have  found  something  too  good  to  keep  to 
themselves,  and  in  the  new  joy  of  following  "  Christ  the  King  "  are  going 
out  in  their  leisure  hours  to  the  villages  arotmd  to  tell  others  the  good 
news.  Our  missionaries  feel  it  a  matter  of  urgency  that  those  who, 
having  found  Christ  for  themselves,  volunteer  to  carry  the  message  of 
His  love  to  their  fellow-countrymen,  should  be  adequately  trained  for 
the  service.  With  this  aim  they  have  just  started  a  Training  Home  for 
Native  Helpers  under  the  care  of  Henry  Isaac  Robson. 

In  Madagascar  our  work  has  been  much  affected  in  two  of  its 
departments  by  changes  in  French  law. 

The  first  and  most  important  is  a  regulation  whereby  all  boys  over 
fourteen  years  of  age  attending  our  schools  are  obliged  to  have  regular 
instruction  in  simple  manual  work. 

This  has  necessitated  the  complete  reorganization  of  the  work  in  the 
Boys*  High  School  at  Ambohijatovo.  It  has  been  no  easy  task,  but  we 
are  thankful  that  Herbert  Standing's  health  has  been  so  far  restored 
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that  he  has  been  able  to  grapple  with  the  difficulty  and  rearrange  the 
curriculum. 

The  other  change  is  the  law  which  forbids  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
in  and  around  Tananarive  by  any  but  chemists  holding  a  French  diploma. 
This  almost  puts  an  end  to  the  dispensing  of  medicines  by  our  Medical 
Mission,  and  is  felt  to  be  a  great  hardship  by  the  Malagasy  poor,  who 
cannot  afford  to  pay  the  prices  demanded  by  the  pharmacists. 

The  reports  of  Church  work  both  in  town  and  country  are,  in  the 
main,  encouraging.  Some  congregations  which  caused  sorrow  and 
disappointment  a  year  or  two  ago  are  now  showing  signs  of  life  and 
vigour.  A  most  hopeful  feature  is  the  enthusiasm  with  which  the 
native  Christians  maintain  their  missionary  work.  They  have  an 
independent  Society  of  their  own,  the  object  of  which  is  to  make 
the  Sakalava  tribe  sharers  with  themselves  in  the  blessings  of  Christ, 
and  they  have  raised  nearly  1,000  francs  during  the  year  for  the  support 
of  their  workers.  They  share  also  in  the  work  of  the  Imerina  Missionary 
Society,  in  which  the  L.M.S.  and  other  Churches  join. 

The  work  in  Syria  has  gone  on  quietly  without  very  marked  incident. 
John  and  Emily  Sims,  of  Madagascar,  have  been  spending  part  of  their 
furlough  on  the  Lebanon,  in  order  to  give  a  helping  hand  in  the  Boys* 
High  School  during  the  enforced  absence  of  Thomas  and  Wega  Littie. 
Their  visit  "  has  done  much  to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  work  and 
workers  '*  by  bringing  in  some  of  the  experience  and  methods  that  have 
been  found  successful  elsewhere. 

Under  the  able  superintendence  of  its  new  matron,  Theodora  H. 
Cunnington,  the  Hospital  has  done  good  work  throughout  the  year. 
Here,  as  elsewhere,  the  help  and  healing  gained  through  the  Hospital 
have  often  prepared  the  way  for  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel  message. 
**  They  served  me  as  angels  "  was  the  testimony  given  by  one  poor  man 
received  in  a  dying  state  because  his  own  friends  all  shunned  him. 

The  visit  of  the  deputation  to  China  has  been  a  cause  of  profoimd 
thanksgiving,  both  to  the  workers  in  the  field  and  to  us  at  home.  The 
deputation,  which  consisted  of  Albert  J.  Crosfield,  Dr.  William  Wilson, 
and  Marshall  N.  Fox,  were  able  to  get  into  close  touch  with  all  the  work 
and  with  every  worker,  and  saw  their  way  to  sanction  and  encourage  a 
forward  movement  in  several  directions.  An  abstract  of  the  detailed 
Report  presented  to  the  Board  on  their  return  was  published.  Since 
then  the  Reports  received  have  been  full  of  hope  and  encouragement. 
The  thankfulness  our  missionaries  record  for  "  good  health  and  freedom 
from  riots  and  disturbances  "  is  a  reminder  of  the  long  and  very  wearing 
strain  some  of  them  have  undergone,  and  causes  us  to  rejoice  the  more 
in  the  new  and  magnificent  openings  now  before  them. 

The  work  in  and  around  Chungking  is  progressing  and  expanding — 
exranding  at  a  greater  rate  than  we  have  strength  for.    All  the  Reports 
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from  T*ang  Gh*wan  are  full  of  encouragement.  There  is  a  great  hunger 
amongst  the  people  to  hear  and  learn,  and  it  is  good  to  know  that  the 
girls  and  younger  women  are  as  eager  as  the  men.  Many  girls  are 
unbinding  their  feet — a  symbol  of  the  expansion  all  round  of  their 
hitherto  poor,  cramped  lives. 

B.  J.  and  M.  J.  Davidson  have  opened  work  for  our  Association  in  the 
great  city  of  Ghentu,  where  a  desirable  compound  has  been  secured,  and 
needful  buildings  are  being  erected  and  existing  ones  adapted  for  Class- 
rooms and  a  temporary  Meeting-house.  B.  J.  Davidson  began  holding 
meetings  early  in  September,  and  says  he  has  ^'  seldom,  if  ever,  preached 
to  such  interested  audiences.*' 

The  conviction  grows  upon  us  that  the  present  is  a  supreme  oppor- 
tunity in  China.  The  eagerness  for  Western  learning,  including  a 
knowledge  of  Western  religion,  is  something  hitherto  unparalleled,  and 
throws  upon  us  a  great  responsibility  **to  make  use  of  the  present 
conditions  which  the  Lord  has  provided  for  the  furtherance  of  His 
kingdom." 

The  work  in  Ceylon  grows  apace — all  is  ready,  but  the  reapers  are 
few.  The  Schools  for  both  Sinhalese  and  Tamil  children  are  doing 
excellent  work.  There  are  twenty-eight  of  these  schools  with  over 
1,200  children  and  young  men  in  ;attendance,  and  in  each  school  the 
Bible  is  daily  taught. 

The  Girls'  Boaxding  School  carried  on  by  Elizabeth  F.  Gibbons  has 
prospered.  Sidney  Long  has  a  small  Training  Class  for  Tamil  young 
men  who  are  preparing  to  become  teachers. 

We  hope  that  the  presence  of  Joseph  and  Frances  J.  Malcomson  in 
England  and  Ireland  during  the  time  of  their  furlough  will  greatly 
increase  the  knowledge  of  and  interest  in  the  work  in  this  field. 

Ernest  C.  and  Marion  Eer,  formerly  of  our  India  Mission,  have  joined 
the  workers  in  Ceylon,  where  we  trust  they  may  have  health  and  strength 
to  labour  for  many  years. 

The  visit  of  the  China  deputation  to  Ceylon  on  their  return  journey 
was  a  great  encouragement  to  the  missionaries,  and  has  been  most 
valuable  to  the  Home  Conmiittee. 

At  home  the  Office  Staff  has  been  strengthened  and  the  work  rendered 
more  efficient  by  the  appointment  of  Marshall  N.  Fox  as  Organizing 
Secretary.  The  response  to  his  efforts  has  already  shown  that  there 
is  an  increasing  interest  in  our  work,  and  that  its  claims  are  being  recog- 
nized. Nevertheless,  in  face  of  the  large  deficit  at  the  end  of  1904,  the 
Board  felt  itself  obliged  when  considering  the  estimates  from  our  five 
fields  for  1906  to  order  reductions  amoimting  to  nearly  Jgl,500.  To  effect 
this  reduction  has  meant  the  refusal  to  embrace  opportunities  for  service 
which  seem  to  have  been  providentially  presented  to  us,  besides  the 
curtailment  of  useful  work  already  in  operation. 
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Few  can  realize  the  pain  which  these  restrictions  have  brought  to 
those  who,  at  their  Master's  call,  have  devoted  their  lives  to  His  service 
in  the  Foreign  Field.  Many  of  them  have  contributed  generously,  even 
from  their  own  limited  allowances,  in  order  to  help  the  Association  in 
this  time  of  need. 

Similar  self-sacrifice  has  marked  many  of  the  gifts  received  from 
others,  and  we  give  thanks  for  the  way  in  which  hitherto  the  funds 
needed  for  the  constantly  growing  work  of  the  Association  have  been 
provided. 

As  we  realize,  each  for  himself,  what  Jesus  Christ  has  done  for  us  and 
what  He  is  to  us  to-day,  our  hearts  are  filled  with  longing  that  those 
who  are  strangers  to  Him  and  who  have  not  tasted  His  great  salvation 
should  come  to  know  Him  for  themselves  and  share  with  us  the  joy 
and  peace  which  He  is  yearning  to  bestow.  May  the  happiness  of 
bringing  this  blessing  to  sad  and  lonely  hearts  be  shared  in  by  an  ever 
increasing  host  of  those  who  have  found  Him  to  be  indeed  their  Saviour 
and  their  Friend.

ABSTRACT  OF  REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  TEMPERANCE 
UNION  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  80th  FOURTH  MONTH, 
1905. 

The  year  for  which  our  Report  is  presented  has  been  one  of  consider- 
able importance  in  the  Temperance  cause.  The  passage  into  law  of  the 
recent  Licensing  Bill  is  felt  to  be  a  serious  obstacle  in  the  way  of  Tem- 
perance workers ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  encouragement  is  afforded  by 
many  evidences  of  substantial  progress,  among  which  the  large  reduction 
in  the  National  Drink  Bill  is  conspicuous. 

Various  causes  have  no  doubt  contributed  to  this  result ;  the  steady 
persevering  efforts  of  Temperance  reformers  in  spreading  a  knowledge 
of  moral  and  scientific  truths,  is  undoubtedly  to  be  reckoned  as  amongst 
the  most  important. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  preparation  and  circulation  of 
sound  temperance  literature. 

Seven  fresh  posters  have  been  issued  during  the  year.  The  many 
testimonies  received  to  the  usefulness  of  these  encourage  the  Executive 
to  continue  this  effort  in  the  belief  that  in  so  doing  they  are  producing  a 
useful  meaiis  of  carrying  on  aggressive  Temperance  work. 

We  have  issued  fresh  editions  of  three  of  our  F.T.U.  booklets,  and 
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also,  after  careful  revision,  the  Letter  to  Boys  and  Girls  originally  issued 
thirteen  years  ago.  A  new  edition,  corrected  up  to  date,  of  our  list  of 
Inebriate  Homes  was  issued  last  autumn,  copies  of  which  may  still  be 
had  on  application  to  the  Secretary. 

A  very  useful  paper  on  Temperance  Education,  by  D.  H.  Harding,  has 
also  been  printed  and  circulated  amongst  the  Secretaries  of  our  corre- 
sponding Societies. 

Copies  of  the  reading  book  by  W.  N.  Edwards,  and  **  Labour  and 
Brink,"  by  John  Bums,  M.P.,  have  been  sold  to  Temperance  workers  at 
reduced  prices. 

Several  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  Society  have  been  visited  and 
addressed  upon  Temperance  subjects.  At  Ayton  and  Rawdon  the  pupils 
prepared  essays  based- on  simple  physiological  talks  given  by  the  Secre- 
tary ;  for  the  best  of  these,  prizes  were  g\ven  by  the  Committee  on  the 
adjudication  of  Theodore  Neild  and  Fielden  Thorp  respectively. 

Our  Juvenile  Meeting  this  year  was,  as  usual,  a  time  of  great  interest. 
A  scientific  lecture  by  W.  N.  Edwards,  and  a  series  of  slides  illustrating 
scenes  amongst  the  Japs,  were  the  principal  features  in  the  entertain- 
ment. 

The  Platform  Exchange  Committee  has  done  much  useful  work  by 
promoting  visits  amongst  the  different  Metropolitan  Associations  and 
holding  Conferences,  at  which  papers  have  been  read  on  various  phases 
of  the  Temperance  question,  and  plans  for  mutual  assistance  discussed. 

Several  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Lending  Reference 
Library. 

Lectures  have  been  delivered  by  Theodore  Neild  in  several  places, 
including  Ackworth  and  Saffiron  Walden  Schools,  and  the  Secretary 
reports  visits  to  about  eighty  places  for  Lecturing  and  Deputation 
purposes. 

The  demand  for  loans  of  lantern  slides  and  other  articles  to  illustrate 
temperance  lectures  continues  to  increase,  and  additions  are  made  as 
finances  allow. 

Two  of  our  Committee  joined  by  invitation  a  deputation  to  the  Alake 
of  Abeokuta  on  the  occasion  of  his  recent  visit  to  England. 

The  loss  of  our  Yearly  Meeting  Collection  through  the  omission  of  our 
Annual  Meeting  last  year  was  kindly  met  by  some  special  contributions, 
but,  as  we  are  again  deprived  of  this  important  portion  of  our  usual 
resources,  we  must  very  earnestly  appeal  to  our  friends  for  their  liberal 
support,  if  the  efiiciency  of  the  Union  is  to  be  maintained.

Continental  Committee,  4tth  of  Eighth  Month,  1904. 

First  Minute. — Referring  to  Second  Mmute  of  our  Meeting  on  30th 
of  Sixth  Month,  John  Bigg,  of  Wellington,  New  Zealand,  who  is  present 
with  UB,  has  expressed  feelingly  the  need  existing  for  endeavouring  to 
promote  and  sustain  Meetings  for  Worship  in  some  localities  in  New 
Zealand ;  that  to  carry  this  out  it  would  need  the  prolonged  visit  of 
some  one  or  more  Friends  whose  hearts  were  drawn  to  this  matter,  as 
service  for  the  Lord;  also  that,  if  practicable,  a  conference  of  New 
Zealand  Friends  should  be  held  to  consider  what  can  be  done,  as  at 
present  no  means  exist  for  receiving  into  membership  any  persons 
wishing  to  be  united  with  Friends,  excepting  locally  in  Auckland  Two 
Months*  Meeting.

THE   SOCIETY  OF  FRIENDS  IN   NEW  ZEALAND. 

EXTKACT  FROM  MiNUTE   OP  THB  MbBTINO  FOR   SUFFERINOSf  HELD  2nD  OF 

Twelfth  Month,  1904. 

"We  warmly  commend  the  following  document  to  the  prayerful 
consideration  of  our  Quarterly,  Monthly,  and  Particular  Meetings,  and  of 
members  of  our  Society  individually,  desiring  that  any  whom  our  Lord 
may  call  to  service  in  New  Zealand  may  offer  themselves  gladly  and 
imreservedly  to  Him.  We  feel  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  any 
Friends  feeling  this  matter  laid  upon  their  hearts  should  confer  with 
the  Continental  Committee  before  bringing  their  concern  before  their 
Monthly  Meeting.'* 

The  members  of  our  Society  in  New  Zealand  and  their  children  who 
have  a  claim  to  membership,  number,  so  far  as  is  known,  about  280 ; 
though  in  the  Government  census  for  1901,  818  persons  returned  them- 
selves as  belonging  to  the  Society  of  Friends.  They  are  scattered  over 
the  two  islands  which  stretch  from  north  to  south  nearly  900  miles. 

New  Zealand  differs  from  the  Australian  States  in  having  no  great 
city;  there  are  four  cities  of  moderate  size — Auckland,  Wellington, 
Christchurch,  and  Dunedin.  About  half  the  Friends  live  in  these  cities, 
the  remainder  being  scattered  through  the  smaller  towns  and  country 
districts,  as  shown  to  some  extent  on  the  accompanying  map,  which  also 
shows  the  means  of  communication  by  land  and  sea. 

There  is  only  one  established  Meeting  in  New  Zealand,  namely, 
Auckland  Monthly  Meeting.  Besides  its  settled  Meeting  for  Worship  it 
has  its  Adult  and  Junior  First-day  Schools  and  a  Bible  Class.  Small 
Meetings  are  held  in  Friends'  houses  at  Colyton  in  the  north  island  and 
in  Dunedin  in  the  south  island. 

Auckland  Monthly  Meeting  for  Discipline  is  held  on  a  First-day  to 
enable  Friends  to  attend.  Labour  is  costly,  and  men  of  business  and 
farmers  employ  as  little  of  it  as  they  can,  hence  their  lives  axe  very 
busy,  and  they  have  no  one  to  leave  in  charge  when  they  go  Irom  home. 

More  corporate  life  seems  to  be  essential  if  Friends  are  to  continue  as 
a  Society  in  New  Zealand.  At  present  they  are  largely  strangers  to  one 
another,  and  their  children  are  practically  unacquainted  with  Friends' 
usages,  and  have  no  chance  of  forming  life-long  friendships  with  one 
another,  such  as  many  at  us  formed  at  York,  Ackworth,  and  o^er 
schools. 

A  thoughtful  Friend  in  New  Zealand,  referring  to  the  wish  of  some  to 
become  members  of  our  Society,  lately  wrote :  **  It  seems  a  pity  to  me 
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some  provision  should  not  be  made  to  meet  such  cases.  The  next  few 
years,  humanly  speaking,  will  largely  decide  the  future  of  the  Society  in 
New  Zealand.  The  children  of  Friends  who  have  emigrated  from  home 
in  a  little  while,  as  they  become  the  heads  of  families,  will  either  drift 
from  all  religious  communities  or  cast  in  their  lot  definitely  with  local 
Churches.  I  feel  deeply  the  position  is  a  critical  one.  I  do  not  believe 
there  b  a  finer  field  in  the  world  for  Friends'  principles  than  in  New 
Zealand.  There  is  not  only  an  openness  to  receive,  but  an  absence  of  that 
prejudice  that  leads  to  resist  what  is  true.*' 

In  looking  to  the  future,  three  lines  of  action  present  themselves. 
First,  the  holding  of  a  conference  of  Friends  in  New  Zealand  when  our 
Friends  there  think  the  time  has  come  for  it,  at  which  the  presence  of 
some  English  Friends  accredited  by  London  Yearly  Meeting  would  seem 
desirable.  Second,  the  establishment  of  a  School  for  Friends'  children, 
or  else  of  homes  of  residence,  under  the  care  of  Friends,  in  connection 
with  established  Schools.  Third,  the  prolonged  visit  of  some  Friend  on 
whose  heart  the  Lord  has  laid  the  service,  to  follow  up  the  loving  work 
of  our  late  friend,  Ann  F.  Jackson,  in  visiting  our  scattered  members 
and  bringing  them  together ;  encouraging  the  setting  up  of  Meetings  for 
Worship,  and  preparing  the  way  for  Meetings  for  Church  Affairs.  This 
service  will  require  a  considerable  time  for  its  accomplishment,  involving 
a  lengthened  stay,  sometimes  in  one  locality  and  sometimes  in  another. 
We  do  not  doubt  that  such  work,  rightly  entered  upon  at  the  Divine  call, 
would  be  fruitful  in  producing  lasting  results. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  sends  out  this  Minute  to  our  Quarterly  and 
Monthly  Meetings  and  Friends  generally,  with  the  prayerful  desire  that 
it  may  lead  some  Friends,  whom  the  Lord  is  preparing  for  the  service,  to 
devote  themselves  thereto  with  the  approval  and  sanction  of  their  local 
Meetings  and  of  London  Yearly  Meeting.

Band  of  Hope  Union  and  the  Peace  Committee  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  and  I  hereby  declare  that  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  the 
time  being  of  the  said  Union  and  Committee  respectively  shall  be  good 
and  sufficient  discharge  to  my  said  Trustees."  We  ask  the  Peace 
Conunittee  to  report  to  us  as  to  their  proposals  regarding  the  expenditure 
of  the  Fund.

This  Committee  suggests  that  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  should  pass 
a  Minute  expressive  of  our  thankfulness  that  the  Governments  of  this 
country  and  Russia  are  agreeing  upon  a  pcM^ific  method  of  arrangement 
of  the  difficulties  attendant  upon  the  recent  incident  on  the  North  Sea, 
and  that  a  copy  of  such  Minute  be  sent  to  Lord  Lansdowne  and  Count 
Lamsdorfif. 

Further  Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  4th  of 
Eleventh  Month,  1904. 

We  desire  to  express  our  deep  satisfaction  that  the  Government  of 
this  country  and  of  Russia  are  resorting  to  pacific  means  for  the  settle- 
ment of  the  difficulties  arising  out  of  the  recent  North  Sea  incident,  and 
we  pray  that  the  blessing  of  God  may  rest  upon  their  efforts.  We 
cordially  recognize  the  spirit  of  moderation  and  justice  which  has  been 
exhibited  by  both  Governments,  and  the  value  of  the  friendly  services  of 
the  French  Ambassador.  We  abo  rejoice  that  a  Commission  of  Inquiry 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Hague  Convention  is  affording  a  practicable 
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method  for  the  pacific  solution  of  a  critical  matter  affecting  two  great 
Powers,  and  we  accept  this  as  promising  well  for  the  future  peace  of 
Europe.

The  substance  of  the  opinion  which  I  expressed  to  you  verbally 
about  type- written  docimients  is  this  :  The  purple  and  green  inks  in 
vogue  for  type-writing  are  usually  made  from  aniline  dyes,  and  are 
not  permanent,  but  will  fade  in  a  few  years.  But  the  type -written 
copies  made  by  impressions  from  a  carbon  transfer  paper  are  more 
permanent,  and  will  not  fade.  Quite  of  equal  importance,  in  my 
opinion,  is  the  quality  of  the  paper.  The*  tliick,  spongy  papers  so 
often  used  in  type-writing  are  not  durable,  being  often  made  from 
wood-pulp,  or  containing  wood-pulp.  They  will  go  to  dust  in  twenty 
or  twenty -five  years.  Much  to  be  preferred  is  a  hard-surfaced,  thin 
paper ;  and,  if  possible,  it  should  be  a  paper  guaranteed  made  from 
linen  rags.  Cheap  papers  are  almost  always  made  of  material  that 
will  not  last.

Minute  of  Mebting  for  Suffbrinos,  held  3ed  of  Sixth 
Month,  1904. 

Our  dear  friend,  Charles  D.  Terrell,  has  been  present  with  us  to^aj, 
and,  after  giving  us  an  interesting  account  of  his  work  in  France  under 
the  Certificate  granted  him  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  in  1899,  and  endorsed  by  that  Meeting  in  1902,  he  has  asked 
that  this  Meeting  should  further  express  lbs  conciurenoe  in  this  seryioe 
and  permit  him  to  extend  the  area  of  his  work  into  Brittany  or  elsewhere 
as  way  seems  to  open. 

We  sympathize  with  our  friend  under  the  special  conditions,  which 
at  times  may  seem  dark  and  difficult,  but  we  rejoice  with  him  on  the 
evidence  of  Divine  blessing  upon  his  work  which  he  is  able  to  report* 
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We  wumly  encourage  our  dear  friends,  Charles  D.  and  Mabel  Terr^, 
fco  proceed  with  their  serrice  as  they  may,  under  the  loving  guidance  of 
oar  Heavenly  Father,  see  their  way  marked  out  before  them,  whether  in 
Brittany  or  in  the  district  in  which  their  labours  have  hitherto  been 
given,  or  in  other  parts  of  France. 

We  commend  them  and  their  work  to  the  prayerful  sympathy  and 
interest  of  Friends  and  others  who  are  desirous  for  the  well-being  of  the 
French  people  and  for  the  amicable  relations  between  that  country  and 
our  own.

The  subject  of  the  present  position  of  Chas.  D.  Terrell  has  been 
brought  before  this  Meeting  by  a  Friend.  Uneasiness  is  felt  by  some 
Friends  respecting  his  move  to  Brittany  and  the  work  in  which  he  is 
now  engaged,  as  it  is  felt  that  this  Meeting  did  not  fully  understand 
what  was  involved  in  approving  of  bis  proposed  service  in  Brittany  as  it 
did  by  its  first  Minute  of  Sixth  Month  last. 

After  some  consideration  of  the  matter,  we  desire  to  encourage  our 
friends,  Chas.  D.  and  Mabel  Terrell,  and  the  Committee  appointed  to 
correspond  with  them,  to  carry  on  for  the  present  the  work  in  which 
they  are  engaged.  But  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  Society  at  largo, 
through  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  should  have 
a  full  opportunity  next  year  thoroughly  to  make  itself  acquainted  with 
all  the  circumstances  of  his  work  and  prospects.

Report  of  Committee  Appointed  to  Correspond  with  Charles  D. 
Terrell  for  thb  Year  1904. 

To  (he  Meeting  for  Sufferings, 

We  expect  Charles  D.  Terrell  will  attend  the  next  Yearly  Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight  to  give  an  account  of  his  work  in  France,  in 
order  that  the  Society  at  large  may  have  an  opportunity  to  make  itself 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  it. 

As  he  was  present  at  the  Meeting  for  Sufiferings  last  Sixth  Month, 
a  brief  Report  only  at  the  present  time  will  be  looked  for  from  uf. 

We  desire  to  express  our  continued  belief  in  the  abiding  concern  of  our 
friend  as  to  his  cidl  to  labour  in  France,  and  our  sense  of  the  encourage- 
ment he  has  met  with  where  he  is  at  present  located.     This  seems  to 
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point  to  the  move  being  a  right  one — that  of  leaving  La  Rochelle  and 
coming  to  Paimpol,  in  Brittany.  At  the  same  time  it  is  satisfactory, 
to  hear  that  much  of  the  work  in  La  Bochelle  is  now  being  oared  for  by 
Caroline  Armfield  and  others,  amongst  whom  are  residents  who  have 
been  led  to  continue  some  of  the  Meetings  instituted  by  Charles  and 
Mabel  Terrell.  Charles  Terrell  intends  to  visit  that  neighbourhood, 
where  he  has  worked  for  about  five  years,  this  month,  and  two  of 
our  number  hope  to  visit  him  in  Brittany  quite  shortly. 

During  the  last  year,  besides  visiting  Basse  Indre  and  other  places 
further  afield,  he,  with  the  help  of  a  motor-cycle,  journeyed  to  many 
villages  in  the  vicinity  of  La  lUx^helle,  when  fairs  were  held,  thus 
reaching  many  by  speaking  to  the  people  and  distributing  Gospels. 

In  Paimpol  and  neighbourhood,  where  there  is  no  other  existing 
Protestant  work  or  organization — a  mission  formerly  carried  on  having 
ceased — our  friend  has  been  warmly  welcomed.  An  increasing  number 
attend  the  meetings  he  has  held,  crowding  the  room  he  has  taken  for  the 
purpose. 

Mabel  Terrell  is  now  in  Needham  Market,  which  place  may  be  con- 
sidered their  home.  She  hopes  to  join  her  husband  later  in  this  month. 
He  had  the  help  and  company  of  her  sister  at  Paimpol  before  Christmas. 

We  append  a  statement  of  account  for  the  past  year,  showing  a  dis- 
bursement of  JS285  9s.  9d.,  and  we  have  submitted  a  re\dsed  estimate  of 
£215  for  the  current  year  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

We  ask  for  the  sympathy  and  prayers  of  Friends  in  the  work  which  is 
engaging  Charles  and  Mabel  Terrell

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REPORT  OP  THE  MEETING  FOR  SUFFERINGS  COMMITTEE 
ON  THE  EDUCATION  RATE. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  has  continued  from  time  to  time 
to  give  advice  to  Friends  in  various  parts  of  the  country  upon  doubtful 
points  in  connection  with  the  Education  Acts,  1902  and  1903.  Some 
new  legal  points  have  arisen  in  connection  with  attempts  made  to 
disfranchise  Friends  and  others,  and  also  in  connection  with  imprison- 
ments for  non-payment  of  the  sectarian  part  of  the  Education  rate. 
In  view  of  the  considerable  number  of  Friends  up  and  down  the  coimtry 
who  feel  that  they  cannot  conscientiously  pay  for  sectarian  teaching,  the 
Committee  think  it  well  that  they  should  be  continued  for  the  present, 
so  that  Friends  may  have  some  one  to  apply  to  on  doubtful  points  of  law 
and  procedure.

REPORT  OF  WOMEN  FRIENDS'  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
TEMPERANCE  WORK,  1905. 

Last  year  the  subject  of "  Methods  and  Scope  of  Band  of  Hope  Work  *' 
was  reported  on  by  our  six  Northern  Quarterly  Meetings.  The  Com- 
mittee felt  that  some  light  might  be  thrown  on  the  difficult  question  of 
keeping  hold  of  our  young  people  when  they  leave  Bands  of  Hope,  and  of 
reaching  others  at  this  important  age,  if  the  Quarterly  Meetings  report- 
ing this  year  were  asked  to  say  what  was  being  done  amongst  them  in 
this  direction. 

We  believe  that  the  inquiry  has  been  helpful.  One  Report  states : 
**  We  have  felt  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  hope  we  may  get  help 
and  stimulus  from  the  discussion.'* 

The  Juvenile  Rechabites  are  mentioned  in  two  Reports  as  being  a 
useful  means  of  keeping  hold  of  young  people ;  in  one  small  town  most 
of  the  members  of  a  Good  Templar  Lodge  were  once  Band  of  Hope  boys 
and  girls. 

The  '*Y"  Branches  of  the  B.W.T.A.,  with  their  subsidiary  "White 
Ribbon  Bands,"  seem  to  play  an  important  part  in  this  respect  in  many 
places.  In  Falmouth  the  **  Y "  officers  are  all  Friends.  Here  the 
membership  is  about  80,  and  120  pledges  have  been  taken  in  two  years. 
Many  of  the  members,  whose  ages  range  from  twelve  to  twenty,  had  been 
in  Bands  of  Hope  and  had  left.  Bristol  and  Somerset  also  speak  of 
girls  leaving  Bands  of  Hope,  being  invited  to  join  "  Y  "  Branches  of  the 
B.W.T.A.,  and  in  Warwickshire  North  three  "  White  Ribbon  Bands  " 
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are  held  in  different  places.  These  are  found  to  be  a  great  help  in  keep- 
ing up  interest  in  the  subject,  in  a  pleasant  and  popular  way  that 
commends  itself  to  young  women. 

Berks  and  Ozon  report  a  Senior  Band  of  Hope,  and  that  in  one  Meet- 
ing the  older  members  have  joined  the  Committee  of  the  Band  of  Hope, 
or  have  been  raised  to  some  little  authority  to  help  in  keeping  order.  In 
another  place  an  effort  is  made  when  members  leave  the  neighbourhood 
to  communicate  with  Temperance  friends  in  the  district  to  which  they 
are  going. 

In  the  Friends'  Schoolroom  at  Plymouth  a  flourishing  Band  of  Hope 
is  held  each  week.  A  public  Temperance  meeting  follows,  when  former 
members  of  the  Band  of  Hope  are  helpers.  Some  belong  to  a  choir 
which  has  been  formed  in  connection  with  the  Temperance  Association. 
"  With  others,"  a  School  Boys*  Temperance  Union  has  been  formed  for 
those  belonging  to  higher-class  schools.  Drawing-room  meetings  are 
occasionally  held,  and  it  has  been  encouraging  when  former  members 
have  presided  and  told  of  their  fsdthfulness  through  College  life.  In  a 
small  slum  Mission,  amongst  a  costermonger  population,  the  older  boys 
are  cared  for  two  evenings  in  the  week.  At  their  request,  a  Pleasant 
Sunday  Afternoon  Class  has  been  started  for  those  over  fourteen,  in 
which  some  are  taking  part.  They  are  beginning  to  make  a  stand  against 
drink  and  gambling. 

The  Monthly  Meeting  of  Warwickshire  North  tells  of  Senior  Bands  of 
Hope  for  the  girls  and  boys  when  they  are  getting  to  feel  themselves  too 
old  to  mix  with  the  children.  In  one  place  a  Temperance  Circle,  which 
began  for  older  people,  has  become  a  meeting  for  **  the  cream  of  our 
Band  of  Hope,"  as  one  of  our  helpers  calls  them.  The  young  people 
contribute  music,  songs,  and  recitations ;  some  direct  Temperance  talk 
is  always  given. 

From  Birmingham  Meeting  we  hear  that  social  gatherings  have  been 
held — a  few  years  ago— for  discussing  various  aspects  of  the  Temperance 
Question,  Licensing,  &c.  Younger  Friends  were  particularly  invited, 
and  the  meetings  were  considered  very  helpful  and  stimulating.  The 
young  people  who  have  left  the  Workhouse  Homes  in  the  same  city  are, 
as  far  as  possible,  invited  to  a  social  tea  every  winter  by  Friends.  Poor 
Law  Guardians  are  always  present,  and  they  also  encourage  the  young 
people  to  keep  to  their  pledge ;  and,  we  believe,  these  meetings  have 
been  the  means  of  strengthening  good  resolutions  formed  at  the  Band 
of  Hope. 

At  Dorking  Meeting-house  we  hear  that  three  grades  of  work  are 
going  on — an  Infants'  Band  of  Hope,  an  ordinary  Band  of  Hope,  and  a 
Senior  Society — so  that  the  children  can  be  passed  on  from  one  to 
another,  invitations  to  the  latter  being  given  to  all  over  fourteen,  and 
they  are  warmly  encouraged  to  help  in  the  meetings.    Recently  a  letter 
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of  encouragement  has  been  sent  to  eighty  old  members,  many  of  whom 
are  scattered  or  in  difficult  positions.  Dorking  Friends  also  work  an 
excellent  Band  of  Hope  in  the  village  of  Westcott,  and  oat  of  it  has 
grown  a  most  enthusiastic  Temperance  Society,  worked  principally  by 
the  young  people  themselves. 

At  Southampton  a  special  effort  is  being  made  to  help  the  girls  who 
are  employed  in  laundries,  and  a  number  of  them  have  been  induced  to 
sign  the  pledge.  One  Woman  Friend,  who  works  in  a  country  place, 
finds  that  it  is  the  best  plan  to  have  only  one  society,  in  which  the  age 
of  the  members  varies  from  seven  to  seventy.  Thus  no  young  person 
can  feel  "  too  old  for  the  Band  of  Hope."  It  is  convenient,  when  attend- 
ing the  meetings  involves  a  long,  dark  walk,  that  elder  people  should 
come  with  the  children,  and  among  simple  country  folk  the  same  ad- 
dresses and  amusements  are  appreciated  by  old  and  young. 

The  Report  from  Sussex,  Surrey  and  Hants  also  states  that  it  is 
beUeved  that  the  best  way  to  make  the  good  influence  of  the  Band  of 
Hope  permanent  is  to  take  care  that  the  members  have  such  teaching 
as  to  convince  them  with  a  lifelong  conviction  of  the  evils  of  alcohol 
and  the  benefits  of  Total  Abstinence. 

The  Committee  hope  that  the  Meetings  throughout  the  country  where 

this  Report  is  read  will  consider  their  duty  towards  the  important  class 

which  has  been  especially  considered,  not  only  in  endeavouring  to  retain 

them  as  total  abstainers,  but  in  training  them  to  become  effectual  workers 

in  a  cause  to  which,  as  true  patriots  and  Christians,  we  desire  that  they 

should  give  their  whole-hearted  service.

ACKWORTH  SCHOOL. 
Annual  Report  fob  the  Year  1904. 

The  year  just  ended  is  the  first  that  has  been  divided  into  three  terms. 
It  is  too  soon  to  speak  of  results.  The  change  allows  the  Old  Scholars* 
Association  to  meet  at  the  School  during  the  Easter  recess;  and  has 
rendered  it  desirable  for  the  General  Conunittee  to  hold  three  meetings 
in  the  year  instead  of  four. 

Each  Term  the  School  has  been  quite  full,  and  there  have  been  also 
four  girls  and  one  boy  as  day  scholars.  Eighty-four  children  left  during 
the  year,  which  gives  three  years  and  five  months  as  the  average  duration 
of  School  life.. 

The  health  record  is  excellent.  Simultaneously  with  the  occurrence 
of  cases  of  scarlatina  in  the  village  five  girls  in  the  Spring  Term  and 
one  boy  in  the  Autumn  Term  had  that  ailment  in  a  mild  form.  There 
were  also  a  few  cases  of  chicken-pox.  The  erection  upon  the  premises 
of  a  small  Isolation  Hospital,  with  accommodation  for  six  patients,  will 
prove  a  great  relief  to  the  School  Authorities,  and  also  a  valuable  aid  in 
circumscribing  infection.  The  work  was  ably  carried  out  under  the  care 
of  our  Clerk  of  the  Works,  at  the  moderate  cost  of  J£d60.  The  drains 
have  been  again  inspected,  and  one  or  two  minor  improvements  have 
been  made. 

As  anticipated  in  last  Report,  the  Boys*  Dormitory  extension  was 
completed  in  the  spring,  and  sixty  beds  have  been  placed  in  the  two 
new  rooms  thus  provided.  This  lessens  the  number  in  the  former 
Dormitories  by  one  third ;  but  the  Board  of  Education  Inspectors  hint 
that  an  ideal  standard  of  space  has  not  yet  been  fully  reached,  and 
clearly  state  that  on  the  Girls*  side  there  should  be  an  increase  of 
sleeping  acconmiodation  without  delay. 

It  may  be  mentioned  here  that  a  new  storage  battery  has  been  laid 
down  to  insure  the  continuous  working  of  the  electric  light. 
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The  accompanying  accoonts  present  the  financial  condition  of  the 
School  on  the  Slat  of  Twelfth  Month,  1904. 

The  balance  in  favour  of  the  Institution  on  current  account  is 
£1S  19s.  2d.  The  sum  of  £lfilO  has  been  received  in  Legacies,  which 
has  been  placed  to  Legacy  Reserve  Account. 

The  average  cost  per  child  has  been  £S9  Os.  8d.  against  £SS  18s.  Id. 
last  year.  The  average  payment  per  child  has  been  J^2 16s.  as  compared 
with  £S2  18s.  lOd.  in  1908. 

Brief  reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  return  of  the  Superintendent 
and  his  daughter  from  their  furlough  abroad.  The  Committee  and  Staflf 
rejoiced  to  find  that  all  had  gone  well  with  them,  and  that  fresh  vigour 
had  been  gained.  It  was  again  with  necur  sympathy,  upon  the  death 
of  Herbert  Andrews,  that  every  one  connected  with  the  School  entered 
into  the  whole  family's  sense  of  abiding  loss. 

In  taking  leave  of  William  Robinson  and  his  daughter,  the  Conunittee 
placed  on  record  its  warm  appreciation  of  the  genial  and  tactful  manner 
in  which  their  six  months*  task  was  done,  and  thankfully  referred  to  the 
loving  spiritual  influence  exerted  over  the  whole  School. 

To  chronicle  chcmges,  we  have  parted  with  much  regret  from  E.  E. 
Unwin,  B.Sc,  and  from  Edith  Leicester;  their  places  are  filled  by 
G.  W.  Knowles,  M.A.,  who  holds  a  Teacher's  Diploma,  and  by  Kate 
Willmott.  Also  from  Martha  Horsley,  whose  resignation  ends  more 
than  twenty  years  of  skilful  and  devoted  service  as  Nurse ;  the  vacancy 
has  been  filled  by  Mary  Neve,  trained  at  the  Glsisgow  Infirmary. 

During  the  temporary  absence  of  W.  B.  Binns,  through  illness,  the 
Art  work  has  been  efficiently  taken  by  Margaret  Andrews.  And  Dr. 
Oyston  has  succeeded,  as  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Fernandes,  who  has 
left  Ackworth. 

Another  noteworthy  change  is  that  the  Women's  Committee  now 
forms  part  of  the  General  Committee,  and  is  elected  as  an  integral 
part  of  it.  And  this  alteration  has  been  included  in  the  revision  of 
the  venerable  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  School,  which  have  been 
reprinted. 

Turning  now  to  matters  more  purely  educational,  we  may  notice  that 
a  second  course  of  Lectures  on  Teaching  has  been  given  to  the  younger 
teachers  on  the  Girls'  side,  by  Miss  Emmerson,  of  the  Yorkshire  College. 

The  Committee  forewent  their  usual  Examination  of  the  School  in 
Eleventh  Month,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  ten  of  their  number  had  the 
advantage  of  a  conference  with  six  Inspectors  from  the  Board  of 
Education  at  the  close  of  a  visit  of  Inspection.  The  Inspectors  stayed 
at  the  School  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  and  a  half  days.  This  visit,  it 
should  be  stated,  was  paid  in  pursuance  of  the  desire  of  the  Central 
Education  Committee  to  have  all  our  Schools  inspected  at  about  the 
same  time,  in  order  to  secure  an  exact  and  complete  survey  of  the 
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educational  equipment  of  the  Society.  The  foU  and  matured  report  of 
these  six  Inspectors  will  not  be  available  for  some  months.  But  the 
friendly  and  the  informal  Interim  Report,  orally  given  at  the  above 
interview,  contained  several  recommendations,  which,  whether  finally 
embodied  in  the  officisd  Report  or  not,  will  receive  the  earnest  con- 
sideration of  the  Committee  of  the  School.  Allusion  has  already  been 
made  to  the  opinion  of  the  Inspectors  as  to  sleeping  space.  They  also 
suggested  improvements  In  regard  to  certain  class-rooms,  the  art  room, 
the  laboratory,  and  the  changing  rooms.  Before  passing  from  the 
Inspectors'  Report,  it  should  be  mentioned  that  they  specially  com- 
mended the  Archaeology  teaching  in  leisure  hours,  and  idso  the  excellence 
of  the  Swimming  Bath,  and  of  the  teachers*  studies. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thankful  belief 
that  the  Divine  blessing  has  rested  upon  the  year's  working  of  the 
Institution.

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A  SUMMABY   OF  BbPOBTS  OF   THE  BOABDINO  SCHOOLS  AND  OtHEB 

Educational  Institutions   of  thb  Society  in    Enoland   and 
Ibeland. 

Some  statistics  have  this  year  been  kindly  furnished  by  the  Committees 
of  the  York  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  Leighton  Park  Schools,  and  the 
figures  regarding  the  nimiber  of  children  at  present  being  educated  under 
Quaker  influences  are  thus  made  more  complete.  Paragraphs  have  also 
been  added  to  this  summary  concerning  the  year's  work  at  the  Flounders 
Institute,  and  at  Dalton  Hall,  so  as  to  present  a  full  survey  of  the 
educational  equipment  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Numbers: — The  eleven  English  Schools  provide  places  for  1,133 
boarders,  i.e.,  677  for  boys,  and  456  for  girls :  the  average  nimiber  of 
children  in  them  during  the  past  year  has  been  1,115,  i.e.,  654  boys  and 
461  girls. 

In  the  Irish  Schools,  which  have  accommodation  for  146  boys  and  102 
girls,  total  248,  the  average  numbers  have  been  136  boys  and  86  girls, 
total  222. 

Of  the  children  in  the  English  Schools,  82  per  cent.,  and  of  those  in  the 
Irish  Schools,  47  per  cent,  were  not  connected  with  the  Society  of 
Friends  by  birth  or  attendance  at  Meetings. 

Two  or  three  of  the  Schools  regularly  admit  a  nmnber  of  day  scholars : 
at  Bawdon  the  number  this  year  has  reached  80  out  of  a  total  of  81 
children  in  the  school ;  at  Lisburn  the  number  is  27  out  of  81,  and  two 
entrance  scholarships  are  this  year  offered  by  the  Committee  for  day- 
scholars. 

The  Ackworth  Report  notes  the  fact  that  the  average  stay  of  children 
in  the  school  is  about  three  and  a  half  years. 

Health : — With  very  small  exception  the  health  of  all  the  Schools  has 
been  excellent  throughout  the  year.  The  Sidcot,  Bootham,  and  Lisburn 
Reports  all  contain  references  to  the  deaths  of  present  or  past  scholars 
in  the  boating  disaster  on  Lough  Neagh  last  summer;  and  the  Bootham 
Report  quotes  the  words  of  thanksgiving :  "  We  bless  Thy  Holy  Name 
for  all  who  have  fsdthfully  served  Thee  in  this  School,  and  have  left  us 
a  good  example  and  a  noble  name." 

Finance: — Seven  of  the  Schools  which  furnish  financial  statistics 
exhibit  a  small  credit  balance  on  the  work  of  the  year.  In  most  of  the 
other  cases  the  loss  has  been  small,  but  at  Saffiron  Walden  there  is  a 
deficit  of  over  j£800,  which  appears  due  not  to  any  unusual  expenditure, 
but  to  the  increased  cost  of  efficient  maintenance.  The  Committee  think 
some  advance  in  fees  will  be  necessary,  and  also  appeal  to  the  Associated 
Quarterly  Meetings  for  a  substantial  increase  in  subscriptions,  which 
have  fallen  in  about  20  years  from  Je480  to  Je272. 

Buildings : — At  Ackworth  a  small  isolation  hospital,  with  accommoi 
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daiion  for  six  children,  has  been  added  to  the  equipment.  The  trans- 
formed "  nurseries  **  provide  sleeping  accommodation  for  sixty  boys,  but 
the  old  dormitories,  even  with  this  relief,  do  not  afford  quite  the  ideal  air 
space  for  their  occupants,  and  there  is  urgent  need  for  further  similar 
provision  on  the  girls*  side. 

At  Sidcot,  j£6,500  has  been  raised  for  additions  and  alterations  to  the 
premises,  and  it  is  hoped  to  increase  the  sum  to  j£10,000  before  the  end 
of  the  sxuumer.  The  new  lavatories  for  the  boys  and  the  Sanatorium  are 
complete,  and  a  house  for  the  headmaster  is  in  course  of  construction. 

Extensive  alterations  have  also  been  carried  out  at  Penketh,  providing 
two  new  dormitories  for  the  boys,  science  laboratory  and  lecture  room, 
music-rooms,  and  further  accommodation  for  the  assistant  masters,  as 
well  as  greatly  improving  the  conmmnication  between  the  class-rooms 
and  the  house. 

At  Waterford  also  a  new  Sanatorium  has  been  built,  the  cost  being 
met  by  special  contributions. 

Tenn9 : — Ayton  is  this  year  dividing  the  Session  into  three  terms,  and 
Bibford  is  now  the  only  English  School  which  adheres  to  the  half-yearly 
division. 

EdueaHon  : — As  stated  in  the  Central  Education  Committee's  Report, 
all  the  English  Schools  have  recently  been  visited  by  Inspectors  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  whose  reports  are  still  awaited.  Saffron  Walden 
mentions  a  further  inspection  by  the  Cambridge  University  Syndicate. 
The  Inspectors  gave  valuable  advice,  which  led  to  the  reorganisation  of 
the  lower  classes  on  the  boys*  side  as  a  ** Lower  School*'  under  an 
experienced  master,  and  an  assistant.  The  lowest  class  of  all  is  a 
**  mixed  **  class  of  boys  and  girls  under  a  lady  teacher. 

All  the  Schools,  except  Ackworth  and  Sibford,  now  enter  some  of  their 
pupils  for  external  examinations.  The  examinations  chosen,  and  the 
successes  reported,  are  as  follows : — 

The  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Joint  Board :  The  Mount  (Higher 
Certificates),  Leighton  Park  (Higher  and  Lower  Certificates). 

London  University  Matriculation:    Bootham,  the    Mount    and 
Sidcot. 

Manchester,  Liverpool,  and  Leeds  Matriculation :  Bootham. 

The    Cambridge   Local:    Sidcot    (Senior    and    Junior),  Safi&on 
Walden  (Junior),  and  Bawdon  (Preliminary). 

The  Oxford  Local :  Leighton  Park  (Junior). 

The    College    of    Preceptors:    Ayton,    Wigton,    Penketh,  and 
Mountmellick. 

The  Intermediate  Examination  of  the  Irish  Education  Depart- 
ment: Lisbum. 

Boyal  Irish  University  Matriculation :  Lisbum  and  Brookfield. 
15 
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Sncoesses  are  also  reported  in  Musical  and  Art  Examinations  by  the 
Mount,  Sidcot,  Wigton,  Mountmellick,  and  Lisbum.  One  pupil  from  the 
Mount  won  a  silver  medal  in  the  Examination  of  the  Royal  Drawing 
Society. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Education  Inspectors,  Sibford 
School  has  adopted  co-educational  methods — ^the  boys  and  girls  mixing 
in  the  class-rooms,  at  meals,  and,  to  some  extent,  in  leisure-time  pursuits. 
The  Sidcot  Report  remarks  on  the  benefits  which  have  attended  the 
system  so  far.  It  may  be  noted  that  Ackworth  and  Safi&on  Walden 
are  now  the  only  schools  where  boys  and  girls,  while  living  under  the 
same  roof,  do  not  in  general  meet  in  the  same  class-rooms. 

Penketh  reports  some  features  of  interest  in  the  curriculum:  the 
adoption  of  reformed  methods  in  the  teaching  of  Mathematics,  the 
differentiation  of  the  science  teaching—  Chemistry  and  Physics  for  the 
boys.  Physiology  and  Botany  for  the  girls — and  successes  in  the  Exami- 
nation of  the  London  Institute  for  Plain  Needlework.  At  Sidcot  the 
whole  School  meets  five  times  a  week  for  choral  singing,  with  valuable 
effects  on  the  tone  of  the  school  life. 

The  liiountmellick  Report  mentions  the  institution  of  Cookery  Classes ; 
Lisburn,  special  grading  in  Mathematics,  Latin,  and  German,  and 
reformed  methods  in  Mathematical  teaching. 

At  Brookfield  (Ireland)  the  French  mistress  was  sent  to  France  for  a 
period  of  special  study,  and  the  standard  of  teaching  in  that  subject  has 
been  greatly  raised  since  her  return.  The  Friends'  National  School  at 
Brookfield  forms  a  sort  of  Junior  day-department  to  the  Boarding 
School ;  90  children  are  under  instruction  in  it,  including  26  Friends,  and 
29  the  children  of  attenders  of  the  Meeting.  The  Report  of  the  Govern- 
ment Inspector  is  satisfactory.  A  First-day  School  is  also  conducted  in 
the  same  building. 

Entrance  Scholarships  exist  at  Ackworth,  Bootham,  the  Mount  (train- 
ing department),  Leighton  Park,  and  Lisbum ;  leaving  Scholarships  at 
Ackworth,  Bootham,  the  Mount,  Sidcot,  Saffiron  Walden,  Wi^n,  Ayton, 
and  Penketh ;  the  awards  of  which  are  alluded  to  in  several  of  the 
reports. 

A  number  of  changes  in  the  staffs  are  reported  from  various  schools, 
and  Sibford  speaks  hopefully  of  the  fact  that  this  year  all  the  Teachers 
are  Friends. 

Training  of  Teachers : — The  Flounders  Institute  Report  records  the 
fact  that  out  of  200  old  students,  51  are  engaged  in  teaching  in  the 
Society  of  Friends,  66  outside  the  Society,  while  86  are  following  other 
vocations.  The  nimiber  of  posts  for  men,  including  the  Irish  Schools,  is 
about  90.  There  are  at  present  8  students  in  residence,  i^  studying 
for  degrees  in  Arts  or  Science,  and  successes  in  both  these  departments 
are  reported  during  the  last  Session. 
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Dalton  Hall  has  been  quite  full  throughout  the  year,  and  21  out  of  the 
50  students  are  Friends,  a  larger  proportion  than  in  any  previous  Session ; 
the  financial  statement  also  shows  a  satisfactory  surplus.  It  is  gratifying 
to  record  that  A.  Stanley  Eddington  won  the  distinction  of  the  Senior 
Wranglership  at  Cambridge  University  two  years  after  leaving  the  Hall. 

There  are  five  students  in  the  training  class  at  the  Mount  who  practise 
under  supervision  in  a  Junior  School  of  boys  and  girls  ranging  from  5  to 
12  years  of  age,  and  whose  work,  in  practice  and  theory,  is  submitted  to 
external  tests.  Both  at  Bootham  and  at  Sidcot  a  student-teacher,  after 
undergoing  training  under  direction  of  University  authorities,  has  ob- 
tained a  diploma  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  Education,  and  has  joined 
the  ordinary  staff.  The  Ackworth  Committee  hsis  suranged  for  a  series  of 
Lectures  on  Teaching,  by  Miss  Emmerson,  Mistress  of  Method  at  Leeds 
University,  to  the  younger  teachers  on  the  girls*  side. 

Qeneral: — Many  reports  allude  again  to  the  useful  work  done  in 
leisure  time,  and  to  the  part  which  organized  games  play  in  the  training 
of  the  pupils.  Former  pupils  of  the  schools,  both  individually  and  in 
their  Associations,  have  again  done  valuable  service  in  fostering  these 
sides  of  education  by  additions  to  School  libraries  and  museums,  by  gifts 
of  pictures  and  athletic  trophies. 

Among  all  these  intellectual  and  physical  interests  of  school  life,  it  is 
evident  that  spiritual  things  are  not  forgotten,  the  moral  and  religious 
atmosphere  of  the  schools  is  believed  to  be  healthy,  and  the  Scripture 
**  readings  "  are  regularly  utilized  by  headmasters  and  other  members  of 
the  stafiEis  for  religious  instruction  and  upbuilding.  Many  of  the  Schools 
also  speak  appreciatively  of  the  visits  of  Friends,  who  have  lectured  on 
Quaker  history,  or  given  addresses  on  religious  and  social  questions. 

At  Bootham,  some  of  the  older  boys  have  given  help  in  Adult  School 
work,  and  some,  with  one  of  the  masters,  assisted  in  t  iking  cha  ge  of  a 
camp  of  lads  near  Scarborough  during  the  summer  holidays,  and  have 
thus  started  on  careers  of  service  for  others,  which  it  is  one  of  the  great 
aims  of  the  Schoob  to  encourage. 

The  Report  of  the  Friends'  Foreign  Missions  Association  for  the  past 
year  contains  the  names  of  48  old  scholars  who  are  at  present  working 
in  the  Foreign  Mission  Field.

REPORT  OF  LEIGHTON  PARK  SCHOOL. 
To  THE  Teably  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
Li  presenting  their   seventeenth  Annual  Report,  the  Governors  of 
Leighton  Park  School  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  substantial  increase 
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in  the  number  of  boys,  which  at  present  stands  at  47,  a  higher  figure 
than  has  been  repcrtel  since  the  year  1897.  This  is  the  niore  en- 
couraging, because  the  average  for  the  year  1904  was  an  exceptionally 
low  one,  and  the  Governors  trust  that  the  present  figures  may  indicate 
a  resJ  change  for  the  better  in  the  support  which  the  School  is  receiving. 

During  the  year  the  School  was  examined  by  Inspectors  from  the 
Board  of  Education,  whose  report  was,  on  the  whole,  very  favourable,  and 
the  Governors  are  endeavouring  to  carry  out  such  suggestions  as  were 
made  for  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  School.  This 
inspection  was  a  very  thorough  one,  and  the  report  deals  with  all  the 
classes  and  arrangements  of  the  School  in  great  detail. 

The  Inspector,  in  connection  with  the  Central  Education  Committee's 
examination,  has  also  paid  a  visit  to  the  School. 

The  Board  of  Education,  subsequent  to  the  inspection,  formally 
recognised  the  School  as  one  at  which  post-graduate  teachers  may  spend 
a  probationary  year,  and  the  Governors  feel  that  this  points  to  the 
satisfactory  condition  of  the  School,  although  intimation  has  since  been 
received  from  the  Bosurd  of  Education  that  the  Board  have  decided  not 
to  extend  this  recognitioa  in  future  to  any  schools  at  which  there 
are  less  than  100  scholars,  and  that  the  recognition  must  therefore  be 
withdrawn. 

The  general  health  of  the  School  has  been  extremely  good. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  know  that  a  scheme 
is  on  foot  for  raising  a  fund  to  pay  off,  if  possible,  the  whole  of  the 
existing  indebtedness  of  the  School,  and  so  remove  the  annual  charge 
for  interest  on  loans.  The  Governors  also  think  it  right  to  recognize  the 
fact  that  it  has  been  through  the  kindness  of  a  number  of  Friends  that 
a  Guarantee  Fund  has  been  maintained  for  the  past  four  years,  which 
has  enabled  the  School  to  bo  carried  on  in  its  present  condition  of 
efficiency.  They  regret  that  this  should  have  been  required,  but  they 
trust  the  Yearly  Meeting  will  feel  that  Leighton  Park  School  has  now 
become  so  much  an  institution  of  the  Society  that  its  maintenance 
is  a  matter  of  necessity. 

The  Gk>vemors  trust  also  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  scholars 
which  they  are  now  able  to  report  may  be  maintained,  and  that  this 
may  shortly  result  in  the  Governors  being  relieved  from  the  financial 
anxiety,  which  has  for  some  years  past  added  seriously  to  the  burden 
of  those  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  School. 

A  print  of  the  Report  to  the  shareholders  and  a  list  of  the  boys  at 
present  at  the  School  are  scat  herewith  for  reference.

Minute  of  Thaxtbd  Monthly  Mbbtino,  concerning  Joseph 
Smith,  an  Elder  and  Overseer,  deceased. 

In  the  death  of  our  friend  Joseph  Smith  we  feel  to  have 
lost  a  link  with  the  long  past,  one  whose  ripe  experience 
extended  over  the  greater  part  of  last  century. 

Bom  at  Great  Bardfield  ninety-two  years  ago,  and  living 
nearly  his  whole  life  within  twelve  miles  of  his  birthplace,  it 
would  not  have  been  surprising  if  his  outlook  on  life  religious 
and  social  had  been  a  very  narrow  one ;  but  this  was  far  from 
the  case,  and  it  was  often  instructive  to  notice  how  well  he 
kept  abreast  of  the  times,  while  doubtless  his  own  prefer- 
ences were  for  the  views  and  methods  in  which  he  had  been 
brought  up. 

He  was  a  faithful  Elder,  but  in  this  capacity  he  was  very 
tender  of  the  feelings  of  any  he  felt  it  right  to  admonish,  and 
words  of  warm  encouragement  were  far  more  frequent  than 
anything  of  a  severe  tendency.  He  often  spoke  as  a  Minister, 
and  so  was  able  to  sympathize  with  others  under  a  like  con- 
cern. His  individuality  was  very  marked,  and  there  was  in 
his  manner  a  natural  outspokenness  under  which  those  who 
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knew  him  well  could  easily  recognize  the  warm  heart,  the 
genuine  kindly  feeling,  and  the  sincere  desire  to  help,  which 
were  such  evident  characteristics  of  our  departed  friend. 

Of  his  rare  qualifications  for  public  life — as  magistrate, 
guardian,  and  keen  politician— it  is  not  for  us  to  speak,  but 
rather  as  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  as  such  we 
desire  to  testify  to  the  indwelling  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
which  enabled  him  through  his  long  life  to  bear  witness  to  the 
all- sufficiency  of  his  Saviour. 

Ten  years  before  his  death  he  fell  and  broke  his  leg,  bat, 
though  he  never  fully  recovered  from  his  accident,  he  was 
very  regular  in  his  attendance  of  his  own  Meeting,  and  of 
our  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  until  a  second  accident, 
fracturing  his  hip,  made  him  more  decidedly  an  invalid. 
Yet  even  after  this  he  still  was  driven  with  much  regularity 
to  the  little  Meeting  at  Bardfield,  and  when  ninety-one  years 
of  age  he  attended  the  Monthly  Meeting  at  Stebbing,  at 
which  he  spoke  very  impressively  of  the  love  and  guiding 
hand  of  his  Heavenly  Father.  His  presence  will  long  be 
greatly  missed  by  us  all.

Smith,  a  Minister,  deceased. 


We  desire  to  place  on  record  our  sense  of  the  loss  we  have 
sustained  in  the  removal  of  our  dear  friend  Sarah  Smith,  a 
Minister  in  good  esteem  amongst  us,  who,  after  some  months 
of  suffering,  survived  her  father  only  seventeen  days. 

Her  influence  was  always  for  good,  and  entire  unselfishness 
was  a  marked  feature  in  her  character,  and  to  help  others 
was  her  great  delight.  For  many  years  she  resided  at  Saling, 
and  organized  and  maintained  a  fortnightly  meeting  in  the 
village  schoolroom  on  First-day  evenings,  which  was  much 
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appreciated.  Sarah  Smith's  neighbours  often  sought  her 
advice,  and  her  practical  sympathy  will  be  much  missed  both 
in  Bardfield  and  Baling.  Her  ministry  was  clear  and  earnesti 
and  was  highly  valued. 

In  the  prospect  of  death,  as  during  her  life,  her  trust  in 
her  Saviour  remained  steadfast. 


Minute  of  Lewes  and  Chichester  Monthly  Meeting, 
concerning  John  Edward  Lucas,  an  Elder,  deceased. 

^his  Monthly  Meeting  desires  to  place  upon  its  Minutes  its 
sense  of  the  loss  sustained  in  the  removal  by  death  of  John 
Edward  Lucas,  of  Brighton. 

He  was  born  at  Southwick,  near  Brighton,  on  the  26th  of 
Twelfth  Month,  1835,  and  died  the  23rd  of  Third  Month,  1904, 
having  been  a  member  of  Brighton  Meeting  the  greater  part 
of  his  life. 

Not  being  able  from  physical  causes  to  undertake  much 
active  service,  he  devoted  himself  to  the  well-being  of  the 
Church  in  rather  hidden  ways. 

His  power  of  sympathy  was  large,  and  his  thoughtfulness 
for  individuals  often  led  him  to  open  his  house  to  those  who 
needed  rest  and  change.  He  gave  of  his  substance  to  religious 
and  other  interests  at  home  and  abroad.  The  work  which  we, 
perhaps  blindly,  designate  the  secular  work  of  the  Church,  and 
which  some  count  dry,  he  redeemed  from  monotony  by  throwing 
his  heart  into  it,  showing  that  all  we  are  called  upon  to  do  may 
be  done  to  the  glory  of  God.  Hence  it  was  a  pleasant  thing  to 
be  associated  with  him  in  such  service. 

He  was  for  a  long  term  of  years  the  valued  cashier  of  this 
Monthly  Meeting,  and,  though  he  felt  obliged  to  resign  this 
office  a  short  time  ago,  he  remained  treasurer  of  smaller  funds 
to  the  end. 
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As  an  overseer  for  many  years  his  judgment  was  very  helpful, 
and  latterly  he  was  made  willing  to  accept  the  office  of  elder. 

Those  who  knew  him  intimately  felt  that  in  his  daily  life  he 
manifested  the  beauty  of  Christian  consistency  in  no  common 
manner.  The  resignation  with  which  he  bore  the  limitations 
of  his  life  id  shown  in  a  letter  written  in  1882,  shortly  after 
the  death  of  his  mother,  whose  removal  made  a  great  change 
in  his  home  life.    He  writes  :— 

'*  The  possession  of  perfect  bodily  health  and  strength  would 
be  but  a  poor  exchange  for  the  lessons  that  I  have  been  taught 
during  my  long  time  of  weakness ;  and  the  almost  overpowering 
sense  of  the  Father's  infinite  love  to  all  His  creatures  has  at 
times  been  very  present  with  me." 


Testimony  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  Quarterly  Meeting 
respecting  Frances  Anne  Budge,  a  Minister^  deceased. 

This  dear  Friend,  who  has  recently  passed  away  from 
amongst  us,  was  comparatively  little  known  personally  of 
late  years,  even  in  her  own  Quarterly  Meeting,  on  account 
of  the  failing  health  which  laid  her  aside  from  the  active 
service  in  the  ministry  in  which  she  had  formerly  taken  part, 
especially  during  the  residence  of  some  years  in  London, 
when  she  often  travelled  with  a  Minute  to  distant  parts  of 
the  kingdom.  She  had  been  recorded  as  a  minister  at  Truro 
when  in  comparatively  early  life. 

For  several  years  previous  to  her  illness  she  felt  that  her 
service  lay  chiefly  in  her  own  Quarterly  Meeting. 

From  her  youth  she  was  an  earnest  follower  of  her  Lord, 
and  her  Christian  walk  and  character  were  in  accordance  with 
her  profession.  Those  who  knew  her  best  can  testify  to  her 
resignation  and  quiet  acquiescence  in  the  many  limitations 
which  her  physical  condition  involved,  being  content  to  be 
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used  in  the  service  she  loved,  or  laid  aside  according  to  her 
Heavenly  Father's  will. 

It  was  through  her  writings  that  she  was  most  extensively 
known,  not  only  in  her  own  Society,  but  beyond  its  borders. 
She  felt  it  was  a  mission  committed  to  her  to  make  known  to 
her  own  generation  the  wonderful  dealiags  of  the  Lord  with 
the  early  Friends,  and  their  faithfulness  and  sufferings  in 
the  cause  of  Truth.  The  work  involved  much  patient  labour, 
which  was  truly  with  her  a  labour  of  love.  She  had  nearly 
completed  the  Ufe  of  Isaac  Sharp  when  the  attack  of  illness 
came  on  which  proved  the  message  that  her  work  was  done. 
As  weakness  increased  during  the  remaining  years  of  her  life, 
her  patience  and  even  cheerfulness  were  most  striking;  so 
that  it  seemed  to  those  around  her  that  patience  had  indeed 
had  its  perfect  work  when  her  own  earnest  desire  to  depart 
and  be  with  Christ  was  at  length  fulfilled. 

She  passed. away  very  peacefully  on  the  16th  of  the  First 
Month,  1905. 


MiNUTB  of  Yorkshire  Quarterly  Meeting,  respecting  John 
WiLHBLM  KowNTRBE,  a  Ministei',  deceased. 

We  have  read  at  this  time  a  Testimony  of  Pickering  and 
Hull  Monthly  Meeting  respecting  John  Wilhelm  Eowntree,  a 
Minister,  deceased.  We  adopt  this  Testimony,  and  decide  to 
send  it  forward  to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  in  the  belief  that  the 
call  to  personal  dedication  and  devoted  service  which  his  life 
conveyed  will  find  a  response  in  many  hearts.

Testimony  of  Pickering  &  Hull  Monthly  Meeting,  respect- 
ing John  Wilhelm  Bowntbeb,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

We  deem  it  right  to  bear  witness  to  the  power  of  Divine 
grace  in  a  life  just  taken  from  us. 

John  Wilhelm  Rowntree  was  born  at  York  on  the  4th  of 
Ninth  Month,  1868,  and  died  in  the  New  York  Hospital  on 
the  9th  of  Third  Month,  1905.  His  school  life  was  passed  at 
the  Friends'  Schools  at  York  and  Scarborough.  He  entered 
with  keenness  and  success  into  business  life.  He  had  much 
enjoyment  in  art  and  literature.  His  capacity  for  detail  in 
no  way  impaired  his  power  and  breadth  of  thought.  A  limi- 
tation of  hearing  hardly  affected  his  manhood's  vigour,  and 
the  thought,  "  How  good  is  man's  life,  the  mere  living,"  was 
given  to  him  abundantly.  His  marriage  with  Constance  M. 
Naish  brought  him  a  home  life  of  exceeding  happiness.  With 
these  gifts  he  had  great  strivings  after  reality,  and  his  search 
for  truth  led  him  at  the  outset  through  depths  of  doubt  and 
difficulty.  When  the  light  of  Christ  came  home  to  his  under- 
standing, and  grew  there  with  increasing  clearness,  he  yielded 
himself  with  a  whole-hearted  obedience  to  the  heavenly  vision. 
The  love  of  Christ  became  the  law  of  his  life. 

This  vision  followed  immediately  upon  the  knowledge  that 
a  partial  loss  of  sight  which  he  was  already  suffering  would 
probably  develop  into  blindness,  with  other  ills  in  its  train. 
Instead  of  retreating  before  infirmity,  he  made  the  prayer  his 
own  unceasingly : 

**  So  much  the  rather  thou  celestial  light, 
Shine  inward,  and  the  mind  through  all  her  powers 
Irradiate.*' 

And  this  prayer  was  answered.  Once  touched,  as  it  were, 
with  the  live  coal  from  the  Altar,  his  lips  were  opened,  and 
the  cry  came  from  a  full  heart :  "  Here  am  I,  send  me." 

In  1898  he  was  recorded  as  a  Minister.  In  1899  the  doctors 
ordered  him  to  desist  from  daily  business,  and  to  betake  him- 
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self  to  a  country  life.  This  brought  him  as  a  resident  to 
Scalby,  near  Scarborough.  The  change  only  transferred  his 
energies  into  a  new  channel. 

His  great  longing  was  to  be  permitted  to  extend  the  King- 
dom of  Heaven  amongst  men.  He  felt  he  could  best  do  this 
by  helping  to  strengthen,  to  enlarge  and  vivify,  the  lay  re- 
ligious Society  to  which  he  belonged.  He  saw  a  great  door 
and  effectual  open  before  it  if  only  its  members  recognized 
their  full  responsibilities,  and  brought  to  the  Lord's  service 
minds  and  hearts  prepared  and  consecrated. 

His  conception  of  the  Christian  Ministry  was  very  wide. 
He  coveted  earnestly  the  best  gifts,  but  fully  recognized  the 
width  of  meaning  in  the  Master's  expression  :  '^  I  am  among 
yon  as  he  that  serveth."  He  felt  keenly  the  need  in  Christen- 
dom for  a  large-hearted,  courageous  following  of  the  way  in 
which  Christ  and  the  Apostles  transformed  the  everyday  life 
of  man  into  effectual  service  for  God  and  for  humanity, 
avoiding  set  channels  and  special  forms  of  speech.  He  gave 
ungrudgingly  of  all  his  possessions,  first  and  foremost  of  a 
richly  stored  mind  and  a  humble  childlike  spirit.  Sometimes 
the  one  was  more  observable,  sometimes  the  other,  but  the 
Meetings  that  knew  him  best  knew  that,  as  his  experience 
deepened,  they  were  never  dissociated.  It  was  given  him  to 
touch  life  at  all  sides  with  chivalrous  tenderness,  and  to  call 
out  the  best  in  men  of  very  different  classes  and  experiences. 
To  doubting  and  perplexed  minds,  to  young  and  old,  his  mes- 
sage came  with  power,  because  it  was  felt  that  first  he  wrought 
and  then  he  taught, — that  he  had  known  that  of  which  he 
spoke. 

In  the  work  of  the  Church  he  sought  to  be  of  a  universal 
spirit,  to  enter  into  fellowship  with  all  seekers  for  the  King- 
dom, and  with  those  whom  he  longed  to  see  setting  out  on  the 
quest.  He  held  with  George  Fox  that  ''everyone  hath  an 
office,  and  is  serviceable,"  and  that  in  truth  we  all  have  need 
one  of  another. 
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Viewing  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  as  the  noblest 
purpose  of  life,  he  was  eager  to  have  the  best  equipment  pro- 
vided for  all  its  workers,  whether  for  social,  educational,  or 
more  distinctively  Gospel  service.  For  this  end  he  devoted 
much  time  and  strength  to  the  building  up  of  Woodbrooke, 
and  to  the  holding  of  Summer  Schools.  His  mind  was  not 
one  that  could  be  satisfied  with  repetitions,  or  with  the  most 
approved  formularies  as  such.  He  had  found  them  in- 
sufficient in  his  hour  of  need.  "  Let  us,"  he  said,  "  in  our 
message  oflfer  that  which  is  beyond  all  creeds — the  evidence 
in  our  lives  of  communion  with  the  Spirit  of  God.'* 

So  he  spoke,  **  so  he  lived  amongst  us,"  and  the  life  spoke 
yet  more  convincingly  than  the  words. 

On  his  way  across  the  Atlantic  to  undergo  severe  medical 
treatment,  because  he  felt  that  he  held  his  life  in  trust  for 
others,  pneumonia  seized  him.  Three  days  after  landing  at 
New  York  the  call  to  higher  service  came,  and  all  that  is 
mortal  of  him  was  laid  to  rest  by  the  kindest  of  friends  in  the 
Burial  Ground  at  Haverford,  not  far  from  Penn*s  City  of 
Brotherly  Love. 

We  feel  weak  to  hand  on  the  legacies  of  his  life.  Yet,  in 
the  words  of  William  Penn  :  "  This  is  the  comfort  of  Friends, 
that,  though  they  may  be  said  to  die,  yet  their  friendship  and 
society  are,  in  -the  best  sense,  ever  present,  because  im- 
mortal." 

For  his  glad  life  lent  to  us  we  give  praise  and  thanks  to 
Him  whose  power  he  manifested ;  whose  voice  he  heard,  and 
followed.  His  words  still  sound  in  our  hearts : — "  Thou, 
0  Christ,  convince  us  by  Thy  Spirit,  thrill  us  with  Thy  Divine 
passion,  drown  our  selfishness  in  Thy  invading  love,  lay  on  us 
the  burden  of  the  world's  suffering,  drive  us  forth  with  the 
apostolic  fervour  of  the  early  Church  !  So  only  can  -Qur 
message  be  delivered  :  '  Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel  thai 
they  go  forward.'"

But 
their  battle-cry  has  been  taken  up  by  those  whom  they  left  behind. 
.  .  .  They  have  taught  us  that  only  the  idle  armour  is  covered  with 
rust,  and  that  if  we  would  grow  in  power  we  must  answer  the  cry 
that  is  going  up  all  about  us,  for  a  simple  gospel  of  Reality,  and  for 
an  uplifting  message  of  hope  and  love.** 

ExTBNsioN  Work, 

Running  through  all  the  Epistles  is  the  note  of  expansion. 

New  England  says :  **  How  can  we  best  meet  the  great  and  growing 
needs  of  the  world  about  us,  is  the  burning  question  of  the  hour.** 

North  Carolina  says :  "  Reports  from  our  departments  of  work  are 
unusually  encouraging  this  year.**

OJvio  writes :  '*  We  feel  encouraged  by  the  ever  increasing  interest  in 
the  Yearly  Meeting  for  the  enlargement  and  advancement  of  evangelistic 
and  pastoral  work,  feeling  that  our  first  mission  is  to  win  souls  to  Christ 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  for  cleansing  from  sin  by  the  baptism  with 
the  Holy  Ghost.  We  rejoice  that  during  the  past  year  many  have  been 
reached  by  our  evangelists  and  astors,  and  a  proportionally  large 
number  have  been  added  to  our  branch  of  the  Church." 

Indiana  says:  "We  have  received  encouraging  Reports  from  our 
various  standing  Committees.  .  .  .  Our  Evangelistic  Conunittee  reports 
1,188  professed  conversions  and  643  requests  for  membership ;  they  also 
report  fifty  persons  as  giving  evidence  of  a  call  to  the  Ministry  who  have 
not  yet  been  officially  recognized  in  that  capacity.** 

This  Epistle  adds :  **  You  will  be  interested  in  hearing  that  Charles 
and  May  Beplogle  are  successfully  labouring  in  the  far  off  State  of 
Washington,  and  three  Meetings  have  been  established  as  a  result.** 

Western  writes :  **  Our  hearts  go  out  in  thankfulness  to  God  who  has 
so  mercifully  dealt  with  us  in  all  lines  of  Church  activity  the  past  year." 

Iowa  reports :  *'  Our  evangelistic  work  has  resulted  in  the  adding  of 
over  700  to  our  membership.** 

Kansas  says:  ''The  keynote  of  the  exercises  of  our  own  Yearly 
Meeting  has  been  '  Be  ye  also  enlarged  *  .  .  .  followed  by  the  prayer  thatt 
we  may  have  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  all  our  service.** 

Wilmington  writes :  **  The  general  outlook  for  our  Yearly  Meeting 
is  encouraging.  Reports  on  the  state  of  Society  presented  many  things 
to  gladden  us.  Some  items  which  told  of  weakness  and  failure  brought 
us  into  deep  exercise  of  mind.  At  our  last  annual  meeting  a  Committee 
of  twelve  was  appointed  to  make  a  general  inquiry  into  the  state  of 
Society  of  Wilmington  Yearly  Meeting.  As  a  result  of  the  investigation, 
three  definite  movements  were  suggested  by  the  Conmiittee  and  adopted 
by  the  Meeting. 

(1)  The  appointment  of  a  Committee  on  religious  education. 

(2)  The  development  of  an  adequate  pastoral  system  according  to 
Friends*  principles. 

(8)  The  inauguration  of  a  definite  evangelistic  movement.*' 
Oregon  writes :  '*  We  feel  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  real 
progress  in  our  work.    A  wave  of   salvation  visited  us  and  many  souls 
have  been  brought  to  Christ.    Two  new  Meetings  have   been   estab- 
lished.** 

Calif omia  writes :  "  Without  previous  conference,  but  with  such 
marked  unanimity  that  we  feel  it  must  be  the  direct  call  of  Ck>d,  every 
branch  of  our  work  has  adopted  this  practical  aggressive  policy.  As 
each  department  presented  its  plans  one  keynote  has  echoed  through 
them  all,  expansion.'* 
New   York  speaks  of  the    activities  of  its  members  in  Conferences

and  Smnmer-schools,  and  the  interests  of   its  younger  members  in 
the  study  of  the  history  and  doctrines  of  Friends. 

The  subjects  of  Peace,  Temperance,  and  Foreign  Missions  find 
mention  in  most  of  the  Epistles. 

Pbace. 

Indiana,  Western*  and  Iowa  express  their  thankfuhiess  at  the 
restoration  of  Peace  between  Russia  and  Japan. 

Tbmpbrancb. 

Indiana  says:  *'The  passage  of  more  stringent  Temperance  laws 
in  Indiana  has  resulted  in  some  good.** 

WUimngton  writes:  "The  growth  of  Temperance  sentiment  in 
the  state  of  Ohio,  and  particularly  in  the  section  occupied  by  our 
membership,  invites  notice.  Under  the  local  option  laws  of  the  State 
each  conmiunity  is  responsible  for  the  existence  of  saloons  in  its 
midst.  With  but  one  exception,  all  incorporated  towns  in  Clinton 
County,  in  which  most  of  our  Meetings  are  located,  have  voted  to 
exclude  the  saloon.  Since  our  last  annual  meeting  Wilmington  has 
closed  its  eleven  saloons.  The  prohibition  of  illegal  sales  is  not 
absolute,  but  is  quite  effective.  The  absence  of  the  legalized  saloon 
has  reduced  drunkenness  and  lawlessness  in  the  county.  We  are 
thankful  for  this  increase  of  civic  righteousness.  In  the  anti- saloon 
movement  Friends  have  had  no  little  part.** 

Oregon  says :  "  There  have  been  visible  fruits  from  the  Temperance 
labours  in  the  past  year.    Many  saloons  have  been  abolished.*' 

CaMfomia  says :  '*  Temperance  workers  rejoice  that  the  liquor 
traffic  in  every  form  has  been  driven  from  many  of  the  cities  in 
Southern  Califomia.  With  renewed  zeal  they  are  attacking  the  last 
strongholds  of  this  vice  in  the  South,  and  are  extending  the  effort 
towards  the  North.'* 

FoBEioN  Missions. 

New  York  alludes  to  Missions  in  China  and  Mexico. 

Baltimore  says :  **  The  sense  of  our  obligation  to  those  who  sit 
in  darkness  in  the  remote  places  of  the  earth  has  been  deepened  by 
the  presence  of  missionaries  fresh  from  the  fields  of  labour." 

OTUo  writes:  "With  gratitude  to  God  we  have  read  with  other 
Epistles  a  letter  addressed  to  the '  Big  Congregation  in  the  foreign  country,' 
from  the  native  Church  in  Nowgong,  India.  .  .  .  and  we  praise  God 
for  His  blessing  upon  those  of  our  number  who  are  labouring  so 
faithfully  and  joyfully  in  China,  India,  Africa,  and  other  foreign  lands." 
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Indiana  writes:  "The  Missionary  work  in  Mexico  has  hearty 
support,  and  is  yielding  a  bountif  ol  hiurvest.  Besides  the  Gospel  work 
proper,  there  are  separate  home  Schools  for  boys  and  girls,  with  a 
hundred  and  forty  in  the  girls*  school.  The  accommodations  for  the 
boys  were  inadequate,  and  funds  were  raised  in  this  Meeting  with  which 
to  increase  them.  The  unusual  number  of  returning  and  outgoing 
missionaries  was  an  inspiration  to  our  Meetings.*' 

Western  says  :  "  Our  prayers  for  Foreign  Missions  have  been  so 
abxmdantly  answered  that  we  have  been  literally  overwhelmed  and 
our  Mission  stations  taxed  beyond  their  capacity,  and  scores  have 
been  turned  away  because  of  our  inability  to  do  more  with  our  present 
equipment." 

Iowa  says : "  During  one  of  our  sessions  a  subscription  of  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars  was  secured  to  pay  the  debt  upon  our  Jamaica  Mission 
property.  Our  Meeting  expressed  its  approval  of  the  movement  toward 
placing  all  Mission  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  American 
Friends*  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Five  Years*  Meeting.  This 
is  in  accord  with  the  concern  of  our  dear  friend  Stanley  Pumphrey, 
many  years  ago,  when  he  was  visiting  all  the  American  Yearly  Meetings 
in  the  interest  of  the  foreign  work.'* 

Canada  records  the  presence  of  Oumey  and  Elizabeth  Binford,  their 
missionaries  from  Japan. 

Wilimngton  says:  "Our  Mission  at  Port  Padre,  Cuba,  is  in  a 
prosperous  condition.  .  .  .  An  interest  in  Bible  reading  has  been  aroused, 
and  there  is  a  growing  demand  for  Bibles.'* 

Calif omia  says:  "In  a  humbled,  grateful  spirit  we  acknowledge 
the  blessings  of  God  on  the  Mission  stations  to  which  He  has  called  our 
workers.  Over  one-fo\nrth  of  our  entire  membership  are  natives  in 
Alaska.  With  such  results  behind  we  are  going  forward  to  establish  new 
stations  there,  five  new  Missions  being  now  on  the  way,  and  to  send 
workers  to  other  fields.** 

Education. 

The  subject  of  Education  is  dealt  with  in  nine  Epbtles. 

Ohio  writes :  "  We  are  becoming  increasingly  conscious  of  the  great 
need  of  true  Christian  education,  combining  the  development  of  both 
mind  and  heart.  We  regret  deeply  the  tendencies  in  some  institutions 
amongst  Friends  to  weaken  faith  in  the  authority  of  the  Scriptures,  and 
in  all  the  evangelical  doctrines  based  upon  them,  which  have  been 
accepted  by  the  Church  since  the  time  of  the  Apostles.  .  .  .  From  the 
Bible  Institute  and  Training  School  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  have  gone  out 
many  young  men  and  women  filled  with  the  Spirit  to  preach  the  Gospel 
at  home  and  abroad.** 

Indiana  says :  "  We  rejoice  in  the  educational  work  of  Earlham 
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College  and  Spiceland  and  Fairmount  Academies.  Many  educated 
workers  of  deep  spiritnal  devotion  are  coming  forward  to  do  mis- 
sionary and  ministerial  service.  God's  hand  is  over  them  and  our 
prayers  are  with  them.  The  Educational  Conference  and  Biblical 
Institute,  held  at  Earlham  College  in  Eighth  Month,  1905,  were  of 
national  character,  and  of  vital  interest  to  the  whole  Church.  The 
doctrines  of  early  Friends  were  emphasized  and  made  clear.  The 
Meetings  were  largely  attended  by  ministers,  teachers,  and  others,  and 
many  received  new  revelation  of  the  Christian  life,  and  went  forth  to 
preach  the  Gospel  with  greater  power." 

Weatem  tells  us:  "A  course  of  reading  and  study  will  be  pursued 
during  the  coming  year,  both  by  the  Ministry  and  those  planning  to 
enter  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight.  We  rejoice  in  the  increase  of  attendance  in  our  Bible 
Schools,  and  the  effectiveness  of  the  teaching  given.  .  .  .  The  love  of 
Bible  study  is  increasing  among  our  young  people." 

Iowa  reports :  "  Our  Summer  Assembly  for  training  Christian  workers 
proved  very  interesting  and  helpful.  We  are  preparing  a  course  of  home 
study  for  the  benefit  of  ministers  and  Christian  workers,  and  there  is  a 
very  marked  increase  of  interest  in  our  College." 

Ccmada  writes :  "  The  Report  from  Pickering  College  for  the  past  yecur 
is  most  encouraging.'  The  attendance  has  been  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  institution.  The  religious  and  social  influences,  as  in 
other  years,  have  been  exceptionally  good  and  wholesome.  The 
educational  results  are  exceedingly  satisfactory,  and  the  financial 
statement  shows  a  gain  on  current  account,  part  of  which,  together 
with  special  contributions,  has  been  applied  to  the  payment  of 
one-half  of  the  floating  indebtedness.  The  Endowment  Fund  has 
also  been  increased  to  over  $4,000.  It  is  hoped  that  within  the 
coming  year  the  $5,000  mark  for  this  fund  will  have  been  reached  in 
Canada,  and  that  the  fund  which  is  being  raised  in  England  for  the  same 
purpose  will  also  have  reached  a  like  figure." 

Wilmdngtan  says :  "  Wilmington  College  has  had  a  successful  year. 
The  enrolment  has  been  above  the  average,  and  the  outlook  is  quite 
favourable.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  College,  an  increasing 
desire  to  see  it  enlarge  its  field.  The  greater  usefulness  of  the  men  and 
women  it  has  trained  are  unanswerable  arguments  in  favour  of  its  worth 
and  its  merit  of  liberal  support." 

Oregon  tells  us:  ** Pacific  College  continues  to  hold  our  unabated 
interest  and  active  support." 

California  writes:  "This  policy  of  expansion  has  been  adopted  in 
regard    to   the   Yearly    Meeting's    Educational   Institution,    Whittier 

»  Pickering  CoUe^  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  80th  of  Twelfth  Month,  1906. 
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College.  It  has  secured  recognized  standing  on  equal  footing  with 
the  other  colleges  and  universities  of  the  West,  and  is  reaching  out 
its  influence  far  beyond  our  own  membership.  By  additional  building 
its  capacity  has  been  more  than  doubled  the  past  year.  At  the  educa- 
tional session  of  this  Meeting  the  entire  floating  indebtedness  was  lifted, 
and  a  Friend  offered  $10,000  toward  another  $50,000  addition  to  the 
Endowment  Fund." 

The  Epistles  from  Western  and  Wilmington  speak  of  great  material 
prosperity. 

Ccmada  Yearly  Meeting  has  been  deeply  impressed  with  the  scarcity 
of  young  men  and  women  who  are  devoting  their  lives  to  preaching  the 
Gospel." 

Ka/nsas^  on  the  other  hand,  says :  *'  We  believe  that  God  is  calling  on 
many  of  our  young  men  and  women  for  public  service  in  His  name,  and 
we  are  praying  that  they  may  become  submissive  to  His  will." 

Wilmington  says :  "  Many  younger  members  are  manifesting  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Church,  and  are  in  training  for  greater  service." 

Oregon  reports:  "The  attendance  of  our  young  people  upon  the 
various  sessions  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  their  increased  devotion 
to  Christ  and  His  work,  have  been  sources  of  great  rejoicing  with  us.** 
It  adds:  "We  have  been  emphatically  admonished  at  this  time  to 
exemplify  a  worship  free  from  the  trammels  of  human  arrangement, 
giving  due  importance  to  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  all  our 
meetings,  and  holding  all  our  Meetings  in  the  power  of  God.*' 

We  conclude  this  Summary  with  a  quotation  from  the  New  England 
Epistle  as  follows: — 

"We  regret,  with  you,  that  the  public  ministry  is  not  more  abundant 
and  effective,  but  may  not  the  finger  of  the  Lord  be  visible  even  in  this, 
pointing  us  to  a  new  type  of  Christian  service  for  the  uplifting  of 
humanity,  to  a  new  manifestation  of  the  same  Divine  Spirit  ?  Every 
Church,  like  every  individual,  needs  the  transforming  power  of  a  great 
and  definite  purpose.  When  our  hearts  shall  be  set  on  fire  by  zeal  for 
the  truth,  in  a  society  organized  like  our  own,  many  will  come  forward 
to  carry  the  glad  tidings  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness,  thus  solving  the 
problem  of  the  Ministry. 

"  Misdirected  energies,  however  honest,  count  for  little  in  a  crisis  like 
this.  We  need,  first  of  all,  careful,  intelligent  study  of  the  situation  in 
order  to  discover  the  particular  work  to  be  done  and  the  mo^t  effective 
methods  for  its  accomplishment.  In  the  spirit  of  a  message  brought  to 
us  from  a  distant  Yearly  Meeting,  our  Quaker  creed  should  be  the 
*  universality  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  the  promotion  and  extension 
of  that  Kingdom  through  human  instnunentality,  inspired  by  the  in- 
dwelling Spirit.*  To  such  a  noble  cause  may  you  and  we,  thou^ 
ocean-sundered,  give  our  common  prayers  and  our  common  service, 
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and  may  our  united  efforts  be  blessed  to  the  growth  of  our  beloved 
Society  and  to  the  honour  of  Him  who  is  its  Head."

We  send  this 
invitation  thus  early  in  order  that  you  may  have  ample  time  for  its 
consideration.

17.  We  have  received  and  read  an  Epistle  from  the 
Hoshangabad  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  we  are  rejoiced  to 
know  that  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty  is  resting  in  a  very 
manifest  way  upon  the  labours  of  our  brethren  in  Central 
India.  We  desire  their  enrichment  in  spiritual  power,  and 
we  warmly  respond  to  their  greeting  in  the  love  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.    The  Women's  Yearly  Meeting,  which  has 
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corresponded  with  this  Quarterly  Meeting  for  some  yeaors 
past,  is  asked  to  send  an  acknowledgment  on  our  behalf. 

18.  The  following  summary  of  the  Eeports  of  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  presented 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and 
forwarded  to  us  by  it,  has  now  been  read : 


Summary  of  Bbpobts  fbom  Quabtbrlt  Mbbiinos  on  Ministry  and 

Oybrsioht. 

Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  have  been  regularly  held,  with 
one  exception  in  Warwick,  Leicester  and  Stafford,  and  excluding 
Aberdeen  Two  Months*  Meeting,  where  no  such  meetings  are  held. 
The  General  Meeting  for  Australia  reports  that  the  appointment  of 
Overseers  at  Bockhampton  has  resulted  in  the  holding  of  Meetings 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight  there. 

Berks  and  Oxon  Quarterly  Meeting  has  twice  opened  the  Meetings 
to  all  Friends ;  on  one  of  these  occasions  the  subject  of  the  Attractive 
Force  of  our  Meetings  was  considered;  and  on  the  other — Conditions 
of  Helpful  Ministry.  Four  of  the  Beports  speak  of  Monthly  Meetings 
being  open  to  all  their  members,  in  some  cases  combined  with  the 
consideration  of  special  subjects.  Several  reports  mention  Meetings  of 
Elders.     In  one  Monthly  Meeting  they  met  five  times  dining  the  year. 

The  Queries,  Advices  and  Duties  have  received  attention. 

The  yisitation  of  Meetings  has  occupied  the  attention  of  a  large 
number  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight ;  mention 
is  made  of  it  in  12  reports.  A  Committee  of  Berks  and  Oxon  has 
arranged  about  40  visits  during  the  year,  chiefly  in  some  of  the  smaller 
Meetings,  where  such  help  and  encouragement  are  specially  appreciated. 
From  Bristol  and  Somerset  we  learn  that  the  large  number  of  small 
country  Meetings  contained  within  its  area  constitutes  a  problem 
requiring  very  varied  solutions,  and  that,  in  one  instance,  at  the 
suggestion  of  a  Special  Committee,  help  was  asked  for  and  obtained 
from  the  Home  Mission  Conmiittee.  Durham  reports  that  800  visits 
have  been  paid,  besides  visits  beyond  their  borders  to  Meetings  in 
Scotland,  Cumberland  and  Yorkshire.  Sussex,  Surrey  and  Hants  has 
made  arrangements  with  a  view  to  facilitate  the  extension  of  the  work 
of  intervisitation.  In  Warwick,  Leicester  and  Stafford  the  system  of 
intervisitation  has  been  maintained ;  in  one  Monthly  Meeting  880  visits 
have  been  arranged  by  the  Meejbing  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  besides 
509  by  Preparative  Meetings.  In  Westmorland,  a  Committee,  known 
as  the  Visitation  of  Meetings  Committee,  has  been  appointed  recently. 
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Scotland  reports  that  facilities  are  given,  not  only  for  visits  being  paid 
to  the  sroaller  Meetings,  but  also  for  members  of  the  smaller  Meetings 
visiting  the  larger  ones. 

The  report  of  the  Ministry  Committee  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight  has  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Quarterly 
Meetings.  Kent  reports  that  most  of  the  available  time  has  been 
devoted  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the  call  and  qualification  for 
the  ministry  of  the  Gospel.  A  conference  of  Members  and  Attenders 
was  held  at  Canterbury.  Derby,  Lincoln  and  Notts,  and  Devon  and 
Cornwall,  also  speak  of  visits  from  members  of  the  Committee,  while 
Durham  and  Warwick,  Leicester  and  Stafford  mention  conferences  on 
the  ministry.  The  letter  from  the  Ministry  Committee  has  resulted 
in  helpful  meetings  for  prayer  and  fellowship  being  held  in  two  Quarterly 
Meetings.  London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meeting  has  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Ministry,  which  has  had  service  in  most  of  the  local 
Meetings;  the  members  of  the  Committee  generally  first  met  the 
Elders  of  each  Monthly  Meeting  in  conference,  and  later  joined  in 
special  meetings,  to  which  a  larger  or  smaller  number  of  local  Friends 
were  invited ;  the  effort  is  judged  to  have  been  useful. 

Three  Quarterly  Meetings  make  special  reference  to  the  visitation 
of  their  members,  and  to  the  distribution  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Letter 
to  Isolated  Friends.  Warwick,  Leicester  and  Stafford  reports  that 
while  in  some  Meetings  the  work  rests  mainly  upon  the  Overseers,  in 
others  a  large  amount  of  visiting  is  done  among  Associates  and  Attenders 
by  Pastoral  Committees :  in  one  Monthly  Meeting  an  interesting  corre- 
spondence was  held  with  Isolated  Members,  and  in  another  the  Yearly 
Meeting  Letter  was  delivered  personally :  one  Meeting  mentions  arrange- 
ments for  the  systematic  visiting  twice  a  year  of  all  Members,  Associates, 
and  Attenders. 

Ten  Quarterly  Meetings  allude  to  special  series  of  Meetings  or  Lectures 
having  been  held :  some  of  these  have  been  of  a  more  directiy  devotional 
character,  others  have  been  for  Bible  study,  or  for  instruction  in  Friends* 
principles.  In  some,  special  reference  is  made  to  visits  of  Friends  from 
a  distance.  The  Report  from  Bristol  and  Somerset  mentions  that  the 
question  of  having  a  Summer  School  within  its  borders  was  raised  at  a 
Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight:  it  continues — "The 
encouragement  then  given,  added  to  the  efforts  of  the  members  of 
Street  Meeting,  paved  the  way  for  the  School  being  held  there.  We 
have  cause  to  be  most  thankful  that  the  subject  was  thus  considered 
by  us  as  a  Meeting." 

Yorkshire  states,  that  it  is  evident  that  the  holding  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  at  Leeds  has  been  a  powerful  stimulus  to  increased  activity 
over  much  of  its  area,  and  alludes  appreciatively  to  the  service  of 
Friends  (chiefly  young  men)  for  the  explanation  of  our  views  to  the 
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general  public  in  various  parts  of  the  oountry  where  Friends'  Meetings 
have  hitherto  been  very  small  or  non-existent.

The  number  of  members  of  the  72  Monthly  Meetings  which  comprise 
the  19  Quarterly  and  General  Meetings,  on  the  dlst  of  Twelfth  Month, 
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1905,  was  18,466  (8,594  males,  9,872  females),  being  an  increase  of  184 
on  the  membership  reported  at  the  close  of  1904. 

The  nmnber  of  members  in  the  Colonies  and  foreign  comitries,  including 
24  whose  residence  is  miknown,  is  901.  Of  these  75  reside  in  Europe, 
125  in  Asia,  177  in  Africa,  278  in  America,  and  222  in  Australasia. 

The  number  of  Habitual  Attenders  is  reported  as  7,675  (8,533 
males,  4,042  females),  being  an  increase  of  212  on  the  nxmiber 
reported  last  year.  The  number  of  Associates  is  reported  as  1,090 
(481  males,  659  females),  being  an  increase  of  95  on  the  number 
reported  last  year.

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The  decrease  of  28  Attenders  in  Australia  and  the  increase  of  22 
Associates  are  only  approximately  correct,  as  this  year  the  separate 
totals  have  had  to  be  compared  with  the  combined  total  of  the  previous 
year.  The  large  decrease  in  London  and  Middlesex  is  due  to  an  error 
in  the  Report  of  one  Monthly  Meeting  last  year,  which  retiumed  its 
Associates  60  in  excess  of  the  actual  number.  The  term  **  Associate  *' 
is  interpreted  differently  in  different  parts  of  the  country.  In  some 
Monthly  Meetings  associateship  is  regarded  as  an  intermediate  stage 
between  the  position  of  an  Attender  and  a  member  of  the  Society.  In 
other  parts  it  comprises  persons  who  do  not  attend  the  regular  Meetings 
for  Worship  at  all,  but  who  attend  Mission  Meetings  connected  with  the 
Society. 

The  number  of  bodies  affiliated  to  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meetings 
is  16,  being  8  less  than  last  year,  and  the  membership  1,100,  as  against 
1,200  reported  last  year ;  602  being  entered  as  the  number  after  deduct- 
ing members  of  the  Society,  Associates,  and  Attenders — an  increase 
of  61. 

Of  Recorded  Ministers,  888  are  reported  (288  men,  155  women),  the 
total  being  6  less  than  last  year;  of  Elders,  571  (295  men  and  276 
women),  being  2  more  than  last  year;  of  Overseers,  1,857  (689  men 
and  718  women) — being  8  less  than  last  year.

There  is  a  discrepancy  of  6  between  the  increase  as  shown  above  and

.    TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS' 
HOME  MISSION  COMMITTEE. 

To  THE  YbABLT  MEBTINa,  1906. 

The  Home  Mission  Committee  has  met  four  times  during  the  year, 
OommlttM.  ^^^  ^^  average  attendance  of  66  per  cent,  of  its  members. 
The  Executive  Committee  has  met  each  month  except  the 
Eighth  Month,  with  an  average  of  18  out  of  its  21  members. 

We  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Dykes  Alexander  Fox,  who  has  been 
an  active  and  valued  member  of  our  Conunittee  for  many  years. 

We  continue  to  have  the  prayerful  interest  and  sympathy  of  our  dear 
friend  EUwood  Brockbank,  who  keeps  in  touch  with  us,  and  we  often 
remember  how  much  our  work  has  owed  to  his  wise  and  helpful  counsel. 

We  have  invested  Jg2,266  Ids.  6d.  of  the  legacy  of  Jg8,600  from  the 

piwiMiA^      ^*®  Richard  Cadbury. 

The  income  from  subscriptions  and  the  expenditure  have 
been  almost  the  same  as  last  year ;  but,  owing  to  the  additional  amount 
received  from  the  dividends  from  the  investment  of  part  of  the  late 
Richard  Cadbury's  legacy  and  the  repayment  of  Income  Tax,  the  total 
excess  of  expenditure  over  income  has  been  reduced  to  J6941,  as  against 
£UWJ  last  year. 

We  are  endeavouring  to  increase  the  number  of  small  subscribers. 
The  Collecting  Boxes  and  Cards,  which  have  been  out  for  the  first  time 
this  year,  have  brought  in  the  amount  of  Jgll  7s.  5d. 

The  Friends  working  with  the  Committee  number  85,  including  the 

Workers  ^®^  ^^  (*^®  Bome  as  last  year),  and  42  Meetings 
are  regularly  assisted  by  them.  847  visits  have,  with  the 
help  of  many  other  Friends,  been  paid  to  other  Meetings,  generally  on 
First-days.  We  have  had  many  warm  testimonies  to  the  value  of  these 
visits,  the  blessing  often  having  been  evidently  shared  by  the  visitor  as 
weU  as  the  visited.  We  have  during  the  year  accepted  the  service  of 
Albert  G.  and  Mary  Ann  Ghreen,  of  Birmingham.  They  united  in  a 
concern  to  reside  at  Hartshill  to  assist  in  the  work  for  a  time,  and, 
Warwickshire  North  Monthly  Meeting  approving  the  proposal,  they 
moved  there  in  Eleventh  Month,  1905.  The  response  already  given  to 
their  labours  has  much  encouraged  them. 

Julia  T.  Scott,  formerly  of  Manchester,  is  provisionally  connected  with 
us,  and  is  assisting  some  of  the  Leeds  branches  for  the  present.  She  is 
a  trained  nurse. 

We  have  discontinued  the  names  of  Henry  R.  and  Emelie  E.  Steele. 
They  still  live  at  Barking,  but  are  working  in  connection  with  the 
Bedford  Institute  Committee.    We  record  our  appreciation  of  the  self.

denying  work  they  have  done  for  the  last  fourteen  years  at  Barking, 
where  the  Meeting-house  had  been  closed  for  many  years.  There  is 
now  a  good  Meeting  for  Worship,  and  large  Mission  Meetings  are  carried 
on  in  an  iron  room  built  close  to  the  Meeting-house  to  accommodate  the 
work.  A  successful  branch  Mission  has  also  been  opened  up  in  another 
district  of  Barking,  in  Kennedy  Hall,  which  has  been  recently  erected. 

The  name  of  Frederick  Sessions  has,  at  his  own  request,  been  removed 
from  our  list.  He  still  conducts  the  corresponding  Bible  Class,  which  b 
very  helpful  to  its  members. 

John  Burlingham,  who  was  mentioned  in  our  last  Report  as  being 
provisionally  associated  with  us,  has  returned  to  Canada. 

Sarah  R;  Horstead  has  left  AVitney,  and,  after  a  term  at  Woodbrooke, 

Removals.  ^^^^'^^^  ^  Chipping  Sodbury  in  response  to  a  request  for 
help  by  Bristol  and  Frenchay  Monthly  Meeting.  Her  work 
is  appreciated,  and  she  remains  there  for  the  present. 

There  did  not  seem  sufficient  response  in  connection  with  the  work  at 
Horsham  to  justify  us  in  encouraging  John  Oyston  to  remain  there,  and 
he  removed  to  Witney,  where  a  large  number  of  people  had  been  brought 
under  religious  influences  as  the  result  of  much  prayer  and  a  Mission 
held  by  Arthur  Dann  at  the  Meeting-house.  The  interest  then  awakened 
has  been  maintained ;  the  morning  Meeting  has  been  strengthened,  and 
in  the  evening  the  Meeting-house  is  crowded.  The  congregation  at 
Witney  is  now  regularly  assisting  Burford  Meeting  every  week,  and  the 
outlook  is  hopeful. 

Alice  Stephens,  who  was  at  Diss,  wished  to  be  released  for  a  time, 
owing  to  home  claims,  and  we  arranged  for  Esther  M.  Eitching  to  take 
her  place.  The  Diss  Friends  maintain  some  work  in  four  adjacent 
villages,  but  the  undertaking  is  arduous,  especially  in  winter,  as  it 
involves  covering  distances  varying  from  H  to.  14  miles. 

Thomas  J.  Lee,  who  had  been  resident  in  Pangboume  for  ten  years, 
suggested  to  the  Conmiittee  that,  in  view  of  the  development  of  the 
Meeting,  it  would  be  right  for  him  to  remove,  and  he  went  to  Leiston, 
Suffolk.  The  work  at  Fangboinnie  has  since  been  helped  by  Charles  H. 
Siddle,  who  went  there  after  some  months'  residence  at  Westholme. 

After  remaining  for  three  years  at  Shildon,  William  Morgan  was  able 
to  tell  us  that  so  mstny  Friends  were  taking  part  in  the  work  of  the 
Meeting  that  he  felt  he  could  be  of  more  use  elsewhere,  and  he  moved  to 
West  Hartlepool.  The  work  at  Shildon  continues  to  grow  most  encourag- 
ingly. The  room  is  generaUy  crowded  on  First-day  evenings,  and 
frequently  as  many  as  80  th  en  attend  morning  Meeting. 

The  List  of  Lectures  issued  by  us  in  1904  has  been  revised,  and 

we  believe  is  well  used.    The  Friendly  Messenger  steadily 

'   increases    in    circulation.     It  has  been   localized  in  two 

places  with  marked  success,  and  we  are  sanguine  that  it  will,  more 
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and  more,  fill  a  useful  place  amongst  those  interested  in  all  branches 
of  Home  Mission  Work. 

The  Workers'  Library  has  been  augmented  from  time  to  time. 

The  books  in  our  18  Circulating  Library  Boxes  have  been  revised, 
many  new  ones  added,  and  16  boxes  are  now  in  use  at  different 
centres. 

15,851  copies  of  the  Yearly  Meeting*s  Epistle  have  been  distributed  to 
Y.M.C.  and  other  Associations. 

Fifty  series  of  meetings  have  been  held,  not  so  many  as  in  some 
former  years,  but  in  most  of  them  the  attracting  and  con- 

JJ2Si^  verting  power  of  the  Lord  Jesus  has  been  very  marked,  and 
the  refreshment  experienced  in  them  has  not  passed  away 
with  the  visitor.  As  a  result,  in  one  place,  scarcely  a  week  passed 
throughout  the  yecu:  in  which  there  were  not  convictions  or  conversions. 
In  two  or  three  centres  Bands  of  Workers  have  been  formed,  who  engage 
in  open-air  work,  cottage  meetings,  &c.,  and  who  are  thus  helping  others 
and  also  exercising  their  own  spiritual  gifts. 

Some  form  of  preliminary  membership,  associateship,  Christian 
Union,  Ac.,  exists  in  fifteen  Meetings  where  our  workers 

Varioni     ^^d^*    ^^  these  Associations  there  are  540  members,  131 

Poiiitsln    having  been  admitted  during  the  year.     We  believe  that 

Oolmection  these  organizations  are  useful,  especially  in  Meetings  not 

^J^?'*'  long  established,  and  form  a  valuable  connecting  link 
with  the  Society. 

Seventy-one  Attenders  have  been  received  into  full  membership  in 
15  Meetings.  Llandrindod  Wells  notes  that  the  Preliminary  member- 
ship was  established  there  three  years  ago,  and  that  of  the  47  persons 
who  have  joined  it  10  are  now  full  members  of  the  Society,  12  have 
removed,  and  21  remain  as  members. 

There  is  no  lack  of  vocal  ministry,  as  our  Reports  show  that,  in 
24  Meetings  assisted  by  our  Friends,  219  Friends  and  Attenders  take 
part  more  or  less  frequently.  The  need  has  rather  been  felt  for  more 
definite  Bible  teaching,  especially  where  there  have  recently  been  con- 
siderable accessions  in  numbers.  Five  new  Bible  Classes  have  been 
formed,  and  the  study  in  these,  as  well  as  in  the  classes  long  established, 
is  felt  to  be  of  real  value,  so  that  these  gatherings  are  among  the  most 
important  meetings  of  the  week. 

Much  blessing  has  rested  upon  the  work  at  Barking  Tye  (a  village  near 
Needham  Market).  A  number  of  men  and  women  have  professed  con- 
version, and  are  giving  evidence  of  a  change  of  heart  by  consistent  lives, 
while  some  of  them  are  becoming  useful  workers.  A  Christian  Union 
has  been  formed  with  10  members,  and  a  Meeting  for  Worship  is  held 
once  a  month. 

At  Bawdon  the  Mission  work  hitherto  carried  on  in  a  building  near 
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the  Meeting-house  has  become  an  mtegral  part  of  the  Society's 
operations. 

At  Shipston-on-Stoor  meetings  were  carried  on  consecutively  for 
eight  weeks  in  conjunction  with  the  Free  Churches,  and  made  a  marked 
impression  on  the  village. 

In  most  of  our  centres  a  growing  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
general  work  of  the  Society,  and  there  is  a  greater  willingness  to  take 
part  in  it.  A  large  proportion  of  the  members  attend  the  Business 
Meetings  when  this  is  feasible. 

Western  Quarterly  Meeting  was  held  at  Uandrindod  for  the  first 
time  in  1905,  thirteen  years  after  the  establishment  of  the  Meeting  and 
seven  years  after  the  opening  of  the  new  Meeting-house — a  clear  mark 
of  progress. 

Hereford  reports  encouragingly  that  there  is  a  larger  attendance  and 
deeper  interest  in  the  morning  Meeting  for  Worship.  The  Mission 
Meeting  on  First-day  evenings  has  an  average  attendance  of  240,  which 
includes  a  number  of  men,  many  of  whom  are  drawn  from  the  Adult 
School,  which  has  itself  an  average  attendance  of  258,  and  which 
produces  many  willing  workers.  Classes  of  various  kinds  are  suc- 
cessfully held,  and  branch  work  is  carried  on  at  Westfields  and 
Breinton. 

Swansea  members  and  Attenders  are  much  interested  in  the  work 
gathered  round  the  Meeting-house,  and  all  of  them  seem  to  be  engaged 
in  some  branch  of  service.  The  Sunday  School  for  Children,  Band  of 
Hope,  Adult  Bible  Class,  and  Christian  Endeavour  show  evidence 
of  real  life. 

Work  amongst  the  young  people  has  been  claiming  increasing  attention 
at  several  of  our  centres;  Dover,  Bamsley,  Littleton,  and  Chipping 
Sodbury  having  broken  new  ground  in  this  respect. 

James  Wild  has  been  associated  in  work  carried  on  by  Birmingham 
Friends  since  he  went  to  Westholme  in  1905  for  training.  Under  the 
care  of  a  band  of  active  workers  which  he  joined,  a  cottage  meeting 
held  in  Dawlish  Boad,  a  very  rough  street,  grew  too  large  for  its 
accommodation,  said  was  transferred  to  the  Technical  Institute,  Bourn- 
brook,  where  800  persons  frequently  gather  together.  A  new  Hall  is 
now  being  built,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  continue  work 
in  both  places.  James  Wild  has  held  open-air  and  cottage  meetings  in 
the  villages  of  Bartley  Green,  Woodgate,  and  Moor  Street,  and  has 
organized  Adult  Schools  in  Woodgate  and  Bubery,  both  of  which  are 
TTia-lcing  good  progress. 

Dming  the  last  three  years  we  have  left  Horsham,  Brighouse,  Shildon, 
and  Staines.  The  three  last-named  are  getting  on  weU  without  resident 
workers. 

While  we  thus  report  the  work  in  which  the  Committee  and  those  who 
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are  associated  with  it  are  engaged,  we  recognize  that  this  is  only  a  part 
of  the  great  Home  Mission  work  that  is  C8brried  on  by  Friends,  and  we 
are  seeking  to  come  into  closer  contact  with  the  service  that  is  being 
undertaken  by  Friends  in  their  own  districts.  We  are  always  glad  to 
receive  the  annual  Beports  of  Missions  or  to  assist  them  in  any  way 
within  our  power. 

The  question  of  undertaking  more  extension  work  has  often  claimed 
our  attention,  and  we  are  sending  up  a  Minute  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
suggesting  that  the  name  of  our  Conomittee  should  be  altered  to  the 
Friends'  Home  Mission  and  Extension  Conmiittee,  and  that  we  should 
hold  ourselves  open  to  take  a  more  definite  share  in  this  branch  of 
service  as  way  may  open. 

While  we  feel  that  it  is  impossible  to  tabulate  the  results  of  work  such 
as  that  in  which  we  are  privileged  to  engage,  we  thankfully  believe  that 
the  last  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  richly  blessed  of  all  our  service. 
The  work  all  round  has  risen  to  a  higher  spiritual  level ;  there  has  been 
more  consciousness  of  human  weakness,  and  the  Divine  power  hsis  been 
graciously  manifested  in  many  places.  Two  of  our  oldest  and  most 
experienced  workers  have  written  that  they  have  never  spent  a  year 
which  has  been  more  fruitful  in  blessing,  and  we  believe  this  is  a 
general  feeling  on  the  part  of  those  associated  with  us.  We  trust, 
however,  that  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  good  things  in  store  for  us,  if 
we  continue  whole-heartedly  and  imreservedly  to  follow  our  Master. 

In  face  of  the  enormous  number  of  men  and  women,  rich  and  poor, 
who  are  living  outside  the  influence  of  all  the  Churches,  we  need 
increasingly  to  realize  that  in  the  England  of  to-day  there  is  abundant 
scope  for  the  same  earnest  zeal,  the  burning  enthusiasm,  and  power  from 
the  Holy  Ghost  that  moved  the  early  apostles  of  our  Society. 

We  require  an  enlargement  of  heart,  so  that  we  can  the  better  enter 
into  sympathy  with  all  that  concerns  the  interest  of  our  fellow-men ;  an 
enlargement  of  view  to  recognize  that  the  true  mission  of  the  Church  is 
to  reclaim  the  lost  and  bind  up  the  broken-hearted,  as  well  as  to 
strengthen  the  believer;  and  a  fuller  baptism  into  the  spirit  of  Christ 
in  His  travail  for  the  souls  of  those  for  whom  He  died.

representatives  to  serve  on  the  Committee. 

We  also  agree  to  ask  our  Quarterly  Meetings  to  revise 

their  nominations  and  present  their  lists  to  our  next  Yearly 

Meeting  with  a  view  of  including  Friends  who  are  actively 

interested  in  the  work  of  Extension,  Home   Mission,  or 

other  similar  objects. 

We  welcome  the  proposal  that  the  Meetings  of  the 
Committee  should  sometimes  be  held  away  from  London. 

Mketinq  of  Friends'  Home  Mission  Committee,  held  in  London 
5th  of  Foubth  Month,  1906. 

Seventh  Minute, — In  view  of  the  oonsideration  that  the  forthcoming 
Yearly  Meeting  is  likely  to  give  to  the  question  of  widening  the  Quaker 
fellowship,  we  ask  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  adopt  the  following  proposals, 
which  we  believe  will  enable  our  Committee  to  be  more  serviceable  to  the 
Society. 

1.  The  name  of  the  Committee  to  be  changed  from  Friends* 
Home  Mission  Committee  to  Friends*  Home  Mission  and  Extension 
Committee. 

2.  The  Committee,  in  addition  to  its  present  functions,  to  be 
authorized  to  come  into  direct  relation  with  Committees  for  Exten- 
sion, Home  Mission,  or  similar  work  formed  by  Quarterly  or 
Monthly  Meetings,  so  as  to  receive  Reports  of  their  work  and  to 
give  any  assistance  in  its  power  in  providing  Friends  to  act  as 
Extension  Secretsiries  or  in  other  ways. 

8.  The  Friends*  First-day   School  Association  to    be  asked  to 

nominate  two  representatives  to  serve  on  the  Committee. 

If  these  proposals  are  adopted,  we  think  Quarterly  Meetings  should  be 

asked  to  revise  their  nominations  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  next  year,  so  as 

to  give  them  full  opportunity  of  including  Friends  actively  interested  in 

the  work  of  Extension,  Home  Mission,  or  other  similar  Committees. 
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We  should  also  propose  to  hold  our  own  meetings  sometimes  away  from 
London,  so  that  we  might,  in  connection  with  the  arrangements  for  our 
meeting,  become  acquainted  with  and  share  in  definite  Extension  work 
in  the  different  localities. 

This  Minute  to  be  sent  forward  to  the  Yearly  Meeting;  Wm.  Chas. 
Braithwaite  to  be  asked  to  introduce  the  subject.

In 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  Minute,  Quarterly  Meetings 
are  asked  to  revise  their  nominations  again  next  year,  the 
Committee  appointed  in  accordance  therewith  to  serve  for 
two  years.

29.  In  considering  the  Report  of  the  Friends'  First-day 
School  Association,  we  have  been  much  interested  in 
hearing  about  the  Model  School  for  children  at  Boumville, 
and  we  have  realized  that  we  have  sometimes  permitted 
the  growth  in  numbers  in  our  schools  at  the  expense  of 
order.  In  this  school,  organized  on  lines  laid  down  by 
George  Hamilton  Archibald,  the  main  thought  is  that 
child-nature  must  form  the  pivotal  point  of  child-education. 
These  classes  are  very  small,  but,  owing  to  the  special 
classes  for  the  definite  training  of  the  older  children  in 
teaching,  there  is  never  any  shortness  in  the  supply  of 
teachers.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that,  in  spite  of  the  large 
number  of  small  classes  and  the  Kindergarten  system 
adopted,  the  school  is  characterized  by  a  deep  sense  of 
reverence. 

Eealizing,  as  we  all  must,  the  great  importance  of  wise 
and  sympathetic  methods  of  teaching  children,  we  warmly 
commend  to  our  members,  whose  interest  lies  in  this  line 
of  service,  a  careful  consideration  of  the  methods  employed 
in  this  school.     [For  Report  see  Appendix  A.y  p.  132.] 

30.  In  reviewing  the  state  of  our  Society,  we  have  been 
led  into  thoughts  of  the  highest  importance  regarding  our 
calling  as  a  separately  organized  body.  We  are  glad  that 
the  shrinkage  of  our  members  seems  to  have  been  stayed ; 
but  we  realize  that  our  usefulness  is  dependent  on  influence 
rather  than  on  numbers,  and  we  ask  ourselves  whether 
we  are  proclaiming  our  special  message  to  the  world.  Are 
there  some  who  think  that  our  message  is  no  longer  needed 
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because  other  denominations  have,  to  some  extent,  accepted 
it?  Our  Society  stands  for  a  principle  and  not  for  an 
institution,  and  that  principle  the  direct  influence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  on  the  soul.  We  must  not  give  a  limited 
interpretation  to  this  principle,  but  must  make  it  the 
guiding  power  of  a  heart  religion,  and  avoid  everything  that 
militates  against  it.  Let  us  not  be  misled  by  words  :  there 
is  only  one  Holy  Spirit,  and  He  it  is  who  leads  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  and  reveals  Him  to  us  as  a  personal  Saviour. 
Let  us  test  this  principle  by  the  dynamic  force  in  it.  The 
vision  of  the  Saviour's  face  has  power  to  raise  the  downcast 
and  the  drunkard.  "We  cannot  separate  between  the  Christ 
within  and  the  Christ  incarnate,  God  manifest  in  the  flesh, 
Christ  crucified  and  raised  from  the  dead.  There  can  be 
no  conflict  between  these  two  factors  in  any  soul  which 
really  possesses  the  truth. 

We  earnestly  desire  that  our  witness  in  all  our  activities, 
in  our  worship,  and  in  our  characters  and  conversation,  may 
be  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  not  to  a  mere  theoretical 
acceptance  of  a  historic  Christ,  but  to  a  heartfelt  and 
experimental  trust  in  Him  who  is  the  great  object  of  our 
faith — a  trust  which  will  inevitably  lead  out  into  service 
for  others — a  trust  which  clears  day  by  day  our  vision  of 
Him  and  our  understanding  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  which 
speak  of  Him. 

The  large  Committee  is  directed  to  prepare  the  draft 
of  an  Epistle  addressed  to  our  members  in  this  country  and 
to  Friends  elsewhere,  and  to  present  it  to  a  future  sitting  of 
this  Meeting. 

The  further  consideration  of  the  state  of  the  Society  is 
deferred  to  our  separate  sessions  this  afternoon. 

Sixth-day  Afternoon,  25th  of  Fifth  Month. 

33.  In  continuing  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  the 
Society,  a  proposal  made  this  morning  that  this  Yearly 
Meeting  should  take  some  steps  to  arrange  for  a  Conference 
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on  Social  Problems  has  been  considered  this  afternoon  at 
some  length.  We  appoint  the  following  Friends  to  unite 
with  an  appointment  of  Women  Friends,  should  the 
Women's  Meeting  feel  it  right  to  make  one,  to  consider 
the  question,  and,  if  they  see  their  way,  to  bring  in  to  a 
later  sitting  of  this  Meeting  definite  proposals  as  to  the 
subject-matter  for  such  a  Conference,  and  also  as  to  the  best 
manner  of  holding  it.

34.  A  Report  from  the  Library  and  Printing  Committee 
of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  has  been  received.  [See 
Appendix  A,  p.  134.] 

35.  A  Eeport  has  been  received  from  the  Friends'  South 
African  ReUef  Committee  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings, 
together  with  a  short  Report  respecting  Friends  in  South 
Africa.     [See  Appendix  A,pp,  136,  140.] 

36.  The  following  Minute  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
and  Report  from  its  Committee  have  now  been  read.  This 
Meeting  cordially  approves  the  suggestions  contained  therein, 
to  establish  a  Monthly  Meeting  in  Cape  Town,  and  desires 
to  convey  to  our  friends  in  South  Africa  a  message  of  our 
warm  sjonpathy  and  encouragement. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  desired  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  carry  out  this  decision. 

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  4th  of  Fifth 
Month,  1906. 

The  South  African  Committee  presents  the  following  Beport  on  the 
establishment  of  a  recognized  Meeting  for  Discipline  in  Cape  Town. 
We  encourage  our  South  African  Conmiittee  to  lay  the  proposal  before 
the  Yearly  Meeting  with  the  additional  information  shortly  expected 
from  South  Africa.  We  hope  the  Meeting  at  Cape  Town  may  be  duly 
recognized.

CAPE  TOWN  MEETING. 
To  THB  Ybarlt  Mbbting. 

In  accordance  with  a  Minute  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  held  on 
4th  inst.,  its  South  African  Committee  presents  the  following  Report 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  accompanying  request  for  recognition  as  a  Monthly  Meeting  has 
been  received,  signed  by  eighteen  English  and  three  Irish  members 
of  the  Society  of  Friends.  (It  is  expected  that  a  second  list  of 
signatures  will  be  received  by  next  maiL) 

From  the  letter  there  mentioned,  forwarded  in  Third  Month  last,  we 
take  the  following  outline  of  the  development  of  the  Meeting  at  Cape 
Town. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  1908,  at  the  earnest  desire  of  a  few 
Friends  residing  in  Cape  Town,  a  Meeting  for  Worship  was  arranged  for 
11  a.m.  on  25th  of  Tenth  Month.  Eight  Friends  gathered,  and  much 
enjoyed  the  quiet  waiting  on  our  Heavenly  Father.  At  the  close  it  was 
decided  to  hold  such  Meetings  weekly  at  the  same  hour.  The  General 
Secretary  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  arranged  with  his  board  of  management  for 
the  Friends  to  hold  their  Meeting  in  the  board -room  of  the  Association 
at  a  nominal  charge,  which  room,  though  small,  is  otherwise  well  suited 
for  the  purpose. 

The  next  First- day  Friends  appointed  a  Committee  to  attend  to  the 
general  interests  of  the  Society,  and  after  a  year  of  steady  growth  in 
Tenth  Month,  1904,  a  "  Monthly  Meeting  "  was  established  to  carry  on 
the  work  first  undertaken  by  the  Committee.  The  membership  of  the 
Monthly  Meeting  was  defined  as  including  the  actual  members  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.  Fourteen  such  were  present  at  the  first  Meeting, 
and  a  Clerk,  Assistant,  and  Treasurer  were  duly  appointed. 
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For  a  few  months  no  special  difficulties  presented  themselves,  but  in 
Fifth  Month,  1905,  two  Attenders  of  the  Meeting  applied  for  member- 
ship in  the  Society.  After  visits  and  satisfactory  reports,  the  Meeting 
received  them,  but  the  question  then  arose  of  their  position  in  reference 
to  the  Society  "  at  home,*'  and  the  only  solution  appeared  to  lie  in  a 
duplicate  application  to  Bichhill  Monthly  Meeting  in  Ireland,  with 
which  they  had  had  some  former  connection.  They  were  also  admitted 
by  this  Meeting.  Again  a  month  later  the  record  of  a  birth  note  raised 
the  question  of  the  constitution  and  power  of  the  Cape  Town  Meeting. 

With  a  deep  sense  of  thankfulness  Friends  record  that  their  Meeting 
is  prospering.  Their  average  attendance  is  about  sixteen,  but  they 
sometimes  have  over  twenty  present.  In  Cape  Town  there  are  about 
thirty  members  in  all,  but  i^e  homes  of  many  are  wide  apart,  and  some 
live  many  miles  from  the  town.  The  number  of  Attenders  not  in 
membership  increases.  Friends  say,  **  We  are  specially  fortunate  in 
having  in  our  midst  members  who  through  vocal  service  are  very 
helpful  to  the  Society,  and  whose  addresses  have  been  encouraging 
to  the  Attenders  at  our  Meeting.  But  perhaps  nothing  in  its  history 
has  been  of  greater  helpfulness  in  making  its  foundations  firm  than 
the  visit  of  Friends  from  the  Homeland.  During  the  past  year 
we  have  had  the  presence  of  no  less  than  four  who  were  visiting  this 
country — James  Edmund  Clark,  Hugh  P.  Crosfield,  Leonard  Doncaster, 
and  Walter  Lean.  Our  Meeting  feels  the  need  of  such  visits,  and  we 
shall  rejoice  if  other  members  of  the  Society  see  their  way  to  visit 
our  country." 

They  strongly  feel  that  the  time  has  now  come  when,  for  the 
strengthening  of  their  work,  their  informal  Monthly  Meeting  should 
be  given  full  status,  so  that  they  may  be  recognized  as  a  definite 
religious  denomination  by  the  Government  of  the  Colony  and  by 
the  other  religious  bodies.  They  expect  that  a  number  of  their 
Attenders  will  apply  for  membership  with  the  Society  before  long. 

At  the  request  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  its  South  African 
Committee  carefully  considered  the  letter  from  the  Cape  Town 
Meeting,  and  recommended  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  be  asked 
to  accede  to  the  request  for  recognition  as  a  Monthly  Meeting. 

We  propose  (1)  That  the  first  membership  of  the  Cape  Town  Monthly 
Meeting  should  consist  of  the  Friends  whose  names  are  attached  to  the 
document  now  presented  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  (and  to  any  supple- 
mentary list  received  shortly),  and  that  their  Monthly  Meetings  be 
requested  to  send  forward  Certificates  of  Removal,  with  as  little  delay 
as  possible,  to  J.  C.  Bateman,  P.O.  Box  1609,  Cape  Town,  South  Africa. 

(2)  That  Cape  Town  Monthly  Meeting  be  at  liberty  to  accept  Certifi- 
cates of  Removal  for  any  other  Friends  in  South  Africa  who  request 
their  Home  Monthly  Meetings  to  forward  such,  but  that  transfer  of 
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membership  should  not  be  pressed  upon  any  who  prefer  to  remain  as 
members  of  their  Home  Monthly  Meetings. 

(3)  That  the  Cape  Town  Monthly  Meeting  should  at  the  end  of 
each  calendar  year  forward  lists  of  its  Members  and  Attenders,  and  a 
short  Report  of  its  proceedings,  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  as  well  as 
the  usual  statistictd  returns.

40.  We  have  this  morning  listened  with  much  interest 
to  an  account  given  us  by  our  friend  Margaret  Clark,  of 
Street,  of  the  work  in  which  she  and  Emily  Hobhouse  have 
been  engaged  for  some  months  among  the  Boer  families 
in  South  Africa.  This  has  consisted  in  teaching  them 
v.iriou?  industries  which  they  can  carry  on  in  their  own 
homes,  and  affording  them  practical  assistance  in  obtaining 
or  m  iking^  the  tools  and  materials  necessary  for  starting  the 
work.  They  will  thus  be  able  to  provide  themselves  with 
means  for  restoring  to  some  extent  the  home  comforts  which 
they  have  had  to  forego  since  the  late  war,  and  also  to  earn 
something  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  poverty  which  many  of 
them  experience  acutely.  We  are  glad  to  learn  how  readily 
the  Boer  women  and  girls  responded  to  these  efforts. 

We  understand  that,  for  probably  two  years  longer,  funds 
\^11  be  required  before  the  work  becomes  self-supporting, 
and  we  warmly  commend  the  matter  to  the  practical  help 
of  Friends. 
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41.  The  following  Report  is  received  from  the  Committee 
on  Accounts,  together  with  the  audited  Statement  of 
Accounts,  which  are  satisfactory  to  this  Meeting. 

We  have  also  received  an  estimate  prepared  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  probable  amount  required  for  the  Yearly  Meeting 
Fund,  which  is  sanctioned  by  this  Meeting,  and,  in  accord- 
ance therewith,  we  direct  that  a  subscription  of  £2,500  be 
aised. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  directed  to  inform  each 
Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  proportionate  amount  allotted  to 
it  for  this  service  under  the  scheme  adopted  in  1902. 

The  Quarterly  Meetings  are  requested  to  remit  the 
amounts  as  early  as  convenient  to  Barclay  &  Co.,  Limited, 
54,  Lombard  Street,  London,  E.C.,  informing  the  Recording 
Clerk  of  their  having  done  so. 

We  ask  Monthly  and  Preparative  Meetings  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  making  such  arrangements  as  will  enable 
those  Friends  and  Attenders  who  desire  it  to  make  their 
contributions  for  Society  purposes  weekly,  instead  of  at 
longer  intervals.  We  are  of  opinion  that  many  of  our 
younger  Friends  who  are  not  now  asked  to  subscribe  would 
willingly  contribute  if  invited  to  do  so. 

Bbport  of  the  Cohmittbe  on  Accounts. 

This  (Committee  was  attended  by  all  the  representatives  appointed. 
The  Sub-Conimittee  set  apart  to  inspect  the  professionally  audited 
accounts  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  reported  duly  that  they  found  every- 
thing in  order. 

The  accompanying  Estimate  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  for  the  year 
1906-7  has  been  presented  by  the  Trustees  of  tke  Yearly  Meeting  Fund. 
In  accordance  therewith  we  recommend  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  ask  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  to  raise  a  sum  of  not  less  than  j£2,500,  which  is  the 
same  amount  as  last  year.

We  again  com- 
mend to  our  Quarterly  Meetings  the  financial  needs  of  the 
Pemba  Mission.    [See  Appendix  A,  p.  148.] 

45.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
has  been  taking  active  interest  in  the  condition  of  affairs  in 
the  Congo  Free  State,  and  we  trust  that  that  Meeting 
and  Friends  generally  will  continue  to  work  for  definite 
reform  in  that  part  of  Africa.  The  continued  existence  of 
Slavery  in  Zanzibar  and  Pemba  and  on  the  mainland  has 
rested  heavily  upon  us,  and  we  commend  the  matter  again 
to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  be 
able  to  exert  some  influence  upon  our  Government  with  a 
view  to  its  speedy  abolition.  [^For  Minutes  on  the  Congo 
Free  State  see  Appendix  A,p,  152.]

Grounds,  has  been  received.  We  draw  the  attention  of  our 
subordinate  Meetings  to  the  recommendations  contained 
therein,  and  trust  that  they  will  give  them  very  careful 
attention. 

REPORT. 

To   THB   MkBTING  for   SUFFERINGS. 

Your  Committee  have  met  and  received  information  from  various 
Friends ;  they  have  considered  whether  any,  and  what,  action  can  be 
recommended  to  Meetings  holding  Trust  properties  that  have  been  used 
for  Meeting-houses  and  Burial  Grounds  which  are  not  at  {^resent  used  by 
Friends. 

The  list  of  Meetings  for  1906  states  that  26  Meeting-houses  are  closed, 
in  8,  Meetings  are  held  once  a  month,  12  are  occasionally  used,  2  are 
used  on  alternate  First-days,  1  is  used  fortnightly,  1  is  used  during 
Yearly  Meeting,  5  are  used  when  requested,  and  1  is  available  for  use, 
making  a  total  of  80  in  partial  use.  Ten  others  are  reported  as  let  but 
available  for  Friends'  Meetings,  and  1  is  reported  as  **  discontinued  *' ; 
in  all,  therefore,  67  are  either  closed  or  the  Meetings  held  in  them  are  in 
an  expiring  condition. 

The  total  number  of  Meeting-houses  in  regular  use  reported  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting  last  year  was  877.  The  above  list  of  67  cannot  be  con- 
sidered complete,  and  it  is  well  known  that  there  are  others  not  reported. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  a  large  number  of  pieces  of  land  and  buildings  of 
this  character  were  sold  in  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries,  but 
your  Committee  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  prepaure  a  list  of  these. 

In  a  number  of  cases  Meeting-houses  long  disused  have  been  reopened, 
either  when  Friends  have  again  come  to  reside  in  the  district  or  when  an 
opportimity  for  Home  Mission  work  has  seemed  to  exist,  and  cases  have 
been  reported,  where,  years  after  a  Meeting-house  has  been  sold.  Friends 
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have  come  to  reside  in  the  district  who  would  have  been  glad  to  use  it  if 
it  had  been  retained ;  or,  a  Meeting-house  being  required,  it  has  been 
difficult  or  impossible  to  obtain  a  site  as  suitable  as  the  old  one.  In 
some  parts  of  the  country  it  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  land  on  which  to 
build  new  Meeting-houses  for  any  Nonconformists. 

The  Committee  have  not  seen  their  way  to  suggest  any  plan  by  which 
any  legal  impediment  can  be  placed  in  the  way  of  the  sale  of  Meeting- 
houses or  Burial  Grounds  by  the  Meetings  in  whose  hands  the  disposal 
of  them  is  placed  by  the  trusts  under  which  they  are  held,  but  they 
suggest  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  be  asked  to  issue  a  strong 
recommendation  to  Monthly  and  Preparative  Meetings  not  to  sell  such 
places  or  put  them  out  of  their  power  without  very  careful  consideration 
of  any  possible  use  they  may  be  to  the  Society  in  the  future ;  which 
consideration,  in  the  case  of  outlying  places,  should  not  be  confined  to 
the  needs  of  the  Meeting  within  the  compass  of  which  they  are  situated, 
but  may  be  extended  to  the  possible  need  of  adjoining  Meetings.  They 
think  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  also  advise  Monthly  Meetings  and 
Preparative  Meetings,  especially  where  these  are  small,  to  consult  their 
Quarterly  Meetings  before  deciding  to  seU  or  dispose  of  any  Meeting- 
house or  Burial  Ground,  and  should  urge  on  Quarterly  Meetings  the 
importance  of  carefully  informing  themselves  of  the  circumstances  of  all 
such  cases,  either  by  referring  the  same  to  Committees  or  otherwise.  In 
any  case  where  the  maintenance  of  a  Meeting-house  or  Burial  Ground 
that  it  is  proposed  to  sell  is  somewhat  of  a  burden  on  the  Monthly  or 
Preparative  Meeting  to  which  it  belongs,  a  Quarterly  Meeting,  when 
recommending  that  it  should  not  be  sold,  should  consider  whether  it 
should  not  give  some  assistance  to  the  Monthly  or  Preparative  Meeting 
in  maintcdning  it. 

The  Committee  suggesb  that,  in  cases  where  Meeting-houses  are  let  to 
other  bodies,  it  is  important  that  provision  should  always  be  made  for 
determining  such  tenancies  at  reasonably  short  notice  if  the  Houses 
should,  at  a  future  time,  be  required  for  Friends'  use. 

The  Committee  think  that  in  settling  the  trusts  of  any  new  Meeting- 
houses or  Burial  Grounds  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  control  of  them 
should  be  vested  in  Monthly  rather  than  in  Preparative  Meetings.

Beport  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  Committee  on  Proposal  for 
A  Conference  on  Social  Questions.

The  Yearly  Meeting  is  asked  accordingly  to  allot  a  day  to  this  subject, 
and  to  appoint  a  small  Committee  to  arrange  for  its  suitable  introduction.

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53.  We  have  this  morning  read  our  Forty-seventh  Minute 
of  last  year  regarding  what  is  termed  **  The  Wider  Fellow- 
ship," and  we  have  also  read  the  following  Minutes  from 
Berks  and  Oxon,  and  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Quarterly 
Meetings. 

It  has  again  been  forcibly  brought  before  us  that  our 
congregations  and  our  members  individually  need,  above 
all  things,  to  manifest  a  spiritual  fellowship  vitally  in 
touch  with  the  needs  of  men.  We  should  remember  that 
this  fellowship  and  our  discipleship  are  far  more  important 
than  questions  relating  to  organization,  and  that  our 
Meetings  should  all  see  to  it  that  the  spiritual  life  of 
their  members  is  not  hampered  and  interfered  with  by 
rules  and  regulations.  We  do  not  at  this  time  desire  to 
make  any  changes  in  our  procedure,  but  we  warmly 
encourage  our  Monthly  and  Preparative  Meetings  to  give 
attention  to  the  responsibility  of  the  Church  in  reaching 
out  to  the  masses  around  them  by  mea>ns  of  Extension 
Committees,  or  by  strengthening  the  relationship  vsdth  the 
Adult  Schools  or  in  other  ways.  May  they  bear  in  mind 
that  it  will  be  the  warmth  of  fellowship  and  of  brotherhood 
in  our  congregations  that  will  attract  and  speak  of  the  love  of 
God — that  love  which  is  **  boundless  as  the  sea." 


Minute  of  Berks  and  Oxon  Quabterlt  Meeting,  held  at  Rbading 
2l8T  TO  28rd  of  Tenth  Month,  inclusive,  1905. 

Ninth  Minute. — We  have  discassed  at  some  considerable  length  the 
subject  of  *'  the  Attractive  Power  of  our  Meetings,**  which  has  arisen  from 
further  consideration  of  our  Minute  of  Fourth  Month  on  the  question  of 
"  a  larger  Fellowship,**  and  also  of  the  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting 
upon  it.  We  have  been  reminded  that  what  will  draw  to  ourselves  is 
real  discipleship ;  that  we  must  be  plastic  to  the  moulding  of  the  Divine 
Spirit,  willing  to  receive,  and  willing  to  give  out ;  we  must  adapt  our- 
selves to  the  circumstances  of  the  twentieth  century,  and  if  men  are 
attracted  by  our  message  we  must  be  willing  to  give  them  some  kind  of 
Church  membership  at  an  early  stage. 

We  suggest  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  that  it  should  encourage  Monthly 
and  Preparative  Meetings  to  seb  up  Extension  Conunittees  (where  the 
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Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  are  unable  to  undertake  the  work) 
for  the  widening  of  our  fellowship.

Minute  of  Lakcashibe  and  Cheshire  Quarterly  Meeting. 
To  London  Yearly  Meeting, 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  has  devoted  three  sittings  to  the  consideration 
of  what  has  been  called  "  the  wider  fellowship,"  that  is,  the  problem  of 
bridging  the  gulf  which  exists  between  the  Society  and  those  whose  lives 
have  been  bettered  in  our  Adult  Schools  and  Mission  Meetings,  but  who 
are  not  drawn  in  any  large  numbers  to  Friends'  principles.  The 
Quarterly  Meeting  has  been  conscious  that  this  gulf  does  represent  a 
spiritual  fact,  and  will  be  more  effectually  bridged  by  spiritual  means 
than  by  any  additional  organization,  however  useful  that  may  be  in 
some  localities.  We  believe  and  hope  that  the  problem  may  be  solved 
by  the  spirit  of  Quakerism  invading  the  Adult  Schools  and  Mission 
Meetings  rather  than  by  the  methods  of  these  meetings  invading  our 
ordinary  worship.  The  Adult  Schools  must  remain  unsectarian,  but  an 
influential  teacher  who  thinks  on  Quaker  lines  can  hardly  avoid  leading 
his  hearers  along  these  lines.  We  feel  it  desirable  that  all  our  Mission 
Meetings  should  have  periods  of  silence,  giving  opportunity  for  spon- 
taneous ministry,  and  that  the  singing  of  hymns  should  not  be  fixed  into 
a  routine. 

Whilst  believing  that  a  Friends*  Meeting  well  held  is  the  most  stimu- 
lating form  of  spiritual  fellowship  yet  devised  by  man,  we  are  solicitous 
that  everything  that  stands  for  class  distinction,  conventional  reserve, 
or  a  narrow  sympathy  aloof  from  common  humanity,  should  be  banished 
from  our  Meeting-houses  and  their  precincts.  We  feel  it  to  be  anomalous 
that  there  should  be  found  in  the  Adult  Schools  on  the  confines  of  our 
Church  a  warmth  and  heartiness  not  always  felt  in  its  central  institution, 
our  Meetings  for  Worship,  where  surely  the  purity  of  Christian  fellow- 
ship should  be  most  clearly  in  evidence.  We  still  believe  that  the 
Divine  Presence  in  our  Meetings-HDr  the  lack  of  it — forms  the  test  by 
which  they  will  succeed  or  fail  to  be  attractive.

56.  The  following  Report  has  been  received  from  the 
Committee  appointed  last  year  with  respect  to  the  Consti- 
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tution  of  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight.  We  have 
also  read  the  following  Minute  from  Norfolk,  Cambridge 
and  Hunts  Quarterly  Meeting. 


REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    CONSTITUTION    OF 
MEETINGS    ON    MINISTRY   AND    OVERSIGHT. 

The  Committee  met  early  in  Seventh  Month,  1905,  and  after  careful 
consideration  prepared  two  series  of  questions,  one  addressed  to  Quar- 
terly Meetings  and  the  other  to  Monthly  Meetings. 

The  replies  to  these  questions  show  that  great  diversity  of  practice 
exists  in  Quarterly  and  Monthly  Meetings  with  regard  to  making 
appointments  to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and  discharging 
the  duties  referred  to  these  Meetings.  In  fifteen  Monthly  Meetings, 
including  three  of  the  largest,  no  unofficial  members  are  appointed. 
In  some  the  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  are  open  to  all 
members  of  the  Monthly  Meeting :  and,  in  one  case,  the  Monthly 
Meeting  itself  is  regarded  as  the  Monthly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight.  This  leads  to  great  irregularity  with  regard  to  the 
privilege  of  attending  Quarterly  and  Yearly  Meetings  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight,  and  causes  a  good  deal  of  dissatisfaction.  In  one 
large  Quarterly  Meeting,  for  instance,  the  whole  of  the  membership 
of  two  Monthly  Meetings  is  entitled  to  attend  the  Quarterly  Meeting 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  but  in  the  other  four  Monthly  Meetings 
only  appointed  members  of  the  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
are  entitled  to  attend.  Three  Quarterly  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  are  open  to  all  the  membership  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting. 

Twenty  Monthly  Meetings,  mostly  large  and  active  ones,  report  that 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  referred  to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  is  spread  over  various  bodies  such  as  the  Monthly,  Quarterly, 
and  local  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and  the  Monthly, 
Quarterly,  and  Preparative  Meetings. 

Thirty  Monthly  Meetings,  including  many  of  the  largest  and  most 
active,  are  of  opinion  that  the  work  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight  could  with  advantage  be  transferred  to  the  Monthly  and 
Preparative  Meetings,  to  be  dealt  with  either  in  special  sessions  or  by 
means  of  Committees  or  otherwise.  Twenty- Six  Monthly  Meetings,  some 
of  them  large  and  active,  do  not  see  that  any  advantage  would  arise 
from  a  change  of  organization.  A  similar  diversity  of  opinion  is  shown 
in  the  replies  from  the  Quarterly  Meetings. 

The  grounds  for  a  somewhat  widespread  dissatisfaction  with  existing 
arrangements  appear  to  be : — 

I.  The  difficulty  that  is  felt  in  selecting  unofficial  members. 
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n.  The  loss  of  strength  caused  by  the  overlapping  of  the  business 
of  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  with  the  business  of  Monthly 
and  Quarterly  Meetings.  This  is  apt  to  lead  to  a  repetition  of  the 
exercise  of  the  one  Meeting  in  the  second  Meeting  with  consequent 
loss  of  freshness. 

III.  The  desire  that  none  of  the  active  members  of  the  Society 
should  be  excluded  from  taking  part  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
now  referred  to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight. 
The  answer  from  Bristol  and  Somerset  Quarterly  Meeting  says  :  "  As 
a  general  principle  we  believe  that  the  duties  specially  commended  to 
the  care  of  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  ought  not  to  be  treated  as 
the  functions  of  a  selected  body  of  persons,  but  should  rather  be  regarded 
as  forming  part  of  the  responsibilities  necessarily  and  rightly  attaching  to 
membership  in  our  Society,  and  therefore  as  resting  upon  all.     We 
believe  that  there  is  a  real  danger  lest  those  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  should  have  their  sense  of  per- 
sonal share  in  the  service  and  spiritual  life  weakened  and  their  interest 
in  its  welfare  lowered.'* 

As  regards  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  it  is  felt  by 
members  of  our  Commibtee  that  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  the 
Society  in  the  Yecurly  Meeting  is  weakened  by  the  previous  discussions 
on  the  same  subject  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight. 
The  Reports  read  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  also 
to  some  extent  cover  the  same  ground  as  the  Triennial  Reports  to 
the  Yearly  Meeting. 

It  is  with  the  desire  that  the  spiritual  power  amongst  us  should  be 
fostered  and  directed  to  the  best  advantage  that  we  make  the  proposals 
which  follow. 

While   we  recognize  that  there  are  wide  divergences  of  view  with 
respect  to  the  subject  on  which  we  are  instructed  to  report,  our  con- 
sideration has  satisfied  us  that  the  time  has  come  for  allowing  other 
arrangements  in  substitution  for  the  existing  organization  of  Meetings  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight  to  be  introduced  where  desired.     Many  Friends 
believe  that  ad  hoc  Committees  directly  responsible  to  and  reporting  to 
the  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  concerned  with  special  executive 
work,  such  as  the  Help  of  the  Ministry,  Pastoral  Oversight  and  Exten- 
sion and  Evangelistic  Work,  would  provide  a  more  efficient  arrangement 
than  the  present  somewhat  rigid  organization  with  its  very  general  duties 
and  its  stated  meetings  of  official  members.    In  1904  the  Yearly  Meeting 
approved  the  establishment  of  ad  hoc  Committees  for  fostering  helpful 
ministry,  and  Committees  for  extension  work  are  being  constituted  in 
some  districts,  but  the  formation  of  these  ad  hoc  Committees  is  difficult 
while  the  duplicate  organization  of  the  regular  Monthly  and  Quarterly 
Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  has  to  be  maintained. 
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We  accordingly  recommend — 

1.  That  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings  be  empowered,  as  they 
may  think  best,  either  to  continue  their  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  under  the  name  of  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committees 
(reporting  to  and  responsible  to  their  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing), or  to  lay  them  down  in  order  to  replace  them  by  such  other 
arrangements  in  each  locality  as  will  ensure  the  efficient  discharge 
of  the  duties  hitherto  committed  to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight. 

2.  That  in  cases  where  it  is  concluded  to  lay  down  the  Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight,  each  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meeting  (as  the 
case  may  be)  shall  be  requested — 

(a)  To  consider  the  advisability  of  providing  for  the  special  con- 
sideration in  the  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meeting  itself  from 
time  to  time  of  the  deeper  subjects  which  have  hitherto 
engaged  the  care  of  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight; 
and — 

(6)  To  consider  the  propriety  of  appointing  with  adequate  execu- 
tive powers  one  or  more  standing  Committees  for  fostering 
helpful  Ministry,  for  Pastoral  Work,  and  for  Extension  and 
Evangelistic  Work,  these  Committees  consisting  of  such 
members  as  may  be  thought  most  suitable,  whether  Minis- 
ters, Elders,  or  Overseers  or  not. 

3.  That  all  Quarterly  Meetings  be  directed  to  report  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  of  1907  for  themselves  and  their  constituent  Monthly 
Meetings  what  action  has  been  taken  pursuant  to  these  recom- 
mendations. 

4.  That  the  place  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
be  taken  by  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  for  the  consideration  of 
proposals  for  service  abroad  and  other  subjects  of  a  spiritual 
rather  than  of  a  routine  character,  which  would  not  be  suitably 
dealt  with  in  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  the  Society.  This 
would  dispense  with  the  present  practice  which  involves  the 
appointment  of  two  sets  of  representatives,  and  the  preparation 
or  two  sets  of  Reports  (one  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  the  other  to 
the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  and  Oversight),  and  would  also 
take  away  the  cause  of  the  grievance  of  some  Friends  who  are  now 
excluded  from  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight.  [If 
this  change  be  sanctioned,  Committees  under  appointment  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  should  be  retained  as 
Conmaittees  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  until  discharged  by  it.] 

5.  That  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  be  requested  to  arrange,  so  far 
as  possible,  for  the  consideration  early  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  of 
the  subjects  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 
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6.  That  the  Yearly  Meeting  refer  to  a  Committee  the  question  of 
reporting  what  consequential  changes  in  the  practice  of  the  Society 
are  rendered  advisable  owing  to  the  acceptance  of  these  recommen- 
dations, including  any  changes  that  may  be  required  in  the  pre- 
liminary steps  to  be  taken  in  acknowledging  Ministers,  and  what 
revision  of  the  portion  of  the  Book  of  Christian  Discipline  relating 
to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  should  be  made.  Subject 
to  thia  it  will  of  course  be  clearly  understood  that  nothing  in  this 
Report  affects  the  present  regulations  with  respect  to  the  Recording 
of  Ministers  and  the  Appointment  and  duties  of  Elders  and  Over- 
seers, which  regulations  were  not  within  the  scope  of  the  reference 
to  us,  and  can  continue  in  force  throughout  the  Society  nothwith- 
standing  any  changes  that  may  be  made  in  harmony  with  the  above 
proposals. 
John  S.  Rowntree  has  requested  us  to  state  that  he  has  been  unable 
to  take  part  in  our  deliberations.

Minute  of  Norfolk,  Cambridgeshire  and  Huntingdonshire 
Quarterly  Meeting,  26th  Fourth  Month,  1906. 

The  following  Minute  has  been  adopted  by  this  Meeting,  and  is  to 
be  forwarded  to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  viz. : — 

This  Meeting  has  had  brought  to  its  notice  the  fact  that  a  Committee 
WBA  appointed  by  last  Yearly  Meeting  to  consider  the  constitution  of 
Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight. 

The  Meetings  are,  we  believe,  well  adapted  to  our  needs,  and  have 
filled  a  useful  place  in  our  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings. 

We  trust  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  will  be 
continued,  with  liberty  iiJt  all  Friends  to  attend  the  sittings,  as  wc 
believe  its  discontinuance  would  be  a  distinct  loss  to  the  Society,  and  wo 
think  the  throwing  open  of  the  sittings  to  all  who  wish  to  attend  would 
not  hinder  its  usefulness.

57.  We  have  carefully  considered  the  Eeport  on  the 
Constitution  of  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  and 
accept  the  recommendations  contained  therein  and  decide 
as  follows : — 

1,  Monthly   and   Quarterly   Meetings  are   empowered,  as  they 
may  think  best,  either  to  continue  their  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
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Oversight  under  the  name  of  Mmistry  and  Oversight  Committees 
(reporting  to  and  responsible  to  their  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing),, or  to  lay  them  down  in  order  to  replace  them  by  such  other 
arrangements  in  each  locality  as  will  ensure  the  efficient  discharge 
of  the  duties  hitherto  committed  to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight. 

2.  In  cases  where  it  is  concluded  to  lay  down  the  Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight,  each  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meeting  (as  the 
case  may  be)  is  requested — 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  special  consideration  in  the  Monthly  or 
Quarterly  Meeting  itself  from  time  to  time  of  the  deeper 
subjects  which  have  hitherto  engaged  the  care  of  Meetings 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight ;   and — 

(6)  To  consider  the  propriety  of  appointing  with  adequate  execu- 
tive powers  one  or  more  standing  Committees  for  fostering 
helpful  Ministry,  for  Pastoral  Work,  and  for  Extension  and 
Evangelistic  Work;  these  Committees  consisting  of  such 
members  as  may  be  thought  most  suitable,  whether  Minis- 
ters, Elders,  Overseers  or  others. 

3.  All  Quarterly  Meetings  are  directed  to  report  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  of  1907  for  themselves  and  their  constituent  Monthly 
Meetings  what  action  has  been  taken  pursuant  to  these  recom- 
mendations. 

4.  The  place  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  shall 
be  taken  by  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  for  the  consideration  of 
proposals  for  service  abroad  and  other  subjects  of  a  spiritual 
rather  than  of  a  routine  character,  which  would  not  be  suitably 
dealt  with  in  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  the  Society.  Com- 
mittees under  appointment  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight  are  to  be  retained  as  Committees  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

5.  The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  requested  to  arrange,  so  far 
as  possible,  for  the  consideration  early  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  of 
the  subjects  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

6.  We  refer  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  the  question  of  report- 
ing what  consequential  changes  in  the  practice  of  the  Society  are 
rendered  advisable  owing  to  the  acceptance  of  these  recommen- 
dations, including  any  changes  that  may  be  required  in  the  pre- 
liminary steps  to  be  taken  in  acknowledging  Ministers,  and  what 
revision  of  the  portion  of  the  Book  of  Christian  Discipline  relating 
to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  should  be  made.  Subject 
to  this  it  will  be  clearly  understood  that  nothing  in  this  Minute 
affects  the  present  regulations  with  respect  to  the  Recording  of 
Ministers  and  the  Appointment  and  duties  of  Elders  and  Overseers. 
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The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  empowered  to  make  such 
fresh  arrangements  as  to  the  date  of  opening  of  our  next 
Yearly  Meeting  as  may  seem  best  in  view  of  this  decision. 
It  is  also  requested  to  prepare  a  summary  of  the  Reports 
asked  for  in  paragraph  3. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  will  hold  its  concluding  sitting  this  year  as  usual. 

58.  A  Eeport  from  the  Committee  of  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  on  Betting  and  Gambling  has  been  received. 
We  are  glad  to  learn  that  this  Committee  has  been  able 
to  make  provision  for  practically  assisting  our  members  in 
combating  this  serious  evil,  and  we  commend  the  subject 
to  the  continued  care  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings.  [For 
Report  see  Appendix  -4,  p.  155.] 

59.  We  have  at  this  time  considered  a  Report  from  a

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  PROPOSE  A 
REVISION  OF  THE  ADVICE  RESPECTING  GAMBLING 
AND  THE  USE  OF  INTOXICATING  LIQUORS. 

We  suggest  the  omission  from  the  General  Advices  of  the  paragraph 
beginning:  "Whatever  be  your  position  in  life,"  and  the  addition 
of  two  new  paragraphs  after  the  paragraph  commencing:  ** Guard 
watchfully."    The  three  paragraphs  would  then  run  as  follows: — 

"  Guard  watchfully  against  the  introduction  into  your  households  of 
publications  of  a  hurtful  tendency;  and  against  such  companionships, 
indulgences,  and  recreations,  whether  for  yourselves  or  your  children,  as 
may  in  any  wise  interfere  with  a  growth  in  grace. 

"  In  the  pursuit  of  lawful  recreation ,  and  in  commercial  life,  avoid 
and  discourage  every  kind  of  betting  and  gambling, 

"  Have  no  part,  either  directly  or  as  shareholders,  in  the  manufacture 
or  sale  of  intoxicating  drinhs ;  and  prayerfully  consider  whether  it 
is  in  harmony  with  your  duty  to  God  and  love  to  your  neighbour  to  use 
them  yourselves  or  to  offer  them  to  others"

64.  Omitting  from  the  General  Advices  the  paragraph 
commencing  "Whatever  be  your  position  in  life,"  we

Avoid  and  discourage  every  kind  of  Betting  and  (Gambling  and 
such  speculation  in  commercial  life  as  partakes  of  a  gambling 
character. 

And  as  the  Advice  relating  to  Intoxicating   Liquors   the 
following — 

In  view  of  the  manifold  evils  arising  from  the  use  of  Litoxicating 
Liquors,  prayerfully  consider  whether  your  duty  to  God  and  to  your 
neighbour  does  not  require  you  to  abstain  from  using  them  your- 
selves or  offering  them  to  others,  and  from  having  any  share  in  their 
manufacture  or  sale.

REPORT    OF    THE    CENTRAL   EDUCATION    COMMITTEE   TO 
THE    YEARLY    MEETING. 

The  Central  Education  Committee  has  met  twice  with  large  attend- 
^^^         ances  during  the  past  year,  holding  three  sittings  on  one 
occasion  and  two  on  the  other.    The  Executive  Committee 
has  met  six  times. 

Arthiur  G.  Wallis'  name  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  members  of  the 
Conmiittee  as  a  second  representative  of  Scotland  General  Meeting. 
The  Cash  Statement  which  accompanies  this  Report  shows  that  the 
TinuiAA      ^®^*  ^^  ^6800  incurred  at  the  Bankers'  and  reported  a  year 
ago  has  been  repaid,  and  that  there  was  a  balance  to  the 
credit  of  the  Conmiittee  on  the  81st  of  Third  Month  of  M16S  18s.  2d.    It 
should  be  noted  that  this  result  has  only  been  obtained  by  a  special 
appeal  for  donations  during  the  last  two  years,  which  realized  J9d68 14s.  5d. 
in  1904  and  JG210  in  1906,  and  that  the  period  for  which  these  contribu- 
tions were   guaranteed  has  now  expired.    The  subscriptions  received 
from  the  Quarterly  Meetings  during  the  past  year  have  amounted  to 
£890  15s.,  and  the  annual  expenditure  of  the  Conmiittee  is  estimated 
at  Je675. 
In  view  of  the  collections  made  from  Friends  for  the  Current  expenses 
of  the  Committee,  it  has  again  not  been  thought  advisable 
Pgji^       to  ask  for  further  contributions  to  the  Central  Endow- 
ment Fund.      The  capital,  j£5,271,  has  been  invested  in 
the  names  of  four  trustees,  and  a  Conmiittee  has  been  appointed  to 
administer  the  income. 
A  scheme  for  Teachers'  FellowBhips  and  Travelling  Scholarships  for  the 
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benefit  of  Teachers  in  Friends*  Boarding  Schools  and  other  Edncational 

Institutions  has   been  formulated,  and  is  being  put  into  immediate 

operation  on  the  small  scale  at  present  possible. 

The  proposals  of  the  Gonmiittee  for  the  future  management  of  Sibford 

School  were  submitted  to  a  representative  Conference  held 

I^poMOa.  **  ^^  ^^^<^^  ^  Si^*^  ^^^*^  ^^^'  ^^8*  °^  *^®  Quarterly 
Meetings  south  of  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire  were  repre- 
sented, and  after  full  discussion,  in  which  the  difficulties  of  the  scheme 
were  fairly  considered,  a  Minute  of  general  approval  was  passed, 
which  was  endorsed  by  the  General  Meeting  of  the  School  on  the 
following  day.  The  three  Quarterly  Meetings  already  associated  in 
the  management  of  the  School  afterwards  gave  their  individual  support 
to  the  scheme,  and  issued  an  invitation  to  all  the  other  Quarterly 
Meetings  in  the  South  of  England  to  join  them.  In  response,  Bristol 
and  Somerset,  Essex  and  Suffolk,  Kent,  London  and  Middlesex,  and 
Western  Quarterly  Meetings  signified  their  approval,  and  most  of 
them  appointed  representatives  to  the  new  School  Committee  in  time 
for  its  first  sitting  in  Second  Month.  At  this  meeting  the  proposals,  with 
some  minor  modifications,  were  finally  adopted,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
scheme  may  be  brought  into  operation  after  the  summer  holidays, 
until  which  time  the  School  is  being  carried  on  by  the  old  Committee  as 
heretofore. 

The  adoption  of  its  proposals  by  Sibford  School  and  the  eight 
Quarterly  Meetings  has  laid  on  the  Central  Education  Committee  the 
responsibility  of  attempting  to  raise  a  sura  of  £560  a  year  for  five  years, 
to  be  expended  according  to  the  scheme  in  Scholarships  to  children 
whose  parents  will  pay  only  £9  towards  the  total  cost.  The  Committee 
has  also  undertaken  to  assist  the  new  School  Committee  to  raise  the 
i^  1,500  necessary  for  capital  expenditure  on  the  premises  to  enable  the 
scheme  to  be  carried  out. 

The  Report  made  by  J.  W.  Headlam  to  the  Board  of  Education  on 

his  inspection  of  the  Boarding  Schools  of  the  Society  was 

J.  W.  Head-    received  in  the  Eleventh  Month,  and  has  proved  to  be  a 

'     ^      document  of  great  interest  and  importance,  which  should 

claim  the  attention  of  Quarterly  Meetings  and  of  Friends  generally,  for 

whose  use  it  has  been  published  by  the  Committee  at  cost  price. 

While  recognizing  fully  the  valuable  work  which  the  Schools  have  done 
for  the  Society  and  for  education,  and  expressing  the  hope  that  they 
may  **  continue  to  preserve  the  essential  qualities  which  have  distin- 
guished them,'*  J.  W.  Headlam  points  out  certain  causes  which  have 
tended  to  lessen  their  usefulness.  In  particular  he  insists  on  the 
principle  that  **each  School  should  have  a  definite  task,  and  that  as 
regards  age  of  scholars  and  character  of  instruction  this  should  be 
adhered  to.*' 
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After  full  discussion  of  this  question  the  Committee  has  come  to  the 
Thiee  Types  conclusion  that,  in  accordance  with  the  aboTe  principle,  the 
of  SchooiB.    Society  needs  three  distinct  types  of  schools : 

(a)  Those  Schools  in  which  the  majority  of  the  children  will  leave  at 
about  the  age  of  fifteen  years  and  will  usually  go  direct  to  some  trade 
or  occupation,  and  in  which  the  aim  should  be  to  give  them  a  thorough 
and  complete  education,  based  on  the  study  of  English  and  Mathematics, 
and  including  Manual  Training,  up  to  that  age. 

(6)  Those  in  which  the  majority  of  the  scholars  will  leave  about 
the  age  of  sixteen  or  seventeen  years,  and  in  which  they  can,  if  their 
parents  so  wish,  be  prepared  to  pass  the  Matriculation  Examination 
of  London  University  or  similar  examination,  in  order  to  qualify  for 
entrance  on  a  pro^sional  career  or  for  the  higher  positions  in  business 
or  public  life. 

(c)  Those  in  which  an  adequate  proportion  of  the  scholars  will  stay  to 
about  the  age  of  eighteen  or  nineteen  years,  and  which  can  therefore 
make  it  their  aim  to  prepare  their  pupils  for  an  honours  course  in  either 
the  older  or  newer  Universities. 

The  Committee  has  again  been  deeply  concerned  with  the  question 
of  the  provision  of  qualified  teachers  for  the  Schools  and 

^2^^j!j.  of  their  suitable  remuneration.  The  present  income  from 
the  Endowment  Fund  is  far  from  adequate  to  meet  what 
the  Committee  believes  are  the  pressing  needs  of  the  situation.  A 
summary  of  the  salaries  at  present  paid  to  Assistant  Mast^ns  and 
Mistresses  has  been  prepared  from  returns  made  by  the  eleven  Schools, 
ajid  i^ows  that  the  average  resident  salary  paid  to  Assistant  Masters 
in  them  is  J£159,  to  Assistant  Mistresses  J^8.  In  '*  the  Eight  Schools," 
for  which  alone  previous  figures  are  available,  the  averages  are  £131  and 
£15  respectively,  an  increase  of  j£12  for  men  and  JS2  for  women  during 
the  last  six  ye^s. 

A  circular  was  issued  in  the  spring  of  last  year  to  Monthly  and 
Quarterly  Meetings,  inviting  them  to  arrange  Conferences 

Deputation  ^  consider  the  educational  needs  of  the  Society  in  their 
Secr^ffTes.  "^^v®*^  districts,  and  offering  the  help  of  the  Secretaries  at 
such  meetings.  In  response  to  this  invitation  such  Confer- 
ences have  been  held  in  17  local  meetings,  the  subjects  generally  chosen 
being:  **How  to  make  the  Best  Use  of  our  Boarding  Schools,**  and 
**  How  to  Provide  for   the    I^eeds    of    Young    People    above    School 


Of  these  Conferences,  that  held  with  Brighouse  Monthly  Meeting 
was  of  special  importance.  A  Committee  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  had 
been  appointed,  which  with  the  assistance  of  the  Secretaries  had  very 
carefully  considered  the  relations  of  the  Yorkshire  Schools  to  one 
another,  and  had  issued  to  the  members  a  number  of  definite  sugges- 
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tions  for  giving  to  each  School  a  clear  aim  and  adapting  them  to 
suit  modem  requirements.  A  special  sitting  was  arranged  to  secure 
more  time  for  discussion  of  the  subject.  At  the  request  of  this  Con- 
ference and  of  the  Monthly  Meeting,  Yorkshire  Quarterly  Meeting  also 
devoted  a  lengthy  sitting  to  the  question  in  First  Month  and  has 
forwarded  a  Minute  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

With  the  sanction  of*  the  Committee  one  of  the  Secre- 
^^^JJ^JJ^' taries    has    again    inspected    Brookfield   School,    Ireland, 
SduKd.      presenting  a  Report  to  the  School  Conunittee.     On  the 
same    occasion  visits  were  also  paid  to  the  three  other 
Irish  Schools. 
The  Gathering  of  First-day  School  Teachers  and  others  interested  in 
the  religious  training  of  the  children  of  the  Society,  held 
^^«J^  at  Woodbrooke  during  the  Easter  holidays  of  1905,  was  a 
of  Cliildren.  ^®^P^  ^^®  ^^^  ^^  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  regu- 
lar training  for  First-day  School  Teachers  in  several  places. 
In  arranging  for  this  Meeting  the  Secretaries  were  brought  into  close 
touch  with  the  Friends*  First  day  School  Ajssociation,  and  with  its 
Secretary  they  are  now  engaged  on  the  preparation  of  a  syllabus  of 
graded  Bible  lessons  for   the  use  of   Children's    Schools    and    Bible 
Classes. 

A  list  of  46  such  classes  for  the  Children  of  Friends,  which  are  not 

affiliated  to  the  Friends'  First-day  School  Association,  has  been  drawn 

up,  and  a  course  of  lessons  prepared  by  two  Friends  is  being  circulated 

among  a  number  of  them. 

The  Conmiittee  regrets  the  delay  which  has  attended  the  issue  of 

the  *  Text-book  of  Quaker  History.*    A  simple  historical 

™Jj~™       narrative  designed  to  attract  children  and  young  people 

History,      connected  with  the  Society  of  Friends  is  being  prepared. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  book  may  be  followed  by  others  of 

a  more  advanced  character. 

A  series  of  lantern  slides  to  illustrate  the  History  of  the  Society 
^^^^      of  Friends  is  also  being  gradually  collected;  it  is  suffi- 
Slides.       ciently   complete    as  regards    the    earliest  period    to    be 
used  for  lectures,  and  is  available  for  loan  on  applica- 
tion. 
Finding  the  need  of  more  time  to  discuss  the  important  educational 
questions  now  before  the  Society,  the  Committee  has  arranged 
^^tton^  to  hold  its  Meetmgs  four  times  in  the  year  instead  of 
tbe  Society,  ^^c^*  <^^  ^^  Executive  Conmiittee  has  been  appointed 
consisting  of  Friends  who  are  prepared  to  devote  much  time 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Society's  educational  needs  and  resources. 
The   rapidly  extending  aggressive  work  of   the  Society  gives  special 
significance  to  educational  questions  at  the  present  time,  and  demands 
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that  the  children  of  our  members  should  be  so  trained  that  they  may 
not  only  respond  willingly  and  heartily  to  the  many  calls  for  Christian 
service,  but  also  be  thoroughly  equipped  to  take  their  right  part  in 
making  known  the  messcige  of  Quakerism  and  in  carrying  on  the  work 
of  the  Society  at  home  and  abroad.

68.  The  importance  of  making  a  fuller  provision  for 
endowing  the  Teaching  Profession  in  our  Schools  has  again 
claimed  our  attention. 

We  have  also  been  much  interested  in  considering  the 
various  subjects  wrhich  are  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
Central  Education  Committee,  and  not  least  the  steps  they 
are  taking,  in  conjunction  vdth  the  associated  Quarterly 
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Meetings,  to  reorganize  Sibford  School,  in  order  to  provide 
a  Boarding  School  education  for  children  whose  school  life 
is  expected  to  terminate  at  about  fifteen  years  of  age.  We 
recognize  that  these  efforts  will  involve  special  appeals  for 
pecuniary  help,  and  we  commend  the  work  and  aims  of  this 
Committee  to  the  liberal  support  of  Friends. 

•  69.  While  considering  Educational  affairs  in  the  Society 
we  have  had  before  us  the  following  Minute  of  Yorkshire 
Quarterly  Meeting.  The  questions  brought  before  us  by 
this  Minute  have  received  our  close  attention.  We  have 
also  had  the  advantage  of  hearing  a  number  of  Friends 
specially  qualified  to  speak  on  the  various  branches  of  this 
great  subject. 

We  trust  that  all  our  members  who  are  devoting  time  and 
energy  to  working  out  the  problems  alluded  to  in  our 
previous  Minute  will  have  the  intelligent  sympathy  of 
Friends,  and  that  the  blessing  of  God  may  rest  upon  their 
labours. 

Minute  of  Yorkshikb  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  at  York  24th  and 
26th  of  First  Month,  1906. 

Eighteenth  Minute, — The  accompanying  Minute  from  Brighouse 
Monthly  Meeting  in  reference  to  the  education  of  Friends*  children  has 
now  been  read,  and  has  been  considered  in  connection  with  a  memo- 
randum prepared  by  a  Committee  of  that  Meeting  on  the  educational 
problem  as  it  affects  Friends*  Schools  in  Yorkshire.  The  subject  has 
been  further  spoken  to  by  representatives  of  Brighouse  Monthly  Meeting 
and  other  Friends,  as  well  as  by  Susanna  Wells,  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Central  Education  Committee. 

The  importance  of  the  co-ordination  and  unity  of  our  various  Boarding 
Schools  has  been  emphasized,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  such  co- 
ordination should  depend  on  the  leaving  age  of  the  scholars  at  each 
School  and  the  consequent  difference  in  the  educational  course,  and  that 
the  leaving  age  and  the  education  received  should  depend  upon  the  ability 
and  promise  of  each  child  rather  than  upon  the  pockets  of  the  parents. 

It  is  recognized  that  a  scheme  such  as  this  would  involve  generous 
financial  support  from  Friends,  especially  if  we  are  to  aim  at  being  in  a 
position  to  offer  an  education  in  a  Friends*  Boarding  School  to  most  of 
the  children  in  our  Society,  should  parents  desire  it,  so  that  they  may  be 
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the  better  able  to  give  to  the  world  the  message  which  we  believe  the 
Society  of  Friends  is  called  upon  to  deliver. 

We  trust  that  the  subject  will  receive  the  consideration  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  as  we  believe  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  problems 
now  facing  our  Society. 

A  copy  of  this  Minute  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  to  our 
subordinate  Meetings. 

We  invite  the  Committee  appointed  by  Brighouse  Monthly  Meeting, 
together  with  the  members  of  the  Central  Education  Committee  belong- 
ing to  this  Quarterly  Meeting,  to  give  further  attention  to  this  important 
subject,  and  to  obtain  further  information,  especially  from  the  Overseers, 
who  have  special  responsibility  in  this  matter,  and  to  report  further  to 
this  Meeting.

Ninth  Minnie, — A  Report  has  been  received  from  the  Committee 
appointed  in  First  Month  last  with  regard  to  the  Special  Conference  on 
Education  held  at  Leeds  on  the  14th  ult.  It  appears  that  the  Conference 
was  attended  by  about  80  Friends,  and  the  following  resolution  was 
passed: —

biUty  of  adopting  such  a  plan  as  has  been  placed  before  us,  though 
much  general  approval  of  it  has  been  expressed. 

It  is  felt  that  further  attention  should  be  given  to  the  matter,  and 

it  is  concluded  to  ask  the  Monthly  Meeting  to  consider  whether  it 

would  not  be  well  to  bring  the  subject  under  the  notice  of  the 

Quarterly  Meeting. 

In  presenting  the  resolution  the  Committee  accompany  it  with  a 

Beport  explaining  some  of  the  leading  points  which  have  engaged  their 

attention,  and  which  lead  to  the  drafting  of  the  memorandum  which  has 

been  distributed  to  each  household  in  the  Monthly  Meeting. 

It  is  concluded  to  adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Conference,  and 
to  bring  the  matter  under  the  notice  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  at  its  next

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE  OF  BRIGHOUSE 
MONTHLY  MEETING,  8th  OF  ELEVENTH  MONTH,  1905. 

In  presenting  the  recommendation  of  the  Conference  convened  by  the 
Monthly  Meeting's  Committee  on  Education,  we  think  it  would  be  well 
briefly  to  explain  some  of  the  leading  points  that  have  engaged  the 
attention  of  the  Committee,  and  which  have  led  to  the  drafting  of  the 
memorandum  which  has  been  distributed  to  the  various  households  in 
the  Monthly  Meeting. 

Although  the  increasing  difficulty  which  some  of  our  School  Com- 
mittees experience  in  successfully  managing  our  Schools  so  as  to  fulfil 
their  special  purpose  is  a  subject  which  should  cause  a  deep  feeling  of 
concern,  we  trust  that  this  may  not  make  us  less  sympathetic  towards 
the  great  national  advance  which  is  so  large  a  factor  in  bringing  it  about. 

Our  difficulties  are  not  exclusively  confined  to  financial  considerations ; 
the  scholastic  side  of  the  question  requires  most  careful  thought  if  we 
are  to  keep  abreast  of  and  successfully  compete  with  the  nation's  pro- 
gress in  educational  matters.  The  question  of  finance  has  so  often 
claimed  the  attention  of  the  Society  that  we  thought  it  best  to  devote 
our  attention  principally  to  the  more  recent  problem  with  which  we  are 
confronted,  believing  that  were  Friends  imitedly  convinced  that  the 
moral  influence  of  our  Schools  is  of  real  value  to  the  Society,  and  was 
accompanied  by  a  thoroughly  sound  educational  scheme  suited  to  the 
needs  of  all  our  children,  there  might  be  a  better  prospect  of  pecuniary 
appeals  being  more  generously  responded  to. 

Each  of  our  Schools  being  governed  by  an  independent  Conunittee 
not  responsible  to  a  Central  Education  Authority,  there  is  perhaps  too 
great  a  tendency  to  consider  the  success  and  advantage  of  each  particular 
School,  and  too  little  attention  is  paid  to  a  progressive  educational  course 
linking  one  School  to  another.  This  seems  to  be  where  the  national 
scheme  is  leaving  us  behind.  We  need  the  educational  '*  ladder  **  with 
the  different  Schools  definitely  classified,  and  the  several  curricula  deter- 
mined according  as  the  School  may  be  "  Higher  Elementary,"  '*  Lower 
Secondary,'*  or  "Higher  Secondary.'*  The  leaving  age  should  be  a  large 
factor  in  deciding  the  classification  of  the  School,  and  if  the  "  ladder  "  is 
to  be  successful  a  scheme  of  transfer  should  be  devised.  At  present  it  is 
not  unfrequently  the  case  that  in  going  from  one  School  to  another  a 
child  has  to  mark  time  for  a  period  in  some  subject  whilst  being  far 
behind  in  others. 
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We  haTe  endeavoured  to  explain  these  points  in  greater  detail  in  the 
memorandum  referred  to,  illustrating  them  hy  diagrams  which  show  the 
leaving  age  classification  by  vertical  lines,  the  transfer  scheme  by  hori- 
zontal lines,  and  the  diagonal  lines  represent  a  scheme  of  scholarships 
which  involves  financial  considerations. 

In  submitting  our  suggestions  to  Friends,  we  fully  recognize  and 
heartily  unite  with  the  traditions  of  the  Society  in  aiming  at  a  general 
average  of  proficiency  rather  than  an  tmdue  interest  in  the  success  of  the 
specially  brilliant  scholar.  We  believe  that  a  careful  study  of  the 
scheme  that  has  been  outtined  will  show  that  this  has  been  in  no  way 
disturbed,  but  that  we  have  endeavoured  to  include  in  it  an  arrangement 
which  shall  serve  the  brilliant  children  as  well  as  those  of  more  average 
capacity. 

Whilst  of  course  we  need  to  guard  against  arriving  at  any  hasty  con- 
elusion,  we  feel  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  important  to  give  the 
question  most  careful  thought  and  sustained  attention ;  and  with  this 
end  in  view  we  trust  that  the  Monthly  Meeting  may  see  its  way  to 
adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Conference  that  the  question  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  consideration  of  the  Quaj*terly  Meeting.  We  hope  it  may 
be  brought  before  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  to  be  held  at  York  in  First 
Month. 

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  we  ought  to  acknowledge  the  very  useful 
help  of  Charles  E.  Stansfield  and  Susanna  £.  Wells,  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Central  Education  Conunittee,  whose  experience  and  advice  have 
been  at  our  disposal  in  all  our  deliberations.

MEMORANDUM  ISSUED  BY  A  COMMITTEE  OF  BRIGHOUSE 
MONTHLY  MEETING  ON  THE  EDUCATIONAL  PROBLEM 
AS  IT  AFFECTS  FRIENDS*  SCHOOLS  IN  YORKSHIRE. 

I.  In  view  of  the  reorganization  of  schools  in  the  West  Riding  under 
the  Education  Act  of  1902,  it  is  of  great  importance  that  the  Monthly 
Meeting  should  look  into  the  problem  of  the  education  of  the  children 
of  the  Society  of  Friends  within  its  borders,  should  formulate  its  ideas 
and,  as  may  be  necessary,  bring  them  to  the  notice  of  the  bodies 
concerned,  whether  the  Yorkshire  Quarterly  Meeting  or  the  Yearly 
Meeting  or  the  Conmiittees  of  the  Schools. 

n.  The  competition  of  Public  Secondary  Schools  is  a  force  which  must 
more  and  more  be  reckoned  with.  They  receive  large  assistance  from 
rates  and  taxes,  and  they  form  in  each  district  or  city  part  of  a  carefully 
co-ordinated  system.    If  Friends*  Schools  are  to  hold  their  own  they 
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must  be  adequately  supported  financially,  and  if  they  are  to  offer  similar 
standards  of  attainment  they  must  be  organized  on  similar  lines. 

III.  The  following  diagram  illustrates  the  educational  system  of 
Bradford,  which  may  be  taken  as  typical  of  the  provision  made  in  most 
cities.

a  three  years'  course   12-15,   continuing   the  work    of    the 
Elementary  School,  and  ofiEering  special  commercial  or  indus- 
trial training.'

VII.— It  should  be  noted  that: 

a— The  York  Schools  are,  at  present,  doing  the  work  of  Middle 
Secondary  rather  than  of  Higher  Secondary  Schools,  i.e.,  few 
pupils  reach  a  higher  standard  than  matriculation,  and  at 
Bootham  few  boys  stay  to  the  age  of  18  or  19. 

h — Ackworth  School  loses  most  of  its  pupils  between  the  ages  of 
15  and  16.  It  thus  falls  short  of  the  Middle  Secondary  Course 
by  one  year  and  endangers  its  status  as  a  Secondary  School, 
defined  by  Government  Regulations,  as  one  which  keeps  the 
bulk  of  its  scholars  up  to  the  age  of  16. 
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c — Bawdon  has  the  same  age  limit  as  Ack worth,  but  in  practice  the 
average  leaving  age  is  a  year  earlier,  falling  within  the  Higher 
Elementary  limit. 

d—The  York  corriculom  includes  three  foreign  languages,  the 
Ackworth  curriculum  two,  the  Bawdon  curricnhim  one,  but  it 
appears  desirable  that  the  differentiation  in  educational  aim 
between  these  schools  should  now  be  afresh  considered  in 
relation  to  the  recent  development  of  similar  types  of  public 
schools. 

e — At  present,  the  educational  distinction  between  these  schools  does 
not  seem  to  be  clecirly  defined  or  recognized,  and  the  social 
distinctions  between  them  are  consequently  more  emphasized. 

/—The  conditions  of  transference  from  one  school  to  another  have 

not  been  thought  out  or  defined;  provision  for  transference 

of  promising  pupils  is  inadequate  and  is  not,  as  a  rule,  made 

at  the  ages  when  such  transference  would  be  most  beneficial 

to  the  child. 

VIII.— In  order  to  enable  these  schools  to  compete  successfully  with 

public  schools  of  corresponding  type,  the  following  regulations  would 

seem  necessary: 

a — Children  found,  by  previous  inquiry,  to  be  unprepared  to  work 
with  the  lowest  class  or  to  take  the  first  year's  course  should 
not  be  admitted. 

b — The  entrance  age  should  be  fixed  so  as  to  secure  at  least  a  four 
years'  course. 

c — The  natural  endowment  and  probable  career  of  the  child  should 
be  the  main  determining  factors  in  the  choice  of  the  school  to 
which  all  children  assisted  by  the  Monthly  Meeting  should  be 
sent. 

d — Children  would  be  expected  to  stay  at  the  school  for  the  full 
course.  Some  assurance  should  be  required  from  parents  or 
guardians  to  this  effect. 

e — The  leaving  age  should  be  adapted  to  suit  the  aim  of  the  school : 
18-19, 16-17,  14-15  respectively,  in  each  type  of  school. 

/ — Conditions  as  to  transference  from  one  school  to  another  would 
be  laid  down. 

g — The  cost  per  child  would  probably  be  :

-In  the  interests  of  the  efficiency  and  sound  finance  of  the  school 
and  to  avoid  the  evils  of  the  present  practice  of  distributing 
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assbtance,  it  would  be  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  fixed, 

uniform  fee  covering  cost  at  each  school,  and  that  assistance 

should  be  given  by  scholaj*ship,  the  number  and  value  of 

scholarships    being    determined   by  the  endowment  of    the 

school,  the  trust  funds  available,  and  the  subscriptions  of 

Friends.    These  scholarships  should  be  awarded  on  general 

suitability  of  character,  promise,  and  home  life,  as  well  as  on 

age  and  general  attainment,  and  on  the  jundertaking  of  the 

parents  to  keep  their  children  at  school  for  the  whole  course. 

i — The  Higher  Elementary  School  would  probably  be  the  school  to 

which  assisted  children  would  normally  be  sent. 

The  Middle  Secondary  would  suit  the  needs  of  intending  pupil 

teachers,  and  of  those  whose  parents  intended  to  keep  them 

at  school  until  the  age  of  16-17. 

The    Higher    Secondary  School    would    not    generally  receive 

assisted    children    except    by   transference    from    the    other 

schools ;  but  children  likely  to  take  up  the  work  of  teaching 

in    Friends'    Schools   should,  if   possible,  be  sent  to  it  to 

complete  their  school  course. 

j — The  Monthly  Meeting  might,  with  advantage,  have  a  small  fund 

for  the  assistance  of  children  on  leaving  school  (in  particular 

the  Higher  Elementary  School),  to  enable  them  to  continue 

their  education  at  Evening  Classes,  Technical  Schools,  and 

Schools  of  Art,  Commerce,  or  Domestic  Science. 

Such  a  system  it  is  believed  would  give  to  each  school  a  decur  and 

distinct  aim,  preventing  overlapping  and  **  unfair    competition  '* ;    it 

would  give  to  each  child  a  course  of  study  suited  to  the  needs  of  its 

probable  career ;  it  would  open  up  the  way  for  the  clever  chUd  to  the 

University  just  as  the  public  system  does,  and  it  would  fit  the  schools 

into  their  proper  place  in  the  educational  machinery  of  the  country, 

while  they  would  still  be  able  to  give  that  careful  moral  and  religious 

training  which  must  always  be  their  chief  value  to  the  Society  of 

Friends.

informing  the  Secretary  of  the  School  thereof. 

Quarterly  Meetings,  or,  when  these  occur  too  late,  the 
Monthly  Meetings  composing  them,  are  desired  to  appoint 
Representatives  to  the  General  Meeting  to  be  held  at 
Ackworth  on  the  27th  of  Sixth  Month  next.

73.  A  Report  from  the  Peace  Committee  of  the  Meeting 
for  Sufferings  has  been  received,  together  with  various 
Minutes  of  that  Meeting  on  the  subject.  We  understand 
that  the  deputation  referred  to  in  the  Minute  of  the  Meet- 
ing for  Suflferings  held  4fch  of  Fifth  Month  is  not  likely  to 
be  arranged  for  at  present.  \_For  documents  referred  to  see 
Appendix  A,  pp.  158-170.] 

74.  In  considering  the  subject  of  Peace,  we  have  taken 
note  with  thankfulness  of  the  utterances  of  the  Prime 
Minister  and  other  members  of  the  Government  in  favour 
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of  a  reduction  of  military  and  naval  expenditure,  and  we 
desire  to  express  our  earnest  wish : 

(1)  That  some  substantial  reduction  in  the  expenditure 
may  be  carried  out  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

(2)  That  the  Government  may  secure  the  introduc- 
tion into  the  programme  of  the  forthcoming  Hague 
Conference  of  the  subject  of  the  limitation  of  arma- 
ments. 

We  believe  that  the  evidence  of  increasing  goodwill 
between  the  nations,  and  the  proved  capacity  of  the 
arbitral  methods  established  by  the  Hague  Convention  to 
resolve  questions  of  great  international  delicacy,  as  also 
the  appalling  revelation  of  what  modem  war  involves 
afforded  by  the  Eusso-Japanese  conflict,  make  the  present 
an  opportune  time  for  endeavouring  by  friendly  agreement 
to  relieve  the  crushing  burden  of  armaments.  We  are 
convinced  that  the  cultivation  of  goodwill  between  nations, 
and  the  steadfast  adherence  to  a  policy  of  brotherhness  and 
justice,  will  more  and  more  be  recognized  as  the  surest 
national  defence,  and  that  the  policy  of  huge  armaments 
is  subversive  of  these  natural  relations  of  friendship,  and 
often  proves  a  direct  provocation  to  war. 

A  copy  of  the  foregoing  Minute,  signed  by  the  Clerk,  is 
to  be  sent  to  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Foreign  Affairs. 

75.  A  Report  from  the  Committee  of  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  on  the  Opium  Trade  has  been  received.  In  view 
of  the  resolution  to  be  moved  in  the  House  of  Commons 
to-morrow  evening  we  adopt  the  following  Minute,  which 
is  to  be  signed  by  the  Clerk  and  forwarded  to  the  Prime 
Minister,  the  Secretary  and  the  Under-Secretary  of  State 
for  India,  and  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition.  [See  Appen- 
dix A,  p.  170.'] 

76.  The  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends  now 
being  held  in  London  hears  with  much  thankfulness  that 
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the  question  of  the  Opium  trade  between  India  and  China 
is  likely  to  be  brought  before  the  House  of  Commons 
to-morrow  evening.  Profoundly  convinced  that  this  trade, 
which  was  forced  upon  the  Chinese  by  British  arms  and 
diplomacy  in  a  past  generation,  and  which  still  produces 
widespread  degradation  and  misery  in  the  Chinese  Empire, 
is  opposed  to  the  "Righteousness  which  exalteth  a  nation," 
the  Meeting  earnestly  desires  that  the  House  of  Commons 
may,  through  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown,  instruct  the 
Indian  Government  speedily  to  terminate  the  trade.

79.  The  following  Report  is  received  from  the  Committee 
appointed  last  year  to  revise  Part  III.  of  the  Book  of 
Christian  Discipline. 

A  Minute  has  also  been  received  from  the  General  Meeting 
for  Scotland,  submitting  recommendations  for  revising  the 
special  rules  on  Appeals  applicable  to  Scotland.  We  direct 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  to  embody  in  the  Rules  on 
Appeals  the  alterations  referred  to  by  the  General  Meeting 
for  Scotland.  We  also  request  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
to  give  some  consideration  to  the  Rules  on  Appeals  as  they 
may  apply  to  the  General  Meeting  for  Australia  and  other 
Meetings  for  Discipline  in  the  Colonies,  and  further  to  add 
to  the  new  clause  regarding  the  removal  of  names  an 
instruction  to  Monthly  Meetings  to  report  such  names  to 
the  Recording  Clerk  when  removed  and  when  reinstated. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  when  the  name  of  a  friend  comes 
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up  for  recording  as  a  Minister  otherwise  than  in  the  Monthly 
Meeting  itself,  the  Elders  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  should 
be  consulted — 

(a)  In  case  there  are  but  few  or  no  Elders  in  the  Monthly  Meeting 
to  which  the  Friend  belongs ;  or 

(6)  Where  the  Elders  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  feel  it  advisable  so 
to  consult  them. 

With  the  above  modifications  and  such  alterations  as  are 
necessitated  by  our  decisions  this  year,  we  approve  of  the 
Book  and  adopt  it  as  embodying  our  Eules  at  the  present 
time,  and  instruct  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  to  issue  it. 


REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE  APPOINTED   TO   REVISE 
PART  III.   OF    THE   BOOK  OF  DISCIPLINE. 

The  Committee  has  met  three  times.  On  the  first  occasion,  at  Leeds 
at  the  close  of  Yeaj-ly  Meeting,  general  lines  of  work  were  laid  down ;  in 
Eleventh  Month,  at  Devonshire  House,  several  days  were  spent  in  a 
careful  examination  and  revision  of  the  text  prepared  hy  the  Committee 
of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings ;  and  on  the  third  occasion,  the  book  was 
finally  approved. 

Although  empowered  by  the  terms  of  reference  to  issue  a  revised 
edition,  the  Committee,  finding  that  this  would  have  been  impossible 
till  late  in  the  spring,  felt  that  it  was  unwise  to  do  so,  in  view  of  the 
possible  action  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  involving  further  alterations,  and 
also  of  the  desirability  of  sending  out  the  new  book  with  the  imprimatur 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  Committee  has,  however,  had  a  small  Proof 
Edition  printed  for  the  use  of  its  members,  one  copy  of  which  is  pre- 
sented herewith  for  the  approval  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  revised  text  of  Part  III.,  herewith  presented,  contains  the 
regulations  laid  down  by  the  Yearly  Meeting,  including  those  passed 
at  the  Meeting  last  year.  The  wording  of  these  regulations  has  been,  in 
many  cases,  made  more  concise;  some  have  been  expressed  in  more 
modem  language,  and  several  that  seemed  redundant  or  unnecessary 
have  been  omitted ;  but  no  material  alteration  of  rule  has  been  made 
except  that  relating  to  lost  members  mentioned  below.  Slight  alterations 
have  been  made  in  the  Introduction,  referring  to  the  abandonment  of 
the  Morning  Meeting,  and  to  the  altered  position  in  Meetings  for 
Discipline  of  our  Women  Friends.  The  dates  of  the  various  paragraphs 
have  been  omitted,  except  in  the  cswe  of  verbatim  extracts. 
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In  order  to  lessen  the  bulk  of  the  yolmne  the  chapter  on  Appeals  has 
been  omitted,  and  will,  in  fotnre,  be  obtainable  in  pamphlet-form  only. 

We  have  inserted  a  paragraph  anthorizing  Monthly  Meetings  to 
remove  from  their  lists  of  members  the  names  of  persons  whom  they 
have  lost  sight  of,  and  whom,  after  careful  inquiry,  they  are  unable  to 
find,  but  reserving  to  the  persons  whose  names  are  so  removed  the  right 
to  have  their  names  reinstated,  on  again  putting  themselves  in  com- 
munication with  their  Monthly  Meetings.  We  hope  this  will  be  approved 
by  the  Yearly  Meeting.

82.  The  following  Minute  has  been  received  from  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  with  reference  to  the  Rowntree 
Village  Trust,  together  with  the  particulars  alluded  to.  We 
accept  the  responsibility  of  appointing  Trustees  under  the 
conditions  named. 

Minute  of  Mbbting  fok  Suffesinos  held  7th  of  Seventh 
Month,  1905. 

Twenty -first  Minute, — A  copy  of  the  Deed  of  Foundation  of  "  The 
Joseph  Eowntree  Village  Trust"  is  forwarded  to  this  Meeting  by  B. 
Beebohm  Rowntree,    Clause^  9  and  9  of  this  deed  refer  to  the  power  of 
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appointment  of  Trustees  by  London  Yearly  Meeting,  under  certain  con- 
tingent circumstances,  which  will  not,  in  any  case,  arise  until  after  the 
death  of  the  Founder  of  the  Trust.  Particulars  of  the  Trust  are  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Tearly  Meeting. 

We  gladly  record  our  appreciation  of  Joseph  Rowntree's  gift,  and  of 
his  desire  to  benefit  the  housing  accommodation  of  the  working  classes. 

83.  A  Report  from  the  Friends'  Christian  Fellowship 
Union  has  been  read.     [See  Appendix  A,  p.  173.] 

84.  A  summary  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  1905-6  has  been  received. 

SUMMABT   OF  PbOCEBDINOS   OF  THB   MbBTING  FOB  SUFFEBntGS,   1905-6. 

The  subjects  committed  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  by  the  Tearly 
Meeting  have  reoeiyed  careful  attention,  and  correspondence  has  been 
maintained  with  Friends  travelling  in  the  ministry  abroad  through  ite 
Committees  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

The  Meeting  has  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
as  given  in  its  Eighty-first  Minute,  respecting  the  maintenance  of  the 
work  carried  on  by  Charles  D.  and  A.  Mabel  Terrell,  a  final  Report  of 
whose  work,  so  far  as  it  will  cease  to  be  under  the  care  of  the  Meeting 
for  Sufferings,  is  presented  with  this  Summary. 

In  accordance  with  the  Fifteenth  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting,  a 
Committee  has  been  appointed  to  prepare  a  summary  of  the  Epistles 
from  American  Yearly  Meetings. 

On  giving  attention  to  the  question  of  preparing  a  large  map  showing 
the  situation  of  the  American  Yearly  Meetings,  the  Meeting  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  small  map  that  could  be  included  with  the  documents 
printed  in  advance  would  be  more  serviceable  than  a  map  displayed  in 
the  Meeting-house.  The  preparation  of  this  map  has  involved  cor- 
respondence with  Friends  in  America  extending  over  several  months. 
In  some  cases  it  has  only  been  possible  to  denote  the  boundaries  of  the 
Yearly  Meetings  with  approximate  exactness,  but  the  map  will  probably 
prove  of  use  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  in  affording  the  basis  for  a 
more  precise  delineation  of  the  boundaries  at  some  future  time. 

In  Sixth  Month  last  the  Meeting  adopted  an  address  on  the  relations 
of  this  country  with  Germany,  the  draft  of  which  was  submitted  to  it  by 
the  Committee  appointed  under  the  Eighty-sixth  Minute  of  last  Yeady 
Meeting.  It  was  translated  into  German  by  Felix  Moscheles,  and  sent 
to  the  leading  Germsin  papers,  and  was  also  distributed  in  Germany  in 
leaflet  form.    It  elicited  some  very  appreciative  replies  from  the  Peace 
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Society  of  Germany  and  from  prominent  advocates  of  Peace  in  that 
country. 

In  Eleventh  Month  the  Clerk  was  authorized  to  sign  an  address  to  the 
two  nations  of  Germany  and  England,  prepared  by  the  Anglo-German 
Conciliation  Committee. 

In  Third  Month  last  the  Meeting  was  cheered  by  the  reception  of  a 
letter  from  the  Central  Committee  of  the  German  Protestant  Missions 
addressed  to  the  Mission  organizations  in  this  country,  and  forwarded 
by  the  Friends'  Foreign  Mission  Association  to  tiie  Meeting  for 
Sufferings. 

The  subject  of  Military  Training  in  Schools  has  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  Meeting,  which  forwarded  a  Minute  on  the  subject  to  the  Prime 
Minister,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  War. 

Throughout  the  year  the  condition  of  the  natives  in  the  Congo  Free 
State  has,  from  time  to  time,  been  brought  before  the  Meeting,  which 
commended  the  matter  to  the  care  of  its  Anti- Slavery  Committee.  As 
directed  by  the  Seventy-sixth  Minute  of  the  last  Yearly  Meeting,  a  letter 
expressing  sympathy  and  gratitude  for  their  efforts  was  addressed  in 
Seventh  Month  last  to  the  Protestant  missionaries  resident  in  the  Congo 
Free  State.  Appreciative  replies  were  received  in  response  to  this  letter. 
John  H.  Harris,  a  missionary  from  the  Upper  Congo  district,  attended 
the  Meeting  in  Tenth  Month,  and  gave  valuable  information.  Later  in 
the  year  he  accompanied  Edmund  Wright  Brooks  and  Joseph  Gundry 
Alexander  on  a  visit  to  Berlin  and  Brussels,  paid  on  behalf  of  the 
Meeting,  with  a  view  of  influencing  public  opinion  there  in  favour  of 
a  change  of  administration  in  the  Congo  State.  The  Meeting  considered 
the  suggestion  contained  in  the  Seventy-seventh  Minute  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  that  an  appeal  might  be  made  to  the  King  of  the  Belgians. 
It  did  not,  however,  appear  opportune  to  make  such  an  appeal,  or  to 
approach  the  Governments  of  the  countries  responsible  for  the  setting 
up  of  the  Congo  Free  State. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  subject  of  Lynching  in  the  United 
States  of  America  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
in  1902-8.  In  Tenth  Month  last  the  Meeting  learned  with  much  satis- 
faction that  there  has  been  of  late  a  substantial  and  continued  decrease 
in  the  number  of  lynchings. 

The  subject  of  the  sale  of  disused  Meeting-houses  and  Burial  Grounds 
has  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Meeting,  and  a  separate  Report  thereon 
is  sent  forward  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  hardships  experienced  under  the  Aliens'  Act  recently  passed  are 
receiving  the  attention  of  a  Committee  of  the  Meeting. 

At  the  end  of  last  year  Arthur  O.  Barritt  retired  from  the  service  of 
the  Meeting  after  having  been  engaged  as  a  derk  in  the  Central  Office 
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for  nearly  thirty  years.  The  Meeting  agreed  to  the  recommendation 
that  he  should  receive  a  retiring  allowance.  His  place  has  been  taken 
by  Arthur  W.  Gawn,  a  member  of  our  Society. 

In  Sixth  Month  last  the  legacy  of  £2,000,  alluded  to  in  last  year's 
Beport,  was  received  from  the  executors  of  William  James  Le  Tall.  As 
some  difficulty  arose,  inasmuch  as  the  legacy  was  left  to  the  "  Naticmal 
Stock  *'  instead  of  to  the  *'  Yearly  Meeting  Fund,*'  the  Meeting,  after 
consultation  with  its  legal  advisers,  decided  that  in  future  references 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund,  in  official  documents,  should  be  followed 
by  the  words,  "formerly  known  as  the  National  Stock." 

A  legacy  of  JS200,  less  duty,  was  received  by  the  Meeting  from  the 
executors  of  Emma  A.  Dymond,  of  Exeter. 

The  Meeting  has  made  no  appropriation  of  any  portion  of  these 
legacies,  but  through  the  adoption  of  the  Report  of  a  Committee  on 
National  Finance  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  Fortieth  Minute 
of  last  Yearly  Meeting,  sends  forward  a  recommendation  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  on  the  subject. 

During  the  last  year  454  Donors'  Shares  of  JglO  each  of  the  Friends' 
Public  Schools  Company,  Limited,  have  been  issued  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund,  and  have  been  accepted  by  Minute  of 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  in  respect  of  donations  to  the  funds 
of  the  Company.  The  total  number  of  shares  of  J£10  each  held  by 
the  trustees  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund  is  now  1,195.  All  these 
shares  are  fully  paid. 

The  Meeting  forwards  a  copy  of  the  Deed  of  Foundation  of  the  Joseph 
Rowntree  Village  Trust.  Clauses  8  and  9  of  the  deed  refer  to  the 
power  of  appointment  of  trustees  by  London  Yearly  Meeting  under 
certain  contingent  circumstances,  which  will  not  in  any  case  arise  until 
after  the  death  of  the  founder  of  the  Trust. 

The  stock  of  books  on  hand  for  distribution  by  the  Meeting  has  been 
increased  by  a  valuable  gift  of  800  volumes  from  Joshua  L.  Baily,  of 
Philadelphia. 

In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  from  the  Continental  Committee,  the 
Meeting  has  decided  to  hand  over  matters  referring  to  New  Zealand  to 
the  Committee  hitherto  known  as  the  Committee  on  Australian  Affairs, 
which  is  in  future  to  be  called  the  Australasian  Committee. 

The  Meeting  has  received  and  gratefully  accepted  an  offer  from 
Robert  Spence  to  lend  to  the  Society  of  Friends  the  manuscript 
Journal  of  George  Fox,  which  he  received  by  bequest  from  his  father, 
Charles  James  Spence,  upon  certain  necessary  conditions.  The  manu- 
script will  form  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  collection  already 
available  for  inspection  and  reference  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Recording  Clerk  and  Librarian. 

A  Parliamentary  Committee  is  still  regularly  appointed  from  year  to

The  Minutes  of  the  House  of  Lords  and  the  Votes  of  the  House  of 
Commons  are  regularly  taken  in,  and  the  volumes  of  The  Public 
General  Acts  are  added  to  the  Reference  Library  as  soon  as  they  are 
published. 

Reports  from  several  of  the  Standing  and  other  Committees  of  the 
Meeting  are  sent  forward  herewith,  with  such  Minutes  bearing  upon 
portions  of  this  Summary  as  appear  necessary.

85.  A  verbal  Eeport  has  been  given  of  the  work  of  the 
Friends'  Tract  Association. 

86.  In  view  of  the  interest  felt  by  this  Meeting  in  the 
growth  of  our  Adult  and  Children's  First-day  Schools 
we  suggest  to  the  Friends'  First-day  School  Association 
that  they  might,  in  future,  supply  in  their  Annual  Eeport 
to  us  some  fuller  statistics  as  to  membership  and  attend- 
ance at  these  Schools,  if  possible,  classified  under  Quarterly 
Meeting  headings.

89.  We  have  now  read  our  79th  Minute  passed  at  our 
sitting  this  morning. 

90.  Eeports  have  been  received  from  the  Continental 
Committee  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  the  Committee 
of  that  Meeting  on  Australian  Affairs,  the  Committee  of 
Management  of  the  Australasian  Friends'  Fund,  and  the 
Conmiittee  of  the  Friends'  High  School,  Hobart.  In  regard 
to  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Australian  Affairs  we 
consider  that  the  Committee  has  authority  to  keep  the 
Hobart    School    Bursary    Fund    open    at    its    discretion.

91.  The  following  Minute  has  been  received  from  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings: 

The  deed  of  management  of  the  Friends'  High  School, 
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dated  2l8t  Febraary,  1903,  provides  that  the  Trustees  of  the 
School  premises  shall  hold,  use,  deal  with,  assume,  and 
dispose  of  the  School  premises  in  such  manner  in  all 
respects  as  the  Yearly  Meeting  shall  from  time  to  time 
by  Minute  declare. 

This  Meeting  agrees  to  the  proposal  of  the  Committee, 
and  declares  that  the  Trustees  of  the  School  premises  shall 
execute  such  security  by  way  of  mortgage  of  the  School 
premises  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  such  further 
advance  of  £500  and  interest. 

Minute  op  Mbeting  for  Sufferings,  held  4th  Fifth  Month,  1906. 

The  Committee  of  Friends'  High  School,  Hobart,  desires  to  raise  JC500 
on  mortgage  in  order  that  it  may  complete  additional  buildings  requisite 
for  the  efficient  conduct  of  the  School.  The  Trustees  of  the  Australa- 
sian Fund,  who  have  already  advanced  J95,000  on  mortgage  of  the 
Hobart\'ille  Estate,  are  willing  to  advance  a  further  siuu  of  JS500  at 
3  J  per  cent,  in  view  of  the  sum  of  Jgl,260  which  has  recently  been  spent  in 
improvement  of  the  property.  Borrowing  powers  can  only  be  exercised 
by  consent  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  We  request  the  Yearly  Meeting 
to  give  the  Committee  of  the  School  the  needful  authority. 

92.  While  considering  questions  relating  to  our  Friends 
in  the  Colonies  we  have  been  reminded  how  warmly  our 
more  or  less  isolated  members  value  the  visits,  even  if  very 
brief,  of  Friends  from  the  Home  country,  and  our  attention 
has  also  been  drawn  to  the  hope  expressed  in  the  Keport  of 
the  Committee  on  Australian  affairs  that,  in  the  good 
providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  some  Friend  or 
Friends  may  feel  called  upon  to  visit  the  various  Meet- 
ings in  Australia,  and,  it  may  be,  make  some  tarriance 
there. 

We  warmly  commend  these  sentiments  to  the  prayerful 
consideration  of  our  members  in  this  country.

99.  The  Committee  set  apart  to  draft  an  Epistle  to  the 
Yearly  Meetings  on  the  American  Continent  also  presents 
a  draft  letter  which  has  passed  the  Large  Committee, 
addressed  to  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends.

It  has  been  read  and  adopted  by  this  Meeting,  and  is  signed 
by  the  Clerk  on  our  behalf. 

The  Epistle  from  the  Yearly  Meetino, 

Held  in  London  by  Adjournments  from  the  2ith  of  the  Fifth  Month  to 
the  80th  of  the  same,  1906 : 

To  the  Quarterly  and  Monthly  Meetings  of  Friends  in  Great  Britain, 
Ireland,  Australasia,  and  Elsewhere. 

Dear  Friends, — We  salute  you  in  the  love  of  God  with  an  earnest 
desire  that  you  may  be  partakers  with  us  of  the  spiritual  direction  and 
energy,  the  warmth  of  life  and  love,  which  have  been  evident  in  our 
gatherings.  We  desire  that  you  may  share  with  us  the  consciousness 
that  God  is  calling  us,  as  a  Society,  to  definite  service  in  and  for  His 
kingdom,  and  that  this  service  is  neither  to  be  lightly  avoided  nor  entered 
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ijpon  without  serious  consideration  and  the   guidance  of   the    Holy 
Spirit. 

The  authority  of  the  call,  the  urgency  of  the  command,  the  largeness 
of  the  service  and  our  own  insufficiency,  alike  awaken  in  our  hearts  a 
deep  humility ;  yet,  to  willing  and  obedient  servants,  a  Divine  command 
is  accompanied  by  the  gift  of  a  holy  courage.  In  the  several  depart- 
ments of  our  work  there  is  a  sense  of  the  stirrings  of  life,  which  can  only 
be  fully  developed  as  all  our  members  take  their  right  share  in  the  service. 
Expansicoi  involves  not  only  going  out  into  fields  white  already  to  harvest, 
but  an  increase  of  labourers,  bringing  with  them  freshness  and  variety 
of  method. 

We  have  heard  a  distinct  call  to  Social  Service.  Our  Meeting  has  been 
brought  under  a  deep  concern  that  as  a  religious  Society  we  should  do  our 
part  in  trying  to  solve  the  great  problem  of  poverty.  The  condition  of 
the  poor,  their  disabilities  and  their  temptations,  must  not  be  allowed  to 
escape  our  Christian  thought  and  help.  The  inquiry  of  the  Apostle  James 
is  resonant  to-day,  '*  If  a  brother  or  sister  be  naked,  and  in  lack  of  daily 
food,  and  one  of  you  say  unto  them,  Go  in  peace,  be  ye  warmed  and 
fiUed ;  and  yet  ye  give  them  not  the  things  needful  to  the  body ;  what 
doth  it  profit?"'  In  the  history  of  the  Jews,  spiritual  decline  and 
national  disaster  accompanied  the  heaping  up  of  riches  and  the  grinding 
of  the  poor.  Before  the  nation  received  the  blessed  invitation,  *'  Come 
now,  and  let  us  reason  together,  saith  the  Lord :  though  your  sins  be  as 
scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow,'*  ^  it  was  enjoined,  **  Cease  to  do 
evil :  learn  to  do  well ;  seek  judgement,  relieve  the  oppressed,  judge  the 
fatherless,  plead  for  the  widow."  3 

The  social  problems  which  confront  us  in  the  civilization  of  the 
twentieth  century  are  complicated  and  not  easy  of  solution,  but  we  are 
persuaded  that  even  here  it  will  be  proved  that  **  unto  the  upright  there 
ariseth  light  in  the  darkness."  *  Some  of  our  members  may  be  called  of 
God  to  help  in  solving  these  questions,  and  all  who  undertake  such 
service  are  doing  the  wiU  of  Him  who  was  **  touched  with  the  feeling  of 
our  infirmities."  s  It  is  our  responsibility,  each  in  his  own  place  and 
degree,  to  see  that  we  do  not  **  grind  the  face  of  the  poor,"  ^  that  in  the 
matter  of  wages  we  endeavour  to  pay  that  which  in  the  sight  of  God  is 
just  and  equal,  that  we  strive  to  mitigate  the  evil  of  undue  competition, 
and,  above  all  things,  to  lighten  the  pressure  of  toil  on  the  nation's 
womanhood  and  child  life. 

These  subjects  call  for  patient  study,  self-denial  and  sacrifice,  but  how 
blessedly  falls  the  Saviour's  word  of  welcome  and  approbation,  **  Inas- 
much as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  these  My  brethren,  even  these  least,  ye  did 
it  unto  Me."  7

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For  practical  daily  life  God  has  vouchsafed  many  outward  helps.  By 
the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  the  New  Testament  the  Divine  voice  in- 
structs us,  and  more  especially  through  the  records  of  the  life  of  our 
gracious  Lord,  who  remains  the  one  perfect  example  of  love  and  sacrifice. 
Above  all  creeds  of  men  may  be  heard  His  voice  in  invitation  and 
conunand,  "Follow  Me." 

We  exhort  Friends,  whilst  mindful  of  these  outward  instructions,  ever 
to  hold  fast  to  our  testimony  concerning  the  voice  of  God  in  their  own 
souls.  Christ  is  the  true  Light  which  lighteth  every  man.  "  Li  Him 
was  life ;  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men." '  The  message  of  George 
Fox  was  to  direct  men  away  from  the  words  of  man  to  the  voice  of  God 
within  their  own  hearts.  He  grasped  the  fact  of  the  resurrection  life  of 
Jesus  Christ  when  he  learnt  in  the  stillness  of  his  soul,  "  There  is  one, 
even  Christ  Jesus,  who  can  speak  to  thy  condition."  We  desire  to  con- 
firm the  teaching  of  this  Society  as  to  the  reality  of  the  detailed  and 
continued  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We  believe  that  this  same  Holy 
Spirit  visits  all  men,  and  that,  both  with  and  without  human  intervention. 
He  enlightens  them. 

We  lovingly  urge  the  importance  of  simple  and  entire  obedience  to 
this  inward  Witness.  Can  the  holding  of  a  correct  creed  have  any  value 
if  the  life  is  not  ordered  and  ruled  by  the  Holy  Spirit  ?  The  Kingdom  of 
Heaven  is  not  material,  but  spiritual :  "  righteousness  and  peace  and  joy 
m  the  Holy  Ghost."' 

The  importajice  of  holding  truth  in  right  proportion  has  impressed 
itself  upon  us  from  time  to  time  during  our  meetings.  Its  many-sided- 
ness should  be  an  incentive  to  study  God's  teaching  in  its  fulness,  that 
we  may  know  His  mind  and  will  in  all  things.  In  the  Testimony  ^  which 
has  been  read  at  this  Yearly  Meeting  concerning  a  beloved  Friend,  who 
for  upwards  of  sixty  years  laboured  amongst  us,  we  have  the  example 
of  one  who  was  thus  enabled  in  a  large  degree  to  preserve  the  balance  of 
truth.  A  firm  grasp  of  the  redemptive  work  of  Christ,  and  obedience  to 
the  Light  within,  marked  his  life  and  teaching.  From  boyhood  he  was 
sensible  of  the  gracious  visitation  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  it  is  recorded  of 
him  that  **  Firmly  settled,  after  the  diflBculties  of  his  early  manhood  were 
over,  in  the  evangelical  faith  and  in  the  conception  of  a  spiritual  Gospel, 
he  never  tired  of  setting  forth  these  doctrines  in  their  simplicity.  The 
central  figure  of  the  message  of  good  tidings  was  ever  present  to  his  mind 
— a  Saviour  crucified,  risen,  and  glorified,  through  faith  in  whose  suffer- 
ings and  death  men  find  forgiveness  of  their  sins  and  entrance  into  the 
life  of  loving  service."

3  Testimony  of  Westminster  and  Longford  Monthly  Meeting  concern- 
ing our  late  Friend,  Joseph  Bevan  Braithwaite. 
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It  was  said  by  one  concernirig  the  early  Friends,  '*  I  perceive  you  exalt 
Christ  in  all  His  offices  beyond  what  I  have  ever  heard  before." 

Christ  is  not  divided :  the  Christ  who  dwells  within,  the  hope  of  glory, 
is  the  Christ  of  history.  Only  as  we  follow  the  guidance  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  sind  by  faith  embrace  the  Lord  Jesus  as  the  Bedeemer  of  the 
world,  and  as  our  personal  Saviour,  can  we  hope  to  perform  an  adequate 
part  in  the  social  and  other  service  which  lies  before  us ;  for,  after  all, 
the  world's  misery  is  the  result  of  the  world's  sin.  War,  intemperance, 
avarice,  lust,  the  chief  sources  of  suffering  and  poverty,  are  the  outcome 
of  selfishness ;  and  all  selfishness  is  sin.  Civilization  makes  but  small 
progress  against  its  ravages. 

We  need  a  fresh  vision  of  the  cross  of  Christ.  Coming  as  penitents  to 
the  foot  of  that  cross  we  find  pardon,  peace,  and  power.  Here  we  gain 
true  and  lasting  inspiration  for  service,  beholding  Him  who 

"...  in  the  garden  secretly, 
And  on  the  cross  on  high, 
Should  teach  His  brethren,  and  inspire 
To  suffer  and  to  die."' 

Christ's  life  is  the  key  to  our  life,  and  His  service  the  key  to  our 
service.  Underlying  all  difference  of  view  is  the  reaUty  of  the  power  of 
the  living  Christ,  whose  love  goes  deeper  than  all  our  experience.  By 
grace  may  it  be  given  to  us  humbly  and  gratefully  to  confess,  "  The  life 
which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I  Hve  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God, 
who  loved  me  and  gave  Himself  for  me."  '

WOMEN'S    MEETING. 


At  a  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  held  in 
London,  by  adjournment  from  the  24th  of  Fifth 
Month,  1906,  to  the  30th  of  the  same. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Ilepresentatives  were  called  over  in 
the  opening  Joint  Session  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  yesterday 
morning;  they  were  present  excepting  a  few  Friends. 
Several  expect  to  be  present  at  a  later  period  of  the 
Meeting. 

3.  The  consideration  of  the  state  of  the  Society,  which 
was  entered  on  in  Joint  Session  this  morning,  has  now  been 
continued.  Our  thoughts  have  recurred  to  what  we  heard 
this  morning,  and  we  have  been  thankful  for  the  unifying 
spirit  over  the  Meeting. 

The  ministries  of  intercession  and  sjrmpathy  have  been 
specially  dwelt  on — ministries  which  are  open  to  all ;  prayer 
for  those  who  speak  in  Meeting,  particularly  if  they  do  not 
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help  us  much — we  do  not  know  what  they  may  become  as 
we  pray  for  and  love  them. 

Sympathy  should  be  not  only  with  the  suffering  and  the 
sad,  but  with  the  young,  the  joyous,  the  perplexed ;  and  it 
is  as  this  is  exercised  that  we  can  get  in  touch  with  those 
we  are  longing  to  help.  We  also  need  to  consider  one 
another — sympathy  requires  thoughtfulness.  It  is  not  the 
great  things,  but  the  many  little  ones  that  tell.  Little 
things  by  God's  grace  are  made  great  ones  to  those  who 
need  them. 

4.  Epistles  have  been  read  from  the  Committees  of 
Missionaries  in  Madagascar  and  Ceylon,  and  we  appoint  the 
following  Friends  to  prepare  a  reply  or  replies  to  them  and 
to  the  Epistle  received  from  the  Quarterly  Meeting  at 
Hoshangabad,  read  in  Joint  Session  yesterday. 

The  replies  should  be  ready  for  our  sitting  on  Fourth-day 

morning.

5.  The  Eeport  for  1905  from  the  Missionary  Helpers' 
Union  has  been  read. 

6.  A  Minute  has  been  received  from  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
inviting  Women  Friends  to  make  an  appointment  to  co- 
operate with  one  made  by  it  to  consider  the  subject  of 
holding  a  Conference  on  Social  Problems. 

Women  Friends  sympathize  warmly  with  the  proposal, 
and  we  appoint,  Lucy  Gardner,  Joan  M.  Fry,  Georgina 
King  Lewis,  Mary  L.  Cooke  (subject  to  consent),  Gulielma 
Crosfield,  Lucy  F.  Morland,  Mary  D.  Burtt,  Anne  H. 
Joyce,  Mary  K.  Eowntree. 

Fourth-day  Morning ,  30th  of  Fifth  Month. 
(Met  according  to  Adjournment.) 

9.  Epistles  addressed  to  the  Quarterly  Meeting  at  Hoshang- 
abad, and  to  our  Missionary  Friends  in    Madagascar   and 
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Ceylon,  have  been  brought  to  this  Meeting  and  read.  With 
a  few  alterations  they  are  adopted  and  signed  by  the 
Clerk,  and  are  committed  to  the  care  of  Isaac  Sharp  for 
transmission. 

10.  The  special  subject  brought  before  us  this  year  by 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Quarterly  Meeting  is  "  The  Culti- 
vation of  the  Spiritual  Faculties.**  It  has  been  introduced 
by  a  paper  written  by  Margaret  Irwin  and  read  by  her.  Our 
attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  fact  that  our  natural 
powers — sight,  hearing,  &c. — are  all  improved  and  made  of 
more  service  by  careful  cultivation,  and  it  is  no  less  necessary 
that  the  higher  spiritual  faculties  which  are  given  to  all  of 
us  should  be  also  cultivated  by  exercise  and  training,  with- 
out which  they  can  never  be  as  serviceable  as  they  should  be 
to  Him  who  has  given  them  or  to  those  about  us. 

This  will  lead  to  healthy-mindedness  and  to  the  assimila- 
tion of  the  spiritual  food  we  receive,  that  we  may  be  strong 
and  courageous  and  not  morbid  or  depressed.  If  we  are  so 
we  cannot  help  others  as  we  should.  Let  us  want  to  find 
out  the  truth  and  to  interpret  it,  or  translate  it,  honestly, 
and  to  represent  our  Lord  attractively. 

The  thought  has  been  carried  on  to  the  spiritual  develop- 
ment of  our  children.  The  life  is  in  them  from  their  earliest 
days,  but  the  responsibility  of  their  environment  is  ours.  If 
we  teach  them  to  put  first  things  first,  there  need  be  no  fear 
of  the  time  when  they  pass  from  our  care.  It  is  Christ  who 
is  the  developer  of  the  spiritual  faculties,  and  we  work 
with  Him*  The  development  goes  on  through  the  whole 
body. 

As  we  are  engrossed  with  outward  things,  the  spiritual 
ones  are  in  danger  of  being  crowded  out,  and  we  all  alike 
need  to  listen  and  wait  that  we  may  hear  the  voice  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  and  receive  the  training  which  God  is  ready  to 
give. 

11.  The    paper  we  have  heard  is   to  be  printed  and 

7. 
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circulated,  and  is  left  in  charge  of  the  Committee  of  Lianca- 
shire  and  Cheshire  Quarterly  Meeting. 

12.  In  view  of  the  part  now  taken  by  Women  Friends 
in  the  work  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  the  question  has  been 
raised  as  to  whether  the  time  has  not  come  to  relinquish  the 
regular  holding  of  our  separate  sittings. 

Under  a  sense  of  the  blessing  which  these  Meetings  have 
been  to  Friends  of  many  generations,  we  feel  that  a  great 
responsibility  rests  upon  us  in  the  thought  of  laying  them 
down,  and  we  commend  the  subject  to  Women  Friends, 
with  the  prayer  that  He  who  gave  us  the  privilege  in  the 
first  instance  may  make  His  will  known  to  us  in  this  impor- 
tant matter.  We  propose  to  renew  the  consideration  of  the 
subject  at  our  first  sitting  during  next  Yearly  Meeting,  and 
we  appoint  the  following  Friends  as  a  Committee  to  take  the 
matter  under  their  care,  and  obtain  the  opinion  of  Women 
Friends  throughout  the  country.

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EXTRACTS 

FROM  THS 

MINUTES  AND  PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THB 

YEAELY  MEETING  ON  MINISTEY 
AND  OVEESIGHT. 


At  a  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight, 
held  in  London  by  adjournments,  commencing 
the  22nd  of  Fifth  Month,  and  ending  the  31st  of 
the  same,  1906. 

Third-day  Afternoon^  ^^nd  of  Fifth  Month, 

The  names  of  the  representatives  from  the  Quarterly  and 
General  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and  from  the 
Yearly  Meeting  of  Ministers  and  Elders  for  Ireland  have 
been  called  over  [being  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  in 
number] . 

3.  We  have  now  read  the  Annual  Reports  from  our 
Quarterly  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  also  from 
the  General  Meetings  for  Scotland  and  Australia :  there  is 
no  Report  from  Dublin  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  this  year. 
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Third-day  Evening,  2%id  of  Fifth  Month. 

4.  The  Summary  of  the  Reports  from  the  Quarterly 
Meetings  has  been  read.  The  Clerk  is  authorized  to  sign 
it  and  forward  it  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Fourth-day  Morning,  23rd  of  Fifth  Month. 

5.  A  Beport  has  been  received  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Ministry.  In  the  course  of  our  deliberations  thereon  we 
have  been  reminded  that  in  these  days  the  challenge  has 
been  thrown  down  whether  a  spiritual  worship  is  for  the 
multitude  or  only  for  the  few. 

In  one  form  or  another  three  subjects  keep  forcing  them- 
selves upon  our  attention — a  wider  fellowship,  a  bcwis  of 
silence  in  worship,  social  service.  Behind  all  these  there 
must  be  a  living  power,  the  vital  spark,  the  living  Spirit, 
the  "  Kindly  Light." 

So  we  are  led  back  to  Christ.  We  pray  that  we  may 
have  a  vision  of  Christ.  What  does  it  mean  to  see  the 
Lord?    Perhaps  the  answer  is  simpler  than  we  think. 

When-  we  have  been  crushed  by  the  knowledge  that  we 
have  sinned,  and  in  our  humiliation  with  our  faces  in  the 
dust,  the  message  of  forgiveness  has  come — have  we  not 
seen  the  risen  Lord?  When  we  have  been  crushed  by 
sorrow,  and  we  think  the  light  has  gone  out  of  our  lives, 
and,  in  the  renunciation  of  all  happiness,  light  has  once  more 
dawned — have  we  not  seen  the  risen  Lord  ? 

Surely  a  Church  which  has  been  baptized  into  the  death 
of  Christ  and  can  give  its  personal  witness  to  the  living 
Saviour,  is  able  to  call  men  to  a  wider  fellowship.  We 
want  to  say,  "  I  have  seen  the  risen  Lord ;  I  have  felt  His 
touch ;  I  have  known  His  power.*' 

We  have  been  further  reminded  that  there  is  a  real  need 
for  an  active  agency.  Good  work  has  been  done  in  some 
localities,  but  it  is  thought  the  time  has  come  when  more 
systematic  visitation  should  be  made  to  arouse  all  our 
Meetings  to  a  sense  of  their  responsibility. 
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The  message  must  be  received  in  a  spirit  of  humiliation. 

We  need  a  ministry  with  a  broad  outlook  which  includes 
the  evangelistic  message,  the  building  up  of  character,  the 
deepening  of  the  life,  the  deliverance  from  the  power  of 
eyil,  a  ministry  that  touches  the  emotions  and  yet  supplies 
solid  food,  by  means  of  Biblical  instruction  or  in  other  ways. 

The  Committee  is  continued  and  is  encouraged  to  make 
the  most  of  its  opportunities  during  the  coming  year. 

REPORT     FROM     THE     MINISTRY     COMMITTEE     TO     THE 
YEARLY  MEETING  ON   MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT. 

The  Committee  has  met  twice  in  London  and  once  at  Woodbrooke, 
when  three  sittings  were  held.  The  average  attendance  hcis  been  20  out 
of  the  34  Friends  appointed.  It  was  felt  that,  following  upon  the 
Yearly  Meeting  at  Leeds,  there  should  be  a  large  amount  of  service 
opening  before  us  during  the  year,  cuad  a  circular  was  addressed  to 
Quarterly  Meetings  calling  attention  to  the  value  of:  (1)  Conferences 
where  a  special  invitation  is  given  to  those  who  take  vocal  part  in  the 
Ministry,  and  ample  time  is  allowed  for  discussion,  so  that  practical 
questions  and  difficulties  may  be  faced.  (2)  Visits,  not  confined  to  the 
holding  of  a  single  Meeting,  with  the  general  object  of  fostering  the 
spiritual  life  and  fellowship  out  of  which  helpful  Ministry  may  naturally 
spring.  (3)  Drawing-room  meetings  with  younger  Friends,  held  with 
the  hope  of  deepening  individued  responsibiUty  cuid  clearing  up  difficulties 
and  discouragements.  A  considerable  amount  of  service  on  these  lines 
has  been  engaged  in.  Visits  or  Conferences  at  about  30  places  have 
taken  place  and  other  visits  are  in  prospect.  We  believe  these  visits 
have  proved  most  serviceable  when  a  free  interchange  of  thought  has 
taken  place  on  the  subject  of  the  Ministry,  and  the  Meeting  has  not  been 
confined  to  the  address  of  the  visitor,  as  seems  sometimes  to  be  expected. 

The  general  consideration  we  were  able  to  give  to  our  work,  when  we  met 
in  Ninth  month  at  Woodbrooke,  afresh  impressed  us  with  the  conviction 
that  any  true  revival  of  life  and  power  in  the  Vocal  Ministry  must  spring 
from  a  fuller  experience  of  the  presence  of  the  indwelling  Spirit.  If 
Friends  generaUy  were  filled  with  the  inspiration  and  momentum  which 
come  when  the  individual  soul  is  conscious  of  vital  union  with  the 
Father  of  our  spirits,  the  Ministry  in  our  Meetings  would  cease  to  be 
a  problem.  Under  a  deep  sense  of  responsibility  we  decided  to  appeal 
to  congregations  of  Friends  throughout  Great  Britain  to  set  apart  some 
special  time  or  times  for  united  prayer  and  fellowship,  in  order  that  our 
Society  might  plead  for  Divine  life  and  power  to  enable  it  worthily  to  fulfil 
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its  mission  to  the  world.  As  a  result  of  this  appeal  meetings  for  United 
Prayer  were  held  during  three  days  at  Devonshire  House,  and  were 
attended  by  Friends  from  the  provinces  as  well  as  by  a  considerable 
number  living  in  London.  Similar  meetings  were  held  at  the  same  time 
in  other  places,  said  many  more  were  arranged  in  the  course  of  the 
autumn;  there  w€is  a  wide  response  to  the  suggestion  made  in  the 
Appeal,  and  we  believe  that  Friends  have  been  drawn  into  a  closer 
fellowship  with  one  another,  and  that  the  earnest  prayers  put  up  have 
been  and  are  being  answered. 

The  reading  in  London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight  of  our  last  year*s  Report  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  to  consider  the  subject  of  the  Ministry  in  the  Quai:terly 
Meeting,  and  to  report  whether  any  steps  could  be  taken  to  promote 
its  more  effective  exercise.  They  have  since  been  engaged  in  holding 
meetings  with  Elders  in  the  different  Monthly  Meetings,  and  Conferences 
in  many  of  the  Particular  Meetings  with  those  who  take  part  in  the 
vocal  Ministry  and  other  interested  Friends.  At  the  meetings  with  the 
Elders,  opportunity  has  been  given  for  questions  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  various  Meetings  in  regard  to  the  Vocal  Ministry,  and  for  mutual 
counsel  as  to  the  difficulties  involved  in  the  right  discharge  both  of 
Ministry  and  Eldership.  At  the  Conferences  the  endeavour  has  been  made 
to  set  forth  the  true  foundation  of  Gospel  Ministry,  and  to  encourage 
those  present  to  seek  to  come  into  the  place  of  spiritual  experience  from 
which  Ministry  springs;  cmd  the  Committee  has  also  sought  to  meet 
some  of  the  difficulties  encoimtered  in  exercising  Ministry.  We  think 
special  work  of  the  same  kind  might  be  usefully  undertaJsen  by  other 
Quarterly  Meetings. 

We  believe  that  a  Committee  such  as  ours  has  wide  opportunities  of 
useful  service  and  hope  our  appointment  may  be  continued.  As  the 
names  were  revised  last  year  we  do  not  suggest  any  new  appointment 
this  year,  but  Joan  M.  Fry  and  Mary  Anne  Wallis  ask  to  have  their 
names  taken  off.

REPORT  FROM  THE  MEETING  FOR  SUFFERINGS  TO  THE 
YEARLY  MEETING  ON  MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT  ON 
THE  LIBERATION  OF  FRIENDS  FOR  RELIGIOUS 
SERVICE 

Charles  D.  and  Mabel  A.  Terrell  have  continued  tlieir  service  in  France 
for  which  they  were  liberated  by  the  Y^early  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  last  year.  The  Committee  appointed  to  correspond  with  them 
are  issuing  a  Report. 

In  Ninth  Month  Edward  A.  and  Edith  M.  Annett  were  liberated  '*  to 
pay  an  extended  visit  to  New  Zealand  with  a  view  of  entering  into 
sympathy  with  the  varied  needs  of  the  members  of  our  Society,  and 
others,  in  the  colonies,  and  encouraging  Friends  where  way  is  open  to 
8t€u:t  Meetings  for  Worship,  and  to  engage  in  effort  for  the  best  welfare 
of  their  neighbours."  Liberty  was  also  given  to  visit  Ceylon,  and 
possibly  some  places  in  Australia  in  going  to  and  from  New  Zealand. 
They  left  London  for  Auckland  on  the  14th  of  Ninth  Month.  They 
visited  Ceylon  and  Sydney  on  the  way  out,  and  have  since  been  engaged 
in  service  in  Auckland. 

In  Tenth  Month  a  Certificate  was  received  on  behalf  of  William  G. 
Hubbard,  a  Minister  in  unity  with  Ohio  Yearly  Meeting,  liberating  him 
for  rehgious  service  in  England  and  Scotland  as  way  may  open.  The 
Certificate  being  in  order,  the  usual  Minute  was  furnished  to  W.  G. 
Hubbard.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  wife,  not  a  member.  His  service 
here  extended  little  over  a  month. 

After  about  three  months'  service  among  us  following  their  attendance 
at  the  Sunmier  School  at  Street,  Charles  E.  and  Imelda  Tebbetts,  who 
visited  us  with  a  Certificate  of  Califomia  Yearly  Meeting,  were  in  Twelfth 
Month  given  a  returning  Minute,  expressive  of  '*  the  acceptable  public 
ministry  of  Charles  E.  Tebbetts,*'  and  stating  "  that  our  dear  friends 
have  won  the  warm  love  and  esteem  of  those  with  whom  they  have  had 
social  and  religious  intercourse." 

In  Second  Month,  1906,  Joseph  Gundry  Alexander  was  Uberated  for 
religious  service  in  some  parts  of  France.  He  proposes  to  pay  visits  to 
Brittany,  La  Rochelle,  Rochefort,  and  some  places  farther  south.  He  left 
England  on  the  2nd  of  Fourth  Month.  He  was  entrusted  with  a  message 
of  sympathy  and  encouragement  to  the  members  of  the  Churches  in 
France  amongst  whom  he  may  go.

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8.  Our  dear  friend  Joseph  G.  Alexander  has  now 
returned  the  Minute  granted  him  in  Second  Month  last 
liberating  him  for  service  in  France. 

He  has  given  us  an  interesting  account  of  the  French 
people  amongst  whom  his  lot  has  been  cast. 

He  has  told  us  that  the  great  mass  of  the  French  people 
have  broken  away  from  the  dominion  of  clericalism  and  are 
becoming  more  willing  to  listen  to  Gospel  teaching. 

J.  G.  Alexander's  recent  visit  has  been  mainly  in  the 
Catholic  districts  of  Britanny  and  the  Limousin. 

Kecent  events  in  France  have  opened  the  way  for  Protes- 
tant teaching  and  the  reception  of  the  Gospel. 

Our  friend  was  enabled  to  enter  into  sympathy  with 
small  companies  of  Christian  people  who  have  been  intro- 
duced into  diflSculties  through  the  operation  of  recent  laws 
in  France. 

In  the  Limousin  a  very  remarkable  movement  has  gone 
on  of  late  years,  and  the  number  of  Protestants  has 
multiplied  greatly. 

We  rejoice  that  J.  G.  Alexander  has  been  privileged  to 
carry  the  message  of  the  Saviour's  love  once  more  to  some 
of  the  neighbouring  people  of  France,  and  we  commend  the 
work  of  the  Gospel  in  that  land  to  the  continued  interest 
and  sympathy  of  Friends.

9.  It  is  with  deep  thankfulness  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that 
this  Meeting  has  heard  of  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  House 
of  Commons  which  was  passed  last  night  in  condemnation 
of  the  Opium  TraflSc  between  India  and  China.  We  see  in 
this  event  a  direct  answer  to  the  prayers  that  have  been 
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offered  all  over  our  land  in  connection  with  the  efforts  of 
those  who  have  worked  so  actively  and  systematically  in 
the  cause. 

We  encourage  our  members  to  continue  the  work  of 
intercession  for  the  spread  of  righteousness  in  this  and  the 
other  questions  that  claim  the  attention  of  our  Government, 
especially  with  regard  to  the  curtailment  of  the  drink  traffic, 
and  the  diminution  of  armaments  and  the  spread  of  the 
Peace  sentiment. 

The  following  letter  from  John  Edward  Ellis  addressed  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  has  now  been  read  :

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very  careful  of  our  own  lives,  to  watch  continually  unto  prayer  that  our 
daily  intercourse  may  testify  to  the  world  whose  we  are  and  whom  we 
serve. 

We  must  he  willing  to  cast  out  the  beams  out  of  our  own  eyes  before 
we  can  pluck  out  the  moat  from  our  brother's  eye. 

Purity  of  life  must  be  known  if  spiritual  blessing  and  revival  are  to  be 
known  in  the  Church. 

Though  we  need  to  be  firm  in  rebuking  sin,  may  it  be  done  in  the 
spirit  of  the  Lord,  who  yearned  over  the  reprobate  and  loved  the  sinner, 
and  may  we  by  continual  prayer  seek  to  bring  back  and  restore  such  as 
may  be  out  of  the  way.  Above  all,  may  we  seek  to  help  those  who  may 
be  under  special  temptation,  trouble,  or  danger,  and  to  whom  a  word  of 
loving  warning  and  encouragement,  offered  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master, 
may  be  acceptable  and  useful.

12.  The  following  Report  has  been  received  from  the 
Elders.  This  Meeting  is  thankful  to  hear  of  the  many 
helpful  Meetings  which  were  held  in  and  around  London 
last  First-day,  and  that  the  Meetings  on  Third-day  last  were 
also  manifestly  owned  and  blessed  by  our  Lord  : 

REPORT  OF  ELDERS  TO  THE  YEARUY  MEETING   ON 
MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT. 

We  are  thankful  to  report  that  we  had  good  and  solemn  Meetings  for 
Worship  without  disturbing  element,  in  both  the  Men's  and  Women's 
Meeting-houses,  on  Third-day  last.  The  Lord  Jesus  was  exalted,  and 
the  teaching  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  heart  testified  to,  and  we 
believe  felt,  by  very  many  of  those  present.  Both  Reports  speak  of 
times  of  reverent  and  solemn  silence.  In  the  Women's  Meeting-house 
the  spirit  of  prayer  and  thanksgiving  prevailed  throughout,  whilst  in  the 
Men's  Meeting-house  the  offerings  in  prayer,  especially  towards  the  dose 
of  the  Meeting,  were  very  acceptable. 

The  Report  from  the  Meeting  for  Worship  held  in  Room  E  states  that 
it  was  attended  by  about  60  Friends ;  the  vocal  service,  which  was  shared 
in  by  several,  was  helpful  and  satisfactory,  and  a  quietness  and  solenmity 
was  felt  over  the  whole  Meeting.  It  is  thought  a  similar  Meeting  will 
probably  be  desirable  another  year. 

The  number  present  in  the  Men's  House  was  only  about  half  what  it 
has  been  in  former  years.  We  havo  only  received  one  written  Report  of 
the  Meetings  held  last  First-day,  that  from  Devonshire  House.  The 
morning  Meeting  was  held  to  profit ;  the  power  of  God's  Spirit  was 
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manifest.     In  the  evening,  after  a  paper  had  been  read  on  **  Christ,  the 
Need  of  To-day,"  the  spirit  of  prayer  was  over  the  Meeting. 

We  have  also  had  vocal  Reports  of  about  12  morning  Meetings  for 
Worship,  all  of  which  are  satisfactory. 

We  are  informed  that  special  addresses  were  arranged  for  in  44  centres 
in  and  around  London  in  a  radius  of  85  miles.  In  8  places  these  were 
given  in  Public  Halls.  The  24  Reports  that  have  come  in  indicate  good 
Meetings  and  attendances.

— We  have  carefully  considered  the  Report  on  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  and  accept  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  therein  and  decide  as  follows : — 

1.  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings  are  empowered,  as  they  may 
think  hest,  either  to  continue  their  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight under  the  name  of  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committees 
(reporting  to  and  responsible  to  their  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing), or  to  lay  them  down  in  order  to  replace  them  by  such  other 
arrangements  in  each  locality  as  will  ensure  the  efficient  discharge 
of  the  duties  hitherto  committed  to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight.

2.  In  cases  where  it  is  concluded  to  lay  down  the  Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight,  each  Monthly  or  Quarterly  Meeting  (as  the 
case  may  be)  is  requested  — 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  special  consideration  in  the  Monthly  or 

Quarterly  Meeting  itself  from  time  to  time  of  the  deeper 
subjects  which  have  hitherto  engaged  the  care  of  Meetings 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight ;  and 

(b)  To  conside  the  propriety  of  appointing  with  adequate  execu- 

tive powers  one  or  more  standing  Committees  for  fostering 
helpful  Ministry,  for  Pastoral  Work,  and  for  Extension  and 
Evangelistic  Work;  these  Committees  consisting  of  such 
members  as  may  be  thought  most  suitable,  whether  Minis- 
ters, Elders,  Overseers,  or  others. 
8.  All  Quarterly  Meetings  are  directed  to  report  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  of  1907  for  themselves  and  their  constituent   Monthly 
Meetings  what  action  has  been  taken  pursuant  to  these  recom- 
mendations. 

4.  The  place  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
shall  be  taken  by  sittings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  for  the  considera- 
tion of  proposals  for  service  abroad  and  other  subjects  of  a  spiritual 
rather  than  of  a  routine  character,  which  would  not  be  suitably 
dealt  with  in  the  consideration  of  the  state  of  the  Society.  Com- 
mittees under  appointment  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  are  to  be  retained  as  Committees  of  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

5.  The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  requested  to  arrange,  so  far  as 
possible,  for  the  consideration  early  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  the 
subjects  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

6.  We  refer  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  the  question  of  reporting 
what  consequential  changes  in  the  practice  of  the  Society  are  ren- 
dered advisable  owing  to  the  acceptance  of  these  recommendations, 
including  any  changes  that  may  be  required  in  the  preliminary  steps 
to  be  taken  in  acknowledging  Ministers,  and  what  revision  of  the 
portion  of  the  Book  of  Christian  Discipline  relating  to  Meetings  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight  should  be  made.  Subject  to  this  it  will  be 
clearly  imderstood  that  nothing  in  this  Minute  affects  the  present 
regulations  with  respect  to  the  Recording  of  Ministers  and  the 
Appointment  and  Duties  of  Elders  and  Overseers. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  empowered  to  make  such  fresh  arrange- 
ments 6bs  to  the  date  of  opening  of  our  next  Yearly  Meeting  sbs  may  seem 
best  in  view  of  this  decision.  It  is  also  requested  to  prepare  a  summary 
of  the  Reports  asked  for  in  Clause  8. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
will  hold  its  concluding  sitting  this  year  as  usual. 
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We  are  impressed  with  the  added  responsibility  cast  upon 
Friends  by  these  decisions  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  In  all 
our  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings  the  question  will  have 
to  be  faced  how  the  Duties  hitherto  referred  to  Meetings  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight  can*  not  only  be  considered,  but 
effectively  carried  out. 

We  greatly  desire  that  in  replacing  the  Yearly  Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight,  the  Yearly  Meeting  may  be  enabled 
to  carry  on  the  interests  which  have  centred  in  this  Meet- 
ing, the  successor  of  the  earliest  Annual  Meetings,  we 
believe,  which  were  held  by  our  Society,  and  that  the 
exercise  of  Friends  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  this  part  of 
the  Church  of  Christ  may  in  no  wise  be  relaxed  but  may  be 
quickened  in  the  years  to  come. 

With  thankfulness  for  the  mercies  renewed  to  us  in  our 
deliberations  this  year  we  separate  in  the  love  of  Christ.

MAP  OF  FRIENDS*  YEARLY  MEETINGS  ON  THE 
AMERICAN  CONTINENT. 

Thb  accompanying  Map  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
Fifteenth  Minute  of  Yearly  Meeting  1905.  In  dealing  with  this  Minute 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  found  that  a  small  map  which  could  be  placed 
in  the  Printed  Proceedings  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  would  probably 
answer  the  purpose  required  better  than  a  large  map  displayed  on  the 
Meeting-house  premises  during  the  holding  of  Yearly  Meeting.  A  letter 
of  inquiry  was  sent  to  an  appointed  Correspondent  in  each  of  the  Yecurly 
Meetings  on  the  American  Continent  with  which  we  correspond,  and  to  a 
Friend  in  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting.  In  each  case  the  letter  was 
accompanied  with  a  copy  of  a  map  of  the  United  States,  and  contained  a 
request  that  the  map  should  be  returned  with  the  boundaries  of  the 
particular  Yearly  Meeting  marked  upon  it.  The  maps  were  all  returned 
with  the  boundaries  marked,  or  with  explanatory  letters.  In  some  cases 
the  boundaries  have  been  definitely  given,  being  contermmous,  for  the 
most  part,  with  political  boundaries.  In  other  cases  Correspondents 
have  only  been  able  to  give  them  approximately,  or  have  indicated  the 
extent  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  by  small  areas  covering  districts  where 
there  are  settlements  of  Friends.  It  must  not  be  supposed  that  where 
a  Yearly  Meeting  is  represented  by  a  very  large  area  that  Meetings  of 
Friends  are  established  all  over  such  areas.  It  will  be  seen  that  some 
Yearly  Meetings,  as,  for  instance,  Oregon  and  Kansas,  extend  far  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  States  from  which  their  names  have  been  derived; 
whilst  in  other  cases,  such  as  California,  only  a  small  portion  of  the  State 
is  regarded  as  comprising  the  area  of  the  Meeting.  In  only  one  case, 
viz..  New  York,  is  the  area  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  conterminous  with  the 
State  of  the  same  name.  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting  comprises  portions 
of  four  States,  but  the  whole  of  its  Meetings  are  contained  in  the  eastern 
half  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  area.    In  North  Carolina  the  centres  occupied 
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by  Friends  are  indicated,  as  elsewhere,  by  dotted  lines.  The  boundaries 
on  the  west  and  south  of  these  are  imaginary  lines  drawn  so  as  to  include 
an  area  covering  the  whole  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  In  the  same  way  the 
whole  of  the  State  of  Iowa  has  been  coloured,  although  the  centres 
occupied  by  Friends  are  indicated  merely  by  small  areas  mostly  within 
that  State,  but  extending  also  to  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  and 
Colorado.  The  cross  indicates  the  portion  containing  Oskaloosa,  where 
the  Yearly  Meeting  is  held. 

Wilmington  Yearly  Meeting  consists  of  two  detached  areas  in  the 
States  of  Ohio  and  Tennessee.  It  will  be  seen  that  Indiana  Yearly 
Meeting  has  two  small  detached  areas  far  removed  from  the  main  Yearly 
Meeting  area.  Canada  has  two  small  detached  portions,  including  that 
containing  the  Friends*  Colony  at  Battleford. 

This  first  attempt  to  represent  the  Yearly  Meeting  areas  is  necessarily 
of  a  tentative  character.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  course  of  time  a  fresh 
map  may  be  produced,  when  boundaries  at  present  of  approximate 
exactitude  shall  be  replaced  by  others  based  upon  more  definite 
information.

TRIENNIAL  REPORTS. 
Tbiennial  Report  from  Berks  and  Oxon  Quarterly  Meeting. 

In  reviewing  the  position  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  its  life  and 
work  during  the  past  three  years,  we  feel  that  in  spite  of  much  unfaith- 
fulness, and  along  with  evidence  of  weakness  in  some  Meetings,  there  are 
yet  some  encouraging  signs  of  life  and  growth. 

At  our  own  Quarterly  gatherings  a  deeper  sense  of  unity  and  brotherly 
love  has  prevailed  along  with  a  fuller  realization  of  the  Divine  presence 
and  power.  Some  of  our  younger  Friends  have  also  brought  the  vitality 
and  freshness  of  their  service  and  interest  into  these  Meetings. 

On  three  recent  occasions  we  have  tried  the  experiment  of  meeting 
for  the  week-end,  which  has  given  more  opportunity  for  social  inter- 
course as  well  as  for  coming  into  sympathy  with  the  actual  work  of  our 
various  centres  on  the  First-day  of  the  week. 

Frequent  intervisitation  takes  place  by  surrangement  of  the  small 
Meetings*  Committees  of  the  Quarterly  aind  Monthly  Meetings,  and 
still  further  promotes  the  sense  of  comradeship  throughout  the  two 
counties.  We  have  many  small  congregations  among  us  which  need 
constant  help  and  oversight  of  this  kind.  The  Reading  Monthly 
Meeting  Committee  reports  every  quarter  to  the  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight Meeting,  so  that  a  larger  number  of  Friends  is  kept  informed  of 
the  needs  of  the  smaller  Meetings. 
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Some  of  our  Meetings  have  had  to  lament  the  loss  of  valued  workers 
through  death  and  removal ;  two  or  three,  such  as  Charlbory,  Chipping 
Norton,  and  Burford  are  able  to  do  little  aggressive  work  through  the 
age  or  ill-health  of  their  members.  At  Charlbury  the  First-day  after- 
noon Meeting  has  been  given  up,  but  a  Meeting  for  Religious  Instruction 
is  held  monthly  during  the  winter  months,  when  Friends  who  come 
from  a  distance  to  give  prepared  addresses  find  the  Meeting-house  well 
filled. 

At  Abingdon  and  Witney  the  spirit  of  revival  has  appeared  in  con- 
nection with  special  Missions,  and  a  number  of  converts,  many  of  them 
young  people,  have  been  brought  into  close  touch  with  the  Society  in 
both  these  places.  The  Meeting-house  premises  at  Abingdon  have  been 
purchased,  and  the  growth  of  the  work  has  necessitated  some  alterations 
to  the  building. 

At  Adderbury,  a  village  about  four  miles  from  Banbury,  the  Meeting- 
house has  been  reopened  through  the  activity  of  some  young  Friends, 
and  a  Meeting  for  Worship  is  now  held  there  every  First-day  morning. 
Recently  also  a  **  Threshing  Meeting  *'  has  been  held  monthly  on  First- 
day  afternoons,  when  some  forty  of  the  villagers  attend. 

The  growth  of  the  work  at  East  Reading  had  necessitated  the  building 
of  a  new  school-room,  and,  with  the  concern  of  Reading  Preparative 
Meeting  and  at  the  request  of  the  adult  scholars,  a  Meeting  for  Worship 
and  Fellowship  has  been  recently  started  with  encouraging  results. 
These  Meetings  are  held  without  pre-arrangement  and  on  a  basis  of 
silence,  though  with  the  opportunity  for  congregational  singing  and 
a  company  of  some  forty  men,  women,  and  children  gather  regularly 
and  with  appreciation  of  the  practice  of  individual  responsibility  in 
worship.  A  small  Meeting  for  Worship  is  now  held  at  Hook  Norton, 
where  an  Adult  School  has  been  recently  established. 

We  are  thankful  for  these  signs  of  growth  and  blessing,  and  trust  that 
further  devotion  may  be  stimulated  and  more  Friends  may  be  called  to 
give  themselves  to  such  extension  work. 

The  needs  of  Oxford  Meeting  have  been  much  on  our  hearts,  and  a 
joint  committee  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  and  of  Witney  Monthly 
Meeting  has  been  appointed  to  give  all  possible  help  and  counsel  to  the 
Friends  of  Oxford.  The  difficulty  of  finding  leaders  able  to  minister  to 
the  spiritual  needs  of  the  undergraduates  and  those  who  have  joined  the 
Society  through  the  Adult  School  and  Mission  Meeting  and  to  unite 
them  in  one  body  has  not  yet  been  met.  Our  desire  is  great  that  the 
standard  of  Quakerism  should  be  worthily  upheld  in  the  University  xsity, 
and  we  pray  that  in  some  way  which  we  do  not  yet  know  the  Master 
may  bring  this  about. 

First-day  morning  Meetings  throughout  the  Quarterly  Meeting  are 
reported  generally  as  well  attended,  though  Charlbury  alludes  to  the

fact  that  no  one  is  drawn  to  meet  for  worship  with  the  actual  members 
of  the  Society  there. 

First-day  evening  Meetings  are  of  various  kinds.  At  Banbury  they  are 
always  held  as  Meetings  for  Worship ;  at  Reading  once  a  month  a  pre- 
pared and  advertized  address  is  given,  and  a  few  persons  are  thus 
brought  with  some  regularity  into  touch  with  the  Society ;  at  Sibford 
Scripture  reading  and  exposition  is  the  usual  practice ;  in  other  places 
a  Mission  Meeting  is  regulcurly  held. 

The  mid-week  Meeting  at  Reading  has  been  given  up,  though  a  few 
Friends  meet  generally  once  a  week  for  prayer,  and  a  Meeting  for 
Worship  is  held  at  Leighton  Park  School  on  a  week  evening. 

Several  of  our  Meetings  speak  of  a  varied  and  helpful  vocal  ministry 
in  which  many  who  are  not  Recorded  Ministers  take  frequent  part.  The 
special  needs  of  the  Schools  at  Sibford  and  Reading  are  constantly  on 
the  hearts  of  the  Friends  in  those  two  Meetings.  Two  very  helpful 
Meetings  have  been  held  in  Reading  for  those  who  take  part  in  this 
vocal  service,  and  Meetings  set  apart  for  prayer  at  the  close  of  last  year 
were  felt  to  be  times  of  blessing  and  renewed  consecration. 

The  Meetings  for  Discipline  at  Reading  have  been  very  full  of  interest, 
and  more  Friends  are  taking  a  share  in  the  service  of  these  Meetings 
than  for  some  time  past. 

The  instruction  of  our  children  and  young  people  has  constant  thought 
in  those  Meetings  where  they  are  present  in  any  mmibers.  Bible  classes 
for  children  are  held  at  Sibford,  a  series  of  lectures  on  religious  and 
social  subjects  is  arranged  every  winter  at  Banbury,  and  lectures  on 
Friends'  principles  have  been  held  in  all  the  Meetings  in  Reading 
Monthly  Meeting  by  arrangement  of  the  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight.  The  arrsmgements  now  in  progress  for  making  Sibford 
School  more  widely  serviceable  to  the  Society  have  engaged  our 
close  interest  and  support. 

Classes  for  Bible  and  missionary  study,  Christian  Endeavour  Societies, 
lantern  lectures  on  Biblical  subjects  are  reported  by  several  Meetings. 

The  intellectual  and  social  interests  of  our  young  people  are  also  not 
neglected ;  the  Institute  fills  a  useful  place  at  Reeuiing,  literary  evenings 
are  held  at  Banbury,  and  cycling  or  hockey  clubs  exist  at  both  these 
places. 

Associate  membership  has  been  adopted  for  the  regular  attenders  of 
Mission  Meetings  in  some  places,  in  others  a  Christian  Union  serves  the 
same  purpose,  and  it  is  reported  in  one  or  two  Meetings  that  such 
arrangements  have  led  the  way  to  full  membership  in  the  Society. 

There  has  been  considerable  progress  in  the  Adult  School  work  of  the 
district,  which  was  greatly  stimulated  by  the  visit  of  the  Friends*  First- 
day  School  Association  to  Reading  in  1905.  Four  new  branches  for  men 
and  one  for  women  have  been  started  in  Reading  and  the  neighbourhood 
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during  the  past  two  years,  one  of  them  with  yaried  agencies  through  the 
week.  Two  new  branches  have  been  founded  at  Banbmy  and  one  at 
Hook  Norton  from  Sibford.  Social  clubs  exist  in  connection  with  schools 
at  Banbury  and  Beading. 

The  Children's  First-day  School  at  Beading  has  twice^won  the  banner 
for  Scripture  knowledge  competed  for  by  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
town ;  at  Witney  the  work  among  the  children  has  been  a  feature  of 
great  interest,  while  other  schools  hold  their  own  quietly. 

Evangelistic  work,  assisted  at  Pangboume,  Abingdon,  and  Witney  by 
the  Home  Mission  Conunittee,  continues  to  claim  much  of  the  service 
of  our  members.  The  evening  Mission  Meetings  at  Abingdon,  Witney, 
Neithrop,  Pangboume,  and  Henley  are  well  attended,  and  an  interesting 
evening  service  for  lads  is  held  in  one  of  the  Adult  School  buildings  at 
Banbury. 

Temperance  work  and  Bainds  of  Hope,  either  in  alliance  with  other 
religious  bodies  or  independently  organized,  claim  the  warm  interest 
of  Friends  in  many  of  our  Meetings.  At  Beading,  Friends  have  twice 
secured  the  co-operation  of  all  religious  bodies  in  memorializing  the 
Licensing  Bench  in  favour  of  a  reduction  of  licences.  Similarly  it  has 
been  found  possible  to  unite  others  outside  the  Society  in  combating 
the  evils  of  Betting  and  Gambling  and  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Peace 
and  Arbitration,  and  local  leagues  for  these  two  objects  have  been  formed, 
which  are  doing  active  work  in  the  town. 

In  all  the  efforts  which  are  being  put  forth  by  Friends  in  our  Quarteiiy 
Meeting  we  feel  how  great  are  the  evils  to  be  overcome,  and  how  few 
the  workers.  We  desire  that  the  fuller  service  which  has  opened  before 
us  may  be  accompanied  by  the  fuller  consecration  of  heart  and  the 
deeper  experience  of  the  Divine  baptism  of  grace,  which  can  alone 
qualify  us  to  go  forward.

Triennial  Report  from  Bristol  and  Somerset  Quarterly  Mbbtino. 

Bristol  and  Somerset  Quarterly  Meeting  comprises  twenty-six  estab- 
lished Meetings  for  Worship,  grouped  in  five  Monthly  Meetings.  There 
are  three  vigorous  congregations  in  the  city  of  Bristol ;  of  the  others, 
six  are  fairly  large  aind  seventeen  small,  some  very  small.  We  have 
thirty-three  Recorded  Ministers,  resident  in  ten  places,  one  of  them  in 
France. 
The  condition  of  our  Meetings  may  be  described  as  follows : — 
Bristol  says :  "  (hir  Meetings  are  felt  to  be  times  of  edification  and 
refreshment;   we  trust  that  the  Friars  will  speedily  recover  from  any 
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feeling  of  depression  cansed  by  the  decease  or  removal  of  some  who  have 
been  its  pillars  and  buttresses." 

Bedland  speaks  of  an  increase  of  love  and  fellowship,  and  in  the 
number  of  tfabse  who  speak  to  edification ;  a  new  lecture-room  affords 
opportunity  for  social  intercourse,  and  has  largely  helped  the  feeling  of 
friendship. 

At  Horfield  there  is  no  lack  of  ministry  of  a  helpful  character.  One  of 
the  small  Meetings  reports  a  revival  of  interest  and  an  increased  attend- 
ance ;  another  regards  the  fact  that  very  varied  needs  are  met  in  times  of 
worship,  as  evidence  of  the  teaching  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

In  smother  Monthly  Meeting  a  loving  interchange  of  visits  between 
four  Preparative  Meetings,  all  very  dissimilar  in  character,  has  been 
helpful  in  promoting  social  intercourse  and  a  readiness  to  enter  into 
each  other*s  needs ;  in  all  these  Meetings  there  are  those  who  more  or 
less  frequently  take  their  part  vocally,  yet  a  desire  is  expressed  for 
deeper  consecration,  and  ears  more  willing  to  hear  and  respond  to  the 
Master*s  call ;  energy  expended  in  other  ways  is  often  lacking  in  Meetings 
for  Worship. 

In  a  Monthly  Meeting  in  which  there  are  five  congregations  there  is 
only  one  Recorded  Minister,  yet  the  vocal  service  is  helpfully  shared  by 
several ;  and  one  of  the  Meetings,  in  which  there  is  now  no  resident 
member,  is  still  continued  with  the  assistance  of  occasional  visits. 

At  Taunton  a  First-day  evening  Meeting  has  been  started,  where  the 
attendance  is  encouraging,  and  Friends  feel  justified  in  the  step. 

Another  Monthly  Meeting  expresses  its  thankfulness  that  the  Meetings 
are  times  of  spiritual  favour,  with  ministry  of  a  helpful  and  varied 
character ;  in  two  of  its  Meetings  the  vocal  ministry  is  shared  by  some 
dozen  Friends  who  are  not  recorded,  and  in  another  an  acceptable  part  is 
taken  by  non-members.  A  Preparative  Meeting  consisting  of  three  small 
companies  of  Friends  says,  "It  is  difficult  in  our  scattered  state  to 
maintain  as  we  ought  the  Quaker  Witness.'* 

One  of  the  larger  Meetings  regrets  that  a  record  of  only  six  persons 
besides  those  in  membership,  as  Attenders,  does  not  show  that  attractive 
power  we  desire  to  exercise.  The  same  Meeting  records  the  willingness 
of  its  younger  people  to  help  in  the  service  of  the  Meeting. 

The  total  membership  in  the  Quarterly  Meeting  has  slightly  increased, 
but  the  numbers  give  little  idea  of  the  influence  exerted.  Bristol,  with  a 
membership  of  570,  has  an  average  attendance  of  460  in  its  three  First- 
day  morning  Meetings  for  Worship.  This  is  smaller  than  it  was  fifty 
years  ago,  but  at  that  time  few  of  the  Missions  or  Schools  were  in  exist- 
ence ;  now  over  4,000  people  meet  each  First-day  in  gatherings  under 
the  influence  of  Bristol  Friends,  about  one -fifth  of  their  members  taking 
part  in  this  service.  Additional  schools  have  recently  been  opened,  and 
clubs  for  men,  women,  and  girls. 
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Bristol  Meeting  has  to  record  the  removal  of  a  strikingly  large  number 
of  devoted  workers,  yet  thinks  it  may  sound  the  note  of  thankfulness  and 
encouragement ;  in  spite  of  too  frequent  indifference,  there  exists  a  spirit 
of  earnestness  and  of  eagerness  to  labour  in  the  Lord'*  harvest-field. 
Though  conscious  of  much  weakness  where  there  might  be  strength, 
they  desire  to  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

In  about  half  the  Meetings  in  the  country  there  are  Adult  Schools  or 
Missions,  many  of  them  undenominational,  in  which  Friends  harmoniously 
work  with  others.  The  same  remark  applies  to  Temperance  Societies, 
and  other  efforts  for  the  moral  well-being  of  the  nation.  Mention  is  made 
of  Prayer  Meetings  and  Gospel  services  in  connection  with  a  Free  Church 
Covmcil,  and  two  Meeting-houses  are  let  to  the  Salvation  Army.  A  candid 
report,  that  an  Eight  Days'  Mission  to  draw  in  those  who  do  not  attend  a 
place  of  worship  was  very  helpful  to  the  Friends  engaged,  but  failed  to 
attract  the  class  of  persons  they  hoped  to  reach,  is,  we  trust,  not  dis- 
couraging, but  indicative  of  future  fruit. 

At  Shaftesbury,  on  the  site  of  an  old  public-house,  purchased  some 
years  ago,  an  Institute  has  been  erected  with  Trust  money ;  it  provides 
a  Meeting-house,  an  Adult  School,  and  a  Workman's  Club,  which  is 
nightly  crowded  with  young  men. 

Street  Preparative  Meeting  has  purchased  the  only  remaining  plot  of 
freehold  land  in  the  adjoining  village  of  Walton,  and  has  erected  there  a 
convenient  Village  HaU,  used  during  the  week  by  a  club  of  young  men 
when  not  required  for  Meetings,  and  on  First-days  by  Men's  and 
Women's  Adult  Schools. 

At  Long  Sutton  a  Meeting  established  in  the  days  of  George  Fox,  and 
once  an  important  one,  attended  by  many  yeomen  and  farmers,  had 
gradually  dwindled  until  it  was  closed ;  sixteen  years  ago,  at  the  request 
of  some  of  the  residents,  the  Meeting  was  re-opened,  and  is  now  firmly 
re-established  with  88  Members  and  50  Attenders.  An  annual  gathering 
of  the  children  of  this  village  is  usually  attended  by  about  one  hundred, 
who  hear  a  little  of  the  meaning  of  Quakerism  at  a  time  of  social  enjoy- 
ment. In  addition  to  the  regular  work  at  Long  Sutton,  some  simple 
meetings  were  held  among  some  navvies  who  were  making  a  railway 
in  the  neighbourhood.  In  this  district  some  of  our  Friends  who  have 
been  admitted  into  membership  are  crowded  in  small  houses,  as  no 
others  can  be  obtained.  Much  interest  is  felt  in  a  plan  for  building 
some  cottages  to  be  let  at  a  fair  rent  on  land  belonging  to  the  Friends' 
Charities.  Social  questions  like  this  of  Rural  Housing  receive  the  con- 
bideration  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  from  time  to  time ;  and  a  Social 
Subjects  Committee  appointed  in  1908  has  arranged  for  various  lectures 
to  be  given  at  the  time  of  our  qusurterly  gatherings,  to  which  the  public 
have  been  invited ;  these  have  in  one  or  two  instances  been  the  means  of 
arousing  general  interest  in  the  subjects  discussed^  and  we  have  thus  felt 
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thai  our  Quarterly  Meetings  have  gained  in  value  to  ourselves  and 
exerted  some  influence  in  the  town  or  city  where  they  have  been  held. 
As  the  result  of  one  lecture  on  the  Elberfeld  System,  given  in  Bristol, 
a  meeting  has  recently  been  held  in  the  Chapter  House,  and  a  Guild  of 
Visitors  started  in  the  city. 

Most  of  our  members  are  regular  in  attending  Meetings  for  Worship 
once  in  the  week;  there  is  perhaps  a  slight  increase  in  the  attend- 
ance of  Meetings  for  Discipline,  those  in  Bristol  being  held  in  the 
evening. 

In  all  the  Preparative  Meetings  special  efforts  have  been  made  to 
promote  Peace  principles,  said  in  most  there  are  branches  of  the 
Missionary  Helpers*  Union. 

Reference  is  made  to  helpful  conferences  among  Friends  on  Ministry, 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Macedonian  Distress,  and  Liquor  Licenses, 
the  meeting  of  the  Friends'  Guild  of  Teachers,  and  especially  to  the 
Summer  School  at  Street;  this  wm  a  time  of  much  blessing,  where 
the  call  was  given  to  live  on  higher  levels,  and  to  watch  and  continue 
in  readiness  to  go  forward  as  the  Master  calls.

Trirnnial  Brport  from  Devon  and  Cornwall  Quarterly  Mebtino. 

All  our  Monthly  Meetings  report  a  widening  and  extending  of  our 
work  for  the  Master,  and  we  believe  that  this  may  be  taken  as  an 
indication  of  an  increase  of  spiritual  life. 

The  regular  Meetings  on  First-days  have  been  held  as  usual.  One 
Monthly  Meeting  reports  that  though  the  only  recorded  Minister  is 
prevented  by  age  from  attending  the  Meetings  for  Worship,  various 
members  take  acceptable  part  in  the  Meetings. 

At  one  of  the  larger  Monthly  Meetings  it  is  noticed  that  the  attendance 
in  the  morning  is  not  so  large  as  formerly.  At  this  town  an  additional 
evening  Meeting  is  more  of  an  Evangelistic  Meeting,  which  is  under  the 
care  of  a  Committee. 

The  mid-week  Meetings  are  not  well  attended,  but  evening  Meetings 
for  prayer  and  for  Bible  study  seem  to  be  taking  their  place,  for  there 
is  increased  interest  in  these.  At  one  town  the  evening  mid-week 
Meeting  for  Worship  has  taken  the  place  of  the  former  morning  Meeting. 

Our  members  are  engaged  in  various  philanthropic  and  religious 
movements,  both  within  and  without  our  own  Society. 

In  some  of  our  Monthly  Meetings  our  members  hold  Mothers'  Meet- 
ings. Two  of  our  members  give  teaching  to  the  inmates  of  a  Home  for 
little  girls.     One  Friend.visits  the  Elementary  School  regularly,  and  is 
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able  to  persuade  a  large  number  of  the  boys  to  abstain  from  cigarette 
smoking  while  they  are  under  sixteen. 

The  questions  of  Peace,  Temperance,  Preventive  and  Rescue  Work, 
Town  Missions,  and  the  evils  of  Betting  and  G^ambling  are  constantly 
engaging  the  attention  of  our  members. 

Foreign  Mission  work  maintains  its  interest  amongst  us,  and  the 
work  of  the  Missionary  Helpers'  Union  enlists  the  sympathies  and 
practical  support  of  all. 

Our  smaller  Meetings  find  that  the  visits  of  Friends  from  other  parts 
of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  and  elsewhere  have  been  of  great  help  an 
encouragement. 

At  one  of  our  Meetings  a  tea  days*  Mission  was  held  and  proved  to  be 
a  time  of  great  blessing  and  spiritual  awakening  both  to  our  members 
and  to  the  public  generally ;  the  attendance  of  non -members  was  very 
encouraging  and  the  good  results  continue. 

But  in  all  our  Meetings  a  great  deal  of  the  time  and  energy  of  Friends 
is  absorbed  in  the  growing  work  of  Adult  and  Children's  Schools.  From 
most  of  our  Monthly  Meetings  come  like  reports  of  great  increase  in  the 
scope  suid  earnestness  of  the  Adult  School  movement.  In  one  centre 
the  membership  has  risen  from  200  to  600  with  six  branch  schools* 
Another  of  our  older  Schools  has  also  started  a  branch  School  with 
gratifying  success.  The  Children's  Schools  are  growing  in  numbers  and 
interest,  and  one  junior  School  reports  an  attendance  of  250,  about 
double  the  membership  when  last  we  reported. 

The  facts  are  indeed  encouraging,  and  we  are  deeply  thankful  for 
them.  We  cannot  fail  to  note,  however,  that  in  some  of  our  Meetings 
the  strenuous  efforts  of  many  of  our  members  in  these  branches  of 
service  have  tended  to  weaken  our  Meeting  for  Worship  on  First-day 
mornings.  We  reverently  hope  that  these  occasions  may  be  more  than 
ever  recognized  as  a  source  of  inspiration  and  power,  so  essential  to  the 
development  of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  individual  and  the  Church. 

With  all  our  efforts  we  have  to  recognize  that  our  actual  membership 
does  not  increase,  and  though  this  is  partly  accounted  for  by  transfers 
to  other  Meetings,  yet  the  fact  that  we  do  not  get  many  additions 
through  convincement,  notwithstanding  the  many  activities  of  the 
Quarterly  Meeting,  surely  calls  for  notice.

Triennial  Report  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  from  Sussex,  Surrey 
AND  Hants  Quarterly  Meeting. 

This  Quarterly   Meeting   comprises   three    Monthly  Meetings  with 
twenty-two  Particular  Meetings,  spread  over  a  wide  area. 

Of  these,  Southampton,  Reigate,  and  Brighton  have  a  membership  of 
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over  100 ;  Tunbridge  Wells  and  Bournemouth  of  over  50.  Most  of  the 
remaining  Meetings  are  in  a  fairly  active  condition ;  but  Alton,  Basing- 
stoke, Fordingbridge,  and  Chichester  cure  so  far  reduced  as  to  give  little 
promise  for  the  future. 

The  Reports  from  the  Monthly  Meetings  tell  of  a  great  deal  of  Christian 
activity  on  lines  that  are  familiar  to  Friends  at  the  present  day. 

The  Adult  School  movement  has  at  last  got  a  good  hold  in  our  Meet- 
ings. Encouraging  advance  is  reported  in  the  Schools  at  Tunbridge 
Wells,  Bedhill,  Bournemouth,  and  Capel ;  whilst  the  opening  and  rapid 
growth  of  an  Adult  School  in  the  closed  Meeting-house  at  Poole  is  a 
very  encouraging  feature.  The  attendance  of  men  at  Poole  approaches 
200,  and  of  women  100.  On  Sunday  evening,  at  the  request  of  the  men 
and  women  attending  the  Schools,  a  Meeting  called  the  **  People's 
Service ''  has  been  started  under  the  care  of  a  Committee  of  Friends, 
and  the  attendance  has  reached  about  250. 

Growth  in  work  carried  on  at  the  Meeting-houses  has  necessitated 
building  operations  at  Dorking,  Capel,  and  Poole. 

An  Allowed  Meeting  has  been  established  at  Portsmouth  with 
encouraging  results. 

In  addition  to  the  work  always  recurring  in  our  Monthly  and  Quarterly 
Meetings,  the  broader  questions  affecting  the  Church  and  nation  at  large 
have  been  often  before  us,  and  have  been  actively  participated  in  by 
more  than  a  few  of  our  members.  Foreign  Missionary  interest  entwines 
itself  more  and  more  round  our  hearts  as  we  hear  of  progress  and  bless- 
ing abroad.  Home  Mission  work  is  steadily  maintained,  both  in  towns 
like  Brighton  and  Southampton,  and  in  country  places  such  as  Gardiner 
Street,  Barcombe,  Coolham,  Ifield,  and  Bletchingley. 

In  several  quarters  an  increase  of  spiritual  life  is  evidenced.  One 
Report  says  :  **  We  can  acknowledge  a  growth  and  depth  in  the  life  of  not 
a  few,  and  an  increase  and  freshness  of  power  in  the  vocal  ministry." 
Another  Report  says  :  "  Our  younger  members  take  a  considerable  share 
both  in  Meetings  for  Worship  and  those  for  Church  Discipline.  Few, 
if  any,  of  our  Meetings  are  held  in  silence,  a  number  besides  the 
acknowledged  Ministers  taking  part  in  them.'*

Of  the  1,281  members  of  our  Quarterly  Meeting,  78  belong  to  Leicester, 
61  to  Staffordshire,  19  to  South  Warwickshire,  and  the  rest  to  North 
Warwickshire. 
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Leicester  reports : — 

"  Since  the  last  Triennial  Report  the  Monthly  Meeting  has  had  some 
increase  in  numbers,  and  we  think  it  has  gained  in  variety  and  strength 
for  service. 

"At  the  Friends*  School  Building,  a  mile  from  the  Meeting-house, 
there  are ; — 

A  Men*s  Adult  School  with  280  members. 
A  Women's  Adult  School  with  48  members. 
A  Children's  School  with  over  100  members. 

"  Our  work  is  in  some  ways  wanting  in  concentration,  but,  running 
through,  and  reaching- beyond  it  all,  we  believe  that  on  the  part  of  most 
of  our  members  there  is  a  keen  desire  for  the  welfare  of  those  around  us, 
which  prompts  our  endeavours  after  peace,  temperance,  and  social 
improvements,  as  well  as  our  direct  religious  work.  We  believe  that  by 
the  Meeting  having  more  variety  of  work  under  its  care,  and  by  associa- 
tion in  it.  Friends  have  been  drawn  into  closer  touch  and  more  living 
relations  one  with  another.  But  we  feel  that  the  Meetings  for  Worship 
hardly  hold  their  right  place  amongst  us. 

"  The  Fu'st-day  evening  Meetings  became  so  small  and  so  difficult  to 
maintain  at  any  satisfactory  level  that  the  Monthly  Meeting  about  two 
years  ago  thought  It  best  to  discontinue  them  as  weekly  Meetings.  They 
are  now  held  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  and  arrangements  are 
frequently  made  for  a  lecture  or  address  to  be  given.  The  week-day 
Meetings  seem  nearly  dying  out,  except  when  there  is  a  Business  Meeting 
to  follow. 

**  The  First-day  morning  Meeting  is  better,  and  is  much  prized  by 
many  Friends,  but  it  seems  as  though  the  deep  religious  feeling  of  the 
many  earnest  Christians  there  might  well  find  more  expression  for  the 
help  and  instruction  of  others,  especially  of  the  younger  and  less  experi- 
enced among  us.  Yet  there  is  much  sense  of  responsibility,  the  silences 
often  have  true  solemnity,  and  are  not  unfrequently  broken  by  acceptable 
ministry  or  prayer. 

**  We  feel  thankful  for  the  large  measure  of  harmony  that  has,  by  God's 
blessing,  existed  among  us,  for  His  calls  to  service  and  for  the  strength 
given  to  obey  them.  We  are  conscious  of  many  shortcomings,  but 
desire  to  follow  on  to  fuller  apprehension  of  God  in  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  and  of  His  will  for  us." 

South  Warwickshire  is  able  to  report  hopefully  of  the  work  carried 
on  with  the  assistance  of  a  Home  Mission  Friend,  in  and  near  the  little 
town  of  Shipston-on-Stour.  This  has  included  a  series  of  out-door 
meetings. 

Staffordshire  also  reports  good  progress.  At  Stafford  the  increase  of 
the  Mission  Meeting  has  led  to  the  erection  of  a  new  building,  seating 
about  200  persons,  on  the  Meeting-house  premises,  and  this  is  the  centre 
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of  considerable  activity.  At  Stoke-upon-Trent,  also,  there  is  evidence 
that  good  is  being  done  in  the  Adult  School.  Staffordshire  Friends 
testify  with  thankfulness  to  the  acceptable  utterances  with  which  several 
of  their  younger  Friends  have,  from  time  to  time,  broken  the  silence  of 
these  Meetings  for  Worship,  which  are  often  times  of  help  and  spiritual 
comfort. 

North  Warwickshire  reports  that  four  new  Meetings  have  been  con- 
stituted since  our  last  Triennial  Report,  and  there  are  now  19  within  the 
compass  of  the  Monthly  Meeting.  Of  these,  17  are  Particular  and  two 
are  Allowed  ;  but  both  of  the  latter  hold  a  weekly  Meeting  for  Worship. 
All  four  of  the  newly-constituted  Meetings  are  situated  within  the  Bir- 
mingham District.  We  have  a  total  membership  of  1,705,  being  an 
increase  of  108  or  about  11  per  cent,  over  last  triennial  return.  The 
admissions  on  application  have  exceeded  by  74  the  losses  by  resignation, 
dissociation,  and  disownment. 

This  Monthly  Meeting  also  reports  that  well-attended  Conferences  of 
Women  Friends  have  been  held  two  or  three  times  each  year.  The 
following  subjects  chosen  illustrate  the  nature  of  the  Conferences,  and 
the  desire  thereby  to  stimulate  the  work  of  our  members,  and  to  increase 
attachment  to  the  Society : — 

Our  Methods  of  Church  Government. 

Occupations  for  Children  on  Sundays.

After  the  address  there  has  generally  been  an  interesting  discussion. 
As  regards  Attenders,  we  have  498  names  on  our  list,  being  17  more 
than  three  years  ago.    Associates  have  risen  from  870  in  three  Meetings, 
to  865  in  five  Meetings. 

In  the  autumn  of  1903  the  Preparative  Meeting  at  Moseley  Road 
(Birmingham)  adopted  the  Associate  principle  in  respect  of  the  group  of 
centres  of  religious  work,  of  which  it  is  the  headquarters,  and  this  con- 
stitutes at  present  the  largest  Associateship  in  the  Monthly  Meeting. 
Except  at  Moseley  Road  itself  there  is  as  yet  no  Friends'  Meeting  for 
Worship  in  the  District ;  and  the  new  departure  has  worked  most  success- 
fully in  linking  with  the  Society  which  they  love,  even  while  they  may 
not  fully  apprehend  its  spiritual  standpoint,  the  large  number  of  active 
Christian  workers  in  the  Schools  and  Mission  Meetings  within  the  Moseley 
Road  sphere  of  influence.  Bull  Street  Preparative  Meeting  has  recently 
adopted  the  same  method  in  regard  to  the  young  people's  Meeting  at 
Severn  Street,  a  congregation  with  which  it  has  many  points  of  contact ; 
and  nearly  50  of  its  Attenders  have  become  Associates  of  Bull  Street. 
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The  three  suburban  Meetings  which  had  adopted  the  plan  prior  to  our 
last  Report,  all  agree  that  it  has  worked  well,  in  one  case  especially  so, 
and  it  is  likely  to  be  maintained. 

Our  Monthly  Meetings  continue  to  be  well  attended,  from  100  to  200 
Friends  generally  being  present,  according  to  locality  and  other  circum- 
stances ;  and  they  often  have  to  face  a  very  heavy  agenda. 

There  are  38  Elders  and  73  Overseers  in  the  Monthly  Meeting,  and 
their  important  duties  are  performed  with  energy  and  efficiency.  In  the 
congregations  which  have  adopted  the  Associateship,  Pastoral  Conmiit- 
tees,  consisting  of  members  and  Associates,  together  with  the  Overseers, 
carry  on  the  work  of  general  oversight.  This  arrangement,  however, 
leaves  the  Overseers  at  liberty  to  attend  to  matters  of  a  more  personal 
nature  in  their  capacity  of  officers  of  the  Monthly  Meeting. 

The  Monthly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  is  not  the  strongest 
point  of  our  organization.  In  the  Tenth  Month,  1903,  the  Monthly 
Meeting  decided  to  discontinue  the  appointment  of  unofficial  members, 
and  to  throw  the  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  open  to  all 
Friends.  The  attendance,  however,  has  decreased  since  the  change 
was  made. 

The  establishment  of  the  Woodbroke  Settlement  in  October,  1903, 
and  of  the  Westholme  Training  Home  for  Foreign  and  Home  Mission 
Workers,  fifteen  months  later,  has  introduced  a  very  pleasant  element 
into  the  Monthly  Meeting.  The  students  from  both  residences  have 
thrown  themselves  very  helpfully  into  the  local  interest  of  Friends, 
both  in  our  Meetings  for  Worship  and  in  our  Schools  and  Missions.  We 
cordially  welcome  the  advent  of  both  Settlements,  and  desire  for  them 
a  continued  and  enlarging  sphere  of  usefulness ;  and  we  recognize  in 
them  a  practical  proof  that  religious  study  on  modem  lines  is  not 
incompatible  with  evangelistic  fervour. 

Turning  to  the  work  of  Friends  beyond  the  limits  of  our  Society,  we 
touch  first  upon  our  Adult  Schools.  We  are  thankful  to  report  that  the 
progressive  movement,  the  earlier  stages  of  which  were  alluded  to  in  our 
last  Triennial  Report,  has  continued  to  develop,  until  it  reached  its  high- 
water  mark  for  the  time  being  in  March,  1905,  when  the  average  atten- 
dance per  Sunday  of  men  and  women  at  Schools  in  the  Birmingham 
District  was  6,943.  Since  that  date  there  has  been  a  slight  set-back,  but 
the  check  is  believed  to  be  only  temporary.  Five  new  Schools  were 
opened  in  1903  in  connection  with  the  Severn  Street  organization — three 
in  1904  and  five  in  1905,  whilst  one  small  School  has  been  closed ;  so 
that  there  remain  thirty-nine  centres  of  Adult  School  work  under  the 
care  of  the  Severn  Street  Council.  The  Women's  Schools  have  also 
multiplied,  and  there  are  seventeen  centres  where  their  work  is  carried 
on.  Help  has  also  been  given  in  the  establishment  of  several  Schools  in 
town  and  country,  which,  for  various  reasons,  are  not  connected  with 
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onr  organization.  The  Schools  at  Coventry  and  Dudley  continue  to  do 
good  work. 

Members  of  our  Society  are  also  assistmg  m  Schools  recently  opened 
at  Bogby,  Stourbridge,  and  Warwick. 

The  problem  with  which  our  members  are  confronted  has  been  greatly 
modified  by  the  rapid  extension  of  the  last  five  years.  The  movement 
has  passed  beyond  the  point  at  which  it  is  possible  for  Friends  to 
exercise  direct  personal  supervision  at  each  of  our  Schools.  There  are, 
in  fact,  ten  or  twelve  Schools  with  which  no  member  of  our  Society 
is  closely  associated.  Moreover,  there  appears  at  present  to  be  no  limit 
to  possible  extension,  except  the  difficulty  of  finding  qualified  men  and 
women  to  act  as  leaders.  The  problem  before  us  now  is  how  to  awake 
or  develop  in  members  of  our  School  and  others  the  spirit  and  genius  for 
a  service  which  until  recently  we  were  accustomed  to  regard  as  our  own 
special  work,  and  how  to  exert  indirectly  and  at  second  hand  that 
steadying  and  deepening  influence  which  we  believe  to  be  inherent  in  the 
true  Quaker  Spirit. 

Children's  First-day  Schools  are  now  conducted  under  the  care  of 
Friends  at  twenty-two  centres  in  the  Monthly  Meeting  (including 
Coventry  and  Hartshill),  with  an  average  attendance  of  4,510.  The 
numbers  show  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  Schools  a  considerable 
reduction  from  those  of  three  years  ago,  but,  unlike  most  reductions, 
this  shrinkage  is  a  sign  of  progress.  It  is  the  result  of  a  deliberate  effort 
to  raise  the  standard  of  teaching  in  several  Schools  which  were  more  or 
less  seriously  understaffed.  We  rejoice  that  the  responsible  leaders  are 
coming  to  recognize  that  the  number  of  children  who  can  be  crowded 
into  a  building  is  not  the  only  or  the  chief  criterion  of  success.  The 
movement  towards  reform  has  been  greatly  stimulated  by  the  residence 
in  the  district  of  the  family  of  G.  H.  Archibald,  and  the  starting  of  their 
model  Sunday  School  at  Boumville,  which  since  its  commencement  has 
been  visited  by  hundreds  of  workers  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  We 
warmly  appreciate  the  self-denying  labours  of  the  460  persons,  mostly 
young  men  and  women,  who  teach  -in  the  various  Schools,  and 
the  Monthly  Meeting  recently  addressed  to  them  a  letter  of 
sympathy  and  encouragement,  which  we  believe  was  valued  by  the 
recipients. 

In  close  correspondence  with  the  increase  in  the  number  of  our  Adult 
Schools  is  a  similar  growth  in  our  First-day  evening  Meetings.  When  an 
Adult  School  is  started  we  are  faced  sooner  or  later  by  a  sequel,  which 
seems  almost  inevitable  if  circumstances  favour,  in  the  shape  of  a 
demand  for  an  evening  Meeting.  Thirty  of  such  are  now  held,  viz., 
twenty-seven  in  the  Birmingham  area,  and  one  each  at  Coventry,  Dudley, 
and  Hartshill.  They  all  partake  more  or  less  of  the  character  of  what  is 
known  as  "  Mission  Meetings,"  although  they  naturally  vary  greatly  in 
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numbers  attending,  in  the  character  of  the  congregation  (and  therefore 
of  the  message),  and  in  the  amount  of  pre-arrangement.  In  the  great 
majority  the  order  of  service  is  fixed;  in  a  few  considerable  freedom 
exists.  There  is,  at  all  the  Meetings,  a  readiness  to  respond  to  any 
reasonable  request  which  a  visiting  Friend  may  make  as  to  their 
conduct ;  and  any  appeal  for  a  short  period  of  silent  worship,  especially 
if  accompanied  by  a  few  words  of  explanation,  meets  with  a  willing  and 
appreciative  reception. 

Over  four  thousand  persons  assemble  every  Sunday  evening  at  these 
Meetings,  a  fact  which  indicates  both  a  heavy  responsibility  and  a 
splendid  opportunity.  Although,  as  in  the  case  of  our  Adult  Schools,  it 
is  impossible  to  find  Friends  to  act  as  *'  Readers  "  weekly  at  these  thirty 
Meetings,  we  believe  that  they  are  upon  the  whole  tending  to  draw 
closer  to  our  Society.  Ten  of  those  in  the  Birmingham  area  are  more  or 
less  directly  under  the  care  of  the  five  Preparative  Meetings  which  have 
adopted  the  Associateship.  Others  are  connected  with  the  Christian 
Society,  whilst  most  of  those  more  recently  established  have  no  organic 
link  with  any  larger  body.  This  transitional  state  of  affairs  led  to  an 
application  from  a  representative  gathering  to  the  Meeting  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight  to  undertake  the  preparation  annually  of  the  rota  of 
'*  Readers  "  for  all  the  Meetings.  This  duty  was  readily  accepted,  and 
has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  by  a  Committee  of  that  Meeting  for 
the  last  two  years.  The  Committee  was  also  charged  to  enter  into 
sympathy  with  the  **  Readers,'*  many  of  whom  are  not  Friends,  and 
with  those  mainly  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the  Meetings,  and  to 
extend  to  them  such  care  and  assistance  as  might  be  possible.  Con- 
ferences with  this  end  in  view  have  been,  and  are  being,  arranged  locally, 
and  we  believe  that  good  results  will  follow. 

We  are  afresh  impressed  with  the  difficulty  of  conveying  in  any 
written  record  an  entirely  faithful  impression  of  the  religious  condition 
of  ovu:  Meetings  and  membership.  The  data  for  a  final  judgment  are 
not  within  our  reach.  We  feel  that  in  concluding  our  Report  we  cannot 
do  wrong  in  striking  the  note  of  thankfulness  and  hope.  We  believe 
that  there  is  amongst  us  a  deeper  sense  of  need,  a  more  urgent  appeal 
of  the  heart  to  the  Divine  Helper,  a  longing  for  fuller  personal  experience 
of  His  power  and  of  His  love,  and  a  sincerer  desire  to  render  effective 
service  to  Him  whose  name  we  bear.  We  see  in  a  mirror  darkly ;  we 
feel  that  the  way  of  the  Cross  and  the  realities  of  the  unseen  world 
mean,  for  most  of  us,  far  less  than  they  ought.  But  we  know  that  the 
hunger  of  the  soul  for  God  and  the  cry  for  clearer  vision  are  alike  His 
gift ;  we  believe  that  He  has  created  them  in  order  that  He  may  satisfy 
the  longing  soul;  and  it  is  our  united  prayer  that  there  may  be  no 
drawing  back  on  our  part  from  the  full  dedication  of  heart  and  life,  **  till 
we  all  attain  unto  the  unity  of  the  faith  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son 
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of  God  into  a  full-grown  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the 
fulness  of  Christ."

Triennial  Report  from  Western  Quarterly  Meeting,  1903-5. 

The  wide  area  of  Western  Quarterly  Meeting,  covering  eight  Welsh 
and  &ve  English  counties,  has  a  very  small  proportionate  membership. 
Though  Friends  in  their  early  days  were  strongly  represented  in  Wales, 
there  are  now  in  the  eight  counties  above  referred  to  only  six  Particular 
and  two  Allowed  Meetings.  In  the  five  English  coimties  there  are 
sixteen  Particular  Meetings.  For  the  most  pcu*t  the  Quarterly  Meeting 
covers  an  agricultural  and  fruit  and  hop-growing  district,  though  our 
smallest  Monthly  Meeting  numerically  (that  of  South  Wales)  embraces 
the  most  thickly  populated  areeis.  In  the  Quarterly  Meeting  there  are 
one  or  more  Friends*  Meetings  at  three  seaports — Cardiff,  Swansea,  and 
Gloucester ;  at  one  seaside  pleasure  resort — Aberyatwyth  ;  at  three 
inland  watering-places — Llandrindod  Wells,  Cheltenham,  and  Malvern ; 
at  three  cathedral  cities — Gloucester,  Worcester,  and  Hereford  ;  and  at 
one  large  railway  centre — Swindon. 

Numerically  the  Quarterly  Meeting  is  practically  stationary,  the 
membership  in  1905  being  932,  compared  with  941  three  years  ago ; 
on  the  other  hand,  the  numbers  are  100  more  than  in  1896,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  balemce  of  removals  in  this  Quarterly  Meeting 
is  constantly  against  us.  In  the  last  three  years  eighteen  more  persons 
have  left  the  Meeting  by  Certificate  than  have  entered  by  Certificate ; 
and  in  the  last  four  years  the  net  loss  on  this  account  is  thirty-two. 
The  membership  of  the  respective  Monthly  Meetings  in  the  two  years 
under  comparison  is  : —

Throughout  the  Quarterly  Meeting  the  Meetings  for  Worship  are  main- 
tained on  First-day  morning,  in  some  cases  with  a  growing  participation 
in  the  vocal  ministry  from  among  the  membership.  One  Meeting  refers 
with  regret  to  the  habitual  absence  of  several  of  its  members  on  First- 
day  mornings,  a  condition  of  things  which  is  doubtless  true  with  respect 
to  most  of  our  Meetings,  especially  the  older  ones.  In  most  cases  the 
Meeting  on  First-day  evening  is  held  as  a  Mission  Meeting,  these  Meet- 
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ings  being  often  largely  attended.  In  those  cases  where  the  evening 
meeting  is  held  as  a  Meeting  for  Worship  the  attendance  is  small. 

Seven  workers  in  connection  with  the  Friends'  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee are  stationed  in  the  Quarterly  Meeting — at  Gloucester,  Hereford, 
Worcester,  Evesham,  Almeley,  Llandrindod,  suid  Swansea ;  and  it  would 
no  doubt  be  true  in  the  case  of  each  Monthly  Meeting,  as  one  of  them 
remarks,  that  **  much  of  the  aggressive  Christian  work  which  marks  the 
life  of  those  Meetings  would  remain  imdone  were  it  not  for  the  assistance 
in  organization,  visitation,  and  sustenance  of  the  Meetings  rendered  by 
these  workers." 

The  Adult  School  movement  has  a  firm  hold  in  this  Quarterly  Meeting, 
the  Schools  (in  several  cases  both  men's  and  women's)  being  especially 
strong  in  Gloucester,  Hereford,  and  Leominster.  At  Hereford  the  men's 
School  rose  from  an  average  attendance  of  112  in  1902  to  204  in  1905. 
The  women's  School  there,  started  in  1904,  quickly  reached  a  member- 
ship of  100.  In  both  these  Schools  there  has  been  a  manifest  influence 
on  heart  and  life.  At  Westfields,  a  Hereford  suburb,  an  Adult  School 
was  started,  and  an  iron  room  erected,  which  is  used  throughout  the 
week  as  a  club-ropm,  with  evident  effect  in  the  promotion  of  Temperance. 
This  social  institute  is  the  only  one  as  yet  in  connection  with  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  Adult  Schools. 

The  system  of  Associate  Membership  has  now  been  in  operation  in 
two  Meetings  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  for  some  years ;  but  in  only  one 
Meeting — Llandrindod  Wells — has  it  been  widely  adopted.  Since  the 
establishment  of  this  system  in  connection  with  Llandrindod  Meeting  in 
1902,  47  persons  have  been  received  as  Associate  Members.  Of  these, 
ten  are  now  full  members  (in  Llandrindod  or  elsewhere) ;  twelve  of  these, 
in  consequence  of  removal,  have  ceased  to  be  so  counted  ;  and  twenty- 
one  remain  as  Preparative  Meeting  Members. 

Respecting  the  condition  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  individually,  the 
Gloucester  and  Nailsworth  Report  remarks:  "We  believe  there  are 
indications  of  a  deepening  spiritual  life  in  our  Monthly  Meeting.  A 
quickened  desire  for  knowledge  of  Divine  truth,  and  for  Christian  fellow- 
ship, a  reaching-out  for  closer  dedication  of  heart  to  God,  and  for  more 
spiritual  power  in  His  service,  as  well  as  an  increasingly  prayerful 
sympathy  with  the  needs  of  others,  are  manifesting  themselves  in  our 
various  Meetings.  These  are  believed  by  many  to  be  but  the  beginnings 
of  that  fuller,  deeper  life  for  which  our  Society  is  looking  with  prayerful 
hope." 

Hereford  and  Radnor  Monthly  Meeting  refers  to  the  wide  area 
embraced  within  its  limits,  which  frequently  necessitates  the  spending 
of  a  night  away  from  home  by  Friends  attending  the  Monthly  Meeting, 
whether  Radnorshire  Friends  attending  the  Meeting  when  in  Hereford- 
shire, or  Herefordshire  Friends  attending  when  held  in  Radnorshire. 
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The  country  Meeting  of  Almeley  loses  many  of  its  members  by  the  drift 
to  the  towns  and  by  emigration.  Several  young  Friends  from  this 
Meeting  are  now  in  the  Friends'  new  settlement  in  the  Far  West 
founded  by  Canada  Yearly  Meeting.  The  Meetings  are  nevertheless 
kept  up,  with  good  attendances.  At  Llsuidrindod  the  summer  Quarterly 
Meeting  of  1905  was  held  only  thirteen  years  after  the  founding  of  the 
Meeting,  and  only  seven  after  the  Meeting-house  was  opened.  In  South 
Division  of  Wales  one  Meeting — that  of  Newport,  Mon. — has  been  closed 
during  the  three  yecurs,  owing  to  the  removal  of  the  worker.  This 
Monthly  Meeting  has  also  lost  heavily  by  resignation  and  dissociation. 
At  Cardiff  there  arc  many  evidences  of  Christian  activity,  and  a  mid- 
week evening  Meeting  for  Worship,  followed  by  Bible  study,  has  been 
started  here.  At  Swansea  also  a  vigorous  work  is  being  carried  on,  the 
Meeting-house  being  in  frequent  use  on  First-days  and  during  the  week. 

Worcester  and  Shropshire  Monthly  Meeting  is  able  to  report  a  revival 
of  Friends*  work  in  the  city  of  Worcester,  so  that  more  steady  Christian 
work  is  now  being  carried  on  jointly  by  members  and  attenders  than  has 
been  the  case  for  at  least  forty  years ;  while  apart  from  the  Meeting- 
house an  active  Christian  and  Temperance  Mission  is  being  carried  on  in 
two  large  rooms  opened  and  fitted  up  by  one  Friend ;  and  another  Friend 
has  started  work  in  the  village  of  Whittington.  Evesham  continues  to 
be  the  centre  of  much  aggressive  Christian  work.  In  connection  with 
that  Meeting  and  the  Meetings  in  the  adjacent  villages  of  Littleton  and 
Badsey,  there  are  many  evidences  of  life,  though  no  special  features 
which  mark  the  years  under  review,  unless  mention  be  made  of  the 
growth  of  the  Children's  School  and  the  Band  of  Hope  in  Badsey  village, 
the  latter  now  numbering  over  100  children. 

A  large  part  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  falling  within  the  area  touched 
by  the  Welsh  Revival,  it  is  not  unnatural  to  ask  how  far  the  influence  of 
that  remarkable  movement  has  been  felt  in  our  Meetings.  Two  Monthly 
Meetings  make  reference  to  the  subject.  A  series  of  meetings  held  at 
Cardiff  in  the  early  part  of  1905  proved  a  means  of  the  deepening  of 
spiritual  life,  and  of  increase  of  unity  among  the  membership.  At 
Leominster  a  series  of  meetings  initiated  by  the  same  two  Friends  who 
visited  Cardiff  was  continued  almost  uninterruptedly  for  four  weeks. 
They  were  largely  attended ;  many  persons  previously  unaccustomed  to 
attend  any  place  of  worship  came  night  after  night,  the  meetings  being 
continued  without  pre-arrangement  or  any  obvious  human  leadership, 
long  after  the  visiting  Friends  had  left.  Many  young  persons,  and  a  few 
who  were  older,  professed  to  have  entered  the  new  Ufe,  and  some  of 
these  joined  other  denominations.  Friends  in  Radnorshire  have  felt  the 
influence  of  the  Revival.  There  has  been  a  deepening  of  spiritual  Hfe,  and 
a  quickening  of  desire  on  behalf  of  the  souls  of  others.  The  meetings  held 
iQOiithly  at  Talcoed  for  a  good  tOftny  years  past  in  the  farmhouse  kitchen 
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of  a  Friend  have  often  been  occasions  when  a  rich  outpouring  of  the 
Spirit  has  been  experienced.  Other  meetings  held  in  the  neighbourhood, 
in  which  two  or  three  Friends  participated,  were  also  attended  by 
abundant  marks  of  the  Divine  blessing  in  the  bringing  of  sinners  to 
Christ  and  Christians  to  a  full  surrender.  The  apostolic  experience  was 
known  again  and  again.  **  One  unbelieving  or  unlearned  '*  coming  in, 
has  been  **  convicted  by  all,"  and  "judged  by  all,"  **  the  secrets  of  his 
heart  made  manifest,"  and  so  he  has  "fallen  down  and  worshipped 
God,"  declaring  that  "  God  was  among  "  them  indeed.  (1  Cor.  xiv.  25). 
The  close  of  the  Report  from  South  Wales  would,  however,  in  large 
measure  apply  to  the  Quarterly  Meeting  at  large :  **  The  Welsh  Revival 
has  had  our  heartiest  sympathy,  bat  it  has  shown  us  our  weakness,  and 
we  have  been  humbled  while  the  great  work  has  been  going  on  around 
us.  As  a  Society  we  have  maintained  theoretically  our  dependence  on 
the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  yet  practically  we  have  to  learn  of  others 
outside  our  borders  what  a  Pentecostal  baptism  in  all  its  fulness  truly 
means."

Triennial  Report  from  General  Meeting  of  Friends  for 
Australia. 

The  four  Monthly  Meetings  of  Melbourne,  Sydney,  Hobart,  and 
Adelaide  constitute  the  General  Meeting  for  Australia,  which  is  held  in 
rotation  in  the  above-named  centres.  At  this  Meeting  in  Adeledde  we 
have  7  present  from  Hobart,  a  distance  of  about  1,000  miles ;  8  from 
Sydney,  1,000  miles  away ;  9  from  Melbourne  who  have  travelled 
500  miles  to  take  part  in  our  deliberations,  and  2  from  Mildura, 
800  miles. 

The  visit  of  the  Deputation  from  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  our  first 
General  Meeting  three  years  ago  was  felt  in  all  our  Meetings  to  be 
a  means  of  encouragement  and  help.  Whilst  they  were  with  us,  our 
friends  Henrietta  Brown  and  Emma  Bishop  were  still  engaged  in 
visiting  the  settled  Meetings  and  scattered  families  of  Friends  throughout 
Australia,  and  these  efforts,  together  with  help  afforded  by  several 
Friends  passing  through  one  or  other  of  our  four  centres,  have  helped 
to  draw  us  into  closer  fellowship  with  one  another  and  with  dear  friends 
at  home.  Many  opportunities  were  availed  of  to  hold  public  meetings 
for  the  exposition  and  advocacy  of  Friends*  views  and  practice,  and 
these  were  appreciated  by  the  public  as  well  as  by  our  own  members. 

Melbourne  Friends  report  that  they  **  are  fully  alive  to  the  advantages 
of  having  Hobart  School  within  measurable  distance,  and  of  the 
invaluable  work  done  by  it."     We  trust  that  in  the  future  many  more

from  all  the  other  States  will  avail  themselves  of  these  advantages 
through  the  assistance  afforded  by  the  fund  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
travel  to  and  from  Hobart.  Some  Friends  have  been  helped  to  send 
their  children  to  Hobart  by  funds  raised  in  England  and  locally  for  that 
purpose,  and  we  gratefully  recognize  the  thoughtful  and  practical 
interest  shown  in  our  welfare  by  the  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting 
authorizing  the  Australian  Conmiittee  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  purpose 
of  ensuring  during  the  next  few  years  that  no  suitable  child  shall  be 
excluded  from  the  benefit  of  an  education  at  Hobart  through  lack  of 
means.  Already  in  all  our  Meetings  we  have  thsmkfully  to  acknowledge 
the  manifest  benefits  our  young  people  have  received  from  association 
with  other  young  Friends  at  their  most  impressionable  age.  Several 
of  our  members  visiting  England  have  had  the  privilege  of  attending 
Yearly  Meetings  as  our  representatives.  We  regret  that  none  of  those 
who  attended  the  Meeting  at  Leeds  this  year  have  been  able  to  be  with 
us  now,  and  inspirit  us  by  reporting  their  impressions  of  that  eventful 
and  epoch-making  occasion. 

Holding  these  General  Meetings  in  the  four  centres  has  already  drawn 
Friends  in  the  different  States  very  closely  together,  and  the  presence 
of  our  Heavenly  Father  has  been  manifestly  felt  in  all.  They  now  know 
and  can  enter  into  sympathy  with  each  other  in  a  way  that  was  never 
before  possible,  and  we  are  hopeful  that  this  very  pronoimced  benefit 
will  become  even  more  apparent  in  years  to  come. 

Melbourne  reports  that  the  removal  of  William  Benson  and  his  family 
has  been  felt  as  a  great  loss,  as  he  had  been  a  member  of  that  Meeting 
for  thirty  years  (with  the  exception  of  a  few  years  when  he  resided 
in  Hobart),  and  had  always  taken  a  very  active  part  in  ail  the  work 
of  the  Meeting.  The  Literary  Society  continues  active  and  maintains  a 
good  attendance.  The  younger  members  have  a  fortnightly  Meeting  for 
the  study  of  subjects  especially  applicable  to  our  Society  and  its 
fundamental  principles.  A  parcel  of  standard  Friends*  Books  received 
from  England  has  been  accepted  by  the  trustees  and  the  books  have 
been  placed  on  the  shelves  of  the  Melbourne  Public  Lending  Library. 

BaUarat  Meeting  reports  a  change  in  the  day  for  holding  their 
Preparative  Meetings  from  First-day  to  Sixth-day  afternoon,  which  is  a 
regular  holiday  in  their  city. 

Sydney  reports  no  increase  in  attendance,  although  their  new  Meeting- 
house affords  greatly  increased  acconmiodation.  Their  hopeful  anticipa- 
tions have  not  been  realized  and  their  Adult  School  has  even  fallen  back 
considerably  in  numbers.  Their  schools  at  Mortdale  and  Eogcurah, 
though  not  as  flourishing  as  at  one  time,  have  not  fallen  back  so  much. 
An  attempt  has  been  made  to  conduct  the  First-day  evening  Meeting 
strictly  as  an  ordinsiry  Friends*  Meeting  for  Worship.  Three  years  ago 
there  was  an  average  attendance  of  80  at  this  Meeting.    The  number 
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has  dwindled  so  ranch  that,  as  very  few  of  onr  own  members  continued 
in  attendance,  it  has  been  finally  decided  to  conduct  the  evening 
Meeting  as  a  Mission  Service  with  singing,  &c.,  and  preceded  by  an 
open-air  service  in  the  street.  Some  outside  help  is  available,  and  is 
used,  but  our  own  members  do  not  come  forward  as  we  had  hoped  they 
would.  The  children's  First-day  School  has  done  and  is  still  doing  good 
work,  with  its  membership  of  60,  an  average  attendance  of  49,  and  a 
devoted  band  of  workers.  There  is  also  a  Mothers'  Meeting  which  is 
serving  a  very  useful  place.  Our  Friends  have  a  Band  of  Hope  Meeting 
once  a  month.  The  Missionary  Helpers'  Union  still  exists,  and  is  doing 
a  little  in  the  F.F.M.A.  work.  Their  Tabular  Statement  shows  an 
increase  of  about  45  during  the  last  three  years,  but  this  increase  is 
the  result  of  recent  transfers  by  Certificates  from  Home  Meetings, 
and  chiefly  of  Friends  who  have  been  resident  for  many  years  in 
Australia. 

Brisbane  Friends  have  sent  us  a  short  Report.  We  think  it  would  be  an 
advantage  if  they  could  pretty  soon  be  constituted  as  a  regular  Preparative 
Meeting,  since  most  of  their  members  have  now  become  members  of 
Sydney  Monthly  Meeting. 

Hobart  reports  a  net  increase  of  5  in  the  past  three  years,  the  present 
total  being  137,  of  whom  71  reside  in  or  near  Hobart.  The  morning 
Meetings  for  Worship  on  First-days  are  well  attended,  an  average  of  60, 
but  the  evening  Meetings  are  small,  the  teachers  and  boarders  at  the 
Friends'  High  School  having  a  Meeting  of  their  own  at  the  School.  A 
First-day  School  is  also  held  there  in  the  afternoon.  On  Fourth-day 
evening,  commencing  at  seven,  the  first  half-hour  is  devoted  to  religious 
instruction,  Bible  exposition,  readings  from  Friends'  books,  &c.  The 
arrangements  for  these  times  are  entrusted  to  a  Conmiittee  appointed 
half-yearly.  In  the  country.  Meetings  are  held  in  private  houses  on 
First-day  mornings  at  three  places.  Some  of  our  members  still  show 
little  or  no  interest  in  the  Society,  but  the  spirit  of  love  smd  harmony 
existing  amongst  us  at  this  time  warrants  us  in  hoping  that  we  are 
on  the  eve  of  earnest  work  for  the  benefit  of  others,  and  that  this 
will  react  on  our  own  membership  for  good. 

Adelaide  Friends  are  most  of  them  helping  in  various  religious  and 
philanthropic  societies  outside  our  own  body,  and  their  works,  therefore, 
add  little  to  our  membership.  There  is  a  net  increase  of  two  for  the 
three  years,  and  this  is  the  exact  number  added  to  their  list  by  the 
inclusion  of  Western  Australia  within  their  limits.  The  Meeting  at 
Adelaide  itself  has  suffered  considerably  by  the  removal  of  many  of 
its  members  to  Blackwood.  On  the  other  hand,  those  removing  have 
secured  a  hall,  and  hold  a  Meeting  for  Worship  in  the  morning  and  a 
Bible  Class  in  the  afternoon  of  each  First-day.  The  long  distance  most 
Friends  have  to  travel  to  Meeting  also  affects  the  attendance,  and  has 
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led  to  the  discontinuance  of  the  Bible  Class  formerly  held  on  First-day 
afternoons  in  Adelaide.  A  portion  of  Scripture  is  frequently  read  in 
their  Meetings  for  Worship,  and  usually  acceptable  vocal  part  is  taken  by 
two  or  three  Friends. 

A  great  loss  has  been  sustained  by  the  whole  General  Meeting,  but 
especially  by  Adelaide  Meeting,  in  the  death  of  our  dear  young  friend, 
Thos.  E.  Grubb,  a  member  of  Cork  Monthly  Meeting  and  an  acknow- 
ledged Minister.  He  greatly  endeared  himself  to  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact  by  his  unselfish  devotion  to  the  cause  he  had  so  much 
at  heart.  His  earnest  addresses  were  a  great  help  to  the  Meeting, 
and  the  Bible  Class  was  kept  up  with  interest  as  long  as  he  was  able  to 
attend  it. 

At  our  General  Meeting  in  Hobart  last  year  a  circular  was  prepared 
on  the  subject  of  Peace,  and  this  was  sent  to  the  various  Monthly 
Meetings  for  distribution.  A  newspaper  notice  was  also  issued,  which 
was  inserted  either  in  whole  or  part  in  the  leading  Australian  news- 
papers. Very  little  direct  response  has  reached  us  to  these  appeals  to 
our  fellow- Christians  and  the  public. 

Our  Parliamentary  Committee  has  in  mind  carefully  to  watch  the 
proposal  of  the  Federal  authorities  to  make  military  drill  compulsory  in 
all  schools.  This  has  not  yet  been  definitely  laid  before  Parliament,  but 
our  protests  will  be  clearly  and  promptly  made  whenever  it  is  brought 
forward.  This  Committee  and  some  of  our  members  individually  have 
done  all  that  they  found  possible  in  respect  to  the  Act  for  the  deportation 
of  ELanakas  from  Queensland.  They  are  assured  that  at  present  there 
is  nothing  being  done  or  contemplated  which  is  in  any  way  inhumane. 
Only  those  willmg  to  be  sent  home  to  the  islands,  it  is  thought,  will 
at  first  be  deported,  and  this  deportation  will  be  carefully  and  pro- 
perly managed,  while  those  Kanakas  who  have  been  in  long  residence 
and  have  acquired  permanent  interests  in  Queensland  will  not  be 
forcibly  ejected.  We  understand  that  the  public  of  Queensland  and  the 
leaders  of  the  Labour  Party,  as  well  as  the  Government  and  Opposition, 
are  at  one  with  us  on  this  point,  but  our  Committee  is  still  desired  to 
keep  this  matter  watchfully  in  mind. 

The  sittings  of  our  General  Meetings  since  their  formation  have  been 
felt  by  all  who  have  been  privileged  to  attend  them  increasingly  to  be 
times  of  spiritual  blessing  and  uphfting.  We  have  at  this  time  been 
drawn  into  very  close  brotherly  love  and  unity.  While  sadly  feeling  our 
great  deficiency  and  want  of  faithfulness  in  the  past,  many  of  us  have 
felt  as  if  the  signal  cloud  was  being  lifted  from  the  Tabernacle,  and  we 
were  being  favoured  with  a  call  to  further  service.  Our  members  are  all 
feeling  a  desire  for  a  forward  movement,  for  a  clear  proclamation  of  the 
real  presence  of  Christ  with  and  in  His  Church,  but  much  expression 
has  been  given  to  the  hope  that  in  going  forward  we  shall  be  very  careful 
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to  avoid  anything  like  a  lowering  of  the  high  standard  of  obedience 
to  the  Divine  leading  which  has  always  been  the  strength  of  our  Society. 
We  must  not  imitate  others,  we  only  want  to  get  very  near  our  Master, 
and  let  Him  do  with  us  whatever  He  will.

REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  FIRST-DAY   SCHOOL 
ASSOCIATION. 

To  THE  Yearly  Meeting  op  1906. 

Our  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  Darlington,  on  the  19tli  of  Third 
Month  last :  to  it  829  representatives  were  appointed  by  189  Schools. 

Although  the  total  gain  in  membership  is  not  so  large  as  a  year  ago, 
there  is  still  much  cause  for  thankfulness  in  that  there  have  been 
distinct  advances  in  many  directions. 

The  larger  increase  this  year  is  in  the  number  of  children,  ten  out  of 
the  sixteen  districts  showing  a  growth  in  numbers.

The  Treasurer's  Balance  Sheet  showed  that  the  expenditure  for  the 
year  had  exceeded  the  income  by  JE73  17s.  5d. ;  by  the  kindness  of  those 
present  at  the  Annual  Meeting  this  l^mount  was  raised  there  and  then. 
During  the  year,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  editor  of  The  Friend,  we 
Special     were  enabled  to  publish  a  series  of  specially- written  articles 
Articles*    on  various  phases  of  the  work  amongst  children. 
The  success  which  attended  the  issue  of  a  List  of  Books  suitable  for 
Loan       teachers  and  the  establishment  of  a  Loan  Library  warranted 
Library,    the  issue  of  a  revised  and  extended  list  last  summer.     There 
are  now  on  the  list  and  in  the  Library  181  books,  specially  selected  as 
being  useful  to  Teachers  in  both  Adult  and  Children's  Schools. 
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We  have  issued  to  all  our  Schools  carefully  considered  recommenda- 
BaYings  tions  regarding  the  care  of  all  money  deposited  in  Savings 
Banks.      Banks,  Coal  Clubs,  &c. 

Last  Easter  a  School  for  First-day  School  teachers  was  held  at  Wood- 
Easter      brooke,  arrangements  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Woodbrooke 
School  fop  Committee,  the  Central  Education  Committee,  and  Friends* 
Teachers.  First-day  School  Association.      The  Meetings  lasted  from 
Fifth-day  to  the  following  Fourth-day,  and  were  attended  by  about  180 
teachers  who  were  in  residence  at  or  near  Woodbrooke,  and  also  by 
many  local  workers. 

The  results  of  the  School  are  great ;  those  who  attended  saw,  as  never 
before,  the  importance  of  their  work  ;  they  had  visions  of  possibilities 
which  some  are  now  trying  to  make  realities ;  they  found  out  how  little 
they  knew  before.  And  another  most  important  step  followed :  the 
Ruskin  Hall  School  was  reorganized  by  Mr.  Archibald. 

The  opening  of  this  Model  School  at  Bournville  is  an  object-lesson  of 
far-reaching  importance.  All  the  arrangements  are  made  with  a  view  to 
the  requirements  of  the  child :  there  is  an  admirable  system  by  which 
the  young  teachers  are  trained  for  their  work,  and  through  all  there  is  a 
deep  sense  of  reverence.  Already  many  of  our  teachers  have  visited  this 
School,  and  in  various  parts  of  the  country  Schools  are  being  reorganized 
after  the  principles  set  forth  by  Mr.  Archibald.  But  we  feel  that  we  are 
only  at  the  opening  of  the  day  of  better  things. 
Several  of  our  Schools  report  that  they  have  had  lectures  and  con- 
Adnli  ferences  upon  social  questions,  and  it  is  evident  that  earnest 
Schools,  attention  is  being  given  to  the  social  problems  which 
surround  us,  and  that  increased  effort  is  being  made  towards  the  right 
understanding  of  the  conditions  under  which  so  many  of  our  fellows  live. 
We  are  glad  to  hear  of  the  practical  way  in  which  Schools  are  helping 
needy  ones — for  example,  by  arranging  teas  and  entertainments  for  the 
blind,  or  by  assisting  to  cheer  the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse.  No  less 
important  are  the  classes  for  the  study  of  social  and  economic  problems. 
The  records  of  another  year's  work  show  that  the  Adult  School  meets 
the  need  of  men  and  women  as  nothing  else  does,  and  this  is  without 
doubt  the  great  reason  why  the  movement  has  spread  so  rapidly  of 
recent  years. 

Yet  in  spite  of  this  it  is  largely  true  that  the  great  masses  of  the  people 
remain  apart  from  all  forms  of  religious  communion,  and  this  fact  lays 
upon  us  a  great  responsibility.  We  desire  in  our  classes  and  in  all  the 
work  of  our  Schools  to  bear  witness  to  the  matchless  beauty  of  the  Son 
of  Man ;  for  after  all  there  is  in  the  hearts  of  men  who  are  alienated  from 
Christianity  a  deep  reverence  and  ofttimes  a  deeper  longing  for  Jesus 
Christ. .

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRAJaY  AND  PRINTING  COMMITTEE. 
To  THE  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 

The  work  of  cataloguing  and  indexing  has  proceeded  more  rapidly 
than  during  the  previous  year,  owing  to  temporary  assistance  which  has 
heen  obtained  for  this  purpose.  The  card-catalogue  has  been  largely 
increased  by  additions  of  titles  of  numerous  books  and  papers  obtained 
during  the  year,  also  by  references  to  many  Friends,  and  to  subjects 
connected  with  the  Society.  The  following  items  will  indicate  the 
character  and  range  of  the  information  now  being  accumulated  in 
the  Reference  Library :  Fox,  George,  references  too  numerous  to 
mention  in  detail;  Declarations  of  Faith;  Ministers  who  died  on 
Service ;  Friends  in  Theatrical  Literature ;  Predictions ;  Dress ;  Ministers* 
Maintenance ;  Quaker  Place-names ;  Modem  Misrepresentations  ; 
Longevity ;   Membership. 

The  catalogue- truck  contains  some  14,000  cards,  many  having  more 
than  one  reference ;  the  larger  portion  of  the  Library  is,  however,  not 
yet  brought  under  this  system  of  cataloguing. 

The  work  on  the  abridgement  of  *The  Journal  of  George  Fox,' 
mentioned  last  year,  has  been  suspended,  owing  to  the  publication  of 
an  abridged  edition  which  is  considered  suitable  for  distribution,  and 
of  which  a  number  of  copies  have  been  purchased  by  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings. 

The  Librarian  has  continued  to  give  much  time  and  attention  to  the 
preparation  of  a  new  edition  of  Part  III.  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  about 
to  be  issued  as  directed  by  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

Special  work  in  copying  records  or  making  excerpts  therefrom  is 
executed  in  the  Library  Department,  to  the  order  of  various  Friends, 
who  pay  a  reasonable  charge  for  such  work.  At  the  present  time  the 
early  Minutes  of  the  Morning  Meeting  are  in  course  of  transcription  for 
a  Friend  with  a  view  to  publication. 

Many  inquiries  reach  the  Librarian  by  post,  and  frequent  visits  for 
purposes  of  research  are  made  by  Friends  and  others. 

Rather  more  than  150  loans  of  books  and  tracts  have  been  registered 
during  the  year.  Although  this  is  more  than  double  the  number  of  the 
previous  year,  many  Friends  appear  to  be  still  unaware  that  many  of 
the  books  belonging  to  the  Library  may  be  borrowed. 

The  stock  of  books  for  distribution  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is 
under  the  care  of  this  Committee.  During  the  year  this  stock  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled,  and  such  portions  as  served  a  purpose  at  the 
time  of  issue,  but  are  of  no  further  use,  have  been  remove^i. 

Fresh  additions  have  been  made,  including  a  valuable  gift  of  books 
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from  Joshua  L.  Baily,  of  Philadelphia,'  and  a  catalogue  of  books  and 
pamphlets  now  available  for  distribution,  has  been  printed;  a  copy  of 
this  catalogue  is  sent  herewith.  An  increasing  amount  of  literature  has 
been  distributed  during  the  year,  yet  the  whole  falls  far  short  of  what 
the  Society  might  weU  undertake  in  this  respect. 

The  Librarian  has  been  able  to  supply,  from  duplicate  stock,  copies  of 
various  editions  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  series  of  *  Annual  Monitors,' 
&c.,  to  pubUc  libraries,  such  as  the  British  Museum,  the  Bodleian,  Cam- 
bridge University,  the  National  Library  of  Ireland,  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  and  the  Advocates'  Library  of  Edinburgh;  much  appreciation 
of  these  gifts  has  been  expressed  by  the  respective  Librarians. 

Additions  to  the  Reference  Library  in  print  and  manuscript  have  been 
frequent  and  valuable.    A  few  specimen  items  may  be  given : — 

Collection  of  MS.  biographies  of  Friends  (known  as  the  *  Robson  MSS.'), 
presented  by  the  Robson  family. 

Letters  and  papers  relating  to  Daniel  Wheeler  (*  Wheeler  MSS.'), 
presented  by  Anna  Maria  and  Mary  Priestman. 

Barclay's  *  Apology '  in  Dutch — the  extremely  rare  first  edition 
of  1683. 

Small  volume  of  Dutch  tracts  once  belonging  to  Robert  Barclay,  the 
Apologist. 

Marriage  Certificate  of  John  Bellers  and  Frances  Fettiplace, 
1686. 

Recently  published  histories  and  genealogies  of  the  Barclay,  Reynolds, 
Bathbone,  Lundy,  Fox,  Spencer,  Haines,  Cadbury,  and  numerous  other 
families. 

The  very  valuable  collection  of  early  literature,  known  as  the 
•Hawkins  Tracts,'  has  been  deposited  at  Devonshire  House  on  loan 
from  Westminster  and  Longford  Monthly  Meeting.  It  contains  a 
mmtiber  of  items  not  in  the  Society's  Library,  including  several  very 
rare  broadsides,  written  by  George  Fox.  Several  of  the  tracts 
belonged  to  George  Fox,  and  are  marked  with  his  initials.  With  the 
collection  of  tracts  has  also  been  deposited  a  holograph  letter  of 
William  Penn,  dated  from  Philadelphia  in  1701. 

In  addition  to  the  oversight  of  the  Library  and  work  connected 
therewith,  the  Committee  has  given  attention  to  the  repair  or  rebinding 
of  the  Register  books,  which  have  now  been  in  use  for  60  years.  Care  is 
taken  to  examine,  from  time  to  time,  record  books  of  older  date,  and  to 
repair  where  needful. 

Proposals  to  translate  some  modem  Friends'  literature  into  foreign 
languages  have  received  consideration. 

The  Committee  is  giving  attention  to  the  preparation  of  a  fresh  index 

•  *  Life  of  William  Allen,'  by  James  Sherman ;  '  Life  of  Elizabeth  Frj-,'  by 
Susanna  Corder;  'Fells  of  Six arthmore,'  by  Maria  Webb. 
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to  Parts  I.  and  II.  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  consequent  upon  the 
revision  and  separate  issue  of  Part  III. 

Though  not  officially  connected,  the  work  of  this  Committee  and  that 
of  the  Friends'  Historical  Society  are  interdependent,  and  the  latter  has 
claimed  our  warm  interest.  We  are  glad  that  the  'Journal'  and 
supplementary  publications  of  the  Society  are  providing  valuable 
materials  for  all  who  are  studying  the  history  of  Friends.  The  issue  of 
*The  First  Publishers  of  Truth'  is  nearly  complete.  The  amount  of 
useful  matter  already  chronicled  in  the  pages  of  the  *  Journal  *  fre- 
quently afifords  a  ready  means  of  furnishing  replies  to  inquirers. 

The  Committee  recognizes  that  it  has  a  twofold  duty  to  perform  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Society — to  preserve  the  records  of  the  past,  and  to 
make  these  records  live  again  for  the  help  and  guidance  of  the  present 
and  future. 

In  discharging  the  duties  entrusted  to  it  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings, 
the  Committee  claims  to  be  giving  active  support  to  the  interests  of  the 
Society,  by  the  provision  of  that  literary  material  which  is  essential  to 
the  effective  prosecution  of  its  work  at  home  and  abroad.

REPORT  OF  FRIENDS'   SOUTH  AFRICAN  RELIEF   FUND 
COMMITTEE   FOR   1906. 

To  THE  Meeting  foe  Suffbeinos. 

Our  Report  to  last  Yearly  Meeting  concluded  with  an  expression  of  the 
hope  that  we  might  '*  soon  present  a  final  Report  as  respects  the  Relief 
Work  entrusted  to  us,"  but  the  winding-up  of  matters  at  a  distance  of 
several  thousand  miles  has  proved  slower  than  we  anticipated,  and 
not  even  yet  have  we  been  able  to  draw  together  all  the  threads. 

Direct  Belief. 

James  Butler,  of  Cradock,  Cape  Colony,  has  kindly  continued  to 
supervise  small  grants  of  money  or  material  for  some  very  necessitous 
districts.  During  the  last  South  African  winter,  reports  appeared  in  the 
newspapers  of  severe  distress  (almost  amounting  to  starvation)  in  the 
Northern  Transvaal.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  paid  a  personal  visit  to 
those  districts,  and  the  Government  soon  took  some  steps  for  relief. 
Some  coimtry  districts  are  now  on  the  way  to  a  slow  recovery,  although 
the  people  are  poor,  and  have  had  literally  to  begin  life  again  in  the 
majority  of  cases. 

James  Butler  has  sent  us  a  full  statement  of  his  disbursements,  and 
sundry  letters  of  thanks  for  clothing,  seeds,  medicines,  and  other  gifts, 
and  we  hope  that  this  part  of  our  work  may  soon  be  completed. 
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Bursaries, 

We  have  continued  to  make  grants  towards  the  expenses  of  several 
boys  and  girls  at  secondary  schools,  mostly  for  a  second  or  third  year. 
Some  of  these  are  preparing  for  a  future  as  teachers.  The  Reports  from 
the  heads  of  the  schools  have  been  very  encouraging.  In  some  cases  the 
relatives  are  now  able  to  undertake  the  expense  themselves,  but  in  others 
we  are  waiting  a  further  Report  from  James  Butler  before  we  can  decide 
whether  one  year's  additional  help  is  needed  to  secure  the  full  advantage 
of  that  already  rendered. 

Gift  of  Bibles, 

We  have  now  received  Reports  showing  the  completion  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  three  thousand  Dutch  Family  Bibles  which  the  Yearly  Meeting 
in  1903  instructed  us  to  undertake.  These  have  been  conveyed  to  the 
war-swept  homes  through  the  hands  of  ministers  and  others,  under  the 
general  superintendence  of  George  Lowe,  the  Johannesburg  Agent  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  We  feel  that  Friends  are  deeply 
indebted  to  him  for  the  interest  and  trouble  which  he  has  tsJcen  in  con- 
nection with  this  distribution.    In  his  final  Report  to  us  he  says : — 

*'  Now  that  the  work  is  closed,  I  may  express  my  sense  of  the 
important  bearing  it  has  had  upon  the  religious  life  of  the  people. 
As  a  political  influence  we  shall  not  see  much  result,  for  these 
matters  are  in  the  hands  of  the  leaders  of  the  people.  But  our  aim 
was  not  political.  At  the  same  time,  it  has  made  approach  to  each 
other  more  easy,  and  in  that  way  will  be  a  seed  germ  for  future 
good.  But  in  the  religious  life  of  the  country  the  effect  has  un- 
doubtedly been  already  realized.  It  has  brought  the  approach  of 
the  Churches  within  measurable  distance,  by  giving  the  Dutch 
ministers  to  understand  that  the  religious  institutions  of  the 
country  to  which  we  belong  are  capable  of  setting  the  things  of 
God's  Kingdom  above  national  concerns.  It  has  given  a  better 
feeling  among  the  Dutch  people  towards  the  Christian  Churches  of 
the  Transvaal  and  Orange  River  Colony,  and  created  a  sympathy 
in  the  right  direction.  In  these  results  we  have  every  reason  to 
rejoice. 

"  May  I  add  that  to  me  it  has  been  an  unmixed  pleasure  to  have 
been  associated  with  you  in  this  work,  and  I  have  felt  that  associa- 
tion to  have  been  a  great  honour  and  privilege.  Prom  boyhood  I 
have  been  an  admirer  of  the  noble  sentiments  which  move  and 
operate  in  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  now  feel  that  the  distant  view 
which  I  have  been  permitted  to  indulge  has  been  brought  nearer, 
and  that  I  have  been  in  touch  with  the  spirit  of  your  work.  I  pray 
that  God's  richest  blessing  may  continue  to  be  your  portion,  and 
that  your  work  may  grow  and  abound  to  His  glory." 
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Return  of  Old  Boer  Bibles. 

This  work  also  has  proved  very  slow.  In  August  last  a  full  list 
of  names  in  the  eighty  or  ninety  Bibles  still  unclaimed  was  printed  and 
with  a  covering  letter  was  sent  to  each  minister  in  the  two  new  Colonies, 
to  the  editors  of  important  South  African  religious  and  secular  news- 
papers (several  of  which  reproduced  it  in  full  in  their  columns),  to  the 
Colonial  Secretary  in  each  of  the  four  Colonies,  and  finally,  through 
the  kindness  of  the  authorities,  it  was  circulated  to  the  District  Com- 
mandants of  the  South  African  Constabulary.  Each  of  these  means 
of  publication  brought  some  few  fresh  claims,  and  the  result  is  that 
some  110  out  of  160  Bibles,  &c.,  entrusted  to  us  have  now  found  their 
way  back  to  the  South  African  homes.  We  fear  that  it  is  hopeless  now 
to  expect  to  find  the  owners  of  the  remainder,  so  shall  proceed  to  return 
them  to  the  English  donors,  keeping  such  particulars  as  would  enable 
us  to  ask  again  for  them  if  the  former  owners  are  ever  traced.  We  have 
had  several  letters  begging  for  valued  Bibles  of  which,  unfortunately,  we 
have  no  trace  on  our  side. 

For  many  a  day  these  returned  Bibles  will  remain  in  the  homes  on  the 
veldt  as  witnesses  of  Friends'  sympathy  with  the  victims  of  war. 

Indiistrial  Training  of  Boer  Girls, 

Two  Friends,  Margaret  Clark,  of  Street,  and  Marion  Rowntree,  of 
Scarborough,  have  successively  been  assisting  Emily  Hobhouse  in  her 
work  of  training  Dutch  girls  in  certain  *•  home  industries,"  as  in  the 
manufacture  of  wool  from  its  raw  state  to  the  finished  shawls,  rugs, 
suitings,  &c.  This  is  work  which  Anna  Hogg  and  others  (including  officials 
of  the  Orange  River  Colony  Government)  strongly  urged  soon  after  the 
war.  We  have  been  glad  to  put  a  small  sum  in  the  hands  of  each  of  our 
two  Friends,  to  use  as  they  thought  best  in  the  promotion  of  their  share 
of  the  work,  and  to  undertake  to  provide  the  salary  of  one  teacher  for 
the  coming  year.  Reports  show  that  this  industrial  training  is  eagerly 
welcomed  and  is  developing  with  imexpected  rapidity,  and  proving  of 
real  educational  as  well  as  industrial  value,  and  we  heartily  commend  it 
to  the  practical  sympathy  of  Friends. 

Conclusion, 

We  think  that  the  time  has  now  come  when  most  of  the  Friends  on 
the  Committee  might  be  released,  leaving  to  four  or  five  of  their  number 
the  final  winding-up  of  the  Fund.  A  Report  covering  the  whole  work 
of  the  Committee  is  being  drafted,  to  be  published  and  circulated  amongst 
the  subscribers  by  these  Friends  eis  soon  as  the  remaining  matters  are 
completed. 

The  Treasurer's  statement  for  the  current  year  is  appended. 
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Friends  in  South  Africa, 
We  are  presenting  a  separate  Report  relative  to  the  Friends*  Meetings, 
&c.,  in  South  Africa.

REPORT   RE   FRIENDS   IN   SOUTH  AFRICA. 
To  THE  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 

In  1903  the  Committee  on  South  African  Relief  was  asked  to  add  to 
its  work  the  duty  of  "  maintaining  correspondence  with  Friends  in  South 
Africa,  whose  position  had  elicited  the  warm  sympathy  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  to  make  suggestions  for  the  help  of  the  not  inconsider- 
able number  of  our  members  who  are  resident  in  that  country.'* 

We  have  so  far  found  but  little  which  it  was  possible  to  do  in  accom- 
plishment of  this  fresh  duty,  and  we  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when 
it  would  be  best  to  lay  the  work  upon  a  small  committee  appointed  for 
that  special  purpose. 

Richaj-d  Cadbury,  of  Worcester,  and  Charles  Butler,  of  Cradock,  Cape 
Colony,  prepare  a  quarterly  list  of  Daily  Bible  Readings,  and  send  it, 
with  a  short  circular  containing  notices  of  changes  of  address  and  brief 
items  of  interest,  to  every  Friend  in  South  Africa  whose  address  is  known 
to  them.  They  also  endeavour  to  keep  the  list  of  names  and  addresses 
as  complete  and  correct  as  possible.  A  fresh  Ust  was  published  last 
year,  but  changes  are  so  frequent  that  it  is  almost  out  of  date  already. 
The  number  of  Friends  in  South  Africa  must  have  nearly  doubled  since 
the  war. 

Once  a  month  W.  H.  F.  Alexander  sends  a  copy  of  some  paper  by  an 
English  Friend,  illustrative  of  Truth  from  the  standpoint  of  Friends, 
which  is  intended  to  be  circulated  in  any  places  where  Friends  will 
arrange  a  gathering  to  hear  it  read.  So  far,  such  centres  are  few.  At 
the  end  of  1905  a  copy  of  one  of  the  papers  written  for  distribution  in 
the  North  of  England  at  the  time  of  last  Yearly  Meeting  was  sent  to 
several  other  places  with  the  suggestion  of  a  New  Year  gathering  to  read 
it  and  enjoy  some  time  of  fellowship.  We  have  not  yet  heard  how  far 
this  idea  was  taken  up. 

Several  Friends  who  have  visited  South  Africa  on  business  or  pleasure 
during  the  year  have  sought  out  and  mingled  with  Friends  in  their  small 
gatherings  at  Cape  Town,  Cradock,  or  Pretoria,  or  in  more  isolated 
homes,  and  from  different  quarters  we  hear  how  very  greatly  such  kindly 
sympathy  has  been  appreciated.  Friends  at  home  can  hardly  imagine 
how  refreshing  these  visits  are  to  those  in  far  distant  lands. 

Our  Committee  gave  a  considerable  amoimt  of  thought  during  the 
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year  to  the  question  of  establishing  a  Friends'  School  at  Cradock.  At 
one  time  it  seemed  possible  that  some  such  steps  might  be  taken,  but 
further  inquiries  showed  that  whilst  the  expense  would  be  very  large, 
there  was  not  sufficient  prospect  of  success  to  warrant  the  attempt  on 
the  lines  then  proposed.  We  had,  therefore,  regretfully  to  lay  the 
scheme  aside  once  more. 

The  occasional  Meetings  at  Potchefstroom  and  Maritzburg  have 
ceased  owing  to  removal  of  Friends.  The  few  Friends  at  Pretoria  meet 
from  time  to  time  in  each  other's  homes.  The  fortnightly  Meeting  at 
Cradock  is  maintained.  The  one  Friend  at  Worcester,  Cape  Colony,  has 
started  a  regular  Meeting  on  a  week-day  evening.  Wo  long  that  the 
Friends  at  Port  Elizabeth,  East  London,  Durban,  and  Johannesburg 
could  see  their  way  to  some  more  or  less  frequent  gatherings  for  religious 
fellowship.  In  the  last-named  town  there  is  now  a  considerable  number 
of  resident  Friends,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  a  Meeting  should  be 
established  there  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  Meeting  at  Cape  Town  has  prospered  steadily,  and  has  had  the 
advantage  of  visits  from  several  English  Friends.  It  has  addressed  a 
special  letter  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  describing  its  career,  and 
mentioning  some  difficulties  which  arise  for  want  of  an  official  recogni- 
tion. We  hope  that  this  request  will  be  received  sympathefcically,  and 
that  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  will  encourage  the  sense  of  local  respon- 
sibility.

After  consideration,  we  conclude  that  the  proposal  to  ask  Friends  to 
contribute  by  one  payment  to  all  the  objects  of  the  Society  is  imprac- 
ticable. 

We  have  considered  the  advisability  of  asking  for  a  contribution 
out  of  the  income  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund  towards  the  secretarial 
expenses  of  the  Central  Education  Coumiittee.  While  as  a  Committee 
and  individually  we  feel  the  very  great  importance  to  the  Society  of  the 
work  carried  on  by  that  body,  we  feel  that  the  time  has  not  yet  come 
when  it  would  be  advisable  to  ask  for  a  grant  out  of  the  ordinary  income 
of  the  Fund.  It  is,  however,  advised  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  be  asked 
to  contribute  JKSOO  per  annum  for  the  yews  1906  and  1907  out  of  the 
legacy  of  Je2,000  left  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund  by  the  late  William 
James  Le  TaU. 

We  recommend  that  Monthly  and  Preparative  Meetings  be  asked  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  making  such  arrangements  as  will  enable 
those  Friends  and  Attenders  who  desire  it  to  make  their  contributions 
for  Society  purposes  weekly  instead  of  at  longer  intervals.  We  are  also 
of  opinion  that  many  of  our  younger  Friends  who  are  not  now  asked  to 
subscribe  would  willingly  contribute  if  invited  to  do  so. 

We  do  not  see  our  way  to  recommend  any  alterations  in  the  methods 
now  adopted  for  raising  our  general  and  auxiliary  funds.

THE  WORK  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  FOREIGN   MISSION 
ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  YEAR  1905. 

Report  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

In  no  year  has  the  work  been  so  crowned  with  blessing  in  each  of  our 
fields  as  in  1905.  From  India  and  China  and  Madagascar  we  have  news 
of  Revival  meetings  where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  working  as  manifestly 
as  in  South  Wales,  with  signs  following  in  altered  lives.  This  very  fact 
accentuates  the  need  of  labourers.  We  are  face  to  face  with  these  needs. 
Our  established  work  in  China  requires  reinforcing,  by  a  trained  married 
teacher  for  the  Boys'  High  School,  and  a  lady  who  can  devote  herself  to 
women's  work  in  Chungking;  a  trained  nurse  for  the  Hospital  and 
another  lady  to  assist  Mira  L.  Cumber  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  in 
T'ung  Ch'wan.  In  India,  eight  new  missionaries  are  asked  for — four 
women,  including  a  doctor  and  a  nurse,  and  four  men.  Syria  needs  a 
wellquiedified  teacher  to  help  in  the  Boys'  High  School  to  relieve  the 
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strain  upon  Thomas  Little,  a  trained  lady  for  the  Girls'  High  School 
and  a  married  couple  to  engage  in  evangelistic  work  on  the  Lebanon. 
In  Madagascar  we  need  a  man  and  his  wife  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the 
Sakalava  and  a  man  to  train  native  Evangelists.  Elizabeth  F.  Gibbons 
still  requires  help  in  the  Girls'  Boarding  School  in  Ceylon,  whilst  the 
Tamil  work  demands  a  colleague  for  Sidney  Long. 

During  the  year  1905  ten  Friends  left  this  country  to  take  up  work 
abroad.  Three  of  them — Dr.  Henry  T.  and  Elizabeth  J.  Hodgkin  and 
E.  Muriel  Maw  (now  Gregory) — have  gone  out  for  the  first  time,  while 
Ada  Bewley,  Gulielma  M.  Clark,  Henrietta  Deane,  and  John  and  Emily 
Sims  were  returning  to  their  work  in  India  and  Madagascar,  and  Ernest 
C.  and  Marion  Ker  went  out  to  Ceylon. 

During  the  year,  also,  we  have  welcomed  Mary  E.  Hinchliffe,  Joseph 
and  Frances  J.  Malcolmson,  Rose  M.  Morris,  Josephine  Taylor,  and 
Leonard  and  Caroline  N.  Wigham,  who  returned  to  England  for  a  time 
of  rest.  Dr.  Lucy  E.  Harris,  Clara  Hooper,  Annie  E.  Leslie,  M.  Eleanor 
Stevens,  and  S.  Katherine  Taylor  have  arrived  this  year,  and  before  the 
close  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Edith  M.  Backhouse,  Sidney  J.  Long,  Ellen 
Nainby,  and  Herbert  F.  and  Lucy  A.  Standing  are  expected. 

In  1904  Dr.  Wilson  was  in  China  and  Ceylon.  In  1905  he  visited 
Madagascar  and  Syria.  In  the  autumn  of  1906  we  hope  he  will  set  out 
for  India.  A  Secretary's  visit  to  a  Mission  field  is  of  great  value  to  the 
Home  Committees,  and  enables  the  missionaries  to  come  into  closer 
touch  with  Friends  upon  them  than  is  possible  through  Minutes,  Reports, 
and  Letters. 

India. 

In  India,  of  the  ten  men  missionaries  whose  names  appear  in  the  last 
Report,  two  have  been  obliged  to  retire— Henry  G.  E.  de  St.  Dalmas  and 
J.  Douglas  Maynard.  We  have  been  glad  to  welcome  to  our  staff  a 
Friend,  Alfred  H.  Smith,  who  has  been  engaged  in  other  missionary 
work  in  India  for  seventeen  years.  His  valuable  experience  will  enable 
him  to  help  the  orphan  boys  who  8u*e  now  settling  down  to  agricultural 
life  at  Lahi. 

Ever  since  the  Christian  Mela  in  January,  1905,  we  have  rejoiced  in 
the  signs  of  growing  spiritual  life,  especially  among  the  boys  and  girls 
of  our  orphanages,  but  extending  to  other  Christians  and  adherents. 
These  young  Christians  need  careful  shepherding,  and  probably  few 
missionaries  need  our  prayers  more  than  those  who  are  brought  most 
closely  into  the  heavy  strain  of  revival  work. 

Madaqascar. 

For  our  Madagascar  Mission  1905  has  been  an  eventful  year ;  among 
other  noteworthy  events  being  the  retirement  of  Henry  E.  Clark,  who

first  went  out  in  1871,  and  the  visit  of  Dr.  and  Hannah  H.  Wilson  and 
Clara  Herbert. 

On  the  return  from  furlough  of  John  and  Emily  Sims  it  was  necessary 
to  apportion  them  to  the  work  in  the  capital,  owing  to  the  retirement  of 
H.  E.  Clark.  A  large  amount  of  evangelistic,  literary,  and  secretarial 
work  thus  falls  upon  John  Sims. 

Arivonimamo  will  be  remembered  as  the  station  where  William  and 
Lucy  Johnson  laid  down  their  lives  in  1895.  The  district,  of  which  it  is 
the  centre,  has  lately  rejoiced  in  revival  In  November  special  meetings 
were  held  in  each  of  its  three  Quarterly  Meetings.  Of  a  Meeting  for 
members  at  Arivonimamo  Ethel  M.  Clark  writes :  *'  There  was  a  constant 
stream  of  prayer  from  all  parts,  many  with  tears  confessing  their  sins 
and  shortcomings,  and  rededicating  themselves  to  the  Lord.  I  have 
never  seen  anything  like  it  before  here.  At  a  meeting  next  day 
many  yielded  themselves  to  the  Lord  for  the  first  time,  some  of  our 
older  boys  from  the  school  here,  some  of  our  girls,  and  others ;  and  it 
was  the  same  at  the  other  meetings  in  the  south  and  east  of  the 
district." 

The  wave  of  agnosticism  which  has  passed  over  France  has  naturally 
affected  Madagascar.  Sunday  labour  has  been  encouraged,  and  it  is  easy 
for  the  indifferent  to  follow  the  lead  of  their  rulers.  Nevertheless,  those 
who  are  reached  by  the  Gospel  are,  on  the  whole,  far  more  thoroughly  won, 
and  Dr.  Wilson  speaks  thankfully  of  marked  progress  in  the  religious  life 
of  the  people.  He  says :  "  Never  was  there  more  need  for  our  Society  to 
push  forward  with  aggressive  work  than  now.  Friends  have  a  great  work 
to  do  in  Madagascar  if  they  will  only  faithfully  do  it." 

Syma. 

In  Syria  the  present  movement  towards  education,  both  among  Druses 
and  Maronites,  offers  more  facilities  for  service  than  we  can  possibly 
meet. 

Dr.  Wilson's  short  visit  was  distinctly  helpful.  He  reports  that: 
"  The  conditions  of  work  are  hard,  but  our  missionaries  are  striving  their 
utmost  to  meet  them  bravely." 

The  Hospital  and  Dispensary  at  Brumana  continue  to  be  carried  on 
successfully.  Both  doctor  and  nurses  gladly  seize  the  opportimities  of 
witnessing  for  Christ,  which  their  work  of  healing  gives  them.  The 
desire  for  education  which  exists  so  generally  in  Syria  renders  the  High 
Schools  imx>ortant  factors.  They  both  have  their  full  complement 
of  scholars.  From  the  Boys'  High  School  some  pupils  pass  on  to  the 
great  American  Mission  College  in  Beyrout,  and  our  boys  have  a  good 
reputation  there.  The  Girls'  High  School  has  an  effective  teachers' 
training  department,  which  last  year  supplied  five  tesuihers  for  our  village 
Schools. 

10 
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China. 

In  Chungking  our  missionaries  sire  anxious  that  the  very  best  use 
should  be  made  of  the  really  good  buildings  recently  erected  for  the 
Boys*  High  School.  Educational  conditions  have  greatly  changed 
during  the  last  few  years.  Formerly  the  Chinese  were  glad  to  send 
their  boys  to  Mission  Schools,  as  they  had  no  other  means  of  providing 
for  them  a  Western  education.  Now  they  are  themselves  starting  good 
schools,  and  year  by  ye^tr  the  competition  seems  likely  to  become  keener. 
If  our  High  School  is  to  be  made  an  effective  evangelizing  agency  it  is 
necessary  that  its  efficiency,  from  an  educational  standpoint,  should  be 
as  high  as  that  of  Chinese  schools,  and  its  whole  organization  and 
management  such  as  will  attract  pupils. 

The  evangelistic  work  is  most  encouraging.  In  the  neighbourhood  of 
Chungking  our  out-stations  have  doubled.  They  have  increased  near 
T'ung  Ch'wan  and  Sui-ling,  and  it  would  be  easy  to  open  more  in  other 
directions  if  there  were  only  suitable  helpers.  In  several  villages  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  T'ung  Liang,  beside  the  work  at  the  regular  out- 
stations,  meetings  are  regularly  held  in  the  houses  of  Chinese  Christians, 
free  of  expense  to  our  Mission.  Benjamin  H.  Jackson  may  well  ask 
how  it  is  possible  for  him,  single-handed,  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  district 
larger  than  many  English  counties.  At  T'ung  Ch'wan  and  Sui-ling 
Edward  B.  Vardon  and  Isaac  Mason  have  repeatedly  gathered  the 
adherents  from  their  respective  out-stations  for  two  or  three  days' 
special  classes. 

The  present  position  of  our  Mission  is  well  summed  up  in  one  of  the 
recent  Committee  Minutes  from  China,  which  says :  "  In  view  of  the 
heavy  deficit  in  the  Mission  accounts,  as  reported  from  home,  we  have 
decided  in  several  instances  to  cut  down  our  expenditure,  and  have 
refused  to  open  new  work  which  seems  to  us  pressing.  If  the  effort 
already  made  is  to  be  effectual,  we  cannot  stand  still ;  our  work  is  bound 
to  go  forward  and  grow,  which,  indeed,  it  is  doing  in  a  remarkable  way 
in  all  our  stations.  We  particularly  call  attention  to  the  unique  oppor- 
tunity presented  to  us  in  the  wonderful  change  that  is  coming  over  this 
country  at  the  present  time  in  regard  to  reform,  and  the  readiness  of  the 
people  to  receive  new  ideas.  It  appears  to  us  that  it  is  the  bounden 
duty  of  the  Church  to  make  all  the  use  possible  of  the  present  prepared 
ground,  such  conditions  having  never  before  been  experienoed  in  tliis 
country.  The  next  ten  years  are  likely  to  give  us  such  an  opportunity 
of  influencing  this  nation  as  may  never  occur  again.  We  therefore  urge 
upon  the  Board,  and  through  them  the  Society  at  large,  the  needs  of 
our  Mission  in  China.  Specially  at  the  present  time  would  we  emphasize 
the  claims  of  the  evangelistic  and  educational  departments  of  our  work, 
which  He  is  so  evidently  blessing,  and  we  pray  earnestly  that  God  will 
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provide  sufficient  foods  and  woiHkers  to  enable  the  Board  to  lengthen  the 
cords  as  well  as  strengthen  the  stakes." 


Cbylon. 

In  Ceylon  the  missionaries  have  been  doing  their  utmost  that  the  work 
should  not  suffer  during  Joseph  and  Frances  J.  Malcolmson's  furlough. 
As  usual,  some  of  the  best  work  is  going  on  in  connection  with  the 
Schools.  We  have  rejoiced  in  the  kind  donation  which  made  it  possible 
for  us  to  proceed  with  building  the  much-needed  new  Girls'  Boarding 
School. 

Home. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Magazine,  Our  Missions,  has  been  enlarged  and 
changed  from  a  monthly  to  a  quarterly,  and  is  now  being  edited  by 
Mary  Hodgkin.  We  warmly  appreciate  the  devoted  service  rendered  by 
Jane  E.  Newman  and  Caroline  W.  Pumphrey,  under  whose  joint  Editor- 
ship the  magazine  was  conducted  for  twelve  years. 

The  Missionary  Helpers'  Union  continues  with  unabated  zeal  its 
important  work  of  fostering  a  living  interest  in  Foreign  Missions.  We 
value  its  hearty  co-operation,  and  frequently  receive  expressions  of 
thankfulness  from  our  missionaries  for  the  kind  gifts  sent  out  for  dis- 
tribution in  our  Five  Fields. 

We  desire  that  Friends  to  whom  the  Indian  Famines  of  1897  and  1900 
appealed  should  remember  that,  in  the  Orphajiages,  we  are  still  carrying 
on  work  which  is  the  direct  outcome  of  Famine  Belief.  We  are  now 
faced  by  increased  expens^es  in  them,  owing  to  the  need  of  special 
training  as  the  children  grow  up,  while  our  income  for  Orphan  support 
tends  to  decrease.  The  cost  of  maintenance  and  training  now  averages 
j£6  per  child  per  annum.  Many  Friends  have  been  interested  in  sup- 
porting orphans,  and  we  feel  sure  they  will  ^vish  to  see  them  through 
until  launched  in  the  world.  We  trust  this  additional  cost  will  be  met, 
even  though  it  may  be  necessary  for  more  subscribers  to  combine  for  the 
support  of  one  orphan. 

We  would  record  with  great  thankfulness  that  the  deficit  on  the  work 
of  1904  (j£6,59d)  has  been  entirely  met,  and  regret  that  there  was  an 
excess  of  expenditure  over  income  in  1905,  the  amount  being  J£3,979. 
This  is  a  smaUer  deficit  than  any  since  1900,  and  is  so  partly  from  the 
successful  efforts  of  missionaries  to  keep  down  expenditure,  and  partly 
from  a  substantial  increase  in  income.  Efforts  to  bring  income  and 
expenditure  nearer  together  are  not  being  relaxed,  and  over  ^1,000 
towards  the  1906  deficit  has  been  received  since  the  end  of  the  financial 
year.  We  trust  that  as  means  to  carry  on  the  work  have  been  found  in 
the  past,  so  they  will  be  in  the  coming  year. 
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Conclusion. 

Whilst  thus  narrating  to  our  friends  and  supporters  some  of  the  out- 
standing features  of  the  year's  varied  work,  we  would  emphasize  our 
conviction  that  nothing  short  of  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  will  make  our 
service  rich  to  His  praise.  It  is  in  His  name  that  our  missionaries  go 
forth ;  it  is  for  Him  that  their  helpers  at  home  give  willingly  of  their 
time  and  substance  ;  and  it  is  His  guidance  that  we  seek  at  every  step  of 
the  way. 

If  we  were  working  for  our  own  credit,  or  even  for  the  glory  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  we  should  deserve,  and  expect,  failure.  But  when 
those  at  home  and  those  abroad  are  partners  in  the  endeavour  to  please 
our  Heavenly  Father  by  bringing  the  message  of  His  redeeming  love  in 
Jesus  Christ  to  those  who  are  strangers  to  it,  we  cannot  but  go  forward 
with  an  assursmce  of  victory. 

We  began  this  Report  with  thankfulness  for  fresh  evidences  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  been  working  in  our  dbtant  Fields.  May  the  coming 
year  witness  fresh  evidences  of  His  power  in  the  Homeland ;  and  may 
those  who  are  reached  by  His  power  here  become  eager  to  share  with 
less  favoured  brothers  and  sisters  far  away  the  very  fulness  of  the 
blessing  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.

REPORT    OF   THE    ANTI-SLAVERY   COMMITTEE. 

To  THE  Mbbtino  fob  Suffbbinos. 

The  Committee  have  continued  to  give  their  careful  attention  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  Industrial  Mission  in  Pemba.  No  addition  to  the 
number  of  missionaries  has  been  made  during  the  year,  but  we  regret  to 
report  that  in  consequence  of  her  serious  and  protracted  illness  Celia  M. 
Armitage  felt  herself  most  reluctantly  compelled  to  relinquish  the  work, 
and  that  Herbert  Armitage  has  also  resigned  his  position  on  account  of 
his  sister's  illness ;  he  remains  in  the  Island  for  a  short  time  till  other 
workers  return.  Herbert  Armitage  joined  Theodore  Burtt  in  1897,  and 
Celia  M.  Armitage  resu^hed  Pemba  in  the  following  year.  The  Mission 
will  much  miss  their  effective  and  conscientious  help.  Theodore  and 
Jessie  Burtt  have  been  enjoying  a  short  and  very  necessary  health 
furlough  at  Kikuyu  in  British  East  Africa;  it  is  840  miles  up  the  railway 
and  within  one  degree  of  the  Equator,  but  at  an  altitude  of  6,700  feet 
they  found  the  cool  nights  and  days  most  refreshing.    H,  I^esley  and 
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Agnes  M.  Gardner  and  Herbert  W.  Sellars  are  at  present  at  home  on 
forlongh,  and  Mary  A.  Hadley  is  on  her  homeward  journey.  Thus  at  the 
beginning  of  Third  Month  Emily  Hutchinson,  Herbert  Armitage,  and 
C.  Ernest  Morland  were  the  only  members  of  the  stafif  left  to  superintend 
the  large  and  varied  work. 

The  Banani  estate  has  not  been  nearly  so  profitable  as  last  year,  as  a 
good  clove  crop  is  only  expected  biennially.  An  attempt  has  been  made 
at  brick -making,  which  was  partially  successful,  the  scarcity  of  fuel  being 
the  drawback.  The  Refuge  work  is  continued.  At  last  Report  2  men  and 
10  women  were  receiving  foil  and  2  men  and  1  woman  partial  support ; 
of  these  8  were  totally  and  1  partially  blind,  two  were  paralyzed,  and 
one  was  suffering  from  an  incurable  heart  disease.  Whilst  we  do  not 
suggest  that  we  could  undertake  the  care  of  many  such  cases,  we  believe 
that  what  is  done  is  a  valuable  object-lesson  in  the  meaning  of  Chris- 
tianity. The  Dispensaries  at  Banani  and  in  the  Town  have  together  an 
average  attendance  of  about  150  per  week.  Emily  Hutchinson  is 
effectively  assisted  in  this  work  at  Banani  by  a  man  trained  in  the 
Mission. 

The  Boys*  Dormitory  at  Chachani  has  now  been  completed ;  it  will  add 
much  to  their  comfort. 

The  work  for  the  girls  has  been  continued  at  Tarajani,  and  we  have 
sanctioned  the  purchase  of  a  small  strip  of  land  at  the  back,  necessary 
for  convenience  and  privacy. 

An  important  Industrial  Exhibition  for  East  Africa  was  held  in 
Zanzibar  last  autumn.  Our  Mission  took  9  prizes  and  certificates  out  of 
a  total  of  23  gained  for  Pemba  exhibits.  A  special  (highest)  prize  was 
given  for  cloves,  described  as  "  a  very  remarkable  exhibit,"  the  writer 
continuing,  '*  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  few  clove  growers  from  Pemba 
were  there  to  see  them."  Other  prizes  gained  were  for  tomatoes,  cocoa- 
nut  oil,  products  of  cocoa  palm,  jams,  English  potatoes,  mangrove  bark, 
and  for  an  *'Open  Table,'*  the  latter  being  an  outcome  of  additional 
technical  training  in  carpentry  given  in  the  Boys'  Home.  Through  the 
Exhibition  our  claim  to  the  title  of  an  Industrial  Mission  was  well 
maintained,  and  the  interest  of  the  Government  in  the  work  increased. 

Whilst  the  industrial  side  of  the  work  is  more  easy  to  report  upon,  the 
religious  side  has  never  been  neglected,  and  we  are  thankful  that  the 
time  has  arrived  when  it  has  become  necessary  to  formulate  rules  for 
the  admission  of  native  Christians  to  the  Chturch. 

As  to  the  question  of  Slavery  in  the  British  Protectorate,  we  have 
nothing  fresh  to  report,  but  we  trust  the  time  may  be  near  when  Slavery 
in  the  Island,  which  has  become  almost  nominal,  may  be  absolutely  ex- 
tinguished, and  this  barrier  to  moral  and  religious  elevation  be  removed. 

The  Committee  have  to  thank  friends  throughout  the  Society  for  the 
financial  help  that  has  been  afforded.    The  expenditure  has,  however, 
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somewhat  exceeded  the  mcome ;  they  would  therefore  ask  that  increased 
support  may  be  accorded  them  in  the  future. 

The  terrible  condition  of  the  native  population  in  the  so-called  Congo 
Free  State  has  received  the  constant  attention  of  the  Committee.  At 
our  request  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  in  the  Tenth  Month,  invited  John 
H.  Harris,  a  missionary  who  had  just  returned  from  that  country,  to 
address  it,  and  this  Committee  was  encouraged  to  issue  an  appeal  to 
Friends,  and  to  consider  whether  a  deputation  to  those  Powers  mainly 
instrumental  in  setting  up  the  Government  of  the  King  of  the  Belgians 
might  not  be  desirable.  A  circulax  was  issued  to  the  Clerks  of  Monthly 
and  Quarterly  Meetings  on  the  subject,  and  in  several  places  Friends 
were  able  to  organize  public  meetings,  and  in  other  ways  to  bring  the 
misgovemment  of  this  unhappy  country,  und  the  cruelties  inflicted 
therein,  before  the  public,  both  in  this  country  and  in  America. 

With  the  approval- of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  Edmund  Wright 
Brooks  and  Joseph  Gundry  Alexander,  members  of  this  Committee, 
accompanied  by  John  H.  Harris,  visited  Brussels  and  Berlin  in  the 
Twelfth  Month,  in  order  to  lay  the  facts  within  their  knowledge  before 
influential  persons  in  those  cities.  They  were  well  received  in  both 
capitals,  and  in  Berlin  had  an  opportunity  of  addressing  several  leading 
members  of  the  Reichstag,  who  listened  sympathetically  and  advised  an 
appeal  to  the  Gorman  Government.  A  personal  interview  with  the 
Chancellor  being  impossible,  Joseph  G.  Alexsuider  prepared  an  exhaustive 
statement  of  the  case,  which  was  forwarded  through  Count  Bemstorff, 
who  throughout  has  been  most  warmly  interested  and  helpful.  A 
courteous  and  appreciative  acknowledgement  has  been  received  from  the 
Imperial  ChanceUor,  Prince  Billow. 

The  Committee  proposes  to  continue  to  give  attention  to  this  im- 
portant question.

CONGO  FREE  STATE. 

Minute  op  Meeting  for  Suffbrinos,  held  9th  of  Sixth 
Month,  1905. 

The  subject  of  the  Congo  atrocities  is  brought  before  us  by  the  Seventy- 
fifth  Minute  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Francis  Wm.  Fox  has  informed  us 
of  the  efforts  taken  to  acquaint  the  public  with  the  views  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting.  We  regret  that,  except  in  the  Leeds  Press,  Daily  News^  and 
Morning  Post,  no  notice  was  given  to  the  communication.  We  commend 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  our  Anti*  Slavery  Committee. 
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MiNUTB   OF  MbBTINO  FOR   SUFFERINGS,   HBLD  7TH   OF   SbVENTH 

Month,  1905. 

The  Committee  appointed  last  month  to  prepare  a  letter  to  the 
Protestant  Missionaries  in  the  Congo  Free  State  presents  a  draft 
Address,  which  is  adopted  as  follows. 

The  Committee  is  continued  to  attend  to  forwarding  the  letter. 

To   fhe  Proleatant  Missionaries  Besident  within  the  Borders  of  the 
Congo  Free  State, 

The  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Great  Britain  at  its 
recent  session  in  Leeds  entered  into  much  sympathy  with  you,  in  view 
of  the  testimony  which  some  of  your  number  are  bearing  against 
the  atrocities  committed  by  the  agents  of  the  Congo  State  Govern- 
ment upon  the  poor  and  comparatively  defenceless  natives. 

By  direction  of  the  said  Yearly  Meeting,  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Society  desires  to  convey  to  you  this  expression  of  its  heartfelt 
sympathy  with  you  in  all  your  untiring  efforts  to  uplift  mankind, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  and  to  awaken  them  to  a  sense  of 
righteousness  and  brotherhood. 

We  realize  especially  the  great  difl&culty  you  are  experiencing  in  your 
endeavour  to  enlighten  public  opinion  in  this  and  other  countries  as  to 
the  terrible  abuses  that  are  being  perpetrated  in  the  territories  of  the 
Congo  in  connection  with  the  commerce  of  civilized  nations.  We  feel 
the  importance  of  informing  the  public  as  to  the  condition  of  affairs. 
And  so,  whilst  you  are  fighting  against  the  **  bondage  of  corruption,** 
which  is  abounding  through  the  love  of  money,  we  trust  you  will  still 
continue  to  help  us  to  form  a  just  estimate  of  what  is  taking  place,  that 
we  may  uphold  you  in  every  possible  way  in  your  desire  for  truth  and 
justice. 

As  correctors  of  unrighteousness  in  the  midst  of  tribulation,  anguish 
and  persecution,  you  must  be  living  under  a  severe  strain,  and  your 
hearts  must  often  be  bowed  down  with  sorrow  and  anxiety. 

We  pray  that  you  may  be  supported  by  Divine  grace,  and  that  wisdom 
and  power  may  be  given  you  to  be  **  instant  in  season  and  out  of 
season,**  to  "reprove,  rebuke,  and  exhort  with  all  long-suffering.** 

At  such  times  the  power  of  evil  almost  unnerves  us,  but  again  we 
remember  that  mighty  power  of  God,  and  we  are  not  daimted  in  our 
belief  that — 

*'  Bight  is  right,  since  God  is  God ; 
And  right  the  day  must  win ; 
To  doubt  would  be  disloyalty, 
To  falter  would  be  sin."

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'•  more  than  conquerers  through  Him  that  loved  us,"  in  the  furtherance 
of  that  Gospel  which  brings  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  among  men.

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  6th  of  Tenth 
Month,  1906. 
We  have  this  morning  the  attendance  with  us  of  John  H.  Harris, 
a  missionary  just  returned  from  several  years*  service  in  the  district  of 
the  Upper  Congo.  He  has  given  us  painful  particulars  of  the  present 
methods  of  forcing  the  natives  to  bring  in  rubber  for  the  benefit  of  the 
trading  companies.  We  urge  our  members  to  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  the  subject  and  to  spread,  as  far  as  possible,  the  in- 
formation in  order  that  the  poor  hunted,  terrorized  natives  may  eventually 
be  relieved  from  the  present  tyranny,  and  brought  under  responsible 
government.  We  ask  our  Anti- Slavery  Committee  to  give  continued 
careful  attention  to  the  subject,  and  authorize  the  Committee  to  make 
an  appeal  to  our  Society  thereon,  with  suggestions  as  to  any  suitable 
action  which  may  be  taken.  We  also  ask  our  Committee  seriously  to 
consider  the  question  of  a  deputation  to  the  Governments  of  the  five 
countries  responsible  for  the  setting  up  of  the  Congo  Free  State. 

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  8rd  of  Eleventh 
Month,  1905. 

The  Anti -Slavery  Committee  is  giving  attention  to  the  Congo  atroci- 
ties, and  has  circulated  information  to  Clerks  of  Quarterly  and  Monthly 
Meetings,  and  urged  Friends  to  take  suction  by  public  meetings  on  the 
subject. 

The  Committee  has  also  considered  the  question  of  approaching  the 
Governments  responsible,  and  on  consultation  with  the  Foreign  Office 
concludes  the  present  is  not  a  suitable  time.  It  is  found  thirteen  Govern- 
ments were  responsible  for  setting  up  the  Congo  State.  While  it  seems 
undesirable  for  us  to  attempt  communication  with  these  Governments, 
we  have  had  laid  before  us  the  possibility  of  influencing  the  Belgian 
Government  and  people,  and  ask  the  Committee  to  give  careful  considera- 
tion to  the  advisability  of  sending  a  deputation  to  Belgium. 

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  1st  of  Twelfth 
Month,  1905. 

The  Anti- Slavery  Committee  inform  us  that  they  have  approved 
a  proposal  that  a  Deputation  aocompanied  by  John  H.  Harris,  who  was 
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with  us  in  Tenth  Month,  should  visit  Berlin  and  Brussels  in  the  interests 
of  the  natives  of  the  Congo  State.  Count  Bernstorff,  lately  a  member  of 
the  German  Reichstag,  who  is  already  interested  in  the  Congo  question, 
considers  a  Deputation  would  be  useful  in  Berlin,  and  has  offered  to  get 
the  learding  members  of  different  parties  in  the  Reichstag  to  meet  such  a 
Deputation.  Edmund  Wright  Brooks  and  Joseph  Gundry  Alexander  are 
re£uly  to  go.  We  are  glad  to  know  that  our  friends  are  ready  to  under- 
take  this  service,  and  cordially  encourage  them  in  it. 

The  Report  of  the  Commission  inquiring  into  the  Congo  Administra- 
tion has  now  been  published,  and  fully  bears  out  the  charges  made 
against  the  administration.  It  has  been  referred  to  a  Commission  chiefly 
composed  of  Congo  officials  to  report  on  the  needful  reforms.  This 
leaves  it  as  essential  as  ever  that  international  action  should  be  brought 
to  bear  rectifying  the  abuses. 

Minute  of  Mbeting  for  Suffbrinqs,  held  5th  of  First 
Month,  1906. 

Joseph  Gundry  Alexander  and  Edmund  Wright  Brooks  have  given  us 
an  account  of  their  visit  to  Brussels  and  Berlin.  They  were  able  to  have 
several  interviews  in  these  cities  with  influential  public  men.  They 
regret  an  interview  with  the  German  Foreign  Minister  was  not  granted, 
but  a  statement,  at  his  suggestion,  is  being  prepared  to  submit  to  him. 
The  facts  of  the  gross  ill-treatment  of  the  natives  are  now  widely 
accepted  in  Belgium,  through  the  publication  of  the  Report  of  the 
Committee,  and  it  does  not  seem  desirable  that  English  people  should 
take  any  direct  action  in  Belgium  owing  to  the  possibility  of  it  being 
construed  as  arising  from  interested  motives.  Our  friends  were  warmly 
received,  and  believe  the  journey  has  met  with  more  success  than 
they  at  all  anticipated. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BETTING  AND 
GAMBLING,  FOURTH  MONTH,  1906. 

To  THE  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 

The  Committee  has  met  three  times  during  the  past  year,  and  has 
prepared  a  list  of  sixty-one  Monthly  Meeting  Correspondents,  to  each  of 
whom  a  copy  of  B.  Seebohm  Rowntree*s  book  on  *  Betting  and  Gamb- 
ling '  has  been  privately  sent. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  are  thankful  to  note  that  the  question 
is  being  actively  taken  up  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  They  have  not 
felt  able  to  organize  "  Crusade  **  work,  but  rejoice  to  know  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  privately  by  a  few  Friends  for  John  Gulland  to 
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devote  his  whole  time  to  Anti-Gambling  work  in  connection  with  the 
National  Anti-Gambling  League.  It  is  hoped  that  our  Monthly  Meetings 
and  our  First-day  Schools  wiU  be  able  fully  to  avail  themselves  of  his 
services  in  connection  with  public  meetings,  or  in  organizing  local  and 
representative  Associations  to  take  up  Anti-Gambling  work  in  a  per- 
manent form.  Particulars  respecting  John  Gulland's  movements  may 
be  obtained  from  J.  M.  Hogge,  The  National  Anti*Gambling  League, 
16,  Castlegate,  York,  who  is  kindly  acting  for  the  Friends  mentioned. 
The  Committee  thinks  it  desirable  that  a  new  appointment  should  be 
made  if  the  Yearly  Meeting  again  commits  the  subject  to  the  care  of  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings.

THE  ALIENS'  ACT. 

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  2nd  of  Third 
Month,  1906. 

We  have  received  a  letter  from  PhiUp  H.  Bracher  on  behalf  of 
Shaftesbury  and  Sherborne  Monthly  Meeting,  in  reference  to  the 
hardships  of  Immigrants  under  the  Aliens*  Act. 

We  appoint  Wm.  H.  F.  Alexander,  Walter  Morice,  Mary  L.  Cooke,  and 
Elizabeth  Butter  to  investigate  the  question  and  report  to  us  as  to  any 
action  our  Society  can  usefully  take. 


INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE 
ALIENS'  ACT. 

According  to  the  direction  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  the 
Committee  has  sought  information  in  various  ways  as  to  the  working 
of  the  Act. 

Two  of  our  number  have  called  on  the  President  of  the  Jewish  Board 
of  Deputies ;  we  have  also  had  some  conversation  with  representatives 
of  the  Press ;  we  have  met  in  an  informal  Conference  to  which  two  of 
our  number  were  invited,  with  several  M.P.'s  and  other  persons  of  know- 
ledge and  influence,  including  some  Russians. 

Out  of  this  Conference  arose  a  Committee  with  objects  similar  to  our 
own,  and  in  touch  with  the  Press,  and  with  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons.  This  Committee  is  attended,  as  often  as  it  meets,  by  one 
of  the  members  of  our  own.  Both  Committees  are  in  touch  with  our 
friend  Dr.  Spence  Watson. 

We  are  also  in  correspondence  with  Friends  in  some  of  the  immigra- 
tion ports,  whom  we  are  asking  to  supply  us  with  information  as  to  the 
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working  of  the  Act  in  these  ports.  We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  com- 
plete the  list  of  correspondents,  but  are  endeavouring  to  do  so. 

From  sources  mentioned  above,  we  have  obtained  a  general  confirma- 
tion of  the  accounts  published  in  the  Press  (the  Tribune  and  the  DcuUy 
News)  of  hardships  and  cruelties  arising  out  of  the  operation  of  the  Act. 
Among  these  were  cases  of  so-called  "  deserters  **  from  Russia,  which 
term  includes  young  men  flying  from  conscription,  and  such  as  have 
refused  to  fire  upon  civilians,  whether  Jews  or  other  persons  obnoxious 
to  the  Government.  Others  rejected  were  refugees  flying  from  persecu- 
tion or  massacre.  In  other  cases  hardship  has  arisen  from  a  harsh 
interpretation  of  the  regulations  as  to  medical  inspection.  Families 
have  been  divided ;  in  one  case  a  deaf  and  dumb  girl  of  nine  was  sent 
back  to  Hamburg  \dthout  her  parents,  on  the  supposition,  shown  after- 
wards to  have  been  a  mistaken  one,  that  she  was  an  imbecile.  This  case 
is  not  only  now  well  known  to  the  public,  but  was  privately  vouched  for 
in  a  conversation  which  two  of  our  members  had  with  a  person  in  a 
responsible  position. 

Other  cases  mentioned  by  the  Tribune — as  we  were  informed  by  a 
responsible  member  of  the  staff — were  communicated  by  a  person  who 
had  the  best  opportunities  of  knowing,  but  whose  name  could  not  be 
given.  Others,  again,  had  come  under  the  personal  knowledge  of  our 
Press  informant,  and,  generally,  representatives  of  the  Tribune  and 
Daily  News  have  been  watching  the  London  ports. 

Of  the  existence  of  great  cruelties  and  hardships  during  the  past  three 
months  there  can  be  no  reasonable  doubt.  Last  month,  owing  to  the 
issue  by  the  Home  Secretary  of  new  rules  for  the  administration  of 
the  Act,  the  situation  was  much  improved.  The  opening  of  the  Immigra- 
tion Boards  to  the  Press,  and  the  instruction  to  give  immigrants  claiming 
to  be  religious  or  political  refugees  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  have  pro- 
duced a  very  favourable  change  in  the  treatment  of  immigrants  of  the 
latter  class. 

The  possibility  of  hardship  is,  however,  not  excluded ;  and  the  less  so 
because  the  Aliens*  Act  has  had  this  indirect  consequence — ^that  shipping 
companies  affected  have  set  up  financial  and  other  tests  of  their  own 
which  are  now  applied  at  the  port  of  embarkation  to  secure  the  companies 
against  loss  should  the  immigrants  be  rejected  in  an  English  port. 

Over  these  regulations  British  officials  have  now  no  control,  and  the 
barrier  which  they  create  is  not  likely  to  be  removed  while  the  Act  in  its 
present  form  continues  in  force. 

One  point  to  which  we  wish  to  call  attention  is  the  position,  even  now, 
of  Russian  "  deserters,*'  who  dare  not  describe  themselves  as  such  in 
Russia,  while  the  shipping  agents  are  also  forbidden  to  carry  them, 
under  heavy  penalties.  They  cannot,  therefore,  plead,  at  the  port  of 
embarkation,  that  they  are  exempt  from  the  financial  test  (the  possession 
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of  £5)  which  the  shipping  companies  will  naturally  require  to  be  assured 
that  they  can  satisfy. 

Of  those  who  have  been  returned  to  Russia  from  English  ports,  it  has 
been  asserted  by  Walter  Rothschild,  M.P.,  that  such  have  been  shot  on 
arrival.  Obviously  all  deserteis  must  be  in  danger  of  this.  The  Corn- 
mittee  have  heard  of  one  such  case,  from  a  representative  of  the  Daily 
NewSf  in  which  the  immigrant  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  he  had 
not  £6  with  him ;  and  though  a  brother  procured  the  sum  later,  informing 
the  authorities  that  the  immigrant  would  be  shot  if  he  returned,  the 
decision  was  not  reversed.  The  man  was  sent  back  to  Russia^  and  his 
relatives  had  heard  nothing  of  him  since. 

Though  we  have  evidence  that,  since  the  issue  of  the  Home  Secre- 
tary's new  rules,  the  Act  is  being  administered  in  a  much  more 
humane  spirit,  yet,  for  reasons  already  given,  the  relief  is  far  from 
complete. 

On  two  points  there  is  much  need  for  information,  and  we  are  trying 
to  obtain  it  from  our  correspondents  in  the  ports :  first,  as  to  the  provi- 
sion of  competent  interpreters  who  understand  all  the  languages — 
— Russian,  Yiddish,  and  possibly  local  dialects — which  are  spoken  by 
those  with  whom  the  immigration  officers  have  to  communicate;  and 
secondly,  as  to  the  a^ccommodation,  in  suitable  homes,  of  immigrants 
waiting  permission  to  land. 

The  Committee  is  continuing  its  investigations,  and  its  work  is  far 
from  complete.  So  far,  however,  as  our  inquiries  have  at  present  led  us, 
we  believe  that,  for  the  time,  the  right  policy  is  one  of  waiting,  with  as 
much  watcliing  of  the  ports  as  we  can  secure. 

The  knowledge  already  obtained  of  the  working  of  the  Act,  however, 
inclines  us  more  and  more  to  the  belief  that  no  mere  modification  of  rules 
is  sufficient  to  meet  the  case.  We  believe  the  principle  of  the  Act  to  be 
unsound.  While  presenting  no  obstacle  to  the  entrance  into  the  country 
of  criminals  with  means,  it  excludes  the  poor  and  distressed :  and  we  find 
it  opposed  to  the  truth  of  our  common  brotherhood,  and  to  the  teachings 
and  spirit  of  Christ. 

The  Committee  would  be  glad  to  be  continued,  in  order  to  complete 
the  work  committed  to  them.

REPORT   OF    THE   PEACE   COMMITTEE   OF    THE    MEETING 
FOR   SUFFERINGS. 

The  Peace  Committee  has  held  its  meetings  regularly  daring  the  past 
year. 

The  prodac^on  of  Peace  posters  and  cards  has  occupied  much  of  the 
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attention  of  the  Committee.  Two  more  posters  have  been  issued  since 
our  last  Beport — one  with  the  heading  "  International  Brotherhood,"  and 
the  other  "Military  Training  in  Schools."  Up  to  the  present  time, 
making  use  of  the  legacy  of  John  A.  Reeve  Thomas  mentioned  in  our 
last  Report,  the  Committee  has  printed  7,000  posters  and  over  100,000 
cards,  most  of  which  have  been  put  into  circulation. 

A  large  nimiber  of  the  Reports  received  from  our  correspondents  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  refer  to  the  use  that  has  been  made  of  the 
posters.  Those  displayed  at  the  main  entrance  to  Devonshire  House 
constantly  attract  the  attention  of  passers-by,  who  stop  and  read  them. 

The  Committee  has  printed  28,000  copies  of  the  Letter  from  French 
Techchers  to  their  English  Colleagues.  Some  of  the  Reports  refer  to  the 
distribution  of  this  letter.  The  Peace  Committee  of  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire  Queuiierly  Meeting  has  distributed  15,000  copies. 

The  sum  of  JSd5  reached  the  Committee  through  Samuel  Southall  as 
available  for  a  further  circulation  of  Joseph  £dmondson*s  pamphlet, 
**  The  Judge,  PoHceman,  and  Soldier."  The  Committee  took  the  matter 
in  hand,  and  has  issued  a  fresh  edition  with  a  preface  by  Sir  John 
MacdoneU,  and  with  an  appendix  explaining  the  constitution  of  The 
Hague  Convention  of  1899  for  the  peaceful  settlement  of  international 
disputes.  Li  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  donors  of  the  fund,  the 
pamphlet  was  advertized  in  several  leading  newspapers,  and  about  1,500 
copies  are  being  sent  to  Members  of  Parliament,  to  Bishops,  and  to  some 
other  of  the  clergy  and  leading  Nonconformist  ministers  and  other 
persons  of  influence. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  National  Peace  Congress,  which  met  at  Bristol 
in  the  autiman  of  last  year,  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  Committee  to 
provide  speakers  who  would  addrcRs  the  Adult  Schools  in  and  about 
Bristol.  Mary  L.  Cooke,  Joseph  Gundry  Alexander,  and  some  other 
Friends  were  able  to  engage  in  this  service. 

Military  Training  in  Schools,  already  alluded  to  in  connection  with 
the  poster  issued  on  the  subject,  has  been  brought  prominently  before 
the  notice  of  the  Committee  through  the  action  of  Lord  Roberts  and  the 
National  Service  League,  and  the  subject  is  still  claiming  attention. 
On  the  reoonmiendation  of  the  Committee  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
issued  a  brief  but  forcible  Minute,  which  was  forwarded  to  the  Prime 
Minister,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  War,  to  Members  of  l*arliament,  and  the  Press.  Some  Friends 
have  applied  for,  and  received,  copies  for  forwarding  with  covering  letters 
to  persons  of  influence  in  their  own  neighbourhoods. 

The  Conunittee  issued,  as  usual,  in  Eleventh  Month  last  '*  Suggestions 
for  Winter  Work"  to  Monthly  Meetings  and  Peace  Correspondents 
throtighout  the  country.  Ampngst  the  subjects  alluded  to  therein  was 
that  of  the  approaching  General  Election,  Correspondents  being  urged 
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to  bring  the  question  of  Peace  before  Parliamentary  candidates*  Some 
of  the  Reports  recently  received  refer  to  this  subject,  and  send  in  detail 
the  questions  asked  respecting  arbitration  and  the  settlement  of  disputes 
by  reference  to  The  Hague  Court,  compulsory  military  service,  and  the 
alarming  increase  of  military  expenditure. 

The  Colchester  Peace  Association  published  in  exienso  acooonts  of 
interviews  with  the  parliamentary  candidates. 

The  Reports  refer  to  work  in  connection  with  Peace  Sunday  and  to 
lectures  given  in  various  parts  of  the  country  by  Friends  whose  names 
are  on  the  Committee*s  ** Lecture  and  Address  List*'  and  by  others. 
There  is  appreciative  mention  of  the  assistance  of  E.  Ernest  Boome, 
A.  Neave  Brayshaw,  Mary  L.  Cooke,  James  H.  Midgley,  Thomas  P. 
Newman,  Francis  E.  Pollard,  Ellen  Robinson,  and  Frances  Thompson. 

The  newly-formed  association  at  Watford  has  sent  a  full  report  of  its 
work,  which  includes  arrangements  for  lectures,  drawing-room  meetings, 
debate8,^he  distribution  of  literature,  including  1,000  copies  of  the  Letter 
from  French  Teachers,  to  which  special  allusion  is  made. 

A  good  and  influential  meeting  was  held  at  Ipswich  in  Eleventh  Month 
last,  when  an  address  was  given  by  W.  R.  Cremer,  M.P.,  two  other  local 
M.P.'s  being  also  present  and  taking  part  in  the  proceedings. 

At  Southampton  the  principal  school  teachers  from  High  and  Elemen- 
tary Schools,  with  the  Professors  of  Hartley  College,  were  invited  to  a 
soirSe.  About  sixty  responded  to  the  invitation,  and  listened  with  much 
interest  to  an  address  from  Frances  Thompson,  who  also  subsequently 
addressed  an  influential  drawing-room  meeting. 

The  Peace  Committee  of  Westmorland  Quarterly  Meeting  has  continued 
its  active  work ;  the  Secretary  mentions,  among  other  things,  the  wide 
distribution  of  a  protest  against  boys'  brigades  as  frequently  established, 
with  an  explanation  of  the  methods  and  advantages  accruing  from  the 
establishment  of  boys'  life  brigades. 

In  view  of  the  unveiling  of  a  war  memorial  at  Darlington  of  a  character 
specially  calculated  **  to  appeal  to  the  lower  and  more  savage  instincts  of 
our  nature,"  Friends  and  others  issued  in  the  public  Press  a  moderate 
but  forcible  protest.  Whilst  the  unveiling  was  taking  place  the  local 
Peace  Association  held  a  meeting  for  conference  and  prayer  in  the 
Friends'  Lecture  Hall,  which  was  well  attended  by  many  friends  of  the 
Peace  Cause.  On  another  occasion  a  Committee  of  the  Preparative 
Meeting  invited  the  co-operation  of  fellow-townsmen  in  opposition  to  the 
introduction  of  cavalry  barracks,  which  a  section  of  the  Town  Council 
desired  to  see  established  by  the  Wsur  Office  authorities.  The  last  act 
of  the  recent  Adult  School  Conference  at  Darlington  was  to  send  a 
resolution  to  the  Prime  Minister  on  reduction  of  Naval  and  Military 
establishments  and  lessening  the  present  expenditure  of  the  country 
thereon. 
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The  Report  from  Hardshaw  West  Monthly  Meeting  states  that  from 
Liverpool  and  Birkenhead  Meetings  protests  have  been  sent  to  the  Vice- 
chancellor  of  the  Liverpool  University  in  reference  to  the  proposal  to 
establish  a  School  of  Military  Instruction  at  the  University.  On  account 
of  action  taken  by  Friends  and  others,  the  proposal  to  appoint  a  miUtary 
instructor  has  been  referred  back  to  the  Cotmcil,  with  direction  that  no 
further  steps  be  taken  until  the  matter  has  been  reconsidered. 

The  Report  from  York  mentions  a  meeting  held  with  Elementary 
school  teachers,  taking  the  form  of  a  social  evening,  with  addresses  from 
Edward  Worsdell  and  Arthur  Rowntree,  which  were  **  closely  followed 
by  a  large  audience.** 

At  Reading,  as  the  result  of  meetings  held  in  the  autumn  of  1904,  the 
** Reading  Peace  and  Arbitration  League'*  was  formed  "on  a  broad 
humanitarian  basis.**  The  inaugural  meeting  was  held  in  Fourth  Month, 
1905,  addressed  by  Ellen  Robinson  and  J.  Frederick  Green,. Secretary  of 
the  International  Arbitration  and  Peace  Association.  The  first  annual 
public  meeting  was  held  in  Second  Month  last,  and  was  addressed  by  Sir 
Thomas  Barclay. 

In  Glasgow,  Friends  engage  in  active  work  in  connection  with  the  local 
Peace  Society.  At  the  recent  School  Board  election  the  only  candidate 
who  made  opposition  to  military  drill  a  point  of  his  election  address 
obtained  20,000  more  votes  than  any  other. 

The  action  taken  by  the  last  Yearly  Meeting  towards  bringing  about 
more  friendly  feelings  between  our  country  and  Germany  has  had 
important  results,  especially  in  the  formation  of  an  influential  Anglo- 
Qerman  Friendship  Conunittee,  of  which  Lord  Avebury  is  the  President. 
Our  friend  Thomas  P.  Newman  is  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and 
Francis  W.  Fox  is  one  of  the  Honorary  Secretaries.  The  action  of  this 
Conmoittee  and  of  a  kindred  German  Committee  have  had  a  marked 
effect  in  relaxing  the  tension  of  feeling  between  this  country  and 
Germany.  The  Report  of  Baron  de  Neufville  on  behalf  of  the  German 
Committee  says :  "  Our  movement  may  be  said  to  have  begun  in  June, 
1905,  through  the  influence  of  a  pamphlet  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  At 
that  time,  however,  we  could  scarcely  have  imagined  the  development 
it  would  take.  At  the  fourteenth  International  Peace  Congress  at 
Lucerne  we  met  many  of  our  friends  who  invited  us  to  confer  with  them. 
Deliberations  about  tiie  question  at  issue  took  place  at  a  large  tea-party 
kindly  given  to  us  by  our  English  friends  in  the  spacious  apartments  of 
the  Hotel  National,  which  was  also  attended  by  the  numerous  Germans 
at  that  time  in  Lucerne.  This  was  the  cradle  of  the  Anglo-German 
Friendship  Conmiittee.** 

The  growing  prevalence  of  the  pacific  spirit  both  here  and  abroad 
should  make  a  proposal  for  some  international  reduction  of  armaments 
practicable  in  the  near  future,  and  we  hope  that  Friends  will  do  all  in

their  power  to  promote  action  in  this  direction  by  our  own  Goyemment. 
There  is  at  the  same  time  great  need  for  the  exercise  of  unremibting 
vigilance  lest  the  scheme  of  Lord  Roberts  for  miiversal  military  training, 
or  some  other  scheme  tending  to  foster  a  military  spirit  in  the  nation, 
should  find  i&voxu  with  Parliament. 

We  wonld  urge  Friends  everywhere  to  malntiain  vigorous  educational 
propaganda  showing  the  close  connection  between  aggressive  policy  and 
armaments,  and  pointing  out  that  the  best  defence  of  a  nation  is  in  the 
justice  of  its  conduct  towards  others  and  the  Christian  character  of  its 
people.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Eighty-sixth  Minute  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  to  prepare  an  address  on  the  relations  of  this  country  with 
Germany,  presents  a  draft,  which  is  adopted  as  follows,  and  is  to  be 
signed  by  the  Clerk : — 

TO  THE  LOVERS  OF  PEACE  IN  GERMANY. 

Dear  Friends, — The  members  of  the  religious  Society  of  Friends 
(Quakers)  in  Great  Britain,  collected  in  their  Yearly  Meeting  at  Leeds 
last  week,  have  desired  us  to  address  you  in  their  behalf  on  a  subject  of 
the  deepest  importance  to  both  our  nations. 

We  witness  with  great  regret  the  attempts  made  by  some  politicians 
and  journalists,  in  our  country  and  yours,  to  sow  suspicion  and  jealousy 
between  us,  and  to  use  the  misunderstandings  thus  created  as  arguments 
for  a  vast  increase  of  naval  armaments. 

Not  only  as  members  of  a  community  which  has  always  protested 
against  war,  but  also  as  citizens  conversant  with  a  large  section  of 
English  society,  we  can  assure  you  of  our  firm  conviction  that  anything 
like  an  unprovoked  attack  by  our  country  on  yours  would  be  absolutely 
abhorrent  to  the  English  nation ;  and  that,  whatever  some  irresponsible 
writers,  or  speakers,  may  dare  to  suggest,  any  such  proposal  would  be 
indignantly  scouted  by  the  English  people. 

We  do  not  forget  that  we  are  both  branches  of  the  Teutonic  stock, 
allied  to  one  another  by  a  common  faith  and  long  friendship ;  and  that 
we,  with  the  rest  of  the  civilized  world,  owe  a  great  debt  to  Germany  for 
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her  achievements  in  literature,  science,  and  art,  and  in  much  that  makes 
for  the  welfare  of  humanity. 

We  recognize  the  obvious  fact  that  in  many  fields  of  commerce  your 
country  is  the  rival,  and  the  successful  rival,  of  ours ;  but  we  trust  we 
have  learnt  the  lesson  that  there  is  nothing  in  competitions  of  commerce 
which  need  interfere  with  esteem  and  mutual  friendship  between 
individuals  and  nations. 

We  pray  you  to  join  your  efforts  with  ours  in  order,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  neutralize  the  efforts  of  those  who  would  make  mischief  between  us. 

We  are  persuaded  that  all  such  misunderstandings  grievously  retard 
the  progress  of  the  human  race  towards  happiness  and  the  higher  and 
fuller  life  designed  for  it  by  its  Creator.

ANGLO-GERMAN  CONCILIATION  COMMITTEE. 
Address  to  the  Two  Nations. 

Feeling  strongly  the  danger  of  conflict  between  the  British  and 
German  Nations,  we  desire  to  express  the  firm  conviction  that  there 
is  no  good  ground,  either  in  economic  or  politicttl  circumstances,  for  the 
ill-feeling  which  unhappily  exists.  Beneath  the  apparent  antagonism  of- 
Industrial  and  Commercial  competition  there  lies  in  reaUty  a  common 
interest,  each  nation  providing  the  other  with  the  good  things  it  can  best 
produce.  Similarly,  the  political  interests  of  the  two  Empires  are  not 
antagonistic,  in  so  far  as  they  are  governed  by  moderation  and  considera- 
tion for  the  popular  welfare.  Therefore  the  efforts  of  all  sensible  men  in 
both  countries  should  be  directed  to  the  works  which  both  peoples 
equally  need. 

The  perpetual  increase  of  armaments  on  both  sides  is  the  result 
of  needless  misunderstanding  and  selfish  interests  from  which  both 
nations  equally  suffer.  It  has  led  to  burdens  upon  both  peoples;  to 
arrest  this  insane  rivalry  is  within  the  power,  and  to  the  interest,  of  both. 

These  misunderstandings  have  been  aggravated  by  individuals  of  small 
influence  in  their  respective   nations,  so  that  trivial  nervousness  or 
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vexation  has  been  fanned  into  acute  bitterness,  and  the  possibility  of  war 
has  even  been  discussed.  Thus,  at  any  moment,  a  serious  conflict  might 
be  created  out  of  differences  that  normally  would  be  settled  in  the  easiest 
manner. 

We  emphatically  protest  against  the  mere  thought  of  such  conflict 
as  a  folly  and  a  crime.  We  know  at  present  of  no  possible  ground  of 
serious  qucurel  between  the  two  countries.  On  the  contrary,  we  find  in 
their  history,  their  common  faith  and  long  friendship,  their  mutual 
indebtedness  in  Uterature,  science,  and  art,  the  strongest  reasons  for  the 
establishment  of  more  friendly  relations.  And,  so  far  from  believing 
that  the  Anglo-French  Entente  is  a  ground  of  separation  between  our 
countries,  we  believe  it  gives  a  new  possibility  for  these  three  great 
nations  to  work  together  in  friendship  for  their  conunon  interests  and 
the  peace  of  the  world. 

We,  therefore,  appeal  to  citizens  of  both  countries  to  join  us  by  word 
and  etction  in  the  great  work  of  making  this  better  feeUng  effective  in 
their  daily  life  and  public  policy.

MILITARY  TRAINING. 


Minute  of  Mbbtino  fob  Suffbbings,  held  2nd  of  Thibd 
Month,  1906. 

The  Peace  Committee  sends  us  a  Draft  Minute  in  reference  to  Military 
Training  in  Schools,  which  they  suggest  should  be  sent  to  the  Prime 
Minister,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  War,  and  be  published  in  the  Press,  and  also  sent  to  members 
of  the  House  of  Commons.  We  adopt  the  Minute  as  follows.  We 
approve  the  suggestions  as  to  its  use,  and  also  give  the  Peace  Committee, 
as  they  request,  leave  to  organize  a  deputation  of  Friends  and  others  to 
Augustine  Birrell,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  upon  the 
subject  if  they  deem  it  advisable. 

Minute   of   a    Meeting    bepbbsbntino    the    Religious    Socibtt    of 
Fbiends,  held  in  London,  2nd  of  Thibd  Month,  1906. 

{As  sent  to  the  Prime  Minister,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  8ecreta/ry  of  State  for  War,) 

We  have  had  under  our  notice  the  Manifesto  signed  by  Lord  Roberts 
as  President  of  the  National  Service  League,  which  appeared  in  the 
Press  on  the  17th  of  last  month.  This  Mcuiifesto  advocates  that,  sub- 
ject to  certain  exemptions,  **  every  man  of  soimd  physique,  without 
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distinctiion  of  class,  shall  be  legally  liable  during  certain  years  of  his  life 
to  be  called  upon  for  service  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, and,  in  order  to  fit  him  for  this  duty,  he  shall  be  legally  obliged  to 
undergo  three  or  four  months*  militajry  training  when  he  arrives  at  the 
military  age." 

The  Manifesto  proceeds  to  explain  that  this  limited  amount  of  training 
can  only  be  effective  if  military  instruction  has  been  given  to  all  boys 
previous  to  their  reaching  the  military  age,  and  accordingly  makes  the 
specific  recommendation,  which  appears  to  us  the  gist  of  the  whole 
scheme,  that  **  universal  physical  training  of  a  military  character  and 
instruction  in  the  use  of  the  rifle  should  form  part  of  the  curriculum  of 
all  schools,  and,  in  the  case  of  boys  who  leave  school  before  eighteen, 
the  continuation  of  this  training  up  to  that  age  in  cadet  corps,  boys' 
brigades,  and  similar  institutions  under  State  supervision." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  scheme  is  being  urged  on  the  attention 
of  the  Government  by  prominent  military  men,  and  that  a  group  of 
members  of  Parliament  has  been  formed  to  support  the  scheme  in  many 
of  its  features,  this  Representative  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends 
feels  that  it  must  at  once  express  its  conviction  that  any  such  attempt 
to  instil  the  miUtary  spirit  into  the  boys  and  youths  of  our  country  is 
antagonistic  to  the  high  moral  ends  which  national  education  should 
have  in  view. 

This  Meeting,  while  cordially  approving  scientific  physical  training  of 
a  non-military  character,  earnestly  hopes  that  the  Qovemment  will  not 
countenance  any  proposals  for  the  introduction  of  the  military  element 
into  our  national  education  system.

16. — The  annexed  letter  has  been  received  from  the  **  Central  Com- 
mittee of  the  German  Protestant  Missions."    We  are  thankful  for  this 
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evidence  of  brotherly  fellowship,  and  heartily  join  with  our  friends  in 
Germany  in  the  earnest  desire  that  He  **  in  whose  hand  lie  the  destinies 
of  the  nations,  will  by  His  Spirit  guide  the  hearts  and  thoughts  of  our 
Governments  to  purposes  of  concord  and  to  deeds  of  peace,  so  that  His 
word  might  run  and  have  free  course."  We  sympathize  with  every  effort 
to  promote  pecbce  and  goodwill  among  the  nations,  and  long  that  the 
ties  of  relationship,  of  love,  and  of  friendship  between  the  people  of 
Germany  and  those  of  our  own  country  may  be  strengthened.  We 
believe  that  "  to  the  Christian  every  foreign  land  is  a  fatherland,'*  and 
we  rejoice  to  be  associated  with  our  brethren  in  Germany  in  the  great 
aim  of  spreading  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Lucretia  H.  K.  Clark  and  T.  P.  Newman  (subject  to  his  consent)  are 
requested  to  send  a  copy  of  this  Minute  to  Dr.  Buchner.

Dear  and  Honoured  Brethren, — Kindly  permit  us  to  address  a 
few  words  to  you,  and  through  you  to  all  friends  of  Missions  in 
the  British  Empire.  We  do  so  in  the  hope  that  they  wUl  find 
an  echo  in  your  circles. 

With  pain  and  grief  we  perceive  that  between  your  fatherland  and 
our  own  there  has  arisen  a  tension  which,  if  not  removed,  threatens 
most  serious  issues.  As  the  representatives  of  the  Cterman  Mis- 
sionary Societies,  we  naturally  abstain  from  any  interference  with 
politics.  But  in  view  of  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ,  whom 
we  aU  serve  as  our  Lord  and  King,  and  with  reference  to  the  service 
entrusted  to  us  of  extending  the  knowledge  of  His  Name  among  the 
peoples,  we  feel  impelled  to  beg  that  you  will  join  us  in  praying 
Him,  who  tumeth  the  hearts  of  kings  as  the  watercourses  whither- 
soever He  will,  to  avert  the  fearful  evil  of  a  war  between  our  two 
countries. 

Ever  since  the  Reformation  our  two  nations  have  toiled  shoulder 
to  shoulder  at  the  tasks  which  our  Divine  Master  has  given  us  for 
the  upbuilding  of  His  Eongdom.  For  many  a  year  we  have  vied 
with  one  another  in  sending  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen,  and  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  blessing  has  rested  on  the  efforts  of  both 
Christian  nations.  For  our  part  we  value  most  highly  the  manifold 
furtherance  of  this  work  on  the  part  of  England,  nor  do  we  doubt 
that  the  converse  in  the  case  with  yourselves  in  respect  of  Germany. 

Any  lasting  estrangement  would  sadly  mar  this  cordial  co- 
operation by  arousing  difficulties  and  creating  disturbanoes.    And

a  war  would  present  to  the  world  and  to  the  heathen  a  spectacle, 
which  all  true  Christians  would  most  earnestly  deplore  —  the 
spectacle  of  two  closely  related  races,  which  are  the  most  prominent 
representatives  in  Europe  of  the  Protestant  faith,  hindering  one 
another  in  their  labours  for  the  Kingdom  of  God.  In  our  opinion 
every  Christian,  and  especially  we  who  have  the  Mission  cause  at 
heart,  must  feel  the  duty  of  doing  all  that  in  us  lies  to  guard  against 
estrangement  and  to  ensure  peace. 

We  believe,  therefore,  that  we  are  acting  in  the  spirit  of  our 
Saviour  and  serving  the  spread  of  His  Kingdom  by  stretching  out 
to  you  the  hand  of  brotherly  fellowship  just  amid  this  political 
excitement.  We  earnestly  invite  the  British  Missionary  Societies 
and  all  their  supporters  to  unite  with  us  in  prayer  that  the  Lord,  in 
whose  hand  lie  the  destinies  of  the  nations,  will  by  His  Spirit  guide 
the  hearts  and  thoughts  of  our  Governments  to  purposes  of 
concord  and  to  deeds  of  peace,  so  that  His  Word  may  run  and 
have  free  course.

REDUCTION   OF  MILITARY  AND   NAVAL  EXPENDITURE. 

Minutb  of  Meeting  for  Suffbrinos,  held  4th  of  Fifth  Month,  1906. 

The  Peace  Committee  suggests  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  send 
a  Memorial  to  the  Government,  taking  note  of  the  utterances  of  the 
Prime  Minister  and  other  members  of  the  Government  in  favour 
of  a  reduction  of  military  and  naved  expenditure,  and  asking  them ; 

(1)  To  carry  out  some  substantial  reduction  in  our  own  expenditure 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and 

(2)  To  secure  the  introduction  into  the  programme  of  the 
forthcoming  Hague  (/onference  of  the  subject  of  the  limitation 
of  armaments. 
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The  Peace  CJommittee  believes  that  the  evidence  of  increasing  goodwill 
between  the  nations,  and  the  proved  capacity  of  the  arbitral  methods 
established  by  the  Hagae  Convention  to  resolve  questions  of  great  inter- 
national delicacy,  as  fdso  the  appalling  revelation  of  what  modem  war 
involves  afforded  by  the  Russo-Japanese  conflict,  make  the  present  an 
opportune  time  for  endeavouring  by  friendly  agreement  to  relieve  the 
crushing  burden  of  armaments.  It  is  convinced  that  the  cultivation  of 
goodwill  between  nations,  and  the  steadfast  adherence  to  a  policy 
of  brotherliness  and  justice,  will  more  and  more  be  recognized  as  the 
surest  national  defence,  and  that  the  policy  of  huge  armaments  is 
subversive  of  these  natural  relations  of  friendship,  and  often  proves 
a  direct  provocation  to  war. 

The  Committee  also  asks  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  appoint  represen- 
tatives to  a  Deputation  to  the  Prime  Minister  on  the  subject  which 
is  being  asked  for  by  the  Peace  Society  and  other  kindred  bodies. 


REPORT  OF  THE  ANTI-OPIUM  COMMITTEE. 
To  THB  Mbbtino  foe  Suffbrinos. 

The  past  year  has  been  memorable  for  three  important  declarations 
relating  to  the  Opium  habit.  In  the  Transvaal  the  attention  of  the 
Government  was  called  to  the  increasing  amount  of  the  drug  which  was 
being  brought  in,  and  an  Ordinance  was  issued  in  Tenth  Month  last 
restricting  its  importation  to  registered  chemists  only,  under  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  J^OO,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months. 

The  proclamation  prohibiting  the  importation  of  Opium  into  the 
Australian  Conunonwealth  from  the  beginning  of  this  year  is  cause 
for  much  thankfulness. 

There  has  also  been  a  declaration  issued  by  four  Viceroys  of  China 
stating  that  **  China  can  never  become  strong  .  .  .  unless  she  can  get 
rid  of  the  habit  of  Opium  smoking  by  her  subjects.**  They  call  upon  their 
Government  to  appeal  to  Great  Britain  to  assist  to  stamp  out  the  evil. 

We  look  back  with  thankfulness  to  the  work  which  our  Committee  has 
been  enabled  to  do  since  its  appointment.  There  is  no  doubt  that  fresh 
interest  has  been  awakened  in  our  own  Society  as  well  as  outside. 

The  publication  of  Joshua  Rowntree's  book,  "The  Imperial  Drug 
Trade,**  in  Fifth  Month  last  year,  has  marked  an  era  in  the  history  of  the 
Anti-Opium  conflict.  The  first  edition  of  1,600  has  been  widely  circu- 
lated ;  copies  were  sent  to  many  members  of  Parliament.  A  second  and 
cheaper  edition  of  2,500,  with  preface  containing  recent  particulars,  is 
now  nearly  ready  for  publication.  Not  a  few  have  been  convinced  by 
reading  the  book  or  stimulated  to  fresh  effort. 
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We  have  also  printed  an  additional  10,000  copies  of  the  Bishop  of 
Darham*s  address  at  the  Exeter  Hall  meeting,  and  of  the  pamphlet 
entitled  "  A  Brief  Statement  of  Facts/* 

We  feel  the  importance  of  unabated  effort,  and  commend  the  cause  to 
the  continued  interest  of  Friends.

Further,  continues  the  matter  under  the  care 
of  Arthur  G.  Wallis,  Arthur  H.  Oatford,  and  the  Clerk  to  adjust  the 
alterations  with  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  Book  of 
Discipline.

The  Yowng  Friends^  Beview  continues  to  be  issued  quarterly,  and  is 
felt  to  be  a  hopeful  part  of  the  work  of  the  Union.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOUKHOBOR  COMMITTEE,  1906-6. 

The  work  of  the  Doukhobor  Committee,  as  was  foreshadowed  in  our 
last  Report,  has  been  of  a  very  restricted  character  during  the  past  year. 

We  have  to  record  with  thankfulness  the  return  in  good  health  of  our 
friends  Hannah  Bellows  and  Jessie  A.  Wood;  and  though  we  regret 
that  we  have  had  to  close  our  educational  work,  we  believe  the  effort  was 
a  right  one  and  that  the  services  of  our  friends  have  borne,  and  will 
bear,  fruit. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  the  year  has  been  the  permission 
granted  to  the  remaining  Doukhobors  exiled  in  Siberia  to  leave  Russia 
and  join  their  brethren  in  Canada.  The  Russian  Government  paid  the 
expenses  of  the  party  as  far  as  Libau,  and  the  Canadian  Doukhobors 
provided  the  mecois  for  their  journey  thence  to  Canada.  Three  of  the 
exiles  had  failed  to  join  the  main  party,  and  were  stranded  at  Alexandria, 
and  the  Conmiittee  were  glad  to  find  the  means  to  enable  them  to  join 
the  main  party  at  Liverpool  and  to  proceed  thence  to  Canada. 

Some  assistance  was  also  given  to  a  family  of  Doukhobors  in  Montreal 
on  the  recommendation  of  Vladimir  Tchertkoff. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  those  who  have  followed  our  work,  that  tiie 
Doukhobor  leaders  imdertook  to  refund  the  large  sum  which  the  Com- 
mittee had  to  pay  for  demurrage  to  the  owners  of  the  Lake  Huron, 
delayed  owing  to  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  small-pox  among  the  Cyprus 
Doukhobors  when  on  board.  It  seemed  very  doubtful  whether  this 
would  be  recovered,  but  two  instalments  of  about  JS200  each  have  now 
been  paid  by  Peter  Virigin,  and  there  seems  some  prospect  that  the 
remaining  sum  of  about  £800  may  be  recovered. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  does  not  seem  right  to  ask  for  the  dis- 
charge of  the  Committee. 

We  understand  that  the  Philadelphia  Friends*  Doukhobor  Committee 
still  have  the  question  of  education  before  them,  and  in  concert  with  our 
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American  friends,  and  in  the  assistance  of  other  victims  of  religions 
persecution  in  Bussia,  opportunities  may  occur  of  making  suitable  use  of 
the  funds  remaiDing  in  our  hands. 

We  are  not  able  at  present  to  formulate  any  definite  proposals,  or 
finally  to  wind  up  our  work,  as  we  had  quite  hoped  to  have  done. 

The  balance  in  hand  is  j£896  lOs.  8d.,  of  which  £S90  is  placed  on  deposit.

UNION  FOB  THE  YEAB  ENDING   80th  FOUBTH  MONTH, 
1906. 
The  Executive  report  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  quiet,  steady 
activity,  without  much  departure  from  the  ordinary  lines  of  operation. 
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The  increasing  number  of  requests  for  help  of  various  kinds,  and  of 
demands  upon  our  supply  of  Lantern  Slides,  Diagrams,  Specimens,  and 
apparatus  for  illustrating  Temperance  teaching,  indicates  an  encouraging 
amount  of  activity  throughout  the  country. 

Well-attended  Conferences  have  been  held  at  Bradford  and  Kendal,  at 
which  various  points  of  interest  were  discussed,  and  several  opportunities 
of  social  intercourse  much  enjoyed. 

Six  additions  have  been  made  to  our  series  of  F.T.U.  posters,  contain- 
ing the  utterances  of  the  Board  of  Education,  Sir  F.  Treves,  Felix 
Schuster,  Sir  Henry  Cunningham,  and  J.  Williams  Benn,  M.P.,  together 
with  a  diagram  illustrating  the  drink  expenditure  for  last  year.  Testi- 
monies to  the  usefulness  of  these  Bills  are  continually  received.  We  are 
willing  to  send  copies  gratuitously  to  any  Friend  who  will  undertake  to 
have  them  suitably  displayed.  We  continue  to  attach  great  importance 
to  the  dissemination  of  literature,  and  have  made  several  grants  for  this 
purpose. 

A  paper  by  Theodore  Neild  on  •*  The  Legislative  Policy  of  the  Tem- 
perance Party  at  the  Present  Crisis"  has  been  largely  distributed 
amongst  our  own  members.  Members  of  Parliament,  and  others. 

Social  Meetings  have  been  held  at  Westminster,  Willesden,  and 
Uxbridge.  At  the  former  there  was  a  reunion  of  Friends  from  most  of 
the  London  Meetings.  Valuable  addresses  were  given  at  all  these 
Meetings  by  Friends  and  other  leaders  in  the  Temperance  movement. 

The  Platform  Exchange  Committee  has  rendered  good  service  amongst 
the  Metropolitan  Associations,  and  has  held  some  useful  Meetings  as 
well  as  supplied  speakers  to  several  of  the  connected  Societies. 

By  its  connection  with  the  **  National  Temperance  Federation,'*  the 
**  Native  Races  and  Liquor  Traffic  Committee,"  and  the  "  Consultative 
Temperance  Committee  of  the  Free  Churches,"  the  Union  has  been  able 
to  take  part  in  several  united  efforts  to  promote  the  cause  of  sobriety 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  Executive  is  now  considering  an  invita- 
tion to  join  in  another  general  pledge-signing  campaign. 

The  Secretary  much  regrets  that  circumstances  occasioned  some 
interruption  to  his  usual  lecturing  and  deputational  work,  but  antici- 
pates that  this  interruption  will  only  be  of  a  temporary  nature.  We, 
with  others,  are  looking  hopefully  forward  to  some  effective  legislation  in 
the  next  session  of  Parliament. 

With  thankful  acknowledgments  of  the  great  progress  that  has  been 
made,  we  are  looking  prayerfully  and  hopefully  forward  to  much  greater 
progress  in  the  not  distant  future.

Our  First  Minute  in  this  present  year  ran  thus  :  "  We  have  to  record 
our  loss  in  the  decease  of  our  dear  friend  Joseph  Bevan  Braithwaite, 
who  had  for  fifty  years  been  a  member  of  this  Committee.  Whilst 
recording  this,  we  can  rejoice  in  the  reverent  assurance  that  his 
immortal  spirit  is  now  in  glory,  in  the  Kingdom  of  our  Heavenly 
Father."

Nbw  Zealand. 

The  visit  of  Edward  A.  and  Edith  M.  Annett  has  already  been  en- 
couraging to  Friends  at  Auckland,  where  there  has  been  a  larger 
attendance  at  Meetings  than  had  been  the  case  for  a  considerable  time. 
In  the  intervals  between  Meetings  our  friends  have  been  visiting  some 
of  the  Friends  living  in  the  distant  parts  of  the  Province  of  Auckland. 

The  Friends  of  Auckland  Two  Months*  Meeting  have  sent  a  circular 
letter  to  their  scattered  members,  a  copy  of  which  was  also  sent  to 
Friends  generally  in  other  parts  of  New  Zealand. 

Friends  at  Auckland  have  adopted  the  plan  of  inserting  in  the  local 
Directory  the  names  of  two  Friends  to  whom  to  apply  for  information 
concerning  Meetings  and  other  matters. 

We  have  had  a  new  list  of  New  Zealand  Friends  printed,  copies  of 
which  may  be  had  on  appHcation  to  the  Recording  Clerk  at  Devonshire 
House. 

Some  Friendly  literature  has  been  sent  to  various  Friends  in  that 
land,  and  about  80  to  90  copies  of  the  Friend  containing  report  of  our 
last  Yearly  Meeting. 

Whilst  we  have  been  sorry  to  lose  John  Holdsworth  as  a  member  of 
this  Committee,  we  have  reasons  for  believing  that  New  Zealand  Friends 
are  very  glad  to  welcome  him  as  a  resident  in  that  country. 

Some  attention  has  been  given  to  the  desirability  of  establishing  a 
Friends*  School  in  New  Zealand,  and  inquiries  thereon  have  been  made 
amongst  Friends  in  various  localities,  but  the  time  for  carrying  this  out 
does  not  yet  seem  to  have  arrived.  A  suggestion  has  been  offered  which 
may  be  worthy  of  consideration,  namely,  the  opening  of  a  Hall  of 
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Residence,  where  the  older  children  of  Friends  might  reside,  whilst  con- 
tinuing their  education  at  the  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges,  either  at 
Wellington  or  elsewhere.  If  two  well-concerned  Friends,  say  man  and 
wife,  or  two  suitable  Women  Friends,  felt  led  to  open  such  a  House  of 
Residence,  where  Friends  would  feel  that  their  children  might  be  safe 
and  under  good  home  influence,  and  enabled  to  attend  a  Friends* 
Meeting  for  Worship,  there  are  reasons  for  hoping  that  success  would 
attend  such  efforts.  It  is  thought  that  others  besides  Friends*  childr^i 
would  readily  be  sent  to  such  an  institution. 

A  proposition  from  the  Australian  Conmiittee  has  been  duly  con- 
sidered by  us,  that,  in  addition  to  the  work  hitherto  falling  to  it,  the 
correspondence  with  Friends  in  .New  Zealand  be  now  deputed  to  that 
Committee,  which  should  be  henceforth  be  called  the  **  Australasian 
Conmiittee.*' 

In  view  of  the  many  subjects  of  comimon  interest  involved,  it  seems  to 
us  that  there  would  be  advantages  in  such  an  arrangement,  and  we 
commend  it  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  to  be  effected  before  the  Yearly 
Meeting,  that  it  may  appear  in  the  printed  Proceedings. 

Francb. 

The  little  group  of  Friends  still  residing  at  Fontan^s  and  Cong^nies 
meet  for  Divine  worship  in  private  houses,  and  they  are  always  very 
glad  to  welcome  any  English  or  Americeui  Friends.  They  claim  the 
Christian  sympathy  of  Friends  generally.  Marie  Bernard,  of  Con- 
g^nies,  is  always  glad  to  give  information  concerning  their  Members  or 
Meeting. 

As  the  circumstances  relating  to  Friends  at  La  Rochelle,  Paimpol,  and 
Paris  are  brought  under  notice  in  other  ways,  they  are  not  included  in 
this  Report. 

Gbbhakt. 

The  few  Friends  left  at  Minden  are  exceedingly  thankful  for  a  passing 
visit  by  €uiy  Friends  travelling  that  way.  They  refer  to  their  little 
Meetings  for  Divine  worship  as  times  of  real  refreshment  of  soul ;  an 
English  Friend  who  was  present  on  one  such  occasion  speaks  of  it 
as  having  been  a  profitable  Meeting,  and  has  satisf&kction  in  looking 
back  upon  it. 

Their  Meetings  are  held  at  the  house  of  the  Peitsmeyer  family,  99, 
Porta,  near  Minden,  Westphalia.  Louise  Peitsmeyer  gladly  gives 
information  respecting  them. 

Denmark. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  the  15th  and  16th  Seventh  Month, 
1905,  at  Aalborg,  in  North  Jutland,  and  was  attended  by  29  Friends,  out 
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of  a  membership  of  86  adults  and  88  jmiiors.  Two  Pablio  Meetings 
were  held,  which  were  well  attended  and  felt  to  be  owned  by  the 
presence  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Chnrch.  It  was  decided  to  appoint  a 
small  Executive  Committee,  to  carry  out  during  the  year  matters  con- 
cluded upon  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  to  determine  upon  the  use  of 
their  little  Society's  Fund,  collected  each  year  when  they  thus  meet. 
Johan  Marcussen  was  encouraged  to  start  afresh  the  paper  called, 
The  Friendly  Messenger,  which,  some  years  back,  was  published 
periodically  as  a  means  of  interchange  of  views  and  discussion  between 
the  scattered  Friends  of  Denmark  and  Norway,  but  was  given  up  when 
J.  F.  Hansen  began  one  of  a  similar  kind  in  Stavanger.  As  this  latter 
was  discontinued  after  he  left  Norway  it  was  now  thought  the  time  had 
come  for  the  renewal  of  such  a  serial,  even  if  issued  only  once  a  quarter, 
as  it  might  be  useful  to  Friends  in  both  countries.  As,  however,  the 
Society's  Fund  in  Denmark  is  quite  insufficient  to  bear  such  expense, 
the  carrying  out  of  the  scheme  must  depend  upon  the  necessary  means 
for  it  being  obtained  elsewhere,  which  are  not  yet  assured. 

The  Friends  in  Denmark  have  suffered  a  great  loss  by  the  death,  in 
Twelfth  Month  last,  of  Marie  Holm,  of  Aalborg,  one  of  the  first  in  that 
land  to  accept  the  principles  of  Friends,  under  the  ministry  of  Isaac 
Shfiurp,  Joseph  Crosfield,  Robert  Alsop,  John  F.  Hansen,  and  others, 
and  who  united  with  about  twenty  other  Danes  in  forming  a  Society  of 
Friends  there  about  the  year  1878.  She  remained  a  steadfast  though 
quiet  upholder  of  those  principles  and  of  the  Meetings  for  Worship  and 
Discipline,  whilst  not  a  few  others,  who  joined  about  the  same  time,  soon 
took  their  departure.  Her  husband,  an  active  worker  in  the  Temperance 
cause,  from  its  vigorous  starting  by  John  F.  Hansen,  was  confined  to 
his  bed  by  illness  for  two  years,  during  which  Marie  Holm's  devoted 
nursing  of  him  day  and  night  proved  too  much  for  her  strength,  and  she 
passed  away  at  the  age  of  68.  The  Lutheran  priest  kindly  allowed  a 
local  Friend,  Christian  P.  Beekgaard,  to  conduct  the  funeral  in  Friends* 
simple  manner,  and  to  use  the  chapel  in  the  cemetery ;  the  interment 
was  attended  by  nearly  two  hundred  of  the  townspeople,  who  expressed 
their  satisfaction  at  its  simplicity  and  solemnity. 

Li  view  of  the  increased  disposition  lately  shown  towards  peaceful 
methods  in  International  differences,  a  number  of  Peace  tracts  have 
been  translated  and  printed  for  use  in  Denmark  and  Norway  by  Walter 
Morice,  assisted  by  Ida  Beck,  a  Friend  of  Copenhagen,  known  to  some 
Friends  in  England,  and  by  grants  from  our  own  Peace  Committee  and 
the  Peace  Society.  Parcels  of  these  have  been  sent  out  to  about  a 
thousand  persons  of  influence  in  Denmark  and  Norway,  some  of  whom 
have  ordered  and  sent  money  for  a  further  supply ;  others  have  been 
distributed  by  Friends  in  both  coimtries  at  public  meetings  in  the 
interests  of  Peace. 
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Johan  Marcussen  has  continued  his  watchful  care  over  the  agitation 
for  the  abolition  of  oaths  in  all  cases,  and  there  appears  ground  for  hope 
that  this  will  be  granted  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  ere  long  where  it  is  not 
demcmded  by  the  law  of  the  Constitution. 

Norway. 

Oiur  Friends  in  Norway  have  not  been  heard  from  so  much  as  some- 
times, and  they  have  had  no  visit  from  English  or  American  ministers 
during  the  past  year.  It  would  be  kind  if  Friends  who  may  take  their 
holiday  in  that  land  could  spend  even  a  day  in  Stavanger  or  Bergen,  so 
as  to  see  the  Friends  there,  sending  word  if  possible  beforehand  to 
Thorstein  Bryne,  Nygade,  Stavanger,  and  David  Oddie,  shoemaker, 
Engen,  Bergen. 

J.  J.  Armistead  and  his  wife  and  family  have  continued  their  valued 
labours  amongst  the  Islanders  in  the  Vikten  and  other  Islands  during 
the  past  sunmier  and  autunm,  but  had  to  come  home  for  the  winter, 
having  found  the  cold  and  storms  of  that  season  so  far  north  to  be  more 
than  their  health  could  bear.  They  had  a  prospect  of  returning  to 
renew  their  labours  in  those  parts  where  they  have  found  an  open 
door  for  service  and  a*  hearty  welcome  by  many  families,  some  in  very 
lonely  situations. 

There  has  not  been  much  change  amongst  Friends  as  regards  numbers 
or  otherwise.  One  Friend,  known  to  some  English  and  American 
visitors,  passed  away  in  Eleventh  Month  last,  Joren  Boiseland,  the 
wife  of  Tobias  Boiseland,  in  Evinesdale.  She  is  much  missed  in  that 
small  colony  of  Friends,  isolated  as  they  are  from  the  rest  of  the 
Society  in  a  secluded  valley  rather  difficult  of  access  from  Flekkefjord 
on  the  south  coast.  Two  Friends  from  Stavanger  went  to  the  funeral, 
and  held  two  public  meetings,  which  were  attended  by  many  persons 
from  that  and  the  neighbouring  valleys,  and  were  felt  to  be  very 
satisfactory  occasions. 

The  School  at  Stavanger  continues  its  useful  work  under  the  care  of 
Erik  Aarek,  who  quite  recently  married  a  daughter  of  Wilhelm  Pederson, 
a  valued  Friend  of  Stavanger.  Seventeen  pupils  attended  the  School 
last  session,  of  whom  three  were  Friends'  children ;  the  others  were 
children  of  Dissenters  in  Stavanger,  who,  8ks  they  could  have  them 
educated  without  payment  in  the  excellent  Public  Schools,  show  that, 
by  paying  the  fees  at  the  Friends'  School,  they  value  the  moral  and 
religious  training  there  given. 

The  Fund  left  in  1888  by  Endre  Dahl,  for  the  expenses  of  Friends' 
children  from  the  country,  having  become  exhausted,  the  Friends  in 
Norway  find  the  burden  of  the  maintenance  of  the  School  considerably 
increased;  and  the  fresh  contribution  of  Jg20  by  three  English  Friends, 
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besides  the  help  given  for  some  years  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  and 
Maria  Weyt's  Trustees,  has  been  very  welcome  and  timely. 

The  Stavanger  Peace  Society,  largely  supported  by  Friends,  has 
laboured  with  increased  activity  during  the  past  year;  the  Secretary 
and  prime  mover  is  Tonnes  Sandstol,  formerly  teacher  at  the  Friends' 
School.  They  have  arranged  for  the  use,  once  a  month,  of  two  colunms 
of  a  local  newspaper  for  news  and  articles  referring  to  the  Peace  cause, 
thus  reaching  a  much  larger  circle  of  readers  than  would  otherwise  be 
possible.  The  Secretary  and  some  Stavanger  Friends  have  also  sent 
out,  over  a  wide  area,  a  large  number  of  Peace  tracts,  recently  trans- 
lated and  printed  in  Copenhagen,  under  the  direction  of  Walter  Morice. 

The  Epistle  of  the  Continental  Committee  in  Fourth  Month,  1905,  to 
our  friends  in  Norway  was  so  valued  by  them  that  they  had  it  trans- 
lated and  printed  for  circulation  amongst  the  scattered  members.  This 
evidence  of  their  appreciation  of  correspondence  with  Friends  in  England 
was  felt  to  be  encouraging. 

Turkey. 

The  past  year  has  been  singularly  encouraging  to  the  two  Women 
Friends  and  their  loyal  coadjutors  in  the  Christian  work  at  Constan- 
tinople ;  they  refer  gratefully  to  the  visits  of  English  Friends  who  have 
cheered  them  in  their  labours.  The  Friends'  Mission-house  is  in  a  poor 
district,  among  people  "  we  most  wish  to  help  :  our  one  great  concern  is 
to  lead  them  to  the  Saviour." 

Owing  to  dry-rot  In  the  timbers  of  the  building  there  was  danger  of 
accidents,  and  by  the  generous  help  of  some  English  Friends  enlarged 
accommodation  has  been  provided,  costing  about  j81,900,  towards  which 
j£800  was  contributed  on  the  spot  from  industrial  sale  proceeds.  There 
is  now  a  Hall  to  seat  800  persons,  besides  the  numerous  rooms  needed 
for  carrying  on  the  work,  which  now  includes  a  Day-school  for  88 
children,  with  space  and  appliances  for  200,  held  in  a  building  hired  for 
that  purpose.  There  are  800  First-day  Scholars,  Men  and  Women's 
Bible  Classes,  a  Prayer-Circle,  a  Peace  Society,  and  a  Christian 
Endeavour  Association.  Four  Mission  Meetings  are  held  weekly 
besides  a  Friends'  Meeting  for  Worship.  Respecting  this  new  build- 
ing our  friends  write,  "  Our  Heavenly  Father's  plans  and  the  carrying 
out  of  them  have  been  full  of  happy  surprises  for  us.  All  here  are 
astonished  that  we  were  able  to  receive  such  a  speedy  permit  from  the 
Turkish  Government  to  build.  The  good  hand  of  our  God  was  indeed 
upon  us,  and  He  made  our  way  prosperous.  We  desire  that  the  Holy 
Spirit's  energizing  presence  may  be  felt  in  all  our  Meetings  and  Classes, 
and  that  many  may  be  brought  in  to  hear  the  glorious  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ." 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   AUSTRALIAN    AFFAIRS. 
To  THB  Mbbting  fob  Suffbrinos. 

During  the  year  ending  with  Third  Month  the  Committee  has  met 
thirteen  times,  with  an  average  attendance  of  more  than  six. 

A  constant  correspondence  has  been  kept  up  with  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  General  Meeting  for  Australia,  and  with  Friends  in  the 
various  Monthly  Meetings. 

The  General  Meeting  was  held  this  year  in  Adelaide,  South  Australia, 
thus  completing  the  cycle  of  four  centres  where  the  Meeting  is  likely  to 
be  held.  It  was  felt  by  those  present  to  be  a  profitable  time.  Some  of 
those  attending  had  to  travel  for  days  by  rail  or  steamer. 

In  view  of  the  Triennial  Report  from  the  General  Meeting  for  Australia 
being  due  this  year,  we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  enter  into  any 
particulars  as  to  the  various  Meetings. 

We  hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when,  in  the  good  providence  of 
our  Heavenly  Father,  some  Friend  from  the  Home  Meetings  may  feel 
called  upon  to  visit  the  various  Meetings  in  Australia  and,  it  may  be, 
make  some  tarriance  there.  There  is  a  wide  door  open  for  wise  and 
heartfelt  service  not  only  amongst  Friends,  but  also  amongst  those  who 
hunger  for  more  simplicity  and  reality  in  worship  and  belief,  and  there 
are  many  such  in  both  city  and  bush. 

The  fund  for  the  extension  of  the  School  premises  at  Hobart,  started 
by  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1904,  has  amounted  to  j£l,009  10s.  lid.  A 
donation  has  been  received  of  JB250  from  an  English  Friend. 

The  new  laboratory  was  finished  in  the  early  part  of  1905,  and  has 
been  of  great  service;  the  Lecture  Hall  is  nearing  completion. 

There  is  evidently  an  increasing  wish  on  the  part  of  Friends  in  tiie 
various  Colonies  to  send  their  children  to  Hobart. 

The  School  having  no  endowments,  the  Hobart  School  Bursary  Fund, 
started  at  the  request  of  this  Committee  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  held  in 
Leeds  in  1905,  has  been  of  the  greatest  service  in  assisting  with  the 
school  fees  of  certain  children.  The  amount  received  and  promised  will 
at  present  allow  of  an  expenditure  for  this  purpose  of  J^ll  7b.  a  year  for 
five  years  from  Fifth  Month,  1905.  We  would  suggest  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  to  allow  of  the  fund  being  kept  open  for  another  year,  as  the 
amount  aimed  at  of  JSdOO  a  year  for  five  years  has  not  been  reached. 
The  fund  is  applicable  to  New  Zealand  as  well  as  Australia. 

At  the  request  of  this  Committee,  the  list  of  members  of  the  General 
Meeting  for  Australia  is  being  revised  and  printed  annually.  So  far  as 
possible  we  shall  be  glad  to  furnish  any  Friend  to  whom  it  would  be  of 
service  with  a  copy  of  this  little  book.  The  Committee  is  contributing 
about  one-half  of  the  cost  of  publishing  it. 
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Owing  to  the  liberality  of  Australasian  and  English  Friends,  a  smaU 
series  of  lantern  slides  illustrating  colonial  life  has  been  got  together  by 
the  Conunittee  and  members  of  the  Conmiittee.  These  are  available  for 
Friends  who  desire  to  give  addresses  on  Australasia. 

Australian  Friends  have  followed  with  interest  the  reports  they  have 
received  from  time  to  time  as  to  the  Summer  Schools  which  have  been 
held  in  England  during  recent  years.  The  hope  has  been  expressed  that 
some  of  the  active  young  Friends,  who  are  thus  being  brought  to  a  know- 
ledge of  the  need  there  is  of  service  for  Christ  and  for  our  Beligious 
Society  within  our  own  borders,  will  feel  that  the  distant  part  of  London 
Yearly  Meeting  known  as  Australasia  claims  their  attention  as  well  as  the 
foreign  mission  field.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  CORRESPOND 
WITH  CHAS.  D.  AND  A.  MABEL  TERRELL. 

Since  the  date  of  our  last  Report  C.  D.  Terrell  and  his  wife  have 
continued  their  labours  under  the  Minute  granted  them  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  in  1899,  and  endorsed  in  1900  and 
1902,  and  again  in  1905. 

C.  D.  Terrell  has  resided  at  Paimpol,  on  the  northern  coast  of  Brittany, 
since  Tenth  Month,  1904,  when  he  removed  there  from  La  Roohelle. 
His  wife  has  been  with  him  as  much  as  has  been  compatible  with  the 
care  of  their  children,  on  whose  account  they  occupy  a  small  house  at 
Needham  Market.  We  sympathize  with  omr  dear  friends  in  the  frequent 
separations  from  each  other  and  their  children  which  are  entailed  upon 
them  by  their  concern  in  carrying  the  Gospel  to  those  in  spiritual  dark- 
ness in  France,  a  sacrifice  which  they  share  with  many  missionaries 
engaged  in  foreign  service. 

The  decision  of  the  last  Yearly  Meeting  that,  from  the  close  of  the 
current  financial  year,  the  whole  cost  of  CD.  and  A.  M.  Terrell's  work 
should  be  borne  out  of  fimds  specially  raised  for  the  purpose,  has  led  to 
the  consolidation  of  its  management  under  the  care  of  this  Committee. 
The  Committee  which  formerly  had  the  care  of  the  Mission  work  carried 
on  by  C.  D.  Terrell  and  his  wife,  and  collected  the  funds  for  it,  no  longer 
exists  as  a  separate  organization.    Some  of  its  members  joined  this 
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Committee,  which  in  future  will  be  responsible  for  collecting  the  whole 
amount  required  to  enable  our  friends  to  carry  on  their  work.  We  trust, 
therefore,  that  a  liberal  response  will  be  made  to  the  appeal  we  are  about 
to  issue. 

The  work  at  Paimpol  has  been  steadily  continued  throughout  the  past 
year,  attended  with  gratifying  signs  of  blessing. 

The  Gk>spel  Meetings  on  Sundays  and  week-days,  the  Children's  Class 
on  Thursdays,  and  the  Mothers'  Meeting  are  all  weU  attended. 

A  Swiss  lady.  Mile.  Bovet,  who  has  for  some  time  worked  with  Justine 
Dfidencourt  at  Paris,  has  been  led  to  settle  at  Paimpol  with  a  view  to 
helping  in  the  work.  She  has  established  a  Mothers'  Meeting  of  her  own 
in  a  different  quarter  of  the  town,  and  takes  charge  of  ours  when  A.  Mabel 
Terrell  is  absent. 

The  chief  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  opening  of  a  Gospel  Hall  at 
L^zardrieux,  a  considerable  village  about  4^^  miles  from  PaimpoL  Here 
Mme.  Masclet,  a  widow  lady,  an  earnest  Christian,  formerly  a  Roman 
Catholic,  but  brought  to  know  the  Gospel  in  its  simplicity  through  the 
Salvation  Army,  has  resided  for  some  time  past.  C.  D.  Terrell  was 
accustomed  to  hold  meetings  in  her  house  till  her  landlady,  influenced 
by  the  priests,  gave  her  notice  to  quit  if  these  meetings  were  continued. 
After  the  meetings  had  been  suspended  for  a  time  a  Breton  widow,  who 
had  not  been  an  attender  of  the  meetings  because  she  understood  French 
very  imperfectly,  offered  a  convenient  site  at  a  moderate  rent,  on  which, 
by  the  kind  contributions  of  Friends,  a  wooden  building  has  been  erected 
at  a  cost  of  about  j£70. 

The  opening  of  this  hall  took  place  on  the  24th  of  Tenth  Month  last, 
when  140  were  present.  The  attendances  at  the  weekly  Adult  and 
Children's  Meetings  have  ever  since  been  very  good.  A  fortnightly 
Temperance  Meeting  is  also  held,  the  vice  of  intemperance  being  terribly 
prevalent  amongst  the  Bretons. 

We  are  thankful  to  say  that  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  supplemented 
by  Temperance  work,  has  already  been  the  means  of  transforming  not  a 
few  homes  in  L^zardrieux.  Husbands  who  were  drunkards  and  violent 
have  become  sober  and  affectionate,  and  hearts  have  been  yielded — as 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe — to  the  love  of  Christ.  The  faithful 
words,  the  bright  example,  and  the  earnest  prayers  of  Mme.  Masdet 
have,  no  doubt,  largely  contributed  to  these  results. 

The  work  at  La  Bochelle  and  its  neighbourhood  commenced  by  C.  D. 
Terrell  and  his  wife  is,  in  part,  still  carried  on  under  the  care  of  our 
friend  CaroUne  Armfleld.  Chas.  D.  Terrell  has  visited  La  Bochelle 
twice  during  the  year,  and  on  each  of  these  occasions  he  has  called  on 
the  way  at  Basse  Lidre,  near  Nantes,  where  his  visits  are  greatly  appre- 
ciated by  the  Christian  ladies  labouring  there,  and  by  the  little  oolony  of 
Welsh  tin-workers. 
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Joseph  G.  Alexander,  the  Clerk  of  this  Commitiee,  has  recently  visited 
Pftlmpol  and  L^zardrieox  and  other  places  in  Brittany.  He  has  also 
spent  some  days  at  La  Bochelle.  His  son,  Gilbert  C.  Alexander,  has 
spent  some  months  with  C.  D.  Terrell  helping  in  the  work,  and  his 
service  at  Paimpol  and  L^zardrieox  has  been  much  valued.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  EDUCATION  RATE. 

To  THB   MbBTINO  FOB  SUFFBRINOS. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  a  few  further  applications  for 
advice  on  legal  points  connected  with  the  above,  and  we  have  as  far  as 
possible  given  the  information  required.  It  would  appear,  however, 
as  though  most  of  the  Friends  who  felt  conscientiously  obliged  to 
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refuse  payment  of  that  portion  of  the  rate  which  would  go  to  the 
support  of  sectarian  schools  have  obtained  the  advice  and  information 
they  require,  and  we  therefore  ask  to  be  discharged.  In  the  event  of 
the  new  Bill  about  to  be  introduced  by  the  Government  not  satisfying 
the  conscientious  objections  of  Friends,  it  will,  of  course,  be  quite  open 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  take  further  action  in  the  matter  if  desired.

ACKWORTH  SCHOOL. 
Annual  Report  for  thb  Year  1905. 

The  health  of  the  family  has  heen  good,  with  the  exception  of  a  oon- 
siderable  amount  of  influenza,  which  somewhat  seriously  disturbed  the 
best  working  of  some  of  the  classes  in  the  autumn. 

The  School  has  again  been  full  throughout  the  year. 

The  Committee  has  given  very  careful  consideration  to  the  subject  of 
the  diet  of  the  children.  A  strong  Sub-committee,  comprising  at  least 
three  experts  on  the  subject  of  food,  has,  in  concert  with  the  Superin- 
tendent and  Housekeeper,  made  elaborate  investigation  into  the  present 
dietary,  its  quality,  its  hygienic  values,  and  the  modes  of  cooking  and 
presentation  on  the  table,  and  has  favoured  us  with  a  very  suggestive 
Report.  Having  given  the  reconunendations  of  the  Sub-conmiittee  omr 
careful  consideration,  including  their  financial  bearings — for  they  involve 
an  additional  outlay  of  Jg200  per  anmma,  as  well  as  some  expense  in 
changes  in  the  culinary  apparatus — we  are  prepared  to  adopt  most 
of  ihem. 

A  Committee  of  Women  Friends,  appointed  by  the  General  Meeting, 
has  visited  the  School  at  various  times  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the 
house  in  its  everyday  working  condition.  They  have  reported  to  us  the 
suggestions  which  these  visits  have  raised,  all  of  which  we  think  of 
practical  value,  and  they  inform  us  that  on  subsequent  visits  they  found 
that  several  of  their  reconunendations  had  been  adopted  wiiJi  good 
results.  They  also  suggest  to  us  the  desirability  of  bringing  the  standard 
of  neatness  and  general  appropriateness  of  the  Boys*  Schoolrooms  and 
other  of  their  accommodation  to  a  higher  level,  calculated  to  add  to  the 
boys'  appreciation  of  order  and  comeliness  in  accord  with  the  require- 
ments of  a  cultivated  taste.  These  remarks  are  in  unison  with  senti- 
ments which  have  for  some  time  been  growing  in  force  with  many 
members  of  the  Committee,  and  which  led  it  last  June  to  free  our  Boys' 
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Matron  from  some  duties  of  minor  importance,  in  order  that  she  may 
more  fully  devote  herself  to  others,  for  which  she  is  well  qualified,  and 
which,  we  trust,  will  be  serviceable  to  the  development  of  refined  ta$>tes 
in  those  under  her  charge. 

We  have  long  recognized  that  a  weak  factor  in  our  household  appli- 
ances is  the  Laundry,  and  we  have  to  acknowledge  the  kindness  of  D.  £. 
Benson,  in  responding  to  our  invitation  to  inspect  its  arrangements  and 
worldng.  His  long  and  careful  Report  contains  many  useful  practical 
suggestions,  most  of  which  we  are  now  endeavouring  to  carry  out. 

The  exigencies  of  the  Three  Term  System  have  somewhat  disorganized 
and  limited  our  arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  the  methods  of  teach- 
ing and  the  state  of  the  children's  studies.  At  present  we  have  only  one 
inspection  of  the  old  style,  which  is  held  in  November,  and  a  more 
limited  one  in  June,  just  prior  to  the  General  Meeting ;  but  from  Bueh 
opportunities  of  forming  an  opinion  as  these  occasions  afford,  we  have 
reason  to  think  that  there  is  no  diminution  of  zeal  and  ability  in  tiie 
teachers,  nor  of  their  success  in  maintaining  the  standard  of  recent  years, 
and  we  believe  the  general  tone  of  the  School  to  be  very  good. 

The  long-awaited  Report  from  the  Board  of  Education's  Lispectors  of 
their  excmiination  of  the  School  in  November,  1904,  only  came  in  a%  the 
end  of  June.  We  regret  that  the  etiquette  of  examining  bodies  precludes 
our  publishing  extracts  from  it,  though  it  no  doubt  admits  our  briefly 
describing  its  character  and  contents.  The  visit  of  the  six  Inspectors 
was  all  comprised  within  three  days  and,  considering  the  brevity  of  their 
stay,  it  is  matter  of  congratulation  that  they  saw  so  much  and,  on  the 
whole,  so  truly.  Their  Report  is  full  of  interesting  observation,  and  con- 
tains many  suggestions  which  should  prove  serviceable.  Briefly,  the 
Lispectors  appear  to  consider  the  School  to  be  admirably  organized  and 
managed,  the  provision  for  the  employment  of  the  children  in  tiieir 
leisure  hours  very  praiseworthy,  the  food  plentiful  and  nourishing,  and 
the  family  the  picture  of  health.  They  comment  on  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  Girls*  Dormitories,  the  insufficiency  of  the  Boys*  Changing 
Rooms  and  Lavatories,  the  unattractive  state  of  some  of  the  Boys*  Class- 
rooms ;  and  were  disappointed  by  the  insufficiency  of  Laboratory  accom- 
modation, and  the  entire  absence  of  suitable  rooms  for  Art  Classes. 
Many  departments  of  the  Class- work  gave  them  much  satisfaction ;  but 
the  most  valuable  of  their  observations  on  the  studies  were  of  the  nature 
of  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  some  of  them. 

They  consider  oin:  classes  too  large  to  be  worked  effectively,  tiiou^ 
they  regard  our  staff  as  sufficient  and  competent,  and  they  point  out 
what  they  consider  to  be  serious  disadvantages  in  our  system  of  pro- 
motion. They  recognize  a  large  amount  of  effective  work  done  in  French, 
but  think  that  a  larger  force  of  expert  teaching  should  be  employed  upon 
it,  and  that  it  should  all  be  systematized  and  placed  under  one  thorou^^y 
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competent  person,  who  should  have  his  eye  on  all  the  work  from  top  to 
bottom.    They  consider  the  time  given  to  the  subject  too  small. 

They  also  think  the  value  of  the  Latin  studies  would  be  greatly 
enhanced  on  both  sides  of  the  house  by  the  devotion  of  more  time  to 
them.  They  evidently  consider  this  subject  somewhat  weakly  handled, 
especially  on  the  Boys*  side. 

They  were  pleased  with  the  work  of  the  Workshop,  but  thought  it 
would  be  much  more  serviceable  if  the  boys  prepared  their  own  working 
drawings  for  it.    The  Girls*  Needlework  was  commended. 

The  English  Composition  of  the  Girls  pleased  them,  and  the  pains 
taken  by  their  techchers  to  stimulate  the  imagination  and  develop  the 
literary  tastes  of  their  pupils;  and  the  teaching  of  History  and 
Geography  throughout  the  School  met  with  approval. 

The  Loispectors  do  not  think  our  Science  is  taken  sufficiently  seriously, 
but  attribute  this  chiefly  to  oin:  defective  Laboratory  accommodation, 
and  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  our  Mathematical  work  would  be  im- 
proved by  more  rapid  advance  in  the  jimior  classes,  where  they  think 
there  is  too  much  marking-time,  to  the  loss  of  the  stimulating  influence 
of  the  sense  of  progress. 

They  think  our  system  of  dictating  notes  is  carried  to  excess,  and 
imply  that  they  would  prefer  to  see  evidence  of  the  inspection  and  correc- 
tion by  the  teachers  of  the  children's  own  notes  upon  their  lessons  or 
lectures.  They  question  if  the  time  for  the  preparation  of  lessons  is  not 
too  short. 

In  a  Conference  with  such  members  of  the  Committee  as  could  be 
got  together,  the  Lispeotors,  whilst  expressing  approval  of  the  practice 
which  the  School  has  pursued  of  dispensing  with  outside  examinations, 
reconunend  some  form  of  **  Leaving  Examination,**  under  the  combined 
direction  of  the  teachers  and  a  member  or  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education^  as  valuable  to  the  pupils  who  were  finishing  their  school 
career  and,  indirectly  so,  to  the  School. 

They  are  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  leaving-age  is  too  low,  and  that 
it  ought  to  be  advanced  to  seventeen.  They  also  dwell  on  the  importcmce 
of  the  School  having  a  higher  intellectual  aim,  and  consider  that  this 
would  be  greatly  encouraged  by  the  addition  of  another  year  to  the 
scholars'  stay  at  school. 

They  throw  out  a  suggestion  that  with  all  the  advantages  that  our 
teachers,  in  their  immunity  from  outside  examinations,  possess,  they 
might  exert  a  large  influence  upon  education  alike  by  testing  new  methods 
and  by  working  out  methods  of  their  own. 

The  Beport  is  marked  throughout  by  considerate  good  feeling,  and 

shows  that  the  School  had  interested  the  Inspectors,  and  that,  in  the 

main,  its  organization  and  working  characteristics  had  won  their  respect. 

One  of  their  criticisms  has  already  borne  most  acceptable  fruit  in  a 
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generous  offer  by  one  of  our  number,  Wilfred  Irwin,  to  provide  a  suite  of 
Art  Rooms,  for  whiob  tentative  plans  have  ab-eady  been  prepared  by 
Frederick  Clark,  the  architect  by  whom  all  our  recent  structural 
additions  and  alterations  have  been  designed  and  supervised. 

A  Conference  of  the  members  of  the  General  Committee  was  held  in 
November,  to  consider  the  Report  of  the  Inspectors.  The  discussion 
largely  centred  upon  the  suggestion  for  prolonging  the  School  period  to 
the  age  of  seventeen.  Some  of  the  Committee  had  for  some  time  been 
favourable  to  the  view  taken  by  the  Inspectors,  and,  after  a  lengthy  con- 
sideration of  the  subject,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  the  General 
Committee  to  adopt  the  suggestion  as  its  own.  The  Conference  also 
went  exhaustively  into  the  consideration  of  the  advisability  of  attempt- 
ing to  ecum  Government  Grants.  The  subject  hsA  previously  been  dis- 
cussed by  the  General  Committee,  and  its  further  consideration  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Arrangements.  At  its  meeting  in  February  the 
latter  Committee  came  to  the  united  opinion  that  **in  the  unsettled 
state  of  Educational  affairs,  no  step  should  be  taken  at  present  towards 
the  earning  of  State  Grants.*'  The  Conference,  almost  unanimously, 
arrived  at  a  similar  conclusion,  deeming  it  important  to  protect  the  free- 
dom of  the  School  from  the  trammels  incident  to  a  measure  of  reliance 
upon  State  aid. 

By  arrangement  with  this  Committee,  the  Old  Scholars'  Association 
held  its  Sessions  in  the  School  during  the  Easter  holidays.  We  under- 
stand that  the  occasion  was  a  very  favoured  one,  well  calculated  to 
stimulate  and  deepen  interest  in  the  work  and  welfare  of  their  old 
School.    The  number  of  Old  Scholars  present  was  over  200. 

Those  of  us  who  have  been  occasionally  able  to  be  present  at  the 
Boys*  and  Girls*  Essay  Meetings  have  been  pleased  with  the  originality 
and  general  good  taste  which  have  characterized  many  of  the  composi- 
tions. They  appear  to  us  to  possess  a  distinctly  higher  literary  quality 
than  we  have  observed  of  recent  years.  Some  of  the  Girls*  Essays, 
especially,  had  considerable  distinction  of  style,  and  we  noted  that  they 
were  usucdly  read  beautifully. 

We  doubt  whether,  at  the  present  time.  Natural  History  is  receiving 
all  the  attention  it  deserves,  and  whether  our  young  naturalists  are 
strenuously  attempting  to  keep  the  character  of  their  pursuits  at  the 
level  which  once  distinguished  the  School. 

The  Workshop  continues  to  turn  out  very  creditable  carpentry,  and 
some  of  the  boys  have  this  year  erected,  in  good  style  and  workmanlike 
form,  a  greenhouse  for  the  use  of  boys  devoted  to  horticulture. 

The  interest  in  Architecture  and  its  Archaeology  has  been  active  as 
usual,  and  has  been  fruitful  in  the  development  of  practical  drawing, 
keenness  of  observation,  and  interest  in  the  historic  leadings  of  the  sub- 
jects.    The  Inspectors,  so  often  referred  to  in  this  Report,  were  much 
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stmck  by  the  excellence  of  the  work  done  by  these  amateur  students  of 
architecture. 

The  accompanying  statement  of  the  accounts  of  the  School  shows  that 
for  the  past  year  income  has  exceeded  expenditure  by  JS207  58.  4d.  The 
amount  received  for  Children's  payments,  J£10,152  ITs.  4d.,  is  the  largest 
on  record,  and  exceeds  by  nearly  J^50  the  corresponding  item  in  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  result  is  owing  to  there  having  been  an  increase  of  those 
paying  the  highest  rate,  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  numbers 
paying  the  lower  rates.  There  have  been  106  children  at  the  £48  rate ; 
more  than  one-third  of  the  total  number  in  the  School.  The  average 
cost  per  child  has  been  £S9  10s.  4d. ;  whilst  the  average  payment  has 
been  £SS  14s.  7d. ;  increases  of  10s.  Id.  and  18s.  7d.  respectively,  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year's  figures.  In  view  of  the  intended  alteration 
in  the  children's  dietary,  it  is  possible  that  there  will  be  a  further  increase 
in  the  cost  during  future  years.

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A  Summary  of  the  Reports  of  the  Boarding  Schools  and  Other 
Educational  Institutions  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in 
England  and  Ireland. 

The  eleven  English  Schools  provide  boarding  aceommodation  for  1,176 
children — 700  boys  and  476  girls ;  suid  the  average  numbers  in  the  Schools 
during  the  year  have  been  650  boys  and  478  girls,  including  28  day- 
scholars. 

The  number  of  school-places  in  the  Irish  Schools  are,  for  boys  146, 
and  for  girls  102 ;  and  the  average  numbers  have  been  148  boys  and  90 
girls. 

The  Report  of  the  Friends'  High  School  at  Hobart  is  presented  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  is  not  summarized  here. 

Health : — The  health  of  all  the  Schools  has  been  good  throughout  the 
year.  The  Ackworth  Committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
dietary,  and  recommendations  have  been  adopted  which,  though  involv- 
ing an  added  cost  of  J£200  a  year,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  for  the  physical 
benefit  of  the  children. 

Finance : — The  statistics  which  accompany  this  Summary  show  that 
the  average  fee  paid  per  child,  excluding  Leighton  Park  and  the  Schools 
at  York,  has  been  J629  18s.,  as  compared  with  J624  14s.  ten  years  ago. 
In  the  same  period  the  average  expenditure  has  risen  from  £SS  to  J^6, 
of  which  increase  the  greater  part  has  been  incurred  for  salaries. 

The  year's  work  at  Saffiron  Walden  has  resulted  in  a  deficit  of  j£420, 
and  the  Committee  is  appealing  for  funds  to  make  good  recent  losses  and 
the  balance  of  the  cost  of  new  buildings. 

Sidcot  has  this  year  earned  a  sum  averaging  £2  14s.  7d.  per  child  in 
grants,  on  the  four  years*  course  under  the  Board  of  Education ;  on  the 
other  hand,  the  Ackworth  Conmiittee  has  come  to  a  decision  not  to 
accept  Government  support  in  the  present  unsettled  state  of  educational 
affairs. 

New  Bwildings : — At  Sidcot  a  new  house  for  the  Head-master  has 
been  completed,  and  accommodation  for  an  increased  number  of  girls 
has  been  found  in  the  old  Sanatorium.  Plans  have  also  been  prepared 
for  a  new  administrative  block,  and  funds  are  being  appealed  for  to 
enable  this  work  to  be  carried  out. 

Art-rooms  are  shortly  to  be  provided  at  Ackworth  by  the  generosity  of 
a  Friend,  and  further  building  is  in  prospect  to  fulfil  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Education  Inspectors. 

The  Wigton  Committee  is  appealing  for  funds  to  provide  improved 
acconmiodation  for  the  Science  and  Art  teaching,  a  Central  Library,  and 
Head>master*s  rooms ;  while  Sibford  and  Waterford  also  have  consider- 
able building  schemes  in  hand. 
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Education : — Several  of  the  Reports  allude  to  the  recent  inspection  by 
the  Board  of  Education :  it  is  generally  felt  that  the  criticisms  and  advice 
of  the  Board  have  been  valuable,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  carry  out 
a  number  of  the  changes  suggested. 

At  Ackworth  the  Inspectors  urged,  in  the  interests  of  the  pnpils,  and 
in  order  to  stimulate  a  higher  intellectual  aim,  that  children  should  be 
encouraged  to  stay  at  school  to  the  age  of  17,  and  that  some  form  of 
"  Leaving  Examination,'*  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  Staff  and  the 
Board  of  Education,  should  be  instituted.  The  first  of  these  proposals 
has  been  approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  Sidcot  Report  shows  that  the  standard  required  of  a  Secondary 
School  has  been  reached  there,  one  pupil  having  passed  the  London 
Matriculation  Examination  and  nine  the  Cambridge  Senior  Local  during 
the  year.  It  is  remarked  that  pupils  find  the  value  of  the  steady  work 
of  many  years  spent  by  them  in  the  School.  The  average  age  of  entrance 
has  been  12^  years,  and  the  average  stay  of  those  who  have  left  during 
the  year,  excluding  a  few  exceptional  cases,  has  been  4^  years. 

The  Sibford  Report  details  the  successive  steps  which  have  led  up  to 
the  final  adoption  of  the  Central  Education  Committee's  scheme  for  the 
reconstitution  of  the  School.  The  new  Committee,  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  eight  Quarterly  Meetings  which  have  consented  to 
share  in  the  management  of  the  School,  has  been  much  occupied  during 
the  la«t  few  months  in  concerting  plans  for  giving  effect  to  the  proposals 
of  the  Central  Committee.  It  feels  strongly  the  responsibility  that  rests 
upon  the  Society  in  connection  with  the  new  scheme,  and  appeals  to 
Friends  to  do  cdl  in  their  power  to  support  it  in  its  task. 

Examination  successes,  including  examinations  in  special  subjects 
such  as  art,  music,  and  needlework,  are  recorded  as  usual  by  most  of 
the  Schools,  Ackworth  and  Sibford  being  now  the  only  two  which  do 
not  regularly  submit  some  of  their  pupils  to  any  outside  test. 

The  award  of  entrance  scholarships,  f6r  which  funds  have  been 
recently  subscribed  by  Old  Scholars,  is  reported  at  Rawdon,  in  addition 
to  those  of  scholarships  and  exhibitions  previously  in  existence  in  other 
Schools. 

Staff: — The  Waterford  Report  alludes  to  the  resignation  of  Frederick 
and  Mary  Satterthwaite  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  James  and  Wilhelmina  F.  Clark  as  Head-master  and  Mistress,  under 
whose  rule  a  bright  and  hopeful  feeling  prevails  in  the  School.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  four  teachers  have  been  liberated  during  the  year  for 
periods  of  study  or  mental  relaxation,  and  that  three  of  these  have  spent 
a  longer  or  shorter  time  at  the  Woodbrooke  Settlement. 

General: — The  useful  employment  of  leisure  time  in  reading,  essay 
writing,  natural  history,  and  similar  pursuits  evidently  still  receives 
much  fostering  care,  and  as  usual  these  wider  interests  have  been 
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stimulated  by  a  variety  of  lectures,  including  in  some  cases  University 
Extension  courses. 

The  Old  Scholars  of  the  Schools,  both  individually  and  in  their 
Associations,  have  again  shown  their  interest  by  gifts  of  Scholarships, 
pictures,  and  books,  as  well  as  in  their  annual  gatherings. 

Some  of  the  Reports  of  the  Northern  Schools  speak  of  the  advantage 
derived  from  the  attendance  of  the  children  at  the  Yearly  Meeting  at 
Leeds.  The  Holiday  Tramp,  in  which  40  old  Bootham  boys  shared,  has 
awakened  keen  interest  in  the  School.  Some  of  the  present  scholars 
have  again  taken  part  in  Adult  School  work  and  helped  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Lads'  Caxap  during  their  holidays. 

At  the  Mount  the  older  girls  assist  in  the  Children's  First-day  School, 
and  thus  learn  practical  lessons  in  Christian  service,  and  at  Sidcot  it  is 
reported  that  regular  lectures  on  Quaker  subjects  are  given  by  members 
of  the  Staff  and  other  Friends  to  the  older  pupils. 

Teacher  Training: — Seven  Friends  are  this  year  studying  at  the 
Flounders  Institute  with  a  view  to  entering  the  teaching  profession,  and 
two  of  the  vacant  plcuies  are  filled  by  students'  in  other  departments  at 
the  Leeds  University.  An  interesting  reunion  of  Old  Floimders  students 
was  held  at  the  time  of  the  Leeds  Yearly  Meeting,  and  was  attended  by 
50  former  students. 

There  have  been  15  girls  in  the  Training  Department  at  the  Moimt 
School,  of  whom  4  have  received  practical  training  in  the  Junior  Day- 
school,  which  contains  at  present  28  boys  and  girls  ranging  in  age  from 
4  to  14  years.  Two  successes  in  the  Certificate  Examinations  of  the 
Froebel  Institute  are  reported. 

Two  men  Student-teachers  are  being  trained  at  Bootham  and  two 
women  at  Sidcot,  with  the  recognition  of  the  Board  of  Education  and 
with  some  direction  from  the  Universities  of  Leeds  and  Cetmbridge 
respectively. 

The  Dalton  Hall  of  Residence  has  been  full  throughout  the  year,  one- 
half  of  the  students  being  engaged  on  engineering  courses.  Nine 
students  have  graduated  during  the  year,  four  of  them  in  honours. 
One-third  of  those  resident  in  the  Hcdl  have  been  Friends,  and  Scholar- 
ships are  offered  to  members  of  the  Society  which  considerably  reduce 
the  fees.  Several  of  the  Friends,  both  students  and  members  of  the 
Staff,  are  taking  active  interest  in  Adult  School  work.

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REPORT  OP  GOVERNORS  OF  LEIGHTON  PARK  SCHOOL. 
To  THB  Teablt  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

In  presenting  their  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  the  Governors  of 
Leighton  Park  School  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  number 
of  boys  at  the  School  is  now  54,  which  is  5  more  than  at  any  previous 
period  in  the  SohooFs  history  and  7  more  than  last  year.  As  this  follows 
an  increase  of  11  on  the  previous  year  the  Governors  trust  that,  as  was 
suggested  in  last  year's  Report,  this  may  indicate  a  really  continuous 
increase. 

The  general  health  of  the  School  has  been  extremely  good  throughout 
the  year. 

The  Governors  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  fund  referred  to  in 
their  last  Report  as  being  raised  in  order  to  pay  off  the  indebtedness  of 
the  School  has  amounted  to  j910,000,  which  has  to  some  extent  relieved 
the  financial  position,  smd  the  increased  number  of  scholars  has  neces- 
sarily tended  in  the  same  direction. 

At  the  present  time  the  number  of  Leighton  Park  boys  at  the 
Universities  is  as  follows:  11  at  Cambridge,  2  at  Oxford,  and  8  at 
Victoria  University,  Manchester. 

A  print  of  the  Report  to  the  shareholders  and  a  list  of  the  boys  at 
present  at  the  School  are  sent  herewith  for  reference.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OP  FRIENDS'  HIGH  SCHOOL, 
HOBART,  FOR  THE  YEAR  1906. 

The  total  average  attendance  during  1905  was  167 — 98  boys  and 
74  girls.  Of  the  98  boys  79  were  non-members  and  14  were  Friends 
or  connected  ;  whilst  of  the  74  girls  58  were  non-members  cmd  16  were 
Friends  or  connected.  Included  in  these  were  28  boarders — 16  boys  and 
12  girls.  Of  the  16  boys  8  were  non-members  and  8  were  Friends, 
whilst  of  the  12  girls  8  only  were  non-members  and  9  were  Friends. 

The  health  of  the  household  was  good  during  1905.  Of  infectious 
compl&dnts  there  was  only  one,  a  case  of  chicken-pox,  if  we  except  a  few 
influenza  patients,  who  were  not  long  under  treatment. 

The  School  premises  have  been  gradually  improved  as  opportunity 
has  offered.  At  present,  through  the  liberality  of  English  Friends,  a 
lecture-hall,  66  feet  by  80  feet,  is  in  course  of  erection ;  and;  if  means 
will  allow,  three  new  class-rooms  will  be  added.  A  laboratory  40  feet  by 
24  feet,  with  the  most  modem  appliances,  was  built  last  year. 

Since  the  estabUshment  of  the  institution  in  1887,  855  children  have 
passed  through  the  School ;  of  these  94  were  Friends  and  72  Attenders. 
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Included  in  the  855  children  above  mentioned  there  were  184  boarders, 
61  being  Friends  and  41  Attenders.  Of  these  102  Friends  and  Attenders 
who  have  been  boarders  in  the  School,  88  were  Tasmanians  and  64  came 
from  other  parts  of  Australasia:  81  from  Victoria,  11  from  New  South 
Wales,  8  from  South  Australia,  7  from  Queensland,  and  7  from  New 
Zealand.

TESTIMONIES    CONCERNING   DECEASED    FRIENDS. 
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A  Testimony  of  Alton,  Southampton,  and  Poole  Monthly 
Meeting  concerning  Jane  Bastin,  deceased. 

Jane  Bastin  was  the  daughter  of  Stafford  and  Hannah 
Allen,  of  London,  and  was  born  at  Hoxton  on  the  16th  of 
Sixth  Month,  1845,  before  her  parents  moved  to  Stoke 
Newington,  with  which  Meeting  her  parents'  and  her  own 
early  life  were  so  closely  associated. 

She  was  the  eldest  surviving  daughter,  and  her  life,  after 
leaving  E.  and  A.  Eichards'  School  at  Bath,  was  a  very  busy 
and  happy  one,  her  dear  mother's  deafness  making  her 
specially  dependent  on  the  loving  help  and  sympathy  of  her 
daughters.  Jane  Bastin  threw  herself  with  much  energy 
into  the  work  of  the  Meeting  at  Stoke  Newington,  and  she 
was  one  of  the  first  Teachers  at  the  Bedford  Institute,  taking 
the  journey  up  to  Spitalfields  each  Sunday  and  not  unfre- 
quently  during  the  week. 

A  weekly  Bible  Class,  which  was  held  by  Sarah  Ann  Storrs, 
was  felt  to  be  very  helpful  at  this  time. 

For  a  few  years  after  her  marriage  to  E.  Philp  Bastin 
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their  home  was  at  Stoke  Newington,  but  removal  was  subse- 
quently made  to  Uxbridge,  where  some  happy  and  osefol 
years  were  passed.  Daring  her  residence  at  Kingston-on- 
Thames,  Jane  Bastin  was  able  to  devote  herself  more 
thoroughly  to  her  Mothers'  Meeting  than  whilst  her  family 
were  growing  up.  This  service  was  one  to  which  she  felt 
herself  specially  called,  and  her  winning  and  sympathetic 
manner  won  a  way  into  the  hearts  of  those  who  came  thas 
under  her  influence.  These  Meetings  were  a  great  joy  to 
her,  and  through  them  she  was  able  to  render  spiritual  and 
material  aid  to  many  a  tired  mother  who  was  toiling  on 
through  a  weary  and  anxious  experience. 

It  was  only  about  four  years  ago  that  Jane  Bastin  removed 
with  her  husband  to  Rowlands  Castle,  where  they  lived  in  a 
somewhat  isolated  position. 

To  those  who  knew  her,  her  constant  and  unswerving 
allegiance  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  her  Saviour  and  Friend, 
and  her  loyal  attachment  to  the  Society  of  Friends  were 
manifest.  Her  Bible  readings  will  be  remembered  by  many, 
and  the  warm  welcome  extended  to  all  who  came  to  the 
allowed  Meeting  for  Worship,  held  regularly  at  her  house 
once  a  month,  will  be  cherished  by  all  who  were  privileged 
to  attend.  Her  earnest  desire  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel 
in  the  villages  around  Rowlands  Castle  was  always  upper- 
most in  her  mind.  She  also  found  a  useful  mission  in  the 
distribution  of  tracts  and  booklets. 

She  enjoyed  fairly  good  health  throughout  most  of  her  life, 
but  was  never  really  well  after  the  spring  of  1908.  Attend- 
ance at  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings,  the  holding  of 
Bible  readings — ^to  which  neighbours  were  invited, — ^and 
other  gatherings  of  adults  and  children  in  the  house  and 
garden,  which  she  had  much  enjoyed,  had  to  be  curtailed 
and,  subsequently,  given  up  altogether.  Increased  weak- 
ness showed  itself  in  the  Eighth  Month,  and,  on  the  1st  of 
Tenth  Month,  1904,  our  Friend,  surrounded  by  those  near 
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and  dear  to  her,  to  each  of  whom  she  gave  loving  messages 
and  thoughtful  words,  passed  to  her  eternal  rest. 

"  Oh  1  call  it  not  death,  it  is  life  hegnn, 
For  the  waters  are  passed,  the  Home  is  won ; 
The  ransomed  spirit  hath  reached  the  shore, 
"Where  they  weep,  and  suffer,  and  sin  no  more. 
She  is  safe  in  her  Father's  home  ahove, 
In  the  place  prepared  by  her  Saviour's  love. 
To  depart  from  a  world  of  sin  and  strife, 
And  to  be  with  Jesus — yes,  this  is  life  !'* 


A  Testi:\iony  of  Dorking,  Horsham,  and  Guildford  Monthly 
Meeting,  concerning  John  Hewell  Dale,  an  Elder, 
deceased. 

This  Monthly  Meeting  desires  to  record  to  the  glory  of  God 
the  evidence  of  His  grace  as  seen  in  the  humble,  consistent 
life  of  our  dear  Friend,  John  Hewell  Dale. 

His  father,  John  Dale,  was  convinced  of  Gospel  Truth  as 
held  by  the  Society  of  Friends,  under  the  ministry  of  William 
Forster,  about  the  year  1818.  J.  H.  Dale  loved  to  tell  of  the 
conflict  fought  and  the  victory  won  in  his  father's  heart  when 
he  set  out  one  First-day  morning,  with  a  bit  of  bread  and 
cheese  in  his  pocket,  to  attend  Horsham  Meeting,  nine  miles 
off.  He  was  then  a  young  man  in  his  father's  home  at 
Comewick  Farm,  in  the  parish  of  Wiston,  Sussex,  and  by 
this  act  of  faithfulness  he  opened  up  a  path  of  blessing  to  his 
descendants. 

John  H.  Dale  was  born  at  Aldhurst  Farm,  Gapel,  Surrey, 
on  the  7th  of  Twelfth  Month,  1836.  He  pursued  the  occupa- 
tion of  farmer  during  his  life,  and  deservedly  won  the  love 
and  respect  of  his  neighbours.  One  who  sat  with  him  for 
years  on  the  local  Councils  and  Committees  wrote  of  him : — 
*'  One  always  felt  sure  with  him  that  he  would  think  what 
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was  right  and  say  what  he  thought,  and  that  the  whole  parish 
had  confidence  in  him." 

In  1867  he  married  an  Irish  Friend  of  the  same  name, 
Eliza  Jane  Dale,  and  his  home  life  was  a  particularly 
happy  one. 

J.  H.  Dale  was  a  devoted  servant  of  the  Church,  fiUmg  to 
the  satisfaction  of  his  friends  many  responsible  oflSces.  He 
was  an  Elder  and  an  Overseer,  served  as  Clerk  of  bis  Monthly 
Meeting  and  as  Clerk  to  the  Trustees,  as  Treasurer  of  the 
Monthly  Meeting  and  as  Clerk  to  the  Quarterly  Meeting  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight.  He  was  of  gentle  manner  and  few 
words,  yet  well  able  to  summarize  the  judgment  of  the 
Meeting.  His  natural  tendency  of  religious  thought  may 
be  described  as  conservative  and  with  a  dislike  of  change; 
but  with  ripening  years  his  sympathies  widened,  and  he  threw 
himself  heartily  into  the  more  active  work  of  our  Society  for 
the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  He  accepted  appointment 
on  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  and  it  was  largely  owing  to 
his  warm-hearted  sympathy  with  his  sons  that  the  Adult 
School  at  Capel  was  begun,  and  it  became  necessary  to 
enlarge  the  little  Meeting-house,  where — except  for  the  occa- 
sional increase  due  to  summer  visitors — some  half-dozen 
Friends  had  met  for  years. 

John  Dale  was  a  man  whose  upright  life  and  sterling 
character  spoke  to  his  acceptance  of  the  Gospel  message. 
His  single-hearted  devotion  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and 
his  evident  desire  for  spiritual  guidance  in  forming  a  judg- 
ment, inspired  his  friends,  and,  perhaps,  especially  the  young, 
with  confidence  and  respect.  He  was  always  ready  with  a 
word  of  encouragement  to  others  in  any  call  to  service,  and 
bis  sympathetic  spirit  greatly  assisted  Friends  visiting  Capel 
Meetings  in  giving  their  message.  His  utterances  in  prayer 
and  praise  or  in  exhortation  were  brief  and  from  a  full  heart. 
After  his  wife's  death  in  1895,  he  took  more  part  vocally  in 
his  own  Meeting,  but  rarely  visited  any  other.     An  address

he  gave  in  Beigate  Evening  Gospel  Meeting,  on  the  words, 
"  I  determined  not  to  know  anything  among  you  save  Jesus 
Christ  and  Him  crucified/'  will  never  be  forgotten  by  some 
who  heard  it. 

During  the  last  two  or  three  years  of  his  life,  John  Dale's 
strength  failed  perceptibly,  and,  one  by  one,  he  was  obliged 
to  relinquish  his  various  duties  to  his  sons.  Almost  to  the 
last  he  was  able  to  walk  in  the  neighbouring  fields,  keenly 
enjoying  the  beauties  of  nature.  One  First-day,  about  four 
weeks  before  his  death,  the  few  members  of  the  Meeting 
assembled  in  his  own  house  for  a  time  of  prayer  for  the  Tent 
Mission  about  to  be  held,  and  his  parting  assurance  to  the 
little  flock  was,  "  My  God  shall  supply  all  your  need."  The 
Lord's  blessing  rested  on  the  Mission,  and  John  Dale  had  the 
joy  of  hearing  of  souls  won  for  Jesus.  The  last  fortnight 
was  a  time  of  great  suffering,  borne  with  unfailing  patience, 
his  chief  concern  being  that  he  might  glorify  his  Lord, 
and  the  last  word  his  children  caught  from  his  lips  was 
"Praise." 


A  Testimony  of  Coggeshall  Monthly  Meeting  concerning 
Bebegca  Matthews,  a  Minister^  deceased, 

Bebecca  Matthews  was  the  third  daughter  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  Allen,  of  Liskeard.  The  family  life  was  a  par- 
ticularly happy  one.  John  Allen  himself  superintended  the 
education  of  his  children,  and  gave  them  a  deep  love  of 
Nature,  which  lasted  throughout  life.  The  daughters  grew 
up  with  a  sense  of  responsibility  towards  those  who  lived 
around  them,  especially  those  who  were  in  any  kind  of  need, 
and  also,  from  their  early  days,  felt  a  keen  interest  in 
Educational  and  Temperance  work. 

Li  1861  Rebecca  Allen  married  William  Matthews,  of 
Earl's  Golne,  and  the  rest  of  her  long  life  was  spent  in  our 
midst.

The  early  years  of  her  married  life  were  largely  occupied 
in  the  care  and  training  of  her  children,  but  the  deeply- 
rooted  sense  of  what  she  owed  to  others  soon  brought  her 
wider  opportunities  of  usefulness  in  the  village.  She  was 
most  diligent  in  visiting  her  poorer  neighbours  in  their 
homes,  offering  the  kindly  help  or  advice  that  she  saw  was 
needed,  and  her  knowledge  of  simple  remedies  in  cases  of 
sickness  won  for  her  the  half-humorous  title  of  "Dr. 
Matthews." 

Throughout  her  life  she  was  deeply  interested  in  furthering 
the  cause  of  Temperance,  and  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Band  of  Hope  at  EarPs  Golne.  The  annual  treat 
was  usually  held  in  the  grounds  at  Ashwells,  when  her 
personal  interest  in  all  those  present  added  much  to  the 
pleasure  of  these  occasions.  As  long  as  possible  she  con- 
tinued to  attend  the  Band  of  Hope  Meetings,  frequently 
addressing  the  children,  the  last  occasion  being  the  winter  of 
1903,  when  she  was  nearly  seventy-nine. 

She  was  also  largely  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  a  district  nurse  for  the  village,  and  was  a  welcome  and 
regular  visitor  at  the  workhouse  for  many  years. 

The  work  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  lay 
particularly  near  her  heart.  She  was  closely  identified  with 
the  work  of  the  local  auxiliary  at  Liskeard,  and  afterwards  at 
Golne,  and  her  untiring  efforts  on  its  behalf  were  rewarded 
by  a  decided  increase  in  interest.  At  the  time  of  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society's  centenary,  in  spite  of  lessening 
strength,  she  extended  her  labours  over  a  wider  district,  and 
took  much  pleasure  in  the  increased  contributions  which  were 
the  direct  result. 

Eebecca  Matthews  had  been  acknowledged  a  Minister  by 
East  Cornwall  Monthly  Meeting  in  1860,  having  spoken  in 
Meetings  for  Worship  for  some  time  previously,  and  her  gift 
in  the  ministry  was  faithfully  exercised  amongst  us  during 
the  whole  of  her  married  life.    Always  diflSdent  of  her  own 
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powers,  the  self-forgetfulness  of  her  whole  nature  gave  to  her 
ministry  the  added  force  of  a  direct  message  from  the  Master 
she  served.  She  spoke  in  fitly-chosen  words,  with  a  spiritual 
sincerity  that  carried  her  hearers  into  the  Eternal  Presence. 

During  her  latter  years  it  was  teaching  to  see  how  she  kept 
up  her  interest  in  the  present  time,  heartily  sympathizing 
with  any  effort  for  the  moral  welfare  of  humanity. 

Her  wide  personal  sympathy  was  the  secret  of  her  influence. 
It  was  the  Life  behind  the  words  that  gave  the  power. 

"  In  the  love  of  the  brethren  *'  she  was  tenderly  affectioned, 
"  in  diligence  not  slothful,"  "  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the 
Lord;  rejoicing  in  hope;  patient  in  tribulation;  continuing 
steadfastly  in  prayer;  communicating  to  the  necessities  of  the 
saints;  given  to  hospitality." 

Hers  was  essentially  a  ministry  of  love,  drawing  others  to 
the  Saviour  whom  she  so  faithfully  loved  and  served. 


Testimony  of  Woodbridgb  Monthly  Meeting  concerning 
Brightwen  Binyon,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

The  decease  of  our  late  dear  friend,  Brightwen  Binyon,  of 
New  Bushey,  Herts,  who  for  many  years  waQ  a  member  of 
this  Meeting,  has  again  reminded  us  of  the  valuable  service 
which  he  was  enabled  to  fulfil  in  his  Master's  name.  We 
desire  to  record  our  sense  of  the  earnestness  and  devotedness 
to  the  Lord's  work,  in  varied  aspects,  which  were  so  marked 
a  characteristic  of  his  life. 

Brightwen  Binyon  was  born  in  Manchester  in  1846,  and 
was  the  youngest  son  of  Edward  and  Jane  Binyon.  His 
father  dying  when  he  was  six  years  old,  he  owed  much  to  the 
loving  care  and  training  of  his  mother  and  her  sister,  Mary 
Sims  Brightwen,  whose  cultured  mind  and  tastes  helped  the 
artistic  abilities  which  he  early  exhibited. 

He  was  educated  at  Eendal,  where  he  was  a  keen  and 
conscientious  worker,  often  in  the  summer  months  reading 
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ancient  history  and  other  works  of  the  kind  in  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning. 

From  childhood  he  evinced  a  tender  conscience  and  a 
devotional  mind ;  and,  although  never  very  robust  in  health, 
he  took  great  delight  in  games,  being  always  especially 
anxious  for  fair-play. 

In  1863  he  was  apprenticed  to  the  late  Alfred  Waterhouse, 
and  when  his  time  was  completed  made  a  tour  in  Palestine 
and  Egypt  in  company  with  a  cousin  and  a  friend ;  and  he 
afterwards  used  the  information  gained,  in  giving  lectures  at 
various  Adult  Schools,  and  in  many  illustrations  to  his  Bible 
Glass. 

In  1871  he  took  up  his  residence  at  Ipswich,  commencing 
practice  as  an  architect ;  and  in  various  parts  of  the  country 
many  buildings  bear  witness  to  the  artistic  skill  and  pains- 
taking industry  which  were  amongst  his  strong  charac- 
teristics. 

Brightwen  Binyon  married,  in  1879,  Eachel  Mary,  daughter 
of  William  Gudworth,  of  Darlington,  thus  adding  to  his  life 
the  influence  of  a  united  and  happy  home.  One  who  knew 
him  well,  writes : — "  Love  was  the  keynote  of  his  character, 
and  it  found  constant  expression  in  sympathy  with  joy  as  well 
as  grief,  in  kindly  estimates  of  men  and  things,  and  in  an 
unquestioning  faith  in  the  triumph  of  good.  He  seemed  to 
believe  the  best  that  was  possible  of  everyone,  and  never  to 
give  up  hope  of  even  the  most  unpromising.*' 

No  sketch  of  Brightwen  Binyon's  life  would  be  complete 
without  special  mention  of  his  work  in  the  Adult  School  at 
Ipswich,  in  the  establishment  of  which  he  took  an  active 
part ;  and  where  his  love  for  and  power  over  souls  was  most 
strikingly  evidenced.  It  was  as  a  brother  among  brothers 
that  he  worked ;  ''the  teacher*'  being  recognised  rather  as  an 
equal,  and  a  sympathetic  friend,  than  as  a  superior,  although 
reverence  for  his  consistent  character  naturally  conduced  to 
his  leadership. 
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He  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  the  Meeting  where  he 
worshipped,  and  faithfully  exercised  his  gift  in  the  ministry 
therein,  the  Meeting  being  often  much  helped  also  by  his  ear- 
nest prayers  at  the  very  commencement.  His  vivid  grasp  of 
the  Divine  love,  and  his  simple,  childlike  faith  were  special 
features  of  his  ministry. 

He  was  recorded  a  Minister  in  1892,  and  before  that 
time  had  accompanied  John  T.  Dorland  on  a  visit  to  the 
Quarterly  Meetings  of  Westmorland  and  Yorkshire ;  in  1891 
a  Minute  was  granted  him  to  visit  Chelmsford,  principally 
with  a  view  to  paying  personal  calls  on  the  men  Friends 
of  that  Meeting. 

SheflSeld,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and  Hull  were  also  visited 
in  1894,  when  he  joined  with  others  in  holding  series  of 
meetings  in  those  places. 

In  returning  the  minutes  granted  for  these  services,  he  was 
able  to  testify  to  the  help  and  strength  afforded,  and  for 
manifest  blessing  on  the  work. 

About  nine  years  ago  failing  health  led  to  Brightwen 
Binyon's  retirement  to  Felixstowe  ;  and  a  short  time  before 
his  death  to  Bushey,  where  he  and  his  family  became  mem- 
bers of  the  little  Meeting  of  Watford ;  and  we  have  the  testi- 
mony of  Luton  and  Leighton  Monthly  Meeting  to  his  faithful 
service  in  the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel,  and  to  his  attractive 
Christian  character. 

He  passed  away  on  the  21st  of  Ninth  Month,  1905. 


Testimony  of  Westminster  and  Longford  Monthly  Meeting 
as  to  the  Sei-vice  and  Ministi-y  of  the  late  Joseph  Bevan 
Braithwaite. 

It  is  fitting  that  our  witness  to  the  grace  bestowed  upon  our 
late  friend  Joseph  Bevan  Braithwaite  should  open  with  a  note 
of  praise.    Blessed  be  the  Lord  who  called  His  servant  to 
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labour  amongst  us,  who  upheld  him  during  life,  who  crowned 
him  with  His  loving  kindness,  and  has  now  taken  him  to  His 
rest.  Lives  such  as  his  are  surely  as  new  seals  to  the  promise 
of  God. 

We  feel  it  diflScult  to  write  of  our  dear  friend,  not  only 
because  of  the  inadequacy  of  our  words,  but  also  from  the 
fact  that  most  of  those  who  knew  him  in  the  days  of  his 
strength  have  now  passed  away. 

Joseph  Bevan  Braithwaite  was  one  of  the  two  youngest 
children  of  Isaac  and  Anna  Braithwaite,  of  Eendal,  and  was 
born  on  the  21st  of  Sixth  Month,  1818.  Writing  of  his 
boyhood  in  later  life,  he  says  that  he  could  not  remember  the 
time  when  he  was  not  sensible  of  the  gracious  visitations  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  of  God.  He  attended  for  about  eight  years 
the  school  at  Kendal,  kept  by  Samuel  Marshall,  where  he 
received  a  sound  English  education,  with  the  rudiments  of  the 
classics.  He  never  went  to  any  other  school,  or  to  college, 
but  by  private  study,  diligently  pursued  through  many  years, 
he  attained  to  scholarship  of  a  high  order  in  Hebrew  and  in 
the  Classical  languages. 

The  Meeting  at  Eendal  was  then  large  and  important,  and 
in  his  youth  our  friend  came  in  contact  with  many  of  the  best 
known  members  of  our  Society  in  the  earlier  part  of  last 
century,  such  as  Joseph  John  Gurney  (whose  Memoirs  he 
afterwards  wrote),  Eichard  Barrett,  Eichard  Burlingham,  and 
John  Wilkinson,  whose  ministry  and  example  had  great 
influence  upon  him. 

In  the  year  1884  he  attended  our  Yearly  Meeting  for  the 
first  time,  travelling  to  London  by  canal-boat  and  coach. 
Of  this  visit  he  writes  in  after  life : — **  Samuel  Tuke  was  the 
able  clerk.  I  well  remember  the  impression  made  upon  me  by 
the  body  of  Friends  that  then  sat  fronting  the  meeting,  Josiah 
Forster  in  his  prime,  Thomas  Sbillitoe,  Jonathan  Hutchinson, 
George  Eichardson.'*  There  were  also  present  several  visiting 
friends  from  America,  amongst  them  Stephen  Grellet  and 
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Elisha  Bates.  It  was  a  time  of  blessing  to  bis  susceptible 
mind. 

After  spending  six  years  articled  to  a  solicitor  at  Eendal, 
J.  B.  Braithwaite  came  up  to  London  in  the  year  1840  to 
complete  his  legal  education  in  the  chambers  of  John 
Hodgkin. 

The  time  was  a  critical  one  in  the  Society  of  Friends. 
Isaac  Crewdson,  a  near  relative  of  the  Braithwaite  family, 
had  published  in  1884  the  book  entitled  'A  Beacon  to  the 
Society  of  Friends.'  This  had  led  to  a  prolonged  controversy, 
and  eventually  caused  the  withdrawal  from  the  Society  of 
many  of  its  most  promising  members.  These  included  all  our 
late  friend's  brothers  and  sisters,  except  his  brother  Charles. 
J.  B.  Braithwaite  had  felt  it  right  to  take  an  active  part 
in  this  controversy,  freely  criticising  the  position  of  the 
Society.  Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  London  he  was  on  the 
point  of  undergoing  the  rite  of  baptism,  and  resigning  his 
membership,  "  but,*'  he  writes,  "  I  thought  it  only  right  to 
attend  the  Yearly  Meeting  throughout,  and  to  form  my  own 
independent  judgment.  I  well  remember,"  he  continues, 
•*  sitting  with  my  cousin  George  Stacey  Gibson  on  the  further 
upper  forms  to  the  left  of  the  Clerk's  table.  I  listened  with  an 
open  mind  to  all  that  passed,  whilst  I  was  at  the  same  time 
writing  a  pamphlet  explaining  my  views  in  opposition  to 
Friends.  The  attendance  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  deeply 
impressed  me,  and  I  was  gradually  brought  to  the  conclusion 
that  I  must  cast  in  my  lot  amongst  Friends." 

In  a  letter  written  to  intimate  friends  at  that  time,  he  states  : 
*'  I  had  been  afraid  that  the  scriptural  doctrine  of  justification 
by  faith  in  the  blood  of  Jesus  was  not  in  deed  and  in  truth 
recognized  by  the  body  of  Friends.  .  .  .  But  I  heard  the 
testimonies  of  deceased  ministers,  and  was  ashamed  and  self- 
condemned  for  my  harsh  judgment.  .  .  .  The  enlarged 
and  extended  view  which  opened  before  me  of  the  true 
Christian  doctrine  of  the  communication  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
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to  the  mind  of  man,  and  of  the  accordance  of  Friends'  views 
on  worship  and  the  ministry  therewith,  was  the  principal 
circumstance  that  weighed  with  me.  I  had  been  enabled, 
through  unutterable  mercy,  to  accept  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  my  Saviour ;  now  I  saw  somewhat  of  His  unspeakable 
preciousness  as  *  the  Good  Shepherd '  and  *  Counsellor '  of 
His  people  *  always  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world.'  "  The 
letter  continues,  in  fervent  language,  to  make  confession  of 
his  faith,  showing  a  fulness  of  knowledge  and  experience 
remarkable  in  a  young  man  scarcely  twenty-two  years  of 
age. 

At  the  last  sitting  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  J.  B.  Braithwaite 
made  a  public  avowal  of  the  change  that  had  come  over  him, 
stating  that  he  had  been  mistaken  in  the  conception  he  had 
formed  of  the  views  of  Friends,  and  that  he  wished  to  express 
his  deep  regret  at  the  part  he  had  taken  in  the  late  con- 
troversy. **  Sweet  was  the  peace,"  he  writes,  "  that  flowed 
into  my  soul  "  after  this  avowal.  Thus  was  it  after  several 
years  of  conflict  that  our  friend's  convictions  became  unalter- 
ably established,  so  that  he  could  render  unwavering  allegiance 
and  service  for  more  than  sixty  years  to  the  Society  of  which 
he  was  a  member. 

From  this  time  (1840)  until  the  close  of  his  life,  J.  B.  Braith- 
waite resided  in  London,  first  as  a  member  of  Westminster 
Monthly  Meeting,  and  subsequently  of  the  joint  Monthly  Meet- 
ing of  Westminster  and  Longford.  He  had  early  been  called 
to  serve  in  the  public  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  and  his  gift  was 
acknowledged  by  his  friends  in  the  year  1844.  In  the  mean- 
time he  had  been  called  to  the  Bar  as  a  Member  of  the  Middle 
Temple,  and  entered  into  practice  as  a  conveyancer.  This  is 
not  the  place  to  speak  of  our  friend's  work  in  his  profession, 
in  which  he  attained  considerable  eminence,  but  its  pursuit 
engaged  alike  his  ardent  attachment  and  strenuous  labours 
until  a  late  period  of  his  life. 

In  1851  our  friend  married  Martha,  the  eldest  daughter  of 
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Joseph  Ashby  and  Martha  Gillett,  of  Banbury.  The  union 
thus  entered  upon  lasted  for  nearly  forty-four  years,  and  was 
marked  by  rare  sympathy  and  community  of  purpose.  They 
often  travelled  together  in  the  work  of  the  ministry.  J.  B. 
Braith waiters  many  occupations  and  studious  habits,  as  well 
as  his  frequent  absences  from  home,  brought  added  responsi- 
bilities upon  his  wife.  Moreover,  their  house  was  always 
open  to  a  large  circle  of  friends,  including  many  eminent  for 
their  Christian  activity  both  without  and  within  the  Society 
of  Friends,  and  travelling  ministers  from  both  sides  of  the 
Atlantic  were  often  entertained  there  for  weeks  at  a  time.  In 
all  these  things,  and  in  many  other  ways,  Martha  Braith- 
waite  was  a  true  helpmeet  to  her  husband,  and  without  her 
loving  aid  much  of  his  life-work  could  scarcely  have  been 
accomplished. 

It  is  impossible  here  to  speak  with  any  fulness  of  the  con- 
tinuous and  devoted  labours  of  our  dear  friend  in  the  ministry 
of  the  Gospel,  especially  in  connection  with  the  Society  of 
Friends.  He  was  ever  ready  to  hearken  to  the  inward  call  to 
such  service,  and,  from  the  year  1845  onwards^  the  records  of 
his  Monthly  Meeting  contain  a  long  series  of  Minutes,  liberat- 
ing him,  often  in  company  with  his  beloved  wife,  for  service 
in  his  own  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings ;  in  other  parts 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  including  two  memorable  visits  to 
Ireland;  and  in  foreign  lands.  Besides  the  attendance  of 
meetings  for  worship  and  discipline,  these  labours  often  in- 
cluded the  visiting  of  families  and  individuals.  Much  time 
indeed  was  habitually  given  to  the  pastoral  care  of  Friends  in 
his  own  Monthly  Meeting.  Two  visits  were  paid  to  Friends 
in  the  United  States  in  1866  and  1876,  including  on  both 
occasions  the  Yearly  Meetings  of  Iowa,  Western,  Indiana,  and 
Baltimore,  and  on  the  second  journey  those  also  of  Philadel- 
phia, Ohio,  Kansas,  and  North  Carolina.  Our  friend  crossed 
the  Atlantic  again  on  deputation  visits  to  Western  Yearly 
Meeting  in  1878,  to  Canada  in  1884,  and  lastly  to  the  Confer- 
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ence  of  Yearly  Meetings  at  Bichmond  in  1887.  In  1872  and 
1883  he  made  long  journeys  on  the  continent  of  Europe  on 
behalf  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  of  whose 
Committee  from  the  year  1871  onwards  he  was  a  devoted 
and  highly  valued  member.  In  the  course  of  these  travels 
and  of  another  journey  in  1875,  he  visited  the  Christians 
of  the  Yaudois  Valleys  and  the  Nazarenes  of  Buda-Pesth, 
as  well  as  other  Christian  communities  and  workers  in 
'  Turkey,  Syria,  Egypt,  and  Asia  Minor.  These  journeys  were 
to  him  a  source  of  much  enjoyment,  although,  taking  as 
they  often  did  many  months  to  accomplish,  they  brought 
with  them  no  small  sacrifice  of  time  and  income,  and  of 
his  dearest  private  and  personal  interests. 

Throughout  all  these  strenuous  years  of  public  service  he 
was  also  carrying  on  an  extensive  legal  practice,  and  occupied 
with  the  cares  of  his  home  and  growing  family.  Nevertheless 
he  found  time,  chiefly  by  rising  very  early  in  the  morning, 
for  continuous  study,  for  Biblical  research,  for  wide  reading 
in  the  Fathers  and  in  Church  History,  and  especially  for 
seasons  of  quiet  prayer  and  communion.  Nothing  was  per- 
mitted to  interfere  with  the  family  reading  of  the  Scriptures 
in  his  household,  morning  and  evening ;  in  the  busiest  times 
his  mind  was  ever  at  leisure  to  take  part  in  it.  Year  by  year, 
unto  extreme  old  age,  his  spirit  was  that  of  a  little  child, 
looking  in  implicit  faith  and  trust  to  his  Heavenly  Father, 
with  the  often  quoted  prayer  upon  his  lips,  "  For  Thy  name's 
sake  lead  me  and  guide  me." 

Our  friend  was  ever  accessible  to  the  humblest  of  those  who 
sought  for  help  or  counsel.  From  his  early  years  in  London 
it  was  his  practice  to  invite  his  younger  friends  and  pupils  to 
his  chambers  or  his  home.  ''  He  would  lay  his  mind  along- 
side of  ours,"  writes  one  of  these,  "  and  would  meet  religious 
doubts  and  difficulties  in  a  comprehending  sympathising 
spirit."  His  grave  and  serious  studies  in  no  wise  hindered 
him  from  being  a  most  kindly  host.    Whether  at  his  own 
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table  or  at  a  meal  elsewhere,  his  conversation  flowed  freely, 
full  of  knowledge,  sparkling  with  kindly  humour,  yet  on 
worthy  topics,  and  he  was  ever  ready  to  be  spiritually  helpful 
to  his  companions. 

J.  B.  Braithwaite  attended  the  London  Yearly  Meeting 
without  a  break  for  more  than  sixty  years.  It  would  be 
hard  to  exaggerate  the  love  and  affection  he  bore  to  this — 
the  parent  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  Each 
recurring  year  he  looked  forward  to  its  gathering  with 
earnest  thought  and  prayer.  His  share  in  its  deliberations 
was  a  large  one,  and  his  pen  was  active  in  the  issue  of  the 
epistles  and  documents  year  by  year,  as  well  as  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  and  in  the  successive 
revisions  of  the  Book  of  Discipline.  He  felt  his  especial  call 
to  be  the  exposition  of  Christian  doctrine.  Firmly  settled, 
after  the  difficulties  of  his  early  manhood  were  over,  in  the 
Evangelical  faith  and  in  the  conception  of  a  spiritual  gospel, 
our  friend  never  tired  of  setting  forth  these  doctrines  in  their 
simplicity.  The  central  figure  of  the  message  of  good  tidings 
was  ever  present  to  his  mind, — a  Saviour,  crucified,  risen, 
and  glorified,  through  faith  in  whose  sufferings  and  death 
men  find  forgiveness  of  their  sins  and  entrance  into  the  life  of 
loving  service.  Filled  himself  with  love  and  loyalty  to  his 
Divine  Master,  our  friend  bore  witness  with  the  whole  energy 
of  his  nature  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  as  the  Head  of  the 
Church  and  the  President  of  all  our  assemblies.  His  intimate 
grasp  of  Scripture  and  his  remarkable  knowledge  of  historical 
and  dogmatic  theology  helped  to  equip  him  for  this  service.  But 
it  was  the  fact  that  he  knew  these  doctrines  to  be  true  in  his 
own  experience,  and  lived  by  them  daily  in  love  and  humility, 
that  made  his  witness  effective. 

It  could  hardly  be  otherwise  than  that  one  so  singularly 
gifted  and  so  devoted  should  become  in  some  degree  a  leader. 
Not  the  least  of  the  spiritual  gifts  which  he  received  was  his 
willingness  to  devote  them  all  to  the  Church  of  which  he  was 
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a  member.  In  looking  back  over  the  past  half-century,  we 
may  perhaps  discern  that  his  was  a  unifying  influence  in  our 
Society,  that  his  clear  conceptions  of  Christian  truth  and  the 
wisdom  of  his  counsels  helped  to  preserve  to  our  Yearly 
Meeting,  during  an  age  of  rapid  development  in  thought  and 
method,  a  continuity  of  profession  and  of  life,  free  from 
schisms  such  as  have  occurred  elsewhere.  Very  characteristic 
of  his  attitude  are  words  which  he  wrote  in  his  diary  respecting 
one  such  crisis  in  a  sister  Yearly  Meeting : — "  Oh  for  the  re- 
conciling spirit  of  Jesus ;  a  willingness  to  bear  one  another's 
burdens  ;  to  heal,  unite,  and  strengthen,  rather  than  wound, 
scatter,  weaken,  and  divide !  "  As  our  Society  awoke  to  the 
duty  of  missionary  work  at  home  and  abroad,  he  gave  a 
generous  sympathy  to  these  causes,  as  well  as  to  those  of 
peace,  temperance,  and  national  righteousness.  Holding  a 
position  of  such  influence  in  the  Society  at  large,  he  had  yet 
grace  to  maintain  the  humble  attitude  of  one  who  was  but  a 
member,  loyal  to  his  fellows,  free  alike  from  the  combative- 
ness  of  a  controversialist  and  the  masterful  spirit  of  a  ruler. 

What  has  been  already  said  will  indicate  the  character 
of  J.  B.  Braithwaite's  ministry  in  our  Meetings  for  Worship. 
It  was  a  reflex  of  his  own  spirit,  instinct  with  love,  with  hope- 
fulness, with  conviction ;  lucid  in  the  exposition  of  doctrine, 
dwelling  much  upon  the  person  and  work  of  Christ,  and  on 
the  spirituality  and  freeness  of  His  dispensation  ;  full  also  of 
precept  for  the  daily  life  of  prayer  and  service.  Very  reverent 
were  his  own  vocal  prayers,  in  which  a  strain  of  praise  would 
often  mingle,  touched  with  a  sense  as  of  glory  from  above. 

Advancing  years  brought  with  them  inward  growth,  to 
which  his  ministry  and  conversation  bore  witness.  To  some 
of  those  who  knew  him  in  later  life  only,  it  seemed  as  though 
the  fervent  faith  of  Paul  has  passed  insensibly  in  him  into 
the  still  higher  experience  which  we  think  of  as  that  of  the 
old  age  of  "the  beloved  disciple."  As  one  listened  to  his 
words  or  came  under  the  influence  of  the  unspoken  ministry 
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of  his  personality,  it  seemed  as  though  one  were  in  the 
presence  of  a  living  commentary  upon  the  epistle  of  the 
Elder  of  Ephesus,  whose  love  and  thought  went  out  alike 
to  old  and  young.  Filled  as  he  thus  was  with  loving  thought 
and  sympathy  for  others,  his  presence  with  us  seemed  to  bring 
a  benediction,  and  his  whole  life  to  show  forth  the  meaning ' 
of  the  words,  "  The  path  of  the  just  is  as  the  shining  light 
that  shineth  more  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day." 

Age  laid  its  hand  very  gently  upon  our  beloved  friend. 
So  gradual  was  its  approach,  so  unattended  with  disturb- 
ance or  break  in  his  daily  life,  that  he  hardly  seemed  to 
notice  when,  one  after  another,  the  habits  of  his  active  days 
were  laid  aside.  He  attended  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1904, 
when  he  was  nearly  eighty- six  years  of  age,  and  he  still 
came  to  his  own  Meeting  at  Westminster  whenever  strength 
allowed,  sitting  at  home  at  other  times,  engaged,  as  his 
diary  shows,  in  praying  for  his  friends.  He  also  addressed  a 
letter  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1906,  held  at  Leeds,  which 
he  was  unable  to  attend.  During  his  last  illness  he  was 
occupied  in  writing  a  message  of  love  and  exhortation  to 
the  members  of  his  Monthly  Meeting.  The  grace  which 
had  been  with  him  all  his  life  long  upheld  him  to  the  close, 
and  saved  him  in  great  measure  from  the  disappointments 
and  trouble  of  mind  which  sometimes  beset  the  old  age  of 
those  whose  lives  have  been  filled  with  many-sided  and 
purposeful  activity.  In  the  same  childlike  trust  in  which 
he  had  lived,  he  came  to  his  end.  "  I  am  quietly  waiting," 
he  said,  "  for  the  summons  of  the  King." 

He  passed  away  at  his  residence,  812,  Camden  Boad, 
on  the  15th  of  Eleventh  Month,  1905,  in  the  eighty-eighth 
year  of  his  age,  having  been  a  recorded  Minister  for  sixty- 
one  years. 
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Testimony  of  Hardshaw  West  Monthly  Meeting,  respecting 
Dykes  Alexander  Fox,  a  Minister^  deceased. 

Under  a  deep  sense  of  loss  by  the  removal  of  our  dear 
friend.  Dykes  Alexander  Fox,  whose  death  took  place  on  the 
9th  of  Ninth  Month,  1905,  whilst  on  a  visit  to  his  sister  at 
Bristol,  we  desire  to  place  on  record  a  brief  notice  of  his  long 
and  valued  service  amongst  us. 

Born  at  Wellington,  in  Somerset,  on  the  29th  of  Fourth 
Month,  1829,  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Catharine  Fox,  the 
latter  the  daughter  of  Dykes  Alexander,  of  Ipswich,  he  had 
attained  at  his  decease  the  age  of  seventy-six  years.  Whilst 
he  was  still  very  young  the  family  removed  to  Ipswich,  and 
subsequently  to  Eushmere,  near  that  town,  whence  our  friend 
was  sent  in  due  course  to  Grove  House  School  at  Tottenham, 
where  an  elder  brother  had  already  preceded  him.  We  have 
little  information  as  to  his  school  life,  but  there  are  letters  in 
existence  written  by  him  showing  his  earnest  concern,  even 
in  those  early  days,  that  he  and  his  brother  should  be  faithful 
followers  of  their  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  throughout  his 
youth  and  early  manhood,  not  less  than  in  his  later  years, 
this  concern  was  ever  apparent  in  his  daily  walk. 

His  business  life  in  Liverpool  commenced  upwards  of  fifty 
years  ago  in  the  oflSce  of  George  Crosfield  &  Co.,  and  he 
afterwards  entered  into  partnership  with  the  late  Joseph  F. 
Coventry,  with  whose  family  he  subsequently  took  up  his 
residence  in  Birkenhead,  and  this  town  continued  to  be  his 
home  during  the  rest  of  his  life.  In  the  course  of  his  busi- 
ness career  there  were  for  our  friend,  as  for  many  of  his 
contemporaries,  times  of  stress  and  difficulty  to  be  passed 
through,  which  ultimately  involved  him  in  heavy  pecuniary 
losses,  but  his  trust  in  the  over-ruling  wisdom  and  love  of 
his  Heavenly  Father  did  not  fail  him  in  these  trials,  and  the 
patience  and  cheerfulness  with  which  he  was  enabled  to  go 
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through  them  bore  witness  to  all  around  him  of  the  reality  of 
his  faith. 

Quittmg  commercial  life  in  1886,  he  accepted  the  oflSce  of 
Financial  Secretary  to  the  Toung  Men's  Christian  Association 
in  Liverpool,  an  institution  in  which  he  had  previously  taken 
considerable  interest.  This  appointment  he  relinquished  a 
few  years  ago,  and  thenceforward  his  whole  time  and  energies 
were  devoted  to  the  spreading  of  the  Eedeemer*s  Kingdom, 
and  promoting  by  all  means  in  his  power  the  welfare  of  his 
fellow-men. 

Amongst  the  poor  in  his  own  immediate  nmghbourhood  he 
was  ever  an  earnest  worker,  and  many  were  those  who,  in 
times  of  sickness  or  trouble,  knew  that  they  could  always 
count  on  his  advice  and  sympathy,  and  such  practical  help 
as  might  be  in  his  power  to  give.  The  cabmen  of  Birkenhead 
also  owed  much  to  his  labours.  He  was  one  of  the  earliest 
advocates  of  the  shelters  which  have  proved  so  great  a  boon 
to  them,  and  it  was  his  frequent  practice  on  First-day  after- 
noons to  visit  the  men  at  these  shelters,  reading  the  Bible 
and  engaging  in  friendly  conversation  with  them ;  a  charac- 
teristic illustration  of  his  quiet  and  unostentatious  diligence 
in  his  Master's  service  wherever  an  opening  presented  itself 
to  him. 

For  more  than  forty  years  he  was  an  acknowledged  Minister 
in  the  Society.  Commencing  to  speak  in  our  meetings  for 
worship  soon  after  settling  in  Birkenhead,  and  whilst  still 
quite  a  young  man,  he  laboured  for  some  time  under  the 
disadvantage  of  an  impediment  in  his  speech,  which  might 
have  deterred  a  less  zealous  worker.  His  strength  of  will 
and  steadfastness  of  purpose  in  following  what  he  believed  to 
be  the  line  of  his  duty  were  strongly  marked  in  his  strenuous 
efforts  to  overcome  this  difficulty,  and  he  was  ultimately,  to  a 
very  considerable  extent,  successful  in  doing  so.  He  was 
very  diligent  in  visiting  the  smaller  meetings  in  his  own 
Quarterly  Meeting  whenever  opportunity  offered,  and  after  he 
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was  relieved  from  business  engagements,  frequently  travelled 
in  Gospel  service  with  Minutes  from  his  Monthly  Meeting,  or 
in  the  service  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  in  other  parts 
of  the  country,  visiting  also  to  Ireland  and  Scotland.  It 
was  a  marked  feature  of  his  labours  in  these  journeyings  that 
he  ever  sought  out  the  sick  and  the  solitary,  any  who  by 
reason  of  age,  infirmity,  or  distance,  had  seldom  an  oppor- 
tunity of  meeting  with  their  friends.  No  trouble  or  exertion 
on  his  part  would  ever  be  spared  to  enable  him  to  reach  these 
lonely  ones,  many  of  whom  have  testified  with  deep  feeling  to 
the  comfort  these  visits  brought  to  them. 

As  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  his  preaching  was  eminently 
helpful  and  widely  acceptable,  both  in  his  own  meeting  and 
in  others  in  which  from  time  to  time  he  felt  himself  called  to 
labour.  It  was  a  ministry  which  spoke  of  that  which  he  had 
known,  and  testified  of  that  which  he  had  seen,  endued  with 
a  profound  conviction  of  the  truth  of  his  message,  and  ever 
centred  on  the  Saviour  whom  he  loved — a  ministry  which 
might  not  inaptly  be  characterized  in  the  words  of  the  Apostle 
Paul,  when,  in  writing  to  the  Corinthian  Church,  he  expresses 
his  determination  to  ''know  nothing  amongst  them  save  Jesus 
Christ  and  Him  crucified.'* 

Ever  deeply  conscious  of  the  necessity  for  constant  com- 
munion with  the  divine  source  of  light  and  strength  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  spiritual  life,  it  was  his  practice,  by  rising 
each  day  at  five  o'clock,  to  secure  the  uninterrupted  quiet  of 
the  early  morning  hours  for  a  time  of  devotional  reading, 
meditation,  and  prayer  before  commencing  the  ordinary 
work  of  the  day ;  the  life  which  he  has  lived  amongst  us  for 
more  than  half  a  century  has  borne  witness,  in  its  earnest- 
ness and  devotion  to  the  service  of  his  Lord,  to  the  help  and 
strength  drawn  from  these  times  of  communion.  Unsparing 
of  himself  in  bis  labours  to  the  last,  he  will  be  greatly  missed, 
not  only  in  his  own  Monthly  Meeting,  but  over  a  much  wider 
circle  in  the  Society  and  beyond  its  borders ;  but  we  cannot 
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doubt  that  what  is  our  loss  is  his  great  gain,  and  that  to  him 
the  gracious  welcome  has  been  accorded,  "  Well  done,  thou 
good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 


Minute  of  Cork  Monthly  Meeting,  concerning  George 
Grubb,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

We  desire  to  place  on  record  our  sense  of  the  loss  we  have 
sustained  in  the  removal  of  our  beloved  friend  George  Grubb 
from  our  midst  to  the  higher  service  of  the  Church  trium- 
phant in  heaven. 

His  was  a  life  of  singular  prominence  and  usefulness  in 
the  Master's  service. 

Ever  x5onscientiously  desirous  of  fulfilling  his  responsible 
duties  as  secretary  of  a  public  company,  where  we  believe  he 
was  universally  respected  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in 
contact,  not  only  for  his  abilities  and  integrity,  but  also  for 
his  genial  nature  and  generous  sympathy,  nevertheless  his 
principal  object  in  life  was  to  be  faithful  in  serving  his  Lord 
in  the  work  of  the  Church. 

He  travelled  extensively  throughout  the  several  Meetings  in 
our  land.  No  individual  member,  we  venture  to  think,  was 
better  known  amongst  Friends  in  Ireland,  and  few,  if  any,  we 
believe,  were  more  generally  appreciated  in  the  Ministry  of 
the  Word. 

He  also  possessed  gifts  of  a  high  order  as  an  administrator 
in  Church  affairs. 

In  our  Monthly  Meeting  gatherings  his  opinion  on  every 
subject  that  might  arise  was  invariably  valued. 

With  great  advantage  to  Munster  Quarterly  Meeting,  he 
filled  the  position  of  Clerk  to  the  Meeting  for  Oversight, 
seldom  being  absent  from  its  gatherings,  throughout  the  pro- 
vince, for  many  years. 
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He  also  was  a  consistent  attender  of  Yearly  Meeting 
appointments,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  having 
charge  of  Bevision  of  Books  of  Christian  Doctrine  and  Dis- 
cipline, he  took  the  deepest  interest  in  the  service,  giving 
much  valuable  time  and  thought  thereunto.  He  took  great 
interest  in  the  education  of  our  members,  and  for  many  years 
was  amongst  the  most  active  and  assiduous  attenders  at 
meetings  of  the  Committee  of  Newtown  School. 

During  the  twenty-three  years  he  sat  at  the  table  of  Dablin 
Yearly  Meeting  in  the  important  position  of  Clerk,  he  in- 
variably displayed  unfailing  consideration  and  courtesy  to  all, 
and  conspicuous  fairness  towards  those  from  whom  he  might 
differ  in  judgment. 

Our  late  dear  friend  was  born  in  Limerick,  17th  of  Eleventh 
Month,  1847  ;  he  was  educated  at  Newtown  School,  Water- 
ford,  and  on  leaving  school  entered  business. 

So  early  in  life  did  he  manifest  his  zeal  for  the  truth,  that 
he  was  appointed  an  Overseer  of  Dublin  Monthly  Meeting 
when  he  was  only  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  was  recorded  a 
Minister  at  the  early  age  of  twenty-three. 

About  1871  he  came  to  reside  in  our  Meeting,  and  as  we 
look  back  on  the  intervening  years  we  must  acknowledge 
with  thankfulness  that  in  the  providence  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  His  gifted  servant  was  permitted  for  so  many  years  to 
bear  a  clear,  faithful,  and  simple  testimony  to  the  grace  of 
God  in  Jesus  Christ.  In  fact,  the  words  of  St.  Paul  to  the 
elders  at  Ephesus  are  singularly  appropriate  regarding  our 
dear  brother's  experience  amongst  us,  where  he  said,  **I  have 
not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel  of  God  " 
(Acts  XX.  27). 

Whilst  our  Meeting  in  Cork  naturally  misses  his  presence 
and  company  acutely,  we  feel  our  peculiar  loss  will  be  shared 
to  a  considerable  extent  by  several  other  Meetings  in  Ireland, 
with  nearly  all  of  which  our  late  friend  kept  in  touch  by  per- 
sonal visits  under  Minute  from  time  to   time.     Across  the 
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Channel  also  he  will  be  especially  remembered  as  one  who 
rendered  effective  service  on  the  deputation  appointed  by 
London  Yearly  Meeting  to  visit  the  schools  ;  moreover,  many 
friends  at  the  other  side  of  the  ocean  learned  to  love  him,  and 
greatly  appreciated  his  services  on  the  two  separate  occasions 
of  his  visit  to  Meetings  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

He  had  formed  strong  ties  of  affection  for  many  of  those 
friends,  and  sometimes  talked  to  some  of  his  intimate 
acquaintances  of  revisiting  the  North  American  Continent, 
and  of  even  going  further  away — viz.,  to  Australasia, — if  it 
should  prove  to  be  the  Lord's  will;  but  the  Master  had 
ordained  otherwise,  and  whilst  difficult  for  us  finite  mortals 
to  understand  the  dealings  of  an  all-wise  God,  in  thus  early 
calling  away  such  a  life,  and  so  shortly  afterwards  those  of  his 
two  sons — both  of  whom  we  also  keenly  miss  from  amongst 
us,  and  whom  we  were  glad  to  recognize  as  earnest  followers 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ — nevertheless  we  take  comfort  in 
our  blessed  Lord's  assurance,  **  What  I  do  thou  knowest  not 
now,  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter  "  (John  xiii.  7) ;  and,  in 
humble  resignation  to  our  Heavenly  Father's  will,  we  thank- 
fully adopt  the  sentiments  of  Montgomery : — 

"  For  ever  with  the  Lord,    . 
Amen !  so  let  it  be. 
Life  from  the  dead  is  in  that  word, 
'Tis  immortality.'* 
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The  issue  of  an  Index  to  the  "  Extracts  from  the 
Minutes  and  Proceedings "  of  London  Yearly 
Meeting,  for  the  half-century  ending  with  the 
Yearly  Meeting  of  1906,  affords  a  fitting  occasion 
for  a  brief  history  and  survey  of  this  annual  record 
of  the  interests  and  activities  of  the  Society  of 
Friends. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  of  1857  placed  the  follov^ing 
upon  its  records  : — 

The  propriety  of  furnishing  to  the  subordinate  meetings, 
or  to  the  members  thereof,  printed  extracts  from,  or  copies 
of  the  minutes  and  reports  from  the  records  of  this  Meeting, 
or  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  has  been  brought  under 
deliberation  at  this  time.  It  is  concluded  to  refer  to  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  to  consider  the  subject ;  and  the  said 
Meeting  is  left  at  liberty  to  direct  such  portion  of  the 
minutes  and  reports  to  be  so  printed  and  circulated  as  may 
appear  to  it  expedient. 

The  result  was  the  issue  of  the  "  Printed  Pro- 
ceedings," as  the  book  is  familiarly  called,  an  issue 
which,  for  that  year^**  consisted  of  72  pages  only, 
of  which  the  first  36  were  occupied  with  minutes 
and  the  remainder  with  Appendices  A  and  B.  The 
practice  of  printing  the   "  Testimonies  respecting 


•Some  of  the  American  Yearly  Meetings  commenced  the  practice  of  printing 
their  **  Proceedings"  much  earlier.  Baltimore  Yearly  Meeting  began  as  early 
as  1805. 
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deceased  Friends"  was  continued  as  before,  and 
these,  year  by  year,  formed  a  separate  issue  until 
1862,  when  they,  for  the  first  time,  formed  an 
additional  Appendix  to  the  Proceedings. 

In  contrast  with  the  first  issue,  the  fiftieth 
occupies  204  pages  without  the  Testimonies,  and 
227  pages  if  these  be  included. 

Prior  to  1857,  the  Yearly  Meeting  printed  such 
selection  of  its  minutes  as  was  necessary  for  the 
use  of  its  subordinate  Meetings,  and  also  such 
documents  or  minutes  as  were  intended  for  general 
circulation  amongst  its  members,  or  for  appeal  to 
the  public  generally.  These  "Selected  Minutes" 
are  still  continued,  as  they  must  be  ready  for  the 
earliest  Quarterly  Meetings,  within  a  fortnight  of 
the  conclusion  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  before  the 
Proceedings  can  be  put  into  circulation. 

Fifty  years  ago,  the  Meeting  was  exceedingly 
jealous  of  communicating  its  proceedings  to  the 
outside  world,  just  as  the  House  of  Commons,  at  an 
earlier  date,  jealously  guarded  the  publication  of 
its  debates.  Many  will  remember  the  time  when 
Friends  taking  notes  during  the  sittings  took 
positions  as  far  removed  from  general  observation 
as  possible,  and  when  the  attention  of  the  Clerk 
was  not  infrequently  called  to  these,  if  their 
occupation  was  discovered.  Now  the  *'  chiel " 
"  amang  you  taking  notes"  pursues  his  work  undis- 
turbed ;  and  latterly  a  reporter's  table  has  been 
introduced  to  afford  greater  facility  to  the  repre- 
sentative of   "The    Friend"    and    "The    British 
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Friend."  The  "  Printed  Proceedings,"  however, 
are  still  issued  to  Friends  only,  and  cannot  be 
obtained  by  the  public. 

The  style  of  printing  and  general  arrangement 
of  matter  of  the  Proceedings  has  altered  but  little 
in  half  a  century.  The  minutes  of  the  Women's 
Yearly  Meeting  were  introduced  in  1897,  ^^^  those 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
in  1900.  In  1 90 1,  the  minutes  were  for  the  first 
time  numbered  ;  in  1904,  the  Library  and  Printing 
Committee  introduced  an  illustration  into  its 
report,  being  a  facsimile  of  the  signature  of  George 
Fox  ;  in  1905,  a  coloured  plan  of  the  Bishopsgate, 
Houndsditch,  and  Devonshire  Street  property 
appeared,  and  in  1906,  the  coloured  map  of  the 
American  Yearly  Meetings.  Many  changes  in  the 
matter  itself  may,  however,  be  noted.  In  1857,  there 
were  148  representatives  sent  up  by  23  Quarterly 
and  General  Meetings  and  the  Yearly  Meeting  of 
Ireland ;  in  1896,  when  six  of  the  24  Quarterly 
Meetings  had  disappeared,  131  names  were  read 
over.  In  each  succeeding  year,  the  names  of  men 
and  women  representatives  have  been  called  over 
in  Joint  Session,  the  number  in  1906  being  256. 

The  evolution  of  procedure  is  in  no  respect  more 
marked  than  in  the  history  of  the  Queries.  Fifty 
years  ago  each  Meeting,  from  Yearly  to  Preparative, 
spent  much  time  and  thought  on  the  answers  to 
numerous  Queries.  The  reading  of  such  answers 
occupied  parts  of  three  sittings  in  1857,  but  in  1906 
no  trace  of  Queries  appears  upon  the  records. 
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The  first  Tabular  Statement  was  presented  to  tbe 
Yearly  Meeting  of  1862,  showing  that,  at  the  close 
of  1861,  there  were  317  Meetings  for  Worship, 
13,844  Members,  and  3,190  Habitual  Attenders  of 
our  Meetings.  The  numbers  reported  in  1906  were 
384  Meetings,  18,466  Members,  1,090  Associates, 
and  7,575  Habitual  Attenders. 

An  early  minute  of  1857  records  the  deliberation 
on  **  the  state  of  the  Society,"  resulting  in  the 
conclusion  to  issue  a  General  Epistle.  The  element 
of  caution  implied  in  the  "  conclusion  "  to  issue  an 
Epistle  was  maintained  into  the  twentieth  century. 
The  report  on  preparation  of  a  Memorandum  of 
Agenda,  presented  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1899, 
refers  to  the  preparation  of  a  General  Epistle,  "  if 
the  Yearly  Meeting  has  decided  to  issue  one,"  but 
the  regular  provision  for  such  preparation  in  the 
Agenda,  year  by  year,  has  brought  about  an 
alteration  in  the  form  of  the  minute,  and  the 
Large  Committee  is  now  simply  directed  to  prepare 
the  draft  Epistle. 

In  1857,  the  Yearly  Meeting  listened  to  the 
reading  of  five  Epistles  from  American  Yearly 
Meetings,  and  issued  Epistles  to  them,  as  also  to  a 
sixth,  the  Epistle  from  which  had  not  come  to 
hand.  In  1905,  thirteen  such  Epistles  were  read, 
but  in  1906,  the  practice  was  commenced  of 
reading  a  summary  instead.  In  1894,  the  practice 
was  introduced  of  issuing  a  general  reply  to 
American  Epistles,  with  such  variations  as  circum- 
stances might  require,  amounting  in  some  cases  to 
the  issue  of  special  Epistles. 
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The  Proceedings  of  1857  contains  a  schedule  of 
distraints  for  church  rates,  tithe  rent  charge, 
and  other  ecclesiastical  demands  amounting  in  the 
aggregate,  in  England  and  Wales  and  Ireland,  to 
;^6,iii  6s.  5id.  After  the  abolition  of  church 
rates  in  1868,  the  sum  total  of  distraints  lessened 
year  by  year.  A  proposal  was  made  by  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  of 
1870,  "that  the  long  established  practice  of  the 
Society,  in  calling  for  a  return  of  distraints  upon 
Friends  for  ecclesiastical  purposes,  should  be 
discontinued."  The  subject  was  considered  in  four 
consecutive  Yearly  Meetings,  and  in  1873,  "  after 
much  deliberation,"  the  decision  to  discontinue  the 
returns  was  reached. 

Triennial  Reports  from  the  Quarterly  Meetings, 
with  which  we  are  now  very  familiar,  do  not  appear 
in  the  earlier  issues  of  the  Proceedings.  The  first, 
ordered  in  1881,  were  sent  up  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
in  1882.  In  the  latter  year  the  Home  Mission 
Committee  was  established,  and  from  the  following 
year  its  reports  appear  in  the  Proceedings.  In  1882 
appear  for  the  first  time  the  reports  of  the  Friends' 
Tract  Association,  the  Friends'  First  Day  School 
Association,  the  Friends'  Foreign  Mission  Associa- 
tion, and  the  Friends'  Temperance  Union.  Since 
1897  ^  report  has  been  annually  received  respecting 
the  Friends'  Industrial  Mission  in  Pemba,  which 
was  established  with  the  authority  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

The  form  of  the  National  Stock  and  Yearly 
Meeting  Fund  Accounts  has  not  materially  changed 
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in  half  a  century.  A  separate  statement  of  expen- 
diture on  property  in  Houndsditch  and  rents  derived 
therefrom  appears  first  in  1870.  In  1857,  the 
contributions  from  23  Quarterly  and  General 
Meetings  amounted  to  ;^i,849,  whilst  the  rent  of 
houses  in  Devonshire  Street,  with  dividends  on 
funded  property  which  was  afterwards  invested  in 
the  New  Buildings,  amounted  together  to  ;^ii8. 
In  1906,  the  contributions  from  18  Meetings 
amounted  to  ;^2,435,  whilst  the  income  from  New 
Buildings,  after  repayment  of  ;^i,200  capital,  was 
;^i,368.  The  expenditure  in  1857  was  ;^i,933,  and 
in  1906  was  ;^3,593. 

All  through  the  half  century  under  review, 
selected  minutes  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  were 
presented  to  the  Yearly  Meeting,  but  the  summary 
of  its  Proceedings,  now  prepared  annually  for  the 
Yearly  Meeting,  was  sent  forward  for  the  first  time 
in  1876. 

In  the  1857  Proceedings,  Appendix  A  contains 
minutes  on  current  subjects  from  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings,  reports  on  the  Registries  for  Young  Men 
and  Young  Women,  on  the  Negro  and  Aborigines* 
Fund,  also  from  the  Continental,  Printing,  and 
Parliamentary  Committees.  In  1906,  appear  six 
Triennial  Reports,  ten  reports  from  Committees  of 
the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  of  their  work  during  the 
year,  and  four**-*  reports  from  Associations  to 
which  liberty  of  report  is  granted  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

^Usually  there  are  five  of  these. 
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Educational  reports  have,  throughout  the  half 
century,  been  placed  in  a  separate.  Appendix, 
usually  lettered  B,  excepting  the  reports  of  the 
Central  Education  Committee,  set  up  in  1902  in 
place  of  the  Central  Education  Board  established 
in  1881,  which  latter  appear  in  the  body  of  the 
Minutes.  The  synopsis  of  Public  School  Accounts 
appeared  first  in  1863. 

The  minutes  and  General  Epistles  from  1857  to 
1906  bear  the  signatures  of  the  following  Clerks  :

Many  and  varied  are  the  interests  of  the  half 
century  covered  by  the  Index.  Amongst  them  the 
two  revisions  of  the  Book  of  Christian  Discipline 
have  a  place,  resulting  in  the  editions  of  1861  and 
1883,  whilst  the  edition  of  1906  of  Part  iii  also 
comes  within  the  period. 

Amongst  the  constitutional  changes  none  is 
more  important  than  that  of  1896,  which  involved 
the  altered  position  of  Women  Friends  in  the 
Yearly  Meeting  and  all  its  subordinate  Meetings, 

♦  First  appointed  1852.  t  Still  holding  office. 
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and  their  admission  to  membership  of  the  Meeting 
for  Sufferings.  The  time  honoured  Morning  Meeting 
was  laid  down  in  1901  ;  the  Meetings  on  Ministry 
and  Oversight,  which  succeeded  the  Meetings  of 
Ministers  and  Elders  in  1876,  came  to  an  end  in 
1906 ;  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  has  undergone 
various  changes  of  constitution  in  addition  to 
the  one  mentioned  above. 

From  time  to  time  our  Marriage  Regulations 
have  been  wisely  altered  to  meet  changes  of  view 
that  have  arisen.  The  year  1859  marked  the 
extended  liberty  of  allowing  marriages  of  non- 
members  to  be  solemnised  in  our  Meeting  Houses, 
whilst  the  new  rules  of  1888  simplified  procedure 
without  relaxing  the  care  which  for  two  and  a  half 
centuries  Friends  have  exercised  to  prevent  impru- 
dent and  hasty  marriages. 

Of  the  important  documents  issued,  fifty  yearly 
Epistles  alone  form  a  valuable  contribution  to  our 
literature.  The  Yearly  Meeting  of  1857  adopted 
the  "  Salutation  in  the  Love  of  Christ "  addressed 
"  to  all  who  bear  the  name  of  Friends."  Of  the 
addresses  on  War  may  be  mentioned  that  of  i860, 
issued  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  being  a 
revision  of  that  of  1854  ;  "  War  and  Christianity," 
of  which  270,000  copies  were  issued  in  1871  ;  and 
"  Christianity  and  War,"  issued  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting  itself  in  1900 ;  the  dates  mentioned 
represent  respectively  the  Crimean,  American, 
Franco-German,  and  Boer  Wars.  "  An  Address  on 
the   Conduct  of  Christian    and  Civilised  Nations 
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towards  those  less  Civilised  and  Enlightened  "  was 
issued  in  1858.  The  "  Plea  in  Behalf  of  Liberty  of 
Conscience,"  adopted  in  1856  and  widely  circulated 
in  succeeding  years,  was,  in  a  somewhat  altered 
form,  translated  into  Spanish  in  1869,  when  50,000 
copies  were  circulated  in  Spain.  Too  numerous  to 
mention  are  the  addresses  to  royalty  and  others 
in  authority  on  occasions  of  sorrow  or  rejoicing,  as 
also  the  petitions  and  memorials  to  both  Houses 
of  legislature,  the  Government,  or  separate  state 
departments,  on  prospective  legislation  or  other 
matters  affecting  the  public  welfare. 

A  useful  historical  account  of  Friends  in  Germany 
appears  in  the  Proceedings  for  1868,  and  twenty 
years  later  the  account  of  the  Richmond  Conference 
affords  valuable  matter  for  the  future  historian  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,  both  in  England  and 
America.  The  cosmopolitan  character  of  the 
philanthropies  of  Friends  is  indicated  by  accounts 
of  work  in  Jamaica  and  the  care  of  native  races 
everywhere,  assistance  to  victims  of  war,  famine,  or 
persecution  in  France,  Turkey,  and  South  Africa, 
India,  Armenia,  and  Macedonia,  and  in  the  migra- 
tion of  the  Doukhobortsi  from  Russia  to  Canada. 

It  would  be  invidious  to  pick  out  well  known 
names  from  the  lists  of  Friends  visiting  London 
Yearly  Meeting  from  America,  of  English  Friends 
engaged  in  service  abroad,  and  of  the  Testimonies 
respecting  deceased  Friends.  To  do  so  would 
involve  a  string  of  something  like  a  hundred  names 
in  all,  any  one  of  which  would  awaken  memories  of 
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loyal  service  for  the  spread  of  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom,  and  a  sense  of  thankfulness  that  the  last 
half  century  has  known  so  many  valiant  witnesses 
for  the  Truth.  In  this  respect,  as  in  all  other 
matters  of  detail,  the  Index  to  the  recital  of  fifty 
years  proceedings  of  London  Yearly  Meeting  shall 
be  left  to  tell  its  own  tale.  A  perusal  of  it  will 
suggest  research  in  the  records  which  it  represents 
which  will  repay  the  searcher,  whilst  to  the 
historian  already  bent  on  such  research  it  will 
prove  invaluable.

Summary  of  Epistles  from  Thirteen  Yearly  Meetings  on  the 
Continent  of  America,  1907. 

Greetings  and  Epistolary  Correspondence. 

From  amongst  the  opening  greetings  addressed  to  London  Yearly 
Meeting  we  extract  the  following : — 
New  England  writes ;  "  We  hav^  b^^n  cheered  and  encouraged  by 
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your  Epistle,  with  its  message  of  love  and  sympathy  and  with  its  account 
of  the  work  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  across  the  sea.  We 
have  prayed  that  an  ever-strengthening  bond  of  union  may  be  felt  to  link 
together  Friends  in  all  lands  and  among  all  peoples,  that  we  may  be  one 
in  the  service  of  our  Master." 

North  Carolina  says :  "  We  have  listened  this  year  to  your  Epistle  witii 
more  than  conmion  interest.  We,  too,  find  ourselves  face  to  face  with 
many  social  problems.  We  are  living  in  a  practical  age,  rather  than  an 
age  of  doubt  or  indifference.  Men  are  asking,  'What  is  the  use?' 
There  never  was  more  need  of  establishing  our  foundations  among  our 
membership,  and  giving  a  reason  for  our  conduct.  We  believe  the  need 
of  the  age  is  a  personal  oonmiunion  with  God,  which  is  the  vital  princif^e 
of  Quakerism." 

Ohio  says :  **  We  warmly  appreciate  this  epistolary  correspondence, 
and  we  have  been  refreshed  by  the  Epistles  received,  and  we  have  rejoiced 
because  of  the  evidence  contained  in  them  that  God  is  blessing  the 
labors  of  His  servants  throughout  the  Church." 

CanMLda  says :  '^  The  reading  in  our  annual  gathering  this  year  of  the 
Epistles  from  your  and  other  Yearly  Meetings  has  brought  to  us  a  fresh 
sense  of  the  value  of  this  correspondence  as  a  bond  of  fellowship  among 
the  various  bodies  of  our  branch  of  the  Church." 

Oregon  writes :  ''  It  is  with  a  feeling  of  that  reverence  due  to  the 
parent  from  the  child,  or  from  youth  to  age,  that  we  again  address  yot», 
and  thankfully  acknowledge  our  allegiance  to  the  same  all-wise  Father, 
who  directs  and  blesses  the  efforts  of  His  children  to  serve  Him,  though 
widely  separated  and  very  different  our  fields  of  labor  may  be." 

Baltimore  writes :  **  In  view  of  the  fact  that  some  Yearly  Meetings 
have  ceased  to  read,  except  in  brief  extracts,  the  Epistles  annually 
addressed  to  them,  we  have  concluded  to  present  the  subject  of  Inter- 
Yearly  Meeting  correspondence  before  the  next  Five  Years*  Meeting  in 
the  hope  that  that  body  will  take  the  subject  into  consideration,  and  that 
it  will  recommend  some  modification  or  change  which  will  mcJce  such 
correspondence  better  adapted  to  present  needs  and  conditions."

From  the  New  England  Epistle  we  quote  as  follows :  **  We  are 
deeply  conscious  that  the  basic  truths  of  the  Gospel,  as  understood  by 
Friends,  meet  the  need  of  the  world  as  truly  now  as  when  they  were  first 
set  forth  by  our  founders.  Indeed,  we  see  abundant  signs  that  many 
who  know  us  not  crave  to  hear  the  Gospel  message  in  its  simplicity, 
imtrammelled  by  human  creeds  or  by  ecclesiastical  systems.  We  feel  with 
you  the  burden  of  the  world's  woe  of  poverty,  sin,  and  degradation.  .  .  . 
Our  call  to  social  service  is  keenly  felt,  ...  for  the  expression  of  our 
Christian  life  in  ternjs  of  service  and  love  tg  oqr  felloes  h^  been  one  of 
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the  subjects  to  which  our  minds  have  turned  with  the  most  insistence 
during  these  days  of  blessing.** 

New  York  writes  :  "  Quakerism  is  not  dead.  Our  message  is  as  vitcJ 
to-day  as  it  was  a  century  ago  and  the  need  of  our  Society  is  more 
Friends,  ready  at  the  call  of  the  Master  to  give  out  that  message  again." 

North  Carolina  says :  "  We  believe  *the  need  of  the  age  is  a  personal 
communion  with  God,  which  is  the  vital  principle  of  Quakerism." 

Indicma  writes :  '*  The  attendance  at  our  Yearly  Meeting  this  year  has 
been  larger  than  usual,  and  it  has  been  a  favored  occasion.  .  .  .  Christ 
was  the  central  theme — not  only  His  life  and  His  tea>ching,  but  His 
atoning  death — Christ  and  Him  crucified,  risen  and  glorified,  our  Living 
Head  and  Litercessor." 

Ohio  says :  "  Throughout  our  borders  there  is  a  strong  desire  that  we 
as  a  people  may  not  fail  in  our  devotion  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
only-begotten  Son  of  God,  through  the  shedding  of  whose  precious  blood 
we  have  received  salvation." 

CaUfomia  says :  **  We  can  assure  you  that  we  stand  loyally  upon  the 
cardinal  doctrines  made  prominent  by  our  predecessors.  .  .  .  We  believe 
the  highest  expression  of  Christian  faith  is  a  consistent  walk  with  God,  a 
Life  in  a  sustained  atmosphere  of  purity,  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit, 
emanating  an  influence  of  patient,  constant,  silent  power." 

Incbbasbd  Interest  ASfONOST  thb  Toung. 

The  Epistles  from  New  England,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  Western, 
Iowa,  Canada,  and  CaJifomia  speak  of  increased  inberest  amongst  the 
young. 

New  York  says :  **  The  interest  of  our  young  people  in  the  history 
and  belief  of  our  Society  is  developing,  and  we  are  glad  to  hear  of  the 
increasing  demand  for  Friends'  books." 

We9tem  says  :  "  We  note  the  increase  of  interest  among  our  people, 
especially  among  our  young  people,  in  Bible  Study  and  in  the  intro- 
duction of  Missionary  Study  courses,  also  a  study  of  Friends'  Church 
History." 

Canada  says  :  "  We  mention  with  deep  satisfaction  the  presence  with 
us  this  year  of  an  increased  number  of  our  young  members  and  their 
faithful  and  helpful  participation  in  the  work  of  the  Church." 

CaUfomia  adds :  "It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  intense  interest  taken 
by  many  of  our  young  people  in  local  missionary  work,  and  also  their 
efforts  for  the  salvation  of  those  who  have  been  led  astray  by  evil 
surroundings." 

Baltimore  tells  us :  "An  organization  has  been  formed  at  this  time 
with  the  object  of  bringing  into  closer  relationship  the  various  young 
people '8  societies  and  organiajations  throughout  our  Yearly  Meeting.''^ 
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Foreign  Missions. 

Twelve  Yearly  Meetings  make  mention  of  their  interest  in  Foreign 
Missions. 

The  distant  fields  spoken  of  include  India,  China,  Japan,  Sonth  Africa, 
the  Isles  of  the  Sea,  Alaska,  Mexico,  Guatemala,  and  Cuba.  Work 
amongst  the  coloured  people,  the  Indians,  and  the  Spanish-speiJdng 
people  in  the  United  States  is  also  named. 

Ohio  Yearly  Meeting  records  the  presence  of  Ajrthur  ChUson  from 
Africa  and  Dr.  Lucy  Gaynor  from  China. 

Indiana  reports :  *'  Southland  College,  near  Helena,  Arkansas,  which 
forty  years  ago  was  founded  by  our  Yearly  Meeting,  and  subsequently 
endowed  by  a  member  of  your  Yearly  Meeting,  for  the  education  of 
Negroes — the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  Southern  States — is,  we  rejoice  to 
believe,  doing  much  good.*' 

It  adds :  '*  You  will  be  interested  in  hearing  that  there  is  in  successful 
operation  a  school  for  boys  at  Victoria,  and  one  for  girls  at  Matamoras, 
Mexico,  both  of  which  are  making  satisfactory  progress.  This  priest- 
ridden  Bepublic  is  scarcely  less  needy  than  are  heathen  lands." 

Canada  says :  **  Especially  gratifying  is  the  interest  manifested 
among  us  in  foreign  missions,  as  shown  by  the  contributions  for  the 
support  of  our  work  in  Japan,  which,  for  the  past  year,  have  amounted 
to  an  average  of  about  12  for  every  member,  old  and  young,  in  oar 
Yearly  Meeting." 

Wilmington  reports :  **  The  work  in  Cuba  has  claimed  the  highest 
attention  ...  of  this  session  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  sum  of  1900, 
the  amount  needed  to  guarantee  the  construction  of  a  18,000  building  at 
Puerto  Padre,  was  raised  in  an  enthusiastic  session." 

Baltimore  writes :  '*  We  have  heartily  adopted  the  plan  of  union  of 
Foreign  Mission  Work  proposed  by  the  General  Conference  of  Friends  in 
America,  held  in  Tenth  Month  last,  believing  that  such  a  union,  if 
adopted  as  proposed,  will  result  in  better  administration,  will  increase 
interest  in  the  cause,  and  tend  to  draw  friends  in  America  closer 
together." 

Extension. 

New  York  reports :  **  Eight  closed  Meeting-houses  have  been  reopened, 
and  in  two  large  towns  new  Meetings  are  held." 

North  Carolina  says:  "Our  Committee  on  evangelistio  and  Church 
extension  work  tell  us  of  special  Meetings  for  Worship  held  in  most 
parts  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  during  the  year,  to  the  upbuilding  and 
strengthening  of  the  membership.  It  was  the  special  concern  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  to  make  our  cities  and  towns  in  which  Friends  live, 
strongholds  for  our  branch  of  the  Church." 

Ohio  reports :    "  As  the  Evangelistic  and  Pastoral  work  has  been 
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brought  before  us  we  have  been  much  encouraged,  especially  by  the 
reports  of  work  being  done  in  new  fields  in  the  establishment  of  new 
Meetings." 

Indiana  writes :  Our  Home  Mission  Committee  has  done  cMXseptable 
service  in  behalf  of  the  needy  at  our  own  doors.  It  will  also  be  a 
matter  of  interest  to  you  to  learn  that  a  request  for  the  establishment  of 
a  Quarterly  Meeting  in  the  State  of  Washington,  three  thousand  miles 
away,  where  but  a  little  while  ago  there  was  no  Friends'  Meeting,  was 
favourably  entertained,  and  the  request  granted,  the  Meeting  to  be 
opened  next  winter  or  spring. 

•*  A  retrospect  extending  no  further  back  than  two  generations  (forty- 
eight  years)  brings  before  us  the  fact  that  at  that  period  there  was  no 
Yearly  Meeting  west  of  our  own,  whilst  now  we  have  three  large  ones 
between  us  and  the  Bocky  Mountains,  and  two  smaller  ones  on  the 
Pacific  Coast." 

Western  says :  "  Our  Home  Mission  and  Church  Extension  Committee 
give  satisfactory  reports  for  the  year,  showing  an  increase  of  member^ip 
and  a  quickening  of  spiritual  life  over  the  field." 

Iowa  reports :  "  There  is  opening  before  us  an  enlarging  field  of  labour, 
which  has  been  extended  into  seven  large  States  surrounding  Iowa.  A 
request  from  four  Quarterly  Meetings  in  Nebraska  and  one  in  South 
Dakota  for  the  establishment  of  Nebraska  Yearly  Meeting  has  been 
approved  by  us  this  year,  and  it  will  be  presented  to  the  Five  Years' 
Meeting  next  year  for  finsJ  action.  ...  A  body  of  intelligent,  self- 
governing,  living  Churches,  holding  forth  the  saving  Gospel,  and  the 
simple  Friendly  forms  of  the  faith,  without  sacrament,  ritual,  or  creed, 
will  certainly  be  a  power  for  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  the  North-Western 
States.  Iowa  Yearly  Meeting  invites  the  unity  and  sympathy  of  all 
Friends,  which  has  hitherto  attended  such  action  in  the  Society  of 
Friends,  in  connection  with  the  introduction  of  the  proposed  new 
member  into  the  sisterhood  of  Yearly  Meetings." 

Canada  says :  *'  The  statistical  reports  indicate  a  slight  increase  in 
membership.  .  .  .  We  now  have  two  established  Meetings  in  the  far 
west,  one  in  Hartney  in  the  province  of  Manitoba,  and  another  at 
Swarthmore  in  Saskatchewan.  As  a  result  of  the  rapid  emigration  to 
Canada  from  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland,  a  considerable  and  steadily 
increasing  nxunber  of  Friends  are  scattered  over  a  wide  territory  in  the 
new  provinces  of  the  Dominion.  The  opportunity  before  the  Society  of 
Friends  in  this  country  was  never  so  great  as  it  is  now.  At  the  same 
time  we  are  confronted  with  the  very  serious  fact  that  the  number  of 
Ministers  within  our  limits  is  wholly  inadequate  to  the  demands  that  are 
upon  us,  and  that  without  an  increase  in  their  ranks  we  must  necessarily 
fail  to  take  advantage  of  the  doors  that  are  providentially  opening  to  us." 

Kcmsae  writes :    **  The  Reports  from  our  fifteen  Quarterly  Meetings 
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showed  in  most  cases  an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  onr  member- 
ship in  evangelistic  Church  extension  and  educational  work.*' 

Wilmington  reports :  "  Our  evangelistic  efforts  have  resulted  in  a 
substantial  gain  in  numbers.  Those  taken  into  membership  are  intelli- 
gent and  thrifty,  thus  bringing  with  them  capabilities  for  effective 
Church  extension  work.  The  largest  collection  in  the  history  of  the 
evangelistic  work  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  was  taken  as  an  expression  of 
the  Meeting's  hope  for  the  future." 

Oregon  says :  **  Our  Yearly  Meeting  has  experienced  a  steady  growth 
and  enlargement  of  its  borders  during  the  past  year.  Two  new  Monthly 
Meetings  have  been  established  within  our  borders,  and  a  new  Quarterly 
Meeting  is  to  be  opened  ere  the  close  of  the  summer." 

California  writes  :  **  We  have  a  renewed  sense  of  gratitude  to  Grod  for 
the  activities  and  growth  of  our  Church  on  the  coa.st." 

Adult  Schools. 

New  York  writes  :  **  Your  expressions  in  regard  to  Adult  Schools  are 
an  inspiration,  and  we  are  sure  that  you  will  rejoice  with  us  in  the 
starting  of  a  School  on  the  same  lines  in  our  New  York  Meeting.  After 
^\e  months  it  now  numbers  25  regular  attenders,  who  seem  deeply 
interested." 

Education. 

North  Carolina  says :  "  The  greatest  factor  in  our  educational  work 
is  Guilford  College.  Our  college  has  no  debt,  has  a  largely  increased 
endowment,  more  students,  and  withal  a  brighter  outlook  as  an  institu- 
tion for  strengthening  our  religious  force,  and  teaching  and  maintaining 
the  principles  of  Friends.  A  concern  was  felt  that  the  secondary  schools 
and  a^iademies  under  the  cajre  of  Friends  in  the  State  might  be 
strengthened  and  their  power  for  good  increased." 

Ohio  says :  "  The  work  of  the  Friends'  Bible  Institute  and  Training 
School  has  been  abundantly  blessed,  and  we  are  grateful  to  God  for  the 
work  a<icomplished  in  promoting  a  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  and  the 
uncompromising  acceptance  of  them  as  a  Divine  revelation.'* 

Indiana  writes :  *'  Encouraging  reports  from  our  academies  and  Eail- 
ham  College  show  increasing  interest  in  the  cause  of  education.  The 
capacity  of  the  present  buildings  being  insufficient  to  accommodate  the 
increasing  number  of  students,  we  are  taking  steps  to  erect  a  new 
dormitory  at  Earlham." 

Western  writes :  **  Our  educational  institutions  have  increased  in 
attendance,  interest,  and  spiritual  activity,  and  we  rejoice  in  the  hearty 
financial  support  given  them." 

From  Iowa  we  learn ;  "  Encouraging  efforts  are  being  made  for  the 
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larger  endowment  and  greater  efficiency  of  Penn  College,  especially  in 
all  the  biblical  and  religious  instruction.  The  Friends  of  Nebraska  and 
adjacent  parts  of  South  Dakota  and  Kansas  maintain  a  college  whose 
helpful  influence  is  far-reaching.'* 

Canadfi  says :  '*  The  disastrous  blow  which  fell  upon  our  educational 
work  in  the  recent  destruction  of  Pickering  College  by  fire  is  severely 
felt  throughout  our  Yearly  Meeting.  We  are  thankful,  however,  to  feel 
that  we  have  good  ground  for  hope  that,  through  the  liberahty  of 
Friends,  we  shall,  in  time,  be  able  to  reopen  the  institution  under 
favourable  auspices." 

KcuMos  reports :  *'  The  condition  of  our  College  at  Wichita,  Kansas,, 
and  of  our  seven  academies  is  encouraging.  The  attendance  in  college 
is  increasing  each  year,  and  has  already  reached  about  three  hundred  in 
the  year's  enrolment.  We  have  not  the  means  needed  to  enlarge  and 
equip  in  a  way  to  meet  the  increasing  demands,  but  we  are  meeting  these 
as  best  we  can  without  going  beyond  our  resources. 

**  Many  young  men  and  wpmen  of  our  members  are  availing  them- 
selves of  these  opportimities  for  obtaining  a  liberal  education,  and  are 
proving  the  efficacy  of  the  same  by  their  valuable  services  in  the  work 
of  the  Church." 

Wilmington  tells  us :  **  Our  educational  work,  which  is  centred  in 
Friendsvillc  Academy  and  Wilmington  College,  has  had  an  unusual 
growth  the  past  year.  Wilmington  College  has  enjoyed  the  most  suc- 
cessful year  of  her  history.  Her  attendance  and  equipment  are  growing 
rapidly.  Over  $10,000  have  been  added  this  year,  making  a  total  addi-. 
tion  to  the  endowment  fund,  in  less  than  three  years,  of  $25,000.  This 
assures  the  college  of  admission  to  the  Association  of  Ohio  Colleges  soon." 

Oregon  reports :  **  Our  Pacific  College  has  just  closed  another  year  of 
successful  work,  sending  out  the  largest  class  of  graduates  of  any  year 
in  her  history.  We  look  ^ith  pride  and  great  hopefulness  upon  the 
ranks  of  young  people  with  strong  Christian  characters  which  one 
school  is  giving  to  the  world,  we  trust  to  help  solve  some  of  the 
problems  that  confront  us  on  every  hand.  It  is  with  profound  satis- 
faction that  we  can  plsu;e  our  young  people  within  her  walls,  knowing 
that  they  are  safe  under  the  guardian  care  of  an  efficient  Christian 
faculty,  and  that  the  curriculum  of  study  and  all  their  teaching  will  be 
with  the  purpose  of  building  Christian  character,  and  we  pray  for  the  time 
when  her  iftefulness  may  be  enhanced  by  increased  financial  ability."   * 

Calif omia  writes :  "  Our  college  at  Whittier  for  the  guarded  educa- 
tion of  our  yoimg  men  and  women  who  feel  that  they  have  a  mission 
and  wish  the  development  of  every  resource  of  their  being,  for  the 
ministry  of  the  Word  and  service  amongst  men,  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition. 

**  A  proposition  was  made  by  our  beloved  friend  Washington  Hadley, 
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to  give  #20,000  as  a  permanent  endowment  for  the  College,  provided  tiie 
amount  should  be  increased  by  #100,000,  making  the  entire  sum  #150,000, 
and  a  like  sum  on  the  same  conditions  by  Andrew  Carnegie.  Our  people 
faced  the  offer,  and  with  unfaltering  heroism  pledged  the  other  #60,000. 
We  are  humbled  with  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  God  for  the  liberality 
of  our  membership  in  the  loyal  support  of  all  the  varied  interests  of  the 
Church." 

Tbmpbramgb. 

North  Carolina  says :  '*  The  unusual  interest  and  general  awakening 
in  our  State  in  the  cause  of  temperance  has  resulted  in  better  temperance 
laws,  and  has  given  us  courage  to  work  and  hope  for  even  greater  things. 
The  Governor  of  our  State,  whose  heart  and  soul  is  in  this  great  move- 
ment, spent  a  day  with  us  attending  our  business  sessions,  and  giving  us 
a  most  stirring  temperance  address.*' 

Oregon  writes:  **Wo  are  rejoicing  in  the  increase  of  Temperance 
sentiment  in  our  State,  which  resulted  at  our  last  election  in  the  closing 
of  the  saloons  in  nine  counties  by  the  local  option  law.'* 


Ltmohing. 

North  Carolina  says :  "  Our  Yearly  Meeting  has  expressed  its 
abhorrence  of  lynchings  in  a  resolution  to  be  inserted  in  the  Minutes ; 
and  in  this  cause  the  Governor  of  our  State  most  feelingly  requested  our 
prayers  that  he  may  know  how  to  meet  the  baffling  questions  which  his 
position  requires  him  to  face." 


Pbacb. 

New  England,  Western,  Iowa,  Kansas,  and  Oregon  allude  with  thank- 
fulness to  the  progress  of  the  cause  of  Peace  and  Arbitration. 

Ka^uas  writes :  "  That  the  important  subject  of  Peace  and  Arbitration 
is  receiving  so  much  consideration  by  the  world  at  large,  and  that  public 
sentiment  is  being  developed  so  rapidly  in  this  direction,  are  causes  for 
rejoicing  and  occasions  for  thanksgiving.  We  feel  anxious  that  Friends 
may  continue  steadfast  and  aggressive  in  this  reform  movement,  which, 
when  accomplished,  will  revolutionize  the  polity  of  the  nations  of  the 
world. 

"  We  are  likely  to  become  inactive,  and  to  some  extent  indifferent, 
when  we  see  the  movement  has  become  popular  and  by  its  own 
momentum  gives  promise  of  sure  victory.  It  was  ours  to  stand  for  this 
principle,  Christ*s  law  in  human  affairs,  when  it  met  with  little  favour 
without ;  and  we  would  that  Friends  press  hard  now,  as  success  seems 
assured."

The  Overseers  are  also  to  meet  at  two  o'clock  to-day  in 
the  Old  Meeting-house.  They  are  also  desired  to  report  to 
a  future  sitting  of  this  Meeting. 

Fourth-day  Afternoon,  22nd  of  Fifth  Month. 
(Met  in  Joint  Session.) 

17.  A  Keport  dealing  with  the  position  of  Friends  in  New 
Zealand,  drawn  up  by  the  Australasian  Committee  of  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings,  has  now  been  read,  and  we  have 
thus  been  introduced  into  a  lively  interest  in  the  concern  of 
onr  friends  Sarah  Jane  Lury  and  Elizabeth  Beavan  Eutter, 
on  whose  behalf  we  adopt  the  following  liberating  Minute. 
[For  Beport  see  Appendix  A,  p.  103.] 

18.  Our  dear  friends  Sarah  Jane  Lury  and  Elizabeth 
Beavan  Eutter,  Ministers  with  whom  we  have  unity,  have 
informed  us  that  they  feel  called  of  God  to  visit  New 
Zealand  with  a  view  of  opening  a  Friends*  Home  of  Eesi- 
dence  for  pupils  attending  schools  in  one  or  more  of  the 
larger  towns.  They  have  each  received  a  Minute  from 
Bristol  and  Somerset  Quarterly  Meeting,  endorsing  Minutes 
from  their  respective  Monthly  Meetings,  viz.,  S.  J.  Lury's 
Meeting  of  North  Somerset  and  Wiltshire,  and  E.  B. 
Butter's  Meeting  of  Shaftesbury  and  Sherborne,  cordially 
liberating  them. 

We  understand  that  they  propose  to  visit  Indiana  and 
Kansas  Yearly  Meetings  and  the  Five  Years'  Meeting  at 
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Eichmond,  Indiana,  on  their  way  out,  and  some  of  the 
Meetings  in  Australia  and  Capetown  on  their  return. 

In  view  of  the  great  interest  we  feel  in  the  peculiar 
position  of  many  of  our  Friends  in  New  Zealand,  we  have 
entered  with  loving  sympathy  into  the  call  felt  by  our  dear 
friends,  and  we  liberate  them  for  this  service,  earnestly 
desiring  that  both  in  New  Zealand  and  in  the  other  places 
which  they  visit  they  may  know  the  guidance  and  sustaining 
strength  of  our  Lord. 

We  commend  our  dear  sisters  to  the  blessing  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  and  to  the  sympathy  of  the  Friends 
amongst  whom  they  may  go. 

A  copy  of  this  Minute,  signed  by  the  Clerk,  is  to  be 
handed  to  each  of  our  friends. 

19.  Our  dear  friend  Joseph  Cheal,  a  Minister  vnth  whom 
we  have  unity,  has  told  us  of  a  desire  he  has  felt  for  some 
time  to  visit  some  of  the  Meetings  in  Canada,  and  to  attend 
Canada  Yearly  Meeting. 

He  has  a  Minute  of  Dorking,  Horsham  and  Guildford 
Monthly  Meeting,  endorsed  by  Sussex,  Surrey  and  Hants 
Quarterly  Meeting,  with  which  we  unite,  and  we  cordially 
liberate  him  for  the  service  to  which  he  feels  the  Divine 
call.  We  pray  that  his  service  may  be  owned  of  God,  and 
may  bear  fruit  to  Him  in  the  lives  of  many. 

We  ask  our  friend,  as  opportunity  may  arise,  to  assure 
all  our  friends  of  our  warm  love  for  them.

20.  We  have  read  at  this  time  an  informal  letter,  dated 
29th  of  Fourth  Month,  1907,  from  Charles  S.  Carter,  who 
is  the  Clerk  of  Philadelphia  Yearly  Meeting  this  year,  in 
which  he  acknowledges  with  cordial  goodwill  our  letter  of 
last  year  addressed  to  his  Yearly  Meeting.  He  states  that 
the  information  that  our  message  had  b^^.  f^ived  met 
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with  a  hearty  expression  of  appreciation  from  many  of  their 
members.

23.  As  requested  by  the  57th  Minute  last  year,  the  Meet- 
ing for  Sufiferings  has  prepared  the  following  summary  of 
Reports  from  our  Quarterly  Meetings.

Fourteen  Quarterly  Meetings  and  the  General  Meeting  for  Scotland 
report  that  they  have  laid  down  their  Meetings  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight. 

Three  Quarterly  Meetings,  namely,  Derby,  Lincoln  and  Notts,  Devon 
and  Cornwall,  and  Norfolk,  Cambridge  and  Hunts,  continue  their 
Meetings  as  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committees. 

In  most  instances  where  the  Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and 
Oversight  has  been  laid  down,  its  work  has  been  taken  into  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  itself.  Seven  Quarterly  Meetings  have  appointed  Extension  or 
Similar  Committees. 

Forty-six  Monthly  Meetings  and  one  Two-Months*  Meeting  have  laid 
down  their  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight. 

Twenty-one  Monthly  Meetings  and  two  Two-Months'  Meetings  have 
continued  their  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  as  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committees. 

Ten  Monthly  Meetings  have  appointed  Ministry  Committees. 

In  most  instances  where  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committees  have 
been  dropped,  the  work  has  been  brought  into  the  Monthly  Meeting. 
Nine  Monthly  Meetings  have  appointed  Extension  Committees,  six 
have  Oversight  Committees,  eight  report  the  appointment  of  Special 
Committees.

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journey,  and  trust  that  the  blessing  of  God  may  continue  to 
attend  his  labours  in  Japan  and  on  the  continent  of  America 
as  he  returns. 

REPORT  FROM  THE  MEETING  FOR  SUFFERINGS  TO 
THE  YEARLY  MEETING  ON  THE  WOKK  OF  FRIENDS 
LIBERATED  FOR  FOREIGN   SERVICE. 

In  Eighth  Month  last  Joseph  Gundry  Alexander  was  liberated  to  visit 
the  stations  of  the  Friends'  Foreign  Mission  Association  in  Western 
China  and  such  chief  centres  of  missionary  work  in  China  as  time  would 
permit,  especially  to  lay  before  missionaries  and  native  Christisms  the 
peaceable  nature  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  expected,  in  addi- 
tion, to  give  assistance  to  the  movement  against  the  Opium  Traffic, 
in  which .  cause  he  has  long  been  an  earnest  labourer.  On  the  way 
to  China  he  expected  to  visit  Mission  stations  in  Ceylon  and  Singa- 
pore. His  return  journey  would  be  via  Japan  and  the  United  States, 
where  he  contemplated  attending  California  Yeeurly  Meeting  and  paying 
some  visits  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York.  The  companionship  of 
Check  Hong  Cheong,  of  Melbourne,  during  a  portion  of  the  service 
in  China  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 

Correspondence  with  Charles  D.  and  A.  Mabel  Terrell  in  France  and 
with  Edward  A.  and  Edith  M.  Annett  during  their  service  in  New 
Zealand  hsis  been  maintained  by  the  Committees  appointed  for  this 
purpose.

25.  We  have  had  before  us  the  Eeport  of  the  Comroittee 
of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  appointed  to  correspond  with 
Charles  D.  and  A.  Mabel  Terrell  in  France.  Charles  D. 
Terrell  has  added  further  interesting  details  regarding  their 
work.  We  shall  be  glad  if  he  will  take  from  us  a  loving 
message  of  sympathy  and  goodwill  for  those  amongst  whom 
he  and  his  wife  are  labouring,  and  about  whom  he  has 
told  us.     [See  Appendix  A,  p.  106.] 

26.  The  following  Eeport  of  the  Ministry  Committee  of 
this  Meeting  has  now  been  read.  Thankfulness  has  been 
expressed  for  helpful  and  timely  visits  to  various  Meetings 
throughout  the  country,  and  we  believe  that  a  considerable 
service  still  lies  before    this  Committee.     We  concur  iu 
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the  suggestion  that  the  membership  of  the  Committee 
should  be  revised,  and  we  appoint  the  following  Friends 
to  bring  to  a  later  sitting  of  this  Meeting  nominations 
for  such  an  appointment.

REPORT  PROM  THE  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE  TO  THE 
YEARLY  MEETING. 

As  the  Committee  is  for  the  first  time  reporting  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
at  large,  it  seems  desirable  to  review  the  whole  of  our  work  in  order  that 
the  Yearly  Meeting  may  have  materials  before  it  upon  which  to  decide 
as  to  the  continuance  of  the  Committee. 

In  1903  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  gave  special 
consideration  to  the  question  of  the  Ministry,  and  set  apart  a  Committee 
of  twenty-nine  Friends  to  **  obtain  information  and  give  help  and  counsel 
with  regard  to  the  Ministry"  throughout  the  Yearly  Meeting.  A  broad 
progranmae  of  work  was  contemplated.  The  Minute  of  appointment 
said,  **  The  work  of  this  Conmiittee  might  include  the  holding  of  con- 
ferences on  the  work  of  the  Ministry ;  it  might  advise  as  to  Bible  Study ; 
as  to  the  formation  or  improvement  of  libraries ;  promote  Bible  Classes 
and  aid  our  members  in  other  ways  bearing  upon  the  work  of  the 
Ministry.** 

The  first  year*s  work,  after  some  time  had  been  spent  in  carefully 
considering  the  needs  of  the  situation,  consisted  mainly  in  assistance 
given  at  local  conferences  on  the  subject  of  the  Ministry,  which  proved 
specially  serviceable  when  held  in  a  free  and  practical  way  with  full 
opportunity  for  the  asking  and  answering  of  questions.  Service  of  this 
kind  has  continued  to  open  out  from  year  to  year ;  about  twelve  such 
conferences  having  been  held  during  the  last  twelve  months.  In  some 
cases  our  efforts  have  led  to  local  work  being  undertaken,  as  in  London 
and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meeting,  where,  as  the  result  of  the  reading  of 
our  Report  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight,  a  CoVf^-' 
mittee  was  appointed  by  the  Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  0?9ry 
sight,  which  held  such  conferences  in  most  of  the  Meetings  in  the 
London  district.  We  have,  however,  felt  that  such  conferences  should 
often  be  only  the  beginning  of  systematic  work  in  a  Meeting,  for  the 
deepening  of  that  spiritual  life  out  of  which  a  powerful  Ministry  will 
naturally  spring,  and  we  have  accordingly  engaged  in  this  deeper 
spiritual  work,  where  desired,  in  connection  with  Quarterly  Meetings 
or  Particular  Meetings,  and  where  Friends  on  our  Committee  have  been 
found  with  a  concern  to  undertake  the  service  asked  for.  As  insta^c^8 
of  this  work  during  the  last  year  visits  have  been  paid  in  Cock^rmouth 
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and  district,  and  in  the  Meetings  of  Kent  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  other 
similar  service  will,  we  believe,  open  before  us.  Two  of  oiur  members 
also  assisted  in  a  Winter  Settlement  at  Wakefield,  held  for  six  days  by 
Yorkshire  Friends,  with  the  object  of  promoting  a  sense  of  fellowship  and 
conmion  work. 

In  the  autumn  of  1905  a  concern  was  brought  before  us  which  led  our 
Committee  to  appeal  to  Friends  to  set  apart  some  special  times  for 
united  prayer  and  fellowship,  in  order  that  our  Society  might  plead  for 
Divine  life  and  power  to  enable  it  worthily  to  fulfil  its  mission  to  the 
world.    Many  helpful  meetings  of  this  character  were  held. 

The  promotion  of  Bible  study  and  equipment  for  the  Ministry  was 
one  of  our  original  duties,  and  we  have  watched  with  warm  sympathy 
the  developing  work  in  this  direction  of  the  Woodbrooke  Settlement  and 
the  similar  work  of  Siunmer  Schools,  Week-end  Settlements,  and  the 
like.  On  two  occasions  we  have  held  our  Conmiittees  at  Woodbrooke. 
During  the  last  year  we  have  ourselves,  in  pursuance  of  our  appointment, 
entered  on  work  of  this  kind  by  arranging  for  the  writing  of  a  series  of 
papers  under  the, general  title  of  "Preparation  for  Service,**  including 
such  subjects  as  Principles  of  Bible  Study,  Foundation  Truths,  BeaHty 
in  Life,  The  Place  of  Prayer  and  Family  Worship,  Pastond  Ccure,  The 
Teacher's  Equipment,  The  Delivery  of  the  Message,  and  Personal 
Dedication.  The  first  three  papers  will  have  been  issued  by  the  time 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  Friends'  Fellowship  Union,  who  first 
approached  us  on  the  subject,  are  printing  and  circulating  the  papers, 
which  it  is  hoped  will  be  widely  used  throughout  the  Society,  in  Beading 
Circles  and  other  ways.  While  the  series  is  issued  under  the  general 
oversight  of  the  Committee,  it  is  clearly  stated  on  the  papers  that  the 
responsibility  for  the  statements  contained  in  them  rests  with  the  authors 
themselves. 

The  service  of  our  Committee  in  these  and  other  directions  has  only 
in  a  small  degree  reached  to  the  needs  of  the  case,  owing,  in  part,  to  lack 
of  strength  and  abiUty  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
and  in  part  to  the  absence  of  concern  in  regard  to  the  Ministry  which 
still  prevails  in  many  Meetings.  While  we  hope  the  wide  basis  of  our 
original  appointment  will  be  preserved,  we  should  welcome  any  action  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting  which  would  increase  the  strength  and  efficiency 
of  our  Committee,  and  hope,  if  continued,  its  personnel  will  be  carefully 
revised  with  this  object,  and  that  it  may  have  full  Hberty  to  co-opt  or  in 
other  ways  to  make  use  in  its  work  of  suitable  Friends,  younger  and 
older,  whq  uiay  not  themselves  be  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  K^embers  of  the  Committee  have  been  drawn  from  various  sections 
of  reUgious  thought  in  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  it  has  been  good  for 
us  thus  to  be  thrown  together  in  conference  and  united  work.  We  have 
been  cheered  and  encouraged  by  the  harmony  of  spirit  that  has  prevailed, 
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which  has  not  been  hindered  by  the  free  expression  of  differences  of  view 
as  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Society.  Undoubtedly  much  more  can 
be  attempted  as  unity  grows  amongst  us.  It  is  cheering  to  note  many 
signs  of  this  growth,  and  the  best  hope  for  hastening  its  progress  appears 
to  lie  in  the  prosecution  of  work  in  common,  such  as  that  upon  which 
this  Committee  has  been  engaged. 

The  work  we  have  attempted  still  needs  to  be  done — ^needs  most  to  be 
done,  perhaps,  in  places  where  the  need  is  recognized  the  least.  It  is 
most  likely  to  be  helpful  where  it  follows  fresh  and  unconventional  lines, 
and  responds  to  the  requirements  of  the  young  men  and  women  of  our 
Society,  who  are  craving  for  a  religion  of  spiritual  power  and  brotherly 
service.  The  worthy  expression,  in  the  realm  of  thought  and  the  realm 
of  life,  of  the  spiritual  Gospel  for  which  the  Society  stands  is  bound  up 
with  the  question  of  the  Ministry.  The  Society  is  arousing  itself  to  the 
necessity  of  reaching  the  needs  of  the  world  with  living  words  from 
living  men.  We  already  can  hear  the  Spirit  of  God  stirring  among  the 
branches.  May  the  Yearly  Meeting  do  its  part  in  preparing  the  way  for 
the  coming  blessing  I

The  number  of  Particular  Meetings  reported  this  year  is  8S9,  being 
six  more  than  last  year,  of  Allowed  Meetings  47,  making  a  total  of  886, 
being  two  more  than  last  year.  The  following  changes  have  taken  place  : 

Letchworth,  an  Allowed  Meeting  opened;  St.  Albans,  formerly  an 
Allowed  now  a  Particular  Meeting  (Bedfordshire  Quarterly 
Meeting). 

Liskeard,  a  Particular  Meeting  closed  (Devon  and  Cornwall  Quarterly 
Meeting). 

Hopetown,  formerly  an  Allowed  now  a  Particular  Meeting  (Durham 
Quarterly  Meeting). 

Woolwich,  an  Allowed  Meeting  opened  (London  and  Middlesex 
Quarterly  Meeting). 

Chatteris,  Downham,  and  Hunstanton,  formerly  Allowed  now  Par- 
ticular Meetings  (Norfolk,  Cambs  and  Hunts  Quarterly  Meeting). 

Poole,  reopened  as  an  Allowed  Meeting;  Portsmouth,  formerly  an 
Allowed  now  a  Particular  Meeting  (Sussex,  Surrey  and  Hants 
Quarterly  Meeting). 

Cotteridge,  formerly  an  Allowed  now  a  Particular  Meeting  (Warwick 
and  Leicester  Quarterly  Meeting). 

The  number  of  members  of  the  72  Monthly  Meetings  which  comprise 
the  19  Quarterly  Meetings,  on  the  81st  of  Twelfth  Month,  1906,  was 
18,677  (8,680  males,  9,997  females),  being  an  increase  of  211  on  the 
membership  reported  at  the  close  of  1905. 

The  number  of  members  in  the  Colonies  and  foreign  countries,  including 
26  whose  residence  is  unknown,  is  942.  Of  these  82  reside  in  Europe, 
186  in  Asia,  158  in  Africa,  857  in  America,  and  188  in  Australia.  The 
names  of  two  members  have  been  reported  to  the  Recording  Clerk  as 
having  been  removed  from  the  list  of  members  of  a  Monthly  Meeting 
during  1906,  under  the  regulation  adopted  last  year  respecting  members 
who  have  been  lost  sight  of,  and  who,  after  careful  inquiry,  cannot  be 
found. 

The  number  of  Habitual  Attenders  is  reported  as  7,465  (8,462 
males,  4,008  females),  being  a  decrease  of  118  on  the  number 
reported  last  year.  The  number  of  Associates  is  reported  as  1,162 
(470   males,  692  females),  being  an  increase  of   72  on  the  number 
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reported  last  year.     The  total    decrease  in  Habitual  Attenders  and 
Associates  is  41.

There  is  a  discrepancy  of  8  between  the  increase  as  shown  above  and

The  admissions  by  convincement  and  reinstatement  were  48  more  than 
last  year.  The  number  of  minors  admitted  was  24  more  than  last  year. 
The  loss  by  disownment,  resignation,  and  dissociation  is  88  less  than 
last  year.

In  looking 
back  over  the  twenty-five  years'  work  of  this  Committee, 
we  unite  with  them  in  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
for  the  many  doors  for  service  which  have  opened.  We 
look  forward  to  a  wider  sphere  of  work  for  this  Conmiittee 
in  f  ature,  and  warmly  commend  to  our  Quarterly  Meetings 
the  appeal  which  they,  are  making  for  increased  financial 
support. 

REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  HOME  MISSION  AND 
EXTENSION  COMMITTEE,  1907. 

The  Friends'  Home  Mission  and  Extension  Committee  has  met  four 
times  during  the  year,  with  an  average  attendance  of  40  of  its  members, 
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and  the  Executive  eleven  times,  as  is  customary,  with  an  average  of 
15  of  its  members.  The  Meeting  in  Tenth  Month  was  held  at  Scar- 
borough, and  it  was  felt  that  the  variety  of  a  change  from  London  was 
decidedly  helpful. 

The  Extension  Secretaries  of  Bristol  and  Somerset,  London  and 
Middlesex,  and  of  the  Yorkshire  1905  Committees,  and  some  local 
Friends  were  present,  and  this  made  it  possible  to  take  a  broad  sm'vey 
of  the  general  work  of*  the  Society  of  Friends,  to  hear  what  was  being 
done  in  some  of  the  provinces,  and  to  suggest  possible  lines  of  action  for 
the  future — the  ordinary  routine  work  being  curtailed  as  much  as 
possible.  Addresses  were  given  or  papers  read  by  Arnold  S.  Rowntree 
on  " The  Need  and  Opportunity  for  Extending  the  Quaker  Fellowship"  ; 
by  E.  T.  W.  Dennis,  of  Scarborough,  on  "  Intervisitation  "  ;  by  Ernest  E. 
Taylor  on  "  Tramps  and  Quaker  Literature."  These  and  other  topics 
which  were  considered  gave  rise  to  a  free  discussion,  and  in  an  evening 
meeting,  which  was  open  to  local  Friends,  Joshua  Rowntree  and 
E.  Richard  Cross  gave  stimulating  and  interesting  addresses.  We  felt 
that  the  gathering  was  a  marked  success. 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  have  been  very  similar  to  last  year, 

pj^^^      leaving  a  deficit  on  the  year's  working  of  J6859  128.  4d., 
exclusive  of  legacies.    This  is  hardly  a  satisfactory  position, 
and  we  are  making  direct  appeal  to  Friends  for  increased  support,  which 
we  ask  the  Yearly  Meeting  cordially  to  endorse. 

The  Friends  working  with  the  Committee  number  84,  compared  with 

Worlcen  ^^  ^^'^^  year.  Harriette  Withers  Austin  has,  at  her  own 
request,  been  liberated  after  five  years  of  helpful  association 
with  us,  the  time  having  been  spent  at  Abingdon  and  Worcester,  where 
her  personal  interest  in  the  people  amongst  whom  she  visited  will  long 
be  remembered.  Charles  Cox  told  us  that  he  believed  the  time  had 
come  for  him  to  leave  Uxbridge,  and  when,  after  consideration,  this  was 
agreed  to,  his  name  was  discontinued  from  our  list.  He  has  worked 
with  our  Committee  since  1881,  living  in  Nailsworth,  Hereford,  and 
Shipston-on-Stomr,  and  rendering  much  service  in  a  humble  and  self- 
denying  spirit.  We  are  glad  to  Imow  that  he  is  continuing  to  minister 
to  his  neighbours  in  and  around  Tivetshall. 

The  numbers  mentioned  above  include  the  ofl&ce  staff ;  the  names  of 
Charles  H.  A.  Raymond,  who  is  working  with  the  Gospel  Car  for  a  time ; 
of  Susan  G.  Standing,  whom  we  have  accepted  as  a  candidate ;  and  of 
our  friends  Esther  M.  Kitching  and  Alice  Stephens,  who,  by  reason  of 
home  claims,  have  only  been  able  to  give  a  part  of  the  year  to  our  work. 

When  we  remember  that  Howard  Nicholson,  William  Hobson,  and 
William  Liddell  are  away  from  home  for  a  considerable  part  of  their 
time,  we  shall  see  that  our  efifective  resident  workers  have  been  fewer 
|»han  in  recent  years. 
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Charles  H.  Siddle  has  left  Pangboume  and  is  now  living  in  Evesham, 

RamovalA.  ^®^P^g  there  and  at  Badsey  and  Littleton.  We  believe  he 
hsbs  found  a  useful  sphere  of  service. 

Alice  Stephens  psdd  a  three  months*  visit  to  Pangboume.  We  are 
glad  to  record  that  the  Friends  there  are  feeling  their  responsibility  for 
the  work  laid  upon  them  since  that  visit  terminated,  and  that  they  are 
meeting  it  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  We  continue  to  help  them,  in 
conjunction  with  Beading  Friends,  by  arranging  that  they  shall  have 
frequent  visitors  on  First-days. 

Mark  H.  Lawson,  who  had  been  two  years  at  Evesham,  and  whose 
service  in  that  district  was  much  blessed,  felt  that  it  was  right  for  him 
to  offer  to  return  to  Gloucester,  where  he  had  previously  lived  for  four 
years,  that  he  might  help  in  the  various  Meetings  carried  on  under  the 
care  of  Friends,  without  devoting  himself  exclusively  to  any  one  of  them. 
This  suggestion  was  cordially  endorsed  by  Gloster  and  Nailsworth 
Monthly  Meeting. 

Harry  Frizzell,  who  had  had  much  fruit  for  his  four  years*  labour  at 
Sherborne  Street,  has  found  plenty  of  scope  for  service  in  Rochester. 
The  Friends  there  have  bought  a  hall  which  will  seat  250  persons,  and 
an  adjoining  room  to  hold  150.  They  are  also  spending  J^dOO  in  adding 
a  class-room,  cycle  shed,  kitchen,  &c.  They  are  holding  meetings  and 
classes  of  various  kinds,  which  are  steadily  growing  in  numbers.  About 
100  children  come  together  for  the  afternoon  Simday  School,  and  as 
many  persons  are  to  be  found  in  the  evening  Gospel  Meeting.  A  few  of 
these  have  already  made  the  Morning  Meeting  at  Northgate  their  place 
of  worship,  the  distance  from  it  to  the  new  hall  being  only  short.  We 
are  glad  to  know  of  lives  that  have  been  changed  through  the  preaching 
of  the  Gospel  message,  and  trust  that  the  work  which  has  made  such  a 
good  start  will  continue  to  prosper.  *^ 

Clara  Pleydell,  who  had  been  at  Abingdon,  has,  in  response  to  a 
request  for  help  from  Batcliff  and  Barking  Monthly  Meeting,  gone  to 
live  at  Grays,  Essex.  Here  again  local  Friends  have  felt  the  responsi- 
bility of  living  in  a  neighboinrhood  where  the  welfare  of  many  working 
people  is  little  cared  for  by  other  religious  bodies,  and  believing  that 
they  had  a  message  for  them  have  determined  to  deliver  it.  They  have 
fitted  up  a  room  which  holds  about  100  persons,  and  have  organized 
several  classes,  which  meet  on  week  evenings.  Their  room  is  full  on 
Sunday  evenings  with  a  mixed  compemy,  and  in  the  afternoon  with 
children.    We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  share  in  this  work  also. 

Sixty-one  series  of  meetings  have  been  held,  in  which  11  of  our 
workers  have  shared,  and,  although  we  do  not  tabulate  the 

^^2^m.  numbers  of  those  who  have  been  definitely  helped,  we  know 
very  many  have  been  strengthened  in  the  Christian  life,  and 
that  very  many  also  have,  for  the  first  time,  definitely  confessed  their 
faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
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George  Ash  felt  a  concern  laid  upon  him  to  hold  series  of  meetings  in 
six  of  the  Mission  centres  in  Leeds,  a  concern  which  received  the 
approval  of  local  Friends,  and  which  was  carried  ont  during  the  winter 
with  some  assistance  from  Mark  H.  Lawson.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Leeds  Christian  Union  writes :  "  The  Mission  has  been  crowned  with 
blessing.  Much  prayer  and  earnest  waiting  upon  the  Lord  preceded  the 
gatherings,  and,  as  the  simple  Gospel  was  told,  hearts  softened  and  a 
spirit  of  boldness  was  given  to  many,  practically  all  young  people,  who 
entered  into  newness  of  life  through  Him  who  had  called  them  to  a  full 
surrender.  .  .  .  For  all  things  we  thank  Him  who  sent  the  faithful 
messengers." 

Esther  M.  Kitching  held  meetings  at  Lowestoft  with  the  children 
connected  with  Friends'  Sunday  Schools,  and  hopes  that  the  way  may 
open  for  a  continuation  of  this  service.  She  is  well  able  to  gain  and  to 
hold  the  attention  of  the  children,  and  brings  home  to  them  the  Gospel 
story  by  means  of  object-lessons,  illustrations,  Ac. 

We  are  not  yet  able  to  record  that  much  has  been  done  by  our  workers 

BztAiuloiL   ^**  ^®  ordinarily  understood  as  Extension  Work,  although 

Rochester  and  Grays  might  well  be  classed  under  this  head. 

The  increased  attendances  at  Dover,  Bridlington,  and  Leiston,  the 
addition  of  class-rooms  at  Abingdon,  the  renovation  of  the  School-house 
at  Hartshill,  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Meeting-house  at  Hereford  might, 
however,  be  mentioned  in  this  connection.  At  the  last  named,  the 
Meeting-house  has  been  altered,  and  now  provides  about  100  extra  seats, 
and  the  class-rooms  added  to.  The  members  and  Attenders  of  the  Meet- 
ings and  Adult  Schools  contributed  je55  Ss.  lOd.  out  of  the  JE193  17s.  lOd. 
required  for  the  purpose,  and  are  also  sending  a  contribution  of  about 
£15  to  our  Funds,  thus  showing  a  practical  interest  in  their  Meetings. 

John  Oyston  is  acting  as  Secretary  to  the  Extension  Committee  of 
Berks  and  Oxon  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  Mark  H.  Lawson  as  Assistant 
Clerk  to  the  newly-appointed  Extension  Committee  of  Gloster  and 
Nallsworth  Monthly  Meeting. 

Pursuant  to  the  Minute  of  the  last  Yearly  Meeting,  we  have  sought  to 
come  into  touch  with  Quarterly  and  Monthly  Meeting  Extension  Com- 
mittees, which  we  find  have  been  formed,  or  are  in  course  of  formation, 
in  more  than  half  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings.  The  following  Reports 
from  such  of  these  Committees  as  have  been  at  work  for  some  Uttle  time 
will  give  an  idea  of  the  service  that  is  at  present  being  undertaken. 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Quarterly  Meeting  has  had  for  about  seventeen 
years  a  Mission  Committee,  which  has  arranged  a  considerable  number 
of  visits  and  of  advertized  addresses  to  the  public,  and  has  psdd  con- 
siderable attention  to  some  small  Meetings  which  were  on  the  verge  of 
extinction.  London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meeting  has  had  since 
1902  an  Extension  Committee,  called  the  Central  Standing  Committee 
pf  London  and  Middlesex  Quarterly  Meeting. 
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1.  The  Central  Standing  Committee  consists  of  24  representative 
Friends.  Meetings  are  held  monthly,  except  in  Eighth  Month,  and 
members  are  expected  to  attend  or  send  an  apology.  It  is  felt  that  the 
Committee  is  essentially  a  working  one,  and  that  regular  attendance  is 
important. 

2.  The  duties  of  the  Committee  are  to  arrange  for  meetings  of  Recorded 
Ministers;  visitation  of  Meetings;  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  Meet- 
ings where  there  is  a  nucleus  of  Friends,  and  a  desire  is  expressed  for  a 
Meeting  in  the  neighbourhood ;  the  right  distribution  of  Friends  during 
the  Yearly  Meeting,  and  such  other  duties  as  are  from  time  to  time 
referred  to  it  by  the  Quarterly  Meeting. 

3.  Meetings  of  Recorded  Ministers  for  prayer  and  conference  are  held 
Present  Work.  "^^^^^J"    ^^  address  is  given  or  a  paper  read  on  a  subject 

of  special  interest  to  those  engaged  in  the  vocal  service  in 
our  Meetings  for  Worship. 

4.  A  Visitation  Sub-Committee  meets  monthly  and  arranges  for  visits  to 
our  various  Meetings.  Several  plans  have  been  tried,  but  the  present 
one  seems  the  best,  viz. :  A  list  is  prepared  by  the  Secretary  and  care- 
fully gone  through  by  the  Sub- Committee,  after  which  the  visitors  are 
written  to,  asking  if  they  can  see  their  way  to  visit  certain  Meetings. 
Full  liberty  is  given  to  the  visitor  to  suggest  either  another  place 
or  date.  In  addition  to  ordinary  visitation,  special  addresses  are  being 
given  at  two  or  three  Meetings.  There  are  at  present  two  Sub-Com- 
mittees having  care  of  new  Meetings,  viz.,  Uford  and  Woolwich.  With 
the  cordial  sanction  and  support  of  Luton  and  Leighton  Monthly  Meet- 
ing the  Committee  arranged  for  four  meetings  at  Jordajis  during  the 
summer  of  1906.     It  is  hoped  to  arrange  further  meetings  next  year. 

The  Yorkshire  1905  Committee  is  composed  of  two  Friends  from  each 
of  four  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  and  four  Friends  from  the  fifth,  making 
twelve  in  all,  to  which  are  added  an  Hon.  Treasurer  and  Secretary. 
There  are  in  addition  41  Friends  acting  as  Local  Helpers.  Active 
visitation  of  Meetings,  special  addresses,  coiurses  of  lectures,  week-end 
settlements  and  tramps,  and  the  printing  and  circulation  of  up-to-date 
literature  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Committee.  The  organizing  of 
week-end  settlements  has  been  a  prominent  feature  of  the  work.  Alto- 
gether about  190  Men  ctfid  Women  Friends  took  part  in  the  service,  and 
about  140  separate  Meetings  or  Schools  were  held  or  visited,  the  settle- 
ments being  arranged  at  Skipton,  Ackworth,  Ulverstone,  Cockermouth, 
Leybum,  Bainbridge,  and  Harrogate. 
We  have  initiated  a  course  of  study  which  is  open  to  all  the  members 

and  Attenders  of  our  Meetings,  and  which  will  in  three 
j^g^oiAwL      y®^"^  include  the  study  of  three  books  of  the  Bible,  of 

Early  Church  history,  and  of  the  distinctive  views  of  the 
Society  of  Friends.    An  examination  will  be  arranged  at  the  end  of 
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each  year,  and,  although  the  course  must  necessarily  he  somethmg 
of  an  experiment,  we  helieve  that  the  fact  that  more  than  200  names 
have  been  registered  proves  that  many  are  glad  to  have  the  opportmiity 
thus  offered  of  systematic  study,  and  that  this  will  indirectly  be  a  great 
help  in  many  of  our  smaller  Meetings.  F.  H.  Brown  and  Dr.  C.  G. 
Clarke  have  kindly  drawn  up  the  syllabus  and  will  prepare  the 
examination  papers. 

The  Friendly  Messenger  is  increasingly  useful  in  spreading  information 
about  our  work  and  in  keeping  places  in  touch  with  one  another.  We 
ask  Friends  to  assist  in  increasing  its  circulation.  The  Circulating 
Library  boxes  have  been  in  constant  use  and  11,065  copies  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  Epistle  have  been  distributed. 

The  Corresponding  Bible  Class  for  our  workers  is  still  most  kindly  and 
efficiently  carried  on  by  Frederick  Sessions. 

A  Summw  School  was  held  in  Llandrindod  Wells  in  Ninth  Month,  in 
which  the  Clerk  of  our  Conmiittee  and  other  Friends  took  part.  It  was 
well  supported  by  Friends,  but  as  it  was  held  with  a  view  to  reaching 
visitors,  and  did  not  attract  as  many  as  was  expected,  it  was  only 
considered  as  partially  successful. 

The  formation  of  Mission  Bands  has  been  found  successful  in  some 
places.  A  band  of  three  or  four  workers  undertake  to  visit  a  Meeting  on 
a  given  date,  and  as  no  one  of  them  feels  obliged  to  take  vocal  part  nor 
is  personally  responsible  for  the  Meeting,  he  is  able  simply  and  briefly  to 
give  any  message  which  may  be  entrusted  to  him  and  to  pray  for  the 
right  (»rdering  of  the  Meeting.  In  this  way  the  gifts  of  the  less  experienced 
are  developed,  and  Meetings  have  discovered  that  even  in  the  evening 
gatherings  there  may  be  room  for  many  right  utterances. 

In  one  place  where  there  are  many  new  Attenders  a  class  has  been 
formed  for  teaching  Friends'  principles  to  the  children,  and  it  is  found 
that  they  look  forward  to  the  hour  which  is  spent  in  this  way  and  carry 
home  much  of  the  teaching.  We  believe  that  in  similar  Meetings  both 
this  and  the  Mission  Band  might  be  utilized  in  the  general  organization. 

The  Gospel  Car  which  was  given  us  last  summer  made  its  first  tour  in 
charge  of  Charles  Seymour  and  J.  P.  Bodwell  (a  F.F.M.A.  candidate), 
visiting  the  viUages  of  Bletchingley  and  Coolham,  and  then  travelling 
through  some  of  the  villages  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Southampton. 
Different  workers  helped,  and  all  were  strongly  impressed  with  the 
darkness  of  many  villagers  in  respect  of  spiritual  knowledge.  They 
frequently  had  the  joy  of  pointing  out  the  way  of  salvation  to  those 
who  felt  their  need  of  a  Saviour. 

During  the  winter  the  Car  has  been  stationary  at  Abingdon,  and 
through  the  cold,  dark  nights  the  work  has  centred  in  the  Meeting- 
house, where  the  numbers  drawn  in  have  been  larger  than  ever  before. 
We  only  wait  the  advent  of  some  one  who  will  follow  the  **  man  with  the 
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Car,*'  that  we  may  liberate  him  to  continue  his  itinerant  work,  for  this  is 
the  primary  object  of  the  Car. 

We  have  purposely  given  a  brief  report  of  this  year's  work  in  orto 
that  we  may  review  that  which  has  occupied  as  for  twenty-five  years. 

REVIEW  OP  TWENTY-PIVE  YEARS'  WORK. 

In  looking  back  over  the  operations  of  the  Conunittee  during  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century,  feelings  of  deep  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
arise  in  our  hearts  for  the  many  doors  which  have  been  opened  befoie 
us,  inviting  to  services  in  the  extension  of  His  Kingdom  and  the  uplifting 
of  our  fellow-men. 

We  have,  during  the  existence  of  the  Committee,  been  glad  to  render 
assistance  by  residence  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period  in  80  Meetings. 
Of  that  number  we  are  at  present  helping  in  29,  two  others  are  imder 
the  oversight  of  their  Monthly  Meetings  assisted  by  financial  grants 
from  us.  Nine  of  our  workers  are  each  helping  in  two  or  three 
centres. 

It  has  been  the  object  of  the  Conmiittee  to  assist  these  Meetings  by 
a  better  organization  of  their  work  and  by  temporary  assistance  from 
outside  their  own  membership,  the  time  spent  in  one  place  varying 
in  duration  according  to  the  gifts  of  the  local  Friends  and  the  claims 
of  the  work. 

This  purpose  of  giving  help  for  a  time  and  then  passing  on  to  other 
and  more  needy  places  has  been  proved  to  be  practical  and  followed  by 
good  results. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  the  Meetings  seeking  help  are  naturally 
amongst  the  weakest,  the  results  are  decidedly  encouraging,  but  the  task 
of  building  up  a  Friends'  Meeting  is  admittedly  a  difficult  one,  and  the 
success  of  such  work  will  be  largely  in  proportion  to  the  degree  in 
which  a  Monthly  Meeting  has  the  power  and  the  will  actively  to  par- 
ticipate in  it. 

Included  in  the  80  Meetings  there  are  11  which  had  been  closed  for 
many  years.  In  these  eleven  there  is  now  an  active  aggressive  work 
carried  on,  and  in  five  of  them  new  buildings  have  had  to  be  provided 
to  meet  the  growing  needs. 

In  eight  other  places  new  Meeting-houses  or  Mission  Halls  have  had 
to  be  built,  as  the  outcome  of  extension  work  in  which  we  have  assisted 
by  residence. 

In  four  recent  years  for  which  we  have  statistics  220  persons  joined 
Friends  from  centres  we  are  helping,  being  14  per  cent,  of  the  total  who 
were  admitted  throughout  the  Society  during  the  same  period. 

We  have  endeavoured  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  our  workers  and  to 
enter  into  their  sense  of  Divine  call  and  leading  in  their  work,  and  also 
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to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Monthly  Meetings  in  which  they  reside. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  co-operation  between  the  Committee  and 
the  Monthly  Meetings  is  a  wise  and  safe  basis  of  action,  and  helps  us 
to  arrive  at  a  right  judgment  both  as  to  the  service  to  be  rendered 
and  as  to  the  time  when  it  should  be  discontinued  in  a  given  locality. 

During  thirteen  years  for  which  figures  are  available  we  find  that 
members  of  the  Committee  and  workers  have  assisted  in  more  than 
800  series  of  Special  Meetings,  lasting  from  a  week  or  ten  days  to  over 
two  weeks,  an  average  of  60  each  year,  many  of  them  being  times  of 
much  blessing,  leading  to  changed  hearts  and  lives,  and  afterwards  to 
association  with  the  Adult  School  or  Meeting.  The  real  value  of  this 
pioneer  work  no  one  can  estimate. 

Besides  those  series  of  Meetings,  Home  Mission  Tents  have  been  used 
in  48  places  at  various  times,  often  attracting  people  who  are  chary  of 
entering  any  place  of  worship. 

Recently  the  splendid  Gospel  Car,  presented  to  the  Committee  ast 
year,  has  made  it  possible  to  reach  some  very  needy  out-of-the-way 
places  for  such  aggressive  work,  and  the  results  have  been  most  ^a- 
couraging. 

We  have  not  only  kept  closely  in  touch  with  the  work  carried  on 
under  our  own  auspices,  but  have  sought  by  means  of  deputations  of 
Members  to  all  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  in  other  ways,  to  enter  more 
fully  into  sympathy  with  the  Home  Mission  work  carried  on  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  country.  This  service,  we  believe,  has  been  most 
valuable,  and  has  given  our  members  much  insight  into  the  great  variety 
of  aggressive  work  carried  on  by  Friends  throughout  the  Society. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1895,  the  Conunittee 
arranged  for  the  holding  of  the  Manchester  Conference  in  the  autumn 
of  that  year.    The  influence  of  the  Conference  was  far-reaching. 

The  Committee,  as  the  result  of  an  inquiry  extending  over  two  years, 
made  a  Beport  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  1899  on  the  subject  of  **  a  closer 
association  between  the  Society  of  Friends,  as  such,  and  the  Attenders 
of  our  Meetings  for  Worship  and  Mission  Meetings  and  also  the 
members  of  our  Adult  and  other  First-day  Schools." 

The  enlarged  powers  given  to  Preparative  Meetings  after  the  con- 
sideration of  this  Beport  have,  we  believe,  been  found  of  great  value 
in  many  psjrts  of  the  country. 

A  further  Beport  as  to  the  use  of  our  Meeting-houses  on  First-day 
evenings  brought  an  important  subject  before  the  Yearly  Meeting,  and 
has  led  to  improvement  in  various  directions. 

The  subject  of  providing  up-to-date  literature  on  the  history  and 
distinguishing  views  of  Friends  has  claimed  increasing  attention,  and 
18  Library  boxes  are  in  circulation  in  Meetings  which  are  not  otherwise 
well  equipped  in  this  respect. 

Two  years  ago  the  Friendly  Me$senger  was  started  as  the  organ  of 
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Frioids*  Home  Missions,  and  is  edited  by  the  Seoretary.  It  aims  at 
bringing  Friends'  views  before  its  readers  and  forming  a  bond  of  nnion 
between  those  who  are  actively  engaged  in  Mission  and  School 
work. 

The  Committee  has  compiled  and  published  lists  of  Lectures  and 
Addresses  suitable  for  delivery  at  First-day  evening  Meetings  or  on 
week-nights,  and  these  have  proved  helpful  in  bringing  before  Meetings 
the  possibilities  of  increcwing  their  service. 

Lists  of  Holiday  Besbrts  where  there  were  Meetings  or  Schools  carried 
on  were  also  widely  circulated. 

During  the  last  month  or  two  a  scheme  of  Bible  Study  has  been 
arranged  by  the  Secretaries,  in  the  hope  of  enrolling  some  of  the  younger 
men  and  women  who  take  part  in  any  department  of  Friends'  work,  so 
that  they  may  be  the  better  qualified  for  engaging  in  an  enlarged  service. 
This  has  been,  so  far  as  entries  are  concerned,  a  distinct  success,  and  we 
hope  much  benefit  may  result  from  the  effort. 

We  have  been  glad  to  work  in  co-operation  with  the  F.F.M.A.,  having 
had  the  help  of  a  few  of  their  candidates  in  vacation  time,  and  recently 
we  have  had  the  privilege  of  sending  two  or  three  of  our  candidates  to 
the  Missionary  Home  at  Selly  Oak. 

Benjamin  H.  Jackson,  after  a  few  years*  service  with  this  Ck>mmittee, 
was  accepted  for  work  in  China. 

Two  Friends  who  had  been  associated  with  us  are  now  Quarterly 
Meeting  Extension  Secretaries ;  one  of  our  present  workers  is  Extension 
Secretary  to  Berks  and  Oxon  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  another  Assistant 
Secretary  to  the  Extension  Committee  in  his  own  town. 

We  think  the  facts  stated  above  are  sufficient  to  show  the  readiness  of 
the  Conmiittee  to  assist  in  every  possible  direction  in  the  Home  work  of 
the  Society,  and  that  they  form  a  very  adequate  plea  for  the  more  liberal 
fimancial  support  of  our  funds  in  the  future. 

There  are  several  departments  of  Extension  work  on  which  we  feel 
called  to  enter  more  fully,  but  which  we  are  prevented  from  following 
up  by  lack  of  funds  and  workers. 

Home  Missions  have  gained  a  wonderful  impetus  from  the  marvellous 
expansion  of  Foreign  Missions,  but  the  crux  of  the  problem  lies  at  home. 
Unless  our  Church  can  face  and  overpower  the  hostile  forces  at  her 
door  and  become  a  more  pervasive  and  powerful  factor  at  home,  there 
will  be  a  feebleness  and  shrinking  at  the  circumference  of  her  activity. 

We  must  strengthen  our  base  of  operations  to  maintain  our  outposts. 
We  are  very  conscious  of  the  weakness  of  past  efforts ;  we  have,  never- 
theless, experienced  a  deep  sense  of  the  guidance  of  our  Lord  and 
Master,  and  in  the  assurance  that  He  will  be  with  us  all  the  days,  we 
are  prepared  to  go  forward  hopefully  and  prayerfully  in  that  which  He 
has  called  us  to  do. 
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As  we  make  this  Missionary  problem  a  personal  one,  as  the  hearts  of 
the  people  are  filled  with  a  personal  love  for  the  Saviour  who  died  for 
them,  the  indifference  of  Christendom  will  disappear  and  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ  will  become  paramount  in  the  world.

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  sent  out  in  accordance  with  our  instructions, 
we  have  received  replies  as  to  the  work  of  Elders  in  Quarterly,  Monthly, 
and  Particular  Meetings  summarized  as  follows : 

QUABTBRLY  MbBTINOS  OF  ElDBBS. 

The  Elders  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Quarterly  Meeting  appear  to 
be  the  only  ones  that  have  been  in  the  habit  of  meeting  regularly  (four 
times  a  year).  At  these  meetings  reports  have  been  given  as  to  the 
Ministry  in  each  Meeting,  especiaJly  when  there  has  been  fresh  Ministry; 
and  the  list  of  ministers  is  read  over  annually.  The  Elders  of  five 
other  Qaarberly  Meetings,  viz.,  Bedfordshire,  Cumbeiland,  Kent, 
London  and  Middlesex,  and  Westmorland,  are  intending  to  meet  in  the 
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future  at  least  annually,  in  some  cases  more  frequently.  In  three  other 
Quarterly  Meetings,  viz.,  Durham,  Essex  and  Suffolk,  and  Sussex,  Surrey 
and  ELants,  they  are  arranging  to  meet  when  required,  to  advise  a 
Monthly  Meeting  as  to  acknowledging  the  Ministry  of  a  Friend.  In 
Yorkshire  they  intend  to  make  no  permanent  arrangement,  hut  Elders* 
Meetings  will  be  arranged  from  time  to  time,  under  concern. 

The  perusal  of  the  Beports  before  us  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  ihe 
united  Eldership  in  our  Society  is  more  effectively  carried  out  through 
the  Monthly  Meetings  rather  than  the  Quarterly  Meetings. 

Monthly  Mbbtinos  of  Eldsbs. 

A  rough  summary  of  the  replies  from  68  Monthly  Meetings  show 
that,  in — 

7  Monthly  Meetings  there  are  no  Elders.  < 

14  Monthly  Meetings  do  not  show  much  sign  of  activity  on  the  part 

of  Elders,  to  judge  by  the  replies. 
12  Monthly  Meetings  rely  on  individual  action. 
22  Monthly  Meetings  report  Meetings  of  Elders  held  some  1,  2,  8, 

or  4  times  annually,  others  irregularly,  or  occasionally. 
18  Monthly  Meetings  say  they  intend,  or  are  going  to  arrange  for 

Meetings  of  Elders,  or  are  taking  some  action. 
68 

Thus  85,  or  about  half,  either  meet  now  or  are  arranging  to  do  so. 

Only  two  Meetings  speak  of  the  Elders  keeping  and  revising  lists  of 
those  Friends  who  take  a  helpful  vocal  part  in  Meetings,  and  it  does 
not  appear  to  be  the  practice  to  keep  any  record  of  the  proceedings, 
although  both  these  plans  are  employed  in  one  or  two  Monthly  Meet- 
ings, and  are  considered  helpful.  In  one  Monthly  Meeting  the  Elders 
send  letters  of  united  encouragement  in  a  few  cases,  such  letters  being 
taken  by  hand  to  the  Friends  concerned.  In  about  20  Monthly  Meetings 
out  of  the  68,  it  is  the  practice  to  hold  meetings  for  prayer  and  confer- 
ence with  those  who  take  helpful  vocal  part  in  Meetings  for  Worship. 

As  regards  acknowledging  ministers,  in  the  three  years  (1904-5-6) 
that  have  elapsed  since  the  return  prepared  for  the  York  Conference 
42  ministers  have  been  acknowledged  by  21  Monthly  Meetings— or  14  per 
annum — compeared  with  19  per  annum  in  the  previous  five  years.  Three 
only  of  these  were  80  years  and  under,  8  were  70,  and  the  mean  age  of 
acknowledgment  appears  to  be  about  47.  Four  Monthly  Meetings 
say  **  Not  approved,"  "  Some  object,"  "  No  desire  to  acknowledge," 
''Averse."  It  will  be  seen  that  two- thirds  of  our  Monthly  Meetings 
have  not  acknowledged  any  mlnisliers  since  the  York  Conference. 
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Pabticulab  Mbbtinos  of  Eldebs. 

In  about  12  of  the  larger  Partioalar  Meetings  it  is  the  practice  for  the 
Elders  to  meet  regularly,  and  some  say  they  '* intend  to  meet"  or 
"  will  meet." 

We  think  that  the  Monthly  Meetings  should  give  serious  consideration 
to  the  figures  at  the  beginning  of  this  Report,  which  show  that  in  the 
case  of  165,  or  nearly  half  of  our  Meetings,  there  are  no  Elders  at  alL 

Where  Elders  are  working,  the  note  of  fresh  thought  and  consideration 
given  to  their  duties  which  runs  through  many  of  these  Reports  is  a 
cause  for  thankfulness  and  encouragement. 

There  is,  however,  evidently  room  for  more  thorough  action  on  the 
part  of  Elders,  whether  it  take  the  shape  of  more  Meetings  of  a  business- 
like character,  or  whether  it  is  confined  to  what  is  evidently  the  ideal  in 
many  places,  quiet  personal  intercourse  between  the  individual  Elder 
and  the  Friends  of  his  Meeting  or  district.

42.  While  considering  the  state  of  our  Society  during 
our  sittings  to-day,  our  thoughts  have  been  directed  to- 
wards our  comparative  failure  to  grow  in  numbers:  there 
seems  to  be  an  **  evil  spirit  of  immovability  **  in  our  midst. 
We  ought  to  be  willing  to  face  the  facts  which  our  own 
statistics  clearly  demonstrate.  Whilst  we  have  reason  for 
encouragement  and  hopefulness  in  the  work  to  which  many 
of  our  members  are  giving  their  energy,  yet  this  fact  of 
the  stationary  position  of  our  central  organisation  calls 
for  the  most  earnest  and  statesmanUke  consideration.  The 
question  arises — Do  we  with  our  whole  hearts  believe  in 
our  Quaker  message?  What  is  it,  and  how  can  we  best 
proclaim  it?  Our  message  has  been  defined  by  a  Friend 
under  four  heads : 

(1)  The  real  presence   of  Gk>d  in  man.     Man  is  the 
temple  of  that  Presence. 
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(2)  That  every  man,  be  he  who  he  may,  born  into  the 

world,  has  that  within  him  by  which  he  may 
come  into  personal  relation  with  God.  Early 
Friends  spoke  of  this  as  "the  Seed." 

(3)  That  Friends  depend  upon  the  re-birth,  the  new  life 

of  that  seed,  for  **  Except  a  man  be  bom  anew  he 
cannot  see  the  Kingdom  of  God." 

(4)  That  the  root  of  all  spiritual  life  is  in  the  life, 

the  death,  and  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth ; 

the  supreme  regenerator   of    human    souls;    the 

unveiler  of  the  reality  within  us. 
We  ask  ourselves — Is  not  such  an  ideal  worthy  of  our 
very  best?  The  world  is  waiting  for  this  message  and, 
meantime,  in  very  many  of  our  Meetings  we  are  sitting 
down  and  discussing  trifles.  Again,  how  are  we  to  pro- 
claim this  message  ?  By  a  fresh,  full-hearted  consecration 
of  our  lives,  by  the  co-operation  of  all  our  members,  and 
the  concentration  of  all  our  energies  on  this  great  ideal. 
This  brings  us  to  the  thought  that  it  is  through  our  human 
personality  that  God  works  out  His  creative  and  redemptive 
designs,  and  establishes  His  kingdom  on  earth.  It  is  not 
Friends'  principles,  so  called,  that  bring  about  this  ideal, 
but  the  living  personality  of  the  Friend.  Our  Quakerism 
must  become  not  a  matter  of  logic,  but  a  matter  of  life 
and  experience.  This  personality  must  be  fostered  in  our 
Meetings  for  Worship  if  they  are  to  do  their  part  in  the 
proclamation  of  our  message.  In  order  to  do  this  there 
must  be  a  freedom  from  all  that  hinders  the  development 
of  the  individual ;  there  must  be  freedom  from  the  bonds 
of  conventionality  and  tradition ;  there  must  also  be  a 
wise  and  Spirit-endowed  leadership,  a  truly  dedicated 
Eldership. 

We  have  been  reminded  that  while  it  is  through  human 
personality  that  God  works,  our  one  overruling  motive, 
that  which  inspires  us  with  enthusiasm  to  devote  ourselves 
as  willing  instruments  for  His  use,  is  the  Personality  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.     Following  Him,  complacency  will 
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yield  to  self-sacrifice.  We  shall  think  more  of  our  beloved 
Saviour  than  of  our  beloved  Society,  and  in  fellowship  with 
Him  we  shall  know  that  wider  and  deeper  fellowship  with 
many  around  us,  for  which  we  and  they  are  longing. 

The  Large  Committee  is  directed  to  prepare  the  draft 
of  an  Epistle  addressed  to  our  members  in  this  country 
and  to  Friends  elsewhere,  and  to  present  it  to  a  future 
sitting  of  this  Meeting.

Fowrteenih  Minute, — The  following  Minute  has  been  received  from 
Pickering  and  Hull  Monthly  Meeting.  This  Meeting  unites  in  the 
concern  expressed  in  the  Minute,  and  decides  to  forward  it  to  the  Yeaxly 
Meeting : — 

This  Meeting  views  with  deep  concern  the  proposals  of  the 
Government  embodied  in  the  Territorial  and  Reserve  Forces  Bill 
now  before  Parliament,  empowering  County  Associations  to  establish 
and  maintain  or  foster  and  encourage  cadet  battalions  and  corps  and 
rifle  clubs.  We  desire  to  reassert  the  testimony  of  the  Society  of 
Friends  against  all  war  as  inconsistent  with  the  precepts  and  spirit 
of  the  Gospel,  and  we  therefore  express  no  opinion  upon  the  general 
proposals  for  the  Reorganization  of  the  army ;  but  it  is  our  profound 
conviction  that  the  establishment  of  boys*  battalions  and  rifle  clubs 
will  constitute  a  real  danger  to  the  nation  by  encouraging  a  spirit 
of  militarism,  and,  to  quote  a  recent  writer,  by  "instilling  into 
impressionable  boys  the  idea  of  war  not  as  a  hard  and  exacting 
discipline  .  .  .  but  as  an  agreeable  amusement.'*  We  cherish  the 
belief  that  the  future  greatness  of  our  beloved  country  depends,  not 
upon  the  number  of  armed  men  which  she  can  put  into  the  field, 
but  upon  the  extent  to  which  she  lives  out  the  truth  proclaimed  of 
old  that  it  is  righteousness  which  exalteth  a  nation.

During  the  discussion  we 
have  had  strongly  put  before  us  the  view  that  the  characters 
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of  the  children  of  our  country  are  more  important  than  any 
mere  acquisition  of  knowledge,  aud  that  true  character  can 
be  best  trained  by  the  inculcation  of  moral  truths  as  taught 
and  illustrated  in  the  Bible,  and  that  real  religion  must 
affect  the  whole  of  life.

Eighth  Minute. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  the  28th  of 
Second  Month,  1907,  the  Committee  has  devoted  a  special  sitting  to  a 
consideration  of  the  Religions  Teaching  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
of  the  country.  It  is  impressed  with  the  grave  importance  of  retaining 
opportonities  for  spiritual  teaching  in  the  Schools,  and  with  the  responsi- 
hility  of  the  Society  of  Friends  with  regard  to  the  question,  and  desires 
to  suggest  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  make  some  pronoonoement 
upon  it.

50.  The  following  Minute  from  Warwick,  Leicester  and 
Stafford  Quarterly  Meeting  has  claimed  our  consideration.

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  receipt  of  Grovem- 
ment  grants  for  general  maintenance  is  unwise  on  grounds 
both  of  religious  freedom  and  of  educatioif  itself.  We  trust 
that,  as  our  members  generally  realize  the  importance  of  the  * 
subject,  they  will  be  increasingly  willing  to  furnish  liberal 
financial  support  for  our  Friends'  Schools,  so  that  their 
objects  may  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  through  their  refusal  to 
accept  public  money. 
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EDUCATION  GRANTS. 

Warwick,  Lbigbstbb  and  Stafford  Quartbrlt  Mbbting,  held  in 
Birmingham  26th  and  27th  of  Third  Month,  1907. 

Eighth  Minute. — A  special  Ck>nference  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  held 
26th  of  Third  Month,  has  had  the  question  of  onr  Schools  receiving 
Government  grant  for  general  educational  purposes  brought  before  us. 
The  opinion  of  this  Conference  was  divided  upon  the  question,  but  it 
was  strongly  felt  that  the  matter  should  receive  the  attention  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting. 

This  Quarterly  Meeting  unites  in  this  feeling,  and  informs  the  Yearly 
Meeting  that  one  or  more  of  its  members  are  prepared  to  speak  to  the 
matter.

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  RESPECTING  INVITATION  TO 
THE  FIVE  YEARS'  MEETING. 

To  THB  Mbetino  for  Suffbrinos. 

Since  the  appointment  of  this  Committee,  correspondence  on  the 
subject  has  appeared  in  The  Friend  and  elsewhere. 
Allen  C.  Thomas  thus  described  the  position  of  '*  fraternal  delegates*' : — 
''In  the  way  of  explanation  it  may  be  said,  that  in  America  a  *  fraternal 
delegate '  is  understood  to  mean  one  who  only  takes  a  brotherly  interest 
in  proceedings.  The  term  implies  non-membership,  and  disclaims  any 
responsibility  or  place  in  determining  questions.  A  *  fraternal  delegate  ' 
is  usually  admitted  to  the  floor,  is  often  allowed  the  privilege  of  speaJc- 
ing,  but  is  not  appointed  on  committees  or  allowed  a  voice  in  the 
determination  of  questions.  His  views,  therefore,  would  not  be  taken 
into  consideration  in  drawing  up  a  Minute.  That  the  above  was  the 
construction  put  upon  the  term  by  the  Five  Years'  Meeting  of  1902  can 
be  seen  from  the  published  *  Proceedings '  of  that  body,  for  Canada 
and  Ohio  Yearly  Meetings  sent  '  fraternal  delegates '  at  that  time,  and 
the  place  those  delegates  held  is  easily  ascertained." 
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In  confirmation  of  the  above,  Timothy  Nicholson  writes  from  Rich- 
mond, Indiana,  under  date  18th  of  Twelfth  Month,  1906: — 

"Allen  C.  Thomas's  statement  may  be  accepted  as  substantially 
correct. 

'^Ohio  and  Canada  Yearly  Meetings  voluntaHly  sent  fraternal 
delegates  to  the  first  Five  Years*  Meeting,  and  this  Minute  was  made : — 

***A  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  these  delegates,  and  an 
invitation  given  to  participate  in  the  discussions.' 

"The  pubUshed  'Proceedings'  show  that  fraternal  delegates  felt  and 
exercised  the  same  freedom  in  expressing  their  thought  and  sentiment 
as  any  other,  and  it  was  evident  they  had  no  thought  of  thereby  bringing 
any  official  responsibility  upon  their  respective  Yearly  Meetings." 

We  think  the  above  extracts  sufficiently  indicate  the  responsibility 
which  would  attach  to  fraternal  delegates  being  sent  from  the  Yearly 
Meeting  to  the  Five  Years'  Meeting.

Thi/rteenth  Minute, — The  Committee  appointed  last  month  to  look 
into  the  question  of  revision  of  Christian  Discipline  bring  in  the 
following  Report.  We  agree  to  the  recommendations,  which  are  to  go 
forward  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.    The  Conmiittee  is  discharged : — 

Minutb  of  Mbbting  of  Coumittbb  on  Bbvision  of  Chbistian 

DiSCIPLINB,   HBLD  6tH  OF  TWELFTH   MONTH,   1906. 

Second  Minute, — After  careful  consideration  of  the  question  of  revision 
of  Vol.  I.  (Parts  I.  and  11.)  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  the  present  is  not  an  opportune  time  for  revising  our  statement  of 
Christian  Doctrine,  and  no  united  concern  has  been  expressed  for  so 
doing.  We  believe  it  would  be  well  to  carry  out  a  pretty  thorough 
revision  of  Part  II.  on  Christian  Practice,  omitting  much  that  is  mainly 
repetition  and  adding  sections  on  some  of  the  branches  of  the  present 
practice  of  the  Society  which  now  find  no  place  in  the  book.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  Second  Part  of  Vol.  I.  on  Practice  and  the  revised  Vol.  II. 
should  then  be  issued  separately  as  '  Christian  Practice  of  the  Society  of 
Friends '  and  *  Church  Government  of  the  Society  of  Friends,'  omitting 
the  words  "Vol.  I."  and  "  Vol.  II."  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is 
now  a  considerable  stock  of  the  28  pages  entitled  '  Christian  Doctrine  of 
the  Society  of  Friends,'  we  think  this  might  for  the  present  be  continued 
in  use  imder  thftt  title.

55.  The  following  summary  of  proceedings  of  the  Meeting 
for  Sufferings  for  1906-7  is  presented  by  that  Meeting : 

SUMMARY  OF  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  MEETING  FOR 
SUFFERINGS,  1906-7. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  has  giyen  careful  attention  to  the  snbjecte 
oommitted  to  it  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  has,  as  usual,  maintained 
correspondence  with  Friends  teiyelling  abroad  in  the  ministry  through 
Committees  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

A  Committee  appointed  in  Sixth  Month  last  ^  accordance  with  the 
Fourteenth  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting)  to  make  inquiry  and  report  in 
reference  to  the  responsibility  which  would  attach  to  fraternal  delegates 
sent  from  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  the  Five  Years*  Meeting,  to  be  held 
at  Richmond,  Indiana,  in  Tenth  Month  next,  has  recently  sent  in  its 
Report,  which  is  fixwarded  herewith. 

A  copy  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting  sanctioning 
the  establishment  of  a  Monthly  Meeting  at  Cape  Town,  was  fcnrwarded  to 
J.  C.  Bateman,  who  has  acted  on  behalf  of  Friends  there.  Information 
respecting  the  establishment  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  appears  in  the 
separate  report  respecting  Friends  in  South  Africa. 

A  very  satisfactory  letter  was  received  from  the  Prime  Minister  in 
response  to  the  Minute  forwarded  to  him  by  the  last  Yearly  Meeting  on 
the  subject  of  limitations  of  armaments.  A  copy  of  the  Minute,  in 
which  tills  letter  is  embodied,  is  sent  herewith. 

The  Third  Part  of  the  Book  of  Christian  Discipline  was  completed 
in  the  autumn  of  last  year  and  issued  under  the  title  of  *  Friends* 
Christian  Discipline  YoL  II.'  Further  infonnation  req>ecting  its  issue 
and  circulation  is  given  in  Minutes  which  accompany  this  Sunmoary. 
The  separate  pamphlet  containing  the  rules  on  Appeals  is  not  yet  ready, 
but  will  be  issued  shortiy. 

A  copy  of  the  Ninety-first  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting  in  releienoe 
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to  the  additional  mortgage  of  £500  on  the  Hobart  Estate,  certified  by 
the  Recording  Clerk,  w&ts  forwarded  by  him  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
School  Committee  and  to  each  of  the  Trostees. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ninety-eighth  Minute  of  last  Yearly  Meeting 
Howard  Nicholson  and  Albert  J.  Crosfield  were  appointed  to  draw  up 
and  issue  an  appeal  asking  for  funds  for  rebuilding  Pickering  College. 
Promises  of  sums  amounting  to  £lfiOO  have  been  received,  and  the 
Conmiittee  will  collect  the  money  as  soon  as  information  from  Cansida 
warrants  doing  so. 

In  the  autumn  of  last  year  a  change  was  made  by  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  in  the  resident  caretakers  of  the  Devonshire  House  premiseSf 
and  the  new  caretakers,  Henry  (George  and  Jane  Enmia  SunmierhayeSf 
entered  upon  their  duties  on  the  Tenth  of  Ninth  Month. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Office  Arrangements  Conmiittee  some 
revision  has  been  made  of  the  salaries  of  the  office  staff. 

In  Eleventh  Month  last  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  authorized  the 
transfer  of  the  Burial  Ground  at  Pyrmont  to  new  Trustees ;  the  transfer 
has,  however,  not  yet  been  completed. 

A  Conmiittee  was  appointed  in  Seventh  Month  last  in  connection  with 
the  disturbed  condition  of  Natal.  This  Committee  prepared  a  Memorial 
on  the  subject,  urging  that  the  inquiry  as  to  the  outbreak  in  Natal  might 
be  of  a  thoroughly  efficient  and  impartial  character,  the  receipt  of  which 
was  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies. 

The  subject  of  revision  of  Parts  I.  and  II.  of  the  Book  of  Discipline 
was  brought  before  the  Meeting  by  Minute  of  the  Library  and  Printing 
Committee,  and  was  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Meeting,  whose 
report  is  sent  herewith. 

In  Eighth  Month  last  the  Premises  Committee  reported  that  the 
London  County  Council,  acting  under  powers  conferred  upon  them  by 
the  London  Buildings  Acts  (Amendment  Act),  1905,  require  considerable 
additions  and  alterations  to  the  property  of  the  Society  at  Devonshire 
House  and  the  adjoining  property  in  Devonshire  Street,  Bishopsgate  and 
Houndsditch,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  fire  and  to  supply  a  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  fire.  This  work  has  since  been  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Premises  Committee  and  is  at  the  present  time  near 
its  completion. 

On  receipt  of  a  Minute  from  Warwickshire  North  Monthly  Meeting 
respecting  a  proposal  to  hold  the  Yearly  Meeting  at  Birmingham  in  1908, 
a  Committee  was  appointed  to  make  inquiry  as  to  accommodation  and 
other  particulars.  The  report  of  this  Committee  accompanies  this 
Summary. 

In  First  Month  last  the  attention  of  the  Meeting  was  caUed  to  the 
great  distress  prevailing  in  Russia,  owing  to  the  recurrence  of  famine 
in  several  provinces.    A  Committee  was  appointed  to  issue  a  general 
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appeal  for  fands  and  to  attend  to  the  distribution  of  the  same. 
Minutes  upon  this  subject  are  sent  herewith. 

In  Ninth  Month  last  an  interesting  letter  was  received  from  Michael 
Sherbinin,  expressing  his  gratitude  to  Friends  who  helped  him  and  his 
family  to  settle  in  Canada  as  teachers  amongst  the  Doukhobors,  and 
referring  to  his  attachment  as  Interpreter  to  a  Gt>vemment  Commission 
visiting  the  Doukhobor  settlements. 

The  Committee  on  Anti- Slavery  Work  has  continued  to  give  attention 
to  the  subject  of  Congo  Reform,  and  has  endeavoured  to  arouse  the 
interest  of  Friends  throughout  the  country  in  this  matter. 

In  Ninth  Month  last  the  attention  of  the  Meeting  w&a  drawn  to  the 
question  of  taking  judicial  oaths,  and  the  ignorance  that  often  prevails 
amongst  witnesses  and  officials  as  to  the  right  of  all  persons  who  have 
a  conscientious  objection  to  an  oath,  to  make  affirmation  instead.  In 
order  to  make  the  testimony  of  Friends  more  widely  known,  a  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  which  is  preparing  a  statement  in  reference  to  the 
right  of  affirmation  which  may  be  sent  to  officials  and  circulated  generally. 

The  Committee  appointed  prior  to  last  Yearly  Meeting  presented  in 
Tenth  Month  a  report  in  reference  to  the  Meeting  House  at  Cong^nies. 
As  it  appears  to  be  no  longer  required  for  the  use  of  Friends  in  the 
South  of  France,  the  Meeting  authorized  the  Trustees  to  accept  an  offer 
to  purchase  the  Meeting  House  which  was  made  by  the  owner  of  the 
adjacent  property.  The  Trustees  were  requested  to  have  such  provision 
inserted  in  the  conveyance  of  the  property  as  appeared  best  to  protect 
the  graves  in  the  Burial  Ground  adjoining  the  Meeting  House. 

A  Committee  appointed  in  1905  to  inquire  into  the  difficulty  in 
arranging  the  various  engagements  in  the  week  in  which  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  is  held  reported  to  the  Meeting  in  Tenth  Month  last.  After 
very  careful  consideration  the  Committee  was  not  prepared  to  recom- 
mend any  arrangement  of  fixtures  during  that  week  as  likely  to  be 
suitable  for  universal  application.  The  Committee  issued  a  circular  to 
Quarterly  Meetings  drawing  their  attention  to  the  need  of  care  in  this 
respect. 

In  Tenth  Month  the  Finance  Committee  forwarded  to  the  Meeting 
certain  recommendations  of  Robert  H.  Marsh,  the  appointed  auditor  of 
the  accounts  of  the  Meeting,  respecting  annual  cash  statements  prepared 
for  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  presented  for  audit.  These  recommendations, 
which  are  contained  in  a  Minute  forwarded  herewith,  were  adopted  by 
the  Meeting. 

A  report  has  been  received  from  the  Australasian  Committee  in  refer- 
ence to  a  proposal  of  Sarah  J.  Lury  and  Elizabeth  B.  Rutter,  to  go  to 
New  Zealand  and  take  charge  of  a  Home  for  Children  who  may  attend 
the  secondary  schools  and  coUeges  at  Wellington  or  Christchurch.  The 
proposal  has  received  the  full  sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the 
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Meeting,  and  the  report  containing  it  is  sent  herewith.  A  Minnte  on 
the  subject  of  correspondence  with  Friends  whose  membership  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Colonies  is  also  forwarded. 

The  passing  of  the  *'  Marriage  With  Foreigners  Act,  1906/'  necessitates 
an  alteration  in  oar  Marriages  Regulations,  respecting  which  a  Minute  is 
sent  forward  herewith. 

Reports  from  several  of  the  standing,  and  other,  Committees  of  the 
Meeting,  are  sent  forward  herewith  with  such  Minutes  bearing  on 
portions  of  this  summary  as  appear  necessary.

58.  The  following  Memorial,  prepared  by  the  Committee 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  has  been  read.  It  is  approved, 
and  is  to  be  signed  by  the  Clerk  on  our  behalf.  We  are 
.glad  to  learn  that  the  Committee  has  been  able  to  arrange 
for  a  deputation  of  Friends  to  present  the  Memorial  to  the 
Prime  Minister  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  on 
Second-day  next. 

Memorial  of  thb  Ybarlt  Mbetino  of  the  Rbligious  Sooibtt  of 
Fribnds,  hbld  in  London. 

We  have  had  mider  consideration  the  provisions  in  the  Territorial 
and  Reserve  Forces  BiU  empowering  County  Associations  to  establish 
and  maintain,  or  foster  and  encourage,  cadet  battalions  and  corps  or 
rifle  clabs,  and  enabling  the  Army  Comicil  to  affiliate  snch  bodies  to  the 
Territorial  Force  (Clauses  2  (2/)  and  4  (1/).  Being  convinced  that  all  war 
is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Christianity,  we  have  not  discussed  the 
general  proposals  for  the  reorganization  of   the  Army,  but  we    feel 
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stroDgly  that  the  fosteriog  of  cadet  corps  aod  rifle  clubs  is  likely  to  haye 
a  serious  effect  in  creating  a  spirit  of  militarism,  which  would  distort  the 
calm  judgment  of  the  coming  generation  on  great  national  issues,  and 
would  retard  the  growing  sense  of  international  brotherhood.  We  also 
feel  that  this  spirit  works  against  the  moral  and  spiritual  development 
of  character,  which  is  the  highest  end  of  education.  We  greatly  desire 
that  children  may  be  trained  to  a  true  conception  of  patriotism  and  of 
the  duty  and  privilege  of  service  for  their  country  and  for  humanity, 
but  we  feel  that  this  service  is  best  promoted  by  an  appeal  to  the 
highest  elements  of  human  nature,  rather  than  by  associating  it  with  an 
institution  such  as  war,  which  appeals  to  the  arbitrament  of  brute  force. 

We,  therefore,  ask  that  the  clauses  we  have  referred  to  may  be 
withdrawn  from  the  Bill.

62.  A  Eeport  has  been  received  from  the  Anti-Slavery 
Committee  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings.  We  have  been 
interested  in  further  accounts  of  our  work  in  Pemba  from 
Theodore  Burtt,  whom  we  are  glad  to  have  with  us,  and  we 
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have  also  had  some  further  information  as  to  what  is  being 
done  by  this  Committee  in  regard  to  the  Congo.  We  com- 
mend to  our  Quarterly  Meetings  the  financial  needs  of  our 
Pemba  Industrial  Mission.     [See  Appendix  A,  p.  134] 

63.  The  following  Minute  is  received  from  the  Meeting 
for  Sufferings.  We  adopt  the  proposed  paragraph  and 
footnotes,  and  authorize  their  addition  to  our  Marriage 
Kegulations. 

MARRIAGE  REGULATIONS. 

Minute  of  Adjournbd  Mbbtino  for  Suffbrd^qs^  held 
19th  of  Fourth  Month,  1907. 

In  consequence  of  the  passing  of  the  Marriage  with  Foreigners  Act, 
1906  (6  Edward  VII.,  Ch.  40),  this  Meeting  decides  to  ask  the  Yearly 
Meeting  to  add  the  following  paragraph  and  footnotes  to  our  Marriage 
Regulations : 

14a.  Where  arrangements  have  been  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Government  of  this  country  with  any  foreign  country  for  the  issue  by 
the  proper  officers  of  that  country,  in  the  case  of  persons  subject  to  the 
marriage  law  of  that  country  proposing  to  marry  British  subjects  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  of  certificates  that  after  proper  notices  have  been 
given  no  impediment  according  to  the  law  of  that  country  has  been 
shown  to  exist  to  the  marriage,  and  where  by  an  Order  in  Council 
regulations  have  been  made 

(a)  requiring  any  person  subject  to  the  marriage  law  of  that 
foreign  country  who  is  to  be  married  to  a  British  subject  in  the 
United  Kingdom  to  give  notice  of  the  fact  that  he  is  subject  to  the 
marriage  law  of  that  country  to  the  person  by  or  in  the  presence  of 
whom  the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  and 

(6)  forbidding  any  person  to  whom  such  notice  is  given  to 
solemnize  the  msirriage  or  to  allow  it  to  be  solemnized  until  such 
certificate  is  produced  to  him  ; 

then  any  person  subject  to  the  marriage  law  of  any  such  foreign 
coimtry  as  aforesaid  who  is  about  to  be  married  to  a  British  subject 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  accordance  with  Friends*  usages,  shall 
before  the  marriage  give  such  notice  as  is  required  by  such  regu- 
lations to  the  Registering  Officer  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  within  the 
limits  of  which  such  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  and  after  the 
delivery  of  such  notice  the  marriage  shaU  not  be  solemnized  unless 
before  its  solemnization  such  certificate  as  aforesaid  shaU  have  been 
produced  to  the  Registering  Officer. 
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Footnote  to  Pa/ragra^h  14a. 
This  paragraph  follows  Section  2  (1)  of  The  Marriage  with  Foreigners 
Act,  1906  (6  Edward  VII.,  c.  40).  This  Act  contains  no  express 
reference  to  marriages  in  accordance  with  Friends'  usages,  and  it  is  not 
clear  that  Registering  Officers  are  persons  in  whose  presence  marriages 
are  solenmized,  but  it  is  desirable  that  the  practice  of  the  Society  should 
be  in  accordance  with  the  general  law.  By  Section  2  (2)  of  the  Act,  **  If 
any  person  knowingly  act  in  contravention  of  or  fails  to  comply  with  any 
such  regulation  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  shsJl  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  JSIOO  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing one  year." 

AdMtion  to  Foot/note  to  Paragraph  84. 
For  provisions  as  to  certificates  for  British  subjects  desiring  to  be 
married  abroad  similar  to  those  referred  to  in  the  case  of  foreigners  in 
par.  14a  (see  6  Edward  YII.,  c.  40,  sect.  1).

68.  Following  the  decision  of  our  Meeting  last  year,  we 
have,  at  our  morning  and  afternoon  sittings  to-day,  given 
consideration  to  the  important  subject  of  our  responsibility 
as  a  Society  towards  Social  Questions.  Various  aspects  of 
the  subject  were  brought  to  our  notice  by  two  carefully  pre- 
pared papers,  and  many  Friends  have  spoken  since.  We 
feel  deeply  that  there  rests  upon  us  a  considerable  share  of 
responsibility  for  the  existing  state  of  things.  We  recognize 
that  the  place  of  the  Church  in  such  subjects  is  to  inspire 
and  to  educate  those  under  its  influence,  rather  than  to 
mark  out  the  precise  lines  along  which  Social  Service  shall 
proceed.  We  are  reminded  of  the  fundamental  truth  of  the 
Fatherhood  of  God,  and  that  the  first  thing  a  Church  must 
do  is  to  imbue  its  members  with  the  Divine  ideal  of  true 
Brotherhood  among  all  men,  and,  further,  that  the  Church 
should  endeavour  to  unite  all  the  forces  which  make  for 
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reform,  and  should  systematically  educate  and  train  its 
members  for  effective  social  service. 

We  recognize  that  such  an  organization  as  our  own  is 
well  adapted  for  carrying  these  ideals  into  practice,  and  that 
the  various  bodies  associated  with  us,  or  in  which  our  own 
members  take  active  part,  are  mostly  in  close  touch  with 
the  needs  which  we  have  under  consideration. 

We  draw  the  attention  of  our  subordinate  Meetings,  and 
of  all  our  members  to  some  points  of  view  which  have  been 
emphasized  to-day  in  the  hope  that  all  our  Meetings, 
whether  larger  or  smaller,  may  become  active  centres  of 
practical  social  service. 

There  is  for  all  our  fellow-men  an  equal  moral  claim  for 
opportunities  for  culture  and  education  to  assist  them  to 
a  full  development  of  the  highest  humanity  within  them. 
The  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  poor  is  not  a 
question  of  benevolence,  but  of  justice. 

It  is  not  enough  for  us  to  realize  this  truth  ;  we  cannot  be 
effective  reformers  without  knowledge  of  the  conditions  to 
be  dealt  with. 

Not  only  should  we  teach  our  children  at  home  simple 
lessons  on  these  subjects,  but  we  need  to  recognize  that  our 
children's  Schools,  both  Sunday  and  boarding  Schools,  afford 
opportunities  for  such  education,  and  also  for  bringing  them 
into  touch  with  those  who  are  the  victims  of  these 
conditions. 

Education  for  all  our  members,  older  and  younger,  in 
regard  to  Social  Questions,  can  now  be  obtained  by  means 
of  reading  circles,  lectures,  and  libraries,  and  especially  at 
Woodbrooke  Settlement  and  the  Summer  Schools  now  held 
from  time  to  time  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

There  may  often  be  great  advantage  in  Meetings  or 
Committees  of  Friends  organizing  Social  efforts  in  con- 
junction with  other  citizens  in  their  districts,  and  not 
letting  the  work  be  known  simply  as  Friends'  work. 
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Many  other  matters  ot  importance  have  been  toached 
upon  relating  to  our  everyday  duties  as  citizens  and  as 
followers  of  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

We  earnestly  desire  to  impress  upon  our  members  that  it 
is  as  we  "  do  the  Will  of  our  Father  in  heaven  "  that  we 
are  truly  the  Friends  of  Jesus,  that  **  he  that  loseth  his  life 
for  My  sake  shall  find  it,"  and,  further,  that  in  the  history 
of  our  own  Society  it  was  only  as  our  predecessors, 
Elizabeth  Fry,  Stephen  Grellett,  John  Woolman,  and  many 
others  wrestled  earnestly  with  God,  and  poured  out  their 
hearts  in  prayer  for  strength  and  guidance,  that  their  ideals 
for  social  reform  were  fulfilled. 

We  decide  to  appoint  a  Committee  in  order  that  they  may 
advise  and  assist  any  of  our  Meetings  who  may  need  help 
in  stimulating  their  own  members  in  regard  to  their  indi- 
vidual duty,  or  in  organizing  Social  efforts  in  their  districts. 
The  Committee  appointed  last  year  is  asked  to  nominate  to 
a  future  sitting  of  this  Meeting  Friends  to  act  on  this 
Committee.

YEARLY  MEETING  AT  BIRMINGHAM. 

Minute  of  MBETma  for  Suffebinqs,  held  7th  of  Twelfth 

Month,  1906. 

Fifth  Minute. — The  following  Minute  is  received  from  Warwiokshire 
NorUi  Monthly  Meeting  respebting  a  proposal  to  hold  the  Yearly  Meeting 
at  Birmingham  in  1908. 
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We  i^>pomt  William  Frederic  Wells  and  Isaac  Sharp  to  make  inquiry 
as  to  accommodation  and  other  particulars,  and  report  to  us,  so  that  we 
may  inform  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  these  points  when  the  invitation, 
from  Warwickshire  North  Monthly  Meeting,  is  considered  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

MiNUTB  OF  Wabwickshibb  North  Monthly  Mbbting. 

We  have  again  given  serious  attention  to  the  proposal  made  to  us  in 
June  last  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  should  be  invited  to  come  to  Bir- 
mingham at  an  early  date,  and  we  have  carefully  considered  the  report 
of  our  Committee  appointed  to  advise  us  with  regard  to  possible  accom- 
modation. 

In  view  of  the  very  satisfactory  report  of  this  Conmiittee,  we  are 
united  in  sending  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  a  warm  invitation  to  visit  us  in 
the  year  1906.  We  do  not  forget  that  the  principle  of  holding  occasional 
meetings  out  of  London  has  not  yet  been  conceded  by  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, and  that  the  visit  to  Leeds  was  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment ;  but 
in  view  of  the  great  success  of  that  gathering,  and  the  benefits  which 
accrued,  not  only  to  Friends  and  others  in  the  locality,  but  also  to  the 
Society  as  a  whole,  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  may 
grant  our  request. 

We  further  decide  to  send  a  copy  of  this  Minute  to  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings,  with  the  hope  that  it  may  see  its  way  to  take  such  steps  as 
may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  itself  that  the  facilities  offered  in  Birmingham 
are  adequate  and  satisfactory,  in  order  that  the  Yearly  Meeting  may  be 
enabled  to  come  to  a  decision  on  the  subject  when  it  meets  in  1907.

MiMUTB  OF  Mbbting  for  Sufpbbinob,  hbld  5th  of  Foxtrth 
Month,  1907. 

The  following  Report  is  received  from  the  Committee  appointed  in 
Twelfth  Month  last  in  reference  to  the  proposal  to  hold  Yearly  Meeting 
in  Birmingham  in  1908.  This  Meeting  decides  to  report  to  the  Yearly 
Meeting  that,  owing  to  the  very  generous  proposals  of  Warwickshire 
North  Monthly  Meeting,  it  considers  Birmingham  to  be  a  suitable  place 
for  holding  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

REPORT  ON  SUITABILITY  OF  PREMISES  AND  ARRANGE- 
MENTS AT  BIRMINGHAM  FOR  HOLDING  THE  YEARLY 
MEETING  THERE  IN   1908. 

In  accordance  with  our  appointment  we  met  members  of  a  Committee 
of  Warwickshire  North  Monthly  Meeting  at  Birmingham  on  the  21st  ult. 
We.  were  taken  first  to  the  Central  Hall,  a  comparatively  new,  compstct, 
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and  well-arranged  building  belonging  to  the  Wesleyans,  and  capable  of 
seating  2,100  persons.  This  hall,  which  will  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting,  if  required,  for  the  whole  time  of  its  sittings  with  the 
exception  of  First-day,  is  well  adapted  for  holding  joint  sessions  and  for 
large  evening  meetings.  It  is  situated  in  Corporation  Street,  ten  minutes* 
distance  from  New  Street  Station,  seven  minutes  from  the  Great  Western 
Bailway  Station,  and  five  minutes  from  the  Friends'  Meeting-house  in 
Bull  Street.  It  is  well  lighted  with  electric  li^t,  well  arranged  for  the 
entrance  and  exit  of  the  large  number  that  it  is  capable  of  holding,  and 
its  arrangements  for  ventilation  are  considered  to  be  good.  The  main 
hall  is  on  all  sides  separated  from  the  street  by  a  corridor,  which  is  con- 
ducive to  quiet.  The  building  is  well  supplied  with  rooms  suitable  for 
smaller  meetings  and  for  committees.  On  the  first  floor  is  the  Synod 
Hall  holding  850,  the  Sunday  School  room  250  (not  available  after  7  p.m.), 
classroom  200,  two  committee  rooms  120  each,  two  classrooms  100  each, 
four  classrooms  80  each.  On  the  second  floor  is  a  conmiittee  room 
holding  120. 

The  lavatory  accommodation  at  the  Central  Hall  is  not  large.  Space 
could  be  set  apart  for  depositing  coats  and  umbrellas,  ftc.,  in  case  of  wet 
weather. 

If  a  large  hall  should  be  required  on  First-day  the  Birmingham  Town 
Hall  can  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  for  the  after- 
noon, and  possibly  for  the  evening. 

Proceeding  to  the  Meeting-house  and  Priory  Buildings,  we  had  an 
opportunity  of  viewing  the  premises,  and,  at  the  same  time,  examining 
the  plans  which  the  Committee  has  prepared  in  view  of  some  proposed 
temporary  and  permanent  alterations.  Here,  as  well  as  at  the  Central 
Hall,  we  had  evidence  of  the  careful  consideration  that  has  been  given 
by  the  local  Committee  to  the  possible  requirements  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting.  The  Meeting-house  itself,  which  will  seat  700,  could  be  used 
for  the  early  Devotional  Meetings,  and,  if  required,  for  separate  sessions 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  There  are  four  rooms,  including  the  library,  the 
smallest  of  which  would  accommodate  50.  There  is  also  the  Women's 
Meeting-house,  accommodating  120.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  in  the  yard 
in  front  of  the  Meeting-house  a  tent  40  ft.  x  20  ft.,  to  be  used  as  an 
inquiry  office ;  and  in  another  portion  of  the  yard  a  cycle  tent.  In  the 
space  between  the  Meeting-house  and  the  Priory  Buildings  it  is  proposed 
to  erect  a  wooden  building,  60  ft.  X  40  ft.,  with  tent  covering.  The  path 
space  round  this  enclosure  would  give  about  120  square  yards,  the  yard 
space  in  front  of  the  Meeting-house  another  120  square  yards.  We  con- 
sider that  the  acconnnodation  given  in  the  open  air,  or  under  cover,  will 
be  equal  to  the  yard  accommodation  at  Devonshire  House.  The  institute 
and  library  will  afford  rooms  for  reading  and  writii^g  purposes,  but  will 
Qot  be  also  available  for  conmiittee  purposes. 
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A  room  can  be  set  apart  at  Bull  Street  for  the  Becording  Clerk's  office, 
and  there  are  safes  in  which  the  Yearly  Meeting  books  and  documents 
can  be  placed  at  night.  In  addition  to  this  a  room  at  the  Central  Hall 
c€ui  also  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Becording  Clerk. 

There  is  a  women's  cloakroom,  34  ft.  X  28  ft.,  where  cloaks  and 
umbrellas  can  be  left  xmder  care,  and  the  arrangements  which  are 
proposed  will  afford  a  similar  cloakroom  for  men. 

The  proposed  temporary  and  permanent  lavatory  accommodation  will 
be  sufficient  for  requirements,  and  equal  to  that  at  Devonshire  House. 

Whilst,  as  has  been  mentioned  above,  the  Town  HaU  can  be  procured 
for  a  Meeting  on  First-day  in  case  of  need,  it  is  thought  that  Friends 
may  well  disperse  themselves  over  the  Meetings  in  and  about  Birming- 
ham, of  which  there  are  more  than  a  dozen. 

A  refreshment  dep6t  can  be  established  in  the  large  Priory  schoolroom, 
in  which  as  many  as  400  can  sit  down  to  dinner.  In  addition  to  this, 
another  room  can  be  used  for  a  refreshment  buffet.  We  were  informed 
that  within  a  radius  of  ten  minutes'  walk  from  the  Meeting-house  ample 
restaurant  accommodation  is  to  be  found.  The  lodging  accommodation 
for  Friends  attending  the  Yearly  Meeting  at  Birmingham  is  deemed  by 
the  local  Committee  to  be  sufficient.  Many  Friends  would  probably  find 
lodging  in  BoumviUe  and  other  suburbs,  especially  if  railway  facilities 
were  granted,  as  is  usually  the  case  in  London.  Local  Friends  would 
prepare  a  list  ot  lodging-houses,  hotels,  and  restaurants,  ba  was  done  at 
Leeds. 

With  regard  to  expense,  we  are  informed  that  Warwickshire  North 
Monthly  Meeting  undertakes  all  the  local  expenses  should  the  Yearly 
Meeting  accept  the  invitation  to  go  to  Birmingham.

72.  A  Eeport  has  been  received  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  on  the  Opium  Traffic. 

In  commending  this  subject  to  the  continued  care  of  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings,  we  earnestly  desire  that  our 
members  generally  may  uphold,  by  their  constant  prayers, 
the  efforts  of  all  those  in  this  country,  and  also  in  India  and 
in  China,  who  are  labouring  for  the  complete  abolition  both 
of  the  Indo-Chinese  Opium  traffic  and  of  the  sale  and  use  of 
the  drug  for  selfish  ends.     [See  Appendix  A^p  139.] 

73.  A  Report  has  been  received  from  the  Committee  of  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  on  Betting  and  Gambling.     We  are 
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thankful  to  know  that  the  action  of  Friends  in  recent  years 
has  resulted  in  a  considerable  amount  of  active  work  being 
initiated  throughout  the  country.    [See  Appendix  A,  p.  142.] 

74.  The  Friends  appointed  by  our  61st  Minute  have 
brought  in  a  Memorial  to  the  Government  on  Licensing 
Eeform.  It  is  approved  as  follows,  and  copies  are  to  be 
signed  by  the  Clerk  and  forwarded  to  the  Prime  Minister 
and  the  Home  Secretary. 

Minute  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Beltgious  Society  of 
Friends,  held  in  London. 

This  Meeting,  while  aware  of  many  other  valuable  proposals  in 
connection  with  Licensing  Beform,  desires  to  record  its  strong  conviction 
that  there  can  he  no  lasting  settlement  of  this  question  so  long  as  the 
monopoly  of  the  retail  trade  in  intoxicants  remains  the  property  of  those 
whom  that  same  monopoly  was  created  to  control.  It  therefore  ecumestly 
desires  that,  as  a  preliminary  to  any  Licensing  measure  which  the 
Government  may  intend  to  introduce,  there  may  be  a  short  Bill  providing 
for  a  Time  Notice  of  reasonable  length,  at  the  close  of  which  all  now 
existing  licenses  shall  terminate;  and  that  the  granting  of  any  future 
licenses,  after  the  Time  Notice  has  expired,  shall  be  based  upon  the 
general  principles  laid  down  for  new  licenses  in  Clause  4  of  the  Act 
of  1904.

78.  An  interesting  account  has  been  given  us  at  this  time 
of  the  interview  with  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  Secretary 
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of  State  for  War,  granted  to  our  deputation  yesterday  in 
order  to  present  the  Memorial  adopted  by  our  58th  Minute. 
We  are  thankful  to  believe  that  the  efforts  of  our  members 
in  arranging  for  this  interview  have  been,  to  some  extent 
at  least,  successful. 

79.  A  Eeport  has  been  received  from  the  Friends'  South 
African  Relief  Committee  of  the  Meeting  for  Suflferings. 
We  have  also  had  a  Report  regarding  Cape  Monthly 
Meeting.     [See  Appendix  A,  pp.  147,  148.] 

80.  We  have  received  Reports  and  Minutes  from  the 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  regarding  Russian  Famine  Relief. 
We  are  glad  of  the  assistance  that  has  been  already  sen<^ 
to  Russia,  although  we  realize  how  very  small  a  part  of 
the  suffering  can  have  been  thus  relieved.  [^See  Appendix

REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE  TO 
THE  YEARLY  MEETING. 

The  Central  Edncation  Committee  has  met  four  times  during  the  past 

nrnnmittM     twelve  months,  with  an  average  attendance  of  49  members. 

MeetingB.      ^  ^  eleven  sittings  were  held  on  these  four  occasions. 

In  addition  to  sittings  at  the  beginning  and  at  the  dose  of 

4ihe  meetings  of  the  General  Committee,  the  Executive  has  met  five  times. 

Alfred  Rawlings  has  been  appointed  by  Berks  and  Oxon  Quarterly 

Meeting  to  serve  on  the  Committee  in  place  of  Maria 

Harlock,    resigned;    Margaret    Cudworth    by    Yorkshire 

Quarterly  Meeting  in  place  of  John  S.  Rowntree,  resigned ;  and  John  A. 

Guy  by  the  Home  Mission  Committee  in  place  of  William  Littleboy, 

resigned.    Joseph  Smithson,  of  Halifax,  and  Mary  O^Brien  Harris,  of 

London,  have  also  joined  the  Committee  by  co-option. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  retirement  of  J.  S.  Rowntree,  the  Committee 

^^^  expressed  by  minute  its  deep  sense  of  the  value  of  his 

gj^p     '     services  to  the  cause  of   education   in   the   Society  of 

Friends,  and  its  regret  at  losing  his  continued  help  in  its 

work.    Henry  Tuke  Mennell    has   been  appointed   to  suooeed  J.   S. 

Rowntree  as  Treasurer  to  the  Committee 

The  grant  of  £500  which  wm  made  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  last  year 

for   the  general   expenses   of  the   Conmiiittee,    and    the 

^^       contributions  of  the  Quarterly    Meetings,  amounting  to 

£468  Os.  2d.,  have  removed  for  the  present  the  financial  difficulties 

of  the  Committee,  and  after  transferring  J6250  to  the  income  account  of 

the  Central  Endowment  Fxmd,  a  balance  of  JS224  8s.  lid.  is  left  to  the 

credit  of  the  Committee. 

The  capital  of  this  Fund  remains  the  same  as  reported  last  year, 

J£5,271.    Out  of  the  income  accumulated  during  the  past 

BiMW^^ont    g^^  years,  amounting  to  JS525,  two  grants  of  JB50  each  are 

being  offered  to  women  teachers  for  purposes  of  study. 

The   balance  is  being  reserved  for  the  needs  of  the  Sibford  Scheme 

during  the  remaining  four  experimental  years.    The  annual  income  from 

investment,  about  Jgl70,  is  being  used  for  an  expsrimeatal  parioi  of  five 
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years  to  provide  three  fellowshipB  for  teachers  of  proved  capacity  at 
present  serving  in  the  schools  of  the  Society.  This  is  an  object  which 
requires  an  assored  income,  and  a  mnch  larger  sum  is  necessary 
adequately  to  meet  the  need. 

The  proposals  of  the  Conmiittee  for  the  management  of  Sibford  School 
came  into  effect  after  the  summer  holidays  last  year,  and 

g^^l^^jQ^^  the  school  was  opened  under  the  care  of  James  T.  and 
Mabel  Harrod  with  82  children,  of  whom  all  but  four  were 
Friends  or  closely  connected  with  the  Society.  This  number  has  been 
increased  during  the  present  half-year  to  41.  The  staff,  consistdng  of 
one  master  and  two  mistresses,  in  addition  to.  the  headmaster  and  his 
wife,  is  well  qualified  for  the  present  work  of  the  School.  Members  of 
the  Conmiittee  who  have  visited  the  school  feel  that  an  encouraging 
start  has  been  made ;  and  the  experiment  is  being  watched  with  care  by 
the  Central  Education  Committee  and  its  secretaries. 

The  School  Committee  is  raising  funds  to  clear  off  debt  and  to  provide 
increased  accommodation  up  to  100  children  as  this  becomes  necessary, 
and  various  important  improvements  and  repairs  have  already  been 
carried  out. 

The  Central  Education  Committee  is  endeavouring  to  raise  special 
funds  for  the  provision  of  86  scholarships  tenable  imder  certain  condi- 
tions for  three  years  by  children  in  membership  or  closely  connected 
with  the  Society.  Of  these  scholarships,  which  reduce  the  actual  cost 
to  parents  to  JS9,  twelve  are  to  be  awarded  annually ;  of  those  offered 
this  year,  nine  have  been  awarded  to  children  who  are  now  in  the 
school. 

On  the  suggestion  of  J.  W.  Headlam,  the  Committee  applied  in 
Twelfth  Month  last  for  the  recognition  of  the  School  (apart  from 
financial  aid)  by  the  Board  of  Education ;  but  whilst  the  experiment  has 
the  sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the  Board,  technical  difficulties 
stand  in  the  way,  and  we  are  informed  that  the  Board  has  at  present  no 
category  in  which  the  school  can  be  recognized. 

The  Committee  expressed  its  opinion  a  year  ago  that  the  Society 

needs  three  types  of  Boarding  School,  distinguished  by  the  aim  of  the 

school  and  Uie  leaving-age  of  the  pupils;  and  requested  the  School 

Committees  to  consider  carefully  what  should  be  their 

otSt^^^  future  aim  in  the  interests  of  the  children  who  attend 
them.  Replies  have  since  been  received  which  show  that 
careful  attention  has  been  given  to  this  important  subject. 

After  further  discussion  of  J.  W.  Headlam's  Beport,  the  Conmiittee 

has  formulated  its  views  with  regard  to  the  ideal  conditions 

™^^2[^     o^  admission  of  children  to  our  schools  and  of  transference 

fj^         from  one  school  to  another,  and  has  communicated  them 

TttosfiBMiice.  to  School  Committees  as  follows: — 
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(L)  It  is  not  desirable  to  enoonrage  parents  to  send  their  duldren  to 
any  of  oar  schools  earlier  than  the  age  of  10  years. 

(ii.)  Above  the  age  of  10,  admission  should  be  regulated,  not  only  by 
age,  but  also  by  the  standard  of  attainment  and  the  length  of  the  stay 
in  the  school  proposed  in  the  case  of  each  child. 

(iii.)  The  maximum  age  for  admission  in  normal  oases  should  be,  in 
schools  of — 

Type  A  (leaving  age  16)  12  years. 
TypeB(     „        „    17)18     „ 
TypeC(     „        „    19)16     „ 

(iv.)  Conditions  of  transference  should  be  so  framed  as  to  secure 
(a)  that  at  least  two  years  should  be  spent  in  ihe  school  to  which  the 
child  is  transferred;  (b)  that  the  least  possible  dislocation  of  work 
should  be  occasioned  either  to  the  child  or  to  the  schools. 

In  connection  with  the  above  consideration  returns  have  been 
collected  from  the  schools  as  to  the  actual  entrance  and  leaving  ages, 
and  the  subsequent  careers  of  all  the  children  who  have  left  the 
schools  during  the  last  few  years.  The  returns  have  been  analysed 
and  tabulated  for  the  use  of  the  Committee,  and  are  available  for 
reference. 

At  one  of  its  sittings  in  Eleventh  Month  the  Committee  had  the 
company  of   J.  W.   Headlam,  who    kindly    answered  a 

Interview      number  of  questions  arising  out  of  his  Report.     The  inter- 

Headlam.      ^^®^  revealed  a  liberal  and  sympathetic  attitude  on  the 

part  of  the  Boetrd  of  Education  towards  the  Committee's 

experiment  at  Sibford,  the  system  of  teacher-training  adopted  in  the 

schools  at  Sidcot  and  York,  and  the  general  educational  work  of  the 

Society. 

The  secretaries  have  reported  to  the  Committee  on  the  facts  with 
regard  to  Government  recognition  and  Government  grants 

"  ^^fi^'     for  schools  of  secondary  type,  and  have  sent  information 

u  orantB."  ^^  these  subjects  to  various  schools  and  to  the  periodicals 
of  the  Society. 

The  Board  of  Education  now  offers  to  Secondary  Schools  which  do 
not  desire  or  are  not  eligible  for  Government  grants  free  inspection, 
followed  by  **  recognition  "  of  efficiency  if  the  report  of  the  inspector 
is  satisfactory,  and  proposes,  further,  to  publish  periodically  lists  of 
schools  so  recognized  as  well  as  of  schools  recognized  for  grants.  The 
Committee  regards  this  measure  as  one  which  is  likely  to  be  of  service 
to  the  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 

The  separate  question  whether  our  schools  should  aco^t  the  financial 
aid  of  the  State  is  not  a  purely  educational  one :  it  involves  [oinciples 
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on  which  the  Society  as  a  whole  should  pronounce  rather  than  its 
Education  Committee. 

The  state  of  the  schools  as  revealed  in  the  Summary  of  their  Reports 
and  the  synopsis  of  their  Accounts  has  been  considered  by 

Schools.  ^^^  Committee,  The  secretaries  have  visited  nine  of  them 
during  the  last  twelve  months,  seeing  much  of  the  work  of 
the  classes,  and  advising  with  teachers  as  to  organization  and  methods ; 
in  some  cases  they  have  been  asked  to  present  written  suggestions  for 
the  consideration  of  the  staff  or  the  committee,  and  they  have  been 
instructed  to  prepare  for  the  Central  Conmiittee  an  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  a  more  definitely  educational  character  than  that  furnished 
by  the  printed  reports. 

The  Committee  has  also  directed  the  secretaries  to  keep  a  systematic 

-^.  record  of  teachers  in  the  eleven  schools,  and  of  Friends 

who  are  engaged  in  teaching  in  other  schools,  or  studying 
in  places  of  higher  education  within  or  without  the  Society  who  may  be 
likely  to  enter  the  profession ;  so  that  they  may  be  able  to  give  informa- 
tion in  case  of  vacancies  on  the  staffs  of  Friends'  Schools. 

Five  teachers  have,  during  the  past  winter,  been  liberated  by  their 
respective  Conuaittees  to  visit  America  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the 
organization  and  methods  employed  in  schools  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  By  the  kindness  of  a  Friend  the  Committee  was  able  to  make 
grants  towards  the  expenses  of  two  of  these,  who  have  undertaken  to 
present  reports  on  their  observations  for  the  general  benefit. 

In  Fifth  Month  last  the  Committee  presented  a  memorial  to<  the 
Government  against  the  abolition  of  the  Teachers'  Register,  which  was 
proposed  in  the  late  Education  Bill ;  and  it  is  glad  to  believe  that  in 
consequence  of  the  widespread  feeling  aroused  it  is  now  the  purpose 
of  the  Board  to  continue  some  form  of  registration  for  the  qualified 
teachers  of  the  country. 

The  secretaries  have  devoted  much  time  and  thought  during  the  year 
to  the  best  means  of  furthering  the  rehgious  education  of 

Beligioiia  the  children  and  young  people  of  the  Society,  and  in 
O^^^nand  ^^^^"^^©'^  with  the  secretary  of  the  Friends'  First-day 
Young  People.  Bchool  Association  and  with  First-day  School  teachers 
both  in  the  Society  and  outside,  an  outline  Scheme  of 
Religious  Instruction  has  been  prepared  with  a  view  to  helping  those 
who  are  engaged  in  teaching  in  Bible  Classes,  children's  First-day 
Schools,  and  Reading  Circles.  It  is  hoped  that  in  connection  with  this 
scheme  lists  of  books,  Scripture  passages,  and  hymns,  as  well  as  notes 
of  lesson-courses  adapted  to  the  needs  of  varying  circumstances  and 
various  stages  of  development,  may  be  issued  shortly. 

This  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  in  Second  Month  last, 
and  two  sittings  were  then  devoted  to  the  subject  of  Religious  Education. 
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The  discussion  on  this  occasion  revealed  a  general  feeling  that  it  is  of 
essential  importance  in  all  religious  teaching  to  recognize  both  the  good 
and  evil  tendencies  which  manifest  themselves  in  the  child  from  its 
earliest  years,  and  to  appeal  to  the  child's  own  experience  of  the  Voice 
of  God  speaking  within  the  heart. 

If  the  biblical  teaching  takes  account  of  the  fact  that  the  Bible  is 
a  history  of  the  progress  of  Divine  revelation,  its  lessons  will  be  vital 
and  inspiring ;  and  the  children  will  be  prepared  to  face  the  intellectual 
difficulties  to  which  they  will  necessarily  be  exposed  in  the  world,  and 
to  help  others  to  face  them.  It  is  considered  important  also  to  seek  the 
enrichment  of  the  Bible  teaching  by  the  study  of  the  history  of  religion 
outside  the  Bible,  and  to  offer  to  the  scholars  the  inspiration  of  high 
ideals  and  heroic  service  for  God  in  all  ages  down  to  the  present 
time. 

The  Committee  was  i&ipressed  particularly  with  the  urgent  need 
which  exists  in  the  Society  of  Friends  for  more  religious  instruction  for 
the  young  people  in  our  meetings  above  school  age.  In  the  Society  of 
Friends  we  have  no  systematic  arrangement  for  religious  instruction 
such  as  precedes  the  Confirmation  service  in  the  Anglican  Church,  but 
the  desire  to  avoid  unwise  formality  of  arrangements  should  not  prevent 
us  from  using  all  opportunities  for  this  important  work. 

The  Committee  regrets  the  continued  delay  which  has  attended  the 

preparation  of  the  *  Text-book  of  Quaker  History.*    Some 

'^•^J*™  ®'    chapters  are  now  complete,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  book 

EiBtory,       ^'^  ^  ready  for  the  press  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Committee's  series  of  lantern  slides  illustrating  the 
**  Bise  and  History  of  the  Society  of  Friends  "  has  been  used  in  nine 
places  during  the  past  winter ;  and  descriptive  notes  have  been  prepared 
to  accompany  them  and  assist  Friends  in  lecturing  on  the  subject. 

The  Secretaries  have  attended  twelve  local  meetings  of  the  Society 

during  the    year,   to  discuss  the  educational  needs  and 

Deputation    stimulate  the  educational  activities  of  different  districts. 

gj^"*?'       Members  of  the  Committee  have  also  in  many  cases  sought 

opportunity  to  keep  educational  questions  before  the  minds 

of  Friends  in  their  several  meetings.    The  Committee  would  have  been 

glad  if  more  invitations  had  been  received  for  such  deputations,  believing 

that  the  solution  of  many  problems  connected  with  the  organization  of 

the  Boarding  Schools,  the  supply  of  qualified  teachers,  and  the  religious 

nurture  of  children  and  young  people  can  only  be  found  in  a  deeper 

interest  and  a  fuller  knowledge  on  the  part  of  parents,  overseers,  and 

Friends  generally.

We  have  given  the  proposals  our  careful  consideration. 
We  are  glad  to  recognize  that  the  decision  in  regard  to  the 
status  of  our  Women  Friends  come  to  in  1896  has  resulted 
in  the  practical  union  of  Men  and  Women  Friends  in  our 
Yearly  Meeting  considerations. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  best  at  this  late  period  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  not  to  come  to  such  a  decision  on  these 
proposals  as  would  necessitate  an  alteration  in  our  rules 
of  procedure,  but  simply  to  instruct  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  not  to  arrange  for  separate  sessions  for  next 
Yearly  Meeting,  but  to  arrange  for  a  Conference  of  Women 
Friends  to  be  held  on  the  evening  before  the  day  on  which 
the  Yearly  Meeting  opens.

MlNUTB   OF  WOBfBN's  MbBTINO. 

A  year  ago  Women  Friends  were  asked  to  consider  whether  the  time 
had  not  come  when  their  separate  sessions  should  cease  to  be  held. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  since  1896,  when  the  Yearly  Meeting  concluded 
that  "  in  future  Women  Friends  are  to  be  recognized  as  forming  a  con- 
stituent part  of  all  our  Meetings  for  Church  ASam  equally  with  their 
brethren,'*  all  the  business  is  of  common  interest,  and  every  member 
is  responsible  for  the  decisions  which  are  arrived  at.  It  was  shown  that 
there  are  now  seldom  any  subjects  brought  before  the  Yearly  Meeting 
bom^  th9  discussions  of  which  Women  Friends  should  be  absent,  and 
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that  at  the  same  time  their  own  business  has  gradually  diminished  till 
it  has  almost  ceased  to  exist. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  feeling  and  opinion  of  Women  Friends 
throughout  the  coimtry  on  this  matter,  which  was  felt  to  be  one  of 
great  importance,  a  Committee  was  appointed,  which  has  this  year 
brought  in  its  Report. 

It  states  that  eJl  the  Women's  Quarterly  Meetings  and  the  General 
Meeting  for  Scotland  have  been  approached,  replies  received  from  most 
of  them,  and  that  after  considering  them  carefully  the  Committee  has 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  our  Society 
to  discontinue  the  holding  of  separate  sessions. 

We  recognize  that  we  cannot  lightly  give  up  that  which  has  been  long 
established  and  which  has  in  the  past  been  a  means  of  great  spiritual 
help  to  many ;  but  as  we  have  at  this  time  deliberately  and  seriously 
considered  the  subject  we  believe  that  in  view  of  the  present  condition 
of  things  we  must  adopt  the  conclusion  of  the  Committee  and  ask  the 
Yearly  Meeting  to  unite  with  us  in  agreeing  to  the  following  proposals : 
That  in  future  all  sessions,  unless  by  special  request,  shall  be  held 
jointly. 

That  the  Committee  which  draws  up  the  Yearly  Meeting  agenda 
shall  be  asked  to  arrange  for  a  Meeting  of  Women  Friends  next  year 
at  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  day  before  the  Yearly  Meeting 
commences.  (This  Meeting  would  take  the  form  of  a  Conference, 
and  a  Report  of  its  proceedings  might,  if  so  desired,  be  presented  to 
the  Yearly  Meeting.  If  it  be  found  to  fill  a  useful  place,  a  request 
could  also  go  forward  that  similar  Meetings  should  be  arranged  for 
annually.) 

That  in  these  Meetings  some  subject,  either  social  or  religious,  of 
special  concern  to  Women  Friends  shall  be  brought  forward.  This 
wiU  be  under  the  care  of  a  standing  Committee  of  Women  Friends 
which  is  now  to  be  appointed,  and  which  shall  be  revised  annually. 
This  Committee  shall  also  nominate  Clerks  for  the  meeting  of 
Women  Friends. 

That  one  or  two  Women  Friends  shall  still  be  appointed  to  assist 
at  the  table  at  the  joint  sessions. 

96.  A  Eeport  is  received  from  the  Friends'  Fellowship

Fourth-day  Afternoon,  29th  of  Fifth  Month, 
{Met  in  Joint  Session,) 
99.  Eeferring  to  Minute  95  of  this  morning,  we  now 
decide  in  accordance  with  the  opinion  expressed  therein, 
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and  we  request  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  to  act  accord- 
ingly. It  is  also  requested  to  report  to  our  Meeting  next 
year  what  changes  in  our  Rules  of  Procedure  would  be 
required  in  order  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Women's 
Meeting. 

100.  The  following  Minutes  from  the  Meeting  of  Elders 
has  been  read. 

We  agree  to  the  holding  of  a  special  Conference  next 
year,  open  to  all  Friends  in  the  station  of  Elder,  and  we 
ask  our  Monthly  Meetings  throughout  the  country  to  send 
representative  Elders  to  it.  In  Meetings  where  there  are 
no  Elders  Monthly  Meetings  are  asked  to  send  other 
Friends.  The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  asked  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  Conference.

First  Minu^tf.— Reports  from  the  Elders  present  at  the  three  Meetings 
for  Worship  held  on  these  premises  yesterday  have  now  been  read,  and 
are  to  go  forward  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  attendance  was  smaller 
than  usual,  the  large  Meeting-house  being  the  only  one  that  was  com- 
fortably filled. 

Second  Minute, — We  have  also  had  Reports  of  the  Meetings  for 
Worship  held  last  First-day,  at  Devonshire  House,  Westminster, 
Peckham,  Hsimpstead,  Stoke  Newington,  Winchmore  Hill,  Hollo  way. 
Peel,  Isle  worth,  Wanstead,  Croydon,  Woolwich,  Leighton  Buzzard, 
Haslemere,  Brighton,  Beading,  and  St.  Albans.  The  attendance  was 
generally  good,  and  the  Meetings  solemn  and  satisfactory. 

In  about  fifty  places,  including  some  of  the  above,  advertised  addresses 
were  given  in  the  evening. 

Third  Minute, — The  relation  of  Elders  to  the  new  Ministry  Com- 
mittees now  being  appointed  in  some  places,  and  other  points  regarding 
the  duties  of  Elders,  have  been  discussed. 

We  feel  afresh  the  importance  of  the  right  exercise  of  the  office  of 
Elder,  and  we  should  be  glad  if  the  Yearly  Meeting  would  authorize 
a  special  Conference  of  Elders  next  year,  to  which  our  Meetings 
throughout  the  country  may  be  asked  to  send  definite  representations.

The  subject  considered  was  the  *' Difficulties  of  Overseers,"  and  the 
discussion  was  opened  by  Kathleen  M.  Brown,  who  reminded  us  that 
the  office  is  no  sinecure,  and  that  all  work  must  be  undertaken  in  the 
spirit  of  prayer— -definite,  practical  prayer. 

The  complexity  of  the  duties  has  been  dwelt  upon  and  we  have  been 
urged  to  consider  the  particular  line  of  work  for  which  each  of  our 
members  may  be  best  qualified.  We  have  been  reminded  that  we 
should  undertake  the  duties,  not  as  officers  so  much  as  friends,  in  a  truly 
sympathetic  way,  and  with  simplicity  and  tact. 

How  to  get  Friends  to  take  part  in  the  work  of  the  Society  has  also 
been  considered,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  we  try  to  approach 
members  along  the  line  of  their  special  interest,  and  not  to  wait  until 
they  are  too  perfect  before  asking  them  to  take  part  in  the  business. 

Take  care  to  nominate  fresh  members  to  any  suitable  appointments. 

How  we  are  to  treat  non-Attenders  is  another  question,  and  we  think 
this  may  best  be  done  by  inviting  them  lovingly  to  attend  and  by 
pointing  out  to  them  the  gain  to  themselves  and  the  Church  by 
attendance  at  Meeting. 

The  opening  remarks  have  led  to  an  interesting  discussion,  which  we 
trust  will  be  profitable.

A  MsssAaa  to  Friends  from  London  Ybably  MssTiNa, 

Held  in  London  by  Adjov/mmente  from  the  2^nd  of  the  Fifth  Month  to 
the  29th  of  the  same,  1907 : 

Dkar  Fbdbnds, — We  would  reach  out  to  you  the  hands  of  fellowship, 
desiring  that  the  Love  which  has  been  with  us  in  oui  gatherings  may  be 
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with  you,  that  the  message  which  that  Love  brings  with  it  may  be 
passed  on  through  all  our  lives  to  others. 

The  sense  of  our  failure  to  be  true  to  our  religious  ideal,  and  to  give  in 
our  hves  response  to  the  world's  need,  has  led,  and  will  lead  us  to  find 
the  cause  of  failure,  and  seek  God's  strength  to  remove  it.  Have  we  not 
failed  to  give  an  adequate  expression,  as  a  Society  and  as  individuals,  to 
the  ennobling  message  for  which,  in  earlier  days,  those  who  went  before 
us  were  willing  to  suffer  shame,  imprisonment,  and  death  ? 

What,  then,  is  this  message  ?  Words  can  but  imperfectly  express  it, 
for  life  cannot  be  imprisoned  in  language ;  the  sincerest  statement  of 
belief  is  but  an  incomplete  expression  of  truths  which  oiur  spirits  may 
realize,  but  which  the  mind  can  never  wholly  compass.  Our  message 
can  only  be  handed  on  from  life  to  life ;  yet  we  must  endeavour  to  set 
forth  in  language  the  truth  which  we  feel  to  flow  through  the  very  veins 
of  our  being. 

We  are  called,  as  a  Society  and  as  individuals,  to  witness  to  the  true 
meaning  of  the  Real  Presence  of  God  in  man. 

Man  is  made  to  be  the  temple  of  the  Divine  Presence  ;  but  how  is  the 
building  marred  and  broken  ;  how  often  has  it  been  the  haunt,  not  of  the 
pure  spirit  of  Love,  but  of  base  thoughts  of  pride,  of  lust,  of  selfishness. 
Yet  let  us  be  thankful  that,  though  the  sanctuary  has  been  defiled, 
though  it  may  be  buried  beneath  earthen  masses  which  the  years  have  only 
made  greater,  in  the  depths  of  every  human  heart  there  is  a  temple  still. 

Every  man  bom  into  the  world,  be  he  who  he  may,  has  that  within 
him  by  which  he  may  come  into  personal  communion  with  the  Spirit  of 
God.  He  can  never  be  at  peace  until  this  relation  becomes  a  reality  to 
him.  With  Augustine  our  spirit's  cry  must  surely  be,  '*  Thou  hast  made 
us  imto  Thyself,  and  our  hearts  are  restless  until  they  find  their  rest  in 
Thee." ' 

This  life  within  our  lives,  which  turns  toward  God,  has  been  spoken 
of  as  the  Seed.  The  Seed  was  an  image  which  Jesus  loved  to  use ;  and 
it  carries  with  it  the  thought  of  silent  growth,  and  of  the  mysterious 
birth  of  the  living  plant  from  within  the  dead  husk  of  the  com.^ 

We  must  pass  through  this  re* birth  that  we  may  enter  into  the  heritage 
of  the  Kingdom ;  and  we  need  not  only  the  birth,  but  the  growth,  if  the 
fruit  is  to  ripen.  It  is  not  given  to  us  to  understand  how  the  new  birth 
of  the  Spirit  comes;  we  feel  the  life-giving  breath  upon  us,  and  the 
change  that  it  has  wrought. 

But  this  we  do  know,  that  our  spiritual  life  is  rooted  in  God's  love, 
revealed  to  us  in  the  life,  the  death,  and  the  rising  again  of  Jesus  of 
Nazareth.  The  food  which  our  souls  need  is  that  life,  spent  for  man  in 
unselfish  love,  poured  out  for  man  in  the  passion  of  the  Cross,  triumph- 

«  "  Confessions  "  i.  1.  ■  John  xii.  24. 
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ing  for  man  in  the  Besnrrection.  He  is  at  once  the  Bevealer  and  the 
iiedeemer,  the  supreme  regenerator  of  hmnan  souls,  the  nnveiler  of  the 
reality  within  us.  He  shows  ns  what  God  is,  what  man  mcuy  be,  and  as 
we  look  np  to  Him  we  begin  to  realize  the  meaning  of  good  and  the 
possibilities  of  life.  Gazing  upward  thns,  we  see  onr  own  failure,  our 
own  wrong-doing,  more  clearly  than  ever  before ;  but  we  know,  too,  that 
the  hand  of  the  Healer  is  upon  us ;  the  life  of  Christ,  outpoured  for  us, 
flows  forth  still :  over  our  darkness  and  death  flows  the  boundless  ocean 
of  God*s  light  and  love.'  This  message  of  Divine  love  and  life,  revealing 
itself  to  us  by  sacrifice,  is  wider  and  greater  than  all  our  thoughts  of  it. 
The  more  we  come  to  understand  it,  and  the  more  fully  it  calls  forth 
within  us  powers  unknown  to  us  before,  the  more  we  shall  realize  how 
poorly  we  express  it  in  our  words  and  in  our  lives,  how  much  we  have 
yet  to  learn  of  the  Divine  truth  which  is  being  ever  revealed  to  us. 

We  shall  pray  that  the  life  of  each  one  may  be  made  tf  sacrament, 
showing  forth  and  handing  on  to  others  the  light  which  Christ  has 
revealed  to  us,  the  love  which  He  has  made  real  to  us.  Our  thoughts 
will  go  out  more  and  more  to  all  our  feUow-men,  desiring,  in  His  spirit, 
to  share  our  brothers'  burden,  and  to  bring  them  into  touch  with  Him 
who  is  the  Way,  the  Truth,  the  Life,'  until  they  too  feel  that  in  Christ 
Jesus  they  can  hear  the  beating  of  the  Father's  heart.  To  the  weary 
seeker  who  scans  the  mysterious  face  of  nature,  striving  in  vain  to  find 
beneath  its  laws  that  which  shall  meet  his  spirit's  craving,  comes  thus  a 
revelation  of  the  very  God. 

So,  the  All-Great  were  the  All-Loving  too, 

So,  through  the  thunder  comes  a  human  voice 

Saying,  ''O  heart  I  made,  a  heart  beats  here! 

Face  my  hands  fashioned,  see  it  in  myself  1 

Thou  hast  no  power  nor  mayst  conceive  of  mine, 

But  love  I  gave  thee,  with  myself  to  love. 

And  thou  must  love  me  who  have  died  for  thee."  3 

Men  to-day  are  waiting  for  the  gospel  of  Divine  Love  worked  out  in 
human  fellowship  and  in  the  freedom  of  perfect  service.  Such  freedom, 
by  which  alone  we  ccm  express  to  the  full  all  that  God  would  have  us  be, 
requires  co-operation  vidth  each  other ;  it  means,  too,  the  concentration 
of  all  our  energies  in  the  fulfilment  of  our  ideal,  and  neither  of  these  can 
come  without  sacrifice.  This  sacrifice  is  no  reluctant  gift,  wrenched 
from  us  in  spite  of  ourselves,  no  maiming  or  stunting  of  our  nature,  but 
the  glad  outpouring  of  our  life  for  others,  the  free  gift  of  our  will  to  God 
and  for  our  fellows.    We  are  no  longer  our  own,  we  are  His  and  theirs. 

Our  wills  are  ours,  we  know  not  how. 
Our  wills  are  ours  to  make  them  Thine.4

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Obedience  io  the  Diyine  Presence  in  onr  Uvea  brings  with  it  the 
gradual  remoulding  of  character,  the  upbuilding  of  life  by  life.  It  is  no4 
by  abstract  principles  that  the  world  is  to  be  won,  but  by  the  transform- 
ing influence  of  personality.  Words  cannot  explain  the  meaning  of  our 
message ;  it  needs  the  definition  of  a  devoted  life.  Li  jauch  lives  the  old 
distinction  of  sacred  and  secular  disappears  as  the  whole  nature  is  con- 
trolled by  a  common  purpose,  and  the  Divine  Presence  becomes  the 
inspiring  centre  of  action  and  of  thought. 

Our  Meetings  for  Worship,  in  which  we  are  called  to  share  the 
deepest  experience  of  communion,  should  both  foster  the  development 
of  personaUty  and  guide  its  growth.  If  we  have  true  feUowship  with  our 
Master,  and  with  one  another,  we  shall  seek  to  lay  no  fetters  of  con- 
vention and  tradition  upon  others;  our  worship  and  fellowship  will 
naturally  take  varying  forms  of  expression  to  meet  our  different  needs 
and  varying  personalities.  Only  let  that  expression  be  sincere ;  let  our 
freedom  be  no  anarchy,  but  the  liberty  which  comes  of  obedience  to  the 
spirit  of  Christ. 

Since  the  Divine  will  works  itself  out  in  human  lives,  we  need  to 
recognize  in  every  Meeting  the  place  of  wise  eldership,  to  draw  out  and 
direct  the  powers  given  to  each  one — eldership  accepted  by  all  because  it 
is  the  servant  of  alL  The  Unseen  Leader,  upon  whom  every  member 
and  every  Meeting  must  depend,  is  best  heard  and  followed  as  we  allow 
to  this  gift  of  eldership  its  due  place. 

Our  thoughts  turn  to  those  who  have  been  taken  from  us,  whose  lives 
have  borne  witness  to  the  reality  of  this  gift.  In  the  service  of  others, 
without  thought  of  self,  they  were  made  able  to  show  forth  in  the 
manifold  duties  of  daily  life,  as  citizens  and  as  men,  the  beauty  of  the 
Heavenly  wisdom ;  and  they  were  given  strength  in  their  day,  as  elders 
and  leaders,  to  make  us  more  sensible  of  the  guidance  of  God.  Death 
hides  them  from  us,  but  does  not  undo  their  work ;  their  influence  is 
with  us  still. 

The  very  men  and  women  who  have  shown  us  something  of  how  God 
reveals  Himself  to  us  through  human  personality  would  tell  us  that 
their  supreme  inspiration  was  ever  that  Lord  and  Master  by  whose  name 
they  were  called.  Let  us  draw  near  together  in  spirit  to  Him  who  was 
their  life  and  strength.  The  closer  we  come  to  Him,  the  nearer  we  shall 
be  to  each  other,  and  to  all  men ;  the  more  helpless  we  shall  feel  our 
own  lives  by  themselves,  and  yet  the  more  we  shall  feel  that  close 
beside  us  and  within  us  is  ever  the  endless  strength  and  the  endless  love 
of  God.  We  cannot  now,  with  this  faith  in  our  hearts,  look  out  upon 
the  world  as  once  we  did :  its  infinite  need  is  met  by  an  infinite  hope. 
That  which  was  lost,  Christ  came  to  seek  and  save.'    Down  to  the

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depths  He  still  makes  His  appeal :  out  of  the  depths  we  cry,  and  He 
brings  to  us  the  answer  of  God.

At  a  Yearly  Meeting  of  Women  Friends,  held  in 
London,  by  adjournment  from  the  24th  of  Fifth 
Month,  1907,  to  the  29th  of  the  same. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Representatives  were  called  over  in 
the  opening  Joint  Session  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  on  Fourth 
day  morning;  they  were  present  excepting  twenty-three 
Friends.  Several  expect  to  be  present  at  a  later  period  of 
the  Meeting. 

3.  Epistles  have  been  read  from  the  Yearly  Meeting 
of  Friends  India  Mission,  held  at  Hoshangabad,  from  the 
Chinese  Yearly  Meeting  held  at  Chung  King,  and  from  the 
Conmiittee  of  Missionaries  in  Madagascar. 

We  appoint  the  following  [here  follow  the  namss]  to 
prepare  replies  to  these  letters  and  also  to  write  a  letter 
to  tfapan  and  to  Friends  who  are  working  in  other  places 
abroad. 
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These  letters  should  all  be  presented  to  our  next  sitting 
on  Fourth  day  morning. 

4.  We  have  read  the  12th  minute  of  last  year,  and  the 
Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  and  to  obtain 
the  opinion  of  Women  Friends  on  the  subject  throughout 
our .  Quarterly  Meetings  has  brought  in  the  following 
report  : 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  OF  WOMEN'S  YEARLY  •  MEETING 
ON  HOLDING   SEPARATE   SESSIONS. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  Minute  12  of  the  Women's  Yearly 
Meeting,  1906,  presents  the  following  Report: 

With  the  view  of  obtaining  the  opinion  of  Women  Friends  throughout 
the  coimtry  on  the  question  of  relinquishing  the  regular  holding  of  our 
separate  sessions,  the  accompanying  statement'  was  drawn  up  and 
forwarded  to  the  Quarterly  Meetings: 

Minutes  or  replies  have  been  received  from  fifteen  Quarterly  Meetings 
and  from  Scotland.  We  find  that  in  eight  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings  it 
is  considered  that  Women  Friends  should  not  absent  themselves  &om 
the  joint  sessions,  but  a  general  opinion  is  expressed  that  some  Meeting 
or  Conference  of  Women  Friends  should  be  held  either  before  or  during 
the  time  of  the  Yearly  Meeting — if  possible,  not  while  Yearly  Meeting  is 
in  Session.  Six  Quarterly  Meetings  wish  the  separate  Women's  Yearly 
Meeting  to  be  retained,  but  two  of  these  suggest  that  arrangements 
should  be  made  that  no  subjects  of  special  interest  to  Women  Friends, 
or  question  of  vital  importance  to  the  Society  at  large,  should  be  con- 
sidered in  separate  sessions  of  Men  Friends — conditions  which  it  does 
not  seem  to  us  it  would  be  possible  to  carry  out.  One  Quarterly  Meeting 
expresses  no  definite  opinion ;  two  have  sent  no  minutes ;  Scotland 
prefers  the  joint  sessions,  but  wishes  the  right  to  hold  separate  sessions 
to  be  strictly  preserved. 

With  this  strong  expression  of  opinion  before  us  we  make  the  following 
proposals  : 

That  the  Women's  Yearly  Meeting  should  ask  that  the  Committee 
which  meets  to  draw  up  the  Yearly  Meeting  Agenda  shall  axrange  for  a 
Meeting  of  Women  Friends  to  be  held  at  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the 
day  before  the  Yearly  Meeting  meets  in  joint  session  next  year. 

As  this  Meeting  would  be  held  before  the  Yearly  Meeting  has 
assembled,  it  would  necessarily  take  the  form  of  a  Conference  and  not 

'  Sent  with  Report  for  reference. 
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a  Sitting  of  the  Women's  Yearly  Meeting.  Asi  at  the  present  time,  it 
would  have  no  legislative  power,  but  a  Beport  of  Proceedings  might  be 
drawn  up  and  forwarded  to  the  joint  session.  If  the  Meeting  is  found  to 
fill  a  useful  place,  the  request  could  go  forward  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
that  similar  one^^should  be  arranged  annually. 

That  in  these  Conferences  some  subject,  either  social  or  religious, 
of  special  concern  to  Women  Friends  should  be  brought  for¥raard.  These 
subjects  to  be  selected  beforehand  and  introduced  by  one  or  two  papers — 
one  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings  to  be  asked  to  arrange  for  the  in^oduc- 
tion  of  these  subjects,  as  at  present. 

That  one  or  two  Women  Friends  should  still  be  appointed  to  assist 
at  the  table  in  the  joint  sessions,  and  that  the  Friend  or  Friends  thus 
appointed  should  act  as  Clerk  or  Clerks  to  this  Meeting  of  Women 
Friends. 

If  at  any  time  the  concern  arose  for  the  writing  of  a  special  epistle, 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  an  appointment  of  a  Conunittee  of  Women 
Friends  only  being  made  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  joint  session. 

These  suggestions  would  not  interfere  with  the  possible  holding  of 
separate  sessions.  The  Committee  on  Arrangements  would  still  have 
power  to  reconunend  separate  sessions  if,  in  its  opinion,  this  was 
desirable ;  and  as  the  Yearly  Meeting  programme  is  understood  to  give 
the  probable  course  of  business  only,  it  would  always  be  possible  for 
Men  or  Women  Friends  to  propose  the  holding  of  one  or  more  separate 
sessions.

After  a  deliberate  and  careful  consideration  of  the  subject 
in  all  its  bearings,  it  is  clear  to  us  that  we  are  ready  to 
adopt  the  Report  in  its  general  purport.  The  Clerk  is 
requested  to  prepare  for  our  next  Session  a  careful  Minute 
on  the  whole  matter,  which  may  be  sent  to  the  Yearly 
Meetmg. 

5.  We  appoint  Ihere  follow  the  names]  to  bring  in  to  our 
next  Sitting  the  names  of  Friends  who  are  willing  to  form 
a  standing  Committee,  which  shall,  during  the  coming  year, 
keep  in  view  the  subjects  which  it  will  be  well  to  bring 
forward  at  the  Meeting  of  Women  Friends  proposed  by  the 
report  mentioned  in  our  last  Minute  and  to  arrange  for 
their  presentation. 
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Fourth-day  Morning,  29^A  of  Fifth  Month,  1907. 

8.  As  directed  by  the  4th  Minute  of  our  last  sitting,  the 
Clerks  have  prepared  the  following  Minute  embodying  the 
decision  which  this  Meeting  has  arrived  at,  which  is  to 
be  sent  to  the  Yearly  Meeting. 

A  year  ago  Women  Friends  were  asked  to  consider  whether  the  time 
had  not  come  when  their  separate  sessions  should  cease  to  be  held. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  since  1896,  when  the  Yearly  Meeting  concluded 
that  '*  in  future  Women  Friends  are  to  be  recognised  as  forming  a  con- 
stituent part  of  all  our  Meetings  for  Church  AfEairs  equally  with  their 
brethren,"  all  the  business  is  of  common  interest,  and  every  member 
is  responsible  for  the  decisions  which  are  arrived  at.  It  was  shown  that 
there  are  now  seldom  any  subjects  brought  before  the  Yearly  Meeting 
from  the  discussions  of  which  Women  Friends  should  be  absent,  and 
that  ab  the  same  time  their  own  business  has  gradually  diminished  till 
it  has  almost  ceased  to  exist. 

In  order  to  obtain  the  feeling  and  opinion  of  Women  Friends 
throughout  the  country  on  this  matter,  which  was  felt  to  be  one  of 
great  importance,  a  Committee  was  appointed,  which  has  this  year 
brought  in  its  Report. 

It  states  that  all  the  Women's  Quarterly  Meetings  and  the  General 
Meeting  for  Scotland  have  been  approached,  and  replies  received  from 
most  of  them,  and  that  after  considering  them  carefully  the  Conamittee 
has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  our 
Society  to  discontinue  the  holding  of  separate  sessions. 

We  recognise  that  we  cannot  lightly  give  up  that  which  has  been  long 
established  and  which  has  in  the  past  been  a  means  of  great  spiritusd 
help  to  many ;  but  as  we  have  at  this  time  deliberately  and  seriously 
considered  the  subject,  we  believe  that  in  view  of  the  present  condition 
of  things  we  must  adopt  the  conclusion  of  the  Committee  and  ask  the 
Yearly  Meeting  to  unite  with  us  in  agreeing  to  the  following  proposals  : 

That  in  future  all  sessions,  imless  by  special  request,  shall  be  held 
jointly. 

That  the  Committee  which  draws  up  the  Yearly  Meeting  agenda  shall 
be  asked  to  arrange  for  a  Meeting  of  Women  Friends  next  year  at 
6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  day  before  the  Yearly  Meeting  conmiences. 
(This  Meeting  would  take  the  form  of  a  Conference  and  a  Bepox:t  of  its 
proceedings  might,  if  so  desired,  be  presented  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.  If 
it  be  found  to  fill  a  useful  place,  a  request  could  also  go  forward  that 
similar  Meetings  should  be  arranged  for  annually.) 

That  in  these  Meetings  some  subject,  either  social  or  religious,  of 
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special  ooncem  to  Women  Friends  shall  be  brought  forward.  This  will 
be  under  the  care  of  a  standing  Committee  of  Women  Friends  which  is 
now  to  be  appointed,  and  which  shall  be  revised  annually.  This 
Committee  shall  also  nominate  Clerks  for  the  meeting  of  Women  Friends. 
That  one  or  two  Women  Friends  shall  still  be  appointed  to  assist  at 
the  table  at  the  joint  sessions. 

9.  The  Committee  appointed  to  bring  forward  names  to 
form  a  Standing  Committee  of  Women  Friends  for  the 
purpose  detailed  in  the  5th  Minute  of  our  last  Meeting, 
propose  the  following:  Gulielma  Crosfield,  Joan  M.  Fry, 
Mary  Jane  Godlee,  A.  Mabel  Holdsworth,  Agnes  Horsnaill, 
Amy  E.  Mounsey,  Alice  Robson,  Evelyn  St  urge. 

They  are  appointed  for  one  year,  and  asked  to  attend 
to  the  duty  as  specified  in  Minute  5,  and  also  to  appoint 
Clerks  for  the  Meetings  of  Women  Friends. 

10.  Epistles  have  been  brought  in  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
of  the  Friends'  Mission  in  India,  to  the  Committee  of 
Missionaries  in  Madagascar,  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  of 
Friends  in  Sz'  Chwdn,  and  one  to  Friends  in  Syria,  Ceylon, 
Japan,  Pemba,  and  Constantinople.  With  a  few  alterations 
they  are  adopted,  have  been  signified  by  the  Clerk,  and  are 
committed  to  Isaac  Sharp  for  transmission. 

11.  The  special  subject  proposed  by  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire  Quarterly  Meeting  is,  **  Meetings  for  Worship — 
our  ResponsibiHty." 

It  has  been  brought  before  us  by  a  paper  written  by 
Phoebe  Batt,  read  by  Mary  M.  Holdsworth,  and  by  an 
address  by  Joan  M.  Fry. 

We  have  been  shown  the  need  for  taking  a  wide  view  of 
worship.  It  is  really  the  reaching  out  of  the  human  soul 
after  God,  and  must  therefore  be  very  varied. 

Criticism  is  waste  of  time,  and  crushes  out  enthusiasm, 
vi^hich  cannot  exist  when  we  are  self-satisfied  and  criticising 
others. 

Difficulties  are  opportunities.     We  shall  never  make  the 
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most  of  our  Meetings  for  Worship  till  we  recognise  this. 
All  our  spiritual  needs  and  yearnings  may  be  made  our 
opportunities  for  reaching  others. 

As  we  seek  for  the  basis  of  all  thoughts  expressed,  perhaps 
in  ways  we  do  not  prefer,  we  shall  often  find  that  under- 
lying varied  forms  of  expression  God's  Spirit  is  working. 
God's  guidance  is  as  true  and  clear  as  ever  it  was.  It  is 
quite  as  wonderful  as  ever,  and  if  we  will  be  faithful,  will  be 
as  wonderful  as  ever.  But  we  must  be  expectant  souls; 
how  can  Gt)d  speak  to  dull  ears  ?  We  must  believe  in  our 
absolute  organic  unity  in  God;  this  will  overcome  our 
tendency  to  isolation  of  spirit. 

To  too  many  of  us  **  worship  "  means  a  '*  drawing  in  "  of 
ourselves  and  search  for  personal  blessing.  Let  us  re- 
member that  in  Christ  personality  always  means  over- 
flowing, outpouring.  If  we  stand  in  the  currents  of  His 
life,  and  are  ready  to  be  channels  for  His  love,  we  shall  not 
be  unhappy  for  our  Meetings. 

We  have  been  told  by  some  how  God  has  met  with  them 
in  our  Meetings  in  a  way  not  known  in  other  places,  and 
we  believe  there  is  a  place  of  unity  which  is  much  deeper 
than  outward  agreement. 

Worship  must  include  praise  and  prayer,  and  we  must  be 
ready  for  God  to  use  us  in  this  direction. 

12.  The  following  Minute  has  been  received  from  the 
Yearly  Meeting : 

Tl*  foUowing  Minute  is  received  from  the  Women* s  Meeting : 
We  have  given  the  proposals  our  careful  consideration.    We  are  glad 
to  recognize  that  the  decision  in  regard  to  the  status  of  our  Women 
Friends  come  to  in  1896  has  resulted  in  the  practical  union  of  Men  and 
Women  Friends  in  our  Yearly  Meeting  considerations. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  best  at  this  late  period  of  the  Yearly 
Meeting  Hot  to  come  to  such  a  decision  on  these  proposals  as  would 
necessitate  an  alteration  in  our  rules  of  procedure,  but  simply  to 
instruct  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  not  to  arrange  for  separate  sessions 
for  next  Yearly  Meeting,  but  to  arre^ge  for  a  Conference  of  Women 
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Friends  to  be  held  on  the  evening  before  the  day  on  which  the  Yearly 
Meeting  opens. 

A  copy  of  this  minnte  to  be  sent  to  onr  Women's  Meeting  this 
morning. 

[Here  follows  minute  of  Women's  Meeting,'] 

13.  We  bring  our  Yearly  Meeting  to  a  close  with  mingled 
feelings.  We  have  been  reminded  of  the  attitude  of 
the  Apostle  Paul  when  he  says,  **  Forgetting  the  things 
which  are  behind,  and  stretching  forward  to  the  things 
which  are  before,  I  press  towards  the  goal — unto  the  prize 
of  the  high  calling  of  God — in  Christ  Jesus." 

We  remember  with  devout  thankfulness  the  years  that 
are  past,  during  which,  as  a  Women's  Yearly  Meeting,  we 
have  proved  our  Father's  love  and  faithfulness.  We  feel 
He  is  leading  us  on,  and  we  go  forward  under  the  conviction 
that  His  power  and  love  will  be  over  us,  as  it  has  been  over 
the  dear  Friends  of  past  generations,  as  we  rely  in  simple 
faith  on  the  work  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  life 
imparted  to  us  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

In  reverent  thankfulness  for  all  the  mercy  and  grace 
which  have  been  granted  us,  we  encourage  one  another  to 
be  "strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  strength  of  His  might," 
as  each  new  duty  comes  before  us ;  then  assuredly  He  will 
be  able  to  do  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or 
think  for  His  own  glory.

REPORT  OF  THE  AUSTRALASIAN   COMMITTEE 

To   THE   MbBTING   for   SUFFERINGS. 

There  seems  to  be  a  general  consensus  of  opinion  that  the  position  of 
the  Society  of  Friends  in  New  Zealand  is  a  very  critical  one  at  the 
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present  time.  On  the  one  hand  we  have  young  people  growing  up  whose 
parents  have  themselves  never  been  in  touch  with  any  settled  Meetings, 
and  on  the  other  hand  we  have  instanoes  of  people  who  have  been 
brought  up  in  connection  with  other  denominations  seeking  to  ally 
themselves  with  our  branch  of  the  Christian  Church.  Agsdn,  though 
there  are  only  about  280  members  of  our  Society  in  the  Colony  known  to 
Friends,  818  persons  returned  themselves  as  Friends  in  the  last  general 
census,  thus  showing  an  attachment  to  the  Society  on  the  part  of,  it 
may  be,  unknown  descendants  of  Friends,  which,  if  some  organized 
cohesion  could  be  fostered  for  a  time,  would  probably  grow  and  increase 
till  they  became  themselves  a  source  of  strength. 

Whilst  our  late  dear  friend  Ann  F.  Jackson  was  alive  and  able  to 
move  about  amongst  Friends  in  the  colony,  her  correspondence  with  the 
Continental  Committee  served  to  keep  up  some  connection  as  a  whole 
between  Friends  in  Englajid  and  those  she  visited  out  there.  From 
time  to  time  this  was  greatly  strengthened  by  the  visits  of  En^^ish 
Friends,  several  of  whom  are  stiU  with  us  and  members  of  our 
Committee. 

We  have  read  with  great  interest  the  letters  which  have  been  received 
by  the  Committee  appointed  to  correspond  with  Edward  A.  and  Edith 
Annett  during  the  past  eighteen  months.  We  regret  that  these  Friends 
will  not  be  here  in  time  for  the  Yearly  Meeting.  Their  visit  appears  to  have 
been  appreciated  by  many  Friends,  and  we  trust  the  Gospel  message, 
accompanied  with  their  loving  sympathy,  will  bear  fruit  in  many  hearts. 
Our  friends  have  met  with  some  members  of  our  Society  who  have  not 
much  interest  in  its  corporate  welfare,  and  with  others  who  have  been 
severed  from  our  Meetings  ever  since  their  youth  who  are  still  longing 
for  that  communion  with  those  of  like  faith  which  is  of  such  service  in 
the  Christian  walk.  Some  of  these  are  actively  engaged  with  members 
of  other  denominations  in  the  work  of  evangelization.  Again,  our 
friends  tell  us  of  those  who  are  not  members  of  our  Society  in  name 
but  are  so  in  all  else,  and  who,  if  the  opportunity  were  offered,  would 
join  Friends.  They  cannot  join,  for  there  is  no  Meeting  to  apply  to  for 
membership.  Auckland  Monthly  Meeting,  established  in  1900,  is  an 
active  Meeting,  but,  as  it  is  situated  near  the  north  of  the  northernmost 
island,  it  cannot  be  expected  to  exercise  an  official  care  over  the  whole 
colony,  nor  can  it  take  upon  itself  the  responsibility  of  admitting  into 
membership  applicants  whom  it  cannot  visit. 

Our  Committee  is  endeavouring  to  get  into  touch  with  a  Friend  in 
each  of  some  five  or  six  centres,  who  it  is  hoped  will  act  as  correspondent 
for  the  district.  This  may  lead  to  some  cohesion  in  the  widely-scattered 
units  in  each  province.  In  our  opinion,  however,  nothing  will  tend  to 
keep  Friends  members  in  more  than  name  so  much  as  the  meeting 
together  week  by  week  of  those  who  live  within  a  reasonable  distance  of 
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one  another  to  seek  for  that  quiet  communion  with  God  through  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  which  is  the  kernel  of  our  Meetings  for 
Worship. 

The  communications  from  Wellington  and  Christchurch  which  were 
read  in  the  Meeting  last  Twelfth  Month  show  that  there  is  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  Friends  in  those  cities  to  open  Meetings,  but  they  do  not  feel 
their  strength  at  the  present  time  equal  to  this.  However  much  we 
must  regret  this  feeling  of  weakness,  we  think  it  will  be  sympathized  in 
by  many  of  those  connected  with  our  small  Meetings  in  this  country. 
It  is  one  thing  to  keep  up  a  long-established  Meeting,  even  though 
small,  for  it  generally  has  the  active  co-operation  of  stronger  Meetings 
in  the  same  Monthly  Meeting,  and  it  is  '  quite  another  thing  to 
start  a  Meeting  with  its  only  organized  support  at  the  other  side  of 
the  world. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  such  a  request  as  has  come  from  these  centres  is 
a  distinct  call  to  service,  and  we  rejoice  to  know  that  there  are  those 
amongst  us  who  feel  it  right  to  respond. 

Sarah  Jane  Lury  and  Elizabeth  B.  Butter,  who  are  Becorded  Ministers 
in  our  Society,  have  offered  their  services  in  connection  with  this  for 
either  WeUington  or  Christchurch.  Sarah  Jane  Lury  travelled  in 
New  Zealand  with  the  late  Ann  F.  Jackson  for  about  a  year.  Greatly 
as  we  shall  miss  the  help  of  these  Friends  on  our  Committee,  we  feel 
they  are  eminently  suitable  for  the  work  they  are  wishful  to  undertake. 

Our  friends  have  laid  before  us  a  suggestion  which  will  be  explained 
in  the  following  paragraphs. 

Some  years  ago  the  idea  was  mooted  that  a  Friends'  School  should  be 
opened  in  New  Zealand  on  the  same  lines  as  the  School  at  Hobart. 
The  Yearly  Meeting's  School  in  Tasmania  owes  its  success  to  the 
acquaintance  of  the  residents  in  that  State  with  Friends  as  a  religious 
body  through  three  and  four  generations.  There  is  no  such  magnet  as 
this  in  New  Zealand.  Hobart  School  is  already  beginning  to  show  its 
influence  on  the  Society  in  Australia  in  the  friendships  made  by  the 
young  people  in  their  school  days  being  carried  forward  into  the 
Meetings  in  after  life. 

There  is  a  wish  on  the  part  of  Friends  in  New  Zealand  to  keep 
their  children  at  a  school  age  in  touch  with  our  Society.  This  is 
shown  from  time  to  time  by  their  willingness  to  send  them  a  four  to  five 
days'  voyage  to  the  School  at  Hobart,  but  this  is  a  privilege  which  but 
few  can  share. 

Sarah  Jane  Lury  and  Elizabeth  B.  Butter  think  they  see  an 
opportunity  for  bringing  a  Friend  influence  to  bear  on  New  Zealand 
children  in  a  way  in  which  we  thoroughly  concur,  and  which  may  have  a 
very  far-reaching  effect.  They  are  prepared  to  take  charge  for  a  time  of 
the  children  of  Friends  and  others  who  may  be  entrusted  to  them  whilst 
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attending  some  of  the  very  good  secondary  schools  or  colleges  in  either 
Wellington  or  Ghristchurch.  We  are  informed  by  a  Friend  resident  in 
Wellington  that  there  is  such  a  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  oversight 
for  children  from  the  outlying  districts  whose  parents  wish  them  to 
benefit  from  the  schools,  that,  in  his  opinion,  if  it  became  known  that 
some  English  Friends  who  were  willing  to  undertake  this  responsibility 
had  opened  such'  an  establishment,  it  would  speedily  fill  and  become 
self-supporting.  Here,  then,  is  an  opportunity  for  our  Society  to 
infiuence  young  life  in  a  colony  where  true  Quaker  thought  is  thoroughly 
in  harmony  with  the  manly  independence  of  a  young  and  vigorous 
community.  During  those  portions  of  the  year  when  the  schools  are 
not  in  session  our  friends  would  probably  be  able  to  visit  other  centres 
of  Friends. 

We  are  corresponding  with  members  of  our  Society  in  Wellington  and 
Ghristchurch,  and  hope  that  as  the  schemes  mature  they  will  secure  the 
warm  sympathy  and  financial  help  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  and  of 
Friends  generaUy.

REPORT  OF  GOMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  GORRESPOND 
WITH  GHARLES  D.  AND  A.  MABEL  TERRELL. 

The  Gommittee  appointed  to  correspond  wi^  Gharles  D.  Terrell  has 
given  continued  attention  to  the  Mission  work  conducted  by  him  and 
his  wife.  This  work  has  gone  on  steadily  during  the  past  year,  though  on 
account  of  family  claims  our  friend  Mabel  Terrell  has  had  to  be  a  good 
deal  in  England.  During  her  absence  the  work  among  the  women  and 
children  has  been  vigorously  and  successfully  kept  up  by  Mdlle.  Bovet 
and  her  companion,  Mdlle.  Loisson,  who  have  been  residing  in  Paimpol 
for  a  year  past.  We  regret  to  say  that  the  climate  of  Paimpol  does  not 
suit  these  ladies,  and  that  they  have  just  left.  Gharles  D.  Terrell  and 
his  wife  (now  with  him)  have  removed  into  the  house  that  has  been 
occupied  by  Mdlle.  Bovet,  which  will  be  nearer  to  the  Meeting  Hall 
and  more  convenient  for  the  work. 

Paimpol,  Lezardrieux,  and  Plourivo  are  regularly  visited  and  meetings 
held.  The  work  goes  forward  with  encouraging  results,  both  in  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Temperance  cause  and  in  bringing  men  and  women  to 
consider  the  claims  of  the  Gospel.  In  severed  cases  the  efforts  made 
have  led  to  a  real  change  of  life  through  acceptance  of  Ghrist  as  Saviour. 

M.  Botherel,  a  Breton  by  birth  and  thus  acquainted  with  the  Breton 
language,  still  spoken,  and  with  the  habits  of  the  people,  is  now  engaged 
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as  a  helper  to  C.  D.  Terrell.  The  constant  work  and  travelling  by  road  in 
the  winter,  in  ail  weathers,  had  become  too  heavy  for  G.  D.  Terrell  to  get 
through  without  serious  danger  of  breaking  down.  Part  of  M.  Botherel's 
expenses  have  been  paid  by  the  Geneva  Tract  Society,  M.  Botherel  acting 
as  colporteur  in  addition  to  helping  in  the  Mission. 

Referring  to  Paimpol,  C.  D.  Terrell  writes :  **  We  have  started  our 
First-day"  (morning)  **  Meeting  for  Worship,  and  after  I  had  explained  our 
manner  of  meeting,  &c.,  we  had  a  very  happy,  helpful  hour  of  worship 
together.  This  week  four  or  five  men  have  openly  confessed  their  need 
of  Christ  and  their  faith  in  Him.  We  are  getting  quite  a  little  company 
of  children  in  the  faith,  and  I  greatly  feel  the  need  of  another  Friend,  or 
Friends,  to  help  me  shepherd  them." 

C.  D.  Terrell  has  lately  undertaken  a  visit  to  Basse  Indre  and  La 
Boohelle.  At  the  former  the  small  Welsh  colony  made  a  collection  for 
the  Brittany  work. 

At  La  Bochelle  Caroline  Armfield  still  carries  on  her  useful  work. 

At  La  PaUice,  through  the  kindness  of  two  or  three  Friends  in  paying 
for  the  rent  of  the  Hall,  the  meetings  have  been  kept  up  fortnightly 
through  the  winter.  A  very  interesting  school  and  meeting  for  children 
are  held  in  the  same  Hall  every  Thursday  by  Miss  Copp  and  Mdme. 
ChoUet.    Over  40  children  attend. 

The  Eglise  B^form^e  has  now  taken  over  the  whole  responsibility  for 
the  work  at  La  PaUice,  including  the  Sunday  Meetings,  while  allowing 
the  school  to  be  continued  as  at  present. 

The  cost  of  the  work  under  our  care  is  now  wholly  met  by  voluntary 
subscriptions  without  any  contribution  by  the  Yearly  Meeting.  An 
encouraging  response  has  been  made  to  the  Committee's  appeal,  but 
we  need  considerable  further  increase  of  subscriptions  if  the  work  is 
to  be  maintained  on  its  present  basis.

TRIENNIAL  REPORTS. 
Triennial  Report  from  Bedfordshire  Quarterly  Meeting, 

PRB«>WNTED  to  THE  YEARLY   MEETING  FOR   1907. 

In  summarizing  the  Reports  of  our  Meetings,  we  note  with  thankful- 
ness that  most  of  them  speak  of  blessing  experienced  in  Meetings  for 
Worship  and  of  progress  in  Adult  Schools  and  other  activities.  Almost 
all  show  a  practical  interest  in  Temperance  work,  and  many  are  also 
helping  forward  the  causes  of  Peace  and  Foreign  Missions.  Some  are 
undertaking  branches  of  study  in  connection  with  the  Friends*  Social 
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Union,  and  thus,  although  we  keenly  feel  ottr  weakness,  we  desire  in 
varied  ways  to  promote  the  one  great  object — ^the  spread  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Qod  upon  earth. 

Hertford  and  Hitchin  report  that  their  membership  has  shown  a  net 
increase  of  29,  due  largely  to  the  removal  of  Friends  into  their  district. 
The  attendance  at  their  First-day  morning  Meetings  has  been  well 
maintained,  but  at  Hertford  and  Hoddesdon  the  evening  Meetings  have 
been  discontinued.  Hitchin  notes  with  thankfulness  signs  of  increasing 
spiritual  life  among  its  members.  The  Men's,  Women's,  and  Children*8 
Schoob  are  continued  on  First-day,  and  are  felt  to  be  very  helpful,  and 
the  additional  Women's  Classes  held  on  First-day  afternoons  during  1906 
have  been  much  appreciated.  A  social  gathering  of  younger  members 
is  held  once  a  month,  and  besides  the  Meetings  already  mentioned,  special 
lectures  on  Peace  and  other  subjects  have  been  given  from  time  to  time. 

At  Hertford  an  Adult  School  has  been  started,  and  a  keen  interest  is 
taken  in  it.  Hoddesdcm  is  feeling  the  loss  of  members  through  removal, 
and  its  Meetings  are  usually  silent  save  for  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures. 
Visits  which  have  been  exchanged  occasionally  between  the  members  of 
different  Meetings  have  been  felt  to  be  helpful  in  promoting  mutual 
interest  in  their  welfare. 

Luton  and  Leighton  report  an  increase  of  membership,  from  241  to 
244.  There  have  been  fourteen  admissions  upon  convincement,  but  the 
large  number  of  deaths  and  remo\'als  has  counterbalanced  this. 

The  regular  holding  of  Meetings  at  Ghesham  and  Hemel  Hempstead 
has  been  discontinued  owing  to  Friends  having  left,  but  the  Meeting- 
houses in  these  places  are  for  the  present  held  in  readiness  for  any  fresh 
settlement  of  Friends'  families  which  may  occur  as  the  result  of  the 
improved  access  to  and  from  London. 

Berkhamsted  Meeting  consists  of  only  two  families,  but  it  is 
regularly  held  on  First-day  afternoons  or  evenings. 

Leighton  has  sustained  severe  losses,  but  the  Meetings  and  Schools 
continue  to  prosper,  and  five  new  members  have .  been  received  upon 
convincement.  Luton  has  also  lost  several  valued  members,  yet  the 
Meetings  there  are  often  found  to  be  times  of  much  blessing.  About 
once  a  month  an  address  on  religious  ideals  and  practice  as  understood 
by  Friends  is  given  during  the  first  part  of  evening  Meeting,  and  this 
seems  to  be  greatly  valued.  Otherwise  the  Meetings  are  held  without 
pre-arrangetnent  except  in  the  matter  of  the  reading  of  a  portion  of 
Scripture  in  the  evening.  The  difficulty  of  retaining  younger  members 
is  keenly  felt,  and  comparative  failure  to  do  so  is  again  acknowledged 
with  regret.  The  School  Society  of  Friends,  Adult  Schools,  and  other 
activities  report  hopefully,  and  one  new  School  has  been  opened  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

The    Meeting    at    St.  Albans  has    considerably  increased.    It  was 
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recognized  as  an  Allowed  Meeting  in  1905,  and  will  take  rank  as  a  Par- 
tionlar  Meeting  before  the  end  of  1900.  Meetings  for  Worship  are  held 
every  First-day  morning,  and  are  often  felt  to  be  times  of  real  spiritual 
uplifting. 

Ampthill  and  Newport  Pagnell  report  reduction  in  numbers,  but 
their  Meetings  are  helpful  and  are  regularly  held,  though,  in  the  case  of 
the  former  only  once  a  month.  The  Mission  Meeting,  Adult  School, 
and  Mothers'  Meeting  at  Newport  are  continued,  and  show  a  tendency 
to  increase.  Watford  became  a  Particular  Meeting  in  1904.  The  period 
under  review  has  been  marked  by  a  tendency  towards  reaction,  following 
the  rapid  advance  of  previous  years,  but  notwithstanding  this  there  has 
been  experience  of  Divine  blessing,  and  there  are  some  earnest  workers 
there  who,  three  years  ago,  were  leading  very  different  lives.  The 
Meetings  and  Schools  are  regularly  held,  and  a  branch  of  the  M.H.U. 
has  been  formedi 

Wobum  Sands  has  had  four  convincements  since  the  last  Report. 
Friends  there  acknowledge  with  thankfulness  that  they  are  favoured  to 
gather  week  by  week  under  a  sense  of  God*s  presence  and  love.  One 
feature  of  the  First-day  morning  Meeting  is  that  the  number  of  non- 
members  is  almost  as  great  as  that  of  members.  There  has  been  a 
falling  off  in  the  Men's  School  and  Mission  Meeting,  but  two  new 
Schools  have  been  started  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  Children's 
School  shows  a  healthy  growths    A  branch  of  the  M.H.U.  is  flourishing. 

Northampton  and  Wellingborough  report  that  the  Meeting  at  Finedon 
has  been  discontinued  owing  to  the  age  and  infirmity  of  Friends  resident 
there.  Northampton  has  now  a  membership  of  85,  of  whom  nearly  a 
quarter  are  children.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  nine  by  certificate 
and  two  by  convincement,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  four  Friends  have 
resigned  their  membership.  Wellingborough  has  a  slight  increase,  and 
Kettering  a  decrease  in  numbers.  All  these  Meetings  report  the  con- 
tinuance and  extension  of  Adult  Schools,  eight  new  branches  having  been 
established.  Successful  Mothers'  Meetings  are  also  held,  and  gatherings 
of  various  kinds  from  time  to  time. 

Whilst  thanking  God  for  all  there  is  of  life  and  blessing  in  the  large 
area  of  our  Quarterly  Meeting,  we  do  most  earnestly  long  for  a  much 
deeper  work,  a  more  full  realization  of  His  indwelling  presence  by  His 
Spirit,  which  shall  cause  fruit  to  abound  to  His  glory.

Triennial  Rbpokt  from  Derrt,  Lincoln,  and  Notts  Quarterly 

Meeting,  1907. 
Although  there  appears  to  be  little  or  no  increase  in  the  membership 
of  the  three  Monthly  Meetings  which  compose  our  Quarterly  Meeting, 
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the  First-day  morning  Meetings  have  in  every  case  been  regularly  held 
and  well  attended  by  our  members.  In  the  smaUer  Meetings  the  First- 
day  evening  Meeting  is  often  omitted,  or,  if  held,  it  more  generally  takes 
the  form  of  a  Mission  or  Reading  Meeting ;  in  some  places  no  week-day 
Meeting  is  held,  and  where  held  the  gatherings  are  usually  smalL  Two 
Meetings  hold  it  in  the  evening,  one  reporting  that  the  change  has 
resulted  in  a  larger  attendance  of  non-members,  who  seem  to  be  a  good 
deal  drawn  to  Friends,  and  occasionally  take  vocal  part.  One  of  these 
also  holds  its  Preparative  Meeting  after  Fourth-day  evening  Meeting 
for  Worship,  and  finds  these  Meetings  specially  interesting  when  the 
routine  includes  annual  Reports  from  all  the  agencies  carrying  on  work 
under  its  auspices. 

Some  of  our  Meetings  have,  during  the  past  three  years,  been 
much  helped  by  visits  from  Friends  of  other  Quarterly  Meetings, 
amongst  whom  were  Edwin  and  Marion  Squire,  Alexander  Dunlop, 
Walter  Robson,  G.  S.  Cadbury,  Susanna  Wells,  and  several  Friends  sent 
down  by  the  Home  Mission  Committee. 

Adult  Schools  are  carried  on  in  several  Meetings,  but  without  much 
increase,  though  some  have  been  instrumental  in  starting  new  Schools 
among  other  denominations  or  branches  of  their  own.  Three  of  our 
Meetings  report  Children's  Simday  Schools  as  of  recent  organization. 

Temperance  work  in  Bands  of  Hope  and  otherwise,  as  well  as  the 
cause  of  Peace,  Anti-Opium,  and  Anti- Vivisection,  have  their  earnest 
advocates  generally  throughout  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  in  most  of 
our  Meetings  M.H.U.  work  is  regularly  carried  on. 

Lincolnshire  Friends  remark  upon  the  smallness  of  their  numbers 
compared  with  the  size  of  their  county,  but  in  all  their  Meetings 
there  is  evidence  of  religious  life  and  a  desire  to  promote  the  cause  of 
truth  as  opportunity  occurs.  Lincoln  is  the  largest  Meeting  in  the 
county,  and  here  a  considerable  amount  of  varied  and  useful  Christian 
work  is  carried  on.  At  Brandon  a  village  Mission  Meeting,  attended  by 
twenty  or  thirty,  is  held  on  First-day  evenings,  besides  other  branches  of 
useful  work. 

One  of  the  Meetings  speaks  of  the  time  when  the  singing  of  hymns 
was  introduced  in  the  Reading  Meeting,  but  this  was  found  to  be  more 
of  a  hindrance  than  a  help ;  since  its  discontinuance  the  attendance  has 
increased,  and  the  Meeting  shows  a  tendency  to  become  more  like  the 
usual  Friends*  Meeting. 

An  interesting  feature  of  Chesterfield  Monthly  Meeting  has  l>een  the 
establishment  of  Adult  Schools  in  several  towns  and  villages  where  only 
a  few  scattered  Friends  reside.  This  has  been  accomplished  with  some 
assistance  from  Friends  in  Sheffield  and  York  with  encouraging  results. 

Buxton  Meeting  is  now  held  on  First-day  morning  throughout  the 
year  with  a  fair  attendance.    At  Furnace,  in  Derbyshirei  i^  long-Q^osQii 
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Meeting-house  has  heen  re-opened,  and  Meetings  for  Worship  are  held 
there  twice  on  First-day,  but  there  is  no  resident  member.  The 
congregation  consists  of  earnest  working  men  and  women,  some  of 
whom  remember  being  taken  when  chUdren  by  their  parents  to  the 
Meeting  years  ago. 

Nottingham  and  Mansfield  Monthly  Meeting  reports  that  in  all  its 
gatherings,  whether  larger  or  smaller,  they  are  often  made  conscious  of 
the  presence  of  the  Master,  and  they  rejoice  that  many  feel  concerned  to 
take  part  vocally  in  the  service  of  the  Meetings. 

Derby  is  suffering  from  the  loss  by  death  and  removal  of  a  large 
proportion  of  younger  members.  Like  parents  who  have  seen  their 
children  go  forth  into  other  spheres  of  usefulness,  Derby  Friends  are 
feeling  stripped  while  rejoicing  in  the  gain  of  others. 

Nottingham  reports  the  visit  of  two  Friends  from  the  Yearly 
Meeting's  Committee  on  Ministry,  whose  labours  were  greatly  appre- 
ciated, and  we  beUeve  have  borne  fruit. 

Several  of  our  Friends  devote  much  of  their  time  and  abihty  to  the 
claims  of  public  work  and  social  service.  We  recognize  that  the  sphere 
of  influence  thus  occupied  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  affords  many 
opportunities  for  living  out  the  principles  of  our  Society.  It  is  well  that 
our  inheritance  as  Friends  should  be  shared  with  our  fellow-citizens,  and 
used  in  the  purification  of  municipal  life. 

In  many  of  our  Meetings  we  are  mourning  the  loss  of  valued  Friends, 
but  the  memory  of  their  lives  of  love  and  service  is  an  incentive  to  carry 
on  their  work;  and  in  spite  of  doubt,  discouragement,  and  many 
failures,  we  are  privileged  to  feel  that  if  our  feet  are  set  in  the  upward 
path  and  our  eyes  are  always  towards  the  highest,  to  us  will  the  precious 
words  apply — "  Fear  not,  little  flock,  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure  to 
give  you  the  kingdom."

Our  Quarterly  Meeting  consists  of  five  Monthly  Meetings,  com- 
prising twenty  Particular  Meetings,  two  of  which — Chelmsford  and 
Colchester — have  over  100  members ;  two  others — Ipswich  and  Saffron 
Walden — have  over  50 ;  seven  have  between  20  and  50,  and  nine  less 
than  20.  The  total  membership  at  the  end  of  1905,  including  22 
Friends  resident  abroad,  was  718.  The  number  of  Attenders  was 
reported  at  the  same  time  as  207. 

We  have  gained  by  birth  19,  by  admission  16,  and  have  lost  by  death 
44,  by  resignation  16,  and  by  balance  of  removals  29,  a  decrease  of  54 
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in  the  three  years.    The  number  of  Attenders  is  8  more  than  at  the  end 
of  1902. 

Four  Recorded  Ministers  have  been  removed  by  death,  three  of  them 
members  of  the  small  Meeting  of  Earls  Colne,  where  their  loss  is  mudi 
felt.  The  names  of  two  Friends  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  Friends 
in  that 'position. 

Meetings  for  Worship  are  regulsbrly  held  in  all  our  Meetings  on  First- 
day  morning,  and  in  three  of  them — Chelmsford,  Saffiron  Walden,  and 
Halstead — in  the  evening  also.  Mission  Meetings  are  held  on  First-day 
evening  in  fourteen  places,  including  three  out-stations,  and  week-day 
Meetings  in  ten  places.  The  Meetings  for  Worship  are  mostly  reported 
to  be  well  attended,  and  to  be  times  of  spiritual  refreshment  and  bless- 
ing. In  some  of  them  many  Friends  take  part  in  the  vocal  service.  In 
our  largest  Meeting  the  greater  portion  of  the  vocal  service  falls  to  the 
lot  of  one  aged  Friend,  who  has  laboured  long  and  faithfully.  While 
rejoicing  in  the  sense  of  some  quickened  spiritual  life,  we  have  to 
acknowledge  that  there  are  many  in  our  various  Meetings  who  seldom 
gather  with  us  for  the  duty  and  privilege  of  Divine  worship.  The  First- 
day  evening  Meetings,  where  held,  are  mostly  small ;  the  attendance  on 
week-days  is  reported  as  fair.  A  Meeting  for  Worship  is  held  on  First- 
day  mornings  at  Walton-on-Naze  during  the  summer  months,  and  is 
often  well  attended. 

The  Mission  or  Qospel  Meetings  vary  a  good  deal ;  those  in  the  towns 
are  usually  small,  while  in  the  villages  such  as  Elsenham,  Copford, 
Lexden,  Layer  Breton,  and  Barking  the  congregations  are  good.  Mission 
work  is  carried  on  also  by  Coggeshall  Friends  at  Pattiswick  and  by 
Saf&on  Walden  Friends  at  LitUebury  and  other  villages.  The  work  at 
Elsenham  continues  to  be  appreciated  by  the  villagers,  though  the 
attendance  is  somewhat  reduced  by  greater  activity  on  the  part  of 
the  Established  Church.  At  Needham  Market  and  Barking  valuable 
help  has  been  given  by  the  Home  Mission  Committee*s  representatives. 
At  the  latter  place  a  steady  increase  in  attendance  has  taken  place,  and 
a  work  of  grace  has  gone  forward  which  has  spread  its  influence  to  some 
of  the  adjacent  villages. 

Adult  School  work  continues  to  claim  the  service  of  Friends  in  twelve 
of  our  Meetings.  Colchester  reports  the  opening  of  some  new  branches, 
and  a  new  School  started  eighteen  months  since  at  Walton,  near  Felix- 
stowe, now  numbers  100  men  and  60  women  on  its  books.  The  words 
of  the  Colchester  Report  may  have  a  wider  application,  when  they  say : 
**  It  is  difficult  to  gauge  the  extent  of  the  good  influence  and  teaching 
given,  but  many  cases  of  definite  personal  blessing  have  come  under 
notice." 

Children*s  Schools  are  conducted  at  Bury,  Colchester,  Elsenham, 
Ipswich,  and  Barking,  and  together  with  women  at  Needham    and 
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Woodbridge.    At  Chelmsford  a  Bible  Class  for  the  children  of  Friends 
is  held  monthly  on  First-day  morning. 

Two  series  of  lectures  on  biblical  and  other  subjects  have  been 
given  at  Saffiron  Walden  by  invited  lecturers,  and  Social  Meetings 
have  been  held  in  other  places,  at  which  the  company  of  visiting  Friends 
has  been  valued. 

Mothers'  Meetings,  Bands  of  Hope,  and  M.H.U.  Meetings  engage  the 
attention  of  Friends  in  many  places,  whilst  others  of  our  members  are 
giving  time  and  thought  to  civic  duties,  and  to  work  of  various  kinds 
for  the  welfare  of  others. 

The  Industrial  School  for  Girls  at  Halstead,  under  the  care  of  the 
Quarterly  Meeting,  continues  to  show  very  satisfactory  results,  and 
several  Friends  take  an  active  interest  in  it  as  members  of  the 
Committee  of  Management. 

We  beheve  that  there  is  on  the  part  of  many  both  earnest  desire  and 
efifort  for  the  extension  of  the  Bedeemer's  Kingdom,  yet  we  would 
realize  more  fully  our  responsibility  in  this  respect,  and  would  re- 
member that  God  has  placed  us  in  the  world  to  work  for  Him,  and  to 
strive  to  lead  those  around  us  to  a  knowledge  of  His  love  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord.

Triennial  Bbport  from  Kent  Quarterly  Meeting. 

The  membership  of  our  small  Quarterly  Meeting  has  shown  a  decrease 
of  14  during  the  past  three  years,  the  number  of  members  at  the  end 
of  last  year  being  213  as  compared  with  227  in  1903. 

Amid  the  multiplied  activities  and  the  exacting  engagements  of  active 
business  life  in  which  many  of  our  friends  are  closely  occupied,  we  have 
increasingly  felt  the  difficulty  of  carrying  forward  effectively  our  re- 
sponsibilities as  a  Christian  Church.  Li  one  or  two  Meetings  we  have 
lost  the  services  of  valued  helpers  by  removal  and  of  others  by  death, 
and  many  of  those  in  younger  life  are  often  unable  to  meet  with  us  in 
our  Quarterly  and  Monthly  Meetings. 

We  thankfully  believe,  however,  that  a  living  ministry  is  exercised  in 
most,  if  not  all,  of  our  Meetings,  and  that  there  is  a  prevailing  sense 
of  the  Divine  presence  often  felt,  amid  varying  conditions,  in  our  Meet- 
ings for  Worship.  We  believe  there  is  a  large  measure  of  love  and  unity 
amongst  us,  but  earnestly  desire  a  still  further  growth  in  this  direction. 
Several  acceptable  visits  from  ministering  Friends  have  been  paid  in  our 
different  localities  as  well  as  at  some  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  we 
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have  been  cheered  by  the  feUowship  thus  afforded.  We  have  reoeiTed 
valuable  help  troxn  the  Friends'  Home  Mission  and  Extension  Committee 
in  the  holding  of  a  series  of  meetings  at  Bochester,  and  also  in  arranging 
for  visits  in  one  or  two  Meetings  oocasionally  on  First-days.  We  are 
glad  also  to  recognize  the  valued  help  afforded  by  the  ocmtinued 
residence  of  William  Baiter  at  Dover,  and  more  recently  of  H.  FrizzeU 
at  Delce,  Rochester. 

In  Canterbury  and  Folkestone  Monthly  Meeting  the  small  Allowed 
Meeting  at  Ramsgate  which  was  held  for  a  short  time,  involving  a 
considerable  effort  made  by  Friends  of  other  Meetings  to  attend  it,  has 
been  discontinued.  The  neighbouring  Meeting  of  Margate  continues  to 
be  largely  attended  and  much  appreciated  by  the  inmates  of  the  Alms- 
houses at  Drapers,  as  well  as  by  Friends  visiting  in  the  smnmer. 

Canterbury  Meeting  has  been  much  reduced  by  the  removal  of  two 
families  of  Friends  to  other  of  our  Meetings.  The  Report  from  that 
Meeting  says,  "  We  do  feel  most  keenly  the  loss  of  those  who  for  so 
many  years,  by  their  earnest  work  and  helpful  words,  have  helped  our 
Meeting.**  The  membership  is  now  reduced  to  nine,  with  a  still  smaller 
attendance  at  the  First-day  morning  Meeting  for  Worship,  yet  the 
belief  is  expressed  that  the  Master's  presence  is  often  experienced,  and 
the  promise  fulfilled,  "  Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  My 
name,  there  am  I  in  the  midst." 

At  Dover  we  are  glad  to  record  an  increased  attendance  and  a 
deepened  interest.  The  Report  speaks  of  great  changes  in  the  member- 
ship, so  that  it  is  now  composed  chiefly  of  those  who  have  become 
connected  with  the  Meeting  during  the  last  few  years.  We  are  told  that 
the  Meeting  for  Worship  on  First-day  mornings  has  been  gradually 
growing,  as  has  also  the  more  largely  attended  Mission  Meeting  in  the 
evening.  Reference  is  also  made  to  open-air  meetings  having  been  held 
and  appreciated  during  the  stmomer  months,  and  to  Gospel  Lantern 
Meetings  upon  which  the  Lord*s  blessing  has  rested.  These  have  been 
held  after  the  Mission  Meetings  on  First-day  evenings  during  the  winter. 

At  Folkestone  there  has  been  a  deci^oased  attendance  owing  to 
removals  and  other  causes.  The  Report  speaks  of  many  vicissitudes 
during  the  period  under  review,  whilst  gratefully  acknowledging  the 
prevalence  of  a  spirit  of  love. 

Ashford  is  the  largest  Meeting  within  our  limits.  The  Friends  there 
arrange  for  the  regular  attendance  of  a  Mission  Meeting  at  Challock, 
seven  miles  distant,  and  have  rmder  their  care  one  held  at  Aldington, 
about  the  same  distance  in  another  direction,  and  frequently  assist  in 
the  Meetings  there.  An  interesting  account  of  the  large  and  varied 
work  carried  on  in  the  district  is  given  by  our  Friends  at  AshfordL 
They  remark,  **  It  is  fairly  easy  to  give  a  report  of  the  different  agencies 
carried  on  under  the  care  of  Friends,  but  much  more  difficult  to  give 
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a  true  report  of  the  spiritual  state  of  the  Meeting."  They  add,  "  We  do 
feel  very  thankful,  however,  for  the  sense  of  love  and  harmony  that 
prevails  amongst  us,  and  for  the  earnestness  displayed  by  many  of  our 
members." 

The  Monthly  Meeting  of  Rochester  comprises  only  the  two  Meetings 
of  Maidstone  and  Rochester.  The  Friends  at  Maidstone  consist  entirely 
of  those  who  have  been  received  into  membership  in  our  Society,  with  a 
considerable  proportion  of  thoughtful  persons  who  are  not  at  present 
members.  In  this  Meeting  a  series  of  addresses  on  some  of  our  dis- 
tinguishing principles  was  given  last  spring  by  different  Friends,  and 
much  valued,  not  only  by  our  own  members,  but  by  many  others  who 
attended  them.  This  Meeting,  in  common  with  others,  has  had  many 
changes,  and  there  is  need  here,  as  elsewhere,  for  much  earnest  prayer 
and  waiting  on  the  Lord  for  true  wisdom.  We  are  glad  to  say  that 
several  individuals  have  been  recently  received  into  membership  here, 
and  much  value  the  Meetings  for  Worship. 

At  Rochester  our  friends  feel  that  they  have  much  cause  for  encourage- 
ment and  thankfulness.  In  this  Meeting  an  opening  presented  some 
nine  months  ago  for  purchasing  a  building  in  a  working-class  and 
needy  district  of  the  city,  which  had  been  used  for  a  Mission  Church 
for  many  years,  but  which,  owing  to  deaths  and  various  changes,  was 
offered  for  sale.  With  the  cordial  encouragement  and  financial  help  of 
Friends  in  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  of  many  others  throughout  the 
country,  this  was  purchased,  and  for  the  last  six  months  Mission  Meet- 
ings and  other  agencies  have  been  carried  on,  and  there  has  been 
encouraging  evidence  already  that  the  labour  bestowed  has  not  been  in 
vain.  The  First-day  morning  Meetings  for  Worship  at  the  Meeting- 
house are  oftentimes  of  spiritual  help,  and  encouragement  has  been  felt 
in  the  attendance  of  some  five  or  six,  at  these  Meetings,  from  the 
Mission  at  Delce  (a  mile  distant),  where  for  the  present  no  morning 
Meeting  is  held. 

According  to  our  ability  we  have  laboured  throughout  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  to  promote  the  cause  of  Peace,  difficult  as  this  often  is,  amid 
the  military  surroundings  of  several  of  our  Meetings. 

Temperance  and  Band  of  Hope  work  has  also  had  a  large  share  of 
earnest  effort  in  several  places. 

This  Report,  however,  would  be  very  incomplete  if  we  did  not  refer 
to  the  great  development  of  Adult  School  work  which  has  taken  place  in 
this  county  during  the  past  three  years.  Much  of  this,  whilst  owing  its 
beginning  almost  entirely  to  Friends,  is  now  carried  on  apart  from  our 
Society,  although  not  a  few  of  our  members  are  spending  and  being 
spent  in  the  promotion  of  this  agency  for  the  uplifting  of  those  around. 
Children's  Schools  in  connection  with  the  Friends*  First-day  School 
Association  continue  to  benefit  by  the  persevering  and  devoted  labours 
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of  some  of  our  members.    We  are  thankful  to  report  that  this  hopeful 
portion  of  our  work  has  shown  considerable  development. 

We  rejoice  in  these  evidences  of  Ufe  and  energy,  and  at  the  same  time 
long  for  an  increasing  vitality  within  our  own  borders,  and  desire  that 
the  living  presence  and  power  of  Christ  may  be  more  fully  experienced 
among  us.

Triennial  Report  from  London  and  Middlesbx  Quabtbbly 
Mbbting,  1907. 

In  endeavouring  to  take  account  of  the  condition  of  our  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing we  are  conscious  of  certain  difficulties  and  causes  of  weakness  which 
afifect  the  work  of  Friends  in  this  great  city,  which  are  probably  some- 
what different  in  degree  or  in  kind  from  those  of  any  other  Quarterly 
Meeting  in  this  country.  Among  such  are:  the  loss  continually  ex- 
perienced, especially  by  our  central  Meetings,  through  the  removal  of 
their  members  into  the  suburbs  or  the  country,  and  the  great  difficulty 
of  efficiently  visiting  or  getting  into  touch  with  the  large  number,  chiefly 
of  younger  Friends,  who  come  up  to  London  for  a  few  years  of  study  or 
business  experience ;  whilst  the  sense  of  the  vastness  of  the  population 
around  us  has  a  tendency,  which  demands  continual  watchfulness  to 
withstand,  to  produce  discouragement  or  apathy.  Some  of  our  Meetings 
have  to  face  the  problem  of  adapting  themsdves  to  rapidly  changing 
social  conditions.  Neighbourhoods  in  which  wealthy  and  prominent 
Friends  formerly  resided  have  passed  almost  completely  into  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  working  classes;  and  the  increased  responsibility  thrown 
upon  the  remaining  local  Friends  has  been  deeply  felt.  We  do  not 
mention  these  things  with  any  desire  to  dwell  on  the  dark  side,  but 
because,  if  we  do  not  bear  these  difficulties  in  mind,  we  are  liable  to  take 
too  unfavourable  a  view  of  our  condition,  instead  of  thankfully  acknow- 
ledging that  to  some  extent  at  least  we  have  been  able,  in  spite  of  them, 
to  go  forward. 

The  total  membership  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting  at  the  end  of  1906  was 
Iff  Ka  ki  %^^i  being  an  increase  of  91  in  the  three  years  under 
^*  review.  The  number  of  births  has  been  exactly  the 
same  (82)  as  the  number  of  deaths;  and  the  removals  out  of  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  have  exceeded  the  removals  into  it  by  54.  The  in- 
crease in  membership  has  been  therefore  entirely  due  to  admissions; 
202  persons  have  been  received  into  membership,  of  whom  85  were 
minors,  while  57  have  been  lost  to  the  Quarterly  Meeting  by  resignation, 
dissociation,  or  disownment. 
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The  numberB  of  Attenders  and  Associate  members  are  given  in  the 
tabular  statement  as  720,  an  increase  of  48  in  the  three  years.  These 
figures,  however,  give  no  idea  of  the  numbers  of  those  who  come  under 
the  influence  of  Friends  through  Adult  and  Children's  Schools,  Miseion 
Meetings,  and  similar  agencies. 

We  regret  that,  in  spite  of  our  large  membership,  the  percentage 
Attfk  a  attending  our  Meetings  for  Worship,  as    shown    by  the 

Census  taken  in  the  autunm  of  1904,  is  lower  than  that  of 
any  other  Quarterly  Meeting,  being  only  86*2.  We  recognize  that  so 
small  a  percentage  does  not  show  an  altogether  healthy  condition  of 
things ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  must  bear  in  mind  the  large  number 
(over  250)  of  our  members  resident  abroad,  about  80  of  whom  are 
engaged  in  Foreign  Missionary  service;  and  the  long  distances  from 
Meeting,  often  involving  considerable  railway  journeys,  at  which  many 
families  reside.  We  fear  that  the  work  undertaken  in  connection  with 
Adult  Schools,  Sunday  Schools,  &c.,  is  sometimes  so  heavy  as  to  induce 
the  workers  to  omit  attendance  at  the  Meeting  for  Worship  ;  while  the 
stress  of  London  life  makes  the  frequenii  week-end  in  the  country  con- 
tinually more  attractive. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  has  been  laid  down 

Meetings  ^  accordance  with  the  decision  of  last  Yearly  Meeting,  and 
for  Chopch  Quarterly  Meeting  sessions  are  now  held  in  eight  months  of 

AfTatrs.  the  year  in  order  to  allow  time  for  the  Meeting  as  a  whcde 
to  deal  with  the  duties  formerly  entrusted  to  Ministry  and  Oversight 
Meetings.  Four  of  our  six  Monthly  Meetings  have  also  decided  to  lay 
down  these  Meetings,  and  are  endeavouring  to  make  such  arrangements 
as  may  seem  best  for  the  future ;  it  is,  however,  too  early  at  present  to 
give  any  account  of  the  new  methods.  The  other  two  Monthly  Meet- 
ings are  continuing  their  Ministry  and  Oversight  Meetings  as  Committees. 

In  the  hope  of  affording  an  opportimity  for  social  intercourse,  and  to 
make  attendance  at  the  Quarterly  Meeting  possible  to  some  who  are 
generally  unable  to  be  present,  the  siunmer  Quarterly  Meeting  was  last 
yeeur  held  at  Croydon  on  a  Seventh-day  afternoon.  It  was  felt  to  be 
successful  as  regards  both  these  objects.  Westminster  and  Longford 
Monthly  Meeting  has  held  a  Seventh-day  afternoon  Monthly  Meeting  at 
Staines,  where  no  such  Meeting  had  been  held  for  upwards  of  thirty 
years.  This  large  Monthly  Meeting,  which  numbers  close  upon  1,000 
members,  speaks  in  its  Report  of  being  conscious  that  the  time  and 
attention  necessarily  given  to  its  more  formal  business  make  it  difficult 
to  give  adequate  consideration  to  the  furtherance  of  many  of  the  im- 
portant objects  which  have  always  had  the  interest  and  support  of  our 
Society.  The  work  of  the  Clerk  and  Treasurers  of  this  Monthly  Meeting 
has  been  lightened  by  the  institution  at  Westminster  of  an  office  and  by 
obtaining  the  services  of  a  Friend  as  Secretary. 
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Several  of  the  Monthly  Meetings  express  regret  that  the  attendance  of 
their  members  at  Meetings  for  Church  AfiOairs  is  small:  consequently 
appointments  become  a  heavy  burden  upon  a  few  Friends,  and  both  the 
work  and  the  workers  suffer. 

Our  six  Monthly  Meetings  (five  of  which  lie  mainly  within  the  area  of 
Greater  London)  comprise  27  Particular  and  6  Allowed  Meet- 
*  ^^*  ings ;  and  altogether  there  are  at  present  in  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  45  centres  of  the  Society's  work.  No  recognized  Meeting  has 
been  closed  during  the  past  three  years,  but  a  small  Meeting  held  at 
Southend  has  been  discontinued.  The  centrifugal  tendency  of  the 
population  of  London  has  led  to  the  opening  of  fresh  Meetings  in  out- 
lying districts.  This  extension  work  has  been  carried  out  in  some  cases 
by  the  Bedford  Institute  Association,  in  others  by  the  Central  Standing 
Committee,  or  by  Monthly  Meetings  with  the  help  of  this  Committee. 
Some  further  particulars  of  these  new  Meetings  may  be  found 
interesting. 

Two  of  the  five  new  Allowed  Meetings  are  those  of  Wood  Green  and 
New  Southgate  in  North  London,  and  are  under  the  care  of  a  Committee 
of  Tottenham  Monthly  Meeting.  In  this  neighbourhood  the  changed 
social  conditions  alluded  to  above  are  specially  marked,  and  we  are 
thankful  that  this  small  Monthly  Meeting  is  endeavouring  to  do  its 
part  to  supply  the  needs  of  a  large  new  working-class  population. 
In  the  West  the  little  Meeting  at  Ealing  has  been  Allowed  by  the 
Quarterly  Meeting,  and  a  few  Friends  have  started  a  Meeting  in  a  pri- 
vate house  at  Harrow.  Friends  of  Westminster  and  Longford  Monthly 
Meeting  are  endeavouring  to  raise  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the 
premises  at  Acton,  where  a  Meeting-house  was  erected  about  six 
years  ago,  and  for  the  building  of  a  much-needed  Meeting-house  at 
Hampstead. 

Another  new  Allowed  Meeting  is  held  at  Purley,  near  Croydon ;  and 
though  the  opening  of  this  has  somewhat  decreased  the  attendance  at 
Croydon,  it  is  much  appreciated  by  many  Friends  living  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. 

Peculiar  interest  attaches  to  the  opening  of  a  new  Meeting  in  the 
Arsenal  town  of  Woolwich,  where,  after  some  preliminary  addresses,  a 
group  of  seekers  was  beuided  together.  In  the  autumn  of  1905,  14  of 
these  Attenders  were  received  into  membership,  and  5  others  have  been 
since  admitted.  Their  experience  is  thus  described  by  themselves: 
**  Unhesitatingly  we  afiirm  that  our  Meetings,  based  on  silence  (so  open 
and  free),  do  most  suitably  meet  our  needs.  Conscious  of  our  Saviour's 
presence  and  approval,  we  have  received  inward  instruction  and  con- 
firmation in  spiritual  truth,  and  withal  definite  guidance  in  temporal 
matters.  Assuredly  there  has  been  among  us  growth  in  the  Truth.  .  .  . 
We  are  cpnfirme4  in  our  phoice  gt  a  Gpspel  ministry,  spiritiial  iQ  ori^iin,

free  in  operation,  and  in  our  renunoiation  of  all  dependence   on  the 
systems  of  men  in  the  things  of  God." 

In  the  Eastern  suburbs  Meetings  for  Worship,  not  yet  recognized, 
have  been  successfully  started  at  Walthamstow  by  the  Bedford  Institute 
Association,  at  Ilford  by  the  Central  Standing  Committee,  and  at  Grays. 
The  work  at  Walthamstow  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  been 
necessary  to  erect  new  and  larger  premises. 

The  Allowed  Meeting  at  Forest  Gate  was  recognized  as  a  Particular 
Meeting  in  1904,  and  the  original  iron  room  has  been  replaced  by  a  com- 
modious building,  comprising  halls  and  class-rooms.  The  way  in  which 
this  Meeting  has  arisen  out  of  the  Mission  work  carried  on  may  be  best 
shown  by  quoting  briefly  from  the  Report  sent  by  it  to  Ratcliffand  Barking 
Monthly  Meeting,  which  says :  "  The  ipoming  Meeting  has  been  built 
up  almost  entirely  through  the  Mission  work  carried  on  at  the  Hall ;  the 
usual,  though  not  invariable,  process  being  the  attendance  of  outsiders 
first  at  the  Men's  and  Women's  Schools,  who  subsequently  become 
interested  in  the  Sunday  evening  service,  and  are  then  induced  to 
attend  the  morning  Meeting." 

It  is  cause  for  encouragement  that  several  of  our  Monthly  Meetings 

Meetings    ^^^  ^^  their  Meetings  for  Worship  as  being  held  with  the 

for        sense  of  the  Divine  presence  and  guidance.    Besides  the  54 

Worship.    Recorded  Ministers,  a  considerable  number  of  Friends  take 

occasional  part  in  the  vocal  ministry,  and  some  Meetings  report  that 

this  number  is  increasing.    We  believe  that,  generally  speaking,  the 

ministry  is  earnest  and  sympathetic  in  character.    One  Meeting  regrets 

a  lack  of  vocal  prayer. 

Mid-week  Meetings  have  been  dropped  in  some  places,  and  where 
held,  they  are  generally  small.  A  short  Meeting  for  Worship  has  been 
started  at  Devonshire  House  in  the  dinner-hour  on  Fourth-day,  in  the 
hope  of  making  possible  the  attendance  of  business  men. 

The  interchange  of  visits,  not  only  of  Ministers,  but  of  those  who 
rarely  speak  in  our  Meetings,  arranged  by  the  Central  Standing  Com- 
mittee, has  been  much  valued.    About  500  such  visits  are  paid  annually. 
Opportunity  is  taken  of  the  presence  of  visiting  Friends  at  Yearly 
Tearlv      Meeting  to  bring  before  the  general  public  the  principles 
Meeting    ^^  ^^^  Society  by  means  of  special  Meetings.    Last  yeax 
Bpecial     48  addresses  were  arranged,  26  of  which  were  within  the 
Addresses,  limits  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting. 
Special  addresses,  mainly  dealing  with  our  views  of  Truth,  have  been 
Care  of     given  during  the  past  three  years  at  Willesden,  Croydon, 
our        Wcmdsworth,  and  Woolwieh.     At  Bunhill  Fields  Autumn 
Members.   Schools,  extending  over  a  week,  have  been  arranged  in  each 
of  the  past  two  years,  and  have  been  attended  by  Friends  from  all  parts 
of  the  Quarterly  Meeting ;  and  a  considerable  number  of  our  members 
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were  present  at  Week-end  Summer  Schools,  held  at  Beigate  in  1905  and 
Dorking  in  1906,  under  the  care  of  a  Committee  of  London  Friends. 
These  gatherings  for  biblical  instruction  and  spiritual  fellowship  have 
been  felt  to  be  times  of  great  refreshment  and  blessing. 

Several  Meetings  hold  social  congregational  gatherings  from  time  to 
time.  In  Croydon  a  Young  Friends'  Beading  Circle  has  been  kept  up 
for  some  years,  and  a  Bible  Study  Class  has  been  started.  Gatherings 
for  Scripture  study  exist  also  in  one  or  two  other  places. 

Classes  for  the  children  of  Friends  and  Attenders  are  held  during  the 
early  part  of  the  Meeting  for  Worship  at  six  of  our  Particular  Meetings, 
and  some  special  Meetings  for  boys  and  girls  during  School  vacations 
are  reported.  In  several  Meetings  the  children  are  banded  together  in 
Missionary  Helpers*  Unions,  and  interest  in  Missionary  work  is  thus 
aroused. 

Twenty  of  our  Meetings  hold   the  evening  Meeting  as  a  Mission 

Vission     Meetmg.    There  is  great  variety  in  the  methods  employed, 

Meetings,  but  we  believe  that  Friends  earnestly  seek  to  adapt  their 
work  to  the  needs  of  their  different  localities.  The  attendance  ranges 
from  20  to  800,  and  cheering  results  are  shown  from  time  to  time  in 
changed  lives  and  a  desire  to  give  evidence  of  discipleship  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  by  service  for  others.  Meetings  for  children,  some  of  them  very 
large,  are  held  at  about  eight  centres.  Mission  Churches,  Christian 
Unions,  or  systems  of  Associate  membership  have  been  established  in 
connection  with  some  of  our  Meetings  with  encouraging  results. 

Adult  Schools  for  men  are  held  at  85,  and  for  women  at  20  cenb-es  in 
Adult       the  Quarterly  Meeting.    By  far  the  largest  is  at  Croydon,- 

Schools,  where  50  of  our  members  are  actively  engaged,  and  where 
the  total  attendance  in  the  12  divisions  has  exceeded  650.  The  steady 
drift  of  population  to  the  suburbs  makes  itself  felt  in  centrally  situated 
Schools  like  Bunhill  and  Westminster,  and  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  the 
level  of  former  years  ;  but  this  loss  is  somewhat  bcdanced  by  the  found- 
ing of  new  Schools  in  districts  to  which  members  of  the  parent  Schools 
have  removed.  Branch  Schools  have  been  started  by  Croydon,  Bunhill, 
Forest  Gate,  Peckham,  Acton,  and  Willesden  Schools.  Many  organiza- 
tions cluster  round  the  Schools,  such  as  Savings  Banks,  Sick  Benefit, 
Boot,  Blanket,  and  Coal  Clubs,  and  Convalescent  and  Samaritan  Funds. 
Successful  Flower  Shows,  Exhibitions  of  Arts  and  Handicrafts,  and 
Choral  Competitions  have  excited  much  interest.  An  interesting 
feature  of  the  Bunhill  School  is  the  Local  Parliament,  where  questions 
of  the  day  are  discussed.  At  several  centres  reading-rooms  are  open 
during  the  week,  and  in  some  places  the  sense  of  fellowship  gained  at 
the  School  has  led  to  the  establishment  of  week -night  Social  Clubs. 
Such  Clubs  are  working  successfully  at  Croydon,  Hammersmith, 
Westminster,  and    elsewhere.    With    all    these    social    and    practical 
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actiyities  the  great  central  object  of  the  Adult  School  is  not  lost 
sight  of,  and  week  by  week  men  and  women  gather  to  study  the 
Book  through  which  for  centuries  so  many  have  found  life  and  light. 

Children's  Schools  are  held  in  connection  with  20  Meetings.    At  these 

Sunday     it  is  estimated  that  some  5,000  children  come  under  our 

Schools,  influence,  4,000  of  these  being  in  the  Schools  under  the 
care  of  the  Bedford  Institute  Association.  The  great  need  in  many  of 
these  Schools  is  for  more  teachers. 

Temperance  Work  is  vigorously  carried  on,  both  among  adults  and 
Other      children.    Mothers'  Meetings,  with  the  usual  attached  in- 

Formfl  of   stitutions,  are  an  important  feature  of  the  work  in  various 
Work.       places.     Several  are  over  100  strong.    Christian  Endeavour 
Societies  and  similar  organisations  are  also    reported    from    several 
Meetings. 

By  individual  service  on  public  bodies  and  in  other  ways  Friends 
Social  are  actively  engaged  in  social  work.  Lectures  on  the 
Work.  Land  Question,  on  the  Causes  of  Lack  of  Employment, 
on  Skilled  Employment  for  Children,  and  on  Disinterested  Manage- 
ment of  Licensed  Houses  have  been  arranged  by  the  Poverty  and 
Social  Service  Committee  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting.  Several  of  our 
Meeting-houses  are  situated  in  districts  where  poverty  abounds,  and 
it  is  often  through  the  effort  to  supply  temporal  needs  that  an  appeal 
to  the  spiritual  nature  can  be  made.  At  the  Bedford  Institute  50,000 
Sunday  breakfasts  have  been  supplied  during  the  past  three  years,  and 
at  Feel  breakfasts  are  provided  on  Sundays  to  the  poorest  children  of 
the  neighboiurhood.  At  both  places  the  work  is  largely  carried  out  by 
members  of  the  athletic  clubs.  The  Labour  Department,  established 
at  the  Bedford  Listitute,  endeavours  to  provide  work  for  those  tem- 
porarily out  of  employment. 

An  interesting  adjunct  to  the  London  work  is  the  Summer  Camp  for 
lads  at  Worthing,  the  numbers  at  which  now  reach  nearly  200  each 
year.  Saturday  afternoon  picnics  to  a  farm  at  Pinner  take  place 
regularly  throughout  the  summer  in  connection  with  the  work  at 
Westminster.  Men's  Social  Clubs  have  been  alluded  to  under  the 
heading  of  Adult  School  Work ;  Clubs  for  Girls  are  being  successfully 
carried  on  at  Westminster,  Peel,  and  other  places.  The  Bunhill 
Medical  Mission  and  the  work  of  the  Friends'  Rescue  Home  at 
Clapton  are  still  going  steadily  forward. 

Whilst  there  are,  naturally,  some  discouragements  in  the  work  of 
the  Quarterly  Meeting,  there  is  much  also  to  cause 
i;onc  ufion.  ,.gJQi^jing.  We  are  thankful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
the  many  and  diverse  ways  in  which  we  are  permitted  to  work  for 
Him,  so  that  every  Friend  who  has  first  the  willing  mind  may  find 
an  opening  suited  to  his  capabilities.    We  trust  that  this  survey  of 
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the  condition  of  our  Meetings  and  of  the  claims  of  the  work  in  which 
our  members  are  engaged,  may  lead  to  greater  faithfulness  in  presenting 
our  message  as  to  the  privilege  and  reality  of  true  spiritual  worship; 
to  increased  sympathy  with  one  another's  efforts;  and  to  renewed 
consecration  of  ourselves  to  the  service  of  our  Master,  in  the  service 
of  the  multitudes — His  brethren — by  whom  we  are  surrounded.

Triennial  Report  from  Norfolk,  Oambridoeshirb  and  Huntingi>on- 
SHiRB  Quarterly  Meeting,  held  at  Lynn,  29th  of  Eleventh 
Month,  1906. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  consists  of  three  Monthly  Meetings :  one, 
Cambridge,  Huntingdon,  and  Lynn ;  two,  Norwich ;  and  three,  Tivet- 
shall ;   and  covers  a  rather  large  district. 

The  members  belonging  to  it  number  481,  and  Attenders  and 
Associates  303,  against  424  and  184  in  our  last  Report,  1,903. 

It  comprises  17' Meetings,  only  three  of  which  have  a  membership 
of  50  or  over.    Eight  have  a  membership  of  10  or  under. 

There  is  not  much  change  in  the  general  circumstances  of  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  during  the  past  three  years  to  remark,  but  we 
believe  there  is  evidence  of  life  and  growth.  « 

Oiu:  Meetings  for  Worship,  with  a  slight  exception,  have  been 
regularly  held,  and  in  most  the  attendance  has  been  well  main- 
tained. At  Cambridge  during  Term  time  the  attendance  at  the 
morning  meeting  is  comparatively  large,  and  the  Meetings  are  often 
times  of  much  life  and  blessing. 

There  seems  to  be  evidence  in  other  Meetings,  both  larger  and 
smaller,  of  a  refreshing  sense  of  Divine  favour.  Chatteris  and  Earith 
Meetings  are  very  small,  but  they,  as  well  as  other  small  Meetings, 
have  been  much  helped  by  visits  from  Friends,  including  some  of  our 
younger  members. 

The  Meetings  at  the  various  watering-places  also  value  the  presence 
and  help  of  those  who  come  for  health  or  pleasure. 

Interest  in  Mission  work  has  been  steadily  maintained  in  most  of  our 
Meetings.  Not  a  few  Friends  unite  with  others  in  Bible  Society  and 
Temperance  work,  in  the  spread  of  Peace,  Foreign  Missions,  and  in 
other  activities. 

Active  work  in  Adult  and  Children's  Schools  is  reported  from 
Cambridge,  Lynn,  Norwich,  Lowestoft,  Harling,  Diss,  Wisbech,  and 
other  Meetings. 
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Mission  Meetings  also,  in  nearly  all  our  Meetings,  fill  a  valuable  place, 
and  are  well  maintained.  Several  of  these  are  better  attended  in  the 
winter  than  in  the  summer  months.

REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  FIRSTDAY  SCHOOL 
ASSOCIATION. 

To  THB  Tbarly  Mbbting  of  1907. 

Our  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  Bristol  on  the  22nd  of  Foinrth. 
Month  last :  to  it  came  a  large  number  of  representatives  from  all  parts 
of  England,  and  also  some  from  Wales,  Scotland,  and  Ireland. 

For  the  past  five  years  we  have  been  able  to  report  continuous 
increases  in  the  number  of  members  in  our  Adult  Schools;  we  are 
disappointed  that  this  year  the  figures  show  a  reduced  membership,  and 
still  more  serious  reduction  in  the  average  of  attendance.  Of  our  sixteen 
districts  ten  show  a  decreased  membership  and  thirteen  a  decline  in 
average  attendance. 

In  the  Children's  Schools  we  can  once  more  record  a  gain  in  numbers, 
and  also  an  increase  in  the  average  attendance.

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The  Loan  Library  has  been  more  used  than  ever,  about  700  volames 
Loan       having  been  issued  during  the  year.     Several  Schools  have 

LibFary.  been  glad  to  receive  parcels  of  books  for  the  use  of  their 
Teachers. 

Desiring  to  assist  the  Teachers  in  our  Children's  Schools  to  obtain 

Special     &^  books  to  aid  them  in  their  work,  the  Committee 

OmTof  authorized  the  Secretary  to  prepare  a  special  list  of  suitable 
Books,  books,  and  to  ofifer  these  at  half  cost  price  if  a  special  fund 
could  be  raised  for  the  purpose.  Some  donations  have  been  received, 
and  the  offer  made  to  the  smaller  Districts. 

We  think  that  it  may  truly  be  said  that  there  is  a  real  awakening  to 
Children's  the  importance  of  the  work  amongst  the  children,  and  that 

Schools*  the  **  holy  discontent  *'  which  is  so  often  the  prelude  of 
reform  is  very  evident  in  many  of  our  Schools. 

Mr.  Archibald's  lectures  are  making  many  workers  feel  that  the 
children  have  not  had  in  the  past  the  care  which  should  have  been  given 
them,  and  the  demonstrations  now  being  given  by  Mr.  Archibald's 
assistants  are  helping  to  show  how  the  School  can  be  made  more 
effective  as  a  teaching  agency. 

Several  Schools  are  adopting,  more  or  less  completely,  the  newer 
methods  of  work,  and  are  reorgsaiizing  their  Primary  and  Jimior 
Departments  after  the  Boumville  model.  To  get  the  best  results,  large, 
well-ventilated  and  well-furnished  rooms  are  needed,  and  here  our 
Schools  are  often  sadly  handicapped. 

As  revealed  by  the  foregoing  figures  the  average  attendance  in  Adult 
Adult      Schools  is  not  satisfactory,  though  the  different  methods 

Schools,  of  keeping  the  school  registers  make  it  very  difficult  to 
accurately  compare  the  results.  As  the  figures  stand  the  attendance 
is  60  per  cent,  of  the  membership,  but  a  study  of  the  figures  of  some 
Schools  shows  that  often  the  average  does  not  even  reach  50  per  cent. 

Then  the  number  of  scholars  who  pass  through  our  Schools  is  another 
serious  problem.  Some  only  come  for  a  few  months,  and  evidently  are 
never  really  won ;  others  leave  us  after  many  years'  membership,  which 
suggests  that  we  are  not  sufilciently  alive  to  the  fact  that  as  men  grow 
in  character  and  knowledge  they  need  fresh  provision  for  their  needs — 
what  satisfied  at  first  will  not  satisfy  now. 

It  may  further  be  noted  that  there  is  an  added  interest  being  shown 
in  the  work  of  Women's  Schools.  Whilst  the  number  of  men  members 
has  decreased,  the  number  of  women  members  is  64  more  than  last 
year. 

The  work  is  altering  in  character.  Only  a  few  yofiurs  ago  the  average 
School  taught  reading  and  writing,  but  beyond  this  did  little  else  on  the 
Sunday  but  consider  the  Bible  Lesson,  which  was  usually  of  a  very  simple 
character.    Now  in  many  Schools  there  is  little  need  for  the  writing 
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lesson,  and  its  place  is  taken  by  a  lecturette  dealing  with  the  beauties  of 
nature,  the  inspiring  facts  of  history,  the  duties  of  oitizenahip,  or  any- 
thing else  which  is  of  a  truly  educational  chcuracter;  whilst  the  Bible 
Lesson  rightly  deals  with  some  of  the  problems  which  are  pressing  upcm 
the  minds  of  thoughtful  men,  many  of  whom  are  finding  their  way  into 
the  Schools,  and  through  them  drawing  nearer  to  the  Truth. 

So  the  times  change.  We  desire  that  it  may  be  our  privilege  in  these 
altered  conditions  so  to  adapt  our  methods  that  we  may — ^by  the  Gospel 
we  teach  and  the  life  we  live — ^lead  men  and  women  to  the  One  who  can 
meet  their  need.

FRIENDS'  foreign  MISSION  ASSOCIATION— A  REVIEW 
OP  THE  WORK  FOR  THE  YEAR  1906. 

Report  to  the  Yearly  MssTiNa. 

In  1866  Rachel  Metcalfe  sailed  for  the  East,  cmd,  ae  the  representative 
of  Friends,  began  missionary  work  in  the  Indian  Field.  Forty  years 
later  we  find  the  one  field  increased  to  ^ye^  and  the  one  missionary 
to  105.  God  has  blessed  the  work  begun  so  simply.  We  look  back  with 
thankfulness  on  the  way  we  have  been  led  **  these  forty  years,"  and  we 
would  stiU  go  forward  in  humble  dependence  on  our  Guide. 

The  year  1906  has  been  one  in  which  the  Society  of  Friends  has  learned 
anew  that  '*  every  element  in  the  Missionary  Problem  depends  for  its 
solution  upon  prayer."  For  this  reason,  and  not  for  this  alone,  it  has 
been  "  a  year  of  wonderful  advance."  Truly  work  must  go  forward  if 
there  is  unceasing  prayer  on  the  part  of  the  Church  at  home.  Our  eyes 
have  been  opened  to  see,  more  clearly  than  ever  before,  the  truth  of 
Christ's  words,  **  All  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing, 
ye  shall  receive." 

The  only  two  fields  which  have  been  reinforced  during  the  past  year 
are  China  and  Ceylon.  For  the  others  no  fresh  workers  have  been  sent 
to  fill  gaps  in  depleted  ranks,  or  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  those  who 
for  years  have  been  bearing  the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day.  We  are 
thankful  to  have  been  able  to  add  three  members  to  our  China  staflEl 
Ella  Warner,  of  Westminster,  who  was  for  some  time  a  teacher  at 
Safiron  Walden  School,  felt  that  God  had  called  her  to  work  amongst 
the  women  and  girls  of  China.  Robert  L.  and  Margaret  Simkin,  of  New 
York  Yearly  Meeting,  have  also  felt  the  ceJl  to  China.  Whilst  they  have 
gone  out  under  oiur  Board,  Friends  in  the  U.S.A.  and  past  and  present 
students  of  Haverford  College  are  contributing  a  large  share  of  their 
support. 

With  our  Ceylon  friends  we  can  also  rejoice  in  the  addition  to  thi^r 
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numbers  of  another  worker — Laura  A.  Elsy.  It  is  hoped  that  we  shall 
now  be  able  to  open  the  Girls'  Boarding  Sohool  to  Tamil  as  well  as 
Sinhalese  girls. 

Whilst  dwelling  on  the  joy  of  welcoming  new  helpers  to  the  Associa- 
tion, we  cannot  but  speak  of  our  sorrow  in  the  loss  of  one  of  its  oldest 
and  best  friends.  For  the  life  and  service  of  Henry  E.  Clark,  who  passed 
away  at  Doncaster  on  Ist  May,  and  for  the  abundant  grace  bestowed 
upon  him,  we  reverently  thank  God.  He  began  his  work  in  Madagascar 
in  1871,  and,  to  use  his  own  words,  found  it  "  absorbing  and  interesting.'* 
His  services  were  claimed  at  different  times  by  almost  every  department 
of  the  Mission. 

It  was  intended  to  send  a  deputation  to  India  towards  the  end  of  1906, 
but  the  Board  regretfully  concluded  that  the  visit  should  be  postponed. 
Events  have  shown  that  this  decision  was  wise,  although  the  disappoint- 
ment it  caused  in  India  was  great.  Welcome  visits  to  our  missionaries 
in  Ceylon  have  been  paid  by  Enmia  B.  Cadbury  and  her  daughter, 
Beatrice  Cadbury,  and  also  by  J.  Gundry  Alexander. 

From  the  Summary  which  follows  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  under 
the  care  of  the  Association  has  gone  steadily  forward.  Despite  the 
severe  visitations  of  malaria  in  Ceylon  and  Madagascar  and  the  need  for 
labourers  in  the  other  fields,  the  faithful  efforts  of  many  have  been  owned 
by  our  Lord  and  Master.    We  thank  God  and  take  courage. 

India. 

From  India  we  have  news  of  steady  work  throughout  the  year.  Most 
encouraging  are  the  signs  of  growth  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  amongst  the  Christians.  These  are  especially  marked, 
perhaps,  amongst  the  children  in  the  Orphanages  and  in  the  Boarding 
School  at  Sohagpur.  Yet  on  the  part  of  the  adults  also,  the  desire  after 
holiness  is  very  evident. 

The  growth  of  the  work  in  Bhopal  deserves  special  mention.  For  long 
years  much  prayer  and  effort  have  been  put  forth  in  this  direction,  so  the 
sight  of  open  doors,  where  a  short  time  ago  everything  seemed  closed,  is 
gladdening  many  hearts. 

The  responsibility  for  the  large  district  under  the  care  of  Friends  is 
one  that  weighs  heavily  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  India 
missionaries.  Many  parts  of  our  district  are  still  unevangelized.  Ten 
missionaries  have  left  the  field  during  the  last  three  years,  whilst  only 
three  new  ones  have  been  sent  out.  As  it  is  never  prudent  to  remain  in 
the  country  for  more  than  six  or  seven  years  at  a  time,  the  staff  is  usually 
weakened  still  further  by  the  absence  of  some  who  are  away  on  furlough. 
May  we  not  plead  that  some  hearts  may  be  touched  by  God's  spirit  and 
be  led  to  enter  upon  this  service  ? 
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Madaoascab. 

Great  importance  has  always  been  attached  to  the  educational  woric 
of  our  Mission  in  Madagascar,  in  view  of  the  large  share  which  it  takes 
in  helping  to  build  up  a  self-supporting,  self-governing,  and  self- 
propagating  Church.  It  is  therefore  with  some  amount  of  misgiving 
that  we  view  the  recent  legislation  with  regard  to  education,  as  this  may 
eventually  deprive  us  of  our  present  great  opportunities  of  influencing 
and  training  young  people. 

It  is  evident  that  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  Government  is  to  have 
complete  control  of  education,  and  definite  steps  have  already  been  taken 
in  this  direction.  Nor  do  we  think  this  unresisonable,  if  looked  at  purely 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  French  Government  and  their  desire  to 
have  a  clear  demarcation  between  secular  and  religious  education.  It  is 
in  the  administration  of  the  law  in  country  districts,  however,  that  diffi- 
culties arise.  At  the  hands  of  officials  who  do  not  sympathize  with 
religion  in  any  form,  these  frequently  end  in  what  appears  to  be 
injustice. 

The  report  of  the  Arivonimamo  district,  under  the  direction  of  Ethel  M. 
Clark  and  Emilie  Woelflin,  is  distinctly  encouraging.  A  visitor  describes 
the  Mission  Compound  as  a  perfect  hive  of  industry,  full  of  sanctified 
activities  for  the  moral  and  spiritual  uplifting  of  the  Malagasy. 

In  the  Amboniriana  and  West  Ankaratra  districts  the  work  has  steadily 
advanced,  and  there  is  evidence  of  awakening  and  blessing  in  each  of 
them.  The  darkness  and  apathy  so  characteristic  of  the  former  seems 
at  last  to  be  giving  way  under  the  influence  of  light  and  life.  For  these 
evidences  of  blessing,  and  for  the  wonderful  Revival  which  has  spread 
over  the  district  of  Mandridrano,  Friends  will  unite  with  many  in 
Madagascar  in  praising  our  Heavenly  Father.     To  Him  be  the  glory. 

Syria. 

A  year  of  quiet,  useful  work  has  passed  without  any  striking  event 
to  report,  but  with  progress  noted  in  many  directions. 

The  desire  for  education  is  keen  in  Syria  to-day,  and  we  believe  that 
school  work  gives  a  unique  opportunity  of  influencing  the  future  of  the 
country.  It  is  therefore  encouraging  to  note  the  progress  of  the  boys 
and  girls  in  the  High  Schools.  The  standard  of  education  is  rising  year 
by  year,  and  mcmy  of  the  former  pupils  are  now  engaged  in  teaching, 
and  are  giving  every  satisfaction.  There  is  also  a  substantial  increase  in 
payments,  which  shows  how  much  the  Syrian  parent  appreciates  the 
education  we  are  able  to  give. 

The  Medical  Mission,  under  Dr.  Antonius  J.  Manasseh,  still  maintains 
its  reputation  on  the  Lebanon.  Besides  caring  for  the  sick,  Theodora 
Cunnington  and  Charlotte  A.  Brown  are  training  Syrian  nurses,  who  are 
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beginning  to  reward  them  for  the  pains  taken  over  them.  This  is  a 
distinct  advance  on  what  was  found  practicable  some  years  ago,  as  the 
old  idea  of  what  is,  and  what  is  not,  menial  is  giving  way  to  the  wider 
conception  of  Christian  duty. 

Much  of  the  strength  of  our  missionary  staff  is  absorbed  in  the  im- 
portant daily  routine  of  the  High  Schools  and  Hospital.  On  aU  sides 
our  existing  work  is  handicapped  because  of  our  small  staff,  and,  with 
increasing  opportimities  for  evangelistic  work  in  our  district,  we  long  to 
enter  some  of  the  open  doors. 

China. 

The  real  awakening  of  China  continues,  and  is  full  of  promise.  At  an 
epoch  like  the  present,  when  five  men  of  the  right  sort  might  have  an 
influence  on  the  thinking  classes  which  fifty  might  fail  to  gain  a  few 
years  hence,  it  is  no  wonder  that  we  still  receive  appeals  for  more  helpers. 
Bobert  J.  Davidson  says :  "  The  new  China  is  in  process  of  making,  she 
has  no  greater  need  than  the  influence  of  Christian  thought  and  life." 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  the  progress  made  in  building  up  the  Native 
Church.  Greater  interest  is  being  taken  in  Church  afi&iirs  generally,  and 
a  larger  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  work  is  being  borne  by  the  Monthly 
Meetings.  At  Chungking,  T'ung  ChVan,  and  Suiling  additions  to  the 
membership  are  reported. 

The  Schools  that  have  been  long  established  show  improvement  both 
in  the  standards  attained  and  in  the  fees  received.  Several  primary 
Schools  have  been  opened  in  the  newer  parts  of  our  district.  In  those 
at  Chentu  the  boys  come  from  a  more  intelligent  class  of  the  community 
than  any  we  have  touched  hitherto,  and  their  very  independence  of  spirit 
makes  them  better  worth  influencing.  The  work  among  the  student 
classes  in  Chentu  has  been  well  begun  by  Dr.  Henry  T.  Hodgkin.  As  he 
has  essayed  to  enter  into  their  life  and  thought,  he  finds  that  they  are 
grappling  with  the  same  kind  of  problems  that  are  exercising  the  minds 
of  students  in  the  West. 

Other  features  of  our  work  this  year  have  been  the  establishment  of  a 
Normal  School  for  Teachers  at  Chentu  and  a  Training  Class  for  Evange- 
lists at  Suiling.  We  confidently  look  for  much  in  the  future  from  these 
developments,  as  every  department  of  the  Mission  has  been  hampered 
in  the  past  by  the  want  of  efficient  helpers. 

The  return  to  England  of  Dr.  Lucy  E.  Harris,  after  six  and  a  half 
years  in  China,  has  again  brought  the  medical  work  prominently  before 
us.  During  her  term  of  service  Boxer  troubles  twice  seriously  inter- 
rupted her  work  at  T'ung  ChVan.  In  her  absence  from  the  field  Dr. 
W.  Henry  Davidson  is  left  singlehanded,  and  the  small  Women's 
Hospital,  so  recently  erected,  is  being  used  for  men.  The  need  of  a  well- 
qualified  nurse  for  this  hospital  is  urgent. 
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Cbtlon. 

A  buoyant  tone  characterizes  the  Beport  from  Ceylon,  although  the 
record  tells  of  a  year  of  special  difficulty  due  to  the  smallness  of  the  staff 
of  workers,  and  to  the  prevalence  of  malarial  fever  of  exceptional 
severity.  Evangelists,  teachers,  sjid  scholars  alike  have  been  laid  aside 
by  the  disease,  and  in  some  cases  Schools  had  to  be  closed  for  months. 

In  both  of  our  districts  there  have  been  confessions  of  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  from  Sinhalese  and  Tamils.  In  Mirigama  a  Buddhist  priest 
has  put  off  his  yellow  robe,  a  teacher  of  an  opposition  school  has  become 
a  Christian,  and  a  carpenter  who  was  repairing  a  heathen  temple  has 
responded  to  the  Divine  call.  In  Matale  an  ez-priest  haa  been  the  means 
of  bringing  another  man  to  Christ. 

In  the  Boarding  School,  under  the  charge  of  Elizabeth  F.  Gibbons, 
there  have  been  evidences  of  spiritual  life  and  growth  among  both 
teachers  and  pupils. 

The  Beport  draws  attention  to  the  impotence  of  Buddhism,  as  revealed 
by  the  painful  prevalence  of  serious  and  revolting  crime  in  Ceylon,  and 
urges  that  now  is  no  time  to  think  of  relaxing  effort. 

Work  at  Home. 

In  the  autumn  the  Trsdning  of  Missionary  Candidates  at  Birmingham 
was  transferred  from  "  Westholme,"  Selly  Oak,  where  it  had  been  carried 
on  experimentally  since  January,  1905,  to  "  Eingsmead,"  a  house  in  the 
same  neighbourhood.  The  new  quarters,  provided  by  the  marked 
generosity  of  several  Friends,  are  admirably  adapted  to  their  purpose. 
It  is  very  satisfactory  to  feel  that  this  important  work  can  now  go 
forward  under  such  favourable  conditions.  Allusion  should  be  made  to 
the  marriage,  in  July  last,  of  the  Superintendent,  John  William  Hoyland, 
to  Josephine  Taylor.  Although  a  valued  worker  is  withdrawn  from  our 
India  Mission,  Josephine  Hoyland  will  have  many  and  varied  oppor- 
tunities of  service  at  the  Training  Home. 

In  common  with  other  Societies,  our  Association  has  afresh  recognized 
the  importance  of  inculcating  the  study  of  missionary  work  and  problems. 
Demonstrations  have  been  given  in  several  places  explanatory  of  study 
methods,  and  successful  circles  have  been  formed  in  Bessbrook,  Bir- 
mingham, Darlington,  Tunbridge  Wells,  and  elsewhere. 

We  are  thankful  that  several  more  congregations  of  Friends  have 
interested  themselves  in  the  support  of  missionaries.  Sunderland  Meet- 
ing, which  has  for  years  been  responsible  for  Joseph  Taylor,  has  recently 
increased  their  support  to  include  S.  Kathwine  Taylor  also.  Leinster 
Quarterly  Meeting  now  provides  for  Leonard  and  Caroline  N.  Wigham, 
and  Darlington  Meeting  for  George  E.  Clark.  Experience  has  shown 
that  the  linking  of  the  work  abroad  with  the  Church  life  at  home  is 
helpful  both  to  the  missionary  and  to  the  Meeting  which  supports  him. 
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Finance. 

The  financial  record  of  1906  has  been  remarkable.  A  deficit  of  £Sfil8 
was  brought  forward  from  1905,  and  it  was  calculated  that,  imless  the 
income  should  exceed  that  of  the  previous  year,  the  adverse  balance  at 
the  end  of  1906  would  be  increased  by  j67,000  or  more. 

When  the  estimates  for  1907  came  before  the  Board  in  November,  it 
was  decided,  in  view  of  the  threatened  accumulation  of  deficits,  that  the 
work  must  be  cut  down,  and  some  portions  abandoned  if  necessary.  A 
special  Retrenchment  Committee  was  appointed  to  go  carefully  into  the 
matter,  and  an  extra  meetmg  of  the  Board  was  called  to  receive  its 
report.  In  the  interim  it  was  publicly  stated  that  it  would  be  necessary 
so  to  curtail  the  work  as  to  reduce  the  expenditure  by  jS5,000  a  year. 
This  announcement,  and  letters  from  Thomas  Pumphrey  and  Anne  W. 
Richardson  in  The  Friend^  roused  in  the  Society  at  large  a  feeling  of 
deep  concern,  and  a  determination  that  retrenchment  must  if  possible  be 
avoided.  From  all  over  the  country  the  answer  to  the  question,  "  Must 
work  be  stopped  ?  "  came  in  self-sacrificing  gifts  which  spoke  louder 
than  words.  The  deficit  of  1905  was  speedily  met,  and  the  1906  accounts 
were  closed  with  cash  in  hand,  sufficient  to  provide  a  working  balance 
for  the  early  months  of  1907,  and  to  save  the  heavy  and  imsatisfactory 
item  of  Bankers'  charges. 

It  was  decided  to  give  A.  W.  Richardson's  valuable  letter  a  wider 
circulation,  and  it  was  therefore  posted  to  Friends  in  Great  Britain, 
Australasia,  and  South  Africa.  A  number  of  these,  in  acknowledging  it, 
urged  that  the  time  had  come  when  a  new  policy  should  be  adopted  by 
the  Association.  The  Retrenchment  Committee  united  with  this  view, 
and  expressed  its  conviction  that  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  by  the 
Board  in  future  should  be  in  proportion  to  the  prospective  income,  and 
that  extension  should  depend  upon  a  corresponding  increase  in  support 
being  guaranteed.  It  also  felt  that  the  co-operation  of  many  Friends, 
who  had  been  unable  to  support  the  F.F.M.A.,  would  be  secured  by  such 
a  change  of  policy.  A  recommendation  on  these  lines  from  the 
Retrenchment  Committee  was  considered  and  thoroughly  endorsed  by 
the  Board  on  the  6th  December. 


Conclusion. 

In  concluding  this  review  of  1906,  and  in  thinking  over  the  experiences 
of  the  Association  during  the  forty  years  of  its  existence,  we  would  again 
remind  ourselves  of  the  essential  place  of  prayer  in  all  our  work.  When 
the  year  closed  the  future  was,  humanly  speaking,  still  uncertain,  but 
the  burden  which  seemed  heavy  has  been  lifted.  We  have  learned 
afresh  the  truth  of  the  Apostle's  benediction,  '*  God  is  able  to  make  all

Minute  of  Meeting  foe  Sufferings,  held  8th  of  Sixth 
Month,  1906. 

Fourteenth  Minute, — We  appoint  J.  Stephenson  Rowntree,  J.  Lister 
Godlee,  Albert  J.  Crosfield,  Norman  Penney,  Frank  Dymond,  Wm. 
Frederic  Wells,  Robert  A.  Penney,  Henry  Lloyd  Wilson,  Isaac  Sharp, 
Jonathan  B.  Hodgkin,  and  John  Morland  to  issue  Part  III.  of  the  Book 
of  Christian  Discipline  as  early  as  possible,  and  to  embody  therein  the 
necessary  alterations  arising  out  of  the  action  of  the  late  Yearly  Meeting 
in  reference  to  Meetings  on  Ministry  and  Oversight;  the  General 
Advices ;  the  Removal  of  Names  of  lost  Members ;  the  Rules  on 
Appeals ;  the  Recording  of  Ministers ;  and  any  other  matters.

It  is  asked  to  look  into  the  rules  as  applicable  to  the  General  Meeting 
for  Australia  and  to  Meetings  in  the  Colonies ;  and  if  any  alterations 
should  appear  necessary,  to  present  such  suggested  alterations  to  our 
Meeting  next  month.  It  is  also  requested  to  issue  a  new  edition  of  the 
Marriage  Regulations  in  pamphlet  form. 

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  3rd  of  Eighth 
Month,  1906. 

Ninth  Minute. — The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Fourteenth  Minute 
of  Sixth  Month  last  to  issue  Part  III.  of  the  Book  of  Christian  Discipline, 
has  produced  a  revised  proof  copy  in  which  are  embodied  the  decisions 
of  our  late  Yearly  Meeting  which  affect  our  niles,  and  the  consequential 
changes  arising  thereon.  The  Committee  proposes  to  get  out  an  edition 
of  1,500  copies  as  soon  as  possible,  also  to  send  at  once  to  Clerks  of 
Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meetings  the  regulations  as  to  Committees 
on  Ministry  and  Oversight.

ABSTRACT  OF  REPORT  OF  THE  FRIENDS'  TEMPERANCE 
UNION  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  80th  OF  FOURTH 
MONTH,   1907. 

From  the  Report  presented  by  the  Executive  to  the  Annual  Business 
Meeting,  it  appears  that  the  various  activities  of  the  Union  have  been 
well  maintained,  and  encouragement  is  derived  from  many  evidences  of 
increasing  interest  in  the  Temperance  cause  shown  through  the  country 
at  large,  as  well  as  in  our  own  Society. 

The  death  of  Sir  Wilfrid  Lawson,  whose  assistance  has  so  often  been 
given  to  the  Union,  has  been  much  felt,  and  a  message  of  sympathy  with 
Lady  Lawson  and  family  has  been  forwarded. 

The  increasing  number  of  calls  for  deputational  visits,  and  for 
lectures,  has  led  the  Executive  to  think  that  the  time  may  have  come  for 
the  appointment  of  an  Organizing  Secretary,  and  to  ask  the  opinion  of 
the  Annual  Meeting.  It  was  decided  to  leave  the  Executive  to  take  such 
action  as  seems  best. 

Amongst  the  many  interesting  functions  in  which  the  Executive  have 
engaged  may  be  mentioned : — 

The  entertainment  to  tea  of  the  Members  of  the  National  Association 
of  Temperance  advocates  at  Devonshire  House  on  the  16th  of  July. 

The  holding  of  a  meeting  at  Devonshire  House,  in  conjunction  with 
Devonshire  House  Monthly  Meeting  on  Sunday,  October  21st,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Jubilee  Meetings  of  the  National  Temperance  League. 

Social  meetings,  to  bring  the  claims  of  the  Union  before  the  members, 
at  Beigate,  Dorking,  and  Ilford. 

An  afternoon  party,  by  kind  invitation  of  a  member  of 'the  Executive, 
at  Winchmore  Hill,  on  Saturday,  June  9th. 

A  conversazione  at  Devonshire  House  on  the  22nd  of  February. 

The  distribution  of  sound  literature  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Executive.    Copies  of  bound  volumeB  of  Lees-Baper  Lectures  have  been 
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supplied  at  a  reduced  prioe.  Copies  of  G.  B.  Sims*s  Letters,  entitled 
"  The  Cry  of  the  Children,"  have  been  sent  to  forty-four  Friends  who 
have  been  kindly  willing  to  undertake  their  distribution.  A  valuable  pi4>er 
by  E.  0.  D.  Sibson  on  "  Temperance  Work  in  connection  with  First-day 
Schools  "  has  been  printed  and  largely  distributed.  Six  fresh  posters 
have  been  prepared  and  published  during  the  year.  A  fresh  edition  of 
our  List  of  Inebriate  Homes  has  also  been  issued. 

Several  useful  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Lending  Library,  and 
to  the  collection  of  articles  suitable  for  illustrating  Temperance  teaching. 
The  increasing  number  of  applications  for  loans  is  an  encouraging 
evidence  of  the  usefulness  of  this  branch  of  the  Committee's  work. 

Interesting  and  profitable  Conferences  have  been  held  by  the  Platform 
Exchange  Committee  at  Wanstead  and  Ilford,  at  which  papers  have 
been  read  and  discussed,  and  times  of  social  intercourse  enjoyed  by 
representatives  from  the  various  Metropolitan  centres. 

Through  its  connection  with  the  Native  Baces  Committee,  the  Union 
has  gladly  taken  its  part  in  the  efforts  made  to  check  the  demoralizing 
influence  of  the  liquor  traffic  upon  the  natives  of  South  Africa  and 
other  British  possessions,  and  the  members  are  thankful  for  the  measure 
of  success  which  has  attended  these  efforts. 

Though  the  Secretary  has  not  been  able  to  undertake  so  much 
lecturing  and  deputational  work  as  in  previous  years,  the  Committee 
have  had  the  kind  and  valuable  assistance  of  Henry  Binns,  of  Bradford, 
Bichard  Swain,  of  Bawdon,  and  some  other  Friends. 

In  presenting  this  brief  summary  of  their  work — and  entirely  passing 
over  the  daily  round  of  office  duties,  calls  and  correspondence,  in  which 
the  principal  work  and  usefulness  of  the  Union  lies — the  Executive  are 
impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  the  work  that  lies  before  them,  but 
desire  to  go  forward,  remembering  that  the  call  is  of  the  L<»rd,  and  that, 
carried  on  under  His  guidance,  and  in  dependence  upon  His  strength, 
the  humblest  efforts  cannot  be  in  vain.

ANNUAL  BEPOBT  OF  THE  ANTISLAVEBY  COMMITTEE 
FOB  THE  YEAB  1906. 

To  THE  Mbbtinq  fob  Suffbrinos. 
The  year  that  has  passed  has  been  one  of  importance  to  the  native 
populations  of  East  Africa,  and  of  some  other  parts  of  that  great 
continent.  Also  in  connection  with  our  missionary  labours  in  Pemba 
there  have  been  various  events  that  have  much  affected  the  progress  of 
the  work.  We  have  lost  the  valuable  service  of  Herbert  Amiitage  and 
of  his  sister,  Celia  M.  Armitage — the  latter  entirely  through  ill-health, 
and  the  former  chiefly  through  the  resignation  of  his  sister — but  he  was 
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also  apparently  affected  with  a  severe  form  of  malarial  fever  when  leaving 
the  island  which  developed  into  a  very  dangerous  attack  during  the 
voyage  home.  Our  friends  are  now  restored  to  fair  health,  for  which  we 
are  thankful. 

Mary  Anne  Hadley,  who  had  been  two  years  in  Pemba,  also  suffered 
from  the  unhealthy  conditions  of  the  island,  and  on  her  return  home  on 
furlough  it  was  thought  inadvisable  to  subject  her  to  the  renewed  risk 
of  life  in  the  unhealthy  climate  of  Pemba. 

Theodore  and  Jessie  H.  Burtt  have  both  been  very  ill  during  the  year, 
and  have  now  come  home  in  order  to  seek  a  complete  restoration  of 
their  health.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  prolonged  residence  in  England 
will  be  necessary  to  their  recovery.  Thus  the  present  staff  of  mission- 
aries in  the  island  is  reduced  to —

With  this  greatly  reduced  number  of  missionaries,  it  has  become 
impossible  to  continue  the  whole  of  the  work  which  had  been  set  on 
foot,  and  that  with  the  girls  has  been  stopped  for  the  present.  The 
other  classes  of  work  are  maintained  in  a  somewhat  reduced  state  of 
efficiency,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  estate  has  been  carried  on  as  before. 
G.  Ernest  Morland,  who  went  out  in  1904,  is  at  present  at  home  on 
furlough,  and  will  return  to  Pemba  early  in  the  Fifth  Month. 

In  connection  with  the  religious  work  of  the  Mission  there  has  been 
a  noteworthy  development,  in  the  establishment  of  a  small  native 
Church,  into  which  some  eight  or  nine  individuals,  after  making  a  public 
confession  of  their  belief  in  Christ,  and  their  desire  to  enter  into  a  fuller 
development  and  enjoyment  of  the  Christian  life,  have  been  admitted. 
These  are  all  young  men  who  have  been  under  the  influence  and  teach- 
ing of  the  missionaries  for  some  years,  and  who  since  their  admission 
have  shown  an  increased  desire  to  accept  the  Gospel  teaching  in  all  its 
fulness,  and  to  spread  among  their  less  enlightened  brethren  a  know- 
ledge of  Christian  truth,  redeeming  them  from  the  errors  and  super- 
stitions of  Mahomedanism  and  heathenism,  and  elevating  them  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  love  of  the  true  God  for  them,  and  the  knowledge 
of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus. 

It  has  been  a  great  reward  to  our  missionaries,  who  have  laboured  so 
long  and  oftentimes  with  very  little  evidence  of  success,  to  see  some 
result  of  their  labours  in  this  way. 

We  trust  that  the  seed  which  has  been  so  faithfully  sown  may  at  last 
take  root,  grow  up,  and  bear  much  fruit  among  the  native  races  living 
in  the  island,  from  whenQe  it  ma^^  ip  years  to  come,  spread  wl4el7  and 
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take  root  more  deeply,  to  the  hononr  of  God  and  the  spiritual  advance- 
ment  of  the  people. 

We  had  hoped  that  the  efforts  that  had  been  made  to  reduce  danger 
from  mosquito  infection  had  begun  to  produce  some  effect,  but  the  past 
year's  experience  has  dissipated  that  hope.  The  Committee  feels  that 
the  Staff  is  now  in  urgent  need  of  more  strength,  and  has  issued  a 
memorandum  to  our  various  Meetings  pointing  out  the  need  of  more 
workers.  It  has  no  wish  unduly  to  urge  on  any  that  they  should 
offer  themselves  for  this  trying  and  difficult  service,  but  should  any 
young  Friends  feel  themselves  to  be  called  to  the  work,  the  announce- 
ment that  has  been  made  will  show  them  the  need  of  their  help  in  that 
portion  of  our  Mission  Field. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  considerable  changes  are  coming  over  the 
administration  of  the  islands  of  Zanzibar  and  Pemba,  and  that  they 
are  now  being  more  closely  looked  after  by  English  officials  than  was, 
until  lately,  the  case. 

The  Committee,  feeling  that  the  question  of  Emancipation  had  been 
allowed  to  rest  long  enough,  has  made  a  renewed  effort  to  bring  it 
under  the  notice  of  the  Government.  In  response  to  a  pressing  applica- 
tion made  to  them,  an  opportunity  was  offered  to  meet  the  Under- 
Secret£ury  for  Foreign  AffEdrs  Lord  Fitzmaurice,  with  whom  a  small 
deputation  of  the  Committee  had  an  interview  at  the  Foreign  Office  on 
the  10th  of  the  Seventh  Month  which  was  of  a  favourable  character. 
No  promises  were  made  at  the  time  to  the  deputation,  but  it  has  since 
been  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  that  arrangements  are  on  foot  for 
the  total  abolition  of  Slavery,  not  only  in  the  islands  of  Zanzibar  and 
Pemba,  but  also  on  the  mainland  strip  ;  and  that  the  whole  change  will 
be  carried  out  simultaneously.  When  this  has  been  really  accomplished, 
it  will  mark  a  great  step  in  the  amelioration  of  the  lives  of  large  numbers 
of  the  native  population  in  that  part  of  the  British  Empire,  and  we  hope 
we  may  not  have  long  to  wait  for  its  realization.  This  has  been  one  of 
the  great  aims  of  our  Mission,  and  if  we  should  prove  to  have  been 
successful  in  freeing  the  British  nation  from  all  complicity  in  the  sin  of 
holding  our  fellow-men  in  bondage,  we  shall  feel  that  our  labours  have 
indeed  not  been  in  vain,  and  shall  reflect  with  thankful  hearts  on  this 
measure  of  success  which  has  been  granted  us. 

We  give  much  of  the  credit  of  it  to  our  faithful  missionaries  in  the 
island,  who  through  good  report  and  through  ill  report  have  unflinchingly 
maintained  the  ancient  testimony  of  our  Society  against  all  participation 
in,  or  condonation  of,  the  evils  of  Slavery.  Without  their  steadfast 
support  of  these  principles  in  the  unhealthy  climate  of  Pemba,  and  their 
advocacy  of  the  cause  of  the  slaves  on  every  occasion  wherein  help  to 
them  was  possible,  we  fully  believe  that  the  question  of  emancipation  of 
all  the  slaves  would  not  be  in  the  favourable  position  in  which  it  is  to-day. 
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The  qaestion  of  the  atrooities  committed  on  the  natives  of  the  Congo 
district  has  not  been  lost  sight  of.  In  the  Sixth  Month  Joseph  G. 
Alexander  and  E.  W.  Brooks,  accompanied  by  their  former  companion, 
John  H.  Harris,  visited  Paris  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  the  state  of 
public  opinion  in  France  on  this  question.  They  were  sorry  to  learn 
that  the  state  of  the  natives  in  the  French  Congo  is  not  much  better 
than  that  in  the  Belgian  Congo,  though  the  actual  cruelties  practised 
are  somewhat  less  diabolical.  The  same  vicious  principle  of  depriving 
the  native  of  all  right  to  the  soil  and  its  produce  is  in  force  in  the  one  as 
in  the  other,  and  the  natives  are  worked  for  the  benefit  of  companies 
having  their  headquarters  in  Paris  in  much  the  same  way  as  that  which 
prevails  in  the  district  desolated  by  the  King  of  the  Belgians. 

While  this  is  the  case,  therefore,  there  can  be  little  use  in  asking  the 
French  generally  to  take  up  the  cause  of  the  suffering  natives  of  the 
Belgian  Congo  Territory,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  now  that  the  attention  of 
some  public  men  has  been  drawn  to  this  evil,  they  will,  as  way  opens, 
see  it  to  be  their  duty  to  procure  a  great  eunelioration  of  the  system  of 
treatment  of  the  natives.  The  Committee  urges  on  Friends  throughout 
the  country  the  need  there  is  that  they  should  continue  to  impress  on 
all  over  whom  they  have  influence  the  responsibiUty  of  this  country  for 
the  perpetuation  of  the  horrible  persecution  and  oppression  of  the  help- 
less natives  of  the  Congo  Territory  by  the  cruel  and  avaricious  Govern- 
ment of  the  King  of  the  Belgians. 

The  Committee  feels  thankful  for  the  work  which  it  has  been  able 
to  accomplish  in  the  past  year,  and  solicits  the  continued  interest  and 
support  of  Friends  generally  in  the  maintenance  of  this  important  ser- 
vice. It  desires  to  impress  on  Friends  that  the  annual  subscriptions 
do  not  meet  the  expenses  by  at  least  J^OO  per  annum,  and  the  deficiency 
has  to  be  made  up  by  special  appeals  to  the  liberaUty  of  a  few  Friends.

REPORT  OF  THE  ANTI-OPIUM  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Meeting  fob  Sufferinos. 

The  uppermost  thought  in  our  minds  in  regard  to  the  year's  work  is, 
'*  What  hath  God  wrought  ?  **  At  the  time  of  our  last  Report  it  seemed 
unlikely  that  any  opportunity  could  be  obtained  for  a  resolution  in 
Parliament  against  the  trade.  But  within  four  weeks,  as  we  believe  in 
direct  answer  to  prayer,  Theodore  C.  Taylor,  M.P.,  obtained  the  second 
place  for  May  80th  to  caU  attention  to  the  Indian  Opium  Trade,  though 
it  remained  imcertain  until  the  day  arrived  whether  Parliament  would 
still  be  in  session. 
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In  preparation  for  this  onr  Committee  united  with  other  anti-Opimn 
workers  in  seeking  to  awaken  interest  and  a  spirit  of  prayer  throughout 
the  country  by  addressing  a  letter  to  our  Monthly  and  Preparative 
Meetings  cknd  to  the  Adult  Schools.  The  result  is  known  to  this  Meet- 
ing, and  we  believe  there  are  many  who  will  long  remember  the  earnest 
outpouring  of  prayer  which  took  place  in  our  Yearly  Meeting  on  the 
evening  of  the  debate,  followed  the  next  day  by  a  time  of  thanksgiving 
for  the  abundant  answer  granted. 

We  wish  that  we  were  able  to  report  more  decided  action  on  the  part 
of  our  Government,  but  so  far  the  outcome  is  not  very  evident.  The 
area  under  poppy  cultivation  in  India  is,  however,  now  to  be  reduced  by 
42,500  acres,  ajid  the  number  of  chests  of  Opium  sold  at  the  Calcutta 
monthly  sales  is,  after  July,  to  be  4,000,  instead  of  4,500. 

E.  N.  Baker,  the  Finance  member  of  the  Gk>vemor-General*s  Coundl 
in  India,  in  his  Budget  speech  on  March  20th  said,  with  regard  to  the 
reduction  of  Opium  sales  for  1907-8,  that  it  had  been  undertaken  as 
proof  that  the  Government  received  the  Chinese  proposals  sympa- 
thetically. It  was  impossible  to  foresee  the  outcome,  for  the  difficulties 
of  the  policy  of  renunciation  professed  by  China  were  enormous,  and 
perhaps  insuperable.  The  extinction  of  the  Indian  Opixma  revenue  had, 
however,  been  brought  a  stage  nearer.  The  loss  of  JBd,666,666  a  year 
was,  of  course,  serious  ;  but  it  could  be  borne  without  dislocation  of  the 
finances  if  the  transition  were  spread  over  a  suitable  nxmaber  of  years. 
All  that  need  be  feared  was  an  absorption  for  a  few  years  of  the  means 
of  affording  further  relief  to  the  taxpayer.  The  remission  of  taxation 
during  the  five  years  beginning  1908  exceeded  the  present  amount  of  the 
Opium  revenue  by  more  than  20  per  cent. 

In  answer  to  a  question  recently  put  by  our  friend  John  Edward  Ellis 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  John  Morley  said :  "  The  Chinese  Govern- 
ment, towards  the  end  of  last  year,  approached  His  Maje8ty*s  Government 
on  the  subject  of  restricting  the  import  of  foreign  Opium  into  China,  and 
put  forward  certain  proposals  as  a  basis  for  discussion.  The  views  of 
the  Government  of  India  on  these  proposals  have  just  reached  me,  and 
are  under  my  consideration  in  Council.  The  discussion  which  the 
Chinese  Government  have  invited  will  be  entered  on  with  all  despatch, 
and  will,  I  hope,  result  in  a  satisfa-ctory  arrangement  at  no  distant  date." 

We  desire  to  urge  upon  Friends  the  necessity  of  unremitting  effort  in 
keeping  before  our  Government  the  duty  of  entirely  extinguishing  this 
source  of  revenue.  We  believe  that  the  most  effectual  way  of  doing 
this  is  by  sending  resolutions  or  writing  personal  letters  on  the  subject 
to  members  of  Parliament. 

From  China  has  come  the  news  that  on  September  20,  1906,  an 
Imperial  Edict  was  promulgated  condemning  the  use  of  Opium,  and 
fixing  **a  period  of  ten  years  within  which  the  evil  must  be  utterly 
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eradicated."  The  following  words  taken  from  the  Edict  show  how  the 
Opium  drug  is  looked  upon  by  the  Chinese :  "  Those  who  smoke  it  waste 
time,  neglect  business,  injure  their  persons,  and  ruin  their  families.  The 
ever-increasing  poverty  and  weakness  of  the  past  few  decades  are  really 
owing  to  this,  and  it  is  impossible  to  use  language  too  strong  in  speaking 
of  it.'*  This  Edict  was  foUowed  by  the  issue  of  detailed  regulations  very 
carefully  drawn  up,  providing  for  the  entire  extinction  of  the  trade  so 
far  as  China  herself  is  concerned.  Surely  the  least  that  we  can  do  now 
is  to  remove  the  stumbling-block  which  we  have  so  long  allowed  to 
remain  in  China's  way. 

In  addition  to  a  large  circulation  of  general  literature  on  the  subject, 
our  Committee  has  been  able  to  offer  a  free  copy  of  '  The  Imperial  Drug 
Trade  *  to  all  ministers  of  religion  applying  for  it,  and  to  Adult  Schools 
and  some  libraries.  In  this  way  about  two  hundred  copies  have  been 
distributed,  and  we  expect  to  have  further  applications. 

It  is  fitting  that  in  closing  we  should  be  reminded  of  the  influence 
which  God  has  given  to  us,  as  a  religious  Society,  in  this  and  kindred 
matters  of  national  righteousness — an  influence  disproportionate  to  our 
small  numbers. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  done  before  England  as  a  nation  realizes  her 
responsibility  in  this  respect,  and  it  behoves  us  each  one  earnestly  and 
in  faith  to  do  our  little  part,  looking  to  our  Great  Captain  for  the  assured 
victory.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BETTING  AND  GAMBLING. 

This  Committee  has  been  engaged  in  stirring  up  members  and  Monthly 
Meeting  Correspondents,  especially  in  the  circulation  of  literature,  and 
good  meetings  have  been  held. 

We  increasingly  feel  the  difficulty  of  propaganda  work,  which  is  needed 
mostly  outside  our  Society,  and  that  our  efforts  are  necesssu-ily  somewhat 
confined  to  acting  as  an  intermediary  between  our  Meetings  and  the 
various  public  organizations  for  the  restriction  of  this  evil,  and  the 
distribution  of  literature  mentioned  above. 
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We  rejoice  greatly  at  the  passing  of  the  Street  Betting  Act,  and  trust 
that  Friends  everywhere  will  be  pret>ared  to  support  any  further  Bill 
aiming  at  suppression.

REPORT  OF  THE  PEACE  COMMITTEE  TO  THE  MEETING 
FOR  SUFFERINGS. 

The  Meetings  of  the  Peace  Committee  have  been  regularly  held  during 
the  past  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  6  to  7  members. 

The  Committee  appointed  delegates  to  attend  the  National  Peace 
Congress  at  Birmingham,  and  drew  up  a  list  of  Peace  literature  for  dis- 
tribution there  and  for  subsequent  use.  A  contribution  was  given.by  the 
Committee  towards  the  expenses  incurred. 

The  question  of  Military  Training  in  Schools  has  occupied  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Committee  on  several  occasions,  the  first  of  these  arising  out 
of  the  concession  granted  to  the  Kent  Education  Committee  respecting 
rifle  shooting.  The  matter  was  also  brought  under  notice  of  the  Com- 
mittee by  Newcastle  Monthly  Meeting,  in  consequence  of  which  Clerks 
of  Quarterly  and  Monthly  Meetings  were  reminded  of  the  protest 
issued  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  in  Third  Month,  1906  (see  Printed 
Proceedings  of  last  Yearly  Meeting,  pp.  166-7).  Whilst  the  reply  given 
in  the  House  of  Commons  in  Tenth  Month  last  by  the  then  Minister  of 
Education  made  a  contemplated  appeal  to  the  Government  appear  unde- 
sirable, it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  Friends  everywhere 
should  do  their  utmost  to  check  the  growing  tendency  to  introduce 
military  training  of  youth  whenever  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

The  Committee  has  issued  no  new  posters  and  cards  during  the  year, 
but  has  reprinted  the  Brotherhood  poster  and  the  one  on  Military 
Training  with  a  slight  modification.  On  more  than  one  occasion  news- 
paper reports  have  mentioned  references  to  these  posters  made  by  a 
well-known  lecturer  for  the  Naval  League.  These  references  show  the 
value  of  such  posters,  and  the  Committee  regrets  that  there  has  not  been 
a  greater  demand  for  them  than  has  been  the  case.  The  Military 
Expenditure  poster  has  not  been  reissued,  being  considered  out  of  date ; 
a  poster  referring  to  the  Hague  Conference  will  be  issued  shortly.  The 
Committee  will  welcome  suggestions  for  future  posters  of  a  striking  and 
effective  type.  In  issuing  suggestions  for  winter  work  the  Committee 
commended  to  the  notice  of  Correspondents  an  ably- written  book,  *  The 
Arbiter  in  Council'  (Macmillan  &  Co.,  10s.),  which,  presenting  in  a  fresh 
manner  the  rationale  of  the  Pea^e  movement,  appeals  to  thoughtful 
persons.    A  copy  of  this  work  should  be  found  in  every  public  library. 

The  Conmiittee  has  printed  new  editions,  of  '  Christianity  and  War,' 
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by  Dr.  Vipont  Brown,  and  *  New  Testament  Teaching  and  War,*  by 
James  H.  Midgley,  and  has  alao  printed  '  Rifles  and  Education,'  by 
H.  S.  Ferris,  M.A. 

On  receipt  of  the  intelligence  of  the  decease  of  Elie  Ducommnn, 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Berne  Peace  Bureau,  to  whose  devoted  service 
in  the  interest  of  international  Peace  we  owe  so  much,  the  Committee 
sent  a  letter  of  cordial  sympathy  to  his  widow. 

The  Committee  has  learned  with  regret  that  EUen  Robinson  has 
decided  to  resign  her  membership  of  the  Committee  of  the  Berne  Peace 
Bureau.  Desiring  that  the  place  thus  vacated  shall  be  occupied  by  a 
Friend,  it  has  decided  to  nominate  Joseph  Qundry  Alexander. 

With  the  sanction  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  a  Minute  has  been 
sent  to  Preparative  Meetings  throughout  the  country  which  may  serve 
as  a  basis  for  a  Minute  or  resolution  urging  upon  the  Government  to 
securS  at  the  approaching  Hague  Conference  the  consideration  of  the 
limitation  of  armaments.  In  a  covering  letter  Friends  are  encouraged 
to  bring  the  subject  before  the  notice  of  local  Peace  organizations  and 
other  suitable  agencies. 

The  Reports  from  our  Peace  correspondents  show  varying  degrees  of 
activity.  Whilst  some  report  that  nothing  has  been  done  beyond  distri- 
bution of  Peace  literature,  others  furnish  Reports  of  successful  meetings 
in  the  interest  of  Peace  and  Arbitration. 

Watford  and  District  Peace  Association,  active  as  usual,  refers  to  three 
debates.  In  one  upon  Arbitration  and  War  they  experienced  a  defeat, 
but  in  two  other  cases  they  defeated  a  motion  upon  MiUtary  Training 
in  Schools. 

The  Report  from  Luton  states  that  the  Letter  of  Goodwill  from  Adult 
Schools  in  this  country  to  the  peoples  on  the  Continent  was  signed  by 
upwards  of  300  members  of  the  Friends'  Adult  School  in  that  town,  and 
much  interest  was  aroused.  Luton  and  Leighton  Monthly  Meeting 
*'has  made  arrangements  to  hold  a  special  Monthly  Meethig  during 
the  present  year  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  subject  of 
Peace." 

Lancaster  Monthly  Meeting  Peace  Committee  has  paid  special  atten- 
tion to  distribution  of  literature : 

(a)  By  placing   posters  on  Meeting-house  and   school  premises 
and  in  other  prominent  positions  ; 

(b)  By  distributing  to  the  teachers  in  all  the  schools  of  the  district 
the  letter  from  French  teachers,  and  also  at  a  subsequent  date 

*  The  Judge,  Policeman,  and  Soldier ' ; 

(c)  By    sending    copies    of    *Is    there    not    a     better    Way?' 

*  Christianity  and  War,'  *  Lay  down  your.  Arms,*  *  Construction 
and  Destruction,'  and  other  papers  to  Sunday  School  teachers  in 
Lancaster  and  neighbourhood  with  an  invitation  to  attend  a  lecture 
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by  Dr.  Yipont  Brown.    On  the  occasion  of  this  leotare  the  Mayor 
of  Lancaster  presided  over  a  "  large  gathering.'' 

From  Halifax  mention  is  made  of  the  consideration  on  three  occasions 
by  small  gatherings  of  the  "  Friends'  Discussion  Circle  '*  of  the  "  Moral,** 
<'  Economic,*'  and  *'  Practical  aspect  of  Arbitration."  One  Correspondent 
has  also  addressed  meetings  of  a  similar  character  in  connection  with 
other  denominations. 

From  Kent  Quarterly  Meeting  an  excellent  Minute  is  forwarded, 
which  was  presented  to  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Kent  County 
Council  in  reference  to  the  permission  given  to  teach  rifle  shooting  at  the 
Eynsford  and  Shoreham  Primary  Schools — allusion  to  which  has  been 
already  made. 

The  Lincoln  and  District  Peace  Association  reports  that  a  large 
meeting  on  Arbitration  was  held  under  the  presidency  of  the  Dean  of 
Lincoln,  addressed  by  W.  B.  Cremer,  M.P.,  and  Charles  Boberts,  M.P. 
It  was  attended  by  influential  persons  who  had  not  been  seen  at  a  Peace 
meeting  before.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  good  work  has  been  done  in  neigh- 
bouring villages  by  means  of  lantern  lectures. 

West  Devon  and  East  Devon  Monthly  Meetings  have  recently  sent 
a  Minute  on  Militsury  Training  in  Schools  to  the  local  Press  and  members 
of  Parliament,  as  well  as  the  Minister  of  Education. 

Li  York,  the  paper  by  the  late  Sir  Joshua  Fitch  on  **  Military  Drill " 
has  been  circulated  to  teachers,  as  also  the  letter  from  French  teachers. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  Association  to  present  *  The  Arbiter  in  Council' 
to  the  chief  libraries  of  the  district.  Our  Correspondent  refers  to  the 
wider  recognition  of  the  principle  of  International  Arbitration  and  of  the 
vast  importance  of  the  second  International  Conference  at  the  Hague, 
adding  that  it  is  intended  to  call  a  public  meeting  in  York  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  the  proposals  of  our  Government. 

The  Committee  owes  much  to  the  Friends  who  allow  their  names  to 
be  placed  on  the  "Lecture  and  Address  List,"  many  of  whom  are 
mentioned  with  gratitude  by  our  Correspondents  in  different  parts  of 
the  country.

Sib, — The  Prime  Minister  desires  me  to  thank  you  for  the  Minute 
of  the  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  which  the  earnest 
wish  of  the  Meeting  is  expressed  that  some  substantial  reduction  in 
Military  smd  Naval  Expenditure  may  be  carried  out  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible,  and,  further,  that  the  Government  may  secure 
the  introduction  into  the  programme  of  the  forthcoming  Hague 
Conference  of  the  subject  of  the  limitation  of  armaments. 

In  view  of  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  Prime  Minister  and  his 
Colleagues,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  repeat  that  Sir  Henry  CampbeU- 
Bannerman  is  in  complete  and  cordial  sympathy  with  these  objects, 
towards  the  realization  of  which  His  Majesty's  Government  are 
taking  all  the  steps  that  lie  in  their  power. 

The  Prime  Minister  is  glad  to  know  that  in  their  endeavours  to 
promote  peace  and  goodwill  among  the  nations,  the  Government 
will  have  the  co-operation  of  an  agency  so  powerful  for  good  as  that 
of  the  Society  of  Friends.

,  FRIENDS'  SOUTH  AFRICAN  RELIEF  FUND. 
Two  Reports  to  Ybably  Mbeting  through  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 
The  Committee  regrets  that  it  has  not  seemed  practicable  to  com- 
pletely close  up  its  work  in  the  course  of  the  year,  as  had  been  expected. 
Some  of  the  bursaries  granted  to  young  people  are  still  current,  and 
have  been  paid  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  James  Butler.  During 
the  year  assistemce  has  been  given  to  the  work  of  the  Boer  Home 
Industries  Association,  by  contributing  to  the  support  and  training  of  one 
of  the  girls  who  intends  to  become  a  teacher  in  the  work,  and  by  a 
promised  grant  towards  the  supply  of  more  looms  which  were  greatly 
needed.  Pending  the  full  establishment  of  Responsible  Government  in 
the  two  colonies,  it  was  felt  wiser  not  to  dispose  of  the  balance  of  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  Coiomittee. 

In  reporting  on  the  Relief  Funds  which  passed  through  his  hands, 
James  Butler,  of  Cradock,  wrote : — 

**  I  am  satisfied  that  if  the  subscribers  to  the  Fund  knew  how 
much  good  had  been  wrought  by  their  gifts  they  would  feel  it  a 
privilege  to  have  subscribed.  Many  poor  people  in  immediate  need 
^ve  fe}t  the  ^low  of  practical  sympathy,  and  many  a  girl  and  boy^ 
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instead  of  leaving  school  and  going  home  with  no  prospect  for  the 
future,  has  been  given  a  training,  if  not  of  the  very  best,  at  least 
sufficient  to  enable  them  to  earn  a  living  at  teaching.*' 
From  the  Synod  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  the  Orange  River 
Colony  we  received  the  following  Minute  of  thanks  : — 

**  The  Synod  expresses  its  thanks  to  the  Society  of  Friends  for  the 
much  appreciated  act  of  friendship  to  our  people,  proved  by  the 
liberal  gift  of  Bibles  for  distribution,  by  returning  old  Bibles  stolen 
during  hostilities,   and  for    books    and    money  presented  to  our 
ministers  who,  during  the  war,  lost  their  libraries." 
The  work  of  returning  the  Bibles  heis  gone  slowly  forward  during  the 
yecu*.    As  lately  as  Third  Month  last  another  of  these  Bibles  was  sent  in 
from  the  War  Office.    Over  one  hundred  have  been  returned  to  South 
African   homes.    As  it   seems   hopeless  to   trace  the  owners  of  the 
remainder,  they  are  now  being  returned  to  the  donors,  but  note  is  kept 
of  all  particulars  in  order  to  ask  for  them  again  if  the  South  African 
owners  are  found.

Report  on  Friends  in  South  Africa. 

The  Cape  Town  Friends  were  duly  informed  of  the  consent  of  last 
Yearly  Meeting  to  their  recognition  as  a  Monthly  Meeting.  The 
following  interesting  Report  has  recently  come  to  hand  with  regard  to 
their  work : —  • 

Report  of  Cape  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends  in  South  Africa^ 
for  the  year  ended  Slst  of  Twelfth  Month,  1906. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  special  interest  and  importance 
in  the  history  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  South  Africa. 

After  a  period  of  three  years,  during  which  time  the  Society  was 
steadily  growing  and  making  firm  its  foundations,  it  was  felt  that  the 
time  had  arrived  when  the  Preparative  Meeting  at  Cape  Town  then  in 
existence  should  be  authorized  by  Yearly  Meeting  as  an  established 
Monthly  Meeting  for  Discipline.  Accordingly  application  was  made,  and 
in  the  Fifth  Month  of  1906  Friends  gathered  together  at  Yearly  Meeting 
held  in  London  duly  authorized  a  Monthly  Meeting  at  Cape  Town,  the 
first  recognized  Monthly  Meeting  in  South  Africa.  The  many  messages 
of  sympathy  and  love  which  followed  this  important  decision  were  the 
means  of  much  encouragement  to  Friends  in  their  endeavours,  and  we 
report  with  satisfaction  that  the  work  has  steadily  progressed. 

The  first  Monthly  Meeting  was  a  memorable  occasion,  one  felt  in- 
tensely the  presence  of  the  Master  guiding  the  Meeting  in  its  d^Uberations. 
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As  will  be  gathered  from  the  statistical  returns,  certificates  of  transfer 
have  been  received  and  accepted  in  respect  of  26  Friends.  Four  other 
Friends  have  since  directed  their  respective  Monthly  Meetings  in 
England  to  transfer  their  membership  to  this  Meeting.  From  the  list 
of  members  and  Attenders  within  the  compass  of  this  Meeting,  it  will  be 
observed  that  the  total  number  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  47.  This 
number  does  not  include  the  names  of  certain  Friends  who  have' disso- 
ciated themselves  from  us. 

We  have  to  record  with  regret  the  passing  away  by  death  of  two 
Attenders  of  the  Meeting,  and  during  the  period  of  review  we  have 
recorded  one  birth. 

As  to  appointments,  we  have  pleasure  in  advising  that  Arthur  and 
Mary  West,  formerly  of  Norwich  Monthly  Meeting,  have  been  chosen  as 
our  first  Elders. 

We  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  those  Friends  who  have  been 
instrumental  in  sending  out  the  numerous  books  which  have  been 
received  for  the  Ubrary  at  Cape  Town,  which  we  are  pleased  to  state 
is  now  proving  of  useful  service. 

The  need  for  a  Meeting-house  is  much  felt.  Friends  have  commenced 
a  Building  Fund,  and  await  the  time  when  they  are  assured  the  way  is 
open  for  taking  further  steps  in  this  direction. 

Now  that  the  constitution  of  the  Monthly  Meeting  is  practically  com- 
pleted we  are  seeking  to  make  arrangements  for  the  care  of  Friends  in 
other  parts  of  the  country,  and  especially  of  those  in  isolated  places, 
with  the  desire  of  drawing  all  members  of  the  Society  in  this  land  into 
a  closer  union  with  one  another. 

We  have  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  several  Friends  from  home  who 
have  visited  this  country  during  the  year,  but  most  of  them  have  not 
been  able  to  gather  with  us  at  our  Meetings  for  Worship.  We  trust, 
however,  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  some  Friend  or  Friends 
may  find  an  opportunity  of  coming  to  South  Africa  for  the  purpose 
of  wldeniDg  the  influence  of  the  Society  and  its  faith  in  this  land  of 
our  adoption. 

Our  heartfelt  thanks  go  up  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  tender  and 
gracious  mercies  during  tHe  past  year.  We  seek  to  do  His  wilL  He  is 
our  Guide  and  Saviour.

RUSSIAN  FAMINE. 

MlNUTB  OF  MbBTING  FOB  SUFFBBINOS,  HELD  4tH  OF  FiRST 

Month,  1907. 

Fifth  Minute, — Edmund  Wright  Brooks  has  called  our  attention  to 
the  great  distress  prevailing  in  Russia,  some  particulars  of  which  he  has 
received  from  Nicolai  Shishkoff,  in  whom  he  has  confidence. 

The  distress  appears  more  acute  than  in  1891-2.  We  can  do  but 
little  in  face  of  the  magnitude  of  the  evil.  Committees  in  this  country 
might  issue  appeals,  and  every  25&  raised  would  save  a  life.  Our  sym- 
pathies have  been  awakened,  and  we  conclude  it  right  for  us  to  do  what 
we  suitably  can  towards  the  mitigation  of  the  suffering.  We  appoint  the 
following  Friends  to  make  careful  inquiry  as  to  the  distribution  of  any 
funds,  and  authorise  them  to  make  a  general  appeal  for  funds  if  they 
see  their  way  to  do  so  and  to  attend  to  their  distribution.

Minute  of  Mbbting  for  Suffbbinos,  hbld  1st  of  Sbcond  Month,  1907. 
First  Minute, — The  Committee  on  Russian  Famine  Relief  send  us  the 
following  Report.  We  add  the  names  of  J.  A.  Bright,  M.P.,  J.  Edmund 
Clark,  Samuel  F.  Humard,  Alfred  J.  King,  M.P.,  and  Isaac  Sharp,  to  the 
Committee  as  suggested,  and  agree  that  our  Committee*s  administration 
expenses  should  be  borne  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  Fund,  so  that  all  sub- 
scriptions received  may  be  sent  to  Russia.  We  are  glad  of  the  assurance 
that  the  Committee  to  whom  the  funds  will  be  entrusted  in  Russia  are 
thoroughly  reliable. 

Russian  Faminb  Rblibf  Committbb. 
Beport  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  Slst  of  First  Month,  1907. 
The  Committee  appointed  last  month  report  that  on  sitting  down  and 
examining  the  statements  that  had  reached  them  on  the  condition  of 
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things  prevailing  in  South-Eastem  Bussisi,  they  were  at  once  assured 
that  there  was  the  gravest  reason  ~io  apprehend  that  a  great  calamity 
was  impending  over  many  millions  of  the  peasant  population  of  thaA 
distressed  country,  which  was  of  such  magnitude  as  even  to  overshadow 
the  political  unrest.  In  remembrance  of  the  efforts  made  by  Friends  in 
the  winter  of  1891-2,  and  the  greatly  aggravated  character  of  the  present 
calamity,  there  seemed  to  be  every  reason  why  the  Committee  should 
lose  no  time  in  setting  about  the  work  to  which  they  had  been  appointed. 
They  accordingly  drafted  and  issued  an  Appeal,  of  which  a  copy  accom- 
panies this  Report,  and  have  endeavoured  to  give  it  a  wide  circulation. 
Some  results  have  accrued  therefrom,  and  the  money  at  present  received 
amounts  to  Jgl,190. 

The  occurrence  of  the  disastrous  earthquake  in  Jamaica  within  a  day 
or  two  of  the  issue  of  the  Appeal  has  doubtless  much  interfered  with  its 
early  success,  but  the  Committee  are  hopeful  that  with  the  satisfaction 
of  that  urgent  need,  which  has  already  largely  taken  place,  more  atten- 
tion may  be  given  to  the  claims  of  this  fund. 

In  order  to  satisfy  the  doubts  as  to  the  liberty  to  make  an  application 
of  this  fund  absolutely  free  from  all  official  interference  in  Russia,  a 
telegram  to  the  following  effect  was  sent  to  the  Russian  Prime 
Minister : — 

**  English  Society  of  Friends  raising  fund  in  aid  of  distressed 
Russian  peasantry.  Will  its  private  distribution  be  permitted? 
Please  reply  to  Brooks,  Duvals,  Grays,  Essex." 

Two  days  afterwards  the  following  answer  was  received : — 

**  I  present  my  thanks  to  the  English  Society  of  Friends  raising 
fund,  and  consent  to  the  offer  of  help  to  the  peasants  in  need.— 
Stolypin.*' 

This  telegram  did  not  contain  a  direct  answer  to  the  question  put,  but, 
taking  the  two  telegrams  together,  the  signification  of  the  reply  appears 
to  us  to  be  sufficiently  enlarged.  In  addition  hereto  the  private  infor- 
mation that  has  been  received,  states  most  positively  that  there  will  be 
no  difficulty  in  effecting  the  private  distribution  desired. 

Nicolas  Shishkoff,  the  writer  of  that  long  account  of  the  distress  which 
first  appeared,  has  been  in  London,  and  has  been  seen  by  several  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee.  He,  of  course,  confirmed  all  he  had  previously 
written,  and  the  Committee  is  well  satisfied  of  the  absolute  truthfulness 
of  all  his  statements.  He  has  now  gone  to  the  United  States,  hoping  to 
plead  there  with  effect  the  cause  of  his  suffering  fellow-countrymen. 

The  Committee,  feeling  the  need  of  some  addition  to  tiieir  numbers, 
has  obtained  the  consent  of  the  following  Friends  to  j(Mn  them  in  their 
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work,  and  they  trust  that  their  appointment  will  be  agreeable  to  the 
Meeting.  They  are  John  Albert  Bright,  M.P.,  J.  Edmund  Clark,  Samuel 
F.  Humard,  Alfred  J.  King,  M.P,,  Isaac  Sharp.  If  a  few  other  Friends 
living  in  the  neighbourhood  of  London  would  be  willing  to  join  the 
Committee,  they  would  be  thankful  for  the  added  help  and  influence. 

The  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  asked  to  decide  whether  the  administra- 
tion expenses  of  this  fund  will  be  borne  quite  independently  of  the  fund 
itself.

— The  Committee  on  Russian  Famine  R^Hef  is  con- 
tinued.   At  the  request  of  the  Committee  Albert  J.  Crosfield  is  added 
to  it. 

The  Committee  has  been  able  at  present  to  send  to  Russia  jS4,000. 

Minute  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  held  5th  of  Fourth 
Month,  1907. 
First  Minute. — The  following  Minute  and  Report  are  received  from 
the  Committee  on  Russian  Famine  Relief. 

Meeting  of  the  Russian  Famine  Relief  Committee,  held  14th  of 
Third  Month,  1907. 

Copy  of  the  First  Minute. 

The  Meeting  was  appointed  expressly  to  meet  Mr.  Shishkoff  while 
passing  through  London  on  his  way  home  from  the  United  States.  He 
gave  us  a  very  interesting  account  of  his  journey  in  America,  in  pur- 
suance of  his  effort  to  arouse  interest  in  the  minds  of  philanthropic 
people  in  the  States,  and  Induce  them  to  exert  themselves  to  raise  money 
to  assist  the  starving  people  in  his  own  country.  He  explained  that  he 
soon  found  the  plans  he  had  formed  before  landing  in  New  York  were 
not  suitable,  and,  instead  of  paying  a  number  of  flying  visits  to  several 
of  the  larger  cities  in  the  States,  he  found  it  advisable  to  concentrate  his 
attention  on  a  smaller  number  of  them. 

Acting  under  advice,  he  spent  nearly  three  weeks  in  New  York,  where, 
after  paying  a  multitude  of  calls,  he  succeeded  in  forming  a  large  and 
influential  Committee,  who  have  set  themselves  to  work  to  raise  funds 
in  a  most  energetic  manner. 

The  next  visit  was  paid  to  Washington,  where  he  met  firstly  Baron 
Rosen,  the  Russian  Ambassador  to  the  United  States  Government,  who 
received  him  most  cordially,  and  was  instrumental  in  procuring  for  him 
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an  interview  with  President  Booseyeldt,  by  whom  he  was  also  very  kindly 
received.  The  President  on  meeting  with  him  at  once  entered  into  an 
animated  and  interested  conversation  on  the  subject  of  the  famine,  and 
how  best  to  take  steps  to  render  assistance.  After  half  an  hour's  conver- 
sation the  President  left,  handing  Mr.  Shishkoff  over  to  an  under-Secre- 
tary  of  State  for  a  longer  conference.  Subsequently  a  letter  was  written 
by  the  President  to  the  Russian  Famine  Belief  Committee  in  New  Yoik 
of  a  very  cordial  character,  advocating  the  cause  of  the  famishing.  This 
was  intended  for  publication,  and  has  been  so  dealt  with  throughout  the 
States.  The  letter  ended  by  offering  his  own  subscription  of  100  dollars, 
for  which  amount  a  cheque  was  enclosed. 

After  returning  to  New  York,  Mr.  Shishkoff  went  on  to  Boston  for  a 
short  visit  of  only  two  or  three  days,  where  also  he  met  with  a  very 
pleasing  reception,  and  saw  a  few  of  the  leading  inhabitants.  A  small 
gathering  of  such  took  place,  including  Benjamin  Trueblood  and  Colonel 
Higginson,  and  a  working  Committee  was  formed,  to  whom  Mr.  Sbishkdf 
had  the  opportunity  of  relating  his  account  of  the  sad  conditions  prevalent 
in  the  famine-stricken  districts  of  Bussia. 

Betuming  again  to  New  Tork,  Mr.  Shishkoff  proceeded  to  Philadelphia, 
where  he  met  a  member  of  our  Society,  who  recommended  him  to  apply 
to  the  **  Permanent  Belief  Committee,"  of  whom  Mr.  Blankenburg  is  the 
President.  This  is  a  small  but  influential  Committee  who  have  great 
weight  in  philanthropic  quarters.  Eventually  he  was  invited  to  dine 
with  Mr.  Blankenburg,  when  the  latter  entered  most  cordially  into  the 
matter,  and  promised  to  do  all  he  could  to  excite  interest  and  raise  funds 
for  the  service  of  the  suffering  people  in  Bussia. 

Mr.  Shishkoff,  after  completing  his  work  in  the  States,  returned  to 
London,  which  he  reached  on  the  12th  inst.,  and  he  leaves  for  Bussia 
this  evening. 

The  Committee  records  its  high  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the 
task  he  has  accomplished,  and  earnestly  desires  that  he  may  return  in 
safety  and  in  good  health  to  his  own  home,  with  the  satisfaction  of 
ha\dng  performed  a  service  on  behalf  of  his  starving  fellow-countrymen 
of  unexampled  difficulty  and  usefulness.

The  Committee  report  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  that  they  have 
continued  to  prosecute  the  service  which  had  been  conmiitted  to  them, 
with  the  result  that  they  have  received  from  all  sources  the  sum  c^ 
jei0,445  8s.  8d.  Of  this  £446  has  been  sent  from  Philadelphia  as  a  result 
of  the  writing  of  one  letter  to  our  Friend,  Joseph  Elkinton ;  and  Jg600 
has  been  sent  from  Glasgow  by  the  Lord  Provost  as  a  result  of  local 
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efiforts  in  which  we  took  no  part,  and  were  not  aware  of  until  the  arrival 
of  the  money.  Sums  sunounting  in  the  gross  to  JglO,100  have  heen  sent 
to  Russia,  to  which  may  he  added  j£2,000  oontrihuted  hy  the  City  of 
London  "  Baring  "  Committee.  JS1,100  of  this  was  sent  to  Samara,  placed 
at  the  discretion  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shishkoff,  and  Jgll,000  has  heen  sent  to 
the  Zemstvos  Famine  Belief  Organization  at  Moscow,  presided  over  hy 
Prince  Lvoff.  These  moneys  have  heen  acknowledged  in  telegrams,  of 
which  the  following  are  copies : — 

**  Moscow,  24/8.  J^,000  received  through  British  Emhassy, 
£1,600  through  Volga-Kama  Bank,  hoth  sums  22nd  March.  Accept 
profoundest  thanks.  Will  report  ahout  employ  of  money. — Fbincb 
Lvoff." 
"  Samara,  26/8.  dgl,100  received  by  wife  and  self.— SmsHKOFF." 
«  Moscow,  80/8.  Received  yesterday  through  Volga-Kama  Bank 
88,495  roubles.  Your  money  helps  us  immensely.  Present  moment 
from  every  famine-stricken  district  come  reports  of  scanty  reser\'es 
and  claims  of  money  for  making  provision.  Spring  advances,  only 
few  days  remain  for  transports,  and  every  copeck  now  particularly 
welcome.    Do  not  know  how  to  thank  you  for  your  help.    Letter 

follows. — PRIMCB  LvOFF." 

The  Committee  are  thankful  for  what  they  have  been  able  to  accom- 
plish, and  while  sadly  conscious  that  all  that  they  have  done  has  been 
but  as  a  drop  in  the  ocean  of  misery  in  afflicted  Russia,  yet  they  have 
done  what  they  could,  and  are  deeply  grateful  to  all  Friends  who  have 
come  forward  to  help  them  sustain  and  carry  forward  the  work  of  relief.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  AND  PRINTING  COMMITTEE, 
THIRD  MONTH,  1907. 

This  Committee  has  met  in  each  month  of  the  year  except  the  Eighth, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  six  out  of  its  membership  of  ten.  Many 
subjects  of  interest  connected  with  books  and  printing  have  come 
before  it.  A  summary  of  work  carried  on  under  its  oversight  is  here 
presented. 

Pbbsbntations. 

By  the  kindness  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Edward  and  Katharine 
Backhouse,  of  Sunderland,  a  considerable  number  of  books  and  tracts 
have  been  presented,  some  of  which  are  very  rarely  met  with.  The 
following  are  sunongst  the  most  noteworthy  additions  to  the  Reference 
Library  from  this  source  : —

William  Penn's  '  Address  to  Protestants/  1679,  with  inscriptions  in  the 
handwritings  of  the  author,  of  his  sister  Margaret  Lowther,  and  of  others. 

A  Yolmne  of  the  writings  of  Isaac  Penington,  before  he  became 
a  Friend. 

The  gift  also  includes  several  manuscripts  of  early  date,  written  by 
William  Sewel,  the  historian,  Thomas  EUwood,  and  others. 

Joseph  Storrs  Fry  has  presented  several  ancient  Quaker  MSS.,  and 
many  other  Friends  have  added  to  the  collection  of  literature  preserved 
at  Devonshire  House. 

A  gift  of  a  different  kind  has  been  the  bronze  bust  of  George  Fox  by 
Alfred  Turner,  presented  by  Robert  Spence,  of  North  Shields,  which 
now  stands  on  a  bracket  in  the  Library. 

PUBCHASBS. 

A  codiparatively  small  number  of  books  and  tracts  of  ancient  date 
dealing  with  Quakerism  yet  remains  to  be  added  to  the  Library,  and  this 
number  has  been  further  reduced  during  the  year  by  about  fifty,  of 
which  the  following  are  specimens: —

Numerous  purchases  of  modem  literature  have  also  been  made  during 
the  year. 

MSS.  ON  Deposit  at  Dbvonshirb  Housb. 

Just  before  last  Tearly  Meeting  Robert  Spence  deposited  at  Devon- 
shire House  the  volumes  containing  the  manuscript  Journal  of  George 
Fox,  which  had  recently  been  bequeathed  to  him  by  his  father,  Charles 
J.  Spence.  The  exhibition  of  these  priceless  volumes  during  the 
Yearly  Meeting  elicited  much  interest,  and  though,  as  yet,  no  time  has 
been  definitely  devoted  to  the  study  of  this  manuscript,  it  has  been 
frequently  consulted,  and  some  extracts  have  been  published. 

Minute  Books  and  other  records  belonging  to  Bristol  and  Somerset 
Quarterly  Meeting  and  North  Somerset  and  Wilts  Monthly  Meeting 
have  also  been  received,  and  placed  in  the  new  strong-room.  The 
removal  of  these  books  to  the  Central  Offices  has  increased  their 
usefulness  for  purposes  of  research.  The  Committee  is  always  glad 
to  take  charge  of  such  books  on  behalf  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings. 

Assistance  to  Authors. 
By  means  of  the  large  stores  of  Friends*  literature  preserved  in  the 
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Library,  and  the  increasing  knowledge  gained  by  the  Librarians  of 
the  contents  of  the  books,  Friends  and  others  have  frequently  been 
assisted  in  the  preparation  of  their  writings  for  pubUcation.  Among 
those  assisted  during  the  past  year  may  be  mentioned :  C.  Fell  Smith 
(•James  Parnell'),  the  Bishop  of  Gibraltar  (Hancock's  *Peculium'), 
Samuel  Graveson  (*  Thomas  Ell  wood  *),  Charles  W.  Dymond  (*  Memoir 
of  Jonathan  Dymond '),  Ernest  E.  Taylor  (*  George  Fox '). 

Answers  to  Inquiries. 

An  increasing  number  of  requests  for  information  on  a  large  variety 
of  subjects  reaches  the  Library  by  letter  or  through  personal  visit. 
Considerable  time  and  research  are  often  required  before  answers  can 
be  given. 

A  recent  Report  issued  by  a  Committee  of  Munster  Quarterly  Meeting 
with  regard  to  a  case  heard  before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  (Ireland), 
states :  **  We  are  indebted  to  Norman  Penney,  Librarian,  Devonshire 
House,  London,  for  his  kindness  in  supplying  personally  to  one  of  our 
nmnber  who  waited  on  him,  and  also  subsequently  by  correspondence, 
much  of  the  documentary  information  without  which  we  believe  we 
could  not  have  established  our  case." 

Distribution  of  Literature. 
In  Sixth  Month  last  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  handed  over  to  this 
Committee  the  responsibiUty  of  making  grants  of  books  from  stock. 
A  quarterly  Report  is  forwarded  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings.  Grants 
have  been  made  to  Public  Libraries  at  Camberwell,  Dulwich,  Chelsea, 
Old  Kent  Road,  Rawtenstall,  Eltham,  Morley,  Rugby,  DarHngton,  &c. ; 
also  to  a  few  Meeting-house  Libraries  under  special  circumstances. 
Parcels  of  literature  have  been  sent  to  Friends  and  others  in  many 
parts  of  this  country,  and  also  to  France,  Germany,  Canada,  Australasia, 
Norway,  Lidia,  and  South  Africa.  About  5,000  pamphlets  relating  to 
Friends  have  been  distributed  by  means  of  the  new  tract  box  in 
the  Yard  at  Devonshire  House. 

Loans. 
Rather  over  100  books  and  tracts  have  been  lent  during  the  last 
twelve  months,  many  of  them  being  those  recently  published.     The 
rule  governing  loans  has  been  printed  as  a  small  broadside,  which  has 
been  distributed  for  exhibition  at  Meeting-houses,  Listitutes,  &c. 

Indexing. 
During  the  year  indexes  to  the  following  books  have  been  prepared 
and  printed :  '  The  FeUs  of  Swarthmoor  Hall,'  2,000  references  (at  the 
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request  of  Joshua  L.  Baily,  of  Philadelphia);  •Christian  Discipline,* 
Vol.  I.,  850  references,  and  Vol.  II.,  700  references;  'Penns  and 
Peningtons,*  1,800  references ;  *  Cameos  of  George  Fox,'  750  references ; 
The  Journal  of  the  Friends'  Historical  Society,  Vol.  III.,  2,750 
references;   and  *The  First  Publishers  of  Truth,'  6,600  references. 

An  index  to  the  fifty  issues  of  Extracts  from  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Yearly  Meeting  is  in  preparation. 


Friends'  Historical  Socibty. 

Interwoven  with  the  work  of  the  Committee,  though  not  officially 
connected  with  it,  is  that  of  the  Friends'  Historical  Society.  The 
Journal  of  this  Society  continues  to  be  issued  quarterly,  and  it  serves 
a  useful  purpose  in  disseminating  information  respecting  Friends  of 
earlier  and  later  time& 

The  concluding  part  of  *  The  First  Publishers  of  Truth '  is  almost 
ready,  and  another  Supplement  to  The  Journal^  relating  to  early 
Friends  in  Wales,  is  in  preparation.

REPORT  OF  THE  DOUKHOBOR  COMMITTEE,  1906-7. 

No  opportunity  has  occurred  during  the  past  year  to  expend  the 
balance  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  in  the  service  of 
the  Doukhobors,  and  the  Committee  would  have  sought  their  discharge 
if  it  were  not  for  the  expected  repayment  of  certain  advances  referred  to 
and  fully  explained  in  the  Report  of  last  year. 

A  further  sum  of  JS203  128.  4d.  has  thus  been  received,  and  it  is  quite 
probable  that  the  balance  of  over  d^OO  may  still  be  refunded. 

In  the  absence  of  further  demands  more  directly  connected  with  the 
original  objects  of  the  fund,  and  in  view  of  the  pressing  needs  of  the 
compatriots  of  the  Doukhobors,  the  Conmoittee  have  felt  justified  in 
devoting  the  sums  thus  repaid  by  them  to  the  relief  of  the  sufferers  by 
the  Russism  famine.  JS200  was  thus  dispensed  through  Countess  Olga 
Tolstoi,  and  £400  (through  the  medium  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
Committee)  has  been  devoted  to  the  relief  of  the  sorely  stricken  dis- 
tricts in  the  Governments  of  Ufa  and  Samara. 

The  Committee  believe  that  this  will  have  the  cordial  approval  of  all 
who  have  been  interested  in  the  work. 

The  balance  in  their  hands  has  thus  been  reduced  to  JS6  9s.  7d.

BEPOBT  OF  FRIENDS*  FELLOWSHIP  UNION. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  above  Union  was  held  at  Devonshire 
House  on  the  24th  inst.  The  Committee,  in  presenting  their  Beport, 
speak  much  more  hopefully  than  of  recent  years. 

A  new  Branch  has  been  started  in  the  Birmingham  District,  from 
which  encouraging  reports  have  been  received,  and  the  London  Branch 
has  done  a  good  deal  of  visitation  of  small  Meetings.  The  attempt  to 
start  Branches  in  all  the  provincial  Quarterly  Meetings  has  not  been 
successful. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Yearly  Meeting's  Committee  on  the 
Ministry,  who  have  provided  us  with  the  monthly  papers,  we  have 
been  able  to  start  a  scheme  of  study  under  the  title  of  '*  Preparation  for 
Service.*'  Three  hundred  and  seventy-six  individual  subscribers  have 
been  obtained,  and  the  Committee  feel  that  these  papers  have  evidently 
met  a  real  need.

REPORT  OF  FRIENDS*  TRACT  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  is  hereby  informed  that  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
this  Association  was  held  on  the  24th  inst.  In  the  absence  of  our 
President,  William  B.  Gibbins,  who  is  travelling  in  South  America, 
Henry  Stanley  Newman  occupied  the  chair.  The  attendance  was 
not  large. 

The  Report  and  audited  Financial  Statement  for  the  past  year  were 
reckd  and  approved.  The  Report  showed  that  there  was  a  gratifying 
advance  in  the  publishing,  sale,  and  distribution  of  tracts,  and  of 
Friends*  books,  in  the  work  of  the  Colporteurs,  and  also,  thanks  to  the 
generosity  of  Friends,  in  the  income,  which,  including  special  donations, 
had  nearly  doubled. 

Among  the  new  publications  may  be  mentioned  two  new  biographies 
in  the  illustrated  series  known  as  '  Friends  Ancient  and  Modem,*  viz., 
*  Joseph  Be  van  Braithwaite  *  and  *  Daniel  Wheeler.' 

The  Colportage  work  has  been  carried  on  vigorously,  the  sales  of 
Bibles,  Hynm  Books,  Friends'  Books,  Helps  for  Bible  Study, 
publications  of  the  Religious  Tract  Society  and  the  Leominster  Press, 
and  general  literature  of  an  elevating  character,  having  reached  a  total 
of  £120,  besides  J^8  sales  from  London.  Besides  the  tracts  sold  by  the 
Colporteurs,  102,400  have  been  sent  direct  from  the  Office  to  various 
Meetings  and  Friends.  These  include  8,821  copies  of  *  Friends  Ancient 
and  Modern. 

We  are  grateful  to  aJl  who  have  shown  their  interest  by  regular 
subscriptions  and  special  donations,  enabling  us  to  replenish  our  stock 
and  to  meet  the  increased  demand;  but,  when  we  consider  the  vast 
possibilities  of  usefulness  in  this  field  of  service,  we  feel  we  must  press 
forward  ourselves,  and  claim  the  support  and  continued  interest  of  all 
who  desire  the  victory  of  Truth.

REPORT    OF    THE    CONTINENTAL    COMMITTEE    FOR    THE 
YEAR  ENDED  4th  OF  FOURTH  MONTH,  1907. 

We  have  to  report  this  year  that  our  friend  Edwin  R.  Ransome,  after 
the  long  service  of  thirty-three  years,  has  resigned  his  position  as  clerk  to 
the  Committee.    Friends  generally,  not  only  in  this  countr^r  bat  in  the 
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various  colonies  and  countries  with  which  he  has  so  long  maintained 
correspondence,  will  feel  the  loss  of  his  earnest  cuid  valued  labours. 

Samuel  J.  Alexander  has  been  appointed  clerk  in  E.  B.  Bansome^s 
place. 

As  usual  Epistles  have  been  interchanged  this  year  with  France, 
Norway,  Denmark,  and  Turkey,  and  with  the  groups  of  missionaries,  &c. 
in  India,  Madagascar,  China,  and  Syria.  Also  a  parting  Epistle  was 
sent  to  our  New  Zealand  Friends  who  are  now  imder  the  care  of  the 
Australasian  Committee.  The  answers  received  to  our  Epistles  contain 
evidence  that  this  intercourse  is  appreciated  and  helpful.  One  much 
esteemed  Friend  writes :  "  You  can  hardly  realize  how  in  our  somewhat 
lonely  allotments  your  kind  words  of  Christian  interest  and  desires  for 
our  help  and  encouragement  come  to  us  as  a  true  message  of  Christian 
cheer  and  sympathy  and  unity." 

Fbance. 

The  little  gatherings  of  Fontan^s  and  Cong^nies  are  kept  up.  The 
former  is  held  in  a  room  arranged  for  meetings  and  belonging  to  a  house 
occupied  by  Friends,  but  with  a  separate  entrance  from  the  village 
street.  At  Cong^nies  the  two  or  three  who  meet  on  First-day  mornings 
gather  in  Marie  Bernard's  parlour.  As  for  some  time  the  Meeting-house 
at  Cong^nies  has  been  practically  unused  by  Friends,  the  Meeting  for 
Sufferings  has  felt  it  best  to  accept  an  offer  by  Edouard  Majolier  for  its 
purchase — he  undertaking  the  care  of  the  graveyard.  The  Meeting- 
house stands  on  land  adjoining  E.M.'s  house.  There  are  still  a  few 
Friends  in  the  department  of  the  Drome,  but  since  the  decease  of  our 
friend  Benjamin  Combe  little  or  no  intercourse  has  been  kept  up 
between  them  and  our  friends  in  the  Gard. 

Gebmant. 

A  few  Friends  still  meet  regularly  in  their  Meetings  for  Worship  at 
Porta,  near  Min^en.  They  speak  of  iUness  and  trial,  yet  can  write  that 
**  these  troubles  have  served  to  show  us  evermore  clearly  our  dependence 
on  our  loving  Father  in  Heaven  who  gave  us  sure  confidence  and  trust 
in  His  mighty  power,  and  we  feel  we  have  not  to  complain  but  to 
praise." 

Norway. 

Friends  report  17  children  in  the  School  at  Stavanger,  three  of  whom  are 
Friends.  The  total  cost  of  the  School  is  rather  less  than  £150  per 
annum,  towards  which  about  one-third  has  been  contributed  by  English 
Friends,  including  a  grant  from  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings.  There  are 
eight  children  of  Friends  likely  to  be  sent  to  the  School  in  the  future.  In 
teaching  the  Bible  care  is  taken  to  explain  to  the  children  Friends*  views 
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of  the  spiritual  interpretation  of  what  are  called  sacraments,  and  that  all 
war  is  opposed  to  the  teaching  of  Jesus  Christ.  If,  as  seems  likely,  in 
the  near  future  it  is  ordered  by  the  Goyemment  that  all  public  schools 
shall  have  military  drill,  it  is  believed  that  more  parents  will  be  glad  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  Friends'  School,  that  their  children  may  thus 
escape  the  military  training.  No  visits  from  English  or  American 
Friends  with  Certificates  are  reported  this  year,  but  Albert  J.  Crosfield 
attended  Stavanger  Meetings  on  a  First-day.  J.  J.  Armistead  and  his 
wife,  with  their  son  and  daughter,  and  Marion  Brown,  of  Weston-super- 
Mare,  have  continued  their  interesting  and  valued  labours  in  the  islands 
and  mainlai^  on  the  West  coast  of  Norway.  They  have  spent  piyrt,  or 
most,  of  the  winter  months  in  England  on  account  of  their  health. 

Denmark. 

Friends  in  Denmark  hold  their  Annual  Meeting  in  a  different  part  of 
the  country  each  year  so  as  to  make  it  easier  for  those  of  limited  means 
to  attend.  In  1906  it  was  held  at  Copenhagen  in  Seventh  Month,  the 
number  being  rather  less  than  sometimes.  Two  Meetings  for  Worship 
were  held  on  First-day  and  attended  by  a  considerable  number  of  the 
public.  At  these  Meetings  and  those  for  business  the  next  day  tiie 
company  of  John  Orr  Green  was  much  appreciated.  Friends  in 
Denmark  are  much  scattered ;  some  live  in  or  near  several  of  the  large 
towns  in  Jutland ;  there  are  three  families  in  Copenhagen ;  others  are  in 
isolated  localities.  One  is  the  keeper  of  a  lighthouse  in  the  island  of 
Lolland ;  another  lives  in  a  small  town  near  Aarhus,  where  he  is  assistant 
stationmaster.  Three  families  reside  in  the  North  of  Jutland,  quite 
away  from  the  other  members.  They  hold  their  Meetings  regularly  on 
First-days,  though  more  than  half  their  number  was  lost  to  them  some 
years  back  by  the  emigration  of  one  family  to  America.  It  is  a  great  joy 
and  encouragement  when  any  English  or  American  Friends  are  drawn  to 
visit  their  homes  and  Meetings  in  the  love  of  Christ.  At  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  for  the  first  time  a  Friend  was  recorded  as  a  minister.  Such  a 
step  was  provided  for  in  the  little  Book  of  Discipline  prepared  at  the 
organizing  of  the  Society  in  Denmark  in  1880.  Hitherto,  however,  it  had 
been  thought  better  not  to  adopt  the  prsictice  lest  it  should  create 
invidious  distinctions  in  their  small  membership.  The  inmaediate  cause 
for  this  step  being  now  taken  was,  that  one  of  their  members  felt  caUed 
to  visit  in  Gospel  service  the  Friends  and  others  from  Denmark  and 
Norway  who  now  live  in  the  United  States. 

Johan  Marcussen,  the  Friend  who  has  thus  been  recorded  and 
liberated,  sends  interesting  accounts  of  his  visits,  where  he  finds  more 
Friends  of  the  two  nationalities  than  are  left  in  the  Fatherland.  Most 
of  them  are  settled  in  districts  so  entirely  Scandinavian  that  the  people 
continue  to  use  their  native  languages  in  social  intercourse,  and  in  some 
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places  in  the  Friends'  Meetings  and  Lutheran  Churches.  Johan 
Marcussen's  visits  have  been  warmly  welcomed. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Annual  Meeting  report  that  the 
agitation  for  the  abolition  of  oaths  had  not  yet  brought  out  an  alteration 
of  the  law,  but  they  had  some  grounds  for  belief  that  oaths  to 
substantiate  evidence  in  the  Courts  may  be  abolished  before  long.  The 
efforts  of  Friends  to  obtain  freedom  from  military  service  on  conscien- 
tious grounds  have  also  as  yet  not  brought  any  practical  result.  The 
young  men  of  the  Society  were  advised,  when  siunmoned  for  military 
training,  not  to  go  to  the  place  appointed  but  to  appeal  to  the  King  to  be 
excused  or  to  render  some  civil  service  to  the  State  instead.  This 
subject  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Denmark  and 
Norway,  as  the  law  of  conscription  robs  them  of  nearly  all  their  young 
men,  who  must  either  comply  with  it  and  thereby  lose  their  membership, 
or  emigrate  to  other  lands  to  avoid  it. 

Danish  Friends  have  lost  during  the  past  year  two  of  their  oldest 
members  by  death,  viz. :  Marie  Christenson,  of  Aarhus,  aged  seventy- 
eight,  and  Anna  Dabelsten,  of  Horsens,  in  Jutland,  aged  eighty-eight. 
The  latter  was  the  only  remaining  member  in  the  town  and  she  will  be 
remembered  by  English  Friends  who  have  visited  there  for  her  bright 
and  cheerful  disposition  under  lonely  and  very  limited  circumstances. 
Left  a  widow  many  years  back,  she  supported  herself  by  her  needle, 
occupying  one  small  room  by  day  and  night.  Her  remains  were  carried 
to  the  grave  by  members  of  the  SaJvation  Army,  and  a  Lutheran  priest, 
though  not  officiating  as  such,  spoke  at  the  graveside  of  his  respect  for 
her  character  and  of  her  influence  for  good  in  the  town. 

Turkey. 

The  reports  from  Constantinople  are  most  encouraging.  They  have 
been  able  to  do  a  little  beyond  their  own  immediate  work  by  helping 
sufferers  in  the  country.  Their  Mission  Meetings  are  greatly  ap- 
preciated, but  it  takes  time  and  teaching  to  bring  those  who  come  to 
these  to  understand  the  helpfulness  of  the  Friends'  Meeting  with  its 
quiet  times  of  waiting.  Yet  in  the  latter  they  usually  gather  about 
thirty.  A.  M.  Burgess  writes  :  "  In  these  we  cease  from  the  hurry  and 
turmoil  and  learn  to  wait  for  a  renewal  of  strength,  and  time  is  given  to 
our  souls  to  hear  what  the  Lord  shall  speak." 

The  First-day  School  is  as  large  as  the  building  will  accommodate. 
They  have  an  average  attendance  of  300  children,  mostly  from  non- 
Protestant  homes. 

The  imity  and  earnestness  of  all  the  workers  is  a  striking  feature,  and 
must  help  to  explain  the  large  amoimt  of  blessing  realized. 

The  Committee  is  very  glad  to  report  that  the  Friends  working  in 
"Constantinople  are  negotiating  for  purchase  of  the  premises  recently

understood  frees  them  from  State  taxes.

REPORT  OF  THE  AUSTRALASIAN  COMMITTEE. 
To  THB  Mbetino  fob  Suffbbinos. 

Since  our  last  AnnusJ  Report  we  have  had  laid  on  us  the  duty  ol 
corresponding  with  Auckland  Monthly  Meeting  and  with  Friends 
generally  in  New  Zealand.  This  has  greatly  added  to  our  labours. 
We  reported  regarding  this  part  of  our  work  last  month. 

We  have  met  eleven  times  during  the  year,  and  the  attendance  haft 
been  good. 

The  Yearly  Meeting's  School  at  Hobart,  Tasmania,  continues  to  draw 
children  connected  with  our  Society  from  nearly  all  the  other  States 
and  from  New  Zealand.  There  are  now  at  the  School  Friends'  children 
from  three  famiUes  who  make  the  four  to  five  days'  voyage  from  thi» 
colony.  The  Bursary  Fund  established  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  in  1905 
has  not  reached  the  £S00  a  year  for  five  years  that  we  hoped  it  might 
have  done.  It  is  proving  of  the  greatest  service  in  some  cases.  The 
number  of  boarders  in  the  School  is  twenty-nine,  six  of  whom  are 
assisted  from  this  fund. 

The  General  Meeting  for  Australia  was  held  at  Melbourne  and  was 
well  attended.  There  has  been  no  ofEiciaJ  visit  of  any  Friends  from 
England  since  the  opening  meeting  five  years  ago. 

Australian  Friends  are  making  brave  endeavours  to  use  their  organiza- 
tion for  the  help  of  their  members  and  also  for  those  outside  our  borders, 
but  the  labourers  are  indeed  few  for  such  a  country  with  its  vast  dis- 
tances. We  desire  much  that  more  labourers  might  enter  into  this 
vineyard  and  should  be  very  glad  to  hear  that  it  was  laid  on  the  heart 
of  qualified  Friends  here  to  attend  the  next  General  Meeting  to  be  held  in 
Sydney  in  Ninth  Month  and  to  spend  some  time  in  the  settled  Meetings. 

There  is  a  yearning  amongst  many  of  the  young  Friends  to  enter 
more  fully  into  the  privileges  of  discipleship  and  into  active  service,  so 
that  a  visit  from  some  who  have  had  heart  and  service  drawn  out 
towards  the  younger  generation  in  the  Homeland  would,  we  beUevey 
be  greatly  blessed.

BEPOBT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ALIENS  ACT. 

The  Conunittee  have  not  much  to  add  to  the  interim  Beport  sent  in 
last  year.  We  have  received  some  information  respecting  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Act  from  our  correspondents  in  the  immigration  ports, 
from  which  we  conclude  that  the  cases'  of  hardship  among  rejected 
immigrants  directly  due  to  the  Aliens  Act  occur  chiefly  in  the  London 
ports.  These  the  Committee  have  not  attempted  to  watch  for 
themselves,  recognizing  that  this  has  been  done  effectively  by  the 
Press. 

Correspondents  in  Leith,  Grangemouth,  and  Southampton  in  par- 
ticular show  that  the  Immigration  Boards  in  these  places  endeavour 
to  do  their  work  in  a  humane  spirit.  From  several  other  ports  little 
or  no  information  has  been  received.  In  Liverpool,  a  very  important 
port  as  regards  transmigrants,  we  have  been  unable  to  secure  a 
correspondent  near  enough  to  the  docks  to  keep  us  informed. 

Very  serious  hardships  have  been  reported  from  Hull  and  Grimsby, 
caused  primarily  by  the  American  immigration  laws,  but  greatly  inten- 
sified by  our  own  Aliens  Act,  which  has  the  effect  of  preventing  persons 
rejected  by  the  American  officials  or  their  agents  here  from  taking 
up  their  residence  in  England,  though  the  reasons  for  rejection  may 
be  proved  insufficient. 

Some  relief  to  the  situation  was  afforded  by  the  new  regolatioDS  issued 
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by  the  Home  Secretary  last  year,  but  no  further  ooncessions  seem  now 
to  be  obtainable. 

We  must  repeat  our  conviction  that  nothing  short  of  a  radical  amend- 
ment of  the  Act  will  be  satisfactory.  Facts  have  abundantly  shown  that 
its  provisions  do  not  effectually  bar  the  entrance  of  criminals  and  those 
coming  for  immoral  purposes,  while  it  inflicts  great  hardship  on  the 
poor  and  oppressed. 

Farther,  we  must  emphasize  tha  fact  that  while  the  direct  con- 
sequences of  the  Act  are  felt  by  a  comparatively  small  number  of 
persons,  its  indirect  consequences  are  necessarily  much  more  far- 
reaching.  These  indirect  consequences  have  been  admitted  in  ParliGi- 
ment  by  the  Home  Secretary  himself.  The  effect  of  deterring  intending 
immigrants  who  in  their  own  country  are  in  personal  danger  or  in  severe 
distress  may  be  just  as  serious  as  the  actual  rejection  of  some  who 
arrive  here ;  while  our  country  sacrifices  its  reputation  for  hospitality, 
and,  as  we  beKeve,  suffers  moral  loss. 

We  sure  informed  that  a  general  Committee  on  the  Aliens  Act, 
including  members  of  a  Jewish  Conunittee,  are  about  to  meet,  with 
a  view  to  obtaining  an  amendment  of  the  Act.  As  some  of  us  have 
been  asked  to  attend  this  Conference  we  think  it  would  be  well  for 
us  to  be  continued  on  our  appointment  for  the  present  for  the  purpose 
of  sharing  in  this  work.

We  have  again  given  considerable  attention  to  this 
subject.  We  feel  the  need  is  great  that  the  interests  of  the  natives  be 
protected  by  full  inquiry  as  to  the  circumstances  giving  rise  to  the 
troubles,  and  by  careful  oversight  of  their  rights  in  any  ultimate  settle- 
ment. We  appoint  the  following  Friends  to  give  attention  to  the  matter 
and  endeavour  to  arrange  an  interview  with  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  Colonies :  William  S,  Clark,  Ellen  Robinson,  Edmund  Wright 
Brooks,  Joshua  Kowntree,  William  Harvey,  Isaac  Sharp. 

Yorkshire  Quarterly  Meeting  held  at  Harrogate  30th  of  Sixth 

Month,  1906. 

Eighteenth  Minute, — This  Meeting  has  had  its  attention  drawn  to  the 
grievous  destruction  of  life  amongst  tbQ  native  tribes  of  Natal,  and 
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the  consequent  snffering  and  loss  to  many  of  the  sorvivors.  It  greatly 
longs  that  the  strife  which  threatens  to  become  a  prolonged  native  war 
may  be  brought  to  a  speedy  close  by  methods  of  mercy  and  justice.  If 
it  should  appeeir  to  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings  that  good  might  result 
from  a  deputation  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  (whether 
public  in  its  nature  or  otherwise)  it  is  hoped  they  will  take  steps  for 
that  end.

Seventh  Minute, — The  Committee  appointed  in  Seventh  Month  in 
reference  to  the  disturbed  condition  of  Natal  presents  the  following 
draft  Memorial  which  is  adopted  as  suggested  by  the  Committee,  and 
copies  are  to  be  signed  by  the  Clerk  and  sent  to  the  Prime  Minister  and 
Secretary  and  Under-Secretary  for  the  Colonies : — 

Minute  of  k  Meeting  bbpbbsenting  the  Beuoious  Society  of 
Fbiends  in  Gbbat  Bbitain  held  in  London  the  7th  of  Ninth 
Month,  1906. 

The  Representative  Body  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Great  Britain 
has  had  under  its  consideration  the  recent  distressing  outbreak  of  the 
.  natives  in  Natal. 

It  has  been  publicly  announced  that  the  Natal  Government  will 
appoint  a  Commission  to  inquire  into  the  administration  of  Native 
affairs  in  the  Colony,  and  the  circumstances  that  have  led  to  the  out- 
break. Every  thoughtful  person  must  desire  that  such  inquiry  shall  be 
both  impartial  and  complete. 

If  conducted  solely  by  the  ruling  section  of  a  numerically  smaU  Colony, 
the  inquiry  must,^we  fear,  partake  to  some  extent  of  the  disadvantages 
of  an  eX'parte  character. 

In  justice  both  to  the  subjects  of  the  Crown  who  enjoy  the  Franchise, 
and  to  the  much  larger  number  who  do  not,  it  is  of  the  utmost  import- 
ance that  no  such  impression  should  mar  the  good  results  that  may  be 
hoped  from  the  inquiry. 

We  therefore  respectfully  ask  the  Government  in  the  interests  of  all 
races,  and  without  prejudging  any  of  the  questions  involved,  on  some  of 
which  we  may  be  glad  to  have  an  opportunity  to  address  the  Government 
later  on,  to  make  every  effort  to  seciure  that  the  inquiry  made  shall  be 
thoroughly  efficient  and  impartial,  and  that  one  or  more  of  the  Com- 
missioners appointed  shall  be  representatives  of  the  Crown. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  fact  that  Great  Britain  is  represented  in  the 
Colony  by  the  Governor,  and  that  the  Crown  has  reserved  to  itself  the 
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right  of  veto  in  regard  to  any  legislation  by  which  Europeans  and  non- 
Europeans  are  unequally  afifected,  affords^  an  ample  justification  for 
taking  this  step.

Sib, — I  am  directed  by  the  Earl  of  Elgin  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  8th  ultimo,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  Minute 
of  a  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends  relating  to  the  recent  native 
rebellion  in  NataJ,  and  the  prospective  Commission  of  Inquiry  into 
native  afiairs  in  that  Colony. 

In  expressing  Lord  Elgin*s  thanks  for  your  communication,  I 
am  to  observe  that  His  Majesty's  Government  could  not  consistently 
with  the  principles  of  self-government  appoint  a  member  of  the 
Commission ;  but  that  it  is  understood  that  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Commission  will  be  a  military  ofl&cer  independent  of  the  Colony, 
though  well  acquainted  with  it,  and  that  Lord  Elgin  has  every 
confidence  that  the  Commission  will  prove  to  be  impartial.

Soon  after  our  Committee  was  appointed  it  was  decided  bj  the  Natal 
Government  to  have  a  Commission  of  Inquiry  on  the  whole  Native 
question  in  Natal. 

There  appeared  to  be  nothing  to  be  done  on  this  side  pending  the 
report  of  the  Conunissioners  beyond  making  sure  that  the  English 
Government  should  be  represented  on  the  Commission. 

Apparently  this  inquiry  may  still  last  some  time,  and  we  think  it 
better  that  this  Committee  should  now  be  dissolved,  and  that  when  the 
Report  appears  the  matter  had  better  be  considered  de  novoy  and  should 
it  then  be  thought  desirable  a  fresh  Committee  might  be  appointed.  Li 
the  meantime,  notices  that  appear  in  the  press  from  time  to  time,  and 
information  from  other  sources,  point  to  continued  unrest  in  the  Colony 
and  the  great  gravity  of  the  Native  question  there. 

It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  any  Friends  in,  or  going  to,  Natal  should 
keep  the  importance  of  this  question  in  mind,  and  that  Friends  in 
England  should  keep  in  touch  with  them.

Minutes  of  Meeting  for  Sufferings  held  6th  of  Tenth 
Month,  1906. 

Fourteenth  Minute, — The  Committee  appointed  in  Fifth  Month  last 
respecting  Cong^nies  Meeting-house  and  Burial  Ground  presents  the 
following  Beport.  The  Committee  is  continued  to  submit  a  recom- 
mendation as  to  the  disposal  of  the  purchase  money. 

Beport  of  the  CoMaiiTTBE  in  Beferencb  to  the  Meeting-housb  at 

CONGENIBS. 

To  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings, 

We  regret  to  find  that  Friends  have  now  no  use  for  this  Meeting- 
house. The  Meeting  for  Discipline  of  Friends  in  the  South  of  France 
is  held  elsewhere,  and  very  few  members  of  our  Society  reside  at 
Cong^nies. 

The  Meeting  was  informed  in  Fifth  Month  last  that  the  Trustees, 
Caleb  R.  Kemp  and  John  Morland,  have  received  an  offer  for  the 
purchase  of  the  property.  This  offer  is  from  Edouard  Majolier,  who 
owns  the  adjoining  property  on  three  sides,  the  fourth  being  bounded  by 
the  road.  Most  of  the  graves  in  the  burial-ground  are  those  of  members 
of  his  family.  The  Trustees  have  taken  steps  to  ascertain  the  value  of 
the  property,  and  find  that  6,000  francs,  say  Jg200,  is  considered  by 
several  persons  independently  at  Cong^nies  to  be  a  fair  price.  In  a 
letter  addressed  to  the  Becording  Clerk  imder  date  9th  of  Third  Month 
last,  Edouard  Majolier  stated  that  he  is  prepared  to  pay  this  sum.  For 
a  long  time  the  Meeting-house  has  been  only  occasionally  used  by 
Friends,  and  there  are  no  local  funds  available  for  the  upkeep  of  either 
Meeting-house  or  Burial  Groimd.  Under  the  circumstances  we  advise 
that  the  Trustees  be  authorised  to  accept  the  offer  above  referred  to  and 
proceed  with  the  sale. 

Through  the  Solicitors  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings,  Bichard  F.  and 
€•  L.  Smith,  the  opinion  of  a  legal  adviser,  Henri  Mesnil,  has  been 
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obtained  as  to  the  possibility  of  plcboing  upon  the  purchaser  restrictions 
as  to  the  ultimate  disposal  of  the  Burial  Ground.  £Qs  opinion  is  that  it 
is  not  possible  to  bind  the  land  absolutely  and  for  ever  by  covenant,  but 
he  recommends : — 

(1)  That  a  provision  be  inserted  in  the  Deed  of  Sale  binding  the 

purchaser  not  to  disturb  the  graves  while  he  remains  the 
owner  of  the  land,  the  efiect  of  which  provision  will  be  to 
bind  his  heirs  and  representatives  also. 

(2)  That  the  purchaser  be  required  to  covenant  not  to  sell  the  land 

except  on  the  express  condition  that  the  next  purchaser  shall 
not  disturb  the  graves. 
H.   Mesnil  believes  that  by  these  stipulations  his  clients  wiU  obtain 
sufficient  protection. 

The  land  was  purchased  in  1821 ;  the  piurchase  money  and  probably 
the  cost  of  building  the  Meeting-house  upon  it  was  defrayed  out  of  the 
legacy  of  Chamless  Wharton,  of  Philadelphia,  which  consisted  of  14,000 
(say  j£800)  bequeathed  for  assistance  of  Friends  in  Germany  and  France, 
information  respecting  which  was  received  by  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings 
on  the  1st  of  Ninth  Month,  1815. 

The  Committee  makes  no  suggestion  at  present  as  to  the  appropriation 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  proposed  sale.

Fifteenth  Minute, — We  have  considered  the  Report  respecting  Con^ 
g^nies  Meeting-house  which  forms  part  of  the  preceding  Minute.  As  it 
appears  to  be  no  longer  required  for  the  use  of  Friends  in  the  South  of 
France,  this  Meeting  decides  to  authorize  the  Trustees,  Caleb  Rickman 
Kemp  and  John  Morland,  to  sell  the  Meeting-house  and  Burial  Ground, 
and  to  accept  the  offer  of  5,000  francs,  which  we  understand  has  been 
made  by  Edouard  Majolier,  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  property.  We 
request  them  to  have  such  provision  inserted  in  the  conveyance,  as  they 
think  best,  to  protect  the  graves. 

A  copy  of  this  Minute  certified  by  the  Recording  Clerk  is  to  be 
furnished  to  Caleb  Rickman  Kemp  and  John  Morland,  which  shall 
be  their  authority  for  proceeding  with  the  sale.

Seventeenth  Minute, — The  following   Report  is  received  respecting: 
engagements  during  the  week  in  which  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  held. 
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We  are  thankful  for  the  work  done  by  the  Committee,  and  trust 
it  may  still  bear  fruit.    The  Committee  is  now  discharged. 


Report  op  Committbb  on  Engagements  during  the  Week  in  which 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  Held. 

To  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings, 

Soon  alter  the  appointment  of  the  Cmnmittee  in  Ninth  Month,  1905, 
one  of  its  members  set  in  hand  the  preparation  of  a  series  of  charts 
showing  the  dates  in  whioh  Quarterly  and  other  Meetings  occur  in  the 
week  in  whioh  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  held,  together  with  a  number  of 
possible  sJtematives,  all  the  charts  covering  a  period  extending  over 
eight  years,  from  1905  to  1912. 

The  preparation  of  these  charts  occupied  a  considerable  time,  and  they 
were  submitted  to  the  Committee  in  Fourth  Month  last.  Copies  have 
been  placed  in  the  Reference  Library,  Devonshire  House.  After  very 
oareful  consideration  given  to  the  subject,  the  Committee  did  not  feel 
pr^ared  to  recommend  any  general  scheme  as  likely  to  be  suitable  for 
tmiversal  application,  btrfc  concluded  to  communicate  with  all  the  Quar- 
terly Meetings  and  School  Committees  in  order  to  bring  the  subject  before 
them,  suggesting  that  care  be  taken  on  their  part  in  making  future 
fixtures  to  avoid  the  week  in  which  Meeting  for  Sufferings  is  held,  even 
if  existing  arreyigements  cannot  be  altered.  A  Sub-Committee  was 
accordingly  appointed  to  issue  a  memorandum  on  the  subject,  which 
was  signed  by  the  Recording  Clerk  and  sent  out  towards  the  end  of 
Fourth  Month.  A  copy  of  this  memorandum  is  sent  herewith.  Replies 
were  not  asked  for,  but  some  replies  were  received  on  behalf  of  School 
Committees.  It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Committee  that  the 
subject  has  been  considered  by  some  of  our  Quarterly  Meetings. 

The  Committee  feels  that  it  has  nothing  furtiier  to  do,  and  now  asks 
to  he  discharged.

Since  the  above  Report  was  signed,  information  has  been  received  that 
the  consideration  of  the  subject  by  one  Quarterly  Meeting  has  resulted 
in  an  alteration  of  date. 

To  THE  Clerk  of 

Dear  Friend, — The  meeting  for  Sufferings  has  had  under  con- 
sideration the  growing  number  of  important  Committees  which 
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meet  in  London  during  the  week  in  which  it  holds  its  own  Meeting. 
Meetings  of  these  Committees  begin  sometimes  on  the  Second  day, 
and  never  later  than  on  the  Third  day  of  Meeting  for  SofTerings 
Week,  and  it  is  an  increasingly  difficult  task  so  to  arrange  them 
as  to  avoid  clashing,  and  so  as  to  enable  Friends  from  diffeieDt 
pcurts  of  the  country  to  attend  them  with  a  minimum  of  inconven- 
ience. 

This  difficulty  is  at  times  increased  by  the  occurrence  of  a  Quar- 
terly Meeting,  or  some  other  important  Society  gathering,  during 
Meeting  for  Sufferings  Week;  and,  in  view  of  these  facts,  the 
Meeting  appointed  a  Committee  '*  to  consider  the  subject  and  to 
communicate,  as  they  may  deem  useful,  with  the  Quarterly  Meet- 
ings.'* It  is  on  behalf  of  this  Committee  that  I  am  now  writing, 
'  and  I  shall  feel  obliged  if  my  letter  may  receive  attention  from  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  of  which  thou  art  Clerk. 

A  careful  investigation  of  existing  conditions  has  shown  the 
Committee  that  much  pains  has  already  been  taken  to  avoid  conflict 
of  engagements.  Few  Quarterly  Meetings  are  held  during  Meeting 
for  Sufferings  Week,  some  having  been  altered  during  recent  years 
on  purpose  to  avoid  it.  At  the  same  time  there  is  evidence  that 
inconvenience  has  arisen  where  the  contrary  practice  obtains,  and 
also  when  the  Meeting  of  a  School  Committee,  or  some  other 
important  engagement,  has  been  fixed  for  the  week  in  question. 
The  Committee  is  aware  that,  in  some  cases,  an  alteration  of 
existing  fixtures  would  be>  highly  imdesirable,  and  it  is  not  prepared 
to  suggest  any  sweeping  changes.  It  desires  simply  to  bring  the 
whole  subject  under  the  notice  of  the  Quarterly  Meetings,  and  to 
ask  each  of  them — 

(1)  To  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  fixtures  under  its  control 
are  now  held  during  Meeting  for  Sufferings  Week ;  and 
if  so,  to  consider  whether  their  dates  can  suitably  be 
readjusted. 
(2  To  bear  in  mind,  when  making  fresh  arrangements  in  future, 
the  importance  of  avoiding  Meeting  for  Sufferings  Week,  if 
at  all  possible. 
(8)  To  ask  its  Monthly  Meetings  and  other  subordinate  bodies  to 
give  such  attention  to  Points  (1)  and  (2)  as  their  cinmm- 
stances  may  require.

Month,  1906. 

Twenty-third  Minute. — The  Clerk  of  the  Finance  Committee  reports 
that  he  has  received  a  communication  from  Robert  H.  Marsh  as  Auditor 
containing  recommendations  respecting  annual  Cash  Statements  to  be 
prepared  for  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  presented  to  him  for  audit.  These 
recommendations,  which  are  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  are 
as  follows : — 

(a)  That  the  accounts  should  reach  Isaac  Sharp  not  later  than  the 

first  week  in  Fourth  Month. 
(6)  That  such  accounts  should  be  drawn  up  in  the  same  form  in 
which  they  appeskr  in  the  Printed  Proceedings  for  1906  (except 
in  the  case  of  the  Peace  Committee,  where  a  Cash  Statement 
might  weU  be  substituted  for  the  present  Cash  Account). 

(c)  That  the  Clerk  of  each  Committee  should,  before  forwarding  the 

Accounts  to  Isaac  Sharp,  see  that,  where  possible,  vouchers 
in  respect  of  all  payments  included  in  the  Accounts  are 
attached  thereto,  and  should  himself  initial  the  accounts 
as  being  complete. 

(d)  That  the  accounts  of  each  Committee  should  be  kept  in  a  book 

by  the  Clerk  or  the  Treasurer  of  such  Committee. 
We  approve  the  recommendations,  and  the  Recording  Clerk  is  asked 
to  give  these  directions  to  our  various  Committees.

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APPENDIX   B. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ACKWORTH  SCHOOL  FOR  1906. 

Turning  first,  in  our  review  of  the  year,  to  the  question  of  health, 
which  in  a  large  community  like  Ackworth  School  must  always  he  a 
yery  important  matter,  such  an  outbreak  of  illness  as  that  which 
occurred  in  the  spring  of  1906  could  not  but  be  a  cause  of  deep 
concern. 

The  first  signs  of  trouble  appeared  during  the  holidays,  only  a  few 
days  before  the  School  was  to  re-assemble  for  the  Summer  Term. 
Reports  of  several  cases  of  typhoid  among  the  children,  evidently 
contracted  during  the  last  days  of  the  previous  term,  made  it  advisable 
to  postpone  the  re-opening  of  the  School  imtil  thorough  investigations 
had  been  made.  The  result  of  the  inquiry,  which  was  in  the  hands  of 
Dr.  George  Newman  and  Dr.  Kaye,  Medical  Ofiicer  of  Health  for  the 
West  Riding  of  Yorks,  pointed  to  a  "  temporary  and  passing  infection, 
possibly  of  food  " ;  and  this  conclusion  wm  corroborated  by  the  fact  that 
no  case  of  typhoid  had  appecired  among  the  Old  Scholars  assembled  at 
Easter,  or  others  who  had  been  in  the  School  during  the  holidays.  It 
wsts  therefore  considered  quite  prudent  for  the  Summer  Term  to  com- 
mence on  16th  of  Fifth  Month.  Further  cases  of  Typhoid  which  appeared 
six  weeks  later  made  it,  however,  necessary  to  «close  the  School  at  short 
notice,  and  to  undertake  a  renewed  investigation  into  the  causes  of  the 
infection.  On  the  advice  of  Dr.  Kaye,  Dr.  J.  W.  Miller,  an  expert,  came 
to  reside  in  the  School,  and  a  systematic  examination  of  the  premises 
was  made.  It  was  then  found  that  the  well  water  had  '*  suffered  con- 
tamination by  drainage  or  similar  impurity,**  and  was  "  dangerous  and 
undesirable  for  general  domestic  use."  *'  This  well  water  had  been  used 
for  supplying  the  swimming  bath  and  hot  baths,  for  washing  crockery, 
milk  cans,  &c.** 

The  alterations  rendered  needful  by  the  result  of  Dr.  Miller's  inquiry 
were  considered  in  detail  at  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Committee  in 
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Seventh  Month,  and  such  fresh  arrangements  were  then  decided  on  that 
the  Committee  had  no  hesitation  in  fixing  Idth  of  Ninth  Month  as  the 
date  for  the  School  to  re-assemble,  feeling  sure  that  all  elements  of 
danger  to  the  children  would  by  that  time  have  been  completely  removed. 
This  has  happily  proved  to  be  the  case,  and  the  health  of  the  School 
during  the  Autumn  Term  hjw  been  excellent.  The  very  natural  concern 
on  the  part  of  some  parents  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
scholars  was  272  instead  of  800. 

The  great  anxiety  connected  with  such  an  outbreak  of  illness  can  be 
well  understood,  and  pressed  most  heavily  on  the  Superintendent,  who 
received  the  warm  sympathy  of  the  Committee  and  parents  during  the 
time  of  trial.  To  the  general  sorrow,  two  of  the  earlier  cases  terminated 
fatally ;  fortunately,  the  later  ones  were  of  a  mild  character. 

The  financial  pressure  was  also  a  considerable  burden.  Not  only  was 
expense  involved  in  needful  structural  alterations  and  in  medical  and 
nursing  fees,  but,  largest  item  of  all,  in  the  loss  of  fees  and  fees  returned. 
It  seemed  to  the  Committee  right  to  repay  to  Parents  one-third  of  the 
fees  of  the  Summer  Term,  which  had  been  so  much  curtailed.  In  con- 
nection with  this  burden  of  expense  the  Friends  of  the  School  generously 
took  the  opportunity  of  showing  their  sympathy  in  a  practical  way,  and 
the  appeal  issued  by  the  Conamittee  resulted  in  the  collection  of  a  fund, 
amounting  to  Jgl,601.  In  a  Minute,  passed  at  its  Eleventh  Month 
Meeting,  the  Committee  recorded  its  gratitude  to  "all  those  who  had 
come  to  the  help  of  the  Institution,"  and  by  "  their  generous  aid  and 
sympathy  had  prevented  a  heavy  debt  on  revenue  account  from  being 
added  to  the  burden  of  anxiety  and  sorrow." 

In  addition,  sums  amounting  to  over  £10  were  generously  returned  by 
parents  and  guardians  on  account  of  fees  allowed  by  the  Committee. 

The  stenctural  work  referred  to  above  included  a  thorough  revision  of 
the  drainage,  and  arrangements  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Pontefract 
water  for  all  purposes  that  could  possibly  affect  the  health  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  also  the  ereoiaon  of  a  new  dairy,  which  has  been  placed  in  the 
open  space  adjacent  to  the  kitchens. 

To  add  to  the  misfortunes  of  the  sunmier,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the 
electric  light  generating  house,  and  though  the  fire  brigade  was  quickly 
on  the  spot,  and  worked  manfully,  considerable  damage  was  done  to  the 
plant  and  the  building.    Happily,  all  the  loss  was  covered  by  insurance. 

In  view  of  the  unusual  length  of  the  smnmer  holidays,  a  scheme  of 
holiday  competitions  was  arranged,  both  for  boys  and  girls,  in  Art, 
Natural  History,  and  Literary  subjects;  some  of  the  results  formed  a 
very  pleasing  and  interesting  exhibition  for  the  inspection  of  the 
Committee  when  it  met  at  the  School  in  Eleventh  Month. 

The  Old  Scholars*  Gathering,  already  alluded  to.  which  took  place  at 
the  S^hpol  at  Easter,  was  largely  attended  and  much  enjoyed,  and  the 
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Old  Soholars  greatly  appreciated  the  privilege  of  again  living  in  the 
School  for  a  few  days. 

Turning  to  more  directly  educational  matters,  there  are  changes  to 
mention  consequent  on  the  report  issued  by  Mr.  Headlam  after  the 
inspection  of  the  School  in  1905,  by  the  Board  of  Education.  The 
Committee  gave  very  careful  consideration  to  the  suggestions  made  in 
this  Report,  and  it  was  decided  to  re-organize  the  work  of  the  School  so 
as  to  fall  into  line  with  his  recommendations.  The  leaving  age  has  been 
raised  from  16  to  17,  and  the  classes  themselves  have  been  re-organized 
and  now  consist,  on  the  Boys*  Side,  of  six  forms,  divided  into  "  Upper  " 
and  **  Lower  "  in  each  case  except  the  First  Form.  The  Sixth  Form  is 
for  boys  who  are  desirous  of  working  for  the  Matriculation  or  some  other 
leaving  examination.  On  the  Girls'  Side  the  same  nomenclature  has 
been  adopted,  though  no  separate  Sixth  Form  has  yet  been  started; 
facilities,  however,  have  been  made  for  some  of  the  older  girls  to  join 
the  Boys*  Sixth  Form,  and  to  work  with  them  for  a  leaving  examination 
if  this  is  desired.  At  present  the  Sixth  Form  consists  of  six  boys  who 
are  hoping  to  sit  for  the  Matriculation  Examination. 

By  a  re-arrangement  of  work  these  alterations  have  been  effected 
without  an  increase  in  the  staffs  The  Committee  were  very  sorry  to  lose 
the  services  of  Joseph  John  Gill,  after  many  years  of  faithful  work,  and 
of  L.  Ethel  Harding,  both  of  whom  left  in  the  summer.  Albert  G.  Linney 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Boys*  Side,  to  take  charge  of  the 
youngest  form  of  boys,  and  also  to  take  over  the  advanced  French  in 
that  wing.  Kate  WiUmott,  who  had  been  teaching  the  Girls*  Fourth 
Class,  has  taken  Ethel  Harding*s  place,  the  vacancy  caused  by  this 
appointment  being  filled  by  Jane  Heather  Jacob,  a  graduate  of  the 
Boyal  University  of  Ireland.  Ernest  B.  Ludlam  and  J.  Westwood  have 
been  liberated  by  the  Conunittee  for  a  year*s  study,  and  their  places 
have  been  temporarily  filled  by  Edgar  Newbery  and  Percy  WhiUock 
respectively. 

Both  the  boys'  and  girls*  classes  have  been  inspected  by  members  of 
the  Committee  at  different  times  during  the  year.  The  report  of  their 
inspection  to  the  Conunittee  in  the  Eleventh  Month  showed  that  in 
spite  of  the  interruption  in  the  work  of  the  School  caused  by  the  serious 
outbreak  of  illness  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  the  educational  standard 
had  not  been  lowered. 

As  a  further  outcome  of  Mr.  Headlam's  report,  Wilfred  Irwin,  of 
Manchester,  most  generously  offered  to  provide  an  Art  SchooL  The 
need  for  proper  accommodation  for  art  teaching  had  long  been  felt,  and 
the  offer  was  gratefully  accepted  by  the  Committee.  The  building  has 
been  placed  near  the  Fothergill  Hall,  and  providing,  as  it  does  facilities 
for  drawing,  painting,  and  modelling,  is  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the 
educational  equipment  qt  the  Schoo}.    ^h^  opening  ceremony  was  per- 
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formed  on  the  occasion  of  the  Committee  Meeting  in  Eleventh  Month, 
by  Mary  Irwin,  the  wife  of  the  donor,  and  at  a  meeting  in  the  Fothergill 
EEall  an  admirable  address  on  the  influence  of  Art  was  delivered  by 
Margaret  Irwin,  and  expression  was  given  to  the  gratitude  of  the 
Conmiittee  for  this  most  generons  gift  to  the  School. 

The  accounts  of  the  yejir,  of  which  a  copy  is  presented  herewith,  show 
an  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  of  £8M,  This  is  after  transferring 
to  Legacy  Beserve  Account  a  legacy  of  J6100  received  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasant  to  record  that,  after  a  long  series  of  annual  deficits,  the 
Farm  Account  this  year  shows  a  profit  of  Jg65.  The  Garden  also  shows 
a  surplus  of  JglO  17s.  6d. 

The  average  cost  per  child  has  been  £42  8s.  5d.,  an  increase  of 
j£2  18s.  Id.  on  last  year's  figures.  This  comparatively  large  increase 
is  due  principally  to  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  typhoid  epidemic  the 
average  number  of  children  in  the  School  during  the  year  has  been  about 
20  less  than  usual,  whilst  certain  of  the  standing  charges  have  had  to  be 
continued  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  the  School  was  not  actually  in 
session  for  the  full  summer  term.  On  the  other  hand,  the  average  amoimt 
received  in  respect  of  each  child,  ,€80  14s.  4d.,  shows  a  decrease  of 
£3  Os.  8d.  on  the  corresponding  item  in  last  year's  account.  This  is 
due  to  the  remission  of  fees,  owing  to  the  break  in  the  summer  term 
previously  referred  to.

A  SUMMABY  OP  THE  REPORTS  OP  THE  BOARDINO  SCHOOLS  AND  OtHER 

Educational    Institutions    of    the    Society    of    Friends    in 
England  and  Ireland  for  1906. 

The  eleven  English  Schools  provide  boarding  accommodation  for  1,192 
children — 700  boys  and  492  girls ;  and  the  average  numbers  in  the  Schools 
during  the  year  1906  were  640  boys  and  476  girls,  including  46  day- 
scholars.  These  figures  do  not  include  the  14  boys  and  24  girls  in 
the  Junior  Day  School  attached  to  the  Training  Department  at  the 
Mount. 

The  numbers  of  school-places  in  the  Irish  Schools  are,  for  boys  146, 
and  for  girls  102 ;  and  the  average  numbers  have  been  120  boys  and  100 
girls. 

The  percentage  of  children  unconnected  with  the  Society  of  Friends 
has  been  in  the  English  Schools  85,  and  in  the  Irish  Schools  54. 

Health: — The  Ackworth  Beport  deals  fully  with  the  outbreak  of 
typhoid  during  the  spring  and  summer,  and  describes  the  steps  which 
have  been  taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence.  These  have  been  entirely 
successful,  and  the  health  of  the  School  during  the  autumn  term  was 
excellent.  The  extraordinary  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the 
epidemic  have  been  met  by  contributions  to  a  special  fund. 

With  slight  exceptions  the  health  at  the  other  Schools  has  been  good 
throughout  the  yeskr. 

Sidcot  reports  that  an  inquiry  into  the  dietary  of  the  School  has  been 
conducted  by  an  expert  in  food  values,  who  reported  very  favourably  of 
the  arrangements  made.  A  careful  system  for  recording  periodically  the 
weights  and  measurements  of  the  children  has  also  been  adopted  at  this 
school. 

Fvncmce : — The  statistical  table  which  accompanies  this  siunmary 
shows  that  the  small  number  of  children  at  Waterford  has  caused  a 
serious  deficit,  while  at  Safiron  Walden  and  Penketh  also  the  expenditure 
has  considerably  exceeded  the  income.  At  Sibford  exceptional  expenses 
connected  with  the  reconstitution  of  the  School,  as  well  sis  the  small 
number  of  children,  have  made  the  cost  very  heavy ;  the  financial  assist- 
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anoe  of  the  Central  Education  Committee  has,  however,  enabled  ihe 
School  to  show  a  small  balance  on  the  second  half-year's  work.  Sidcoi 
and  Lisbnm  have  again  earned  grants  from  the  Educational  Departmoais 
of  the  English  and  Irish  Gk)Yemments ;  and  Bawdon,  for  the  last  time* 
has  received  a  small  grant  from  the  West  Biding  County  Council. 

Taking  the  average  figures  for  all  the  Schools  which  report  <m  their 
finances  there  is  an  increase  both  in  income  and  expenditure  per  child. 
The  cost  of  administration  has  been  slightly  less  than  in  1905,  but  all 
other  items  on  both  sides  of  the  account  have  increased.  The  increaae 
of  Jg2  in  the  cost  per  child  for  teachers'  salaries  is  due  in  part  to  the 
small  numbers  of  children  in  one  or  two  schools,  but  there  has  been 
some  growth  under  this  head  in  nearly  all  the  schools. 

New  Bmlding$ : — ^A  new  Art  School  has  been  erected  at  Ackworth  by 
the  generosity  of  a  Friend,  and  is  a  valuable  addition  to  the  educational 
equipment  of  the  school. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Mount  has  been  increased  by  the  purchase 
of  a  house  adjoining  that  rented  for  the  Junior  Day  School ;  additicmal 
class-rooms  have  thus  been  provided  for  this  department,  whfle  the 
younger  girls  are  enabled  to  receive  special  care  and  attention. 

Further  building  is  contemplated  at  Sidcot,  Sibford,  and  Waterford, 
and  the  reports  of  these  schools  mention  the  appeals  which  have  been 
issued  for  the  necessary  funds. 

Education: — Questions  referring  to  the  ages  of  the  children  on 
entering  and  leaving,  and  the  length  of  their  stay  in  the  schools,  have 
occupied  several  of  the  Committees  during  the  year. 

Ackworth  and  Saffiron  Walden  both  allude  to  new  regulations  which 
enable  them  to  keep  boys  and  girls  beyond  the  age  of  16,  and  thus  to 
aun  at  the  educational  standard  of  a  Secondary  School  as  defined  by  the 
Board  of  Education.  At  the  former  school  a  class  of  boys  has  been 
organized  to  prepare  for  the  Matriculation  Examination  of  tbe  Northern 
Universities,  and  at  SafEron  Walden  the  highest  class  is  working  for  the 
Cambridge  Senior  Local  Examination. 

Sidcot  reports  successes  in  both  the  London  Matriculation  and  the 
Cambridge  Senior  Local.  The  average  age  of  the  children  on  entering 
this  school  is  12  years,  and  the  majority  of  those  who  left  during  the 
year  had  spent  five  years  in  the  schooL 

At  the  Mount,  girls  can  now  be  admitted  at  the  age  of  18,  and  at 
Bootham,  boys  are  encouraged  by  lower  fees  to  enter  between  the  ages 
of  11  and  18. 

The  Ayton  Beport  states  that  children  who  are  in  receipt  of  asaistance 
from  Durham  Quarterly  Meeting  Funds  are  now  expected  to  stay  three 
full  years  in  the  school,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  holders  of  Central 
Education  Conunittee  Scholarships  at  Sibford. 

The  82  boys  and  girls  at  Sibford  during  the  autunm  half  were  divided 
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Into  two  classes  for  general  subjects ;  these  were  again  sub-divided  for 
Science  and  Manual  Work,  while  in  Mathematics  there  were  three  divi- 
sions. Every  effort  has  been  made  to  give  instruction  which  will  fit  in 
with  the  proposed  courses ;  and  the  manual  training  is  reported  to  be 
making  satisfactory  progress. 

At  Mountonellick  a  preparatory  class  has  been  formed  at  the  bottom 
of  the  school  for  girls  who  are  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  work  with  the 
higher  classes,  while  the  Kindergarten  class  at  Waterford,  to  which  girls 
are  admitted  as  day-scholars,  as  well  as  boys,  serves  a  similar  useful 
purpose.  German  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum  at  Waterford,  and 
increased  time  and  attention  are  being  devoted  to  modem  languages  at 
Leighton  Park. 

The  Bawdon  Committee  and  Yorkshire  Quarterly  Meeting  have 
given  much  consideration  to  the  standing  and  work  of  the  school, 
and  the  hope  is  expressed  that  a  satisfactory  mode  of  development 
may  be  adopted. 

The  Penketh  Beport  states  that  the  School  Committee  has  been 
enlarged  by  the  inclusion  of  representatives  of  three  Monthly  Meetings 
not  previously  associated  in  the  management  of  the  school. 

The  award  of  Entrance  and  Leaving  Scholarships  is  reported  on  by  a 
number  of  schools.  The  Saffiron  Walden  Committee  has  reviewed  the 
uses  to  which  the  leaving  scholarships  in  their  gif  b  have  been  put  since 
funds  were  set  apart  for  the  purpose  in  1884 ;  and  the  figures  show  that 
the  assistance  thus  provided  has  been  of  value  to  many  boys  and  girls  of 
ability  who  have  continued  their  studies  elsewhere. 

By  means  of  '*  Continuation  '*  Scholarships  offered  to  children  already 
in  the  school,  Penketh  and  Lisbum  are  seeking  to  retain  some  of  their 
pupils  for  a  further  year's  work,  and  so  to  enable  them  to  reach  a  higher 
educational  standard. 

Saffiron  Walden  School  has  again  been  inspected  by  the  Cambridge 
Examinations'  Syndicate,  while  Leighton  Park  has  imdergone  a  fall 
Litemal  Examination  by  the  Oxford  Delegacy. 

Successes  in  External  Examinations  are  recorded  by  many  of  the 
schools,  including  examinations  in  Art,  Music,  and  Needlework,  as  well  as 
the  usual  class  subjects ;  and  the  results  obtained  appear  in  general  to  have 
been  exceptionally  satisfactory.  Leighton  Park  keeps  up  its  connection 
with  Cambridge  University,  and  will  send  four  boys  to  enter  college 
there  in  the  coming  autumn. 

The  Beports  of  Bootham  and  the  Moimt  both  contain  reference  to  the 
meeting  of  the  British  Association  held  at  York  last  summer,  when  four 
members  of  their  staffis,  as  well  as  other  Friends,  took  valuable  paxt  in 
the  discussions  of  the  educational  section.  An  exhibition  of  work  done 
in  leisure  time  at  Bootham  wa«  visited  by  many  members  of  the 
Assooiation. 
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Staffs : — James  T.  Harrod  has  been  appointed  to  the  headmaster's  post 
at  Sibford,  and  Mabel  Harrod  has  also  shared  in  the  teaching  work  of 
the  school,  in  addition  to  the  three  assistant  teachers  who  form  the 
staff  under  the  new  conditions.  Several  schools  sJlude  to  the  liberation 
of  members  of  their  staffs  to  visit  America  with  the  Mosely  expedition 
during  the  past  winter.  Two  Ackworth  masters  have  also  had  leave  of 
absence  for  a  year*s  study,  and  Bootham  has  liberated  one  master  for  a 
term's  work  at  Woodbrooke. 

General : — Most  of  the  Reports  contain  indications  of  the  care  which 
is  given  by  the  teachers  in  the  promotion  of  intellectnal  parsnits  in 
leisure  time;  and  the  work  of  the  various  School  societies  has  again 
been  stimulated  and  aided  by  a  variety  of  lectures  and  by  the  prizes  and 
gifts  of  Old  Scholars*  Associations. 

At  Ackworth,  in  view  of  the  unusual  length  of  the  sunmier  holidays, 
a  scheme  of  holiday  competitions  in  art,  natmral  history,  and  literary 
subjects  was  arranged,  and  much  good  work  was  done.  At  Sidcot  a 
School  Magazine  has  been  started.  Life-saving  drill  is  mentioned  at 
Saffron  Walden  and  Leighton  Park  in  connection  with  the  swimming 
instruction,  while  some  of  the  boys  at  Bootham  have  gone  through 
a  course  in  "First  Aid." 

Several  schools  allude  appreciatively  to  the  religious  services  of 
visiting  Friends,  and  report  addresses  and  lectures  by  visitors,  as  well 
as  by  members  of  the  staff,  on  Biblical  subjects,  the  lives  of  eminent 
Friends,  on  Foreign  Mission  Work,  Temperance,  the  Opium  Traffic,  and 
various  forms  of  social  and  religious  service. 

The  children  in  some  schools  have  engaged  practically  in  some  form 
of  voluntary  work  for  others ;  subscriptions  have  been  raised  and  enter- 
tainments given  in  aid  of  Dr.  Barneu:do*s  Homes  and  similar  institutions. 
At  Bootham  and  Sidcot  holiday  camps  for  working  lads  have  been 
organized ;  while  at  Bootham  and  the  Mount  the  older  boys  and  girls 
are  being  introduced  to  the  work  of  Adult  and  Children's  First-day 
Schools. 

Teacher  Training  : — Six  students  are  this  year  preparing  themselves 
for  the  teaching  profession  at  the  Flounders  Institute,  of  whom  five  are 
engaged  in  academic  study,  and  the  sixth,  who  has  ahready  a  University 
degree,  is  undergoing  training  for  the  teacher's  diploma. 

The  last  Dalton  Hall  Report  (1905-6)  speaks  of  the  session  as  the 
most  successful  in  academic  distinction  during  the  80  years  of  its 
history.  Of  the  48  students  19  are  Friends  or  closely  connected  with 
the  Society.  Engineering,  Chemistry,  and  CcMnmerce  are  the  mo8t 
popular  courses  of  study,  but  four  men  are  preparing  for  the  teaching 
profession. 

At  the  Women's  Hall  of  Besidence  in  Endslmgh  Street  the  numb« 
of  places  provided  is  12,  and  there  has  been  an  average  of  10  or  11 
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students  during  the  year,  of  whom  about  one-third  have  been  Friends. 
The  Hall  has  suffered  somewhat,  like  other  similar  institutions  in 
London,  from  the  foundation  of  hostels  in  connection  with  many  of  the 
provincial  Universities.  The  courses  of  study  pursued  are  various, 
including  Art,  Medicine,  Domestic  Economy,  Science  and  Arts.  One 
or  two  of  the  students  are  likely  to  become  teachers. 

The  arrangements  for  training  student-teachers  at  Bootham  and 
Sidcot  are  working  well,  each  school  reporting  that  one  student  has 
t£kken  the  teaching  diploma  of  Cambridge  University  during  the  year. 
Bootham  has  now  one  student-teacher  and  one  probationer.  At  Sidcot 
there  are  two  women  students  in  residence,  and  in  addition,  three 
non-Friend  students  at  the  Oxford  Training  College  have  spent  periods 
of  a  month  each  at  the  school  as  a  part  of  their  training  as  secondary 
teachers. 

There  have  been  15  girls  in  the  Training  Depe^rtment  at  the  Mount 
School,  of  whom  five  have  received  practical  training  in  the  Jimior 
School.  The  students  were  examined  by  the  Head  of  the  Women's 
Department  of  Leeds  University,  who  reported  highly  of  the  results 
which  have  been  attained.

REPORT  OF  GOVERNORS  OF  LEIGHTON  PARK  SCHOOL. 

The  Governors  of  Leighton  Park  School  in  presenting  their  nineteenth 
Annual  Report  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  a  further  very  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  boys,  the  number  at  present  at  the  School 
being  63  as  compared  with  54  at  this  time  last  year  and  47  in  the 
previous  year. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  income  from  scholars  the  accounts 
of  the  School  for  the  year  1906  showed  a  small  surplus  over  expenditure 
without  any  assistance  from  outside  sources. 

During  the  year  the  scholars  were  examined  at  the  School  by 
Examiners  from  the  Delegates  of  Local  Examinations,  Oxford,  and  the 
Governors  are  well  satisfied  with  the  reports  received  from  the 
Examiners  in  the  various  subjects. 

In  the  autumn  of  last  year  the  Board  of  Education  officially 
recognized  the  School  as  s^n  efficient  Secondary  School  as  the  result  of  an 
inspection  by  the  Board. 

Games  and  other  athletic  pursuits  have  received  their  usual  share  of 
attention,  with  great  advantage  to  the  boys,  care  being  taken  that  they 
do  not  interfere  with  other  necessary  work  or  put  too  great  a  strain  on 
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any  of  the  boys.  The  fact  that  a  fonner  scholar,  H.  G.  Baynes,  was  one 
of  the  winning  crew  in  the  recent  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Boat  Bace  has 
given  great  satisfaction  to  his  old  schoolfellows  and  to  all  who  are  now 
in  residence. 

At  the  present  time  the  nmnber  of  Leighton  Park  boys  at  the 
Universities  is  as  follows: — At  Oxford  8,  at  Cambridge  6,  and  at 
Manchester  2. 

J.  H.  Jennings  recently  won  an  exhibition  at  Downing  College, 
Cambridge. 

The  general  health  of  the  School  has  been  exceUent  thronghout 
the  year. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  is  reminded  that  in  accordance  with  the  con- 
stitution of  the  School  one  half  of  the  Governors  appointed  by  the 
Yearly  Meeting  retire  from  office  this  year  and  are  eligible  for  re-election. 
The  Friends  who  retire  by  rotation  at  this  time  are  Joseph  Lister 
Godlee,  John  Henry  Lloyd,  and  George  Cadbory,  jmi.,  who  succeeded 
Charles  Lloyd  Braithwaite.  Samuel  Doncaster  would  in  ordinary 
course  have  retired  this  year,  but  he  has  resigned  his  seat  on  the  Board 
and  a  successor  has  not  yet  been  appointed.  The  Yearly  Meeting  is 
therefore  asked  to  appoint  four  Friends  at  this  time. 

A  print  of  the  Beport  to  the  shareholders  and  a  list  of  the  boys  at 
present  at  the  School  are  sent  herewith  for  reference.

HOBABT    SCHOOL. 
Bbpobt  of  Fribnds*  High  School  Committbb  fob  1906. 

The  Hobart  Friends*  High  School  has  now  completed  the  twentieth 
year  of  its  existence.  It  was  commenced,  under  the  headship  of  Samuel 
Clemes,  in  a  small  building  not  far  from  the  centre  of  the  city,  with 
88  day  scholars,  the  attendance  increasing  to  86  a  few  days  later,  and  to 
75  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  year.  Notwithstanding  many 
competitors  it  is  now  the  largest  secondary  school  in  Tasmania,  and  has 
boarders  from  New  South  Wales,  South  Australia,  and  New  Zealand,  as 
well  as  from  various  parts  of  Tasmania. 

The  teacher  of  the  Preparatory  Class,  Margaret  Irvine,  who  joined  the 
staff  at  the  School's  inception,  still  continues  to  give  her  valuable 
services. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee,  with  great  regret,  heard  of  the 
decease  of  B.  B.  Le  Tall,  M.A.,  to  whose  scholarship  and  untiring 
ind\istry  the  early  successes  of  this  School  at  the  University  examina- 
tions were  largely  due.    But  it  was  in  giving  lessons,  unhampered  by  the 
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University  programme,  that  he  was  most  at  home.  To  use  the  words 
of  a  writer  in  *  Bootham,*  "  His  courses  on  geography  and  history  were 
examples  of  really  brilliant  teaching."  The  scholars  **  listened  with 
delight  to  his  accounts  of  Paris,  Berlin,  Rome,  and  Athens,  *  extra  illus- 
trated *  as  they  were  with  his  large  collections  of  photographs,  and  maps 
prepared  by  his  own  hand,*'  and  attenders  of  Hobart  Meeting  will  long 
remember  his  talks  upon  the  early  Friends,  given  prior  to  the  Fourth- 
day  Evening  Meeting  for  Worship — "  George  Fox,  John  Audland,  John 
Gamm,  Bichard  Hubberthom,  William  Dewsbury,  and  gentle  James 
Parnell — ^the  proto-martyr  of  the  Society,  as  he  used  to  call  him — and 
many  more  were  made  living  characters  in  his  racy,  pointed  addresses.*' 

Early  in  1906  Rachel  Ann  Mackie  also  finished  her  earthly  course. 
For  several  years  she  had  served  the  School  as  one  of  the  lady  visitors, 
and  she  took  a  special  interest  in  its  welfare,  because  she  had  been  her 
husband's  helper  here  in  carrying  on  a  small  school  for  the  children  of 
Friends  many  years  before. 

The  building  improvements,  made  possible  through  ike  liberality  of 
English  Friends,  have  been  in  progress  during  the  year,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  two  class-rooms,  will  probably  be  completed  during  the 
coming  Easter  vacation. 

The  total  average  attendance  during  1906  was  142  (86  boys  and  56 
girls) ;  of  these  111  were  non-members  and  81  were  Friends,  or  connected 
with  Friends.  The  above  number  included  26  boarders  (18  boys  and 
18  girls),  7  non-members,  and  19  Friends,  or  connected  with  Friends.

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Testimony  of  Hobaet  Monthly  Meeting  respecting  Rachel 

Ann  Maceie. 

On  the  17th  of  First  Month  our  dear  friend  Bachel  Ann 
Mackie  passed  away  at  her  residence,  Strahan  Street.  She 
was  the  widow  of  the  late  Frederic  Mackie,  who  was  well- 
known  as  a  ministering  Friend  who  travelled  on  Gospel 
service  over  all  the  Australian  Colonies  and  New  Zealand 
rather  more  than  fifty  years  ago.  Bachel  Ann  Mackie  was 
born  at  Hertford,  England,  on  the  9th  of  Eleventh  Month, 
1826,  so  that  she  attained  the  age  of  seventy-nine  years. 
She  was  for  about  two  years  a  scholar  at  Ackworth  School, 
and  in  1889  was  one  of  the  family  of  eleven  children  with 
whom  Joseph  May  and  his  wife  emigrated  to  South  Australia, 
and  who  became  prominent  amongst  founders  of  the  Meeting 
of  Friends  in  that  State.  In  1866  she  married  Frederic 
Mackie,  and  she  was  until  his  death  a  most  faithful  and 
efficient  helpmeet  to  him  in  both  his  Gospel  work  and  his 
private  life.      Almost  immediately  after  her  marriage  she 
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accompanied  her  husband  to  Hobart,  where  they  settled  for 
several  years  and  kept  a  small  school  for  the  children  of 
Friends.  They  returned  to  South  Australia  in  1861.  In 
1881  Frederic  Mackie  felt  it  laid  upon  him  to  visit  England 
with  a  call  to  Gospel  service  amongst  the  small  and  isolated 
Meetings  of  Friends  both  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
during  the  intervals  of  this  work,  which  occupied  portions  of 
several  years,  he  and  his  wife  resided  at  Hertford.  They 
returned  to  South  Australia  in  1885.  On  the  death  of 
Frederic  Mackie  in  1898,  B.  A.  Mackie  seemed  to  experience 
for  a  time  some  unsettlement  as  to  what  appeared  to  be  her 
right  home,  and  in  1900,  on  paying  a  visit  to  Hobart,  she  felt 
it  to  be  her  right  course  to  take  up  her  residence  there  again. 
Becoming  again  an  active  leader  in  connection  with  the 
Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  she  was  enabled  to 
fill  a  post  of  much  usefulness  and  one  in  which  her  counsel 
and  example  were  a  most  helpful  stimulus  to  the  workers 
among  the  Christian  women  whom  she  was  associated  with. 
She  was  a  strength  in  our  Meeting,  watching  with  interest 
and  Christian  care  its  concerns.  Probably  none  amongst 
those  who  loved  Bachel  Mackie  could  have  desired,  if  theirs 
had  been  the  choosing,  that  the  final  call  for  her  should  have 
come  otherwise  than  it  did.  It  had  been  her  earnest  wish 
that  she  might  be  spared  any  lengthened  illness,  and  it  was 
within  two  hours  of  the  first  seizure,  whilst  occupied  in  the 
morning's  work  in  the  garden,  that  her  spirit  passed  away. 
The  affection  of  the  heart  which  thus  terminated  her  quietly 
useful  life  seemed,  with  the  exception  of  a  brief  spasm  at  the 
first,  to  bring  with  it  no  pain.  It  was  a  peaceful,  painless 
ending  to  a  happy  peaceful  life.  She  had  been  for  many  years 
in  the  station  of  Elder  and  Minister,  and  for  about  the  last 
twenty-five  years  of  her  life  had  frequently  been  heard  accept- 
ably in  ministry  in  our  Meetings  for  Worship.  She  was  of  an 
actively  social  disposition,  a  valued  friend,  a  motherly  coun- 
sellor,  a  staunch   and  sincerely  attached  member  of  our 
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religious  Society,  and  she  will  be  greatly  missed,  both  amongst 
her  fellow-members  and  many  others  to  whom  she  was  sach  a 
living  example  of  ''  calm  and  firm  and  true." 

Her  remains  were  interred  by  the  side  of  her  brother 
William  May  of  Sandford,  in  Friends'  burial  ground,  on  the 
19th  of  First  Month,  1906. 


Testimony  (/Luton  &  Leiohton  Monthly  Meetihq respecting 
John  Collings,  a  Minister^  dece<ued. 

Although  our  acquaintance  with  this  dear  Friend  only 
extended  over  his  later  years,  we  have  thought  it  right  to 
place  on  record  our  sense  of  the  power  of  Divine  Grace  as 
manifested  in  his  life  and  conversation,  and  also  by  his 
labours  in  the  Master's  service. 

Born  in  London  in  1837,  the  son  of  members  of  the 
Established  Church  of  England,  John  Collings  was  brought 
up  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  that  body;  and,  so  far 
as  it  afforded  scope  for  the  activities  of  an  intelligent  layman, 
he  devoted  himself,  in  early  life,  to  Church  work,  beginning 
as  the  teacher  of  an  infant  class  at  the  age  of  seventeen. 

Upon  removing  to  Bardfield,  in  Essex,  in  early  manhood, 
and  again  upon  settling  at  Halstead  after  his  marriage  in 
1860,  John  Collings  came  within  the  sphere  of  influence  of 
the  Society  of  Friends ;  and  he  was  attracted,  in  the  first 
instance,  by  the  simple  sincerity  of  the  lives  of  some  of  our 
members  in  those  parts.  It  was  with  the  help  of  local 
Friends  that  he  was  enabled  to  commence  the  Halstead  Bagged 
School,  which  had  a  most  useful  place  in  the  life  of  that  town. 

In  1872  he  returned  to  London,  and  began  to  attend 
Friends'  meetings  regularly.  Ultimately  he  applied  for 
admission  upon  convincement,  and  became  a  member  of 
Devonshire  House  Monthly  Meeting.  Associating  himself 
specially  with  Peel  Meeting,  he  was  for  many  years  actively 
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engaged  in  earnest  religious  and  social  effort  in  Glerkenwell, 
not  sparing  time  or  strength  in  Mission  and  Bible  Class  work, 
and  the  advocacy  of  the  temperance  cause. 

His  business,  that  of  a  merchant  tailor,  afforded  oppor- 
tunities (which  might  easily  have  been  missed)  for  speaking 
to  men  personally  about  their  higher  interests.  If  the  results 
were  less  evident  than  in  the  case  of  his  Bagged  School  work 
at  Halstead,  where,  in  after  years,  the  smiling  faces  of 
prosperous  "  old  scholars  "  used  to  light  up  at  his  coming— 
the  attempt  was  well  worth  making,  and  brought  a  blessing 
with  it,  the  unmistakable  sincerity  of  our  Friend  carrying 
home  the  message  that  might  otherwise  have  been  resented. 
Even  the  burly  betting  man,  who  submitted  at  one  and  the 
same  time  to  the  measuring-tape  and  to  reasoning  about 
righteousness,  self-control,  and  the  coming  judgment,  was 
content  to  hold  his  peace  and  to  remain  a  customer. 

John  Gollings  became  a  special  friend  and  adviser  to  young 
men  residing  in  London.  Older  people  also  were  constantly 
seeking  him  out  in  times  of  doubt  and  difficulty,  and  finding 
a  ready  sympathy,  his  own  firm  faith  becoming  contagious 
and  strengthening  to  the  weaker  souls  who  sought  his  help. 
He  spoke  as  man  to  man,  a  touch  of  gentle  humour  some- 
times appealing  forcibly  where  argument  would  have  failed  to 
convince. 

Failing  health  brought  about  his  withdrawal  from  London 
in  1892,  and,  after  wintering  in  the  Buckinghamshire  village 
of  Stewkley,  he  was  led  to  settle  at  Leighton  Buzzard,  and 
became  a  valued  member  of  our  Meeting  there.  Singularly 
happy  in  his  home  life  ;  taking  a  full  share  in  the  vocal  and 
other  service  of  Leighton  Meeting ;  and  always  ready  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  to  other  religious  bodies,  his  position  in  the 
place  was  unique.  As  a  preacher,  his  offerings  were  charac- 
terized by  much  freshness  and  power,  and  they  bore  the  mark 
of  a  deep  spirituality.  In  listening  to  him,  we  were  im- 
pressed by  the  wide  range  of  his  experiences.    He  seemed 
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to  know  his  world  all  round  and  all  over,  and  to  be  a  part  of 
all  that  he  had  met.  Souls  in  an  agony  of  despair,  in  a 
horror  of  great  darkness,  had  explained  themselves  to  him. 
Men  of  smooth  speech,  betraying  no  emotion,  in  whom  no 
soul  could  be  discerned,  had  defined  for  him  their  small 
ambitions.  And  with  the  human  tragedy  clearly  set  before 
his  gaze,  a  world  of  men  and  women  unsatisfied  with  outward 
shows,  hardly  knowing  where  to  look  for  realities,  our  Friend 
could  always  point  to  Christ  and  Christianity  as  meeting  and 
fulfilling  mankind's  great  need,  as  affording  a  firm  foundation 
among  the  shifting  sands. 

**  He  at  least  believed  in  soul :  was  very  sure  of  God.** 

The  general  effect  of  our  Friend's  preaching,  as  recalled 
to  the  minds  of  his  hearers  after  an  interval,  was  often  more 
telling  than  the  impression  of  the  moment,  when  particular 
words  and  phrases  might  lie  open  to  criticism.  Thus  it  was 
that  the  recognition  of  his  gift  in  the  ministry  came  to  be 
recorded  by  his  London  Monthly  Meeting  some  little  time 
after  his  removal  into  the  country. 

John  Collings  had  a  special  aptitude  for  saying  the  right 
word  at  marriages  and  funerals.  Among  the  many  provi- 
dential passages  in  his  life,  he  could  recall  how  a  particular 
concern  to  attend  an  interment  had  prevented  his  joining  the 
annual  excursion  of  a  large  Bible  class  on  board  the  ill-fated 
steamer  "  Princess  Alice." 

After  suffering  an  accession  of  ill-health  for  some  months 
John  Collings  spent  the  winter  of  1905-1906  at  Torquay, 
where  he  died  in  great  peace  on  the  25th  of  Fourth  Month, 
1906. 
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Minute  o/Balby  Monthly  Meetino  concerning  Henry  E. 
Clark,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

We  desire  to  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the 
devotion  to  the  service  of  our  Heavenly  Father  exhibited  in 
the  life  of  our  late  friend.  Henry  E.  Clark  began  to  speak 
in  the  ministry  in  our  Meetings  for  Worship  nearly  forty  years 
ago,  and  his  gift  was  acknowledged  soon  after  by  Brighouse 
Monthly  Meeting  in  1871. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Friends'  Foreign  Mission 
Association,  Henry  E.  Clark  and  his  wife,  Rachel  Maria  Clark, 
went  as  missionaries  to  Madagascar,  and  the  rest  of  his  life 
was  mainly  given  up  to  this  cause,  including  extensive  depu- 
tation work  when  at  home  for  intervals  of  rest. 

In  1901  Henry  E.  Clark  retired  from  active  foreign  work 
(his  wife  having  returned  home  some  years  previously  on 
account  of  health  and  domestic  duties)  and  resided  with  his 
family  at  Doncaster.  During  this  time  his  ministry  was 
highly  valued  in  his  own  Meeting,  and  he  was  often  engaged 
in  visiting  other  meetings  on  behalf  of  the  Friends'  Foreign 
Mission  Association.  His  interest  in  the  Adult  School  and 
especially  in  the  Mission  Meetings  held  on  Sunday  evenings 
at  Doncaster  increased  year  by  year. 

In  1908  Henry  E.  Clark  was  asked  to  supply  a  deficiency 
in  the  Missionary  Staff  in  Madagascar  for  a  period  of  two 
years.  He  sailed  in  the  ninth  month  of  that  year  accompanied 
by  his  wife,  who  was  also  a  Recorded  Minister.  Rachel 
Maria  Clark  died  in  Madagascar  25th  of  Ninth  Month,  1904, 
and  at  the  expiration  of  this  engagement  Henry  E.  Clark 
returned  home  with  his  health  seriously  impaired  by  long 
service  abroad  and  the  loss  of  his  wife.  His  interest  in  work 
for  the  cause  of  Christ  was  maintained  to  within  a  few  days 
of  the  close  of  his  life.  He  died  after  a  very  short  illness 
1st  of  Fifth  Month,  1906,  aged  nearly  seventy  years. 
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Testimony  of  Alton,  Southampton,  and  Poole  Monthly 
Meeting  concerning  Agnes  Westlaee. 

Agnes  Westlake  was  the  fifth  daughter  of  Josiah  and  Mary 
Ann  Neave,  of  Fordingbridge.  She  was  the  tenth  of  thirteen 
children,  only  two  of  whom  are  now  living. 

The  whole  of  her  life  she  resided  in  her  native  town,  and 
from  early  years  she  took  an  interest  in  charitable  and  phil- 
anthropic work. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  she  commenced  to  collect  for  the 
Fordingbridge  Branch  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society, 
and  this  she  continued  to  do  up  to  the  time  of  her  death.  For 
thirty  years  she  was  secretary  of  the  Ladies'  Association,  and 
to  the  end  of  her  life  she  continued  the  practice,  initiated 
by  her  husband  forty  years  earlier,  of  entertaining  friends 
annually  at  her  house  to  meet  the  deputation  from  the  Bible 
Society  in  London. 

In  1863  she  was  married  to  Thomas  Westlake,  and  for 
twenty-eight  years  she  shared  with  him  in  the  many  good 
works  and  kindly  acts  he  was  continually  doing  for  the  better- 
ment of  his  fellow-townspeople. 

An  Adult  School  was  formed  in  1867,  and  was  successfully 
carried  on  for  sixteen  years.  In  1875  Thomas  Westlake  built 
the  Victoria  Booms,  in  which  Evangelistic  and  other  meetings 
have  been  held  ever  since.  In  these  Agnes  Westlake  took 
special  delight. 

Not  only  was  our  friend  solicitous  for  the  spiritual  welfare 
of  her  neighbours,  but  her  afternoons  were  frequently  spent 
in  visiting  the  poor,  and  ministering  to  their  temporal  welfare. 

Agnes  Westlake  was  a  life-long  total  abstainer,  and  she 
took  great  interest  in  the  temperance  cause,  and  legislative 
control  of  the  liquor  traffic.  Her  sympathies  were  drawn  out 
towards  missionary  societies  and  Evangelical  missions,  and  up 
to  the  time  of  her  husband's  death  in  1891,  and  subsequently, 
ministers,  missionaries,  and  evangelists  of  various  denomina- 
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tions  were  entertained  at  Oaklands.  Though  not  in  any  sense 
a  party  politician,  she  took  a  deep  interest  in  all  that  affected 
the  well-being  of  the  people,  and  was  always  ready  to  stand 
by  the  side  of  those  who  were  engaged  in  bringing  about  the 
many  reforms  that  make  for  National  Bighteousness. 

Sunday  School  treats,  fetes,  and  religious  gatherings  were 
often  held  in  the  beautiful  grounds  that  surrounded  the  house. 

For  more  than  a  year  her  health  had  been  failing.  She 
suffered  a  great  deal,  but  kept  it  to  herself,  bearing  up  bravely 
for  the  sake  of  others,  till  within  a  few  days  of  her  decease. 
All  through  her  illness,  as  for  many  past  years,  she  rested  on 
the  all-atoning  work  of  Christ  for  her  salvation,  completely 
acquiescing  in  the  Divine  Will,  and  though  at  times  passing 
through  severe  suffering,  her  mind  and  heart  were  kept  in 
**  perfect  peace." 

The  Bock,  Christ  Jesus,  was  her  safety  and  security,  and, 
having  fully  put  her  trust  in  Him,  she  passed  away  into  that 
fuller  life  of  service  in  the  presence  of  her  Lord. 

The  funeral  took  place  on  the  1st  day,  the  26th  of  Eighth 
Month,  1906,  in  the  quiet  burial  ground,  adjoining  which  is 
the  Meeting  House,  at  Fordingbridge,  which  was  built  by  her 
father. 

She  will  be  missed  greatly  in  her  native  town,  and  also  by 
a  wide  circle  of  friends,  whom  she  visited,  and  who  were 
privileged  to  be  guests  at  her  house. 


MiNUTB  of  Alton,  Southampton,  and  Pools  Monthly  Mbbting 
concerning  Morris  Ashby,  an  Eldei%  deceased. 

It  is  under  a  deep  sense  of  the  loss  we  have  sustained  in  the 
decease  of  our  dear  friend  Morris  Ashby,  that  the  following  brief 
memoir  has  been  drawn  up.  His  presence  will  be  greatly  missed 
in  our  social,  religious,  and  philanthropic  circles.  His  Christian 
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character  was  of  sterling  and  durable  type,  whilst  his  retiring 
nature  made  his  example  and  counsel  the  more  valuable. 

Morris  Ashby  was  born  at  Staines  in  1847,  being  the  eldest 
son  of  Morris  and  Bebecca  Ashby.  When  eight  years  old  he 
was  sent  to  Benjamin  Abbott's  school  at  Hitchin;  he  was 
afterwards  at  Friends'  School,  6ro?e  House,  Tottenham,  until 
eighteen  years  of  age.  His  school  friends  were  wisely  chosen, 
and  with  some  of  them  he  formed  life-long  friendships.  As 
he  grew  up,  his  consistent  walk  and  example  in  the  home  life 
gave  evidence  of  the  early  work  of  Divine  Grace.  On  leaving 
school,  after  two  years  of  o£Sce  life  in  London  he  entered 
upon  his  business  career.  Setting  aside,  on  conscientious 
grounds,  the  opportunity,  as  eldest  son,  of  taking  a  position  in 
his  father's  business  as  brewer,  he  began  the  life  of  a  London^ 
merchant,  still  living  at  home. 

Possessed  of  keen  foresight,  remarkable  concentration  of 
mind,  great  firmness,  and  clear  judgment,  he  soon  made  his 
mark  as  a  business  man.  His  strict  integrity  and  thoughtful 
care  of  those  who  worked  with  him  showed  a  loyalty  to  his 
Divine  Master,  and  he  was  rewarded  with  prosperity.  The  lines 
of  Whittier  on  Joseph  Sturge  might  be  fitly  applied  to  him : — 

'*  Not  his  the  golden  pen's  or  lip's  persuasion, 
But  a  fine  sense  of  right, 
And  Truth's  directness,  meeting  each  occasion 
Straight  as  a  line  of  light." 

Throughout  his  business  life  and  interwoven  with  it,  many 
a  practical  and  self-denying  effort  testified  to  his  love  for 
Chiist  and  desire  to  win  souls  for  Him. 

In  the  year  1870  Morris  Ashby  married  Harriet  Mary, 
daughter  of  Charles  and  Harriet  Hooper,  and  they  had  three 
sons  and  one  daughter.  In  1888  they  removed  to  South- 
ampton, which  was  their  home  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  In  his 
own  family  and  in  his  large  family  circle  his  life  was  marked  by 
entire  unselfishness  and  an  untiring  effort  to  promote  the 
happiness  of  those  dear  to  him,  but  his  large  thought  for 
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others  reached  far  beyond  this ;  and  his  delight  was  to  be  of 
service  to  any  person  or  any  good  cause.  No  appeal,  either 
for  personal  or  pecuniary  help,  was  lightly  put  aside,  and  the 
generosity  of  his  gifts  was  only  equalled  by  their  unostentatious 
bestowal.  The  work  of  the  Bible  Society  was  dear  to  his 
heart  and  felt  to  be  of  deep  importance,  whilst  the  Toung 
Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  Sunday 
Schools,  and  other  kindred  institutions  had  his  warm  interest 
and  support.  He  shrank  from  any  prominent  position  in 
public  life,  though  willing  to  take  a  leading  part  among 
Christian  Associations  when  occasion  called  for  it,  and  he 
efficiently  filled  many  offices  in  the  Society  of  Friends,  to  the 
principles  of  which  he  was  devotedly  attached.  For  many 
years  he  acted  as  Treasurer  to  the  Quarterly  Meeting,  and  was 
a  valued  member  of  the  Meeting  for  Sufferings.  His  earnest 
desire  was  to  promote  the  spread  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom, 
and  he  was  jealous  of  the  introduction  of  thoughts  which  he 
feared  might  undermine  Evangelical  truth.  As  years  passed 
on,  his  character  became  more  Christlike,  though  its  depths 
were  unknown  to  many. 

Morris  Asfaby  occupied  the  station  of  Elder,  and  occa- 
sionally spoke  very  acceptably  in  our  Meetings  for  Worship. 
To  sum  up,  it  may  be  said  that  '*  the  life  he  lived  in  the  flesh, 
he  lived  by  the  faith  of  the  Son  of  God." 

While  on  a  visit  to  Switzerland,  a  country  that  from  early 
youth  he  dearly  loved,  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  apparently 
good  health,  he  was  unexpectedly  called  to  his  Heavenly  home, 
after  a  few  hours'  illness,  at  Yevey,  on  the  31st  of  Eighth 
Month,  1906.  The  funeral  took  place  at  Southampton  on 
the  8th  of  Ninth  Month,  and  was  attended  by  a  large  and 
representative  gathering. 

'*Only  the  sadden  lifting  of  a  latch ; 
Only  a  step  into  the  open  air,

A  Testimony  of  Dorking,  Horsham,  and  Guildford  Monthly 
Meeting  concerning  Lucy  Linney,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

It  is  the  concern  of  this  Monthly  Meeting  to  put  on  record 
its  testimony  to  the  faithful  service  of  our  dear  friend,  Lucy 
Linney,  the  wife  of  George  F.  Linney,  of  Guildford,  who  died 
on  the  3rd  of  Second  Month,  1907,  aged  seventy  years. 

Her  ministry  and  gift  in  prayer  were  helpful  and  stimu- 
lating, and  gave  evidence  of  close  communion  with  her  Lord. 
Of  gentle  nature,  she  spoke  in  great  humility  and  with  much 
diffidence,  yet  she  had  courage  not  to  shrink  from  service 
when  the  call  was  received. 

Lucy  Linney  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth 
Knight.  Her  mother  died  when  Lucy  was  very  young,  and 
her  father  married  again.  She  was  educated  at  Croydon  and 
Ackworth,  where  she  became  a  teacher;  her  holidays  were 
spent  at  Beigate  or  in  its  neighbourhood,  and  she  grew  to 
look  upon  Beigate  as  ''home."  She  was  married  in  Beigate 
Meeting  House. 

Many  years  of  her  life  were  spent  in  the  care  and  oversight 
of  the  boys  and  girls  at  Friends'  School,  first  at  Croydon, 
and  then  at  Saffron  Walden.  She  was  greatly  beloved,  and 
"her  children*'  indeed  "rise  up  and  call  her  blessed."  Of 
her  wide-spread  influence  through  them  who  shall  tell? 

During  the  later  years  of  her  life  her  home  was  at  Guild- 
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ford.  Here  she  became  President  of  the  Adult  School  for 
Women,  and  was  greatly  esteemed  and  trusted;  in  all  trouble 
and  difficulty  she  was  a  wise  counsellor  and  true  helper  ;  in 
joy  and  sorrow  alike  she  proved  a  sympathetic  friend.  In  the 
work  of  the  British  Women's  Temperance  Association,  also, 
there  were  opportunities  for  loving  service. 

A  few  years  before  Lucy  Linney's  death  her  health  became 
much  enfeebled,  and  clouds  of  depression  sometimes  gathered; 
these  were  happily  dispelled  in  the  last  months  of  her  life, 
and  the  light  of  her  Saviour's  presence  was  her  guide  to  the 
Heavenly  home. 


Testimony  of  South  Division  op  Wales  Monthly  Meeting 
concerning  Fbederioe  Joseph  Gibbins,  a  Minister^  deceased. 

Another  of  the  too  few  remaining  links  of  old  time 
Quakerism  in  Wales  has  ceased  to  exist,  and  our  Society 
has  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  passing  away  of  Frederick 
Joseph  Gibbins,  who,  for  many  years  past,  and  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  acted  as  Clerk  to  this  Monthly  Meeting. 
He  was  a  familiar  figure  at  all  the  Western  Quarterly 
Meetings,  taking  helpful  and  acceptable  part  in  the  ministry 
and  business  of  the  Meeting. 

Frederick  J.  Gibbins  was  born  at  Neath  in  1832,  his  father, 
Bevington  Gibbins,  dying  when  he  was  three  years  old.  The 
mother,  Bebecca  Gibbins,  with  the  rest  of  the  children, 
removed  elsewhere  in  order  to  secure  better  educational  and 
business  advantages  for  her  family.  Eventually  she  returned 
to  Neath,  and  remained  there  until  she  died.  Trained  in  his 
Quaker  home  to  faithfulness  and  diligence  in  business,  together 
with  purity  of  life,  he  gave  early  evidence  of  sterling  moral 
qualities  and  commercial  ability.  In  1856  he  returned  and 
settled  at  Neath,  and  became  the  proprietor  of  the  well- 
known  chemical  works.     Two  years  later  he  married  Caroline 
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Bowly,  of  Cirencester,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Caroline 
Bowly,  and  niece  of  Samuel  Bowly.  They  had  nine  children, 
six  of  whom  are  now  living,  three  out  of  the  four  sons  being 
responsible  for  the  management  of  large  works  in  and  around 
Neath. 

Frederick  J.  Gibbins  was  much  respected  and  honoured  by 
the  people  in  his  own  neighbourhood.  For  nearly  fifty  years 
he  was  an  earnest  temperance  worker.  The  present  Bishop 
of  Llandaff  quite  recently  bore  public  testimony  to  the  fact 
that  his  attitude  upon  the  temperance  question  was  due  to 
the  influence  of  Frederick  J.  Gibbins  and  the  late  Samuel 
Bowly. 

Notwithstanding  his  strong  temperance  views,  he  was  held 

in  such  respect,  even  by  those  of  a  contrary  way  of  thinking, 

that  the  President  of  the  Licensed  Victuallers'  Association 

'  requested  all  the  public-houses  to  be  closed  upon  the  occasion 

of  his  funeral. 

We  have  it  upon  the  authority  of  one  who  is  most  intimate 
with  the  commercial  life  of  the  district  that  a  standard  of 
integrity  and  purity  was  considered  to  be  set  by  the  life  and 
conduct  of  our  late  dear  friend,  and  a  typical  Welshman  said 
he  would  always  be  prepared  to  sign  any  document  emanating 
from  Frederick  J.  Gibbins  without  first  reading  it,  so  much 
could  he  trust  him. 

He  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  President  of  the  Neath 
Bible  Society,  Chairman  of  the  Glamorganshire  Reformatory 
Society,  Governor  of  the  Neath  Intermediate  School,  and  a 
Guardian  of  the  Poor  for  over  thirty  years,  and  upon  the 
occasion  of  his  funeral  all  classes  and  conditions  of  people, 
from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  were  present. 

He  held  very  firmly  to  the  simple  worship  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  and  yet  sympathized  with  the  more  progressive 
efforts  of  Friends  and  others  in  recent  years.  He  had  wit- 
nessed the  growth  of  a  remarkable  Christian  work  in  his  own 
town,  first  as  an  unsectarian  mission,  and  then  afterwards 
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in  connection  with  one  of  the  larger  Religious  Societies  in 
Wales,  and  this  had  broadened  his  outlook  in  connection  with 
Christian  activities. 

Frederick  J.  Gibbins  was  recorded  a  Minister  in  1869,  but 
his  service  was  confined  to  his  own  Quarterly  Meeting.  His 
words  indicated  the  humble  spirit  that  dwelt  within.  He  had 
a  very  sensitive  nature,  and  few  knew  what  it  cost  him  to 
express  views  contrary  to  others;  yet,  when  it  became  his 
duty  and  his  firm  conviction,  he  never  hesitated  to  do  so, 
but  always  in  a  courteous  Christian  manner. 

His  hope  of  salvation  rested  upon  the  atoning  blood  of 
Christ,  and  the  current  controversies  on  theology  did  not 
move  him  in  the  least. 

On  January  28rd,  1907,  he  took  his  place  as  usual  at 
the  table  at  the  Monthly  Meeting  at  Cardiff.  On  the  morning 
of  February  1st  he  became  unwell,  and  gradually  sank  into 
unconsciousness  after  first  giving  an  affectionate  **  Farewell " 
to  bis  wife.  Upon  the  following  Sabbath  evening  he  departed 
to  be  **For  ever  with  the  Lord." 


Testimony  of  Hbbbfobd  and  Badnob  Monthly  Mbbtino  con- 
cerning  Lucy  Elizabeth  Pumphbey,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

Under  a  sense  of  loss,  and  with  a  desire  to  acknowledge 
the  evidence  of  the  Divine  Spirit  in  the  life  and  service  of 
our  late  dear  friend,  this  Meeting  wishes  to  place  on  record 
some  of  the  conspicuous  features  of  her  life. 

Lucy  Elizabeth  Pumphrey  was  the  eldest  child  of  Stanley 
and  Mary  (Westcombe)  Pumphrey,  and  was  bom  at  Wor- 
cester in  1833.  Her  mother  died  when  she  was  twelve  years 
old,  leaving  her  with  three  younger  sisters  and  a  brother.  This 
sorrow  clouded  her  girlhood,  and  at  fifteen  years  of  age  she 
was  prematurely  grown-up.     Soon  after  leaving  school,  at  an 
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early  age,  she  undertook  visiting  among  the  poor,  towards 
whom  her  sympathetic  nature  went  out  in  words  and  deeds  of 
kindness.  She  was  also  one  of  the  first  teachers  in  the 
Worcester  Women's  First-day  School.  Tract  distribution 
among  the  militia  was  another  form  of  service  at  this  time. 

On  her  father's  death  in  1871,  Lucy  Pumphrey  went  to 
live  with  her  brother  Stanley  at  Cirencester,  but  at  no  time 
in  her  life  did  she  reside  outside  the  present  bounds  of 
Western  Quarterly  Meeting.  Besidence  in  three  of  its 
Monthly  Meetings  gave  her  exceptional  knowledge  of  its 
members,  to  many  of  whom  she  was  closely  attached.  In 
1872  Stanley  Pumphrey  and  his  sisters  removed  to  Worcester, 
where,  for  the  next  ten  years,  Lucy  E.  Pumphrey  remained, 
continuing  much  of  her  former  work  in  that  city.  After  the 
death  of  her  sister  Helen  in  1877,  she  resided  for  some  time 
with  her  brother-in-law,  William  Clark  Eddingtcn,  in  order 
to  care  for  his  four  little  children,  to  whom  she  was  truly 
a  second  mother.  Her  warm  heart  and  loving  nature  always 
attracted  the  little  ones.  After  her  brother  Stanley's  death 
in  1881,  she  lived  with  his  widow  and  child  till  they  left  Wor- 
cester the  following  year,  and  she  removed  to  Leominster, 
which  became  her  home  for  the  rest  of  her  life. 

There  her  quiet,  gentle  influence  soon  became  felt  in 
the  Meeting,  in  connection  with  which,  as  long  as  health 
permitted,  she  was  an  earnest  and  ever-welcome  visitor. 
Without  holding  the  office  of  Overseer,  her  constant  care  of 
the  membership  made  her  a  true  Overseer  of  the  Church. 
For  some  years  she  was  an  appointed  Elder  of  Worcester  and 
Shropshire  and  Hereford  and  Badnor  Monthly  Meetings,  and 
no  one  who  knew  her  could  ever  think  of  Eldership  exercised 
by  her  as  being  otherwise  than  encouraging  and  helpful. 

In  1888  she  was  recorded  a  Minister  by  Hereford  and 
Badnor  Monthly  Meeting.  **  Be  thou  faithful  to  the  ministry 
which  thou  hast  received  that  thou  fulfil  it"  was  the  exhorta- 
tion of  Paul  to  Archippus.     Our  dear  friend's  ministry  was 
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truly  a  faithful  one,  and  few  who  sat  with  her  in  the  same 
Meeting  could  fail  to  observe  her  deep  exercise  of  spirit 
on  behalf  of  the  flock.  Her  ministry  meant  much  besides 
the  preaching  of  the  Gospel.  It  was  her  unwearied  aim 
to  seek  the  welfare  of  the  Church  in  manifold  ways,  especially 
those  of  lowly  service,  her  gentle  sympathy  and  love  so  freely 
bestowed  blending  with  the  kindly  offices  of  encouragement 
and  warning.  Often  this  was  carried  out  regardless  of  dis- 
comfort and  fatigue.  Long  tramps  were  taken  over  the 
mountains  and  through  the  bogs  of  Badnorshire — 

<*  O'er  moor  and  fen,  o'er  crag  and  torrent " ; 

and  even  on  winter  nights,  when  the  dim  outline  of  surround- 
ing hills  was  the  only  landmark  to  the  path,  she  would  go 
with  a  companion  to  visit  solitary  members,  or  to  attend 
small  Meetings  where  the  two  or  three  would  be  gathered  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord.  Or  a  kindly  visit  would  be  paid 
to  some  tempted  one,  or  to  the  sick,  to  many  of  whom  she 
came  as  a  ''ministering  angel."  Of  late  years  these  visits  had 
become  impossible,  but  for  several  years  she  was  a  diligent 
member  of  the  Quarterly  Meeting^s  Small  Meetings  Com- 
mittee, her  visits  being  greatly  valued.  In  her  own  Meeting, 
when  travelling  had  become  rarely  possible,  the  same  loving 
spirit  was  manifest,  and  her  addresses  in  Meeting  bore  the 
same  message.  Her  voice  was  often  heard  in  testimony  and 
in  simple  solemn  prayer  for  the  congregation  and  herself, 
that  all  might  attain  to  a  closer  walk  with  God. 

In  the  autumn  of  1906  Lucy  Pumphrey's  health  failed 
seriously,  and  in  the  ensuing  months  of  weakness  the  over- 
coming power  of  Divine  Grace  was  clearly  manifest.  The  one 
who  nursed  her  frequently  referred  to  her  contented  spirit  : 
**  Nothing  troubles  her.  All  is  right.*'  It  was  a  privilege  to 
sit  beside  her  in  these  days  and  to  enjoy  her  happy  smile. 
**  I  shall  always  remember  our  visit,"  wrote  one  who  saw  her 
in  the  autumn,  ''and  the  strong  impression  it  made  of  a  clear 
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shining  light  in  a  frail  earthly  tabernacle,  wearing  away  from 
the  bodily  to  the  entirely  spiritual." 

''I  don*t  think  I  have  ever  known  anyone  who  seemed 
to  breathe  love  as  she  did,'*  said  an  F.F.M.A.  missionary 
who  knew  her  well.  "  She  just  seemed  to  live  to  love,  and  I 
think  all  who  knew  her  must  be  the  richer  for  the  example 
and  influence  of  her  life."  She  never  stopped  to  consider  if 
people  deserved  her  love  and  help ;  that  they  needed  it,  and 
she  could  give  it,  was  enough  for  her. 

•*And  so,"  writes  one  who  knew  her  best,  "she  slipped 
away  to  the  Celestial  City.  She  had  not  far  to  go.  Her 
memory,  through  all  the  days  to  come,  will  be  blessed. 
When  we  think  of  her  we  think  only  of  sweetness  and  light, 
of  gentleness  and  modesty,  of  self-denial  and  meekness,  and 
the  other  greatest  things — faith,  hope,  and  love ;  a  great 
love,  indeed,  and  much  serving  ";  and  "  the  quietness  and 
confidence  of  a  wonderful  trust." 


Testimony  of  Southwark  Monthly  Meeting  respecting 
Samuel  Alexander,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

We  feel  that  not  only  in  our  own  Monthly  and  Quarterly 
Meetings,  but  in  many  other  places,  a  link  with  the  past 
is  broken  by  the  passing  from  this  life  of  our  dear  friend 
Samuel  Alexander,  so  well  known  by  his  ministry,  which  was 
widely  exercised  over  a  large  part  of  the  British  Isles. 

He  was  the  eldest  child  of  Edward  Alexander  and  Jenepher 
Fisher,  and  was  born  in  Limerick  on  the  10th  of  Twelfth 
Month,  1818.  He  was  educated  at  Newtown  School,  Water- 
ford,  and  years  afterwards  alluded  to  his  memory  of  the 
visitations  of  his  Heavenly  Father's  love  during  those  school- 
days and  the  impression  then  felt  that  if  he  was  faithful  the 
Lord  would  raise  him  up  to  be  a  Minister  of  the  everlasting 
Gospel.

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His  father,  who  was  a  recorded  Minister  and  travelled  on 
religious  service  in  both  Ireland  and  England,  died  when 
Samuel  Alexander  was  only  eighteen  years  old,  but  his 
influence  and  memory  had  much  to  do  with  shaping  the 
young  man's  character,  as  had  also  frequent  religious  visits 
to  the  Meetings  and  families  in  Limerick  from  travelling 
Ministers. 

In  1841  he  started  in  business  on  his  own  account,  and  the 
following  year  he  married  Isabella,  daughter  of  Benjamin 
Clark  and  Mary  Fisher.  Undoubtedly,  as  years  passed 
along,  his  wife's  quiet,  loving  nature  and  deep  simple  faith 
powerfully  influenced  his  more  eager,  hasty  disposition. 

In  1867  the  business  in  Limerick  was  given  up,  and 
Samuel  and  Isabella  Alexander,  with  their  three  youngest 
children,  removed  to  London.  The  situation  which  he  held 
for  the  next  Ave  years  was  far  from  congenial,  and  he  had 
much  to  contend  with  in  the  low  moral  and  religious  standards 
of  those  around  him ;  but  his  steady  perseverance  in  well-doing 
won  him  life-long  friends  amongst  his  fellow-employees. 
During  this  period  of  stress  and  strain  he  found  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Fourth-day  evening  Meeting  at  Devonshire  House 
an  invaluable  help. 

All  these  circumstances  contributed  to  deepen  the  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  his  soul,  and  towards  the  middle  of  1868 
he  again  felt  the  call  to  take  part  in  the  vocal  ministry  of  the 
Gospel.  Although,  as  above  noted,  he  had  a  foresight  of 
such  service  whilst  a  mere  boy,  the  circumstances  of  his 
early  married  life  had  hindered  him,  and  it  was  only  in  the 
work  of  the  Meetings  for  Discipline  in  Ireland  that  his  help 
had  been  given  to  the  Church. 

During  the  next  few  years  he  was  frequent  in  visiting  the 
different  Meetings  in  and  aroimd  London,  and  also  the  First- 
day  Schools  and  Mission  Meetings  carried  on  by  Friends, 
and  in  Second  Month,  1872,  Westminster  and  Longford 
Monthly  Meeting  recorded  its  judgment  that  he  had  received 
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a  true  gift  in  the  ministry.  In  the  coarse  of  that  same  year 
he  removed  to  Peckham,  and  thenceforward  to  the  end  of  his 
life  was  a  member  of  Southwark  Monthly  Meeting.  During 
the  next  thirteen  years  he  travelled  repeatedly,  under  minutes 
liberating  for  religious  service,  visiting  the  Meetings,  and  in 
many  cases  the  families,  in  seven  Quarterly  Meetings  in 
England,  as  well  as  in  Ireland  and  Scotland,  and  the  Friends* 
Schools. 

His  communications  in  the  ministry  were  marked  with  a 
clearness  of  testimony  to  Christ  as  a  living  personal  Saviour, 
and  he  had  ever  a  loving,  tender  word  for  the  young,  often 
devoting  to  the  children  a  special  address  at  Meeting  or  in 
the  household.  His  warm  sympathy  was  felt  even  in  the  way 
he  would  shake  hands,  and  he  was  gifted  to  a  degree  seldom 
now  met  with  in  his  power  of  letter-writing. 

Those  who  knew  him  personally  were  much  impressed  with 
the  softening  influence  which  pervaded  his  spirit  in  the 
closing  years  of  his  life,  and  it  was  evident  that  his  faith 
became  brighter  and  stronger  as  his  bodily  weakness  in- 
creased. His  interest  in  our  Children's  First-day  School  at 
Feckham  was  keen  to  the  last,  and  his  annual  invitation  to 
the  most  successful  candidates  in  the  Scripture  examination 
to  spend  an  evening  in  his  home  only  ceased  at  the  end 
of  last  year,  when  he  felt  physically  unable.  In  childlike 
trust  he  testified  that  he  was  only  awaiting  the  call  home  to 
his  Heavenly  Father,  whose  mercy  and  goodness  had  been 
wonderfully  manifested  to  him  all  his  days,  and  this  came  in 
the  early  morning  of  the  1st  of  Third  Month  last,  in  the 
eighty-ninth  year  of  his  age.     Truly  his  end  was  Peace. 
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A  Testimony  of  Pontbfract   Monthly  Meeting  concerning 
Chables  Brady,  a  Minister^  deceased. 

It  seems  right  briefly  to  record  the  loss  which  the  Monthly 
Meeting  of  Fontefract  has  experienced  by  the  death  of  Charles 
Brady. 

With  the  exception  of  a  short  time  spent  at  Hitchin  School^ 
he  lived  the  whole  of  his  life  within  the  compass  of  Yorkshire 
Quarterly  Meeting.  For  he  was  bom  at  Dewsbury  in  the 
year  1832,  educated  at  Ackworth,  and  resided  for  over  sixty 
years  at  Barnsley.  As  Assistant  Clerk  of  the  Yearly  Meeting 
for  sixteen  years,  as  a  member  of  the  Home  Mission  Com- 
mittee, and  as  one  of  the  delegates  to  the  Bichmond  Con- 
ference, he  was  well  known  and  esteemed  throughout  the 
Society  of  Friends. 

Charles  Brady  was  possessed  of  sound  judgment  and  great 
business  capacity,  which  he  placed  ungrudgingly  at  the  service 
of  his  fellows.  Many  recall  the  ability  with  which  he  acted 
as  Clerk  to  the  Quarterly  Meeting.  He  seemed  to  have  a 
genius  for  gathering  the  sense  of  a  Meeting  and  embodying 
it  in  a  Minute.  In  his  own  Monthly  Meeting  he  was  the 
authority  on  all  points  of  constitutional  procedure. 

Betiring  from  business  in  the  prime  of  life,  he  gave  much 
of  his  time  to  civic  and  public  affairs,  more  desirous  of  doing 
solid  and  useful  work  than  ambitious  of  fame  and  honour. 
He  was  twice  Mayor  of  Barnsley,  and  for  five  years  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  West  Biding  County  Council. 
In  this  capacity  he  had  to*deal  with  an  annual  revenue  of  a 
quarter  of  a  million,  and  his  yearly  budget  statements  were 
so  masterly  as  to  attract  special  attention.  On  his  retire- 
ment from  the  Council  an  unanimous  vote  was  passed 
acknowledging  the  value  of  his  services. 

Charles  Brady  was  a  man  who  held  decided  views.  The 
general  judgment  of  his  fellows  was  well  summed  up  by  a 
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speaker  at  his  funeral : — **  He  was  a  just  man,  and  one  who 
held  firmly  to  what  he  saw  to  be  right  ....  his  adherence 
to  principle  rather  than  what  for  the  moment  seemed  to  be 
•expedient  had  braced  many  of  us  when  we  might  hayo  been 
in  danger  of  going  astray." 

Charles  Brady  was  fully  forty  years  old  before  he  began  to 
take  vocal  part  in  Meetings  for  worship.  His  friends  soon 
recognized  that  he  had  received  a  gift,  and  he  was  recorded  a 
Minister  in  1878. 

In  later  years,  with  the  exception  of  magisterial  duties  and 
•educational  interests  at  home,  and  as  Treasurer  of  Ackworth 
School,  he  devoted  himself  almost  wholly  to  religious  and 
philanthropic  work.  The  Temperance  cause  had  in  him  a 
firm  and  ever-ready  supporter,  and  in  the  Adult  School  move- 
ment he  always  took  a  keen  and  active  interest.  A  teacher 
for  many  years,  his  connection  with  the  Barnsley  School  as 
President  and  Treasurer  was  only  severed  by  death. 

He  often  visited,  frequently  in  company  with  his  wife,  the 
Meetings  of  his  own  Monthly  and  Quarterly  Meeting,  and 
received  from  time  to  time  Minutes  for  service  elsewhere. 

"  Other  foundation  can  no  man  lay  than  that  which  is  laid, 
which  is  Jesus  Christ,'*  was  the  key-note  of  his  ministry, 
which  was  pleading  and  powerful.  A  member  of  his  own 
Meeting  writes:  —  **  During  the  closing  months  of  his  life  his 
ministry  was  peculiarly  loving  and  earnest,  and  some  of  his 
addresses  during  this  time  especially  will  long  live  in  the 
remembrance  of  those  who  heard  them  as  appealing  remark- 
ably to  the  needs  of  the  hearers." 

After  a  few  weeks'  illness,  borne  with  true  Christian 
resignation  and  hopefulness,  during  which  he  patiently  awaited 
the  Master's  call  to  enter  his  new  Home,  Charles  Brady  peace- 
fully passed  away  on  the  2nd  of  Fourth  Month,  1907.

A  Testimony  of  Yorkshibb   Quartebly  Meeting  concerning 
John  Stephenson  Bowntbee,  a  Minister,  deceased. 

We  desire  to  record  our  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  value 
and  the  service  of  a  life  lived  amongst  us  which  closed  only 
on  the  18th  of  Fourth  Month. 

John  Stephenson  Bowntree  was  in  that  true  apostolic 
succession  of  which  he  often  spoke,  and  which  has  been  fre- 
quently so  happily  known  in  the  history  of  our  Church. 

When  his  father,  the  late  Joseph  Bowntree,  died  in  1859, 
in  the  fulness  of  his  powers,  it  seemed  as  if  the  Society  of 
Friends  had  lost  one  who  was  most  fitted  to  guide  it  in  the 
time  of  crisis  which  faced  it  in  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  But  God  takes  His  servants  to  Himself  and  carries 
on  their  work.  John  Stephenson  Bowntree,  then  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  sharing  his  father's  concern  for  the  future  of 
our  Society,  had  given  himself  to  earnest  enquiry  into  the 
causes  of  its  weakness ;  and  the  result  was  already  before  the 
world  in  '  Quakerism  Past  and  Present,'  a  work  remarkable  for 
the  fulness  of  knowledge,  strong  common  sense,  and  singular 
ripeness  of  judgment  which  it  revealed.  For  the  first  time  it 
presented  the  peril  which  threatened  us  as  a  Society,  and  the 
true  way  to  meet  it,  in  a  form  which  all  could  understand. 
No  one  did  more  than  our  friend  to  change  the  Society's 
policy  of  fear  and  mistrust  into  one  of  larger  hope  and  truer 
faith. 

For  he  had  developed,  even  then,  a  rare  power  of  seeing 
principles  in  their  right  relation  to  one  another,  and  in  their 
practical  application  in  Church  methods  and  arrangements — 
a  power  which  enabled  him  to  become  a  true  statesman  in 
the  Kingdom  of  Bighteousness.  Never  misled  by  the  fascina- 
tions of  theological  legalism,  never  accepting  traditional 
formularies  unchallenged,  *'  he  was  always  seeking  the  truth 
with  his  face  towards  the   light."     Disregarding  common- 
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places^  he  proved  everything  for  himself,  made  sure  of  the 
true  fomidations  of  thought  and  belief,  and  built  with  confi- 
dence thereon. 

From  the  beginning  he  threv?  himself  into  the  work  of  the 
newly  established  Adult  Schools,  which  did  so  much,  as  he  had 
foreseen,  to  break  down  the  barriers  which  then  divided  the 
enclosed  garden  of  a  gathered  Church  from  the  world  of  men 
and  women  outside,  and  to  arrest  that  decline  in  numbers 
which  threatened  to  hurry  the  Society  into  an  untimely  grave. 

Again,  in  later  life  he  was  not  dismayed  during  the  time  of 
transition  which  marked  the  close  of  the  century.  He 
rejoiced  with  loving  sympathy  in  every  manifestation  of 
earnestness  and  consecration  in  the  lives  of  the  younger 
generation,  looking  .through  and  beyond  novel  and  sometimes 
crude  expressions  of  religious  thought,  if  he  recognized  the 
spirit  of  honest  search  for  truth,  and  the  desire  for  a  fresh 
step  forward  and  a  new  baptism  of  spiritual  power.  He  had 
too  strong  a  sense  of  the  value  to  the  Church  of  the  work  of 
its  younger  members  to  do  anything  to  discourage  then* 
service.  He  did  not  waste  his  strength  in  showing  up  defects, 
but  welcomed  the  good,  abstained  from  negatives,  and  gave 
himself  to  setting  forth  positive  truth.  Therefore  no  one 
was  able  to  be  of  greater  service  as  a  trusted  link  between  the 
old  and  the  new,  promoting  unity  of  heart  amid  intellectual 
diversity. 

To  this  great  work  he  brought  a  catholicity  of  spirit  illus- 
trated by  his  love  for  the  hymns  of  every  branch  of  the 
Christian  Church,  of  which  he  had  a  very  extensive  know- 
ledge. His  power  of  wisely  interpreting  the  experience  of  the 
past  was  a  guide  to  himself  and  others  in  laying  a  firm 
foundation  for  the  work  of  the  present.  To  his  large  stores 
of  knowledge,  the  fruit  of  wide  reading,  was  added  a  remark- 
able combination  of  the  historical  mind  and  the  progressive 
spirit ;  and  the  quaint  details  of  some  forgotten  controversy, 
illumined  by  an  understanding  sympathy  and  a  quiet  humour. 
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were  often  used  by  him  to  shed  a  flood  of  light  on  similar 
problems  in  our  own  day. 

The  whole  course  of  John  Stephenson  Bowntree's  active 
life  was  a  witness  to  that  ideal  of  a  lay  Christianity  for  which 
the  Society  of  Friends  has  been  called  to  stand.  To  mark  off 
certain  portions  of  a  man's  daily  duties,  and  to  call  them 
sacred,  and  to  deem  other  parts  secular  was,  to  him,  the 
greatest  of  heresies.      He    often   quoted  George  Herbert's 

lines:  — 

**  Teach  me,  my  God  and  King, 
In  all  things  Thee  to  see, 
And  what  I  do  in  anything, 
To  do  it  as  for  Thee. 

'*  A  servant  with  this  clause 
Makes  drudgery  divine.  • 
Who  sweeps  a  room  as  for  Thy  laws, 
Makes  that  and  th*  action  fine.'* 

It  was  in  this  spirit  that  John  Stephenson  Rowntree  ful- 
filled the  very  varied  duties  of  a  busy  life,  and  in  every 
department  of  it  his  large  fund  of  information,  his  experience, 
judgment,  and  insight  were  freely  placed  at  the  service  of  his 
fellows,  and  his  great  powers  of  observation,  and  exactitude 
about  details  were  used  to  realize  broad  «im8  and  great 
principles. 

During  his  years  of  civic  service  he  gave  much  time  and 
thought  to  a  laborious  reorganization  of  the  finances  of  his 
city,  as  well  as  to  a  worthy  representation  of  its  dignity  and 
hospitality  when,  as  Lord  Mayor  in  1881,  he  welcomed  the 
visit  of  the  British  Association.  At  this  time  also,  his  delight 
in  archteological  and  historical  research  resulted  in  papers 
and  addresses  on  the  antiquities  of  York,  in  which  opportunity 
was  found  for  telling  the  legend  of  St.  Christopher,  and  of 
the  life-work  of  Faulinus  and  John  Woolman,  leading  up  to 
eloquent  pleas  for  a  high  ideal  of  citizenship,  and  an  unselfish 
municipal  spirit,  especially  in  the  promotion  of  education  and 
public  health. 
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As  regards  bis  ever-deepening  interest  in  the  education  of 
the  children  of  Friends,  it  is  difficult  to  say  whether  the 
Society  owes  most  to  the  many  days  and  hours  he  gave, 
through  a  long  series  of  years,  to  the  detailed  work  of  Com- 
mittees for  the  training  of  teachers  and  the  management  of 
the  Flounders  Institute  and  the  Mount  and  Bootham  Schools, 
or  to  his  exposition  on  so  many  occasions  of  the  great  aims 
of  education,  which  he  desired  "  should  fashion  character 
after  the  ideals  of  a  spiritual,  a  practical,  and  a  non-sacerdotal 
conception  of  the  Christian  faith." 

John  Stephenson  Bowntree's  presence  and  words  always 
raised  the  tone  and  earuestness  of  the  business  meetings  of 
the  Society.  While  fully  recognizing  that  **  the  Spirit  alone 
quickeneth,''  he  was  deeply  sensible  of  the  important  place  of 
right  human  arrangements,  and  be  would  devote  much  time 
and  thought  to  the  consideration  of  subjects  likely  to  come 
before  the  meeting,  and  to  the  work  of  Committees  who  had 
the  arrangements  in  charge. 

But  the  crown  of  all  his  work,  to  which  more  and  more  he 
devoted  his  life,  and  which  all  his  knowledge  and  experience 
were  made  to  help  and  serve,  was  his  ministry  in  our 
meetings. 

He  always  desired  for  the  Church  a  ministry  that  should 
build  up  and  strengthen,  and  his  own  ministry  was  essentially 
one  of  edification,  besides  being  in  a  remarkable  degree  one 
of  comfort.  And  the  gift  divinely  bestowed  was  faithfully 
cultivated,  and  thus  it  grew  in  depth  and  power.  It  was 
victorious  even  over  bodily  depression.  He  once  quoted  from 
Wordsworth,  describing  the  impression  made  on  him  when 
returning  home  at  dawn,  by  a  sunrise  on  the  mountains  and 
the  distant  sea — 

"  My  heart  was  fiill,  I  made  no  vow,  but  vows 
Were  then  made  for  me ;  bond  unknown  to  me 
Was  given,  that  I  should  be,  else  sinnmg  greatly, 
A  dedicated  spirit "  ; 
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and  those  who  heard  him  in  our  Meetings  felt  that  the  secret 
of  the  life  of  him  who  spoke  was  that  he  was  himself  a 
dedicated  spirit.  He  was  a  workman  for  the  Kingdom,  who 
had  trodden  the  road  of  the  many — in  business,  as  a  citizen, 
as  a  magistrate,  as  a  politician — and  men  listened  and  were 
impressed,  because  he  spoke  of  what  he  had  himself  known 
and  proved,  and  so  his  word  was  with  power.  At  one  time 
he  felt  it  laid  upon  him  to  visit  all  the  meetings  in  our 
Quarterly  Meeting,  and  in  this  service  he  gave  of  his  best, 
even  to  the  tiniest  gatherings. 

There  were  times  when,  through  crushing  outward  sorrows 
or  great  physical  infirmity  he  entered  very  deeply  into 
fellowship  with  the  sufferings  of  his  Saviour.  Like  Him,  he 
sometimes  found 

^*  No  way  in  the  desert  prepared  for  him, 
Nor  the  mountains  and  hills  made  low, 
Nor  the  crooked  straight,  nor  the  rough  ways  plain, 
Where  his  pilgrim  feet  might  go.*' 

It  may  be  that  we  ought  to  be  most  thankful  for  this,  for  it 
is  doubly-tried  spirits  like  his  who  can  alone  be  both  leaders 
of  men  and  true  comforters  in  times  of  sorest  need. 


Minute  of  Dublin  Monthly  Meeting  concerning 
Mary  Edmundson,  an  Elder,  deceased. 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  record  the  passing  away  of 
one  of  our  oldest  members,  whose  life  amongst  us  has  been 
one  long  term  of  service  for  others,  and  devotion  to  her  Lord 
and  Saviour.  Mary  Edmundson,  daughter  of  John  Wigham, 
of  Edinburgh,  was  bom  in  that  city  in  the  year  1818 :  and 
there  the  early  years  of  her  life  were  spent.  She  removed 
to  Dublin  on  the  occasion  of  her  marriage  with  Joshua 
Edmundson  in  1840,  and  here  she  lived  and  worked  as  long 
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as  health  and  strength  were  afforded.  Only  eight  years  of 
married  life  and  happiness  were  granted  to  her,  and  then 
came  the  great  sorrow  of  her  life. 

Following  the  famine  of  1847,  typhus  fever  of  a  very 
malignant  type  was  prevalent  in  Ireland :  Joshua  Edmundson 
was  struck  down  by  this  fatal  disease,  and  after  a  short 
illness  the  young  wife  and  mother  was  left  a  widow  with  five 
little  children.  But  the  God  of  the  fatherless  and  the  widow 
was  then,  as  ever,  her  support  and  strength,  and  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  devolving  on  her,  which  were  both  arduous 
and  difficult,  were  faithfully  and  bravely  met. 

After  her  husband's  death,  Mary  Edmundson  continued 
to  reside  at  the  premises  in  Gapel  Street,  and,  notwithstanding 
the  claims  of  a  young  family  and  the  responsibilities  of  a 
large  business,  including  the  care  and  oversight  of  a  house- 
hold of  apprentices,  she  still  found  time  to  devote  to  others, 
and  her  ready  sympathy  and  bright  cheering  words  endeared 
her  to  both  young  and  old. 

She  was  warmly  attached  to  the  principles  of  the  Society 
of  Friends,  and  was  a  most  regular  attender  of  Meetings  for 
Worship  and  Discipline,  always  endeavouring  to  take  her  due 
share  in  the  work  connected  with  the  Meeting.  For  many 
years  she  held  the  offices  of  Overseer  and  Elder,  the  duties  con- 
nected with  which  she  laboured  wisely  and  faithfully  to  fulfil. 

Her  voice  was  occasionally  heard  in  Meetings  for  Worship 
in  loving  exhortation  or  prayer,  but  the  larger  part  of  her 
ministry  lay  in  the  practical  sympathy  which  she  expressed 
in  the  joys,  as  well  as  the  sorrows,  of  those  around  her.  In 
visiting  the  sick  and  the  sorrowful  she  gladly  brought  them 
the  comfort  wherewith  she  herself  had  been  comforted  of  God. 

From  early  years  her  heart  went  out  to  the  poor  and  the 
oppressed ;  the  cause  of  Anti- Slavery  had  no  more  zealous 
supporter ;  reform  of  all  kinds  found  in  her  a  warm  advocate. 
From  the  commencement  of  the  Temperance  movement  she 
was  a  most  energetic   worker   in  it,  and  with  others  was

instrumental  in  establishing  the  Friends'  Total  Abstinence 
Association.  She  also  started  the  Friends'  Band  of  Hope, 
the  first  meetings  of  which  were  held  in  a  wareroom  in  Capel 
Street.  Later  in  her  home  at  Foxrock  many  pleasant  gather- 
ings of  young  people  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  who 
were  present. 

The  work  of  the  Friends'  Foreign  Mission  was  very  dear  to 
her.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Irish  Auxiliary  from  its 
formation,  and  regularly  corresponded  with  many  of  the 
missionaries,  thus  keeping  in  touch  with  the  work  in  various 
parts  of  the  world.  Missionaries  at  home  on  furlough  were 
always  warmly  welcomed  at  her  house. 

The  poor  of  the  city  and  the  neighbourhood  in  which  she 
lived  claimed  her  ready  help  and  sympathy,  and  many  bene- 
volent institutions  and  associations  will  deeply  feel  her  loss. 

To  the  Dublin  Prison  Gate  Mission,  which  she  assisted  in 
establishing  in  1876,  she  devoted  much  time  and  thought, 
going  once  a  week,  in  all  weathers  (until  prevented  by  age 
and  infirmity),  to  meet  the  discharged  prisoners,  giving  them 
her  hand  and  a  warm  invitation  to  the  breakfast  provided  for 
them  at  Blackball  Place.  Although  latterly  very  infirm  and 
at  times  suffering  much,  Mary  Edmundson  regnlarly  attended 
Meeting  both  on  First-day  and  in  the  middle  of  the  week. 

Two  weeks  before  the  end  she  was  present  as  usual  at  the 
First-day  Morning  Meeting  at  Eustace  Street;  a  few  days 
later  she  was  tak^n  ill,  and  although  those  who  watched  by 
her  side  hoped  she  might  be  spared  to  them  a  little  longer, 
it  was  soon  evident  to  them  that  her  earthly  race  was  almost 
ruQ.  She  was  quite  aware  of  ii  herself,  and,  a  day  or  two 
before  she  died,  calmly  repeated  several  verses  of  a  hymn 
commencing  with  the  words — 

**  The  hour  of  my  departure's  come, 
I  hear  a  voice  which  calls  me  home.** 

On  the  morning  of  the  16th  of  Seventh  Month  she  passed 
peacefully  and  gently  away. 
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A  Testimony  of  Warwickshire  North  Monthly  Meeting 
concerning  John  Edward  Wilson,  an  Elder,  deceased. 

In  presenting  a  Testimony  to  the  life  oif  John  Edward 
Wilson,  we  would  begin  with  a  note  of  thanksgiving  for  all 
the  enrichment  it  has  brought  into  the  lives  of  a  very  large 
number  of  people.  Lessons  may  be  learned  by  us  all,  by 
calling  to  remembrance  some  of  the  ways  in  which  he  poured 
out  his  love  and  sympathy  and  genial  kindness,  magnifying 
in  all  his  life  the  love  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  Lord 
Jesus  was  taken  as  his  Saviour  when  a  boy,  and  to  follow  in 
His  steps  became  the  great  desire  and  ruling  principle  of  his 
life. 

He  was  born  at  Kendal  in  the  year  1834,  and  business  life 
began  at  the  age  of  sixteen  or  sevisnteen  in  Manchester,  where 
his  sjonpathies  were  at  once  engaged  in  a  class  for  boys  con- 
nected with  the  Friends'  First-day  School.  He  was  able  to 
take  his  stand  as  a  follower  of  Christ  in  the  warehouse  in 
which  he  was  employed,  and  the  purifying  influence  of  his 
presence  worked  effectually  upon  the  characters  of  those  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact,  so  that  the  swearing  which  was 
common  when  he  went  there  was  gradually  no  more  heard. 

About  the  year  1855  he  removed  to  Birmingham  in  order  to 
take  up  his  share  of  the  burden  of  an  important  business 
undertaking,  and  the  same  potent  influence  for  righteousness 
which  had  been  so  marked  at  Manchester  was  felt  throughout 
the  fifty  years  of  business  life  which  followed.  Diligent  and 
successful  from  the  first,  he  never  allowed  his  business  to 
absorb  the  whole  of  his  interest.  He  was  soon  engaged  in 
the  Adult  School  work,  then  in  its  infancy,  and  joining  with 
two  other  young  men,  he  was  instrumental  in  inaugurating 
Sunday  Evening  services  in  an  old  theatre. 

Our  Friend  from  the  beginning  of  his  business  career 
regarded  his  time  as  the  Lord's,  and  as  prosperity  increased, 
the  time  set  apart  for  meditation  and  prayer  was  also  in- 
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creased.    Divine  guidance  was  sought  in  all  that  he  under- 
took, whether  of  a  personal,  business,  or  public  nature. 

He  was  a  generous  giver.  In  early  days  a  substantial 
portion  of  bis  income  was  regularly  set  apart  for  objects 
deserving  support.  With  the  growth  of  wealth  the  proportion 
in  which  he  gave  was  continuously  increased. 

We  bear  loving  testimony  to  the  extent  and  value  of  his 
services  to  the  Society  of  Friends.  He  was  an  Elder  of  his 
own  Monthly  Meeting  for  many  years.  Meetings  for  Worship 
and  Church  affairs  had  a  first  claim  upon  his  time  and 
thought,  and  we  remember  him  as  a  wise  Counsellor,  whose 
tactful  judgment  could  be  relied  upon.  He  filled  a  most 
useful  and  important  position  in  his  Meetings  during  the 
years  when  the  old  order  was  giving  place  to  the  new,  and 
when  through  Adult  Schools  and  Mission  Meetings  life  was 
springing  forth  in  many  directions.  Where  serious  differences 
of  opinion  arose,  he  spoke  with  weight  and  without  heat, 
exerting  in  marked  degree  an  influence  calculated  to  bring 
about  a  peaceful  and  satisfactory  settlement.  He  was  a 
regular  attender  of  Yearly  Meeting,  entering  with  earnestness 
and  enthusiasm  into  its  work,  and  took  a  similar  strong  and 
helpful  share  in  its  deliberations. 

Much  of  John  Edward  Wilson's  practical  help  and  sympathy 
went  to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions.  He  will  long  be 
remembered  as  a  leader  in  the  work  of  the  Friends'  Foreign 
Mission  Association,  with  which  he  was  identified  from  its 
commencement  forty  years  ago.  A  member  of  the  original 
Committee,  he  took  a  warm  interest  in  its  work  from  the  first, 
and  was  its  chairman  for  many  years.  He  freely  gave  his  per- 
sonal sympathy  and  wise  counsel,  not  only  to  those  responsible 
at  home,  but  to  the  Missionaries  themselves.  Our  Friend  was 
also  a  valued  member  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  from 
its  appointment  in  1882  until  1896,  and  acted  as  its  Treasurer 
for  a  time.  His  personality  in  some  of  the  social  gatherings 
arranged  by  the  Committee  was  helpful  in  a  way  that  will 
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be  long  remembered.  His  simple  faith,  his  whole-hearted 
devotion  to  his  Saviour,  and  his  prayerful  spirit,  gave  him  a 
buoyancy  and  a  hopeful  courage  in  the  face  of  discourage- 
ments and  difficulties  that  was  an  inspiration  to  those  work- 
ing with  him. 

John  Edward  Wilson's  wide  sympathies  led  him  far  beyond 
work  immediately  connected  with  his  own  Church.  The  Josiah 
Mason  Orphanage,  of  which  he  was  a  Trustee,  claimed  much 
of  his  time.  His  relations  with  the  staff  and  the  children 
were  of  the  most  cordial  nature,  his  visits  never  failing  to 
bring  an  inspiration  and  cheerfulness  to  all.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Birmingham  Deaf 
and  Dumb  Institution,  where  he  was  felt  to  be  as  a  father 
to  the  children,  loving  and  beloved.  He  was  for  many  years 
a  member  of  the  Committee  of  the  Birmingham  General 
Hospital,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Buildiug  Committee  of 
the  new  Hospital,  one  of  the  finest  in  the  Provinces.  He 
was  also  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  and  this  and  the  General  Hospital  owe  much 
to  his  unwearied  effort  on  their  behalf.  He  was  also  a 
Magistrate  for  the  County  of  Worcester,  and  an  Income  Tax 
Commissioner. 

John  Edward  Wilson's  was  a  strong,  broad,  generous 
nature.  There  was  in  him  something  of  the  massive  sim- 
plicity of  his  own  native  mountains,  and  any  attempt  to 
paint  a  detailed  miniature  portrait  of  such  a  man  must  fail 
from  its  very  unlikeness  to  himself.  What  he  was  in  secular 
matters  he  was  also  in  his  religious  career,  going  straight 
forward  with  simple  earnestness  to  do  the  thing  which  lay 
near  to  his  hand,  and  doing  it  courageously  and  successfully. 
The  same  qualities  which  distinguished  him  as  master  of  a 
great  industry,  and  father  of  a  large  family,  characterized 
him  in  his  other  undertakings. 

With  the  loving  sympathy  and  able  support  of  his  wife 
<Catharine  Wilson),  his  work  for  the  Church  and  the  world 
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was  always  thorough  and  complete.  During  their  many 
years'  service  for  the  Friends*  Foreign  Mission  Board  they 
entered  into  personal  friendship  with  a  large  number  of 
missionaries,  and  maintained  this  close  touch  by  regular 
correspondence  with  the  distant  fields.  In  the  varied  work  of 
his  own  Meeting  he  was  to  the  last  equally  anxious  to  know 
his  fellow  members  and  to  appreciate  their  aims. 

He  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  time,  but  for  a  few 
days  prior  to  his  death  there  had  been  a  marked  revival 
of  his  old  vigour,  and  it  was  at  the  Edgbaston  Deaf  and 
Dumb  Institution,  in  the  very  midst  of  work,  that  there  came 
to  him  the  final  and  glad  summons,  ''  Enter  thou  into  the 
joy  of  thy  Lord." 

He  passed  away  on  Thursday,  21st  of  Third  Month,  1907, 
aged  seventy-two. 
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
